BEPOBTS ON THE STATE OP THE SEASON AND PBOSPECTS OP THE CROPS FOR 

THE WEEK ENDING THE 3rd APRIL 1883. 

Gbxkual Remarks. — During tho wook under report tliero lias keen sUftlit rain in most* 
districts of the Punjab, in two or three districts of Central and J^astern llonj^al, in Assam, and in 
Soutli Coorjj. Lii^lit showers also fell in throe districts of the North-Western Provincos and Oudh, 
ill two distri(3ts of the Madras Presidemey, and at Bhopal. Elsewhere there has l)eeu no rain to report, 
and dry, hot weather has f^enerally set in. 

Ill the Madras Presidency cotton, suf^areane, and dry fjrains are still hoin^ harvested, and pfenernl 
prospects are fjood. In the Bombay Presidency the rahi harvest is ^-eneraliy over. In the Punjab 
crops are ripening and harvest prospects are good, except in l^mhiilla, where tho rahi is f‘xpeeted 
to he below the average. In the North-Western Provinces and Oudh the rahi crops are either being 
cut or liavo been harvested in most districts, and ])rospocts are generally good. In the Central Prov- 
inces the harvest is almost completed, and threshing is well in hand. In Bengal the rahi harvest 
is still progressing generally with a fair outturn; the eroj)s on the ground aie doing well, though 
in North Bengal and in a few other parts rain is said to ho mueh wanted. From Ihirma the reports 
of the paddy crop are favourable. In Berar the threshing of rahi has been comphded, while in the 
Nizamis territories the rahi crops are still being rcuiped. In the Central India States and in Kajputana 
the rahi crop has been generally a good one, and prospects are favourable.

to be calculated afresh every year according to the variations which take place 
in the relative value of gold and silver, and a calculation which will hold 
good for even one year is exceedingly difficult to make. In March i88i 
the value of the rupee was taken at ij. 8^/., and* at the time this estimate 
was made it wa& a reasonable one, based on the facts of the past and present. 

The value of silver was then about 52^. an ounce, which corresponds with a 
vajue of iJ. S-T^d. to the rupee. But since then the value of the rupee has been as 
high as IS. and as low as is. The average price obtained for the 

bills, amounting to 14, 184,000 (true sterling), placed on the market up to 
March 9th, 1883, has been When the Budget was framed it was 

thought that a debt of ;;^i4, 184,000 (true sterling) w'ould be liquidated by a 
payment of R 17,02,03,000. It has actually cost Ri 7,43,81,000 to liquidate that 
debt. It is sufficient to state these facts in order to show the grave inconvenience 
to the Government which results from the unstable value of the rupee. 

137. It will be desirable that I should explain in this place two financial southern MahraUa 
transactions of the year which are intimately connected with each other and 

with the Expenditure under Exchange. The first relates to the transactions ^ 

of the Southern Mahratta Railway Company. The second to the application 
of the annual grant of £ i ,500,000 under Famine Relief and Insurance. 

138. The Southern Mahratta Railway was commenced by the Government 
as a famine work in April 1879, and work was afterwards recommenced by 
Government in November 1881. Up to the end of 1881-82 ;;^394,ooo had been 
spent on it, of which ^^29 1,000 had been charged to the Protective grant. A 
further sum of ;^369,8oo was provided in the Budget Estimates for 1882-83 
from the Protective grant for expenditure on this line. 

139. In the summer of 1882 the line was handed over to a private Company. 

Capital to the extent of £i,’] 2 t^, 6 oo (true sterling) has already been raised in 
London and paid to the Home Treasury of the Government of India. Of this 
amount about ;^550,ooo is due to the Government for work already done, 
the remainder being intended to provide funds for the continuation of the 
works. The amount to be re-credited to the Protective grant during the 
present year is estimated to be £ 2 ']o,ooo, besides the expenditure incurred this 
year, and whatever is repaid will be credited to the head of Famine Relief and 
Insurance and become available for the construction of Protective Works, in 
addition to the annual grant of ^^750, 000. Further, the original allotment of 

369,800 made in the Budget from the Protective grant for expenditure on the 
Southern Mahratta Railway became available for expenditure on other Pro- 
tective Works. The Public Works Department was, however, unable to spend 
the large sum of money which thus became available on Protective Works during 
the year. Their total net expenditure on these works in 1882-83 is now estimated 
at only ;^i44,2oo. It was thought undesirable not to utilise at once the large sum 
of money belonging to the Famine Insurance grant which was thus available. A 
transfer of ^^605,800 will, therefore, be made to the Account of the Commission- 
ers for the Reduction of Debt, thus increasing the amount available during the year 
for reducing debt to £ i ,330,200. A demand for money having recently sprung 
up, and the Secretary of State having already drawn the total sum required 
for the annual expenditurein England, it is contemplated to remit home an addi- 
tional sum of about ;^i, 000,000 (true sterling) during 1882-83, to invest this 
sum, and to apply it, as opportunity may offer, to the reduction of sterling debt 
in England. The Commissioners have been consulted on the subject, and gi^^cUon <tf Debt 
approve of this arrangement. A separate account of the transaction will be ’ 

rendered to them. The cost of the bills drawn in order to carry out tivs transac- 
tion will be debited to the Account of the Commissioners for the Reduction 
of Debt. In 1883-84 a reduction will be made in the amount available for 
Reduction of Debt, and a corresponding increase in the amount available for

■ will, in 1883-84, be reduced to ;^i3 1,700 and the latter having, in 

i88a"^3, been reduced to ^^144,200, will, in 1883-84, be increased to ;^i, 355,800. 
It is estimated that the direct expenditure on Famine Relief in 1882-83 
1883-84 will be £2^,600 Sind ;^i 2,500, and consequently the aggregate expen- 
diture on Famine Reliefs Protective Works, and Reduction of Debt will be 
1,500,000 in each of the years 1882-83 and 1883-84. 

140. So far I have only dealt with the transactions of the Southern 
Mahratta Railway Company mainly in so far as they affect the Revenue and 
Expenditure of the year. I now turn to the consideration of the transactions 
in so far as they have affected the Ways and Means of 1882-83. 

141. As the capitjil of the Company was paid to the Home Treasury of 
the •Government of -India, it was necessary, in order to enable the Company to 
proceed with its works, to provide funds for the Company from the Treasuries of 
the Government of India. A sum estimated at ^^480, 000 (;^40o,ooo, true ster- 
ling) had to be so provided. ‘For this, of course, no provision had been made in 
the Estimate of Ways and Means for the year. The Secretary of State, there- 
fore, undertook to reduce his drawings during 1882-83 by an amount of ;^4oo,ooo 
(true sterling), but he did not reduce his drawings by the total amount of the paid 
up capital of the Company. The balance of the money paid by the Company to 
the Secretary of State in excess of .,^400,000 (truq sterling) was used to strength- 
en the Home cash balance, and thus enable the Secretary of State to purchase the 
Madras Irrigation and Canal Company’s undertaking. It results, therefore, that, 
inasmuch as the Government of India has to supply funds for the Company in 
India at a rate of exchange of is. 8rf., every £\ paid to the Company in 
India involves a payment of R12, of which R2 appears as expenditure under 
Exchange. As a matter of fact the total expenditure under Exchange is, on 
this account, increased by 26,500 in 1883-84. 

142. I trust that I have made these operations clear. They arc somewhat

.3. Foreign parcels containing coin, bullion, 
precious stones, and jewels, must bo partially in- 
sured at the rate of I anna for fi50, 2 annas for 
RlOO, and 2 annas for every additional RlOO or 
fraction thereof. The partial insurance is intended 
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to cover all risks during transit to the port of 
embarkation. Such parcels must be packed and 
sealed in the manner proscribed for insured parcels 
in the Postal Guide.

OBSEEVATION8. — The kharff season of 1882-83 (from Ist April to 30th 
September 1882) was not very favorable for canal irrigation owing to the 
early setting in of the rains. In the beginning of June heavy rain fell in 
almost all districts, but the break in September caused a demand for water on 
the Eastern Jumna and Upper Ganges Canals. 

2. The returns, however, show an increase of 33,385 in acreage, and of 
Rl, 64,584 in assessments over the totals of last year. The total area irrigated 
during the season under review was 739,410 acres, or 7,826 acres more tlian the 
highest ever recorded, vis., in 1877, a year of drought, when the irrigated area 
exceeded the highest previously attained by 229,960 acres. 

The following statement shows in detail the areas of the principal crops 
irrigated during the last four years : —

Sugarcane has far exceeded the area of last year, and the increase is fairly 
distributed over all divisions. B-ice is slightly under the average of the last 
three years. The chief falling oil is on the Eohilkhaud Canals. 

The increase in food- grains is due to the large area under maize, which 
cultivators were compelled to irrigate owing to the break in the rains in Sep- 
tember. The increase in this crop alone is 11,000 acres.

The rise in the acreage of sugarcane is alone equal to the total increase in 
the irrigated area on cantds, whilst that in food-grains is counterbalanced by a 
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decrease in dyes, &e. The falling ofF, however, in the latter is not due to any 
appreciable diminution of tho area under indigo, the total under which is 
316,903 acres against 319,010 acres last year.

The increase on the Upper Ganges Canal is in the four upper divisions, 
viz., the Northern, Meerut, Andpshahr and Bulandshahr, which, in round num- 
bers, have extended their irrigation by 8,000, 17,000, 6,000, and 10,000 acres, 
respectively, over the figures of last year. 

On tlie Lower Ganges Canal the falling off is entirely in the two old divi- 
sions, the Cawnpore and Etdwah, owing to short supply in the river in the 
early part of the season. The new divisions taken by themselves show a slight 
increase, 74,800 acres against 66,.527 ; and this might have been greater had 
there been more water available for the tail portions.

This clearly show's that the tendency is for sugarcane and indigo to increase. 
Cotton apparently is unable to obtain a footing. 


There is a slight falling off' on the Agra Canal, tho decrease being about 
equal to that in cotton alone. There is, however, an increase in sugarcane, but 
almost the same decrease in indigo. 

On the Rohilkhand Canals tliero is a rise in sugarcane and a falling off in rice, 
and, on the whole, there is a slight decrease. This is duo to there being no de- 
mand for water for late kharif rice sowings. 

On the Eastern Jumna Canal the increase is due to sugarcane.

REPORTS ON THE STATE OP THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OP THE CROPS POR 

THE WEEK ENDING THE 17th APRIL 1883. 


Geveiial Rematiks. — With the exoppiion of slij^ht showers in two ilistriiris of the Puiijal) and the 
North-Western Provinees and in four districts of J3en«^al, there lias heini no rain in Northern India 
nor in the Central India States. In tlio Bombay and Madras Presideiieies there has l)i‘en some rain in 
a few places, and a slight fall is also reported from two districts oF Ihijpuiana and from Mysore. In 
Assam the rainfall has been more or less general throughout the proviiu'e. 

In the Madras Presidency slandinp^ crops are generally |:?ood ; cotton, siipfarcane, and dry ^^rains are 
still bein^ harvested and a fair yield is expected. In the Romhay Pn'sidoncy land is bein;^* ])n'pared for 
kharif in parts, and ])l:uitin" oF su<[ra.rcane still contniues in one or two plaef‘s. In Rental the 

rahi harvest is almost over, and has yielded a fair crop ; tea prospects are reported as buidcward owing to 
drought, and rain is wanted in Rongal proper for Loro paddy, indigo, and other (‘r(»ps on the ground. In 
the North-Western Provinces the ruhi harvest is almost completed, and the out turn is stalcMl to bo satis- 
factory; the new gr.iin is coining into the mark<its and the price oF barley has falhm. In the Punjab the 
rabi harvest is cither comnKiTieiiig or in progress, and generally with gviod prospects. Prospects are also 
good in the Central Provinees, wliere the harvest is practically over, and the grain is being prepared for 
the markets. In Assam ploughing for still continues, lii Mysore ainl (\)org standing crops are 
in good condition, and in the Nizamis t(‘rritories preparations of kharif sowings arc in progress. In 
Rajputaiia and the Central India States the jwospects of the crops are good.

BENGAL TENANCY BILL. 

The Hon’blo Sir Steuaut Bayley moved that the Bill to amend and 
consolidate certain enactments relatin.g to the Law of Landlord and Tenant 
within tbo territories under the administration of the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bengal be referred to a Select Committee consisting of His Honour the 
Lieutenant-Governor, Major the Hon’ble B. Baring, the Ilon’ble Messrs. Ilbert, 
Reynolds and Evans, the Hon’ble Kristodds Pal, the Hon’blc the Mahdrdjd of 
Darbbangd, tho Hon’ble Mr. Quinton and the Mover. 

He said that the Council were aware of the circumstances under which his 
hon’ble colleague, Mr. Ilbert, had introduced the Bill on tho 2nd of March, and 
he (Sir Steuart Bayley) could only congratulate the Council and himsolf that 
his enforced absence from here had transferred to Mr. Ilhert’s hands the duty 
which he had so admirably performed. After the clear and elaborate statement 
which Mr. Ilbert had made on the 2ad March, as to tho necessity for legislating, 
and on the principles pf the Bill, Sir Steuart Bayley did not at present 
propose to say anything more on the subject, hut he would reserve to himself 
the right to answer the objections which may he made in tho course of the 
debate, which objections, he had no doubt, would ho numerous. But he had 
lUst one word to say pertinent to the motion before tho Couh«Sl. Ho was at 
liberty to say tliat it was the intention of His Excellency the Viceroy to ap- 
point to this Council a representative of the planting interests in Bihdr, Mr. 
Gibbon, and on his being gazetted, and if he agreed, and if the Council agreed, 
he would be appointed to tho Select Committee, and that hereafter, when 
vacancies occurred in the Council, as would be the case next year, it would 
probably he expedient to strengthen the Committee by the appointment of 
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additional members who might fill those vacancies. Although the Bill will now 
he referred to a Select Committee, the Committee would not meet till next 
November, hut during the Simla session criticisms would he received from the 
Bengal Government, and from the associations and individuals concerned ; and 
those criticisms, when received, would from time to time ho circulated to the 
members of the Committee for their consideration, and he hoped that, when the 
Council re-assnmhUid in Calcutta, they should, by this means, clear a good 
deal of ground, and enable tlie Council to set to work at once. 

Ills nighness the MauarXja op DarbhangX then said : — “ My Lord, it is 
not witJioiit considerable diffidence that I submit my views on the Bill which 
affects all classes of jjcoplo. 

* • ^ 

“It is now more than six ^ears that it was proposed by Sir Bichard 
Temple to change the pi’cscnt law of landlord and tenant, and as the Govern- 
ment has already ntade uj) its mind to change the law, it would be useless for 
me to say that this Bill ought not to he introduced. But I might safely say 
that, as far as Bibiir is concerned, no change in the present law is need- 
ed : neither the raiyats nor the zamindai's have asked for a change, and that in 
itself is suflicicnt jiroof that no change is needed. The zamindars certainly do 
not wish to get any further facilities for the collection of their rents, and the 
tenants.ulso do not complain of any ojipression liy the zaminddrs. 

“ A great deal has been said about the oppression of zamindars in Bihar, 
and I doubt not that in Bihar there arc a few bad zaminddrs as well as a few 
had raiyats. But it is most unjust to think that all the Bihdr zaminddrs, as 
a class, are op])r«58sivc. That there was a great deal of oppression in former 
days I do not deny, but Mr. Ileynolds, after his last tour, was able to say that 
things have ciuite changed of late. 

“ Illegal distraint used in former days to he common, but that is now almost 
a thing of the past. The zaminddrs now have sufficient knowledge of law to 
know that by illegal distraint they render themselves liable to criminal prose- 
cutions, and the raiyats also know how to protect themselves, and they are not 
now at all likely to lot a zaminddr distrain their crops illegally. Besides, 
though the former syst(MU of distraint was ccwtainly illegal, it was not neces- 
sarily oppressive. TIjo Government itself, as the guardian of two of the largest 
proprietors in Bihdr, was obliged to have recourse to this illegal system of 
distraint up to 187(5. In the JJarbhangti Raj, when under the Court of Wards, 
it used to be considered the proper thing to distrain the raiyats’ crops without 
serving them Avith formal notices. It was in 1876, however, tliat steps were 
taken to introduce a system of legal distraint, and I am happy to say that the 
system of illegal distraint has now entirely disappeared throughout Bihdr, and 
this is simply owing to the good example set by Sir Richard Temple and my 
hon’ble friend Sir Steuart Bay ley. It would therefore* he unjust now to call 
the zaminddrs of Bihdr oppressive, and I hope I may he excused for having 
gone out of the way to say a few words in justification of the zaminddrs of 
Bihar, who have already Ikmua more than sufficiently abused in the report of 
the Rent Commission for carrying on a system of distraint which, though 
illegal, was not oppressive, and which the Govex’nment itself was carrying out 
until lately. 

“ I will now say a few words on the subject of occupancy tenures in Bihdr. 
The zaminddrs, as a body, are not averse to the cultivators acquiring this right. 
It gives the raiyats a permanent interest in their lands, and they are, therefore, 
more likely to increase the value of their lands. But the Bill does not create 
this right in favour of the actual cultivators. On the other hand, it distinctly 
says that the sub-lessees, who after all are the actual 'cultivators of the 
soil, aie not to acquire rights of occupancy. The actual cultivator is not to 
acquire the right unless he happens to pay in his rent direct to the zaminddr, 
and he is to be perfectly at the mercy of his middleman. This seems to me to he 
perfectly anomalous, and it would bo a better proposal that a raiyat who is not 
an actual cultivator should not he allowed to acquire right of occupancy. Un- 
less some such provision is made, we arc bound to create a set of occupancy 
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tenants, who are not tho actual cultivators, but middlemen, and these middlemen 
would he in a far better position to oj)pre8s the cultivator than the much 
abused zamind&rs. The zaminddrs have to deal with those raiyats whose names 
are registered in the village papers, hut these middlemen will have to deal with 
people who have in most cases no documentaiy evidence to prove that they 
are the actual cultivators. Then there is another provision of the Bill which 
concerns the zaminddr more directly — I mean tho provision which debars the 
raiyats from contracting against their rights of occupancy. Su(!h contracts are 
but seldom made. A zaminddr might esjjocnally wish to have a piece of land 
all to himself, though it might not necessarily he his zarat or khdmdr land. I 
might bo a jungle or a prosciwe, and supposing he w'as to lease out a part or 
the whole of this plot, on condition that at some future time it is to be given 
back to him, is he to he prevented from the use of his land for ever ? Then, 
again, zamindars very often plant trees on their lands, and lease out the ground 
to raiyats to grow crops for a certain number of years, and, in most cases, at 
very low rates, on the condition of regaining possession of tiic lands when the 
trees grow up, and tho raiyats gladly take sueli lands on* short leases. Are 
these raiyats supposed to aetjuire rights of occupancy ? Then, again, why 
provide for a right of occupancy against any contract to tho contrary ? Such a 
provision does away with the I'reedom of parties to contract. Parties understand 
their own intert^st better, and it is idle for the legislature to affect to protect 
their interests. To secui’o some pci-sonal benefit, a raiyat may very well give 
up his rights under the law, but if tlie provisions of tho Bill are passed into 
law they would not be able to se(*ure such advantang<is for themselves. 

“I am glad to see that the Bill proposes to do away with the law which entitled 
the tenants to acquire rights of occupancy only when they ould prove that they 
were in the possession of an identical piece of land. There would be little 
harm done to the zanunddrs if, where raiyats otscupy different lands in different 
years, tho right of occupancy is allowed to spring up in res[)ect of a particular 
quantity of land held for a certain number of y<iars. But the Bill goes on 
further, and provides that if a raiyat occupies a very small quantity of land, 
and in respect of that quantity acquires a right of occupancy, such right would 
attach to all land which ho may hold wdthin the estate for however short 
a period. This is certainly unfair. 

“ About the proposed facilities for the collection of rents, I must confess 
that the position of the zamindars would be much worse? if the proposed changes 
are carried out. The B-ent Commission had proposed to abolish tho system of 
distraint altogether. The new Bill has eifectod a compromise in this respect 
between the suggestion of the Rent Commission and the existing law ; but 1 am 
confident that the proposed mode of distraint through tho Civil Court, and the 
deposit of the proceeds for a month, would frustrate the very objiict of dis- 
traint, which is, only had recourse to as a mode of speedy realization of rents. 
The present mode of distraint is the best and most speedy W'ay (>f collecting 
rents. The proposed law, however, in a way abolishes distraint altogether. 
It burdens the zamindar with the cost of an application to the Civil Court on 
stamp-paper, as well as with tho expenses of ])aying law'yers ; wdiftreas now ho 
has practically no expenses to incur. Illegal distraints are no doubt objec- 
tionable, but, as I have already said, it is only a very short time ago that the 
Government even used to resort to this illegal system in managing tho Court' 
of Wards’ estates. This show's clearly that though illegal the distraint never 
operated as a hardship. It would, therefore. In; most undesirable to change the 
present law, especially as the raiyats and zamindars have begun to know the 
raw, and there has been absolutely no complaint by the raiyats t hat this instru- 
ment is used by the zamindars illegally, or as a means of oppression. It has 
been said that the law of distraint is an olf-shoot of the English law. It may 
be so. But then how is it that you find in Nipdl, which has had less to do 
with Foreigners than any other State in India, that distraint has been carried 
on for certainly more than a hundred years ? 

“ Now I come to the most important point of the Bill — I moan the question 
about the enhancement of rents. The Bill proposes fixing tables of rates for 
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manent Settlement vas financially a mistake, but in those days it saved the public 
treasury. The Company’s tr<A.sury vras on the verge of insolvency 5 their 
territories were threatened by powerful enemies ; on one side an adventurous 
European rival was plotting, and on the other mighty Native Chiefs were array- 
ed against the Company ; it was then a question of the continuance of English 
supremacy in the East ; on the other hand the land-revenue, on account of 
varying assessment, could not be regularly collected. It was at this juncture 
the Permanent Settlement was made. 

“Ninety years have elapsed since this settlement was concluded. Within 
that period we have seen wliat changes, what commercial and material changes, 
have taken place, and how the jungle which then covered the land has been 
removed and cultivation has been introduced ; what ftnancial prosperity has 
since succeedcd’the insolvency to which Mr. Pattle referred, and how active has 
been the national industry. I will not say that these results have been achieved 
wholly through the agency of the Permanent Settlement, but I do not hesitate 
to say that it has contrihuted greatly to the consummation of the changes 
which wo now contemplate with so much satisfaction. It is well known that 
one of the charges brought against the Bengal land system is that it has 
involved the Government in an unnecessary sacrifice of prospective revenue. 
But, my Lord, if an examination of the development of the finances of these 
Provinces were made, it would he seen that in no other Province has the public 
revenue progressed so satisfactorily as in Bengal, and that whatever sacrifice 
was made by the Permanent Settlement of the public demand in Bengal has 
been more than made up by the enormous indirect increase of the revenue 
from many sources. This was particularly pointed out in the Duke of Argyll’s 
despatch on the lioad Cess. 

“I now come to the position of the zamindars before or at the time of the 
Permanent Settlement. The name of Mr. Prancis is well known in history as 
one of the colleagues of Warren Ilastings in the administration of India. 
When he was in this country, the (juestion of the land settlement occupied the 
attention of tlie Govenimcnt, and enquiries were set on foot as to the position 
of the pesrsons who were then known by the name of zamindars. Mr. Prancis 
in a Minute, dated 22nd January, 1876, or rather in a note to that Minute, 
wrote : — 

‘The iiihcrifablc quality of the laiida is alone snflrieicnt to prove that they are the property 
of the zamhidfirs, tahajdars and otherB, to whom they have descended by a long course of 
inheritance. The rigltt of (he Sovereign is founded on conquest, by which he succeeds only 
to the state of the conquered Prince ; unless, in the first instance, he resolves to appropriate or 
transfer all private projwrty, by an act of power, in virtue of his conquest. So barbarous an 
idea is equally inconsistent with the manners and policy of the British nation. When the 
Moguls conquered Bengal, there is no mention, in any historical account, that they dispossessed 
the zaminddrs of this land, though it is fre<iuently observed that where they voluntarily came 
in and submitted to the new Government, they were received with marks of honour, and that 
means were used to gain and secure their attachment.’ 

“These were the men whom the British Government, on the first acquisition 
of this country, found in ])osscssion of the land. Mr. Prancis admits that the 
Muhammadan Government always recognized their position and rights, and in fact 
did all they could to gain and secure their attachment. I do not know whether 
many members of this Council have read that curious book called, I believe, 
the ‘ Pour great zamindars of Bengal ’, by Mr. Rouse. It is now out of print, 
but it is a very interesting and useful book. It contains good deal of informa- 
tion about the Permanent Settlement, about the status’ of landlords in those 
days, and gives a very interesting history of the four great families of zamin- 
ddrs in Bengal, namely, Burdwan, Dindjpur, Nattore, and Kishnagur. It 
also gives some account of some minor zamindars. I allude to this hook only 
to show that in the days of the Permanent Settlement there were men in 
jwssession of largo proi)eriies or estates, and that they were considered absolute 
proprietors of the soil. Now, in what light were these zamindars regarded by 
the authors of the Permanent Settlement P Were they regarded as proprieton 
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of the soil or not P Here is the opinion of Sir John Shore, afterwards ^rd 
Teignmouth : — 

“* I consider the zamindtrs as the proprietors of the soil, to the property of which they 
tueceed by the rig^ht of inheritance, according^ to the laws of their own religion ; and that the 
sovereign authority cannot justly exercise the power of depriving them of the succession, nor 
of altering it when there are auy legal heirs. The privilege of disposing of the land by sale 
or mortgage is derived from this fundamental right, and was exercised by the zamindfirs before 
we acquired the Diw&ui.’ 

“ I will give an extract from the Minute of Lord Cornwallis, dated the 18th 
September, 1789. He says : — 

' Mr Shore has most ably, and, in my opinion, most successfully, in his Minute, delivered 
in June last, argued in favour of the rights of zamfndars to the projterty of the soil. But, if 
the value of permanency is to l>c withdrawn from the settlement now in agitation, of what 
avail will the power of his arguments be to the zamindiirs for whose rights he has contended ?' 

Again, His Lordship writes ; — 

‘ Although, however, I am not only of opinion that the zamfndars have the best right, 
but from being persusided that nothing could l>e so ruinous to the public iutercst, as that the 
laud should be retained the property of (Government, I am also convinced that, failing the 
claim of right of the zamfndars, it would be necessary for the public good to grant a right 
of property in the soil to them, or to persons of other descriptions. I think it unnetwssary to 
enter into any discussion of the grounds upon which their right ap])cars to bo founded.' 

“ So that Lord Cornwallis was deliberately of opinion that the zamfnddrs were 
the proprietors of the soil, and that, even if their rights were questioned, still, 
as a matter of jiolicy, proprietary rights should be conferred upon them. The 
zamindars before the Permanent Settlement were not only proprietors of the soil, 
.but they actually exercised powers which legitimately belonged to the State or 
Sovereign ; they levied duties on internal commerce, a power which, as far as I am 
aware, no private landlord is allowed to exercise in any civilised country. But in 
those days, as I have observed, the zaminddrs actually exercised that sovereign 
power. Lord Cornwallis justly ludd, on grounds of public policy, that such 
power should be withdrawn from the zamindars, and in his Minute, dated 3rd 
February, 1789, he wrote : — 

' I admit the proprictury riglits of tlie zumfiiddra, and that they have hitherto held the 
collection of th<! internal duties ; but this privilege appears to me so incompatible with the 
general jtroe|)erity of the country, that, how’cvor, it may be sanctioned by long usage, I am 
convinced there are few who will not think us justiiied iti resuming it.’ 

“ And so this power was resumed — I do not say unjustly ; I admit that it 
was very properly resumed. But I mention it to show that the zamindars not 
only exercised the powere of landlord, hut even, to some extent, the sovereign 
power. Lord Cornwallis, as the hon*ble Council is aware, fixed the revenue 
demand at ten-clcvenths of the gross rental, and, by way of compensation to 
the zamlnddrs, surrendered the waste^lands to them. . The Government has 
always recognised the right of tho zamlnddrs to the waste-lands, and the 
assurance given to them in the days of the Permanent Settlement was repeated 
in the subsequent Regulations. Thus, I find the following in the preamble to 
Regulation II of 1819 : — 

‘ It appears to be necessary, in order to obviate all misapprehension on the part of the 
public officers and individuals, * formally to renounce all claim on the part of 

Government to additional revenue from lauds which were iccliiderl within the limits of estates 
for which a Permanent Settlement has been concluded, at the period when such settlomeut was 
so concluded, whether on the plea of error or fraud or on any pretext whatever.” 

“ Section 31 of the same Regulation states tliat — 

' * Nothing in the present Regulations shall be considered to affect tho right of the 

proprietors of estates for which a Permanent Settlement has hem concluded, to the 
full benefit of all waste-lands included within the ascertained boundaries of such estates, 
respectively, at the period of the Decennial Settlement, and which have since been 
or may hereafter be, reduced to cultivatiou.’ 

“ I will not allude here to the assumption sometimes made that the waste-^ 
lands should he treated in the same way as lands settled at the time of the

settlement. It should be remem^red that these waste-lands were howling wil- 
dernesses at the time, and that it was left entirely to the discretion of the zamin- 
ddrs to settle them in any way they might think proper. To that question I 
*will not advert at present. I have said that the waste-lands were given to the 
zaminddrs by way of compensation for the exorbitant assessment of the 
Permanent Settlement. The Council was doubtless well aware that the assess- 
ment was so heavy that most of the first zaminddrs, with whom the settlement 
was mode, wore literally swept away under its effects. The great house of 
Nattore, which, I believe, used to pay 62 14khs of rupees of revenue, was 
broken up completely under the crushing effects of the heavy assessment of the 
Permanent Settlement. The house of Dindjpur suffered similarly, and so did 
the house of Efrbhum and many other families. The Burdwan liouse was 
also tottering, anti was only saved by the introduction of the patni system. 
I cannot do better than read to the hon’ble Council the remarks which no less 
an authority than Sir George Campbell has made on this subject in the Bengal 
Administration Report for 1^)72-73. Ho says: — 

‘ Tlie Government ilemand was then one which left a margin of profit, hut small com- 
pared with (hat given to zumindars in modern days. There was wide-spread default in the 
payment of the Government dues, and extensive conseqiieut sales of estates or parts of estates 
for recovery of arrears under tlic unhending system introduced in 1793. In 1796-97, lands 
Wring a total revenue oC sikka Its, 14,18,756 were sold for arrears of revenue, and, in I797-9S, 
the revenno of land so sold amounted to sikka lls. 22,74,076. By the end of the century 
the greater portions of the estates of the Naxliya, Rajshihf, Bishanpur, and Dindjpur 
Itajds hiul been alienat.fHl. The Burdwan estate was seriously crippled, and the Birbhum 
zaniindart was c<unpletcly ruined. A host of smaller zamindaTs sharc<l the same fate. In 
fact it is scarcely too much to say that within the ten years that immediately followed the 
Vermanent Settiemeut a complete revolution took place in the constitution and ownership of 
the estates which formed the subjci-t of that settlement.' 

“Now, what do these startling statements show? The Permanent Settle- 
ment, as I have shown from a quotat ion from Mr. Pattle, was intended to benefit 
the landlords as w'oll as the State. The State derived immediate benefit by the 
replenishment of the treasury. The landholders, however, .at the time suffered 
extremely. In fact, as this statement shows, most of the original zamlnddrs 
were swept off the face of the earth by the tremendous sacrifices they were 
called upon to make at tlie time the Permanent Settlement was established. 
Most of the present zamfnddrs have come in by investing their capital, and 
they have done so in perfect reliance upon the good faith of the Govern- 
ment. 

“ I have shown that the waste-lands were made over to the zaminddi*s by 
way of comjwnsation. Now, how wei-o the waste-lands brought into cultiva- 
tion ? My object is to show' what functions the zaminddra have performed in 
the social economy of the country. The zamtnddi's in the first place invited 
tenants, because in thos« daj's it was the land which sought the tenant and not 
the tenaut'w'ho sought the land. T’hey established villages at their own expense, 
and they a^ipointed the village smith, the village barber, the village priest and 
other members of the village establishment, by giving them rent-free lands. 
They made takkavf jidvances to the raiyat for the cultivation of the land ; 
they charged no rent whatever in the lirot instance, and subsequently levied a 
progn^ssive rent as cultivation advanced, and in this way they reclaimed the 
jungle which covered the greater part of Bengal in the days of the Permanent 
Settlement. You may now go to any part of the country, and you will be 
struck by the smiling fields and the teeming populations^ which meet your eye 
in every direction. But, in 171)3, you could hai*dly go a few miles from Calcutta 
without drums and torches to keep away wild beasts. Tiiose who brought 
about these changes certainly deserved the thanks of the public. 

“ Now, what have the zamindars done in other respects ? Have they been 
content only with the introduction of cultivation and the reclamation of 
waste-lands ? No. As population has increased, as cultivation has extended, 
as civilisation has advanced, the zamindars have risen to the requirements of 
the time, and have also assisted in the execution of public works, in accordance 
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with the spirit of progressive time. Go through the villages and you will 
generally find in most of them large tanks. I am sorry to say that tanks ndw- 
a-days are not dug with the same zeal as heretofore. But you will find many old 
tanks dug by the zaminddrs, and there was a double motive in the execution of 
this work. In the first place, water was necessary for cultivation in times of 
drought, and, secondly, it was necessary for drinking purposes. The zaminddr 
wanted to foster the settlement of raiyats, and, therefore, he opened these 
tanks ; he had also partly a religious motive in providing drinking water for the 
people. As this hon’ble Council knows well, among the Hindus religion sup- 
plies a strong impulse for many of their acts, and the digging of tanks was one 
of these. Then, as the country advanced in prosperity, there was necessity 
for roads, and the zaminddrs were not remiss in making them. They, in co- 
operation with their tenants, laid out large sums of money in making roads 
through different parts of the country. I will give you the example of one 
district only — the district of Hugh. The list Vhich I hold in my hand doivs not 
comprise all the roads made in the district within the last few years, but it 
gives a good account of what has been done. These roads were made at the 
time of the Ferry Fund Committees which existed before the Hoad Cess Com- 
mittee was constituted. The following is a list of the roads and bridges referred 
to : —

“ Now, what has been done in Hugh has been more or less done in other 
districts in Bengal. If the Council will rtffer to the Famine Report of Sir R. 
Temple, they will see tltat the zamindars gave, free of cost, all the lands required 
for roads and tanks which were constructed during the scarcity of 1873-74. In 
fact, the question arose whether the Government could take over lands free of 
all consideration, and the learned Advocate General was of opinion that it could 
not. But the zamfnddrs in a body refused to receive a pice for the lands they 
gave for those purposes. 

** Now, have the zamlnddrs done anything for education, in the way of estab- 
lishing or promoting the establishment of schools P I have been just reading 
the last report of the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, and I find that 
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the total amount of private contributions was nine l&khs last year, including 
both endowments and private subscriptions. The statement is this : —

“ Any ono who knows the sources from which these contributions usually 
come will admit that the bulk of it came from the pockets of the zamindars. In 
the same way, in 1881-82, the total expenditure on dispensaries was Rs. 3,74,000, 
and the subscriptions from the Native community amounted to Rs. 1,20,000, 
and it may be also said that the bulk of this money cam(} from the zamindars. 
I ought? to liave said, while noticing the support which the zamindars have been 
giving generally to (‘ducation, that some of tlie most munificent benefactions in 
the cause of cdu<;ation have come from the zamindars. Take, for instance, the 
magnificent Tagore Law I’l'ofcssorship Endowment at a cost of three Idkhs of 
rupees, which was founded by the late Uon’blc Prasanna Kumar Tagore, the 
illustrious uncle of my friend Maburdjd Sir Jotindi'a Mohan Tagore. My friend 
the Diggiapatti Raja Iws given, I believe, Rs. 1,20,000 for the Rajshdhi 
College; munificent donations have also been given for the llavenshaw College 
at Cuttack, and for tlui Rerhamporc and Kishnagur Colleges by other zamindars ; 
and I say it with much jjleasun; that one of our hon’ble cofleagues, the Hon’ble 
Durga Charan Lalni, has given Rs. 50,000 towards the cause of education. I 
could mention many more names, but it is not necessary. I cannot, how- 
ever, refrain from alluding to the many magnilict'ut benefactions given by my 
friend the Maharajd of Darbhangd, and 1 think it is not too much to say that 
the zamindars generally have not been deaf to the call on their puraes in tlie 
cause of educalion. Then there was ono branch of education which the zamin- 
dars from the first encouraged Mith the gmitest liberality — I mean Sanscrit 
learning. 1 believe hon’ble members were aware that rent-free lands to the 
extent (if moi-e than a crore of rupees wore assigned by the zamindars, of their 
own free-will, for the support of men professing Sanscrit learning. The oreat 
house of Nadiya gave away in this way, I believe, the bulk of its property. 
These were voluntary contributions. Rut the zamiuddi’s were also subject to 
compulso^ contributions for public purposes. I may mention, first, the ddk 
cess. It is not necessary for me to go into the question of the dftk cess, whether 
the zamindar was liable to render ])ostal service or not. It is enough, for my 
presi'nt jmrpose, to say that they were required to pay the cess. Then the 
zamindars were also liable to pay the road and public w'orks cesses, and with 
them their niiyats arc also liable, and the amount thus contributed by the 
zamindars annually comes to 36 Mkhs of rupees. Then the zaminddrs con- 
struct embankments voluntarily, for the protection of their raiyats, and they are 
also liable to an embankment cess for those embankments which are maintained 
at their expense by the State. They are also called upon to perform certaiu 
official services. 'Whenever troops march through their estates they are required 
to provide supplies for them ; wlienever public officer's pass their way, they also 
do their best to send i>rovision8 to them; whenever heinous criminal btfences 
were committed within the limita of their estates they were roquired to report the 
same to the Police. In the days of the salt monopoly of the East India Com- 
pany, the zaminddrs were made liable for the illicit manufacture of salt on their 
estates. W'henever statistical or economical enquiries are made the zamindars 
are reipiircd,. through the Police and the Magistrates, to make reports, and 
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whenever any great public work has to be done their services are put ipto 
requisition. Take, for instance, the census operations. lappeal tollis Honour 
the Lieutenant-Governor to say whether the Government could have carried out 
the census work at double the cost which was incurred if the ssamlndars had not 
freely offered their own services, and those of their servants, in furtherance of 
this great work. And they perform these public services ungrudgingly ; they 
fully acknowledge that property has its rights as well as its duties. Then, again, 
the public se-em to think tliat they have a claim on the purses of the Komindars 
for all public purj)oses, for whenever there is any call for money, who is it that is 
first appealed to ? It is the zamindAr. Take, for instance, the calls made here 
for contributions for the relief of the sufferers from the Crimean war, the Scotch 
famine, the Irish famine, the Lancashire distress, and many otlier funds. 
If you examine the list of contributions, you will find that zamiuddrs liave 
always headed it; even for race stands, agricultural shows and other 
objects their purses have been taxed. TKo district officers do not hesi- 
tate to appeal to the zamindArs whenever they have a i)ublic object in view. And 
in times of difficulty the zamindArs have loyally, willingly and cheerfully 
placed their services at the disposal of Government. Take, for instance, the 
Sepoy Mutiny. Happily, the flume of the Mutiny did not extend to Bengal 
Proper, hut it did spring up in parts of Bihar, and the Govcirnmont haves 
heartily acknowledge^d the loyal seiwices which the Bihar zamindars reud(?red 
in that crisis. In Bengal, too, they did some service in their own way by 
supplying elephants and other things for which the Government applied to 
them. Even in fiscal emergencies the Government has not hesitated to appeal 
to the zamindars, relying on their loyalty, and with the greatt'st alacrity they 
have responded to the call. I am personally acquainted with the circumstantres 
of one case. In 1878, there was a financial pressure, and Sir John Strachey, who 
was then the Finance Minister, wanted temporary accommodation to make the 
two ends meet. He did not desire to raise a public loan, he simply wanted a tem- 
porary accommodation, and he spoke to Sir Ashley Eden and asked him if he 
cx)uld secure some lakhs of rupees in that way. I was taken into confidenci', 
and I know that several of my zamindar friends willingly came forward 
with the required help. So whenever there has btjen any occasion for help, 
and whenever any appeal has been made to the zairuiulars, they have not 
hesitated to render every assistance in their power to the State. I may also 
cite the Minute of Sir K.. Temple as a testimony to the services which th<i 
zamindars I’endered to their tenantry during the great famim; of 187^1-74. I 
wish I had licforc mo a copy of that Minute to read to the Council a few ex- 
tracts from, but I am sorry to say I have not got it. I dare say that }>Linuto 
has been read by most hon’bl<^ members, and they doubtless recolle<;t that the 
zamindars, as recorded in that Minute, remitted lakhs of ruj)ees of their rent, 
suspended the payment of rent, gave takkavl advances, and afforded charitable 
relief to their tenantry in that crisis without any grudge, and Sir II. Tem[)lo 
justly complimented the zamfndars by saying that they had nobly vedeeraed 
their character as landlords. Apart from these facts, I may tell you that, 
whatever disputes may here and there exist or arise between zamiudArs ami 
raiyats, the raiyat generally looks up to the zamlndAr as a protector against op- 
pression and injustice. , If a policeman troubles him he goes to the zauiindar ; if a 
private individual assails him he goes to thezamiudAr; if there is a quarrel 
between the raiyat and his brother, his sister or his uncle, ho got*s to the 
zamlndAr for an amicable settlement of the quarrel. In fact, wlumever the 
raiyat is in difllculty he looks up to the zamlndAr for assistance, for advicic, and 
for arbitrament. But tvhile the zamlndAr performs these functions I hope the 
Council will kindly bear in mind that the zamlndAr docs not get all the profits 
from the land in the shape of rent. Tlie road cess returns show that there is 
a long chain of sub-infeudation in the country, and that the j^ofits from land 
are largely intercepted by middlemen. When the Permanent^ Settlement was 
first made these middlemen w'ere not in existence, except the dependent taluq- 
dAr, the istimrArddr and the mukarrarldAr. But as I have shown, the pressure of 
the assessment was so severe that even the big house of Burdwan was toltering, 
and for his sake the patnl system was introduced, and from that time sub- 
infeudation commenced. A large number of tenure-holders sprung up under 
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this system, and they gradually intercepted the profits from the land. I do 
not say that this is to he regretted, for the more wide>spread dre the profits 
from land the better for the country, but this fact should be borne in mind, 
because it was generally thought that all the profits from land were monopo- 
lized by the zaminddre. On this point Sir R. Temple, in the Administration 
Report of Bengal, for 1S76-76, wrote : — 

* 'The material advancement of the anh-proprietora, the raiyata and the peaaantry in 
Eaatern Ben^rnl has heuii mentioned with Ratisfaction on former occasions. A remarkable 
illnstration has keen afforded hy the detailed inquiries which are being made for the valuation of 
the lands in tlie deltaic district of i^&kirganj. It appears from the road cess returns that the 
rent-roll payable to the intermediate tenure-holders is often twelve, twenty or fifty times the 
rent paid to the superior landlord. It seems probable that not less than a crore of rupees 
(assumed as e<}ual to one million sterling) are annually paid in rent in this district, and that 
the value of the agricultural produce of the district can hardly be less than five millions ster- 
liiij^ annually, and may be much more. The retnnis, moreover, while they show the prosper- 
ous condition of the tenure-holdera and other middlemen, show also how the profits of the 
land are slipping out of the hands of the zamiiiddrs, who have permanently alienated their 
interests in the soil, and, in many, cases, have ialK-n into the position of needy annuitants.' 

“ So that the zamind^r did not monopolize the profit from the land which 
Constituted rent. 

“Now, I have gone to this length to show who the zaminddrs were, what 
functions they performed in the social and administrative economy of the 
country, and what services tliey have rendered to society and to the State, only 
w'ith a view to impress upon the membere of this hon’ble Council the propriety 
of showing some consideration to mtm who were so useful to the country. I 
do not helievo that those who perform such important functions will not 
receive due consideration at the hands of this Council in dealing with 
the law of landlord and tenant. If they have performed such useful 
and beneficent functions, have they no claim to your generous consideration ; 
and are they not entitled to have their rights duly recognised by the State and 
the legi.slaturo ? The hon’ble and learned 3Aw Member, in introducing the 
Bill, said that the zamindars were in no sense absolute })roprietors of the soil ; 
that, according to the definition of owner in certain English Statutes, he appre- 
hended that the zamindars wore no better than managers or trustees or limited 
owners of the land. I will, with your Lordship’s permission, road one short 
extract from the hon’ble member’s speech, lie said 

‘ In the first place, the term, as apjilicd to laud, has no technical meaning in English law, 
and if you were to ask an English lawyer what were the rights in the soil of a proprietor of 
land, be would probably tell you that you were using loose and jK)pular language, and would 
beg you to make your moaning more precise and clear. In the next place, the term was freely 
appiie<l to the zaiiuudars of lleng.al and other persons of the same class in Regulations and 
other ollicial documents of .a date anterior to 1793, and, tlicrcfore, could not possibly bo taken as 
indicating or, to use a technical term, connoting rights created at that date. And, thirdly, the 
term, though, as I have said, it has no technical moaning in. England, has acquired a very 
definite meaning in the settlement literature of British India. It means, in those parts of 
India which are not pertnaiicntly 8t>ttled,thc person who, whatever maybe his rights on tho 
soil, has the right of having a settlement made with him, the person, namely, whom, for pur- 
poses of laud-reveiuio and for those jmrposes only, the (lovernment find it couveiiient and 
ailvisable to treat as (»wncr or ]»roprielor of the land. Such a recognition, of course, is not 
inconsistent, and was never supposed to be iiieonsistout, with the* existence of any number 
of other rights in any iiutuhcr of oilier persons. All such rights are simply left outstanding. 
The use of the term proprietor in this sense is closely analogous to the nse of similar terms 
in English statute-law. Ilerc, for instance, is a definition of owner taken from a recent English 
Act, the Public Health .Act of 1S76 -“Owner means the person for the time being receiving 
the rack-rent of the lands or premises in connection with which the word is used, whether on 
his own account or as agent or trustee for any other person, or who would so receive the 
same if such lauds or jireniises w-cre let at a rack-rent.'" 

“ I appeal to this hon’ble Conncil to consider whether, when Lord 
Cornwallis and Sir John Shore effected the Permanent Settlement, they 
understood the words ‘ proprietor of the soil’ in that sense. I have already 
read to the Council extracts frem the Minutes of Sir John Shore and Lord 
Cornwallis, giving their opinion on the status of the zaminddratthc date of tho 
Permanent Settlement, and 1 will now confine myself to the one point raised 
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namely, the legal position of the zaminddr. I dare say the hon’ble and learned 
Law Member will acknowledge the high authority I am going to cite. I 
allude to the opinion of Lord Lyndhurst,— Vol. I, Moore’s Indian Appeals, 
p. 348— 

‘ It is to be "lefined from these Regiilations that the proprietors of lands in India had an 
absolute ownership and dominion of the soil, that the soil was not vested generally in the 
Sovereign, that proprietors did not hold it at the will of the Sovereign, but held the property 
as their own. * «■ * I think it is imiwssiblc to read those articles without coming to the 
conclusion that the zammddrs and taluqdirs were owners of the soil, subject only to a tribute, 
and that it was the object of the Regulation to make that tribute fixed and permanent.’ 

“My Lord, I am no lawyer, and am, therefore, bound to accept the 
interpretation of the law as it may be given by tlie learned Law Member ; but, 
in the face of this opinion from no less an authority than Lord Lyndhurst, I 
hope I may be excused if I refuse to accept c^n the high authority of my 
learned friend. If Lord Lyndliurst holds that the zamindurs are the actual and 
absolute proprietors of the soil, I appeal to the Council to consider whether 
many of the provisions contained in the Bill are consistent with that reading 
of tlie law. Por, if I understand tlio Bill aright, it proceeds wholly on the as- 
sumption that the zamindars arc not owners of the soil, and, therefore, they must 
submit to a redistribution of property, as it were, under the operation of the pro- 
posed law. Prom 1793 to this day, the zamindars have been recognized by the 
Government over and over, by solemn Eegulatious and Acts, and also in solemn 
State papers, as proprietors of the soil. Even ActX of 1859 did not do away 
with the material incidents of proprietary right, though it recognised the occu- 
pancy-right of the tenant under the twelve years’ rule ; it did not take away the 
right of enhancement of rent, of eviction of the raiyat, and many other rights 
inherent in an absolute proprietor of the land. But, after the lapse of ninety 
years, the zamindars are now told, by no less an authority than the learned Law 
Member of your Excellency’s Council, that they arc not proprietors of the soil, 
that they were hitherto labouring under a huge delusion, and that they must pre- 
pare their minds to surrender their rights as soon as they can, that tSiere is another 
class waiting to particijiatc in the land with them ; that in fact there is to he a 
redistribution of the landed property. I hope this hon’ble Council will se- 
riously consider the ctlcct of these propositions, for if I read the Bill aright it 
amounts to this. 

“ Now I come to the necessity for legislation. I at once concede that there 
is necessity for legislation. There has been for many years necessity for legis- 
lation. I regret much that it has taken the Government so long a time to give 
that relief which both the zarnindar and the raiyat have stood much iu 
need of for so many year's. Prom 1871 Government has been promising 
to simplify the law for the recovery of rent. It is well known to this 

Council that it was no part of the obligations of the zamindars to col- 

lect the road cess and public works cess for the Government. But Sir 
George Campbell, when ho imposed the road cess, succeeded in getting 

the assent of the zaminddrs to collect the cess on behalf of the Govern- 

ment, on the understanding that the law for the recovery of rent would 
he simplified without delay. The zaminddrs had felt the delay in the re- 
covery of rents as a great grievance, and they said that if the Government 
would give them the quid pro quo, they would undertake the duty of col- 
lecting the cesses. It is to be borne in mind that the zaminddrs received no 
remuneration whatever for the collection of the cesses either by way of percent- 
age or in any other form ; and I do not know whether any commercial com- 
munity would undertake such a duty without charging commission of some 
kind. But the zaminddrs did not take any remuneration. TJicy were only 
buoyed up by the hope that the law for the recovery of rents w^uld be simpli- 
fied. When Sir George Campbell left the arena no change was made. Ho 
made promises, but no change was effected. He made inquiries and intended 
to do something, but nothing was done. Then came Sir Richard Temple. He, 
too, saw the propriety of changing the law of procedure for the recovery of 
rent. He also prepared a draft Bill, but nothing was done. Then came Sir 
Ashley Eden. During the first two ye^rs of his rule he was very active in this 
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has twelve years’ possession of any particular plot ; so that the effect would be that 
the raiy at who might hold two cottahs of land in village A for twelve years will 
thus acquire the right of occupancy in two hundred bightis of land in villages B, 0 
and D, though he might have had possession of the same lands for only three or 
four months or years. I say the extension of the right of occupancy in this form 
is not consistent with the princiyjles of the rent-law of 1859, nor consistent with 
the proprietary rights of zamindurs. It has been said that this provision has 
been rendered necessary by th(! recourse some zamindars have to shifting raiyats 
from plot to plot, from land to land, in order to destroy the accrual of the 
right of occupancy. But, as far as Bengal Proper is concerned, I am not aware 
of a single instance in which the zamindar lias sought to defeat the right 
of occupancy in this way. . Those who have written on the subject, including 
no less an authority than Sir George Campbell, have readily admitted that this 
prqetiec is not ‘known in Bengal Proper, and yet it is to he extended to 
Bengal Proyicr under the present Bill. Now, I have said that this Bill will 
drive the raiyats and zaminddrs to Court at .almost every step. Ilow do I 
establish my position ? If .a raiyat is allowed to acquire an octaipancy- 
right by the accuTnulaiion of time, if he holds dilTercnt plols of laud at various 
periods, there will las so many disputes about the calculation of periods that 
nothing will lie practically decided without recourse to Courts. 

“ Then eomn.s the question of rent. In every cas(i the settlement of rent will 
bo practically subject tr> litigation. AVhethcr it is settled by the Court or by a 
special revenuo-oflicer, it Avill be a legal pi’ot;e(!ding in some form or another. 
Nothing can be done, as the system has been devised, by private .arrangement 
between the /.amindsir and raiyat. If the zainindjir and raiyat come to a private 
understanding and <‘nter into a contract, they must go to tlio rcvonuc-olTiccr as 
the keep<’r of their conscience. If they don’t come to a private understanding, 
they must go to Court. So th('y cannot act as free ag<mts or free men ; they 
must have recourse? to litigation. 

“ Next comes the <|uest ion of the realization of rent. Of course, if there are 
arrears, there must be litigation, and so on tlu'ough all stages, even in matters 
of minor dispute?. Wo will have, if I may bo i^eimittcd to observe, a Pando- 
ra’s box in the name of lioacc and harmony. 

“ I have said that the practic.al (iffect of this Bill will be the redistribution 
of property. If any one will carefully read through the Bill, he wu‘11 see 
that it takes away some of the most important incidents of proprietary right. 
In the first place it abolishes the right of contract as reg.ards occupancy-right. 
Now, what is the ground upon Avhieh this extreme proposition is based? The 
hon’blo and learned Law JVl ember has produced what he thought was a horrible 
kabuiiyat, and asked the Council to consider whether the legislature could 
conscientiously protect such a thing. I have not seen the original of that 
kahAliyat, but wdll consider it in the form of the translation in which it is 
given in the statwnent of the hon’blc member. I have compared it with the 
kabuliyats and pattas given by Government in klias estates, and also with the 
form of kabtiliyal which the Government had at one time held up as a sample 
for landlords, and which the Government used to sell to the general public. I 
do not know whether that form is now for sale, but I find, from a notification by 
Government in 1876, that a form of kabuiiyat was printed and sold for public 
use by the Government, and in comparing this form with the condemned form 
which the hon’blo member has laid before the Council, I find that there is not 
very material difference, except upon one point. Now, I will briefly dwell upon 
this subject. The first point in the kabuiiyat to which the hon’ble member 
took objection was the monthly instalments. He said that * monthly instal- 
ments were oppressive. They drive the raiyat to the money-lender before the 
harvest, and they enable zan^ndars to worry the raiyats by bringing suits every 
month, and saddling the raiyat with costs.’ ” 

His Honour the Lieutenant-Goveknoe enquired whether this form waa 
issued from the Bengal Ofllce. 

The hon’ble speaker stated that they were sold in the Bengal Office. 
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The MAni.iii.ji. op DarbhangA said that they were circulated in Court of 
Wards’ estates. * 

The speaker continued ; — “ Now, if the hon’ble member had enquired, he 
would have known that Government revenue was formerly paid in monthly kists, 
and throughout the country rent was paid in montlily instalments, and that, 
subsequently, it was divided into quarterly instalments, and that in many 
parts of the country it is still paid in monthly instalments. So that this is no 
new condition, but even the payment of quarterly instalments might drive 
the raiyat to the money-lender, as ho could not always pay before the harvest. 

I should mention that these monthly kists have been recognized in this 
country for a long time, and that even Suvankar, the Cocker of Bengal, has 
given, in one of his avithmotieal tables, the calculation of monthly kists, so 
common was the practice. In the Governipont kahuliyat, I find that the 

first condition was ‘ in default of inslalments, monthly interest at the per 

centum you shall pay.’ Now this is important, because it is a sample pattd 
which is prescribed by the Government, and the first condition is, that if there was 
default so much interest must be paid. It is not necessary to go into this point 
at any length, but I will observe that Regulation XI of 1793, admitting this usage, 
imposed these kists, and severe penalties for default were prescribed in 
section two. I have said that the same condition is prescribed in the 
Government form of pattd. But what does the Government do in its own 
estates ? What is the practice of Government in its own klids mahdls ? 
I will read some passages Bum the forms of leases prescribed by the Board of 
Revenue : — 

* * ‘pay the Governtnciit revenue kUt by kist, accordinfr to in.stalments noted at the foot 
of this engajfcment. If I fail to pay the full amount of one instalment, or a part thereof, due 
within the year, (jovernment shall have power, on its own authority, without the interference 
of Courts, to euiiccl any lease cveu before the close of the year' — Vol. II, page L'il, Form 16. 

“ So here we see that the Government tells the tenant, ‘ if you fail to pay 
monthly revenue kists, the Govcrnmtmt will have power, on its own authority, and 
without the interference of Courts, to cancel your leasti cveu before the close of 
the year.’ Then, again, Vol. II, page 138, ‘ pay the revenue kist by kist accord- 
ing to the kistbandi noted at the foot of this agreement.’ So that the 
horrid private pattd which contains the condition about monthly instalments is 
not singular or unique. 

“ The next point is, ‘ if I fail to pay rent on a due date, I will pay interest 
at the rate of two pice in the rupee until the date of realization.’ The remark 
of the hon’ble member was that thirty-one per cent, was charged in the kahuliyat 
he had read out. It was well known that this was what was usually considered 
or called a penal sum, and that the Courts never decreed that rate of interest, 
the law allowing only twelve per cent, per annum, and such a clause, the 
hon’ble member knows, finds place in bonds in England ; hei’e the zaminddr 
chaises interest if the raiyat wilfully defaults. What does the Government 
do in its own khds mahdls if the raiyat defaults ? Here is a provision in Form 
25, page 141 : ‘ If I default * * * I may be ejected at the will 

of the Collector.’ The zaminddr is content with interest, which the Court will 
never decree at more than twelve per cent, per annum ; but under the form 
quoted, the Government, in case of default, has taken iJovver to eject a tenant 
without the intervention of the Courts. 

“ I would ask the Council to compare the terms of the kahuliyat taken 
from Government raiyats on Government estates upon the same points. I 
would refer to the Board’s Rules again : the tenant engages — ‘ I shall not ask 
for any abatement of revenue in consequence of inundations, drought or any 
other calamities, and no such requests if preferred will be listened to.’ — Board's 
BaiIbs, Vol. II, page 131, clause 6, Form 21. Again, ‘ I shall not raise any ob- 
jection to the full and punctual payment of the said revenue on the score of 
inundations, &c., or other accidents affecting the value of the said land or the. 
outturn thereof, and I shall raise no claim to abatement on any such account.’ 
— JPbrm K, clause 5. It will be seen that no deduction is to be allowed to a 
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Now, hero is one proof also of the moderation with which the zaminddrs 
in some districts Imve tr<;ated th'e question of rent. Then, as to the twenty per 
cent, maximum, it. is quite true that I, in another capacity, had recommended 
twenty-five percent., hut I confess I am not prepared to accept the recommend- 
ation of His Honour the 1 iieutenant-Governor for twenty per cent. The proportion 
of rent in Hcnt^al has varied very much. At tlie time of tlie Permanent Settle- 
ment, as I find from a Minute by Sir John Shore, it varied from one-half to 
three- fourths of the value of the gross produce. At the present day, the propor- 
tion has been considerably reduced by rise in tlie value of produce. In the 
Eastern districts, I am inclined to think this proportion of rent may not he un- 
acceptable, hut in the Western districts it will he strongly objected to. There, I 
believe, the proportion is not less than onc-thii*d. In Bihar, it is much liigher, 
and varies, I h(dievo, from seven to nine annas in the rupee. Therefore, the twenty 
per cent, maxim’uih, if sanctioned^ by law, will be a source of gross injusticje to 
many zaniindars in these parts. Wlien I recommended twenty-five per cent. 
I did not for a moment susp<;et that the Government would go low'cr down, and I 
observe that the Hent Gomaaission ac.ccpted my recommendation. But it is 
necessary for me to add that most of the zamindars did not agree with me, and did 
not consider twenty five per cent, fair or just. The rules which provide for the 
settlement of rent of the ordinary niiyat, orJhe tcnant-at-will, will be jiracticjilly a 
bar to enhancement. Tlu; n.iles have been so framed that either the ordinary 
raiyat or the temant-at- will will hiiconu!, by force of circumstances, an occupancy- 
raiyat, or will leave the land with both his pockets or hands full. Now, from the 
time of the Permanent Siittlcment, a broad distinction had always been made 
between hhwlkasht and paikdsht raiyats, that was to say, between resident 
raiyats, and tenants-at-will. But this Bill makes away with that distinction 
by importing certain ideas which arc entirely foreign to the land-system of 
this country, and which I cannot help saying have been apparently borrowed 
from the Irish land-law. In the firet place, the ordinary raiyat or tenant-at-will, 
aeeording to the customs of this country, is not entitled to compensation for 
improvenvrnts. This question of improvements is a very large one. In this 
country, if a raiyat wishes to make any substantial imiwovements for the purpose 
of cultivation or manufacture, ho generally takes a long lease, and secures his 
right, and them innkCsS the improvements he needs. That has been the general 
practice. Ordinarily few inqirovements arc needed for the cultivation of the 
soil. Nature has been so bountiful that if you merely scratch the soil in many 
parts of the country mother earth will yield her fruit. But this Bill introduces 
the-novel idea of compensation for improvements. Now, what are the improve- 
ments that a tcmant-at-will generally makes ? I should feel obliged if any 
hon’ble member present would kindly enlighbm me on this subject. As far as 
I am aware, irrigation is very little needed in Bengal Proper. Embankments 
are here and there needed, but for the most part they are made by the zaminddr. 
Would you consider those little ridges which separate t^e fields one from the 
other as improvements ? and would you like to give to the raiyat a now handle 
for litigation, by melting him to find out improvements which had never 
btjfore entt'red his unsophisticated mind? I again say that, by bringing in 
this chapter of improveiiuMits, you will simjily drive the raiyat and the zaminddr 
to the chapter of litigation. That is one of the weapons placed in the hands of 
the tcnant-at-will to use against the zamindar, because, if the zamindar must 
pay for improvenumts hofore he can enhance the rent of a tenant-at-will, ho 
must perforce desist. 

“ But this is not all. If the tcnant-at-will should refuse to pay the en- 
hanced rent, the zamindiir must pay him ten times kthe amount of the proposed 
annual enhancement by w'ay of compensation for disturbance, or forego the 
right. The tcnant-at-will will, by this unnatural process of law, become an 
occupancy-tenant. 

“ Now, what right has the tenant-at-will, who is a creature of to-day or 
yesterday, to demand from the zamindar a compensation for disturbance as it is 
called ? He will have the right to relinquish the land if he chooses, but the 
zamitiddr will not have the right to eject him. This provision I say is open to 
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three objections. In the first place, the rich zam^nddr, who alone can pay the 
value o| improvements and compensation, will be subjected to so much fine if 
he wishes to keep the land in his own possession and prevent the tenant-at>will 
•from acquiring occupancy-right. The poor zamindar, who cannot pay, will bo 
obliged to put up with this forced occupancy-right, and in every case the 
zamindar and the raiyat will be driven to litigation. Now, it is well known to 
the hon’ble Council that, as matters gO', there are abundant causes of dispute 
between the different classes of the agricultural community, and is it right and 
paoper that this new idea should be forced into the unsophisticated minds of 
our raiyats ? The practical effect of the provisions I have commented upon 
will be the destruction of proprietary right, and the deterioration of private 
property. • 

“ I have already alluded to the distinction which has been noade between 
hhdmdr and rdiyati land, and I only wish to draw’ your attention to tlio provi- 
sions of the Permanent Settlement Hcgulations, giving the zamindar the right of 
disposing of his lands, with the exception of dependent, istimrari and muka- 
rari, in the best way ho might think fit. Section 52, Biogulation VIII of 179t>, 
says : — 

'The zammdar, or other actual proprietor of land, is to let the remaining lands of his 
zamindari or estate, under the prescribed restrictions, in whatever manner he may think pro- 
per ; hut every engagement contracted with under-farmers shall he speeilio as to the amount 
and conditions of it ; and all sums received by any actual ])r()))rietor of land, or any farmer of 
land, of whatever description, over and ahovo what is specified in tlie engagements of the 
persons paying the same, shall he considered as extorted, and he repaid with a pen.ilty of douhlo 
the amount. Tlie restrictions prescribed and referred to in this section are the following.' 

“ This clause to my mind proves two things. In the first place, the zamin- 
dAr had an absolute right to dispose of all lands, except iudependent taluqs, in 
the be.st way ho could, and, in the next jdace, it recognised the right of the 
zamindar to enter into contract. Jn fact, from 1703 to 1859, I find repeated 
enactments in which the zaminddrs are cxliorted to enter into contracts with 
the raiyats, and if the interchange of pattas and kjibdlyats had been regularly 
enforced by Govemmeut, there would by this time Imve boon such a record-of- 
rights as would have prevented the necessity of over-riding contracts. 

“ Now, I have said that rack-renting, as it is generally understood, is not 
known in Bengal Proper. If the country had been so rack-rented as has been 
represented, there could not have been so much i)ros])erity as the Government 
has from time to time testified there is. I find that Sir Ashley Eden, on assum- 
ing the reins of the Bengal Government in 1877, made a tour through tlio 
Eastern districts, and in a memorable speech he then said : — 

‘Great as was the progress which I knew h-ad l)een made in the position of the cultivat- 
ing classes, I was quite unprepared to find them occupying a position so different from that 
which I remembered them to occupy when I first came to tlie country. They were then poor 
and oppressed, with little incentive to increase the productive powers of the soil. 1 find them 
now as prosperous, as independent, and as comfortable as the peasiiiitry, 1 believe, of any 
country in the world ; well-fed, well-clothed, free to enjoy the full beuelit of their labours, 
and able to hold' their own and obtain prompt redress of any wrung.' 

“ Similar testimony with regard to other parts of Bengal is, I believe, to be 
found in the Administration Reports of the Bengal Presidency. I need hanlly 
remind the Council that, when Sir Ashley Eden left the country last year, he, 
in defence of his excise policy, made this broad statement, that the develop- 
meut of the excise reveh.ue was the best test of the growing prosperity of the 
agricultural population ; and I ask whether this prosperity could go on if the 
raiyats had been handicapped, or if they had been depressed by r^k-renting, as 
is sometimes alleged ? lam afraid I have trespassed upon tlfj! time of tlio 
Council very long, but I hope I may be permitted to notice a few other points. 

[At this stage the Council adjourned for lunch, and on tlioir re-assemblin'' 
the hon’ble member continued his remarks as follows : — ] ” 

" My Lord, when I closed I had alluded to the question of rents in 
Bengal. I said that it could not be rightly urged that, as far as Bengal Proper 
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exceptional methods for the management of its own estates, is it not manifestly 
its duty to give similar facilities to the private samlnddr, who is hound to pay 
in the revenue under the stern sunset law ? That is to say, if the zamlnddr fails 
tQ pay in revenue before sunset on a particular day, he is liable to be sold out 
at once. Therefore, is it not fair that the zaminddr should have the same 
facilities for the settlement and realization of rent? It may be said that 
the Government cannot place the same confidence in the servants of the 
zaminddr as it can in its own servants. Now, the Bill prescribes certain forms 
in which the zaminddri accounts are to be kept and receipts are to be given, 
and if, with all these safeguards, the zaminddr’s servants should still com- 
mit fraud and wrong, cannot they be checked by the imposition of penal 
damages on the zamlnddrs in any case in which they may abuse their powers ? 
If, by taking such, precautions, the procedure for the settlement and 
recovery of rent could be assimilated, whether the demand be for Government 
or for the private landlord, is a point deserving of the fullest consideration of this 
Council. With regard to the realization of rent the hon’ble and learned Law 
Member has said that it is not practicable to secure the ends of justice by a 
summary method. Now, the Government has, from the days of the Perma- 
nent Settlement, always recognised its duty to be to help the zaminddr in the 
realization of rent. So long ago as 1796 the Government thus declared : 

* Goveriimont not admittinff of any delay in tlio payment of the public revenue receiv- 
able from jiroprietors and farmers of hind, juatiw* roqiiircR that they should have the means of 
bringing their rents and revenues with equal piiuctnniity, and that the persons by whom they 
may be payable, wlietber under farmers, dependent tainqdars, raiyats or others, should be 
enabled, in like manner, to realize the rents and revenues from which their engagements with 
the proprietors or farmers are to lie made good. liiereiiHcd punctuality on the jwrt of land- 
holders in the dischavg** of tlieir duties was now expected, and justice required that they should 
have the means of obtaining tlie rents due to them even more now than in 17 '.' 5 .’ 

“ From 1793 to 1S69, there was a double procedure, a summary procedure 
and a rcgultir procedure through the Civil Courts, and it was left to the ojition 
of the landlord and tenant to have rt'courso to either. This subject wtts 
thoroughly discussed when Act X of 1859 was passed into law, and Sir Btimes 
Peacock then raised the question that the Civil Courts ought to be invested 
with jurisdiction, and ho jiroposed to take away the jurisdiction of the Revenue 
Courts. The majority of tlie members of the Council were opposed to the 
change, and Mr. Currie openly declared that, if the jurisdiction was transferred 
to the Civil Courts, he would rather abandon the Bill than submit to it. Sir 
Henry Ricketts, Mr. 1 larington and other members were also opposed to it. 
Well, the law was passed leaving the jurisdiction to the Revenue Courts intact ; 
hut, in 1869, Sir William Grey carried out the transfer* of jurisdiction to the 
Civil Courts. I by no means take objection to this transfer of jurisdiction. I 
think that, with their legal training, the .fudges of the Civil Courts are admir- 
ably fitted to decide questions of right and title which arc' involved in the trial 
of rent-8\»it8. But. if it be not deemed desirable that the jurisdiction should 
again be transferred to the Revenue Courts, surely the Government ought to 
consider whether the procedure cannot in some way he simplified. The pro- 
posals made by the hou’hle and learned Law Member will not remove the com- 
])laiut of delay to any material extent. Now, knowing the origin of the proposal 
for a change in the land-law, nam(dy, the complaint of the landlords of delay 
in the trial of rent-suits, and remembering also the promise which Sir George 
Campbell gave when charj^ng the zamindars with the collection of the road 
cess for the simplification of the procedure for tlie realization of rent, and the 
refloated efforts made by successive Lieutenant-Governors in that direction, I 
think it is very disappointing that the zamindars should he told at this time 
of day that they canuot expect a summary procedure for the realization of rent, 
and that it is not practicable to do so consistently with the ends of justice. I 
have just now told you that in the khds niuhdh Government has a summary 
procedure of its own, and, sui-ely, what is good for the khds mahdls should be 
equally good for the estates of private landlords. If justice is not sacrificed 
by the summary procedure applicable to the khds mahdlSt w'hy should it he 
lield that justice will be sacrificed by extending the same procedure to private 
estates ? If there be any loop-hole through which the ends of justice may

be defeated) by all means stop those loop-holes ; but do not summairily reject 
the prayer of the landlords for a summary trial of rent-suits. 

‘‘ I think, my Lord, I have touched upon the salient points of this Bill. 
There are many other points on which I cannot dwell at present for want of 
time. Perhaps they may be best considered in Select Committee; but there is 
one other point I should like to notice. Whatever difference of opinion may 
exist as to the different provisions of this Bill, I am glad to say that I am at 
one with the hon’ble and learned Law jkEeraber upon this, that we take our 
common start from the Permanent Settlement llegulations. I believe his object 
is to bring back the landlords and tenants in Bengjil to the slain, quo which 
existed at the time of the Permanent Settlement, and I should be very glad to 
see it restored. In fact, I look upon the Permanent Settlement llegulations as 
the Magna Charta of the rights of zaminddrs and raiyats, and I would 
earnestly wish that that charter should bo respected by both parties. 

** The two main questions which underlie the scheme of legislation before 
us, are, what is the position of the resident raiyats and of the tenants-at-will, 
and what are the rights of the zamlndars ? 

Upon these two important points I will, with your Lordshi 2 )’s permission, 
read two extracts: one from Harington's ‘Analysis’, and the other from a 
Minute of Mr. Seton-Karr, late a Judge of tlie High Court. I find these |)as- 
sages in Harington’s ‘Analysis’, pages 422-23, Volume 3 : — 

' Those who cultivate the lands of the village to which they belong, either froin length of 
occupancy or other cause, have a stronger right than otliers, and may, in some measure, be 
considered as hereditary tenants ; and they generally pay the highest rents. The other class 
cultivate lands belonging to a village where they do not reside ; they are (!onsidered as tenants- 
at-will; andjlmviiig only a temporary, accidental, interest in the soil which they cultivate, will 
not submit to the payment of so large a vent* as the preceding class ; and, when opx^^’cssed, 
easily abandon the laud, to which they l^ave no attachment.^^ 

“ It will thus be seen that there was a broad distinction drawn between the 
khudkdsht and paikdsht raiyats, and that, in the days of the Permanent Settle- 
ment, the former paid more than the latter. Again, he says : — 

^ It would be endless to attempt the subordinate variations in the tenures or conditions 
of the raiyats. It is evident that, in a country where discretion has so long been the measure 
of exaction, where the qualities of the soil and the nature of the produce suggest the rates of 
the rents, where the standard of measuring the land varies, and where endless and often con- 
tradictory customs subsist in the same district and village, the task must be nearly impossible.^ 

“ In other words there was no fixed law or custom for the detorminaiion of 
rent, which was left entirely to the discretion of landlord and tenant. With 
regard to the rights of the landlords, Mr. Justice Seton-Karr, to Avhom I liave 
alluded, does not take an exaggerated view. This is his rendering of the 
Permanent Settlement llegulations on this subject: — 

^ The zamindar, at first sight, appears certainly possessed of very high privileges and 
powers. He is at liberty to impose rents on every bigha of land included in the area on which 
the revenue for which he is responsible is assessed. He can, motu^ and without having 

recourse to an action at law, dispossess ^11 persons who set uji rent-free grants of a date sul>se- 
quent to December, 1790. The lands of all raiyats who die without heirs, or who abscond, 
revert to him. He has the undoubted privilege of levying and assc.ssing rents at a higlier rate 
on the better qualities of land, and on some of the more valuable kinds of produce. His title 
to demand rents from tenants who are mere occupiers without any title, i.s, it has been judicially 
held, barred by no length of time, not even by sixty years^ abstinence from demand, inasmuch 
as the mere liability for rent is held to be a constantly recurring cause of action. As regards 
bis distinct proprietory right in some of the very products of the land, there is, in all the 
ordinary pattas which the zamindar issues to raiyats, an invariable restriction against the 
cutting of trees by the raiyat, which might even seem to imply that the right to the timber 
and the fruit trees belongs, not to the raiyat, but to the zamindar. Tanks are not usually dug, 
nor are new roads cut, without his permission ; and the former are sometimes excavated at his 
expense. This is one of the few instances in which I have known zamu^ars lay out any money 
on the land. The motive, however, is generally a pious one. The theory that the rent-bearing 
area of the estate is not to be reduced without bis permission is, in this and other instances, 
namely, in the excavation of tanks and the formation of roads, openly recognised. The 
zamindars^ right to rent includes not only agricultural produce, leviable iu kind or in money, 
but rents from fsberies in running streams and in marshes ; from the actual produce of the 
forest j and from the very droppings of the trees.' 
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This is the interpretation of the Permanent Settlement law by a learned 
Judge of the High Court, who was by no means a friend of the zarainddr, and I 
ask whether the rights and privileges which the Permanent Settlement Regu- 
.lations conferred on the zamtnddrs are respected in the Bill before us. I ask 
whether, while professing to restore the stain quo ante, which existed at the 
time of the Permanent Settlement, my hon’blc and learned friend has not 
practically gone in the opposite direction. This is not the first attempt which 
ofEicers of Government have made to legislate in a direction not quite consistent 
with the guarantees of the Permanent Settlement. But the Government has 
always scrupulously respected the solemn compact entered into by it with the 
landholders of the country. In 1810, I find the Government, through no less a 

{ )crsonage than Mr. Holt Mackenzie, himself a high authority on the Revenue 
aw of Bengal,. Secretary to Government, declared as follows, in a letter, dated 
the 22nd of April, 1819. 

‘But it is the firm determination o/Government to maintain inviolate the rights and privi- 
leges heslowed on tlic ziunindars that settlement, notwithstanding any errors or abuses that 
may now be discovered to have been piaclised, and although the profits of any one from his 
estate should be many lakhs and his jama only a few rupees, yet Government will on no 
pretence break its agreements.' 

“ III the words of IVIr. Holt Mackenzie I appeal to your Lordship, and I am 
confident that when the whole question is considered by your Lordship and this 
hou’ble Council, the rights and privileges conferred and guaranteed by tho Per- 
manent 'Settlement, both on the zamiuddrs and raiyals, will he jirescrvcd intact 
and inviolate. I obseiwe that, at the present stage, tho Bill is to be referred to 
a Select Committee, and I confess I do not quite understand my position 
with respect to the Bill. I have said there is necessity for legislation on the 
subject, at the same time, I have denied the necessity for a general revision of 
the rent law. On tho other hand, I sec that tho Bill, in its skeleton form, lias 
received the assent of the Govimiment of Bengal, the Government of India and 
Her Majesty’s Secretary of State. I see that the Bill, as laid before the Council, 
contains provisions which arc repugnant to the principles of the Permanent 
Settlement, and whicdi I, therefore, consider it my duty to oppose. But the 
• question is whidhor, llic Bill having already received, as regards its main princi- 
j)les, tho assent of Her Majesty's Government, it will bo open to the Select Com- 
mittee to consider those provisions Avhich constitute the leading principles 
of tho Bill, and wludher the Government will be prepared to make any 
changes in the substantive part of the Bill, when, by the rules of the 
Executive Council, which require the previous assent of the Secretary of 
State to any project of legislation, the members of this Council arc prac- 
tically precluded from considering any fundamental principles of a Bill 
so sanctioned. I, for my part, do not see any advantage, so far as these 
main points aro concerned, of referring the Bill to the Select Committee. 

“ Of course, as regards details, the Select Committee will be the proper body 
to settle them. Be that as it may, I take it tliat when a Bill of this momentous 
nature is submitted to public criticism, the Government will not decline to con- 
sider any representations or suggestions which may be reasonable or just, though 
such suggestions may be opposed to their previous conclusions. I feel grateful 
to your Lordship that arrangements have been made for giving a wide pub- 
licity to tliis Bill, and for inviting public opinion upon it ; but I think tho 
public ought to receive an assurance that their criticisms and representations 
will not be thrown away, because the leading principles of the Bill have already 
been discussed and determined upon by the Government of India and the 
Secretary of State. If the Select Committee bo tied as it were band and foot 
in regard to the fundamental principles of the Bill, then public discussion will 
be of little advantage, for whatever the public may say or write, and however 
reasonable their suggestions may be, the Select Committee will not be at liberty 
to make material alterations in the Bill. 

“ And now, iny Lord, in bringing to a close my wearisome address, for which 
1 apologize to the Council, I venture to express a hope that, as this is a measure 
of the greatest importance to both landlords and tenants in this Province, the 
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like of which had never before, I may say, engaged the attention of the legis* 
lature since 1793, that this hon*ble Council will not seal with its sanction this 
Bill, without giving to it a patient, attentive and full consideration, and that it 
will not consider the object of the Bill as merely an attempt to adjust the rela- 
tions between landlord and tenant, but also as a matter involving deep eco- 
nomic problems, as a matter involving the sacred question of the plighted faith 
of Government, and as a matter involving the prosperity and happiness of sixty 
millions of the population of Bengal.” 

The Hon’ble Ma. Evans said : — “ I do not propose to detain the Council at 
any great length on this question, and I am glad to And that the Hon’ble Mr. 
Kristodils Pal is at one with me on at least one subject, and that is the neces- 
sity for legislation. I do not think that anyone who has seriously and atten- 
tively considered this subject, and has seen how matters were going on, can help 
feeling that there is a necessity for legislation. , When it is found, as I myself 
have found, that the Law Courts have come to a dead-lock, and that they can 
do nothing with the cases for enliancement and settlement of rents that come 
before them ; that such enhancements arc introduced by illicit means, where 
the zamindai’s are strong and the raiyats weak, and t hat just, demands are 
resisted where the zamindai’s are weak and the raiyats strong, then it is evident 
that a very serious state of things has arisen — a serious state of things for the 
Governmen fc of the country, and a serious stale of things for tlic landlords 
themselves. The mass of the raiyats in this country are ignorant peoph;, as a 
rule, incai)ablo of combination, except on a very small scale, although they 
have begun to show, in some parts of the country, that they are learning the 
advantages of corabiiiatiou, and can combine in an effectual manner against 
the landlords. If you And, on the one hand, the landlords beginning to use 
other than legal pressure to enforce their claims, and the tenants beginning to 
combine to resist, by means other than legal, those claims, you have a state of 
things which might, if left alone, develop into a serious danger. We all know 
there is nothing more troublesome or difficult to manage, when once it has 
begun, than an agrarian agitation, and, therefore, I think that, in the interests 
both of the landlords and the raiyats, legislation of some kind is clearly 
necessary. 

The landlord has great difficulties in enhancing and settling his rents, and 
difficulties of various sorts in the collection of them. Therefore, as everyone 
seems agreed on the necessity for legislation, the question rcall,v resolves 
itself into one of the length to which legislation should go. The hon’ble mem- 
ber who last spoke has said that this matter was formerly discussed, and it was 
felt there was necessity for some legislation for the boneAt of the zaminddr, and 
that successive Governments found themselves unable to give the relief 
wanted for various reasons. He also said there were two yjoints on which legis- 
lation was required, namely, for the recovery of rent, and the settlement of rent. 
But there, my Lord, is the hitch. How are you to settle the rents unless you get 
at the rights of the parties ? And that is why each Lieutenant-Governor found 
himself unable to settle the rents. They could not settle the rents until they found 
some proper method of settling them, and they could not give the zamindiir 
summary power to recover rents till it was settled what the rents were. The 
zamindars, no doubt, would be glad if they could have a summary procedure, 
which enacted that the tenant was to be sold up for whatever the zamindar 
considered to be his rent. But it was iraix)ssible for a Government which 
had the charge of all these millions of raiyats to grant that boon — a boon which 
might in the end turn out to be an exceedingly fatal one to the zamindar himself. 
Therefore it is that Commissions have been issued, and all tliis mass of evidence 
before us now has been collected. I quite agree that the work of these Com- 
missions is wanting in statistics. I cannot, however, go with my hon’ble friend 
ms regards the want of statistics about the question of transferability, because 
we And pages 366 to 373 all taken up with divora transferable tenures, and the 
districts in which they are transferable and the number of transfer’s which are 
registered. There are a certain number of valuable statistics in regard to 
transfers ; on other points there are no statistics. This is a great disadvantage. 
But this is not to be imputed to any fatdt of the Commission, because, as a

matter of fact, there was no means of procuring these statistics. The statistics 
as to the occupancy of the lands are to ho found nowhere except among the 
zamlnddrs themselves, and if there is any body wliich can give those statistics, 
it is the Zaminddrs’ Association. Well, now, this being so, the question has 
been forced before the Government, after careful consideration, how are rents 
to be settled ? And here I may observe that my hon’ble friend Mr- Kristodds 
Pdl appears to assume, with regard to the great bone of contention, the position 
of occupancy raiyats, that Act X of 1859 has practically accorded that right to 
a large proj)ortion — he thinks ninety per cent. — of the tenants of Bengal. If 
that is so, there can, as already stated, be very little reason for extending it 
further. But what is the fact ? 

“ If ninety per cent, of the tenants in Bengal have got the occupancy right, 
the fact remains that they cannot prove it, and it would be ruin to most of them 
to try to lu’ove it. Now, of course, if you get a class of men and give them 
certain rights, but place them in such a position that, having those rights, and 
knowing that they have them, yet they are unable to enforce them, there arises 
a very lamentable position. If a man has a right and cannot press it, what 
will he do V If there arc many of them, they will create disturbances. Therefore 
it is that, looked at from this point, the Bill appears to be a Bill, not for 
overturning the Permanent Settlement, but for securing to the ninety per cent, 
of the raiyats in Bengal some means of getting the benelit of this right of occu- 
pancy declared by Act X, and being able to assert it. I saw in a letter not very 
long ago, in one of the newsj apers, a statement by a zaminddr that most of the 
raiyats on his estates had morally a right of occupancy. That is a curious expres- 
sion. It means they had got it, but had not got it ; and that, practically, is no 
doubt the state of allairs described by my hou’ble friend to-day. There is the 
moral possession of a right of occupancy, unaccompanied by an actual or fruc- 
tuous possession of it. Now, if this is the state of the case, it is not really 
so great a blow to the zaminddrs as we have been led to suppose, to 
pass a law by wdiich the difficulties of proof should be minimized, by 
which the onus of proof should lie less heavily on these tenants, and by 
wliich they may be able to get a more effectual enjoyment of this already 
existing moral right. I understood my hon’ble friend the Mahdraju of 
i)arbhangd to say that, as a matter of fact, he thinks it would not be a bad 
thing that raiyats should have some sort of fixity, and I think that is the feel- 
ing of a great many zaiqinddrs. If they could get a fair settlement of their 
rents, and get rid of all the litigation in wdiich they are at present involved, 
they would not look upon such extension of tlie right of occupancy as is given 
by the Bill with any great alai'iu. Now, this being -the case, we arc invited by 
my hon’ble friend to consider this matter as if it were some interference with 
the Permanent Settlement, and the first thing he asks us to consider is the posi- 
tion of the zaminddr and raiyat, and he lays claim on behalf of the zaminddrs 
to what he terms the actual property of the land, and his case, as I understand 
it, is that, antecedently to the Permanent Settlement, the zaminddrs were absolute 
owners of the land ; that they were subject to payment of revenue to the Gov- 
ernment, but that they were absolute owners, and that this right was not then 
created but confirmed, and exists to this day, and that Act X of 1869 was a 
serious interference with that right. I cannot agree with that view of the 
matter. As regards the position of the zaminddrs before the Permanent Settle- 
ment, I would refer to a Minute of Lord Cornwallis. 

‘Under the former practice of annual settlements, zaminddrs who have either refused 
to agree to pay the rents that have been required, or who have bpen thought unworthy of 
being entrusted with the management, have, since our acquisition of the Diwani, been dis- 
possessed in numberless instances and their lands held khas, or let to a farmer; and when 
it is recollected that pecuniary allowances have not always been given to dispossessed zamfndais 
in Bengal, I conceive that a more nugatory or delusive species of property could hardly exist.' 

“ Well, it was so; it was a delusive possession of property. However, I 
think it is quite clear that, whoever they were, they were not absolute owners, 
even taking it from the point of view as between themselves and the Govern- 
ment. But I do not resQly care to discuss that matter, because, whatever was 
their position as between themselves and the Government before the Permanent 
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Settlement, it is clear that, as between themselves and the Government, the 
Government did give over this right of making^ an^ further demands upon them 
and constituted them, so far as Government was concerned, absolute owners. 
That was the position in law. I have no doubt at all that a very largo number 
of them were hereditary zaminddrs, and many of them were members of 
the old princely houses, who had originally (as ruling chiefs) rights in 
the land ; 1 agree that it was a hereditary interest, and an interest which 
would pass to their children. But this did not at all conclude the question 
whether the raiyats had any interest. The fact is, that land is capable of 
having a number of interests in it. As between the Government and the 
zaminddr, if the Government surrenders its rights in the land to the zamin- 
ddr, the zamindar becomes the actual proprietor of that land so far as the Gov- 
ernment is concerned. But when come to the question whether the raiyats 
had anything to say in reference to this land, that is another thing altogether. 
Wlxat do wo fin d was the old customary land»law of India ? I am quoting from 
/ Aemory now, but yVWIl M'6fid"lS|^s’Uown tEi£S*"ovmCTsin”^m land arises from the 
roblamation of land, and I think you will find that even that right of ownersliip 
was not a full and absolute dominion, but that a right, subject to the rights of 
Government and some other persons, did arise on the reelamation of land, 
according to the old custom of Uindustan, and so we find it to be the feeling of 
the country to this day. 

“Zaminddrs held certain large estates, and under them were the raiyats, and 
the raiyats from time to time reclaimed jungle and then held lands under the 
customary law of India. What was that customary law ? The first thing was 
that, having been recognised as raiyats, they had a right to sit there at pargana 
rates. That right did not interfere with the right of property of the zaminddrs. 
The right of the zaminddr was absolute as between himself and the Government. 
But those rights did not cover all the rights in the land, as other people also had 
rights in that land. My hon’hle friend has relied on a passage from a judgment 
of Lord Lyndhurst. Now this passage which has been read comes from the 
well-known case of Freeman v. Fairlie. It was a suit brought in the year 1828. 
The decision in it was that land in Calcutta descended as a free-hold inheritance 
to the heir, and did not pass to the personal representative. That was the 
point Lord Lyndhurst had to consider, and his remarks were all made in refer- 
ence to it. It appears that one Susannah Oldham died, leaving three houses 
in Calcutta. These three houses she bought from different people. But, as 
was the eustom in those days, she got a pattd from the Collector of Calcutta. 
She died and left an executor, and differences having arisen between this person 
and those interested, the question arose whether the houses passed to the heirs 
or the personal representatives, whether this was real estate or whether it was 
personal estate. They went before the Master and the Master made his report, 
and it was decided that the English law applied, and that it went as a free- 
hold inheritance. This is a very interesting question, but has really nothing 
to do with the question now under discussion. 

** It was contended in that case that no interest which could be held in land 
in India could be said to amount to an estate in fee simple according to English 
law, although English law had been introduced to some extent into Calcutta, 
and it was said that all holdings under the East India Company were too 
precarious to constitute so high an interest as an estate in fee simple, for various 
reasons which may be read at length in the report. 

“ It was a propos of these contentions that Lord Lyndhurst remarked that 
a perusal of the Benghl Begulations had led him to the conclusion that the 
interest of the zaminddrs in land under those Begulations was an absolute pro- 
prietorship and not such a precarious or temporary interest as had been sug- 
gested. His object was to show that, if such an interest was vested in an 
Englishman in a place where English law applied, it would be an estate of 
inheritance in land descendible to the heir, and not something in the nature of 
a chattel interest divisible among the next-of-kin. If Lord Lyndhurst had 
before him a question as to the relative position of zaminddr and raiyat in a 
zaminddri, his decision would have b^n entitled to the highest respect, 
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and tho hon’ble and learned mover might well he uneasy if he had gone 
gainst so high an authority. * But in truth the passage cited is only another 
instance of the danger of citing isolated passages from judgments without con- 
sidering the point discussed in those judgments. 

* 

“ In the rhwmi given hy Mr. Justice Seton-Karr of the position of the 
landlord, just read by my hon’ble friend, he points out that the zaminddr 
has a right to the rent which is barred by no length of time. Here is a curious 
thing. If you have an absolute ownership, and if another person holds posses- 
sion for twelve years, it becomes his own, because he has adverse possession. 
But the rule laid down by Mr. Selon-Karr was that, if it be in tlio possession of 
a raiyat, and the raiyat cultivated it, not alleging himself to bo a zaminddr, he 
docs not hold adversely. Now', although he sits there for sixty years, bis title 
is not adverse, and Ihe landlord does not lose his right even though he may omit 
to collect the rent. What is the reason ? That originally the status of the raiyat 
and the zamindar did not depend on contract at all. There w^as one person who 
engaged with the Government for the land and obtained an assignment, tempo- 
rary or permanent, of the right of Government to obtain revenue from every bighd 
of cultivated land not specially exempted by a grant from the ruling power ; then 
squatters came and squatted ; they never dreamt of saying they w'^cre zamin- 
ddrs, but simply raiyats ; if the landlord came and asked for rent they would pay 
what their neighbours paid ; if they reclaimed the land, they would ask to pay 
less, and genemlly w'ould bo allowed to pay less ; but if they took possession of 
cultivated land, they would have to pay the pargana rate or go away. But it 
was not possible to say that these persons wore anything else but raiyats. 
Tenancy in England was by contract, and if a person comes and sits on your 
land and cultivates it, and has not made an express or implied contract, his pos- 
session is adverse to the landlord, and after twelve years he becomes owner of tho 
land free of any obligation to pay anything to anyone. But this is not the case 
here. I know that Sir Barnes Peacock and other great authorities, who have 
taken a strictly English view of the question, have said that the relations 
between the zamindar and the raiyat are similar to those of landlord and tenant 
in England. But many of the Judges — Messrs. Steer, Jackson, Seton-Karr and 
others — held that the relation of zamindar and raiyat could be established inde- 
pendent of any contract. If that is so, it throws great light on the subject, and 
I think there are many other things which point to the conclusion that perma- 
nent cultivation of land in India by a person other than a zaminddr was suffi- 
cient evidence of a raiyati holding according to custom. 

“ There has been much conf usion arising out of the use of the term ‘ actual 
owner* or ‘actual proprietor of the soil.’ In many zaminddris there is a 
zaminddr, a patnidar, a durpatuiddr, and under them a jangalburl or an occu- 
pancy raiyat. Each one of these is an actual owner or proprietor of such 
interest as he has in the soil. 

“But say the opponents of the Bill — how about the waste-lands? There 
were no raiyats on the waste-lands. The zaminddrs by the Permanent Settle- 
ment became, as to the waste-lands, owners of their own former rights (if any) 
jplns the Government rights, and as no one else had any rights they must have 
become absolute owners in the fullest sense, and able to do what they liked 
with their own. 

“ The answer is that the position of the waste-lands was not changed hy the 
Permanent Settlement, save so far as the rights of Government were transferred 
to the zaminddrs. If, therefore, before the Permanent Settlement raiyats who 
reclaimed or settled o^Vaste-land acquired any rights, raiyats who did tho 
same thing after the Permanent Settlement would acquire the same rights and 
occupy the same status as they would have acquired or occupied had they 
settled before the Permanent Settlement. 

“No doubt the incidents of a customary holding may be varied^ by actual 
contract (unless prohibited by law). But all original contracts which I have 
seen between zaminddrs and raiyats about to reclaim waste-lands have been 
contracts whereby the raiyats have obtained a right to sit at lower rates, either 
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permanently or for a time,, than the ordinary rates, prevailing on the neighbour- 
ing cultivated lands. I have never seen or heard of any case in which a raiyat 
undertook to reclaim waste-lands on worse terms than the customary terms on 
which permanent tenants of adjacent cultivated lands were then holding. 

“ But I have seen and I have heard of many cases in which, from the power 
of the zaminddr and the weakness and ignorance of the raiyat, the successors of 
those who had reclaimed land on specially favourable terms since the Permanent 
Settlement have been unable to enforce or maintain those terms and have been 
reduced to the level of ordinary raiyats. 

“ It may be taken that all land reclaimed since the Permanent Settlement 
has been reclaimed either on the old customary terms without a written engage- 
ment, or on a written engagement more favourable to the raiyat than the cus- 
tomary terms. , 

“ I will only make one or two further remarks. The most effective part of the 
hon’ble member’s on-slaught on this question was his attempt at what I may 
call the argumentuni ad Governmentmn, in which he said that the Government 
had treated the raiyats on their khasmahslls or Crown lands just as the zamindars 
had treated them, or rather worse, and that tlu^y had declined to recognise in the 
raiyats any higher rights than the zamindjirs had recognised, and that they had 
mercilessly enhanced their rents and evicted them if they did not consent. 

** It is no argument to say that the Government in various departments have 
done the same thing. In speaking of the Government, it must be remembered 
that there are many departments of the Government. From one point of view, 
you may have the Government sitting here consulting for the general good of 
the country and taking broad views of the question. On the other hand, there 
is a department which represents the Secretary of State, who represents the 
positive right of the Government in their property, just as in the case of 
Crown lands in England. When you deal with the Government in this capa- 
city, I am sorry to say they don’t seem to be the same kind of people as the 
Government of India in its broader capacity. I have seen tlic same thing at 
home. I have seen what I considered to be very hard and unjust conduct on 
the part of the Commissioners of Woods and Forests — conduct whicli was 
worse than would be expected of any private proprietor. They are in the nature 
of a Corporation, which has to preserve the rights of the Crown, and they come 
to look on every body else as natural enemies, who arc endeavouring to deprive 
the Crown of its rights ; and I have seen a good deal of the same sort of thing 
in India, and I am quite prepared to believe it is true, as many of the Govern- 
ment officials must know, that these officers often think it their duty to exact 
as much as they can. I am only suggesting this as an exjdanation of what 
has been said of the dealing of officials in Government and Court of Wards’ 
estates. Suppose there is a substratum of truth in the figures brought forward 
by the hon’ble member, and it should be proved that enhancements to the 
extent of one hundred per cent, have been made on these unfortunate Govern- 
ment estates, I think the Board of Beveuue, on learning of the existence 
of such things, would put a stop to them. But if the state of things is as 
has been stated to the Council it is certainly very deplorable. But it furnishes 
an argument against my hon*blo friend. If the Government officials, wlio have 
no personal interest in them, would do such frightful things by abusing the 
special summary powers entrusted to them, how much more will the managers 

of zaminddrs do them ? 

• > 

“I have not had time to go through the details of the Bill ; but I think 
several grave and serious questions arise in reference to it. The question of 
compensation for disturbance and other important questionj^ require serious 
consideration, and I offer no opinion upon them at present. Thfe practical work- 
ing of the different clauses of the Bill have to be considered. 

But the great thing is to try and secure, as nearly as possible, absolute 
data on which to proceed. I do not believe in the beneficial effects of any form 
of words, unless you have facts to act on. I believe that, before the present 
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state of things can be set straight; a full record-of-right8 will have to be under- 
taken. I know that is not a thing which my friend will be pleased to hear. 
But I do say that nearly one-half the litigation in Bengal arises from the im- 
.possibility of ascertaining facts. You cannot get at the rights of any question 
unless you can get at the real facts. Any number of papers may be pro- 
duced, — ^jamabandis, jama-wdsil-bdkis and the like, — ^but they are frequently 
worth nothing. I don’t say the zaminddrs have anything to do with the presenta- 
tion in Court of untrustworthy documents ; many of them are very respebtable 
people, but the ndibs or managers think nothing of fabricating a set of papers. 
Now, the records being untrustworthy and the oral evidence very worthless, it 
is very difficult for the Courts to decide the points which come before them. 
I believe most of the litigation will bo rendered unnecessary if you can get in 
Ben^l a real rocord-of-rights, and if you get rent receipts of a trustworthy 
character. All these things will .practically diminish litigation, and then, if 
you get a settlement of rents by establishing tables of rates or otherwise, which 
would last for a considerable time, 1 do not think the zaminddrs will have any 
great difficulty in recovering rents, for the rent will be definitely settled. 
Under these circumstances, there will be very little use in false evidence, and 
judgment will be given, and in a month or so the holdings in default will be 
put up for sale. I think improvements can be made, for I think zaminddrs 
should have all reasonable facilities for the recovery of rent .which can be given 
to them without causing oppression to the raiyats. If anybody can show any 
way of giving increased facilities in this respect, I think the za min ddrs ought 
to have the benefit of it. 

“ The Government demand is constant and inexorable, and the Government 
have kept in their own hands a summary and effectual process for realizing 
it from the zaminddr. The Government is bound, if possible, to enable the 
zaminddr to realize the assessment promptly from the actual cultivator. Had the 
Government from the first insisted that an authentic Government record of rights 
and rates should be kept up, and that a reliable system of recording payments 
should bo enforced, there would be no difficulty in complying with the demand 
. of the zaminddr ; and it would be the clear duty of Government to do so. 
But unless the Government will resolutely determine to face this matter, it 
will never be able to do equal justice to the zaminddr and the raiyat : to give the 
raiyat proper protection is one duty ; to give^the zaminddr the power to realize 
punctually from the raiyat that rent or revenue which the Government 
exacts so punctually from the zaminddr is another duty. Neither of these 
duties can ever be effectually performed without an authentic record of rates 
and payments, and if this Bill be not supplemented by vigorous executive action 
in this direction, it will join the long list of Acts and llegulations of high-sound- 
ing promise and little performance of which raiyat and zaminddr have been 
the subject.” 

TheHon’bleMr. Thomas said : — ** My Lord, I had wished to speak generally 
in support of the Bill, from experience of like tenures in other parts of India ; 
but, looking to the lateness of the hour and the number of speakers yet to 
follow, I think I shall best consult the convenience of this Council by forbear- 
ing to do so : but with reference to the quotation made by the Hon’ble Kristo- 
dds Fdl with a view to show the pressure of land assessment in the Madras 
Presidency, from wliich I come, I may be allowed to say just the one word that 
his figures are not normal figures, and refer to the great famine time, and the 
uncollected arrears are the arrears mostly of men and families who had died of 
famine, and have no sort of relevancy to the normal pressure of the assessment 
there.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. B,bynolds said : — ** I desire to thank Your Excellency’s 
Government for the introduction of this Bill. I think it superfluous to enter 
upon any discussion as to the acknowledged and proved necessity for legislation 
' upon the rent question, after a perusal of the papers which have been laid before 
us in connection with the Bill. It is conclusively shown by those papers that 
this necessity has been recognized by the Government, by the Courts of law. 
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by the officers engaged in revenue and administrative duties, by the zamlnddrs 
and other rent-receivers, and by the cultivators and other rent-payers. The Bill 
before the Council is the result of long deliberation and patient enquiry ; it is 
an honest attempt to hold the balance impartially between interests which, 
though they are really identical, are apt to come into apparent conflict at 
various points of contact, and the authors of it have resisted the temptation to 
legislate upon new linos, or to put forward now theories of the rights of the 
different classes of the agricultural population. I cannot agree with the Ilon’ble 
Mr Kristodds Pal in the estimate which he has passed upon the Bill. I have 
studied the rent question in Bengal for nearly as many years as he has ; I have 
studied it, not merely in books, but by practical experience of its working, and I 
have striven to make myself acquainted with its real facts and bearings ; and I 
say with confldonce, that the feature which I most admire in the Bill is the emi- 
ncntlv conscrvcitivo sind constitutioiicil ch.cir 3 .ct 0 r of its ni3/iii principles. In 
some points of detail I venture to think that this character has not been main- 
tained and I shall not shrink from noticing these points in their proper place. 
But taking the Bill as a whole, it is essentially a measure framed in accordance 
with the ancient prescriptive law of the country, and, as such, it ought to be 
acceptable to those who think that the most useful, and certainly the satost, 
province of legislation is to formulate and crystallize those principles which 
have been tested by long experience, and accepted by genera,! consent. I think 
it useless to speculate upon the question whether, in ancient times, tlie right ot 
nropertv in the soil was vested in the Sovereign, in the zamindar, or m the 1-aiyat. 
That iiuestion has been discussed with more learning than I could bring to bear 
uDon it bv my hon’blo friend Mr. Evans, and I imagine he would agree with 
me in thinking that the expression ‘ right of property ’, when used in such a 
connection and employed in its modern and European sense, is altogether mis- 
leadin*', and connotes an idea entirely toreign to the age and the country. But 
there are two great principles which underlie the question ot agricultural tenancy 
in those Provinces,— principles which took their rise in a remote antiquity, 
which ^though they may not haivo been formally embodied in any statute, are 
written in the hearts of the peophj, whicli were not attected by the legislation 
cither of 1793 or of 1859, and which have survived tlie lapse of years and the 
rise and fall of dynasties. These two principles arc, first, that the resident 
raivat cannot be ejected from his holding in the village lands so long he pays 
the established rent, and, second, that it is the right and the duty ot the ruling 
nower to determine the rent payable by the raiyat to the zamindar I observe 
with much satisfadtion that not only are these pririciples recognized in the pre- 
sent Bill, but that the Bill is based upon them, and that its provisions arc such 
as naturaUy spring from the acceptance of them. 

“ Chapter II of the Bill is of comparatively little importance in Bengal 
Proner • but in Bihar it will be extremely valuable, if full use is made (as I trust 
will be the case) of the power to make a survey and register of khamar lands. 

“ In Chapter III, section 16 reproduces the present law regarding the pre- 
sumption arising from twenty years holding at im unchanged rent, iliis pre- 
Stion was first introduced by the Act of 1869, and 1 have idways thought 
that^it bore somewhat hardly on the landlord, and specially on two classes of 
Sords who seem entitled to favourable consideration,- landlords who liave dealt 
lentently with their tenants in past years, and landloi-ds who have purchased their 
estates at sales for arrears of revenue. I was at one time disposed to recom- 
S^dthat the presumption should be removed altogether ; but 1 have since seen 
reason to modify this view, and I am now content that the section should stand 
as it will always be in the power of the landlord to apiily, under chapter XU ot 
the Bill, for the preparation of a record-of -rights on his estate. It has, 1 
think irisely, been determined to limit the sections regarding registration to 
tenures There is no doubt something attractive in the proposal of the Bent 
Commission (which was retained in the Bill prepared by the Government ol 
Bemsal) to extend the same procedure to occupancy holdings. But the country 
is not rine for this. There is no agency for carrymg the measure into ettcct, 
and the?aw would bo either a dead letter, or would bo worked to the prejudice 

of ignorant and helpless cultivators. 
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“ The short chapter on patni tenures contains nothing which seems to call 
for remark. The sale procedure, as specified in the schedule, will doubtless 
come under the consideration of the Select Committee. The law on this mat- 
ter needs amendment on various minor points, and the Bengal Government Bill 
contains a number of useful suggestions and recommendations. 

“Chapter V, which is really the keystone of the Bill, deals with the import- 
ant subject of the occupancy-right of the tenant, and of the landlord’s right of 
pre-emption. It avoids the fatal mistake committed in Act X of 1859 (or at least 
in the interpretation of that Act which has generally been accepted), of limiting 
the right to those particular fields which may have been held in continuous pos- 
session. It defines the settled raiyat as the tenant who has held raiyati land for 
twelve years in any village or estate ; and it declares that such settled raiyat shall 
have a right of occupancy in any raiyati land held by him in that village or 
estate. It may'be objected thattthc proposed definition is at once too wide and 
too narrow : too wide, because the cultivation of land in the same estate was 
never held to confer the position of a khudkdsht raiyat : and too narrow, because 
a much shorter term than twelve years might reasonably bo taken as evidence of 
settled occupation. The definition may in some measure be looked upon as a com- 
promise : aud the correspondence shows that it is not the definition originally 
proposed by the Government of India. But what wo have to consider is the 
practical effect which this or any other definition will produce. Assuming the 
proposition (which indeed cannot be controverted) that the resident raiyat has 
a right of occupancy in the village lands, what is the definition wdiich will 
secure this right to the greatest number of those who ought to possess it, and 
extend it to the smallest number of those who are not ejititled to enjoy it ? I 
must own that I am not at present prepared to suggest a better definition tlian 
that provided by the Bill, and those who object to it may fairly be asked what 
they wo\ild propose to substitute for it. This, however, will certainly be one 
of the points upon which the Bill will be attacked : and it will be the duty of 
the Select Committee to sec that the definition is not narrowed down by any 
limitations which would deprive it of its due significance or its proper effect. 

“ There is, however, one section in this chapter against which I feel bound 
to record an emphatic protest. Section 48 provides that the occupancy-right 
may be acquired by grant from a projmetor or permanent tenure-holder. I 
think I can understand the reasoning which may have led the framers of the 
Bill to insert this provision, but the section is, nevertheless, of a revolutionary 
and dangerous character, and any extension of the occupancy-right which may 
result from it would be too dearly purchased. It is practically an admission 
of the vicious principle that the occupancy-right may be made a matter of 
bargain or contract between landlord and tenant. The occupancy-right cannot 
bo granted by the landlord, for it is not his to grant : it is essentially inhemnt in 
the status of the resident cultivator. 

“Of the incidents of the occupancy-right, the only one which calls for notice 
is that which makes the right transferable. It seems probable that the right 
was not originaPy transfi*rable ; but the custom of transfer has become com- 
mon, and it is for the advantage of both parties that the right of transfer 
should be formally legalized. Tbe landlord’s interests are sufficiently protected 
by the power of j)re-timption which the Bill gives him. It has been said that 
the result of a general power of transfer will be, that the land will pass out of 
the hands of the cultivators into the possession of middlemen and mahajans. 
But experience does not justify this apprehension. The transfers which already 
occur every year may be counted by thousands ; but the purchasers of the hold- 
ings are men of the same class as the sellers. There are at least tw'o classes of 
occupancy-raiyats who possess and have long possessed an acknowledged and 
recognized right of transfer : the nf Sbnb41ni<l nn<l t.ba t.liAnf 

raiyatsof ^ It is certain that wdth neither of these classes 

Tiaa ilie power of transfer had the effect of making the lands pass out of the 
hands of band fide agriculturists. 

“The se<!tion8 regarding the right of pre-emption must be taken in connec- 
tion with those relating to merger, and the Bill seems to me somew'hat defect- 
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ive in that it fails to explain clearly the naturo of the landlord’s title in a hold- 
ing which he may have purchased The draft Bill of the Bengal Government 
contained an express provision that the doctrine of merger should not operate 
to convert a holding, when purchased hy the landlord, into khdmdr land. The 
present Bill provides that, if the landlord lets the land, he must let it as an 
occupancy holding; hut the Statement of Objects and Beasons explains that, 
if he pleases, he may keep the land in his own hands, and cultivate it hy his 
servants or labourers. This is a serious departure from the rule of the old 
Begulations. By Bcgulation VIII of 1793, the zaminddr was not only permit- 
ted, hut required, to let the lands of his estate ; he had no power to hold them 
himself. If, indeed, a zaminddr may hold raiyati land in this way as long as 
he pleases, it is practically equivalent to the conversion of the land into 
khdmdr. Section 66 of the Bill will undoubtedly he evaded : and the whole 
question of the exact nature of the landlord’s rights in a purchased bolding ought 
to be carefully considered by the Select Committee. 

** By chapter VI, the maximum rent of an occupancy-raiyat is not to exceed 
one-fifth of the value of the gi’oss produce in staple crops. It ought to be 
clearly understood that this is a limit and not a standard : for, in the Eastern 
districts, any such standard as one-fifth would involve an enormous enhance- 
ment. I am also inclined to think that the period of ten years provided 
by section 78 is too short. The Famine Commission suggested thirty years. 
This is possibly too long ; but, if it takes twelve years for a raiyat to* become 
settled, twelve years is surely not too long for him to remain free from 
claims for enhancement, and the Select Committee might consider this 
point. The provisions regarding a table of rates appear reasonable and fair ; 
but I doubt whether any extensive use will be made of them. Careful enquiries 
on this subject have lately been made by the Government of Bengal in a num- 
ber of selecited areas, and the general results tend to the conclusion that tables of 
rates based upon classifications of soil cannot ordinarily be prepared in the 
Lower Provinces. I anticipate that the provisions of chapter XI will be found 
more genemlly useful than those which relate to the preparation of a table of 
rates. 

" I should be glad to see the provisions of section 79 extended so as to 
correspond with those of section 74. If a raiyat is paying more than the 
established rate, this ought to be a legitimate ground for an application for 
reduction. I have noticed the references to this point in the correspondence, 
and I am aware that the omission is not an oversight ; but I think the matter 
calls for further consideration. 

“In section 81 it is to be noticed that, though at present the landlord’s share 
is in some cases nine-sixteenths of the grain, the whole of the straw and chaff 
belong by custom to the tenant. To give the landlord half the gross produce 
would, therefore, be giving him a larger share than he is entitled to. 

“ The prices spoken of in section 83 are market prices ; but it is to be 
observed that section 76 refers to the price at which the raiyat sells his civ>ps, 
and this is a very different thing from the market price. I presume the tables 
mentioned in section 83 are intended to assist tlie Courts in determiiiing cases 
in which the limit referred to in section 76 comes into play; but if this is the 
intention, it would be well to insert words to keep in ,mind the fact that the 
price at which the raiyat sells his crop will ordinarily be fidly twenty per cent, 
below the quoted market price of that crop in the bazdr. 

“ The above remarks refer mostly to matters of detail ; but my objections to 
chapter VIII are of a different character. I must own that this is the part of 
the Bill which I least like^ii/ipprovo. Short as it is, it pro^bly contains more 
innovations than the rest of the Bill put together. I object strongly to the 
title of the chapter. The ordinary raiyat in Bengal is the occupancy-raiyat ; 
and it is a dangerous novelty to countenance language which implies that the 
status of the non-occupancy-raiyat is the rule, and that occupancy-raiyats form 
an exceptional and privileged class. The clause relating to compensation for 
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improvements is an innovation, ][)ut a comparatively harmless one, as a non- 
occupancy-raiyat would never make improvements, unless he wore protected by 
a lease. But the proposed compensation for disturbance introduces an entirely 
new element into the agricultural laws of the country. We have not the least 
experience to show how this provision would work in India, and the principle 
of it seems to me to be objectionable. Either the landlord has the right to 
eject the tenant or he has not. If ho has the right, he should not bo required 
to pay compensation for exercising it ; if he has not the right, no money pay- 
ment ought to be sufficient to give it him. Section 91 refers to the limit fixed 
by section 119, which provides that the rent of an ordinary raiyat or under- 
raiyat shall not exceed live-sixteenths of the value of the gross produce of the 
land. I question the wisdom of attempting to fix by law tbe limit of anundor- 
raiyat’s rent. Such a law is certain to be disregarded, for it is not the interest 
of lather party thtit it should be observed. But the provision which puts the 
non-occupancy-raiyat on the same level as the under-raiyat, and on a different 
level from the oocupancy-raiyat, as regards the rent which he may be called 
upon to pay, is open to far more serious objection. It is an unconstitutional 
proposal ; for it implies that the oceupancy-raiyat is entitled to hold at a pri- 
vileged rate of rent, and this is not, and never has been, the law of Bengal. 

“ I am fully alive to the difficulties which surround both these questions, — the 
question of the under-raiyat, and the question of the non-occupancy tenant. I 
am aware that the state of things has entirely changed since the days when the 
paikdsht raiyat could practically dictate his own terms ; and I do not object to a 
reasonable modification’ of tlie law to suit the altered condition of aifaii's. But 
I disapprove of any infringement of the sound principle that no raiyat, whether 
he has the occupancy right or not, can be required to pay more than the estab- 
lished rate of rent; and I therefore think that, in areas in which a table of rates 
is in force, it should be apidicable to both classes of raiyats alike. 

“ In chapter IX, the provisions of section 98 regarding the instalments of a 
raiyat’s rent seem to mo to he sound in principle, but to require some verbal 
modification. As the Hon’ble Mr. Kristodas Pal told us in his speech, monthly 
instalmimts of rent are in accordance with the custom of the country, and 
should not be interfered with ; but interest should not be chargeable, nor should 
a suit lie for arrears, unless default continues for at least three months. This is 
the practice of the Government in regard to its own revenue. In all the dowls 
of the Permanent Settlement which I have seen, the revenue is made payable in 
monthly kists ; but no measure for enforcing payment can be taken except at the 
quai’terly days of payment. The provisions of this Chapter regarding receipts 
and deposits of rent seem to me to be excellent. I am inclined to doubt the 
expediency of retaining section 11 1 ; and I should prefer to make the division 
absolutely final. Indeed, the provisions of sections 114 and 115 seem to me to 
be inconsistent with each other. Section 118 does not .go nearly far enough. 
It is not sufficient to say that the danabandi papers shall be filed in the Collec- 
tor’s office. It should be declared that these papers are to be produced on the 
trial of any suit for arrears of the rent of the land, and that the suit shall be 
decided only in accordance with the entries in the papers. 

“ In chapter X, the wording of section 133 requires modification. Tliere 
seems to be a confusion between revenue-free land and rent-free land. I know 
of no reason why a landlonl should not measure revenue-free land if he is in 
receipt of the rents. On the other hand, he ought to be allowed to measure rent- 
free land if it is within the limits of his revenue-paying .estate. The sections 
regarding the appointment of a manager on behalf of joint-owners have my 
full api)roval, except that I would suggest the omission of the word * jointly , 
in section 148. I sec no harm in allowing the management to bo restored to 
the owners in all cases in Avhich it is shown that the estate will bo managed by 
them w ithout inconvenience to the public or injury to private right. 

“ Chapters XI and XII appear to me to contain excellent provisions for 
settling disputes and avoiding litigation. I trust and expect that these provi- 
sions will be extensively naade use of. 
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“ The chapter on distraint is of no great practical importance in Bengal 
Proper, where distraint is comparatively seldom resorted to ; hut in Bihdr it 
will be of great value and use: and I attach special importance to sections 185 and 
186. I have hoard to-day with a good deal of surprise that illegal distraint does 
not exist now-a-days in Bihdr. The fact is flagrant and notorious. The abuses 
and oppressions wliich have been and are still committed in Bihdr under colour 
of the law of distraint require to be put down with a strong hand : and nothing 
short of an express declaration that tliey are offences punishable by the crimi- 
nal law will be sufficient to suppress them. 

“ In the remaining chapters of the Bill I find nothing which appears to me 
to call for special remark. In what I have said, I have commented with some 
freedom on what seem to mo to be errors or omissions in the Bill. But I must 
repeat that, upon the whole, I look upon this as an excellent measure, broad 
and liberal in its scope, constitiitional in its prtnciples, impartially fair to the 
different classes whom it affects, and calculated to apply a practical remedy to 
the evils of which landlords and tenants alike have lately complained. If there 
are any members of the landlord class who consider that the Bill unduly inter- 
feres with their incomes or curtails their privileges, I believe they might safely 
be challenged to point to any essential part of the Bill (I do not speak of every 
point of detail) which touches any receipts to which they ai’e justly entitled, or 
any privileges which they have not usurped. I repeat that this Bill is (in all its 
main features) a constitutional Bill: its object is to establish on a settled founda- 
tion, and to express in unmistak(?able language, principles which have always 
been part of the unwritten agricultural law. It is the special duty of the 
Government to undertake this legislation, not merely in the general interests 
of the country, not merely for the sake of public peace and public prosperity, 
but because the system by which the old law of tenancy has of late been over- 
ridden and partially obliterated has been, in some measure, the unforeseen and 
unintentional efleet of our own legislation in the past. There can be no more 
striking instance of this than the examide afforded by Act X of 1859. That 
Act was intended to be tlie agricultural cliarter of the raiyat. It has been twisted 
and perverted into a means of overthrowing the very rights which it was its 
object to establish, and this has largely been done by decisions of our own 
Courts of law. A day may come when the present Bill will be uusuited to the 
altered circumstances of the country. The Government will have the same 
power then, as it possesses now, of legislating for the in’otcction arid welfare of 
the dcj)cndant taluqdars, raiyats and other eultivatoi’s of the soil, and this 
power it will not hesitate to use when the occasion shall arise. But for the 
present, and under the conditions which prevail to-day, the Bill before the 
Council appears to me substantially to provide a romc<ly for acknowledged evils, 
a redress of agrarian abuses, and a recognition of prescriptive rights, and I shall 
heartily and thankfully give my vote for referring it to a Select Committee.” 

The Hon’ble DurgA Cuaran LahA said : — “ I will make a few remarks, 
confining myself to some of the i)rincipal changes contemplated by this Bill. 

The object of chapter II seems to be to restrain the practice said to be 
prevailing in Bihar of converting raiyatl lands into khamar or zlrat lands. I 
must say that, if it exists, it is only confined to that Province. In Lower 
Bengal, I am prepared to say, there is no desire on the part of landliolders to in- 
crease the area of khdmdr lands. On tho contrary, the landlords here retain 
with reluctance raiyati lands in khds x^ossession, simply because they cannot find 
tenants for them. 

" The provisions in chapter V relating to occupancy rights are entirely new, 
wnd I must say that these changes are most objectionable. The existing law 
or custom does not support them, nor are they based u^xm the enactments 
which were superseded by the Act of 1859. 

“ Under existing law, a tenant with a right of occupancy hai^the right of 
holding his tenure so long [as he continues to pay his rent, which, however, is 
liable to enhancement or reduction to fair and equitable limits under certain 

2 — 
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conditions. On failure of payment of such rent, he is liable to eviction under 
a decree of Court. IIo docs not appear to have ever enjoyed a status higher 
than this. But it is now proposed to confer on him the status of a permanent 
tenure-holder, without fixity of rent, at the cost of the rights of the zamindAr. 
The right of pre-emption reserved for the latter will not serve the purpose of 
restraining transfers to objectionable tenants, because, in point of fact, it will 
involve an unnecessary outlay, for which he can never expect anything like 
an adequate return. Again, a settled raiyat, as described in this chapter, may 
have a right of occupancy in any land in the village without any reference to 
the period of his occupation, and in spite ot any contract under which he held 
it. 

“ These and other provisions in this chapter introduce a radical change in 
the established law, and are calculated to create an unnecessary conflict in the 
relations existing between landlord and tenant. 

“ In chapter VIII, wlflch deals with the ordinary raiyat, the Bill confers on 
him a status w hich is entirely novel. The i*esult of the extension of his i*ight — 
one which is not unforeseen by the framers of the Bill — will be the multiplica- 
tion of subordinate tenures, Avhieh would have the effect of defeating the very 
object for which the provisions have been made. But it is stated that the 
Government will put down the evil by future legislation. To my mind it 
seems to bo more judicious not to allow the mischief to arise, than to create com- 
plications, and then to find means to check them. 

“ Then as to the question of enhancement of rent. The Bill lays down that 
it is to be effected either under a table of rates, or, where there is no such 
guide, at the discretion of the Court at fair and equitable rates within certain 
limits, or by contract to be approved by a revenue-olTiccr. As to the first 
course, I submit it will be impracticable, and, even if practicable, it will never 
be a safe and satisfactory guide. As to enhancement at the discretion of the 
Court, the matter remains exactly where it now is, with the addition of a re- 
striction to the exercise of such discretion. And as to the last of these means, 
the validity of a contract being made conditional on the approval of a Govern- 
ment officer, a private scttlcraent between landlord and tenant becomes at once 
a matter of considerable difficulty. 

“ In section 93 of the Bill the provision for compensation for disturbance 
is quite foreign to this country, and its propriety is questionable. 

“ The effect of this innovation will practically be to preclude the landlord 
from all possibility of obtaining from the tenant a fair share of increment in 
the value of produce. 

“ Tlie subject is so vast and complicated that I ca'nnot hope to do full justice 
to it. I have barely touched upon a few of the salient points embraced in the 
Bill, in order to show that the Bill, as it has been framed, is repugnant to the 
spirit and letter of the Permanent B/Cgulations, which had guaranteed the rights 
of both zamindArs and raiyats, and to actual facts. It gives no practical faci- 
lity for the recovery of rent, nor satisfactory means for enhancement, where 
enhancement may be fair, reasonable and perfectly justifiable. On the other 
hand, it enacts provisions intended, no doubt, for the benefit of the raiyat, but 
which, in course of time, will be found to operate prejudicially to the interest 
of the actual cultivators of the soil. 

” In conclusion, I am inclined to think that this Bill will, in practice, do 
more harm than good, by destroying good feeling between the zamindAr and the 
raiyat, and putting them perpetually at logger-heads. When such is mani- 
festly the tendency of the Bill, a departure from the existing law in a, way 
that will unsettle the relations between landlord and tenant cannot but be 
regarded as an experiment of questionable character and doubtful efficacy.” 

The Hon’ble Mu. Hunter said : — “ My Lord, at the present stage of 
the Bill, I intended to say only a few words, and from a special point of view 
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The hour is now so late that I shall probably cpnsult the wishes of the Council, 
if I curtail oven those few words within the narrowest compass. I agree with 
the general objects of the Bill ; but there are three points which I hope the 
Select Coramitteo will carefully consider. These are, first, that attempts to 
interfere by statute, as opposed to custom, between tcnants-at-will and the laws 
of supply and demand have seldom been successful. Second, that, although w’e 
may declare that rents shall not exceed five-sixteenths of the produce, the laws 
of supply and demand will, in the case of the tenants-at-wdll, be too strong for 
a hard-and-fast line of this sort. Third, that the compensation for disturbances, 
amounting to ten times the enhancement of the rent, is excessive, and, as such, 
is unjust. I had intended to insist on these points at some length, but my 
hon^ble friend Mr. Reynolds has alreatly dealt with certain of them ; the debate 
has been unusually prolonged ; and the hour is very late. With regard to the 
general principle, I shall at present only say Jhat the legal difiBcultics and sup- 
posed guarantees which seemed to some thinkers to stand in the way of this mea- 
sure have been effectually disposed of by the speech of thohon’blo and learned 
member who introduced the Bill. The instructions of the Court of Directors 
before the Permanent Settlement, and the express woi’ds of that Settlement, 
prove to my mind that the Gov(?rnment of that day neither intended to make a 
contract with the landholders which should prevent it from afterwards securing 
the rights of the tenants, nor made any such <!ontract. Even if such a contract 
had been made, the hon’blo and learned member lias shoivn that it could not 
interfere with the rights of the timnnts who were no party to it. But after 
these and all other legal difficulties have been cleared away, tlio Bill has still to 
be discussed and judged of on other and quite different grounds. Eor this Bill 
is in reality an attemjit to counteract by legislative devices a fundamental eco- 
nomic change which has taken place in the relation of landlord and tenant in 
Bengal. It is by economic tests that the mcasui'c must now be tried, for by its 
economic results it will hereafter be justified or condemned. This law endea- 
vours to reinstate the cultivatoi’s in a security of tenure somewhat similar to 
that wdiieh they enjoyed at the time of the Permanent Settlement. The Per- 
manent Settlement found two classes of cultivators in possession of the soil, one 
of wdiich was protected in its possession by customary rights, the other by 
economic law^s. The first class was the khudhdsht or resident cultivators. The 
Permanent Settlement reserved the rights of this class, but omitted to define 
them. After two-thirds of a century had passed. Act X of 1 850 endeavoured 
to discharge the duty thus left unfulfilled, and the present Bill completes the 
task which Act X began. The other class of cultivators lit the time of the Per- 
manent Settlement were the Faikdsht, non-i’esidcnt or nugratory tenants, w ho 
held land in a village other than that in which they lived. These men, although 
possessing few riglits, were at that time protected by economic laws more 
powerful than any legal system. There was then more land in Bengal awaiting 
cultivation than there were people to cultivate it. The demand w'as by the 
landlord for cultivators, not by the cultivators for land : and the cultivators 
had necessarily, under such circumstances, the best of the bargain. The charge 
of enticing away tenants by offers of land at low^ rent was frequently brought 
by one landholder against another, and had to be decided by the English head 
of the District. The increase of population during the past century has reversed 
this state of things. The population in many parts of Bengal has outgrowm the 
soil. It is no longer the landlord who stands in need of tenants, but the tenants 
who are competing against each other for land. The same economic laws of 
supply and demand which protected the tenant at the time of the Permanent 
Settlement, place hifia, in many Districts, at the mercy of the landlord to-day. 

“ The present law endeavours to redress this state of things. To the khud~ 
kdaht or resident tenants, who were protected by usage at the time of the 
Permanent Settlement, it gives' the protection of a CodeVof clearly defined 
liabilities and rights. For the Paikdsht or tenants-at-will, who were ' protected 
by the economic law of supply and demand at the time of the Permanent 
Settlement, it creates certain legal safeguards which it hopes will save them 
from the extreme pressure of competition. In doing so it attempts to 
set up a breakwater between the operation of supply and demand and a 
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portion of the cultivating classes'. No one can road the elaborate evidence 
wliich has been submitted to the Council with regard to the state of the 
agricultural population in Bengal, without feeling that the Government is 
called to make this attempt. But no one can study the history of similar efforts 
to interfere, not hy customary usage, hut by statute, between economic laws 
and their economic results, without seriously asking himself wliether such an 
attempt is likely to be successful. My hon’ble friend Mr. Kristodds Pal has 
shown how_ much can bo said against such an attempt. Legal restrictions 
which curtail the landlord’s power over his estate tend to render him averse to 
investing capifal in the improvement of his land. Nor must it be forgotten 
that, in Lower Bengal itself,- the cii'cumstanccs of districts differ so widely as to 
make any single^ rule inaj)plicable to all. In Bihar and other overcrowded 
tracts, the tenant is at the mercy of the landlord. In Chittagong and some 
other districts, there is still a surplus of lands for the cultivators to pick and 
choose among at their 2)leasnrc. The Commissioner of Chittagong, in a recent 
report, describes the prafAice there in vogue as a system wliich ‘ checks all 
disposition to ra(;k-ront, and enables the cultivator to take up as much or as 
little land as suits him.’ I trust that the economic difficulties of the measure 
will be clearly realized, and that the Select Committee will give a fair and 
patient consideration to the arguments of the landholding classes w’hose rights 
will be curtailed by the Bill.”

The llon’hle Baja Siva PuasAd said : — “ My Lord, I know I am not a good 
speaker or a scholar. I have not read that logic which enabled Archbishop 
"VVliately to prove that Najiolcon Bonajiai'te was not born ; or enabled Doctor 
Ballantyne to prove that the moon moved on its axis against all the mathema- 
tics of Dr. Kaye. I crave your Excellency’s indulgence if my ideas are crude 
or my arguments confused. Nay, I may be here and there, perhaps, strictly 
speaking, out of order, but as I have been an observer of facts my whole life, I 
base what I am going to say on my ])ersonal. experience. I have yet only 
glanced over the Bill, but taking the lucid introductory speech of the hon’ble 
Law Member as an index or key of the voluminous records connected with the 
subject, and of the conclusions arrived at by the highest authorities, I had 
better dwell ujicn the speech first, and then the Bill. 

“ The speech commences with the refutation of some imputations. I have 
not heard of any ‘ imputation ’ of the Government being ‘actuated by a spirit 
of mischievous and restless activity’, or ‘ being influenced by political or party 
considerations but I have heard of another kind of imputation, that the Gov- 
ernment, being sorry to find th(*ir demand limited for ever by the Permanent 
Settlement, is now going to limit the demand of zamindars also, solely out of 
revenge. I know there is not a jiarticle of truth in it. I can swear to the 
jiurcst motives and the highest principles of the Govei'nment, but I must own 
that any condemnation of voluntary rack-rent in one Province comes with very 
bad grace from those who are forcing an over rack-rent in another. Those who 
are acquainted with the system of the Government revision of settlements in 
the unpermanently settled Provinces do not stand in need of any elucidation ; 
but for others I may be allowed to give one or two examples. I have a village, 
Gangrain, in the Gorakhpur district. The Settlement-officer fixed the rate of 
rent according to his whims and fancies, or according to some averages supplied 
to him by the Board of Revenue, and fixed the Government demand oh the 
total of that rent. The Settlement-officer went away, and the Government 
sanctioned the settlement. But my tenants refused to pay me at that rate, loft 
the land, and ran away with heavy arrears. Eor several years nearly half the 
-village, some five or six hundred acres, remained uncultivated. At last I re- 
duced the rate and the fellows have come back and are cultivating, though I 
pay to the Government the same amount which was fixed, — very punc- 
tually. T have heard, though I will not vouch for its exact authen- 
ticity, that a zaminddr in the Allahabad district, finding the rates fixed by 
Sir Auckland Colvin, when* he was Settlement-officer there, unrealizable, and 
being thus imable to pay the Government demand, made a bequest of that 
village in favom* of Sir Auckland and left it. The case came to the notice of the 
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authorities when steps were taken for the recovery of the Government revenue, 
and then, perhaps, tlie rates U'ere modified. I suppose it was Dr. Irvine who 
reported through Mr. Court, the then Collector, to the Government, that in the 
three trans-Jamua parganas of the Allahabad district he seldom met three 
men of whom one was not lame, on account of eating khisdri, a very inferior 
pulse, better food than which the tenant eould not alfoi’d to have on account 
of the high rate of rent. The Government modified the settlement and lowered 
its demand. I do not think the Doctora find that disease here in Bengal 
or Bihdr. Numerous instances can^e'^oted like the above, but I wish not to 
be misunderstood ; it is far froih my intentions to oppose any measure which 
aims at limiting the rack-rent by making the produce or the value thereof as 
an ultimate standard. What I intend to show is simply this — that it would 
behove the Government better if the Government were to apply the principle 
first in the Provinces where Government is ai* interested party and shares in the 
rise t>r fall of the rent : for instance, let the Government rule in the unperma- 
nently settled Provinces that no Court is to give a decree for any arnxirs of rent 
which the ttmant proves to exe-eed, say, half the estimated value of the estimat- 
ed average prodttce for a certain number of years ; and at the same time de- 
clare that tiio Government demand is never to exceed so much per cent, of the 
actual assets of the zamindars. Then, and only tlum, would the Government 
be justified in coming forward in the permanently settled Provinces and telling 
the zaminddrs, ‘ Friends, you also cannot go beyond that’. 

“ Going to extremes is often to be deprecntefl. To say that zaminddrs had 
no existence at all, and are the British Government’s creation, is simply to 
expose one’s own ignorance of the country and its history. 8till the copper- 
plates are dug up, granting villages in perpetuity, with their boundaries and 
all within them — jalkur, bnnkai\ dih, ddbar, SfC . — the inscrii)tion8 gtmerally 
<mding wdth the threat that, if any one resumes the land, he will live sixty 
thousand years a worm in hell. Now% if those grantees had no proprietaiy 
right in the soil, what right bad they ? If they w'ere not zaminddrs, wdiat w^oj e 
they ? Could they be farmers or oflicials ? Farishta w rites : — ‘ Ala-u d -din K hil j 
resumed all religious endowments and rent-free tenures, and confiscated all 
property in the soil (/tar dehe ki dar vakf y a dar itiam j/a dar mtlk i kase bud 
hauia ra kkalisa kard) ’. 3rUk means. property and malik proj)rietor. Farishta 
goes on further to say that the ‘ Emperor took half tlu? produce of the soil 
from everybody, whether he was a Mukaddam or Chaudhari. The Chaudharis 
and Mukaddams, who once rod<! state horsc«, wore priru;cly arms, dressed sump- 
tuously and pursued the games like the N obit's, had at last been reduced to 
such extremities under this Emperor’s rule, that their w^omen w^ere obliged to 
go out and work for their bread’. Chaudhari and Mukaddam of that time 
seem to be synonymous wrords for zaminddr. Firoz Shah Tughlak writes in 
his memoir of ‘ the portion mulcted at the deliArery of the landlord*^ shares 
by the cultivator, and its attestations by some ofiicial ’. Firoz Shah took only 
a tithe of the produce of land. I well remember to have read somewhere that 
when Humdyun marched down from Agra his baggage was plundered by the 
zaminddrs in the Gangetic Doab. The Ilon’blo East India Company itself had at 
one time purchased the zaminddri of the Twenty-four- Parganas from the Em- 
peror of Delhi. Are the zamindars like the Mahai'djds of Bardwan, Dumrdon, 
]>arbhangd and Bettiah, or Bdjasof Majhauli, Manda, J3ejaypur, and a thousand 
others of the British creation ? They Imve still many sanads and farmdns of 
the Muhammadan Emperors in their possession. Many w’ill quote books that 
those Emperors had. all along been acknowledged as the lords of land ; but 
they forget that in the same sentence they aroacknowledg<-d as the lords of the 
persona and possessions of their subjects. So with this theory the Government 
will have the same right to interfere with one’s lands ^ with his person or 
other personal property. 

” Let us see how this movement began, and how it ends. The hon’ble the 
Law Member says: — ‘What then are the facts with which avc have to do, and 
what are the evils for which legislation is required ? ’ Let us see what arc ‘ the 
facts *. Sir Ashley Eden says ‘ In Bihar what is most wanted is some ready 
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means of enabling the raiyat to resist illegal distraint, illegal enhancement and 
illegal cesses, and to prove and maintain his occupancy-right’. Sir llichard' 
Temple intended ‘ to introduce a Bill to define the principles on which the rights 
of occupancy raiyats and tenure-holders should be forced, to simplify the proce- 
dure for realizing the arream of rent in undisputed cases and to make the inter- 
est of an occupancy raiyat liable to sale for default in paying rent, and trans- 
ferable by private agreement*. In the Bengal Council it was ‘recognised that 
the legislature would have to alter the law with reference to ejectment, dis- 
traint, instalment and deposit of rent, and possibly sub-letting ’. The Commis- 
sion pro[>ose ‘ to create a new class of sulK)rdinate occupancy raiyats by provid- 
ing that a tcjiant who had held for thi'ce years and less than twelve years should 
he protected from ejectment at the will of his landlord.’ Also that ‘limits were 
to be set to the rack-rent ’ and to what an occupancy raiyat ‘ might demand 
from an under-tenant ’. Sir Ashley Eden writes in his letter of the 15th July, 
1880, that ‘ he would like to sec the Bengal raiyats, as a class, secured in the 
enjoyment of those riglits which the ancient land law and custom of the country 
.intended them to have, protectedagainstarhitrary eviction, loft in the enjoyment 
of a reasonable proportion of the profits of cultivation, and, in short, jdaced in 
a position of substantial comfort, (calculated to resist successfully the occasional 
pressunj of bad.timcis’. He wrote to the British Indian Association in Decem- 
ber, 1880, that ‘ protection against arbitrary evieJions must certainly be given to 
every settlc?d cultivator who pays the established rent ’, and that ‘ a substantial 
tenantry, fr(‘e from debt, and in a position to stay and bear the pressiua? of 
occasional bad seasons, is what Bengal requires. The Lieubmant-Governor 
desires, tbcr(‘foro, to sec the oeeu{)aney tenur(? m.ade the rule and not the excep- 
tion ; but at the same time be would have it kej)t as far as possible in the bands 
of bond Jide cultivators, and sul)-letling by occupancy tenants should be 
discouraged, if it cautiot 1«; altogcdlun' prenamted ’. The most important 
conclusions at Mdiich Sir Ashley Eden arrived, as given by Mr. .lustiec 
Cunningham in bis Minute, an; ‘that the remts of Bengal wc'k; and must, 
in existing eireiimstanees, continue to be customary, not competitive *; and 
‘ to guard against the e,onv(wsiou by the landlord of raiyat! land, that is, land 
over which oceujiuucy -rights exist, or can be act^uired, into ‘ kbdmur ’ ’. ‘ Klia- 

mi'ir’ lands appear to have been originally nw'roly the surplus unreclaimc'd lands 
of the village wbieb the landlord was allowed, during the continuance of bis 
revenue engagement, with (.lov(*rniuent, to cultivate for bis own benefit, but 
which became ‘ raiyat!’ as cultivators settled on them’. The Eamino Com- 
mission say that ‘ measures should hi; fiimied to secure the consolidation of 
occupaney-rigbts, the enlargement of the numbers of those who hold under 
secure tenures, and widening the limits of that security, together with tin; pro- 
tection of the t(*nant-at-will in bis just rights and strengthening of his position by 
any miiasuri* that may seem wise and eipiitable The hon’blo the Law Mem- 
ber docs not find, in any of the Regulations of l7t)3, woifls which can throw the 
wdiole of the then vast area of the unreclaimed land of Bengal into the cate- 
gory of kliamiir or private land ; and so lie has fiiuuod his definition so that 
the existing stock of khanuir land cannot herciaftcr be increased. Noav I ask 
him, in the name of justice, if the whole outcome of all th(;so wishes, sugges- 
tions, n^poids and proposals is to culminate in depriving the zamlndars of the 
right of increasing their khamar land by acknowledged legitimate means and 
by most ancient customs or usages, and conferring the right of occupancy even 
on ‘ squatters and nomads ’, because the price of land and * the disturbance 
money * are just the same to a zam!nd.ar ? There will be no ejectment, and any 
man w'ould ac(iuiv(; occupancy-right if he has pluck enough once to plough and 
sow the land; but the zamimhir will never, even if he pays all the gold and 
silver of the world. Leave the custom and usage aside, no one had even thought 
hitherto of such au innovation. The Government tells the zamindars : ‘ Keep 
so much land and no more ; this is enough for you ; let the others take the rest ; 
they are in greater need than you are*. 1 think, if the principle is fair ami 
equitable, it would be better to plunder all the banks and distribute the money 
to the poor and the needy. 
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“ The hon’ble the Law Member says that in Bengal the raiyats are strong 
and the zamindArs weak, but in Bibar the zamindArs are strong and the 
raiyats weak ; whereas in Bengal the raiyats eomhine to resist the ])aynient of 
rent, in BihAr the zamindars destroy all the tenui’es and all the rights of the 
tenants and turn their land in zarat or kharndr, or, in other wonls, BihAr is 
gi’oaning under rack-renting and acts of lawless and higli-handed oppression. 
My Lord, for seven years I have had to lof)k after the affairs of Bettiah, which 
is one of the largest zamindaris in BihAr, and I am in a position to assure your 
Excellency that 1 have not found a stronger set of raiyats, happier or better 
off, in any part of the couiiti’y, from Kashmir and RajputAna down to Pdna 
and Haidardbad ; and I am almost sure that a Briton by birth and stuff, Mr. 
T. M. Gibbon, C.I.E., will eoiToborate the truth of my assertions. I have 
seldom seen a more generous hcart('d zamfndar than the MahardjA of Bettiah. 
Though he has received no decoration yet froril the Gorernment, m'ither the 
Star of India, nor the Lion and Sun of Persia, to adorn his breast, but it is 
adorned with a heart which melts like wax for the poor. One day, nay it was 
about midnight, some ejected tenants came and (;ried out duhai at the gate ; he 
begged of me to enquire about them. Mr. Gihboi^ told me that they were 
great badnidshes, and werti legally and deservedly ejected. But the MaharajA 
insisted upon their immediate re-iustatement, and told me that a RajA’s first 
duty is to protect his tenants ‘ ltdjd kd pahld dhm‘mn prajapdlon': hai ’ .The 
difference, in my humble opinion, between a Bengal and a BihAr zamlndar is 
simply this — that the Bengal zamliidars are now highly educated, and the poor 
BihAr zamindArs, with very few cxc(‘ptions, arc still what they were. So flic Per- 
sian saying ‘ Yake nnksdtd mdyah diyrc shimdtoti hmamyah ’ (on one hand 
the loss of iwoperty, and on the other the abuse of neighbour) is fully applicable 
to them, llis Highness the MaharajA of Benares has a large property (T beg 
i>ardon — X am not sure whetlun* a zamiudAri can be called any longer a pro])erty 
under the hon’ble and the learned Law Member’s new definition) in BihAr, 
and so my many other friends of Bemires have, and yet the same law is pro- 
posed for Bengal and BihAr. We have a saying, 'take set' bhdji take ser khdjA ’ 
(two pounds of Ciike for two pice, so two of salad too). Though the 

hon’bh^ the Law Member may say ‘ dm uz kaume yake beddtnshi kard ua kihrd 
manzilat mdttad va. mih rd ’ (if one man in a nation commit a crime, neither 
low nor high arc to be spared ; all art! to be punished) ; if a villager killed a 
sohlicr, the whole village is to bo executed, as the Russians, I lurar, are doing 
now. 

“Now I have purchased some thousands of acres of wa.ste-land in fee-simple 
undci* Lord Canning’s Resolution, and spent much money in bringing parts of 
it under cultivation. What will be the fate of that land, or, I may say, my 
own and my children’s, under this Bill ? The registered kabuliyats of my tert- 
ants, under the name of ‘ contracts’, will be null and void • I will not be able 
t ) eject them, and for any enhancement I must be prepared to spend in litigation 
a sum the interest of which will far exceed the amount of such an enhance- 
ment. I w'onder if it is known to the Government what was the cost, or how 
much money was cast away in the great rent case of 1805. I shall feel ex- 
tremely obliged if the hon’ble the Law Member would be pleased to give a short 
definition of the treacherous English w’ord ‘ fw'-simjjle ’, and a short construc- 
tion of the sanad signed by a Secretary to the Government, as lie has gi ven of 
the words zamindar and landlord, and of the proclamation of Lord ,Coinwllis. 
Lord Canning may be laughed at very shortly, as Lord Cornwallis is now a but 
allow me, my Lord,, to put here on record the motive with which that ;grcat 
statesman was actuated. During the Mutiny of 1857 he had seen how useful 
and valuable these Britons were to the State. Lord Canning had seen how a 
Venable had hold the district of Azamgarh single-handed for/the State, and 
driven out the mutineers from it ; and how many others like him had done the 
same in other parts of the countrj'. He wished to increase their number. He 
asked men like Mr. Glyn to take land and settle in the country. They refused, 
under the plea that, with such a system of settlement and the rent-law, they 
could not persuade themselves to acquire land in India and invest their capital 
in improvement. Lord Canning resolved then and there to open a way for the 
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acquirement of land in fee-simple, thougli, as soon as he had breathed his last, 
the policy was changed. I am sorry I was not living at the time of Lord 
Cornwallis ; but if the science of s))iritualism has any truth in it, his spirit may 
’ be smiling on our incapacity to underatand how he had found the body of 
Bengal and Bihar zamindars, and tlu? very constitution of zamindari, far more 
useful to Government than ever Jjord Canning found the whole body of Oudh 
taluqdars or all the Venables of the world. . He lost no time to make a settle- 
ment with them on sucli a j)(*rmanent basis as to secure a permanent safe basis 
for the future operations of the Government, which has extended its dominion 
beyond Attocik (Atak), falsifying the very name of the place, which means 
‘stop’. I shall tiiul myself much mistaken, and shall have to revise my history 
of Hindustan, if the zamindars of Bengal aad Bihar, as a body, are not 
SIS loyal subjects *of their Kaisar-i-Hind as any crowned head in the world, 
from Noah up to this moment, can Iwast of. I have seen with my own 
eyes some zsmiindsirs of the Benares Province placing flower wreaths on 
the tomb of that gresit «nd good man, Lord Cornwallis, even now'. I 
am fortunate at j)ro.s(int to find my waste-land situated Ixiyond the pale of the 
jurisdiction of this Bill, otherwise 1 w'ould have had to deplore that the land 
was mine on the 2nd of M.arch, but it j)assed over to others on the 3rd, without 
any fault of mine ; however, the principle of the Bill seems to be contagious. 
It wjll be better for me to look after my [woperty before it is too late. What 
course is left to me to follow ? I am bewildered. The only course open befoix! 
my eyes just now is simply to serve notices of ejectment on all my tenants 
Ixjfore the end of this month, which is fixed hy the law as the last month for 
the purpose in tlie year, and allow the whole land agaiji to revert to its pristine 
condition of groaning und<‘r a thick forest haunted by the w'ild beasts ; but 
allow me, my Lord, to de(dare most sincerely that it will be w'orse than death to 
me ever to think of your Excellency’s illustrious and endeared mpne to be 
associated with any measure whitrh may t^r)nv(irt the land now smiling under 
luxuriant crops into a gloomy forest, w’lxile the policy of Lord Cornwallis has 
turned, as n<;knowledg(5d by the hou’blo the Jjaw' Member himself, the wastes 
jind ancient forests of Jlengal and Bihdr into culturable land. 

“ The only nail w hich the hon’hle the Law Member has hit on the head is a 
frank acknoAvledgment of ‘ the misaiqdieation of English analogies to Indian 
facts ’. He says that the ‘ Bengal zamindar is not a landlord, or land-owner, 
in the English sense of the word ’. I say that the money paid by an Indian 
tenant is not rent in the E7iglish sense of the word. Eor the meaning of 
‘rent’, Malthus is no authority for us Indians, though he may be for an Eng- 
lish Chief J ustice of the Higli Court, like Sir Barnes Peacock. ” 

“ The w'oi-d rent is misapidied in India. It is a tax on produce in its true 
sense and meaning. Lndtw the sacred laws of Maim, acknowledged to be the 
most ancient, ‘ the King (Raja) took one-sixth of tlie 'fruits of soil (jiroduce); 
but when it was of bad q^uality lus share was limited to one-twelfth. On the 
cattle, gems, gold and silver he levied one-fiftieth, and on the produce of ti*ces, 
flesh, meat, lioney and the like accumulations of nature and of art, a sixth. 
Besides this all the artisans and labourers worked for him gratis one day in the 
month. He W'as entith'd to five ])er cent, on all debts admitted by the defend- 
ants on trial, and ten j)er cent, on all denied and jn-oved ’. In this so complete 
a list of tuxes, if one is a lax, then all the others also are taxes, and 
if one is rent, then all the others also are rent. The famous KAli DAs 
says in his Baghuvans — Shushthdnsam oali magrahit, .that is, the Rdjd took 
the one-sixth of the produce as liis tax. It is out of this tax, or the share of 
the State, that all the tenures, zamindari, niukarrari kliAm, khalisa, raiyatwdri, 
khont, mustajiri, jiigir, muali, krisJmarpan, &c., &c., have been created! 
Under the Slave Dynasty this tax was raised to one-fourth of the gross pro- 
duce. AlA-iid-din Khilji assessed it at one-half. Sher ShAh reverted to one- 
fourth, but Akbar took one-third. In many places it is still divided half and 
half between the proprietor and the cultivator, or the zamindar and the tenant. 
In Benares it is called adhaiyd, which means half and half, and tliis propor- 
tion has been acknowledged as customaiy by Lord William Bentinck in his 
celebrated circular. The question is, w'hether there is a proprietary right 
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{Svatva or Hakki Milkiyat) possible in land or not. In England, W illin.p i I 
conquered the land and distributed it amongst his feudal chiefs. So when 
the Aryans came here from the North-West and vanquished the non-Aryans 
(Aborigines), their Sovereign apportioned the land amongst his followers, as is 
written in the Vedas : ‘ Indra the lord conquered and drove out the Dasyus 
and Rakshasas and gave their land to the white-faced followers 

“ The hon’ble the Law Member says, ‘ that the great mass of the Bengal 
raiyats were, at the time of the Permanent Settlement, in the enjoyment of 
certain customary rights, which at least included the right of occupancy in the 
land conditionally on the payment of the rate of rent current and established in 
the locality, and, I may add, the right of liaving that rate of rent determined by 
the State’. May I be allowed simply to ask if it is not -so now ? Are there not 
fixed-rate and occupancy-tenants? Nay, are they not growing? Just the 
other day seven paikdsht (non-resident) teniyits have acquired occu|mncy-right 
in my village, Bodarvar, by lapse of time, simply through a mistake of mine 
in the calculation of years. The tenants in Jaunpur district have now become 
mostly fixed-rate. Tiie hon’ble the Law Member quotes the Court of Directors’ 
instructions to the Indian Government * not to depart from our inherent right 
as Sovereigns, of being the guardians and protectors of every class of persons 
living under our Government *. May I be allowed simply to ask if any ssamin- 
ddr class of persons has ever asked or expected from the Government more than 
the mere protection of his rights and privileges, or of his jirojierty and, life, and 
why the zamindars are denied the protection ? The hon’ble member further 
quotes the declaration of the Governor General in Council : * It being the duty 
of the ruling power to protect all classes of people That is our Magna Charta, 
and the zamindars cun well claim that protectiou. 

“ The hon’ble the Law Member says that ‘ no one can acquire the status of 
settled raiyats, and the occupancy -right which is attached to it, unless he 
has been a landlord, or he and his anct'stors before him have been land-holders 
fox at least twelve years in the same village or estate. Thus mere squatters 
and nomads are effectually excluded ’, but I may be alloAved respectfully to 
ask, will the zumiuddr be allowed to eject the squatter or. the nomad ? Under 
what section ? It may be said under the ‘disturbance money’ section. Well 
and good ! There the zaminddr is to pay for bis own land to an occupancy- 
tenant, who does not pay his rent and falls into arrear, in the shape of 
price : here a badmdsh comes and clandestinely ploughs and sows a piece of 
land, upsetting all the plans of the zaminddr, and receives money from him in 
the shape of disturbance money, for restoring the zaminddr’s land to the zamin- 
ddr. I have heard of the right of the sword, but this Avill form the right of the 
plough. Some fifty of my tenants left my village, Bodarvar, in Gorakhpur, 
until heavy arrears, after they had taken crops home. When I went to the 
village to arran ge about the land they had left, I found all the land cultivated 
hy other, say fifty, men — many of them being relatives and friends of those w'ho 
had run away. I was willing to settle with them on the same terms as their 
predecessors enjoyed, but they refused to register their mi&di kabdliyats. I, of 
course, ejected them through the proper channel, though the process cost me 
soxne thousand rupees ; but, under this Bill, I would have been obliged to pay 
those ejected tenants a couple of thousand rupees moit^ in the shajie of the dis- 
turbance money, or engaged lathitedlds to stop them by force from ploughing 
and sowing, and bribing the policemen, at the risk of my going to Jail. But 
what elsV could be done? Land is dear, it is a second wife, and many 
Hindfis have become Muhammadans for it. There is, perhaps, lldjd 
Saldmdt ShAh>-at Azamgarh of this description, and many more may be 
found. 

“ The hon’ble the Law Member has given, as a sampl^ some kabuliyat and 
pattA in his speech ; but, if there are Shy locks in Indiaf, there are also wise 
Judges, who know what is lawful and what is unlawful before they enforce 
any contract. I can show a hundred kabfiliyats and pattds which I have given 
to my tenants-at-will in Benares, with occupancy-right, which they call 
istimrdri.

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“ The lion’ble the Law Member talks of the wants commonly known in 
England and Ireland as the thrtfe l?s, — fixity of tenure, fair rent and free sale. 
Leaving the question of sale just now aside, and seeing that the tenants^ of 
twelve years have fixity of tenure and * fair and equitable* rent, I simply remind 
him here that he has completely overlooked an Indian tenant’s wants, which 
may he called the four Ss, — supply of water, supply of seeds, supply of 
bullocks and saving from the Court expenses. We have a saying : — Grama 
samipe labdhvd kupam-graminah km gaiiayati hhupam (a villager who has a 
well near his land does not care for a king). If one tenant is ruined by a mar- 
riage, I can j)oint out one thousjuid ruined by Court expenses. Just the other 
day one of my tenants, Debi, refused to pay me one-and-half anna acreage 
for half a biglul rent-free land. I applied for recovci*y and obtained a decree 
against him for Rs. 3*11, as follows : —

All the throe supplies de- 
pend upon good rent law ; no 
bank of any kind in the world 
can do that. 


** The hon’ble the Law Member says, ‘ that the powers of transferring and 
suh-lcttiiig, which tlio Rill r<*eognises, may in time lead to a state of things in 
which the great bulk of the actual <.*ultivators would he, not occupancy -raiyats, 
hut under-miyats, w'ith but little ju’otection from the law, is indeed within the 
range of possibility ; but if sueb a state of things would ever arise w'c may rest 
.assured that the Gov(‘rnmeiit of tb<; day will know bow' to deal Avith it*. 1 
may be jiardoned if I say that I cannot acce])t such an assurance. This . is the 
first time I have ever he ard of_gjich a h^gacy. -At any rate it is very curious, 
and 111 deed very bmd. At the instance of the present Lieutenant-Governor, to 
impose some discouragement on sub-letting, the maximum rent for sub-tenants 
or uuder-raiyats not having a riglit of occupancy aj)pears to be fixed at five- 
sixteenths, or about tliirty ])er cent. ; but what ])rot(H.*tion has been devised if 
the occupaiiey-t<*n.ant takes every year a heavy uazvaiiil (premium), besides the 
legal rent, from his suh-teiiaiit under the threat of ejeetraent ? The pleaders 
cannot increase their h-gal fee or mehanldva, hut w'ho can jwevent them from 
taking a tenfold shukr.-ina (danaeur) ? The real eultiv.ators of the soil under 
the Rill will till the laud at a raek-reut as sub-tenants, and a new class of under- 
proprietors of the biiuiya <dass will si>riiig up as occupjincy-tenants at the expense 
of llie ])oor /.nmindars. The hou’ble the Law Member disclaims any merit for 
the originality of his ])rupo8als ; but, in my humble opinion, limiting khamar aneV 
giving occupaney-rigUt to ‘ squatters and nomads’ is certainly very original, 
lie says : ‘ We have endeavoured to hold an even hand between the two 
parties, and to define and adjust their rights in such a w'ay as may he most 
conducive to the common interests of both’. I heg pardon; I cannot see the 
truth of the statement, and I leave it to the judgment of those w'ho do not 
belong to any j)?^rty. I have a village, Khanavan, in Benares, three fourths of 
which are under pmeral law and one-foui*th under a special law. Well, in the 
time of J.<ord William Bentinck special settlement was made of this one-fourth. 
The Kami Ildar and the tenants appointed arbitrators, and the arbitrators fixed 
the rate of rent for ever, without any right of enhancement on any account to 
the zamindtlr, and gave the right of occupancy and transfer to the tenants. 
Now', w'hat is the consequence ? Four-fifths of the land have come into my pos- 
session by right of purcliaso, and only one- fifth remains in the hands of others, 
n haniyd class of people, who also have come in possession of that by right of 
pui*cha8c. The descendants of the original tenants are tilling the land as sub- 
tenants. I have given occupancy- right to all my tenants in the three-fourths 
of the village, but will not give in tiiis one-fourth. 
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“ The hon'blc the Law Member ends his very long, exhaustive and most 
elaborate speech with a declaration that whatever has been ‘ endeavoured by 
the present Bill to do, is so to legislate for her as to preserve whatever is best in 
the spirit of her ancient institutions’. If the hon’blc the Law Member be good 
enough to acknowledge that the w'ords ‘ for tenants ’ were simply, by an over- 
sight or mistake, left out after the word ‘ host ’, I shall not speak further, 
otherwise it will be like the Benava Fakir, who h'arnt only the first half of a 
verse from the Koran, that is, * Don’t pray *, and ignored totally the other half, 
that is, ‘ when you are drunk ’. I cannot say what may be the meaning of the 
Avord justice in the English sense, or the sense of the hon’hle the Law Member, 
but I can vomhsafe the meaning of the Arabi word A'dl, which means to 
mete out equally; or insdf, to make half and half. The hon’ble the l^aAV Mem- 
ber acknowledges that formerly ‘resid<‘nt Orel) hapar band (owner of abut) tenants 
wei’e not ejected except for ari'oars of rent ’; but he ignores totally the acknow- 
ledged right and power of the zammdars to alldw or refuse residence. No man 
could come and live in the Aullage Avithout the ])ermission of the zaminddr. In 
the Wdjil ; t.nl-*arz (agreement ) jt is specially mentioned that the zaminda^Avoulcl. 
not alloAV any 1 hiei or bad character to reside in his village. HaAttie^ Bamlnddr 
not poAvor of refusal, this paragraph would have b(‘pn superfluous. Now, if a 
zaminddr gives permission to a man to, build a hut, AAdiieh is, as a ruh*, 
done after taking some lutsrdud^ (present), and cultivate without any 
written contract, it Avill be preposterous to think that the man could be 
ejected at the zamindar’s Avill ; but noAV the Bill alloArs every ofie to 
build a house anywhere he likes — in a field or a pasture — and CAen claim 
compensation for it, Avhich AA'ill be of no earthly use to the zaminddr. 
The fact is, that there was no period in history in which, Avith the 
zamindari (including jagir, mudfl and mustdjiri, &e.) system, the system 
of khdm; khdlisa or assdnuAuir had no existence, and so there w’as no period in 
Avhich, with the occupancy-tenants (including fixed rate, rent-free, &c.), the 
tenants-at-Avill had no existence. The mistake, in my humble opinion, is 
simply iji the endeavour to make o(tcupancy-right \mivcrsal and tenants-at-will 
an impossibility. Leaving possibility or impossibility aside just now', I beg 
simply to assure your Excellency that what the hon’ble the Law Member is 
2 >leased to call India’s ancient institution has in no period of history, as far as 
my knowledge goes, and in no jiart of the country, as far as I have seen, ever 
been dreamed of even. Now to the Bill : — 

“ My Lord, I have had time merely to glantje over it. The sin lies in tAvo 
ways : firstly, in commission, and se<iondly, in omission ; but before going into 
the details of the Bill, which I would rather leave to some f uture period, I may 
be allowed to state that, if the object of the Bill is to improve land and agricul- 
ture, or ameliorate the condition of tin? agriculturists and promote the w'dl- 
being of the cultiA'ators of the soil, the Bill does not go very far ; it totally fails, 
rather, in many instances ; it takes an opi>ositc direction and makes the case 
worse. 

“ AIIoav me first to say a few words about the omissions. T am surprised to 
find that not a single pw vision has been made in the Bill to supply the crying 
AA'ants of the tenants. They w'ant wells, and how does the laAV stand noAV ? If 
I dig a well at a cost of two hundred ru[)ees, Avhich can irrigate 2 1 bighas 
belonging, say, to 21 tenants, I ask them to pay me the legal interest on the 
capital laid out, in the shape of an enhancement of a rupee j)er blghd. They 
refuse to pay, simply bcHjause, if they accept an cnhancemerit, they shall have 
every year to pay, but»otherwise they hope sooner or hiter to have the water for 
nothing, by bribing the patwdri and my karanda with a couple of rupees. The 
only coiirse oiien to me is to serve on them notices of enlianccment and light out 
24 cases' up to the Board of Revenue on app(;al, Avhich A^ill not cost, at the 
lowest comi)utation, less than a thousand rupees. Now, if tlfC law be framed so 
that a zaminddr, beforo digging a well, may apply to the district officer for per- 
mission, supplying him Avith a plan and estimate and a list of the tenants, their 
land, rent and the amount of enhancement, which is not to exceed the legal ' 
interest on the capital laid out, or to fall more than a rupee per bigha, the diia 
trict oflioer, after giving due notice to the tenants and enquiring into tlies- 
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objections, if any, may give permission to dig ; and when it is reported com- 
'plete to his satisfaction he may order the patwAri to add the enhancement to 
the rent in the village-records. 1 am sanguine that thousands of wells will at 
once be dug where wanted. It is now commonly said that the zamindArs have 
not done their duty, but no one has taken the least notice yet how the law 
operates now. For the supply of seeds and bullocks, if I advance any money, I 
shall have to go to the Civil Court, and after all the trouble and expense, if 1 
am so fortunate as to obtain a decree, there wall be no property against which 
it can be executed. I cannot understand, if the Government recovers its ad- 
vances as arrears of revenue, why the zamindArs are not allowed to recover 
their advances as arrears of rent, provided that the interest and instalment does 
not exceed the limit assigned by the Government and the transaction is duly 
registered. If it is allowed, the cultivators of the soil will at once bo placed 
abovQ,.the w'ant of aeny bank or liankcr. It has become the fashion of the day 
to vilify the bankers as takers, .of fifty per cent, interest. I may be allowed to 
explain how I take this fifty per cent, from my tenant. He w^ants, suppose, a 
maund of seed (w heat) in Novjomber, when it sells, say, at a quarter of a maund 
per rupee, so 1- give him a loan of my wheat, Avhich is w'orth four rupees at the 
time, on aiffomise that he is to pay me back a maund and half (fifty per cent, 
more) in kind. He returns me my wheat in May, when, generally speaking, it 
may bo selling at half a maund per rupet;, so 1 receive tw'o rupees worth for what 
was worth four ruj)ees at the time I lent. It may he asked then, why the zamin- 
dAr lends. He lends only hetiausc in the long run he has the satisfaction to find 
that his grain-pits contain ten thousand maunds when he had commenced the 
business with only one. 13<isides this, if he had not lent the seed, perhaps the 
land would have remained uncultivated, for a tenant cannot he expech^ to 
keep and preserve such a small quantity as a maund is for seed all the year 
round against fire, thief, mice, white-ants, the little urchins and hungry old 
Imgs of the family. To go to the town, often fifty miles distant from his 
house, to borrow money from some hank, even at five per cent, interest, to 
purchase seed from the bazAr and bring it home on the head of a hired cooly, 
will simifiy bo ruinous. I do not see any provision has been made for saving 
the tenants from the expenses of the Court ; nay, I sec even an application for 
distraint shall bo liable to the same court-fee which w'ould be payable in a suit 
instituted for the recovery of the arrear therein claimed (clause (2), section 
107). However, the most curious feature of the Bill is, that the Local Govern- 
ment may suspend the provisions of sections 166 and 184) ; though it does not 
seem why. It seems inexplicable that, if the movement commenced to facili- 
tate the recovery of rent, why it ends wdth the throwing of difficulties in dis- 
Sir Ashley Eden’s beau-ideal tenantry of Bengal can only bo hoped for, 
under such a Bill, when the millennium comes under the prophecies. 

“ It is quite unnecessary to search out for antediluvian proofs, or prehistoric 
customs and usages. 1 mean the procedure followed under the Native rulers 
before the Hon’ble the East India ComiMiny acquired the sanad of Hiwdnf. The 
Mlvernment proclaimed its intention to protect and maintain the existing 
rights, privileges, customs and usages, as found or acknowledged, and let it do 
so now. Any demur on the part of the Government to fulfil this promise, or 
^least expectation, will be fraught with mischief. 

'' “ The Bill aims, as I think . I have said already, at making the occupanct- 

right universal (sections 46, 49 and 66), and ejectment, except for arrears in 
rare cases, practically impossible (section 149), by limiting the khAmAr and zarat 
land to its present extent and preventing its future growth (chapter II), and by 
making all private contracts against these drastic measufes null and void. My 
Lord, may I be allowed to ask if, in any period of the historic age, in any part 
of the country, under any kind of rule, such a limit was ever put to the 
acquirement of the khAmAr and zarat land ? The zamindAr has a right to let 
out his land at any rent, whether one- half or one-quarter of the would-be so- 
called pargana rate to A or B. But if this A or B relinquishes the land, or 
. runs away with arrears, or even for five rupees arrears the zamindAr pays ten 
rupees for the land which, at any rate, was once his own, at the sale for a 
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decree, the land cannot be again his. Any man may come, cultivate it, build 
on it, and make it his own ; but it cannot revert to the poor zaminddr, its 
rightful owner (section 56), because it is out of the khiimdr and zarati entered 
in the register now to bo made. It was the tyrant Ald-ud-din Khilji only who, 
professedly to keep the people living from hand to mouth, had ordained that no 
one was to possess any land beyond a certain extent, and that no one Avas to 
possess more cattle than a fixed numiMjr ; but in the 19lh century, in the reign 
of our Most Gracious and Beloved Kaisar-i-Hind, Victoria (God bless her), a 
Bill is brought before your Excellency’s Council, the effect of which will be 
that, if I purchased a piece of waste-land under Lord Canning’s Resolution and 
brought it under cultivation at a heavy expense, it was mine on the second of 
this month, but will not be mine on the third. I should have to add a 
codicil to iny will, and all my plans will bo castles in the air. Sir Richard 
Garth, who is truly called ‘Chief Justice, ^ may well denounce such a 
poli<!y in the strongest terra— a ‘ spoliation ’. * But I may bo allowed again 
to ask, if a zamindar enters in the village-rccords all the land in the 
names of his relatives and confidential men, how the law can prevent 
him from reaping the advantages of khAmdr or zarali, though the law may 
promote litigation, fraud and perjury to its fullest stiope, which is the tendency, 
I am o-rieved to say, of this age of high education and new civilization ? What 
will be the result of all this (Ido not know really what to call, but lot me call) 
drastic measure ? A new set of petty sub-proprietors, as I have already said, 
generally of the baniya class, Avill arise. The so-c{ill(!d tenants of to-day will 
all become pakka (strong) proprietors, only to transfer their land to baniyas, 
pocketing all the money Avhich now may find its Avay to a certain extent to 
the purse of the natural and lawful proprietor, the zamindar, and still of 
as little use to the State in the time of ne«>d as a straw. Your Excellency told 
the taluqdiirs of Oudh, just the other day, ‘ that the primary and essential 
condition of agricultural prosperity is the well-being of the cultivators of the 
soil ; the promotion of that well-being the Government has very earnestly at 
heart, and it attaches to it an importance of the highest kind.’ Now, my 
Lord, most respectfully I beg to ask, does the Bill in any way ameliorate tlic 
condition and promote the ‘ wtdl-being ’ of the cultivators of the soil, who Avill 
ahvays be, genei-ally speaking, sub-tenants and form the mass of rural popula- 
tion ? The Bill limits the rent demandable from an under-tenant or an undor- 
raiyat (section 119). Will ihat do any good to the poor under-tenants ? It is 
just like sending the paper horses, which the Lamas do acjcording to M. Ilacq, 
for the sick and the weary travellers. Noav, suppose I am a tenant, 
and I have a sub under me for Avhose land, suppose, the Bill limits the 
rent to Rs. two. I tell him, ‘ My friend, the hiAV docs not allow me to 
demand from you more than Rs. tivoin the shape of rent, but unless you pay 
me Rs. three more annually, as a nazrand, in advance', 1 Avill not allow you to 
cultivate ray land. Go aumy to some other place. ’ Now, Avhat Avill the poor 
sub-toiiant do ? He must pay whatever I ask for. The laiv may go further 
and "ive occupancy-right to the sub-tenants too, and make it criminal for the 
tenants to take more than what may be fixed by law. But hoiy can the law 
prevent the tenant from colluding with the zaminddr and relinquishing the 
land or having it sold for arrears, solely to ruin his sub-tenauts ? The laiv 
may make the tenure of a sub-tenant as secure and profitable as tliat of a 
tenant, but then he also may have a sub-tenant, and so on, till tlio cultivator of 
the soil will have only enough to live frem hand to mouth, and to whom an 
occupancy-i’ight or any right will be quite worthless. The cultivatora of the 
soil in India, who fom> the mass of the population, arc generally labouring 
classes, and Broviffeuce has ordained tliat they are to earn their brpd by the 
sweat of their brow ; to place them alwve want is, in my humble opinion, above 
any human iiower. I have heard of more poverty and misery in Europe, even 
in Bno-land, than in India. However, M^orsc than this limitation of the khama 
and zMati land is to make null and void any contract between a tenant and a 
"zamindar (sections 46, 47 and 49). India has been famous for the honour of 
her contract. It will be a pity to teach her now that a man’s contract is nothing; 
that even legal contracts are good for nothing. This A^ery Council passed Act

X in 1869, under which, haring full faith and confidence in the Acts^ of the 
Government, suppose I let out ten bigh&s of land to A — never mind for 
the consideration passing between me and A, whether to my loss or profit, 
or A’s loss or profit, hut it was agreed upon that after five years the land will 
again be at my disposal, and it will rest with me to re-let it or not. The agree- 
ment, pattd and kab.5Jiyat have duly been registered and they were as legal 
and bind’n'T documents, at least in my humble opinion, as the Government 
promissory notes are, or a treaty between the British Government and any 
independent Chief of India, on the 2nd of this month ; but on the Srd, if the 
Bill passe'', they are a mere piece of waste-paper. I am quite bewildered what 
history w 111 have to say of su’ch transactions. I know of a Commissioner of a 
revenue division, who was writing a history of Ind'a. but when he came to 
the transaction between Cl'vo and Amin Chand he tore up all wl ^t he had 
w'ritten. saying that be could not perpetuate such a Wot on the ciiaracter of 
his Countrymen. Reduce the twelve j^ears period .or the growth of occupanev- 
right to twelve days ; reduce the rent from Bs. twelve to twelve annas — anythinj? 
may ho done, but for goodness sake do not repudiate legal contracts so publiclv 
and without any tangilde excuse. The Canal Bill, or whatever its true designa- 
tion may be, brought .orward by the broiber Stracbeys, which proposed to levy 
a compulsory rate of water .and ro\ ‘ve a mod’’lu-d begar system, and which con- 
sequently was vetoed by the then Sc(;rctavy of State till those two objection- 
able sections were removed, was nothing compared to this, l.Ill, limiting the 
khdnuir .and zarati land, and makmg null and void legal contracts. I do not 
find in the long and exhaustive speech of the hon’ble ^be Law Member anyone 
or anybody, whetber Sir Ashley Eden, Sir Richard Temple, S'" George Campbell, 
the Rent Commission or the Famine Commission, proposing this of 
drastic measure. 

“I never doubt for a moment the power of your Excellency’s Council or the 
legality of its acts. The Council can repeal all the Regulations of 179d they 
like, and make even the Permanent Settlement itself a matter of histoiy ; but 
the question is simply this whether it '« wise and po’’"ic to enforce such 
me.asures, the need and necessity of which arc not at least app.areTit to those 
Avho are mostly affected by them. Let us sec ■what Sir James Stephen said on 
tho 6th April. 1871, at Allahabad, on the occasion of passing the Local Rates 
Bill. He said : — 

' AVe are not a repo'sentative Government. With every wish on the part of every mem- 
ber of tho Government to use his jwwers for tho benefit of those wlmse interest.s tliey affecjt, 
it is impossible not to feel at every turn how great are the differences hetwtsen the governors 
and the governed, and how supremely imjiortant it is for all parties that, whatever else the 
p«}oplc of the country may feci about their rulci's, they should feel perfect confidence in their 
good faith and in their scrupulous ohservanee of their promises. A really representative Gov- 
ernment may deal with the ]tlcdgcs of their predecessors in a very different way from a 
Government ''ke onrs. If Parliament, representing as it does the views and feelings of the 
populalioii of the United Kingdom, should see fit to re-open tlie question of the Scotch and 
English Chur<‘h Establishments, it would be absurd to say that they were debarred from doing 
so Ity the Act of Queen Anne They are themselves the representatives of the descendants of 
those by whom the Act of Union was passed, and they have the same moral right to undo 
what tlie’r prede(;essor8 did in a matter affecting the English nation for the time being, as a 
man has to rceonsider resolutions which he has made at any partieiilar period of his life as to 
his own siibse(|uent conduct, iu matters in which he has entered into no contract, with others. 
AVe, on the other hand, are in a position more nearly resembling that t»f a person who has 
made a contract to his release from which the consent of the other party is necessary.' 

“ It la true that there is no coutract or compact here coucerned as between 
two Powers, like Russia and China ; and I am not one who M ways brings foi^ 
ward tho common phrase ‘ Permanent Settlement * as a ^eat bugbear. ^ I 
know very well that it settles only the Government demand, and no question 
of Government demand or revenue law is just now before us. I own 
that it is the great duty of the legislature to protect the ^ just rights 
of the tenants and promote the welfare of the cultivators of the soil ; but at tho 
same lime tho duty is not a bit less to protect the just rights of tho zamindAr'^. 
We, zamindArs, do not want the rights of anEnglishlandlord, whatever he 
be-— a lion or a bull — wc are zaminddrs ; and let us have a zaminddr s right, ihe 
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Government proclaims by tomtom or, at any rate, gives us to understand tliat 
every one’s right is to he protected. Now, is the right which has been enjoyed 
by the zaminddrs, at least for the last ninety years, which has been acknowledged 
from time to time by the law and by all the Courts of British India, and on 
the faith of which acknowledgment millions and millions of money have chang- 
ed hands, no right at all ? One has a kabdliyat duly executed and registered 
under section 7, Act X of 1869, that never any occupancy-right is to accruo in 
the land: or, according to the established custom and usage, has entered some land 
relinquished by his tenants in his own name, as sir or khdmdr or zarat in the 
\ .'llage-records for which he pays revenue, and now and then lets it out wholly 
or partly to the villagers from year to year. Noav this Bill in one breath 
makes the kabuHyafc null and void, and the zamindar’s sir, khamdr or zarati 
land becomes the property of a ploughman, only because it was not held by the 
zaminddr continuously for twelve years. Act X of 1869 can be repealed, but hoAv 
on earth a’> the contracts entered into underwit can be made null and void and 
all the decisions of the Court upset ? When the Government makes legal, private 
contracts ru’’ and void, how it can be expected to respect long its public 
contracts ? 

This is. perhaps, the last time in my life that I shall have the^ honour of 
speaking anytlrng in the Viceregal Council, and I am very soriy indeed that 
I have not been fated, like ray hon’ble friend Mahdraja Sir Jotindra Mohan 
Tagore, to thank your Excellency for the fulfilment of a ‘ pledge ’ ; but the 
onerous duty which I have to discharge, though sad and painful, compels me 
to warn thuu. if such a till passes, it will shake the faith and confidence of the 
people, not only of Bviiish India, but of all the Foreign States, in the Govern- 
ment ^o its loundation. I sincerely hope no one may have ever to siiy what 
the ‘vakil’ of the then Mahdrdj.iof Jaypur had said to General Ochterloncy, 
when ho handed over the Jaypur State to the tender mercies of Scindhia, that 
the conscience of the Government is subservient to the exigencies of the time. 
Englisiimen have an adage that ‘necessity has no law% And so the Muham- 
madans, * par Zanirat buvad ravd bdahad' ; but we Hindus have a different 
kind of ho^h;f. Our greet and famous Bdjd of TJjjain, Bhartrihari, says : ‘Let 
the people praise or, abuse, let wealth come or go, let death approach this 
moment or remain far away, great men never depart from the path of justice.* 
{nindanln nifi 7iipund yadi vd stuoantu, — Lnkshnii samA vimtu gachhnlu vd 
yfith^shtam ndyoiva vd maraia m'tstu yugdniare vd — nydyatP^^l'kah pravicUalanti 
pad am tta dhirdh), I am not an alarmist. I never doubt the prowess of tlie 
British nation, or the proverbial loyalty and submi^ision of the Indians. If 
to-day the Government orders a general confiscation, even of the moveable pro- 
perty, I am certain that the loyal zaminddrs of Bengal and Bihdr will bring all 
they possess, except what they may conceal underground, on their heads amt 
shoulders to the treasury. But I may be alloAved, my Lord, to repeat hero the 
words of the erudite Sir James Stephen that ‘ whatever else the people of the 
country may feel about their rulers, they should feel perfect confidence in their 
good faith and in their scrupulous observance of their promises.* In conclusion 
I may bo allowed, my Lord, to hope that I may not be misconstrued. It is 
only a sense of duty, and a deep sense of dqty, which has compelled me to 
occupy so much of the time of the Council. ” 

The Hon’blo Mr. Hope said : — “ As this Bill comes under the broad de- 
signation of a revenue Bill, and as I may , perhaps, to a certain extent claim to 
be considered a revenue expert, I should, under ordinary circumstances, think 
it my duty to enter into the question which it deals with at some length. But, 
considering tMt the Bill relates to onlv one Province of British India, 
and that Province is represente4 by so numerous and able a body of 
members in this Council, I do not feel myse’** called upon to offer 
more than a few very general observations. As regari^ the Bill itself, in 
its general lines, I have very little to say ; except that, though I approve 
of it so far as it goes, I must confess I should have been glad if it had 
gone somewhat lurlher in the d'-ection of ascertaining and recording, not 
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merely rights, but equitable and fair rates of rent, wbich would have been use- 
ful as a standard for all classes of landlords and tenants to refer to ; and if it 
had cast aside altogether the idea of determining the raiyat’s status according to 
the time for which he may hai)pen to have held his land, an idea which has 
done so very much harm in the past in these Provinces. Still I am well aware 
there are excellent reasons for bringing forward the i)resent proposition in the 
form in which it stands. I can only say that, such as it is, it will command 
my cordial and, if necessary, my active support. There is, however, one class 
of argument which has been brought forward by those who do not regard the 
Bill with favf)ur, to which I must for a few moments give more detailed notice. 
The Hon’ble Kristodas Pal, if I rightly understood him, endeavoured to fortify 
the position of the Bengal zamlnddrs, by asserting that their tenants were, 
through their means, in prosperous circumstance's, and hy contrasting the good 
condition of the cultivators of Bengal with the wretched condition of the cul- 
tivators in Bombay and other parts of British India. I think I may Ic'ave tho 
condition of the raiyats in Bengal to the Bt;ngal members who will follow 'me, 
and who will, if the.y feel inclined, otTcr proof of what I consider to ho no- 
torious, namely, tho wretchedness of the raiyats of that Province. But 
as regards the condition of iluj raiyats in tho Bombay Pr(.‘sideucy, which the 
hon’hle member has dcsscribcd as being wretched in the extreme, I must 
emphatically deny that any such terms, or any such description, can be applied 
to tlu'Ui- If 111*’ means were lun^} at hand, I could show with the greatest readi- 
ness, from the most ample statistics, reaching back for a number of years botli 
of trouble and of jdenty, that the Province has gone on increasing in wealth 
and prosperity during the last titty years in which British rule has Ixjen 
gradually consolidated and elaborated. This -growth and prosperity I coidd 
j»rove, not merely as regards tlu' Prc'sidency generally, but as regards particular 
districts. Taking even the disti lets to which the Dekkhan Agriculturists Relief 
Act a])])lios, it would he <‘asy to show that these very districts have largely in- 
(!r('ased in jxqiulation, cattle, cultivated land, wells and other substantial signs of 
wealth. Taking the districts of the Presidency generally, they pay larger stamyi 
and excise revenue than any other ])ort.ion of British India, and taking even the 
four Dekkhan districts und(?r tlui A(!t, they w'c*rc able, wdicn the famine came 
upon them, to send large sums in ornaments from their savings to the Mint, 
and they thus oilered tluj best evidcmcc which any unprejudiced man could 
d»*sire of having been long rising under a beneficial system of assessment. But 
how, then, it may be asked, can these assertions be reconciled with the fact of 
the Dekkhan Agriculturists Belief Act, and the outcry about the over-assess- 
ment of the land-revenue in those ])arts ? In the lirst place, the Dekkhan Biots 
Commission only declare that in these districts one-third of the population were 
in siuious debt at all. Moreover, the bulk of those said to be in debt were not 
re<<ident in any of those districts or taluqds which had been subject to the 
ri'vision of assessment referred to in the extracts w'hich the hon’ble member has 
read. I altogether deny that the revenue assessments, are high. So far 
from reaching forty per cent, of the gross produce, as the hon’ble member 
su])poses, they have been found to be only on an average from one- 
ei«-hth to one-sixteenth of that jiroduce. I would, moreover, state that 
the assessments are not based on the barbarous and unsound system of taking a 
fixed proportion of the gross produce, because in the Bombay Presidency we 
an* foi-tunatc enough to have a classification of lands, which renders any such 
nilc-of-thumb method unnecessary. Whatever hardship or oppression may 
have been caused by the assessment has not been owing to tho severity of it, 
but to certain incidents in the mode of it§ collection, — incidents which, I am 
glad to say, have considerably altered since I lirst alluded tO“ them in this 
Council. If we now' turn from this fact of light assessment to seek the causes 
of the indebtedness of the raiyat, 1 would point out that one of the principle 
of them is one which renders the analogy, which the hon’ble member has at- 
tempted to draw, altogether a false one. One of those cjiuses is, that the land 
of the Bombay raiyat has biicn for the last thirty yeara transferable, while the 
land of tho Bengal raiyat is not, or is not recognised to be so. In consequence' 
of this transferability, tho raiyats weio of comse able to Ixirrow, and during cer- 
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tain prosperous times in 1866 they were tempted to borrow beyond all reason. 
When tho times changed, the meshes of legal ^entanglement did not permit 
them to recover themMlves. What, then, it may next be asked, have you to 
say about the throwing u]p of land ? I reply that we in Bombay are fortunate 
enough to have still remaining to us that customary law of India which the 
Bengal zaminddrs have overridden, and that the status of a raiyat over there 
does not depend either on contract or on the period of his occupation of 
tho land. A raiyat there may, by giving notice, throw up his land when 
prices aro lower or drought has weakened his cultivating powers, and may 
take it up again in better times, without any loss of status in conse* 
quenco of not having held it during the intervening years. In short, 
wo have an elastic system, which enables him to vary his responsibility 
at will, and to contract his operations in any year owing to famine or 
other causes. But, then, it may bo asked, what is the cause of this outcry 
in Western India ? That outcry, I reply, is esi^ntially a zaminddr's outcry, and 
has been raised by two well-known classes of persons. In the first place, 
there are various petty Native chiefs within British territory who systematically 
take rents far above those fixed by the revenue survey and assessment, and they 
dislike that assessment, because it is a just standard, according to which they 
are periodically pressed by their own raiyats to moderate their demands. Again, 
there is a class of superior holders, who take from their tenants a certain share 
of tho produce, and. who, according to the customs of tho countiy, pay the 
Government revenue out of their share. Consequently, they of coui*se are 
anxious to sec that revenue reduced to the lowest possible amount : aiid even 
though it wei'e abolished altogether, these aro tho men who would bo the gain- 
ers, and not the raiyats whose advocates they pretend to be. These, then, are 
the causes which give rise to this outcry. And in this fact, that the outcry is a 
zaminddri outcry, is, pci'haps, to be found the real reason why certain members 
of this Council have testified their great sympathy with tho circumstances of 
the raiyats in a far distant Province — a Province whose prosperity they have no 
ej’^es to see, and of whose circumstances they are profoundly ignorant. But 
the point in tho argument of the hon’ble member, if I rightly understand it, 
is somewhat of a tu quoqtte nature. Supposing, he says, that our zamindars’ rents 
are rather high, the rents re<!civcd by Government are high also, and as we are 
more or less in tho same position, you should give us the same facilities you h.ave 
yourselves to recover these rents. This argument is partly a retort, and partly an 
appeal for stronger powers and a simple jirocedure for recovery of zamindars* 
rents. So far as it is a retort, it is, as I have amply shown, incori’ect in fact, 
and devoid of application. So far as it is a basis o^ appeal, I w’ould beg to 
point out that in the Western Presidency these pow'crs, -which he covets, are 
used where the assessment has been carefully graduated in accordance with 
the capabilities of tho soil after a careful sui’vey and reeord-of-rights ; wdiere 
there is a complete recognition of the customai’y tenure of India, and a system 
which has the elasticity to adapt itsidf to variety of seasons and means, and 
where, moreover, the assessment, w'hich is fixed under this system, has been 
fixed for thirty years. 

“ In Western India, I am glad to say that a large and inci’easing number of 
Native chiefs and landholders, who have sutlicicnt enlightenment to recognise 
the advantages of this system, have called in the Bijvenuc and Survey l)o[>art- 
ment to survey their lands and fix their rents for them, bavo agreed to abide 
by their decision, and have introduced rates accordingly. As.sistanco to recover 
such rates is readily obtainable from Government. I would recommend the 
same course to th© zamindars of Bengal ; and when next they desire to come 
before the Go^mment asking for additional powers to recover their dues, they 
bad better accompany their request with tho other, that these rents may be 
fixed on scientific principles for a term of years. I think, my Lord, that this 
is all that it is necessary for me to say regarding the BiU in its present form ; 
but I may repeat that it will receive my hearty support.** 

The Council adjourned to Tuesday, tho 13th March, 1883.

BENGAL TENANCY BILL. 

[Tlie adjourned debate on the Bill was resumed this day.j 

The lion’ blc Mb. Ilbert said: — “My Lord, I propose to leave to ray 
hon’ble friend Sir Steuart Bayley, in whose charge the Bill is, the task of 
replying generally to the arguments which have been urged against it ; and 
the very able speech of my hon’ble and learned friend ]\fr. Evans has Relieved 
me from the necessity of dealing with such of those arguments as a])]:M:ar to be 
of a specially legal character. 1 do not intend to pursue further the discussion 
as to the pre<!ise position and rights of miyats ajul /.amindars, respectively, at the 
time of the Pcnnancut Settlement. The interest of that discussion is mainly 
antiquarian ; and the most important of tins practical (juestions connected with 
it are, how far we have redeemed the pledge given to the raiyats in 1793, 
and whether what wo now pronosc involves any violation of the contract 
entered into wdth the zamindiins at the same tim I have endeavoured to answer 
both those questions to tlui best of my ability, and after listeuiug very 
carefully to jvhat my hon’ble friend Mr. ICristodfis Pal had to say on the 
subject, I cannot help thinking that the argument based on the breaesh of 
contract is an argument on which ho hims(df (Iocs not rely, and which, in fact, 
he does not even seriously urge. I may, however, be permitted to take this 
opportunity of removing some of the misconceptions which appear to he 
entertained as to tl‘.» ramning of ope or two expressions which I used in the 
course of my introductory speech. When I compared the use of the term 
‘ proprietor ’ in Indian revenue language, to the use of the word ‘ owner ’ 
in English statutory language, I did not mean to suggest tha^i the position of 
the former Avas or might be that of a mere agent or trustee. ' I merely meant 
to point out that in the one case, as in the other, the legislature had pitched 
upon one of several persons having an interest in land, and treated him as an 
owner or proprietor for certain State purposes, without entering into the ques- 
tion of the interests of other persons. Still less did I mean to suggest, as the 
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*Hon*ble Rdjd Siva Prasad thought I suggested, that the zaminddr is not entitled to 
call himself proprietor, or to speak of his interest as his property. My hon'ble 
friend, as every other zaminddr, was fully entitled to describe himself as pro- 
prietor of liis interest in the land, and to speak of that interest as his property ; 
but that fae.t does not exclude the co-existence of any number of other interests 
of any number of other persons in the same land. 1 am afmid, from the way 
in which the hon’ble member spoke of the Bill, that he is irreconcilably opposed 
to its principles, as well as to its details. But, however that may be, I 
can assure him that any suggestions which he may make for the improvement 
of the provisions of the Bill will receive most careful consideration from the 
Select Committee. I entirely concur with him as to the expediency of afford- 
ing every facility to the landlords for making improvements upon their lands, 
and I understand that for this purpose he suggests, among other things, that 
whon a landlord lias made, or has jiroposed to make, an improvement, such as a 
well, he should be enabled to go to the Colhictor or some other olhcor and obtain 
from him a certifleate showing the description of well he has made, or is about 
to make, the area likely to V»e improved and the probable expesndituro on the 
improvement (the hon’ble member will correct me if I am wrong) ; and that, 
upon the strength of that certificate, ho should be entitled to make a correspond- 
ing increase in his rents. I think this a very useful suggestion, and it is one 
which is well worthy of consideration. 

. V J ust one word about the pnttd. I have not sebn the Government 
form of pattA to which the hon*blo Mr. Kristodas PAl has referred, 
and I uaresay my hon’blc friend the Lieutenant-Governor will have 
something to say about it. But, of course, 1 never intended to suggest 
that each and all of the stipulations contained in the kuhuiiyat which I read 
out were illegal or unfair. On the contrary it was obvious enough that the 
zaminddr liad taken a eommon form, and had engrafted on it some variations 
of his own, and it was those variations that were open to objection. It is all 
very well to say that stipulations for the payment of interest at an exorbitant 
rate, or for the. paytneut of cesses iinjKised by the landlord, arc stipulations Mdiich 
no Court would (Miforce. But it is precisely this fact which makes them so mis- 
chievous. These stipulations are, in fact, uttem])ts on the part of the zaminddr 
to make the raiyat pay, under colour of a contract, what no Civil Court would 
ever force him to ]>ay.” 

Major the Ilon’ble E. Baring said : — “ My Lord, before proceeding to 
comment. on the important question upon which this Council is now called 
upon t(f deliberate, I should wish to make one preliminary observation. It is, 
1 am aware, difficult to argue the issues involved in the discussion on this Bill, 
■without appearing a partisan of either the zaminddrs or the raiyats.- Eor my 
own part, hoivcver, 1 altogether deprecate any such inference. My wish is — 
and 1 am sure the wish of the Government collectively is — to preserve an 
attitude of strict impartiality, to consider carefully the arguments which may be 
advanced, whether in support of this Bill or in op]H)sition to it, and ultimately 
to assist this Council in arriving at such decisions as may be most conducive 
to the })ublic welfare and most just to the eonflicting interests involved. 

“ My-hon’ble friend Mr. Kristodds Pal commenced the able and interesting 
address which he delivered to the Council yesterday, by saying th^t lie must not 
be regardi‘d stilely as an advocate of the zaminddrs, for that his sympathies and 
convictions ivere quite as much witli the raiyats as with the zamindaiN. I was 
glad to hear that statement of my hon’ble friend, but I must confess that, 
although I listened with gicat attention to my hon’blc friend’s specHjh, 1 did 
not hear any arguments advanced from the jioint. of view i»f the raiyat. I do 
not at all complain of tliis. On the contrary, I think it is a matter of congratu- 
lation both to the Government and to this Council that the views of the za- 
mluddrs should be so ably and flilly represented in this Council, as they are by 
my hon’ble friend. On the other hand, I trust niy hon’ble friend will not be 
surprised if to some extent I take up the converse of his situation, and that he 
will not think, if 1 dw ell more specially on tliose views which are especially 
associated with the interests of the raiyats, that 1 have any bias in the matter. 
I have no such bias. The reason why on the present occasion I dwell more 
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especially on the claims of the raiyats is, because the superior education of, the 
zamindArs, and the fact that their interests are ably represented both in and 
out of this Council, enables them to bring forward their views to greater ad- 
vantage than the circumstances of the case jjermit to the raiyats. It is, there- 
fore, desirable that the arguments from the raiyats* point of view should be 
fully and publicly stated and examined. 

“ My hon*ble colleague Mr. Ilbert, in moving for leave to introduce this 
Bill, explained the circumstances under which the present Government lias 
tiiought it its duty to undertake a general revision of the rent law in Bengal. 
It is not necessary, therefore, that I should dwell on those circumstances. I 
will only make one observation on the past history of the case. 

“ In the course of the discussions on this Bill, it may perhaps be said — and, 
indeed, outside the walls of this Council room it has aircjidy been said — that 
your Excellency’s Government, finding the relations between the zamfnddrs and 
raiyats in an unsatisfactory condition, resolved, pr(tprio motu^ to initiate legis- 
lation, with a view to placing those relations on a more satisfactory footing. A 
statement of this sort would very inacoursitely represent the facts of the case. 
Wliatever may be the individual views held by members of the present Gov- 
ernment upon the important political, social and economic problems involved 
in the legislation now proposed, nothing is moi’c certain than that those indivi- 
dual views have in no way contributed to raise the issuers now under discussion, 
nor have they accelerated or retarded by one day the advent of the tiyue when 
the reform of the land laws of Bengal must, perforce, have been undertaken. 

“ In order to appreciate the reasons, whether remote or immediate, which 
have rendered legislation on this subject an unavoidable necessity, it is neces- 
sary to look back to a time when the personnel of the Indian Administration 
— whether that of the India Office, of the Imperial Government of India, or of 
the Lf)cal Governnumt of Bengal — was dillerent to that which at present 
exists. 

“ The facts which the present Government of India found in existence were, 
first, that, after some tentative efforts at partial legislation, a Commission had 
been appointed as a preliminary measure to a general revision of the rent law of 
Bengal ; and, secondly, that the majority of the Commission, backed by the 
concurrent testimony of a long array of high authorities in past yejirs, were of 
opinion that such a revision should be undertaken. Lastly, the Government of 
Bengal urged that a general revision of the rent law should be undertaken, and 
submitted a draft Bill having that objeot in view. Under these circumstances, 
I venture to think that it would have been a dereUction of duty ojj the part of 
the Government, if we had declined to undertake the onerous and responsible 
task which now lies before us. 

“IndeiKjndently, however, of this issue, which is one of comparatively minor 
importance, it remains to bo considered whether the Government — in which 
term I include both the Government of Lord Lytton, which appointed the 
Bent Commi.ssion, and the pi’csent Government, which has to deal with its 
report— is justified in undertaking a legislative measure of such importance. 

“It appears to me desirable that this question should be further examined, 
especially as the necessity of any general revision of the rent law h is been 
denied by my hon*ble friends the Mahai’ilja of Darhhanga and Mr. Kristodas 
Pal. 

“ The necessity for legislation is urged from two quartera. The zamindars 
wish for certain amendments in Act X of 1859, their main grievantjo being that 
the existing law does not give sufllcicnt facilities for the cnliancement and re- 
covery of rent* The grievances of the raiyats may conveniimtly bo summed 
up in the phrase — borrowed from the discussions on the reform of the Irish 
land laws — tliat they desire, in a greater or less degree, the attainment of the 
three Fs. 

“ I am aware that my hon’blo friend the MnharAja of -Dai’lihanga stated 
yesterday that the zaraindArs of Bihar do not require any legislation at all. At 
the same time I think I shall be right in saying that very recently the de'sir- 
ability of amending the law in the sense of giving greater facility for the re- 
covery and enhancement of rent was not genoi’ally disputed, and that even 
now a very large body of opinion is in favour of such legislation. I need not. 
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therefore, discuss this branch of the question. But the necessity of any further 
consulerable revision of the law ’beyond what is necessary to facilitate the 
recovery and enhancement of rent is disputed. It is alleged that the present 
system of land tenures in Bengal has not hampered the prosperity of the 
Bcqgal peasantry ; that no suflicient evidence exists which would justify a 
general revision of the rent law, and that, before any such revision is under- 
taken, further detailed enquiry is necessary. 

“ Then there is another argument to which allusion has not been mmle in 
this Council, but which I have seen frequently stated outside the Council. It 
is well known that the advocates of legislation adduce the riots in PabnA and 
elsewhere as a proof of the necessity for legislation. To this it is replied that 
these riots were caused by Govonnment officials. As regards this statement, 
I will only say that there is a strong presumption that it is unfounded. I have 
certainly never seen • any evidence in support of its correctness, and I observe 
that Sir GtK)rge Campbell, speaking’ some while after the riots, said that he 
* lielievcd, speaking generally, it is certain that the law was, and, so far as the 
original matter of dis])ute goes, stjll is, wdth the raiyats.* 

“ I confess that an argument of this sort reminds me of those well-known 
lines in ‘ llejected Addresses ’ which, I remember, have once befoi’c been 
quoted in this Council-— 

* Who mnke<« the quartern loaf and Luddites rise ? 

, ^ Who fills Ihe butehers' shops with larp^-e bine flies?' 

“ And then the author goes on to say that the Emperor Napoleon I was 
responsible for these things. To the best of my knowledge and belief, the 
officials in Pabnd. and elsewhere were no more responsible for the disturbances 
some few years ago than Napoleon I w^as for the flies in the butchers* shops, 
and they are, perhaps, less responsible than that potentate was for the high price 
of the quartern loaf. 

“ Turning m)w to the question of the prosyierity of the peasantry, I w'ish to 
remind this Council that my hon’blo friend Mr. KristodAs PAl citefl the rapid 
growth of the Excise revenue as a proof of the growing prosperity of the people. 
No doubt the Excise revenue lias of recent years grown rajiidly, and the growth 
of this revenue is an indication of increasing prosperity. But my hon’blo 
friend must pardon mo if I say that this fact does not prove his ease. The 
question to bo decided, for the purposes of the present issue, is not whether 
the peasantry of Bengal are prosperous or the reverse. Prosperity is a relative 
term. The question at issue is, whether the existing laws regulating the system 
of land teniures in Bengal hinder the peasantry of that Province from being as 
prosperous as they otherwi.se w'ould be. 

“It may tend towards the elucidation of this question if I give some figures 
w'ith a view to showing the meavsure of agricultural wealth possessed by the 
population in the principal Provincc.s of Briti.sh India, more especially as this 
is a point to which my lion’ble friend Mr. Kristodas Pal alluded in the course 
of his very able and interesting speech of yestei’day. In the Central Pro- 
vinces, the yearly value of the crop, per head of population, is Its. 21*6; the 
payments for purjioses of Government and irrigation, per head, amount to 
He. *72 ; the balance is Rs. 20*9. In Bombay, the yearly value of the crop is 
Rs. 22*4; the payments Rs. 2*2; the balance lls. 20 2. In the PanjAb, the 
yearly value of the crop is Rs. 18*5. ; the payments Rs. 1*4; the balance is 
Rs. 17*1. In Madras, the yearly value of the crop is Rs. 19*0; the payments 
Rs. 1-7 ; the balance Rs. 17*3. In Bengal, theyeai’ly value of the crop is Rs. 16*9 ; 
the payments Re. *81 ; the balance Rs. 15*1. In the North-Western Provinces 
and Oudh, the yearly value of the crop is Rs. 16*4 ; the jiaymonts amount to 
Rs. 1*6 ; balance Rs. 1,4*8. It w'ould be easy to show that, of the total pay- 
ments, including rent, made by the people of each Province of India, a great 
deal less finds its way into the Government Treasury in Bengal than elsewhere. 
Thus, in Bombay, where the land-tenure is nearly all raiyatwAri, eighty-eight 
per cent, of the payments made are devoted to purposes of Government, being 
either paid into the Treasury as revenue, or devoted to the support of establish- 
ments required for public purposes. In Madras, where about four-fifths of the 
country is under the raiyatwAri tenure, the proportion is sixty-nine per cent. In 
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the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, under a zaraindAri system and tempo- 
rary settlements, the proportion is sixty per cent. In t’.io Panjdb, where there are 
a very large number of cultivating proprietors, the proportion is fifty-four jjer 
cent. In Bengal, under the Permanent Settlement, the proportion is believed 
not to exceed thirty-three per cent. This, however, is not the point with which 
I am immediately concerned. What I wish to show is the degree of agricultural 
wealth possessed by the several ])opulations. I am aware how dangerous it is to 
place implicit reliance on statistical calculations of this sort. Notably, in this 
instance, it is to be observed that the produce of the cultivated area is not the 
only source of income to the cultivators. Milk, ghi, curds, hides, wool, live-stock 
and fuel have to be taken into account. For instance, the value of stock, dairy 
and forest produce in the PanjAb has been calculated at no less than tAvelve crores 
of rupees annually. At the' same time, wdien we find that statistics, worked 
out without reference to any particular result, — for these calculations were not 
made w'ith special reference to the measure now under discussion — lead to the 
same conclusion as those which w'ould result from general knowledge of the 
subject, and from h priori infcsrcnces, it is, I think, impossible not to attach 
some importance to them. What, therefore, is the conclusion to which these 
figures point ? They show, in the first place, that, under certain conditions, 
the raiyatwari and zamindAri tenures are consistent with an equal degree of 
agricultural w’calth. Thus the agricultural wealth of the Central Provinces stands 
at the top of the list. The reason is obvious. In the Central Provinces, there 
is no keen competition b(;twccn cultivators for land, but rather there is competi- 
tion between landlords to g«5t cultivators. But if we find a combination where 
the zamindAri system exists, accompanied with great pressure of the popula- 
tion on the soil, but unaccompanied wdth any suflicient protection afforded to 
the cultivator against the landlord, it is there that we should expect to find 
the least degree of agricultural wealth ; and that is precisely what we do find. 
The degree of agricultural wealth in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh 
and Bengal is considerably less than that of the other Provinces of India, and 
the North-Western Provinces and Oudh are in a slightly w'orse position thg,n 
Bengal, because w'e know that the pressure of the population on the soil in those 
Provinces is somewhat greater than is the case in Bengal. 

“ I have so far compared the agricultural wealth of Bengal and otlier Pro- 
vinces. I now proceed to institute a comparison betw een different portions of 
the Province of Bengal itself. The circumstances incident to the tcixure of land, 
and consequently the degree of agricultural prosperity attained in different 
parts of the Province, present some wdde differences. Thus, in the Chittagong 
Division, we arc told by the Commissioner that the landlords ‘ stand* ‘in awe of 
their raiyats’. In some other districts, DinAjpur for instance, there is 
evidence to show that ‘ the demand for raiyats by zamiudArs is more than the 
demand for the lands by raiyats’. 

“ Of course where any real competition for raiyats exists, the latter, if they 
are unduly pressed, move off to other estates. In other districts, w'hero this 
state of things is reversed, and the congestion of tho population leads to ex- 
cessive competition for land, there is abundant evidence to show that, under the 
existing condition of the law, tlie agricultural prosperity of tho country is 
hampered. Perhaps the best way of bringing this point out clearly will be to 
compare the condition of different parts of the Province, which present dissimi- 
lar features in respect to the system of land tenures. 

“ Many ofiQcial reports might bo quoted to show the prosperous condition 
of the people of BAkirganj and the adjoining district. 

“ Thus an "Olficial report written in 1868 speaks of the cultivators of the 
BAkirganj district as ‘ litigious ’ and ‘ very easily excited.’ But the report 
goes on to say — 

' Nothing strikes one more in going throngh a village in this distnet than to sec substan- 
tial homesteads, well-kept gardens, well-stocked poultry and farm-yards. It is no uncommon 
thing for the substantial howaldars of this district to keep their own poultry, not only for sale, 
but also for home consumption.' Then again * I do not think the raiyats of any other district 
would have borne the heavy losses in cattle, from the murrain which has ragged here to a most 
appalling extent, so well as the Bakirganj raiyats have done. I have sometimes been really 
surprised to see how easily the raiyats have replaced their losses by the purchase of more 
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cattle. * * * * In the steady social adv^ancement of the people, in their independence 

and substantial comfort and well-being, Bakirganj, a district comparatively unknown, 
neglected and despised, is about the best illustration of the blessings enjoyed under our rule.^ 

“ Many passages from recent reports might be quoted in corroboration of 
this description. Thus, in the annual report on the Dhdkd Division for the 
year 1877-78, the following passage occurs : — 

* The gpreat and astounding calamities which followed the cyclone have been met and tided 
over ; the soil is fertile ; the people self ‘relying, industrious and perfectly able to defend their 
own’. 

** Why is it that, in Bdkirganj and in some of the adjoining districts, such 
a remarkable degree of jirosperity exists ? The reason is not far to seek. 

‘ Bdkirganj,’ au official report says, ‘ is essentially a district of peasant pro- 
prietors.’ • 

‘ Almost all the actual cultivators,’ another report says, * have to a certain 
extent a proprietary right in tlje land they cultivate’. 

“ I do not say that this is the only reason why these districts are exceptionally 
prosperous. I am aware that the rise of the jute industry has jioured consider- 
able wealth into these districts. But when this wealth accrued, what was the 
first use to which it was turned ? The cultivators knew well enough that the ac- 
quisition of a proprietary right in the soil was essential to. their permanent 
welfare, and, accordingly, Ave find that the first use to wdiich they turned their 
newly acquired wealth w'as to take every opportunity of acquiring such right. 
The statistics of registration show that, in tlic three years, 1877-78, 1878-79 
and 1879-80, no less than 312,590 perpetual leases were executed in Bengal, 
by far tlio greater portion of 'which were executed in thO districts of Jessore, 
Bdkirganj, Baridpur, Noakhdli and Chittagong. 

“ 1 turn now to Bihar, and tlie contrast is indeed remarkable. There we 
find a peasantry which is described by Sir Bichard Temple, speaking with all 
the weight of his great experience, as ‘ in a lower condition than that of any 
other peasantry with equal advantages which he had seen in India’. I see no 
reason to sujipose that this description is in any way exaggerated. It is cor- 
roborated by the late Colonel Uiddyat AH, himself a zamindai’, well acquainted 
with the habits and customs of the people of Bihar, and whose opinion is stated, 
on reliable authority, to be unprejudiced and valuable. ‘ The raiyats of this Pro- 
vince’, ho says, ‘namely, the heads of families, and even the women and the male 
adult children of the agricultural classes, though they labour hard, are yet in a 
state of almost utter destitution, and that owing to the heavy assessments laid 
on them’.. Let any one look at tables giving the average monthly wage of an 
able-bodied agricultural labourer, which are periodically published in the Gazette, 
He will find that the average wage in tho Patna di.strict is from Bs. 3 to Bs. 4 a 
month ; in the Gya district, from Bs. 2-8 to Bs. 3 ; in the Shahdbdd district, 
Bs. 4; in tho Darbhangd district, Bs. 2 to Bs. 3. Elsewhere in the rural dis- 
tricts of Bengal, we find the wage of tho agricultural labourers ranging from a 
minimum of Bs. 5 in tho Murshidabad district, to somewhat over Bs. 9 in 
Itdkirganj, Maimansingh, &c., tho usual rate being about Bs. 7 or Bs. 7-8. 
These, I think, are very eloquent facts. If any further evidence be needed, 
it is sufficient to compare the remarkable recuperative powers shown after the 
disastrous cyclone by tho cultivators of Bdkirganj and the adjoining districts, 
with the feeble powers of resistance against famine shown by the peasantry of 
Bihdr in 1874. Those who were concerned with the administration of India in 
that year are not likely to forget the fearful rapidity with which, in spite of 
every effort of tho Government, scarcity was with the utmost difficulty prevented 
from turning into widespread mortality from starvation in those poverty-stricken 
districts. What is tho reason of this condition of things ? It is thus stated 
by two very able officials, Messrs. Geddes and MacDonnell, in their report of 
January 7, 1876 : — 

‘The whole conditions of agricultural industry in Bihar,’ they say, ‘are such as to render 
• it precarious. There is no suflicient certainty as to tenure. It is impossible for the population 
to fall back this year solely on accumulated reserves, whether of grain, of property, of money 
or of credit. * * * people who plough and sow, and who ought to reap, have not a 

reasonable assurance as to the fruits of their industry’.

” It is well knowji that in Bihdr a largo quantity of land is held under 
what is termed the bhaoli or mdtayer system of tenure. All who are 
conversant with questions of this sort know, generally, what there is to 
bo said for and against this system of tenure. It has found an apolo- 
gist in one of the most able economic writers of the century. I observe, 
however, in a series of articles republished from the Hindu Patriot, and 
in which the cause of the zaminddrs is defended with remarkable ability, 
that it is stated that * the bhaoli tenant is as much secured m the possession of 
his holding as the mdtaycr tenants are in Continental Europe’. A description 
is then given of the metayer tenanciy. in France. This description is token 
textually from the pages of Arthur Young, wdio was a very acute oJ)sei*vor on 
agricultural matters. It describes, not the mdtayer tenancy which now exists in 
some parts of Europe, but that which existed in France before the Itevolution. 
It was in respect to this tenancy that Arthur Young said that : — 

‘ there is not one word to be said in favour of the practice, and a thousand arguments that 
may be used against it. ***** Wherever this system prevails it may bo taken 
for granted that a miserable and useless population is foiind\ 

“It was strongly condemned by one of the greatest French administrators 

Turgot. Mill has, indeed, defended the mdtayer system, but then, after allud- 
ing to the alleged iwospcrity of the people of Italy, where this system of tenure 
exists, he says : — 

‘I look u])on the rural economy of Laly as sim])ly so much additional evidence in favour 
of small occnpiitions with permanent tenurc\ 

“Now, in the first place it is to be observed that Mill’s account of Italian 
prosperity under the metayer system, which was based on the account given by 
Sismondi, is now believed to have been incorrect. It was refuted in a report by 
Mr. llerries on the land-tenures of Italy, which was laid before Parliament in 
1871. And, in Ihc second place, permanent tenure, which, as Mill says, will 
always generate considerable agricultural prosperity, oven under the disadvan- 
tages of the pticuliar nature of the mdtoyer contraist, is exactly what the Bihdr 
tenant has not got. This is what the Bihar Committee said on this subject 

‘An exiimiuiitiou <.f i\w jmna^am/i p.apersof Bihar estntes h.as shown that, whild sixty per 
(•cut. of the present raiyats have held some laud in the villages iu which they reside for tiiore 
lliau twelve years, less than one per cent, of them hold at ])rcsent the same area of land whicli 
they held twelve years ago. * * * Thi.s is an evil which is due to the --cneral failure on the 

part of the landholders to comply with an obligjitioii which the U^v has, from the earliest period 
of our rule, imi)Osod niwn them, namely, that of giving pattds to their tenant.^, speeifyino" the 
bomidarics and areas of their holdings^. 

“The meaning of this is, I conceive, that the intention of the legislature in 
1859, which was to facilitate the acquisition of occupancy-rigltts, has been com- 
pletely defeated. But the whole of the report of the Bihdr Committee should 
be read, in order to gain an accurate idea of tbe evils of the bhaoli system. It is 
shown by the report of that Committee that, when the raiyats decline to accept 
the zamiiiddr’s terms as to the share of the produce, the zamfnddr declines to 
make the appraisement. Further, when the appraisement is made, the zamin- 
ddrs do not allow the raiyats to take away the grain. ‘ It will bo seen’, the 
Committee says, ‘ that the zamlndars of South Bihdr practically take by way 
of rent as much of the crop as they choose to claim’. 

“ I think, with such facts as these before us, it is impo.ssibIc to deny tluit 
the relative prosperity of the people of the Eastern districts in tbe one case, and 
the relative depression of the agricultural classes in Bihdr in the other case, 
must to a very ^reat ’^extent be traced to the different systems under which land 
is held in those districts of Bengal. 

“ It is said that sufficiently detailed enquiry has not yet been made, and that 
sufficient evidence has not yet been accumulated, as to tl^B necessity of any 
general revision of the rent law of Bengal. I am unable to admit the validity 
of this contention. Abundant evidence might be cited to show that in some 
parts of Bengal greater facilities are required to enable the zaniinddr to recover' 
the tenant’s rent. As, however, tliis point is not, generally sjxfaking, disputed. 

I need not dwell on it any longer. Looking at the question from the raiyats* 
point of view, wc have the concurrent testimony of a large number of 
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experienced officials, both past and present. We have the further testimony 
of a Committee composed of experienced gentlemen, both official and non- 
offiicial, on the condition of the affairs of Bihar. We have the very able 
report of the Bent Commission. We have the concurrent testimony of four 
successive Lieutenant-Governors. W e have, moreover, as regards the levy of 
illegal cesses, the results of very careful enquiries instituted by Sir George 
Campbell in 1 872, supplemented in many cases by abstracts of oral evidence, 
and a large quantity of documentary evidence. 

“ It will be borne in mind that, as could readily be shown by reference to 
contemj)orancous literature, one of the chief objects of the authors of the Per- 
manent Settlement was to prevent the levy oiabiodb8,ot illegal cesses. Nothing 
is morc-xjlcar than that this object has not been attained. I should like to read 
to the Council a list of the cesses which were reported by the Commissioner of 
the Presidency Division, in 1872, to be levied in the Twenty-four Parganas. 
They are no less than twenty-sm^en in number. They are as follows : — 

(1.) VAk kharcha. — This cess is levied to reimburse the zamindars for 
amounts paid on ac(M)imt of zamiudari di\k tax. The rate at which it is levied 
does not exceed three pice per ru])ee on the amount of the tenants’ rent. 

(2.) Chanda, including hhikya or mangon. — A contribution made to the 
zamind^i^ when ho is involved in debt requiring speedy clearance. It will be 
seen, therefore, that if, as my hon’ble friend (Mr. Kristodas Pal) says, the 
raiyat goes to the zaminddr when he is in ditficulties, it sometimes happens 
that when the zamindar is in diflicultics he goes to the raiyat. 

(3.) Tarboovy . — This is paid on occasions of pujd or other religious 
ceremonies in the zaminddr’s house. The rate of its levy is not more than 
four i)ico per rupee. 

(4.) Tohtirria, — a fee paid on the occasion of the audit of raiyats’ accounts 
at the end of the year. 

(6.) Porc<‘d labour or begdr. — ^This labour is exacted from the raiyats 
without payment. 

((}.) Marucha or marriagc-ftje, — paid on the occasion of a marriage 
taking ])lace among the raiyats. It is fixed at the discretion of the zamindar. 

(7.) Ban-salami, — a fee levied on account of the preparation of gur or 
molas.ses from sugar(;anc. 

(8.) Salami, including all fees paid on the change of raiyats* holdings, 
and on the exchange of pattds and kabuliyats. 

(9.) Khdrij Bdkh'd, — a fee commonly, at the rate of twenty-five per 
cent., levitnl on the mutation of every name in the zaminddr’s books. 

(10.) Taking of rice, fish and other articles of food on occasions of feasts 
in the zamiiuhlr’s house. 

(11.) Batld and hlnltd Knmrae . — ^The former is charged for conversion 
from Sikka to Company’s rupees ; the latter on account of wear and tear of the 
same. 

(12.) Fines — ^These are imposed when the zamindar settles petty disputes 
among his raiyats. 

(13.) Bailee Khareha, — a contribution levied for payment to police-officers 
visiting the estate for investigating some crime or unnatural death. 

(ill.) Junmojattra and Bash Khareha are exceptional imposts, levied on 
occasions of certain festivals. 

(15.) Bardari Khareha, — a fee levied at heavy rates by a farmer talcing 
a lease of a mahdl. 

(16.) Tax or ineome tax, lovi< d by a few zaminddr3^.tp be reimbursed 
for what they pay to Government on account of this tax. (The list, from 
which I quote, Avas, it will be remembered, prepared in 1872 when the Income 
Tax was in existence.) 

(17.) Boetor' s fees. — This is levied exceptionally by a few zaminddrs on 
the plea that they are made to pay a similar fee to Government. 

(18.) Tautkur. — A tax of four annas levied from every weaver for each 
loom. 

(19.) Bhaie mahdl, — a fee levied from every wet-nurse carrying on her 
profession on the zaminddr’s estates. 
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(20.) Anohora salami ^ — a fee levied by persons carrying on an illicit 
manufacture of salt. 

(21.) Ilalbhanguny — fee paid by a raiyat on his ploughing land for the 
first time in each and every year. 

(22.) Mathuri jama , — a tax levied on barbers. 

(23.) Shashum jama , — a tax levied on muchis for the privilege of 
taking hides from the carcasses of beasts thrown away in the bhagar of a 
village. 

(24.) Punniah Kharcha . — The contribution made by the raiyats on the 
day the punniah ceremony takes place. 

(26.) Bastu pujd Kharcha , — a contribution made for tlxe worship of 
haitu purmh (god of dwelling-houses) on the last day of the month of 
pou8. 

(26.) Maahad Kharcha , — ^a contribution levied to supply with provisions 
some district authority or his followers making a tour in the interior of the 
estate. 

(27.) Nazrdnd, or presents made to the zamindar on liis making a tour 
through his estates. 

“ I took this list at hazard from a number of others given in the reports 
addressed to Sir George Campbell in answer to his enquiry in 1872. It docs 
not appear to represent an exceptional case. In some districts, fewer cesses 
are levied ; in others, the evil has apparently attained even larger dimcAsions. 
Indeed, a case is cited in Orissa, as an example of tlie credulity of the raiyats, 
where the fixing of a line of telegraph posts was made an excuse for the levy 
of an additional cess. 

“ It is sometimes said that the raiyats themselves have not asked for any 
legislation. Tliat statement is not correct. The raiyats have in some cases 
petitioned Government, and, if they have not come forward more fully on their 
own behalf, the reason is not far to seek. The Collector of Bhsigalpur re- 
ported on the 16tli May, 1872, that — 

* if a formal enquiry were instituted, it would bo almost impossible to make any raiyat 
come forward to divulge wliat he had paid ; it is only iucideutaily that we come to hear of 
the exactions.' 

“And, in forwarding the reports of 1872 to Sir George Campbell, the mem- 
ber in charge of the Board of llevenue (Mr. Schalch), — whose views, generally, 
were certainly not imfavourable to the zaminddrs — expressed himself in the 
following terms ; — ^ 

‘ Even when the raiyats are aware of their rights, they very naturally prefer to Ijoar the 
almost insupportable burden of oppression, rather than to follow a course of opposition which 
would probably result in even greater oppression, — nay, even in utter ruin.' 

“ I do not think tliat, under these circumstances, it can be any matter of 
8ur|>rise that the raiyats in some parts of Bengal have not spoken out more 
plainly than has been actually the case. Bather 1 think it a matter of surprise 
that they have spoken out so clearly as they have done. 

“ It appears to me, therefore, that the evidence upon which the necessity 
for a revision of the rent law is based is sufficiently conclusive. 

“ I now turn to the consideration of a wholly different point.’ 

“ It has been urged that legislation of the nature now proposed is contrary 
both to the spirit and to the express terms of the Permanent Settlement ; in 
fact, that it involves a breach of the contract made in 1793 between Bord 
Cornwallis, on behalf of the British Government, and the zamindars. So much 
has already been written and said on this subject that I will not attempt to 
discuss it at any length. Nevertheless, the imputation of breach of faith is so 
serious, and the moral obligation on the part of the British Government to 
adhere scrupulously to any solemn pledges given to the Natives of India, of 
whatsoever class, appears to me to be so binding, that I should wish to state, 
as briefly as possible, why I consider that the argument adverse to the present 
Bill, based on the supposition that it involves a breach of contract, is wholly 
untenable. 

“ I do not know that the spirit in which, as it appears to me, the British 
Government should approach the question of dealing with the Permanent Settle-

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mont has ever been more clearly 'and comprehensively treated than by Sir James 
Stephen in his speech on the Local Uates (North-Western Provinces) Bill in 
1871, and I wish to dwell briefly on Sir James Stephen’s opinions, because, if 
1 understood rightly, they wore, I think, somewhat misapprehended by my 
hon*ble friend llaja Siva Parsed in the address he delivered to the Council 
yesterday. Arguments had at tliat time been advanced to the effect that, as no 
one generation of law- givers can ii’revocahly hind another to a certain course 
of conduct, it was idle to object to any law on the ground that it was a viola- 
tion of the pledges given at the Permanent Settlement. 

“ Sir dames Stt^plien said that he had heard th ese arguments with regret 
all the more ‘ becaixstj they undoubtedly have a certain avbstratnm of truth/ 

‘ The objection to the theory *, he added, ‘ of which they ai*e applications is, not 
that it-is false, but that it is 2 )artial, that it applies to legal right and wrong, 
and does not deal with the questidn of moral right and wrong.* 

“ Sir James Steiihen then pointed out that it was specially to be borne in 
mind, in considering the mdtal justie.e of making any change in the terms of 
the Permanent Settlement, that the tlovornmcnt of India Av;is not a rej)resenta- 
tive Government, ‘ A really repvcstmtativo Government ’, he snid, ‘ may dciil 
with the 2 )lcdges of their predecessors in a very dilVerent way from a Govern- 
ment like ours.* 

“I think these observations of Sir James Stc 2 )hon must command univer- 
sal assent. Occasions may arise in India, as cls<nvhere, Avhen it becomes both 
nccessaiy and desirable for the legislature of one period to modify, or even 
deliberately to reverse, the moasui’cs adopted at sonu; ])revi()us 2 )eriod. But 
certainly, in d<‘aling with .so solemn a eom 2 >act as the Permanent Setlh'inont, 
the very strongest possible necessity would have to bci shoAvii in orth^r to aflnrd 
a moral justification for any legislation which might involve a violation of 2)re- 
vious engagements. We are fortunately not called u2^o^ to decide whether 
in the 2 )resent instance a sufliciently strong case exists for any modification 
in the terms of the Permanent Settlement, for I venture to think that it may be 
conclusively shown that the legislation now propos(‘d is in strict conformity both 
with the letter and the S 2 Jirit of the engagement taken by Lord Cornwallis. 

“ I say both the letter and the spirit, because high legal authorities differ 
in their ojjinion as to whether, in endeavouring to arrive at a decision as to 
the intentions of the legislature of 1703, Ave are confined to the text of the 
Statutes, or whether we may seek for a further ex 2 )osition of those intentions 
in contem 2 )orancous official literature. On a 2 >oint of this sort the o 2 )inion of 
a layman is of little value. But 1 may 2)erhaps be permitted to quote what 
so high a legal authority as Sir James Ste 2 )hen said as to the latitude allowable 
in construing the text of the Permanent Settlement : — 

‘When I Bay,’ he said, ‘that in my opinion the Pennanent Settlement ought to l)e 
senipulously ol)sorved, botli in letter and in spirit, I do not mean to exclude the right 
on the part of the Government, which is essential to the true interpretation of all 
such transactions, to take into consideration the gradual alteration prodiujcd by time 
and circumstance, and the influoiuje ot! surrounding facts. A great jnildie act like tl^e 
Permaiumt Settlement is not to he intcrj)i-ct.od, and e.’ui never have been meant to he 
interpreted, merely by relereneo to the terms of the doeuuicut in which it is con- 
tained. Its meaning must he collected from a consideration of the circuinstanees under 
which, and of the objects for which, it . was inude ; and in considering what is, and what is not, 
consistent Avith its terms, we must look at Ihe gnuinal changes which have occurred in the 
condition of the country since it was enacted. This is the only way in which it is possible to 
understand fully transactions of this kind, and it is peculiarly necessary in the case of a trans- 
action Avhich, however important, neither is, nor profes.ses to be, a ccr^plete and exhaustive 
statement of the relations between the Government and its subjects. The t'ermanent Settle- 
ment regulates only one branch of one part of those relations, and it must be interpreted by 
reference to others.’ 

“ Whether, however, wc look for the intentions of the legislature solely in 
the text of the Regulations, or w'hether we' admit contera 2 >oraneous literature 
as evidence of those intentions, it appears to me that, in so far as the imme- 
diate point under discussion is concerned, we arruA’^e at the same conclusion. 

“““ Looking first at the precise words which the legislature employed, the 
text of Regulation I of 1793 (clause 1, section 8) is sufficiently clear. It re- 
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serves to the Government full powers to interfere * for the protection and wel- 
fare of the dependent taluqddrs, raiyats and other cultivators of the soil.* 

“ It has, however, been urged that Regulation II of 1793, which was passed 
on the same day as R<eguLation I, qualifies the reservation in section 8 of Regu- 
lation I. This argument is based upon the fact that the preamble to Regula- 
tion II of 1793, after dwelling on the expediency of abolishing the Courts of 
Mdl Addlat or Revenue Courts, and transferring the trial of suits which 
were cognizable in those Courts to the Courts of Diwdni Addlat, goes on to 
say that — 

‘ no power will then exist in the country by which the rights vested in the landholders by 
the Regulations can be infringed or the value of landed property affected.' 

‘‘ I must confess that I altogether fail to see how the language thus used in 
Regulation II qualifies the legislative power expressly reserved by Regula- 
tion I on behalf of dependent taluqddrs, raiyats and other cultivators of the 
soil. If the whole of the preamble to Regulation TI of 1793 be read, the inten- 
tion of the legislature hecomes perfectly clear. Prior to 1793, rent and reve- 
nue suits had been tried in wliat were then known as the Mdl Addlat or 
Revenue Courts. In these Courts Collectors of Revenue presided as J udges. 
It was pointed out in the preamble to the Regulation that — 

‘ the propriefors can never consider the piivilcges which have been conferred upon them 
as secured whilst tlie Revenue-officers are invested with these judicial powera * * * 

The Revenue-officers must be dcprive«l of their judicial powers.' ’ ’ 

“ Further, these officers ivere to be rendered ‘ amenable to the Courts of 
Judicature.’ 

“ When this was done, tlic Regulation wont on to indicate : — 

‘ No power will then exist in the country by which the rights vested in the landholders 
can be infringed or the value of landed property affected.' 

** In point of fact, it is quite clear that the sole intention of the legislature 
was to give further security to the zamindars in respocit to the permanency of 
their revenue assessment by a separation of judicial and executive functions, 
instead of allowing them to be united in the saute individuals as was hereto- 
fore the case. The explicit reservation made in .Regulation I of 1793 does not, 
therefore, appear to be in any way qualified by the provision enacted in Regu- 
lation II. 

“ I have so far dealt only with the text of the Regulations of 179.3, and I 
have endeavoured to shotv that full power to legislate, tvith a view to the pro- 
tection of the interest of the raiyats, was cxj)re.ssly reserved by the legislature. 
If, however, we admit contemporaneous ollieial literature as evidene.e of the 
intentions of the legislatxire, the case becomes even stronger. In llie well- 
known letter to Lord Cornwallis of the 19th September, 1792, the Court of 
Directors express themselves as follows : — 

' But us BO great a cluinge in habits and situation can only be gradual, the interference of 
Government may, for a considerable period, be necessary to jmwent the landholders from 
making use of their own ]>crmancnt possession for the ptirpose of exaction and oppression. 
We therefore wish to have it distinctly understood tlnat, while we confirm to the landholders the 
possession of the districts which they now hold and subject only to the revenue now settletl, 
and while we disclaim any interference with respect to the situation of the raiyats or the sums 
paid by them, with any view of an addition of revenue to ourselves, we expressly reserve the 
right, which belongs to us as Sovereigns, of interposing our authority in making, from time to 
time, all such regulations as may be necessary to prevent the raiyats being improperly dis- 
turbed in their possession, or loaded with unwari'antablu exactions. A power exercised for the 
purpose wc have mentioned, and which has no view to our own interests, except as they are 
connected with the general industry and prosperity of the countiy, can be no object of jealousy 
to the landholders, and, instead of diminishing, will ultimately enhance, the value of their pro- 
prietary rights. Qur ifitcr]x>sition, where it is necessary, seems also to be clearly consistent 
with the practice of the Mogul Government, under which it appeared to be a general maxim 
that the immediate ctdtivator of the soil, duly paying his rent, should not be dispossessed of the 
land he occupied. This necessarily supposes that there were some measiyes and limits by which 
the rent could be defined, and that it v/as not left to the arbitrary determination of the zamin- 
d4r, for otherwise such a rule would be nugatory ; and in point of fact the original amount 
seems to have been annually ascertained and fixed by the act of the Sovereign.' 

“ Again, somewhat later, but before Regulation I of 1793 was passed, the ’ 
Court of Directors expressed themselves as follows : — 

* In order to leave no room for our intentions being at any time misunderstood, we direct 
you to be accurate in the terms in which our determination is announced * * * You 
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will, in a particular manner, be cautious so to express yourselves as to leave no ambiguity as 
to our right to interfere from time to time, as it may be necessary, for tbe protection of the 
raiyats and subordinate landholders, it being our intention, in the whole of this measure, effect- 
yally to limit our own demands, but not to depart from our inherent right as Sovereigns, of 
being the guardians and protectors of every class of persons living under onr government.* 

“Whether, tlien;fore, wo look to tho letter of the Hogulations of 1793, or 
whether wo look to contemporaneous official literature for a further indication 
of the intentions of the legislature of that period, it is abundantly clear that 
power to legislate, in order to define the relations between the zamindars and 
the raiyats, was expressly reserved at the time the Permanent Settlement was 
made. 

“ I now turn to another cognate point. It is admitted on all sides that the 
khudkdaht or resident I'aiyats had certain rights at the time of the Permanent 
Settlement. A great deal of learning and research has been devoted to enquir- 
ing into the precise nature of those rights. I do not propose to diseuss this 
point. But I wish to say something about tho rights of a certain important 
class of cultivators which accrued subscqxicnt to the passing of Begulation I of 
1793. At tho time that "Regulation was passed, a large tract of waste and un- 
occupied land existed in Bengal. These lands were not assessed to the payment 
of revenue. The whole of the rents payable in respect to these kinds was left 
to the zamindars, under tho terms of Jjord Cornwallis’s settlement. ‘The rents 
of an'estate’. Lord Cornwallis said in his Minute of ‘Pebruary 3rd, 1790 ‘can 
only be raised by inducing tho raiyats to cultivate the more valuable articles of 
produce, and to clear the extensive tracts of waste-land which are to be found 
in almost every zaminddri in Bcmgal.* 

“ It has been argued on high authority that, under the Permanent Settle- 
ment, tho zaminddrs were left free by the legislature to let these unoccupied 
lands to raiyats upon whatever terms they thought proper ; that, in respect to 
these lands, they had almost as much freedom as English landlords; and that 
the terms upon which these lands wei'e hit were a matter of contract regulated 
by the ordinary principles of demand and supply. 

“ It would perhaps cionstitute a sufficient reply to this argument to say that 
the reservation made in section 8 of Regulation I of 1793, which I have already 
quoted, expressly declares that, if necessary, legislation will bo undertaken 
witli a view to the ‘ protection and welfare of the dependent taluqddrs, raiyats 
and other cultivators of the soil’. No class of cultivator was excluded. 

“ But I venture to think that the argument admits of a further answer. It 
implies that the authors of tho Permanent Settlement deliberately intended to 
introduce freedom of contract as the economic basis on which the relations 
between the zaminddrs and the raiyats in respect to a very large class of lands 
was to rest. 

“ Now all tho evidence which has come down tons goes, I venture to think, 
to show that the authors of the Permanent Settlement never intended anything 
of the kind. Lord Coniwallis, in his IMinute of Pebmary 3rd, 1790, after speak- 
ing of the privileges enjoyed by the raiyats in certain parts of Bengal, goes on 
to say : — 

‘ Whoever cultivates tbe land, the zamfndars c-an receive no more than tbe established rent, 
which, in most places, is fully equal to what the cultivator can afford to pay. To permit him 
to dispossess one cultivator for tbe sole purpose of giving land to another would be vesting him 
with a power to commit a wanton act of oppression from which he would derive no benefit.* 

“ Moreover, section 6 of Regulation IV of 1793, which was passed less than 
a year after the Permanent Settlement, prescribes that, after the completion of 
certain formalities, * pattds according to the form approved, and at the estab- 
lished rates, will be immediately granted to all raiyats who may apply for 
them.’ 

“ The * established mtes *, it is to bo observed, apply under this Regulation 
to all raiyats. No exception is made in respect to raiyats who cultivate, or to 
raiyats who might subsequently cultivate, the lands unoccupied at the time of 
•the Permanirnt Settlement. And yet it is surely not unreasonable to suppose 
that, if the legislature had intended to deal specially with the raiyats cultivat- 
ing those lands, which then formed so large a proportion of the culturable area 
of Bengal, its intention w'ould have been expressly stated. Lord Cornwallis and 
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liis contemporaries were not ignorant of the fact that rents in Bengal were 
universally settled with reference to general or local usage, and that freedom of 
contract, in the sense in which we employ that term, did not exist. On the 
contrary, abundant eviden(*e might be adduced to show that they were fully 
aware of it. Indeed, perfect freedom of contract was expressly excluded from 
the legislation of 1793. Section 65 of Regulation VIII of 1793 runs as fol- 
lows : — 

‘ No proprietor of land or dependant talnqddr sliall contract any enfjagement with any 
under-farmer, or authorize any ae^’ontrary^to the letter and meaning of this Kegnlation.' 

" It does'iIOtrthereTore, appear to mo that, iti respect to the unoccupied, any 
more than in respect to the occupied, lauds, it can be contended tliat the Per- 
manent Settlement placed the zamindar in the position of the English landlords, 
free to regulate their relations with the raiyats withoiit reference to customs. 
As Mr. O’Kinealy has said : — • 

‘ All that the Permanent Settlement did, all that the great founder of the settlement ever 
intended it should do, was to give zamfndars, subject to custom, a^erpetual lease of the lands 
at a fixed assessment, and subject to the restriction of State intervention if the conditions of 
their leases were violated to the injury of the raiyats,' 

“ I have said that Lord Cornwallis and his contemporaries did not intend to 
introduce freedom of contract as the economic basis which was to regulate the 
relations between landlord and tenant in Bengal. I may add that, had they 
endeavoured to do so, they would almost certainly have failed in the attempt. 
It is sometimes said that an Act of Parliament can do anything. It would be 
more correct to say that an Act of Ptirliament may prescribe that anything 
shall bo done. However omnipotent may bo the voice of the Icgislatum, whe- 
ther of England or of India, there is one thing that cannot be accomplished, 
whether by an Act of Parliament or by an Act of the Indian legislature. The 
habits of thought and customs of a vast population cannot be changed by any 
legislative enactment, 

“ What has been the result of endeavouring to plant freedom of contract in 
respect to land on the uncongenial soil of Ireland ? It is told by the Bess- 
borough Commission, in words that would apply with but little change to 
Bengal. 

‘ That condition of society', the Commissioners say, ' in which the land suitable for til- 
lage can he regarded as a mere commodity, the subject, of trade, and can be let to the higliest 
bidder in an open market, lias never, excejit under special circumstances, existed in Ireland. 
The economical law of supply and demand was but of casual and exceptional application. It 
is generally admitted that, to make it apjtlicablc, the demand must bo what is culled ‘ effective' ; 
in this instance it may be said that, whatever was the case with the demand, the supply was 
never effective. In tlio result, there has, in general, snrviveil to him (the Irish farmer), 
through all vicissitudes, in despite of the seeming or real veto of law, in apparent defiance of 
jiolitical economy, a living tradition of fiossessory rights, such as belonged, in the more primi- 
tive ages of sotnety, to the status of the man who tilled the soil.' 

gain, the legislature of 1793 endeavoured to introduce into Bengal written 
engagements between landlord and tenant, but failed in the attempt. Neither 
can this be any matter of surprise. I conceive that, generally speaking, the 
Bengal I’aiyats, like the Irish cultivator, rcgaixled a written agreement, not as 
a means of acquiring something wliicli be did not possess, but as a recognition 
that ho might be called upon to saorifioe something wliich was already in his 
possession, — not as prolongation of his yearly tenancy, but as abridgment of 
the traditional tenancy which allowed him to hold his land as long as he paid 
the customary rate of rent. 

“We know now a great deal more about the historical development of the 
idea of property iurkind than was known to Lord Cornwallis and his contempor- 
aries. The researches of Sir Henry Maine, M. de Laveleyo and other eminent 
men have thrown a flood of light on the subject. We know that the separate 
ownership of land is an economic idea of relatively modern growth ; that in 
almost all countries the soil originally belongs to communities ; and that, as 
society has advanced, a natural movement has taken place from common to 
separate property in land as in chattels. Without attempting to discuss the 
precise status of the cultivators of Bengal at the time when English rule was 
established, this much at all events may, 1 venture to think, bo said with con- 
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fidence, that the disintegration of^ the small societies holding land in common, 
which existed in other parts of India, and which still exist amongst the Slavonic 
races of Europe, was almost complete in Bengal. On the other hand, the idea 
oLindividmil property in land, in the sense in which wo are accustomed to em- 
ploy the term in England, had not nearly been attained. An intermediate 
stage had betai reached. Community of projierty no longer existed, but perfect 
freedom of t;ontract in respect to the land was wholly foreign to the ideas of 
the people. Custom and not contract regulated Ihe relations between zamin- 
ddrs and raiyats iKdbro the Permanent Settlement, at the time of the Perma- 
n ent Settlement and Sett l ement ; and custom, and 

not comTHOfTT^^ilwtiJS, t(j a u.ry large extent, those relations still, and would, 
without doubt, regulate them to even gwvitcr extent, if the legislature of 1859 
had not imporkid into the rv»iinf i»ir flip fijjpp tiliPfiry ptv>g<»ppiir\n 

“ I should certainly be tliQ last to press i'or * the interference of the 
State in the regulation of any matters which can, without detriment to 
the public welfare, be* left to settle themselves without any such interfer- 
ence. I dislike State interference, and regard with some apprehension the 
modern tendency, not only in India, but in England, to call in the aid of the 
State on occasions when it appears to me to be scarcely necessary. I should 
be the last also to say anything wliich might a[)i)ear adverse to the application 
of sound economic i)rinciples to the solution of Indian qucstiqns. But I con- 
ceive that iKithing is more likely to cheek the advance of sound economic 
knowdedge in India than the misapplication of the canons of political economy. 
To quote a single trite instance of such a misapplication. If scarcity arises in 
any district of India, the surplus food from other districts will, provided there 
be roads, be poured into that district, in order to meet the demand. That is 
what political economy means when it says that the supply will follow the 
demand. But, if no roads exist, the supply will not, and cannot, follow the de- 
mand, and mortality from starvation will ensue, as it has before ensued. So 
also, when political economy s^ajaks of freedom of contract, it means that free 
choice, dictakxl by intelligent self-interest, is the most efficient agent in the 
production of wealth. Tlicro an^, ac;cording to the Eamine Commissioners, 
9,752,000 tenants in Hengal, of whom 2,780,000 pay a rent of fi-om Rs. 6 to 20, 
and no less than 6,180,000 ])ay a rent of less than Rs. 5, which latter rate, I 
nuiy observe, implies a holding of from two to three acres. Can anyone who 
is acquainted with the facts say, in respect to the majority of these tenaiits, 
that their education, their knowledge of law and the circumstances under which 
they till the soil are of a nature to admit of that free and intelligent choice 
which is in the esscrwic? of the economical, as it is of the legal, theory of fi’cedom 
of contract ? I venture to think that any such contention cannot be main- 
tained. The mass of the raiyats are uneducated. In Biluir, with its ])Opulation 
of 22g millions, loss than one and three-quarters per cent, of the population can 
imd and write, and elsewhere in Bengal the proportion is. under four per cent. 
Many miyats are ignorant of their legal rights, and others, when cognisant of 
those rights, are afraid to make any attempt to enforce them. Agriculture 
forms, and must continue to form, their only means of gaining a livelihood. 

‘ The raiyats ', the Ihiut Cotninissiouers say, ‘ onUivato for subsistence, not with the im- 
mediate view to proiit. * * * There is no wages fund, there are no labourers paid fi'om 

capital. There are pnictically no inunufactures, no non-agrieidtnral industries, no great cities 
of work where a surj>lns rural population cau find employment.’ 

“ Under these circumstances, it is idle for the present generation to think of 
establishing freedom of contract as the economic basis on which the relations 
between landlord and tenant in Bengal can be made to rdsti The legislature 
must recognise the facts with which it has to deal, and the leading fact with 
which it has to deal is, that custom, and not contract, has in the main governed 
the relations between the zamindars and raiyats in Bengal from time immemorial, 
and that custom, and not contract, must in the main continue in the future to 
govern those relations. 

“If the practical aspects of the situation are such as to necessitate the re- 
jection of the theory of freedom of contract, and to force on the Govemnient 
the obligation of interfering by legislative enactment in order to r^ulate-the 
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incidents of land tenure in Bengal, it is on every ground desirable that that in- 
terference should be elfectual to remedy the evils which it is intended to cure. 
Whether that interference will be elfectual, — whether, on the one hand, due 
facilities will be given to the zamindurs to make good their equitable rights ; 
whether, on the other hand, tardy cifect will now to a sufficient degree bo given 
to the original intention of Lord Cornwallis and his contemporaries, in the sense 
of maintaining the raiyats in the enjoyment of their customary riglits, — must 
mainly depend on the decisions rvliich this Council will ultimately take. The 
Bill introduced by my hon’ble colleague Mr. llbcrt will, should it be passed 
into law, do much towai’ds the accomidislunent of these objects. It would, in 
my humble opinion, have done more, and it would have given greater hope of 
fluality in the settlement of the dilficult question now under discussion,, if the 
land, and not the status of the tenant, had been taken as the basis of the j-ccog- 
nition of the right of occupancy. , 

“ But even as the Bill stands, it proposes a largo and beneficial measui'e of 
reform. 1 hopii and believe that it will be very generally regarded in this light, 
and that, both in and out of this Council, it will bo discussed with the calmness 
and delib(!ration that the importance of the subject demands. 

“In tin; remarks which I have addressed to the Council, I have confined 
myself to certain specilic points. I trust that I have shown, lii’st, that, so far 
as the present Government is concerned, it would not have been performing an 
act of publics duty if it had doclim'd to undertake a geinsral revision of tljo rent 
law of Bengal ; secondly, tliat, whether fi*om the point of view of the zarniiulars or 
fiYsm tliat of the raiyats, the evidonco upon which the necessity of a general invi- 
sioii of the law rests is conclusive ; thirdly, that the legislation now proposed in- 
volves no brea(;h of the con tract made with the zamuidars at the time of the 
Permanent Settlement, but may rather be regarded as the tardy fulfilment of 
the pledges given wO 1 he eultivaling classes in 1793 ; fourthly, that the contention 
that freedom of conira(;t must, under tlm terms of the Permanent Settlement, 
regulate the relations of the zamindavs and 1 ho raiyats in respect to the lands 
unoeeupied in 1793 cannot be maintained ; fifthly, that custom, and not contract, 
has from time inimomoi*ial regulated the incidents connected with the tenure of 
land in Bcngjil ; and lastly, that in view of all the circumstances with which 
we have to deal, the recognition of this fact should bo n adc the basis of any 
measure which is now jiassed inf o law. 

“ I leave tin* discussion of the further very numerous joints which arise in 
connection with this Bill to a later stage of the proceedings, when they will, 
without doubt, reci^ivc amjile treatment at the hands of other and more conijie- 
teut authorities than myself.” 

His Honour tub Lieutbnant-Govkrnoii said ; — “ It was impossible to 
listen to the admirable slatcment of the hon'ble member on the introduc- 
tion of this Bill, or to the later speeches addressed to this Council on tlie sub- 
ject, without feeling what must he felt by anyone, even the least conversant 
with the voluminous literature aud eontrovei’sies on the question, that avc are 
approaching the public discussion aud, I hope, the ei[uitable settlement of a 
large question which intimately affects the interests of a great majority of tin* 
people of this Province. I am quite well aware that your Lordsliip’s rule has 
lieen signalized by the consideration of many ol her very extensive reforms of 
political and administrative importance, and that tlie.so questions arc still pend- 
ing a solution; but though <if the Local Self-Government scheme it may be 
asserted that it is taken up chiefly by the bigbly educated classes, and is with 
them rather a measure ou wdiich hopes and expectations are founded, and 
though we mayjoss-vmr tcmjicrs over amendments of t he criminal procedure to 
which the mass of the community is profoundly indifferent, here we are face to 
face with a problem in which nearly the whole of Bengal as an agricultural 
population is directly interested, and in which, thereforejyto use the words of 
my hon’ble friend Mr. Kristodds Pal, the solution * involves the life-problom 
of the people’ of the country. 

“Most who have preceded me have spoken as to the necessity for legislation. 
The statement made by the hon’ble and learned member in bis opening address, 
tihe retnarks which fell from the Hon’ble Kristodds Pal aud the facts brought 
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forward by the bon*ble member .Major Baring confirm that necessity ; and, if 
anything further was needed, it would be found in the annexure to the Govern- 
ment of Bengal’s letter of the 21st July, 1881, which shows tliat, for the last ten 
years at least, a general revision of the substantive portions of the rent law 
has been regarded as inevitable, and has been advoeated by every section of the 
agricultural community, including prominently the British Indian Association, 
which represents the zaminddrs of Bengal. This call for a revision of the 
Rent Code has, I admit, not found expression only among those who claimed 
for the raiyat a clearer and wider declaration of his rights and privileges, but 
has been pressed as often and as strongly by those who demanded, in the 
interests of the zamfnddrs, a simple procedure for the collection of rents, and 
the ab^fogation of sections which interfered with enhancement. Before Act^ 
X had been veiy’ long in force, in 1861, Sir B. Peacock raised objections to 
section 6 of that Act, on the gipund that, in these permanently-settled dis- 
tricts, the rights of occupancy had been improperly enlarged ; and, in the 
amendment to the law proposed by Sir William Muir a year or two later, the 
same objection was taken, in the view that the law of 1859 was unreasonably 
adverse to the proprietors of the North-Western Provinces. The demand, too, 
upon Government to reopen and examine the question as a whole is enforced 
again, not by isolated facts of a similar chai’acter from one j)art of this vast 
Province, hut upon dilferent and varying facts of a disturbing.kind from every 
part of the Province. If tlu; raiyats of tlie Eastern districts have leanit (mainly, 

I insist, by the exactions and oj)pressions practised upon them) the power they 
possessed in unions and combinations to resist the encroachments of the land- 
lords and their agents, and liavc carried their opposition so far as to justify the 
plea of the zaminddrs that the refusal to i)ay the ordinary and regulated 
rents required the intervention of the legislature ; if the agrarian disturbances 
in Bdkirganj, Maimansingh, and notably in Pabnd, disclosed the strained 
and hostile relations which existed between landlords and tenants, calling for 
special police arrangements for the preservation of the peace, what are we to 
say to the gross abuses which prevailed throughout Orissa, where specially, by 
the exaction of illegal cesses, the raiyats arc described as the most imi)overished 
and oi)pressed tenantry in India ? and what are we to say to the systematized 
ignoring and nullification of the law in Bihdr, because the cultivators were 
ignorant of their rights, and were subjected to the universal jugglery with 
holdings in the jamabandi papers, thus leading to the continual shifting of 
the raiyats from their lands, to prevent the accrual of the right of occupancy ? 
In that part of the country, too, the peculiar system of tlukdddri assignments, 
and the quasi-fcudal compulsion of indigo cultivation, gave additional cause 
for fear, inasmuch as all ofididal enquiries tended to show that the whole condi- 
tions of agricultural life in Bihdr were precarious in the extreme, notwith- 
standing the existence of a large and indxistrious population, of a fertile soil and 
of many advantages of climate and position ; so that; as the official report of 
the day said, ‘ the people who plough and sow, and who ought to reap, have 
not a reasonable assurance as to the fruits of their industry.’ All these wei'e 
indications of a kind demanding the interference of the Executive Government, 
and we find through the whole of this period, which extended to some ten or 
twelve years, that successive Lieutenant-Governors of this Province, brought 
to deal with the excited state of the country which these revelations disclosed, 
attempted, each in his turn, to provide by legislation for a modification of the 
evils. There is little doubt that radical remedial measures would have been 
adopted at a much earlier period, if many disturbing circumstances in the 
country, and especially the famine in Bihdr and other places, ■ had not 
necessarily diverted immediate attention from the subject ; and when at last, 
in Sir Ashley Eden’s administration, recourse was had to legislation, and then 
mainly in relief of the zaminddr for the speedier recovery of his rents, it was 
found that, in every different branch of this large and complicated subject, the 
controversies were so great, and the differences of opinion were so wide, that 
nothing satisfactory coidd be effected without a thorough re-examination of 
' the questions connected with ejectment, distraint, instalments and deposits of 
rent, transferability of tenure and the numerous incidents involved in sub- 
letting, It was thus clear that the matter of the entire revision of the existing 
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Bent Code had to be faced. Hence the Commissions in Bihdr and, at a later 
period, in Bengal, and the amalgamation of the two proceedings with the one 
report upon which the late Lieutenant-Governor based his pro[)osals, and upon 
wliich the Government of India submitted their vuiwa to the Secretary of State. 
The outcome is the Bill which we are now called upon to consider. I am sure 
no one, even looking at the mass of correspondence and reports Avln'eli these 
volumes contain, can fail to see that it has been examined and discussed and 
reviewed, both officially and non -officially, with an industry, research and 
ability which fcAv subjects have ever received even in this country. Ollioial in- 
vestigations have throughout been assisted vei*y much by the ind(?peiidcut lahoui’s 
of the Famine Commission, and, if I may be allowed to cxpr(?ss now my hearty 
general concurrence in the measure presented to us, it is in the conviction that, 
while the right of the occupancy raiyat is maintained on the prescription Avhich 
the twelve years’ rule of Act X of 1 861) established, provision has been made to en- 
able the raiyat to maintain thati'ight, to be certified exactly of t he amount which 
he has to pay for it, lo resist illegal distr.aint, illegal cesses and illegal enhance- 
ments, not simply by the clearer dccharalions of the law, but by the power which 
the Bill confers to secure the survey of every estate and the record of every 
right upon it. 

“ 1 think wo all agree that it would be impossible, on an occasion like thj^ 
to enter upon any minute examination of the details of this measure. 

“It is a large, hold and comprehensive measure; but it has yet to undergo, I 
am glad to know, the careful scrutiny of a Select Committee, and perhajis ivhat 
is of more imporlancc, before it reaches the Select Committi'c it has to pass 
the ordeal of a more thorough ci’iticism at the bands, not only of t' e experienced 
and able ollicers of GoA'cmment, but of those who directly arc interested in the 
laud, and whom it will more immediately concern. If the general lu’lnciplos 
of the Bill bo aceci)ted, and the vote of to-day Avill affirm that point, I have no 
doubt, wlicntho Select Committee begm to consider it in November next, and 
further, when the Select Committee have tiuished their labours, avc shall find the 
Bill changed and improved very much in its diction, definitions and, jiossibly to 
some degree, in its principles, by the attention ivliicli a wide collective opinion 
Avill bring to bear ujion its contents. I am not careful, tluneforc, to folloiv the 
example which some of the previous spi'akers in Council have set, of examining 
the precise details of its sections and chajiters ; and I will limit my observations to 
the two principal features which seem to me to mai’k, in an especial manner, this 
new legislation, namely, the resolution of the (lovemment to give a clear and 
established prominence to the fixity of tenure, including, thereby, a limitation 
of rents, and the freedom of transfer, and, secondly, to secure that result, not by 
the declarations of the law alone, but by the poiver also of enforcing those 
declarations by executive action. Perhaps the jirinciplc of the position wdiich 
the proposed Bill has now most prominently assorted is that the raiyat Avith the 
right of occupancy must hereafter be regarded as a co-partner in the land which 
he occupies and cultivates. To the extent of his holding, he is to enjoy powers 
and privileges which, whatever the past policy or practice in dillerent parts of 
the country may have been, thczamindar will be bound to respecd. ’J’hc pmeti- 
cal enforcement and recognition of this position Avill depend, not only, as here- 
tofore, upon what the law declares (for experience b.as too clearly shoAim that is 
insufficient), but upon the executive ascertainment and record of the fact. I 
can quite imagine that it may be difficult for the zarnfnddr to accept this pro- 
posal without demur, for his claim has alw'ays been to an absolutt; proprict or- 
sliip, in which the right is put forward in one shape or another to do what he 
likes with his own. But, subject to the conditions that Ave are dealing here 
with the raiyat whom, in my judgment, the old Regulations of 175)3 alone at- 
tempted to protect, who rejoiced then in the name of the khiidkdaht raiyat, and 
who was established as the resident raiyat with the right of' occupancy in the 
Act of 1869, I believe myself that such a raiyat has as strong a claim to the help 
of the Government and of the law to maintain and secure him in his 2iosition 
as long as he pays his rent, as the zamlnddr has to be maintained and secured 
in his estate as long as he pays his revenue. The contention of the Govern- 
ment here is, I think, unassailable. It is supported by the positive declaration 
of the Regulation of 1793 which affirmed the Permanent Settlement ; it is 
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proved by its survival through all the controversies and struggles of more than 
half a century, up to 1859, and this against the always increasing predominance 
of the zaminddi'l influence, and, I may truly add, of the culpable negligence of the 
•Government tlivoughout tliat period : and it is established definitely, notwith- 
standing the strongest opposition from the zamindars all over the country, by 
the substantive declarations of Act X of that year. 

“ It seems to mo that it would be utterly unreasonable to attempt now to go 
behind the law of 1859. If, as your Tjordship is aware, I have contended 
strenuously in the past discussions on the subject, that the legislators of 1859 
were justified, under all tlie circumstances of the case, in fixing the status of a 
raiyat with a right of occupancy bjw^the twelve years* prescription, and that it 
would be unreasonable and inequitable to extend the benefits and privileges of 
the rjght of occiq)£mcy to every raiy.at in the country, on the theory that Act X 
was a mistake, and that tbe hitcutions of Lord Cornwallis and his advisors . 
included all raiyats in their benevolent protection, I am equally urgent in tl^e 
pres ent case that w,e_ cannot gj) back up on any discussi on as |q i^eflio r the 

S anev r igiit and s uch nrivilca-es as it carries with it must be lim ite d, bv th e 
sed jalcniiqn oFLor d Cornwallis an d SmlStcgulations of if^. to lho_few

The despatch of the Government of India showed .that their aim was, 
in recognition of the constitutional claims of the raiyats, to provide tliat ‘ the 
great body of cultivators shall bo rtistored to the position Avhhdi they held under 
the ancient law and custom of the country,’ and it is seen from the reply which 
the Secretary of State has given to that despatch that the object could be 
attained by the rnaintonanceof the principle of tlio twelve years’ rule, as support- 
ing the distinction deeply rooted in tins feelings and customs of the people, not 
only in Bengal, but in most parts of India, between the resident or permanent, 
and the non-resident or temporary, cultivator. In the justice and wisdom of this 
decision 1 most corditilly concur; because, wh(5ther we look at the case fi*om the 
position of the Government in 1793, or the position of Government in 1859, the 
rule laid down in the last-nam(;d y<^ar has always appeared to mo a just and 
equitable adjustment of the question, though I am ready to admit that, in some 
ros})ect§, it must bo regarded as a compromise. 1 suspect that our judgment is 
W'arpod too frequently in this matter by the tendency of looking upon present 
circumstances from the stand point of a veu’y remote and dill'crent period. It 
Inis been urged more than once in this debate, and it is beyond dispute, that the 
position of landlords and tenants was in 1793-91 altogether different from that 
of the present day. In Lord Cornwallis’ time, there was more land than there 
wore people to till it. Tbe competition was amongtho landlords for tenants, and 
not among the tenants for laud. Under such conditions, every cultivator was 
welcome to clear the Avastes. lie was welcome, further, to remain upon his 
holding as long as he pleased ; and, so far fi*om eviction and enhancement being 
in vogue, the rivalry between landloi'ds Avas to attract people to their zamindari 
by more favourable terms than Avere recognized under the pargana rates. As 
the Permanent Settlement receded, and the jnessurc of population upon the soil 
increased, this condition of things Aims very gradually reversed. The peace and 
order of British rule helped to promote the change. In Bengal (the Lower 
Provinces) , Avars, and oven violent disturbances, have for long ceased. Pestilences 
and famines are yearly bi’ought more under control, and the result has been an 
enormous increase of the population. According to the computations of the last 
census, it may be said that during the last century the population of Bengal has 
increased three-fold. But all this Avhilc the actual area of"the land has stood 
still, and the surjdus population, dependent almost entirely upon agriculture 
for its livelihood, has been forced either to fall back on inferior soils, or to 
crowd each other Avithin the old margin of tillage. Both these processes have 
taken place, and both processes have led, by the operation.of economic laws, to 
an increase of rent. As far as can bo ascertained, the Government of the coun- 
try never took any practical steps to act up to its earlier reservations in favour 
of the cultivator. Indeed, such interference as it did exercise was in the direc- 
tion of the right of the landlord to enhance rents (Regulation V of 1812), and by 
the sale laws of 1811 and 1815 to declare his power of eviction of all but the 
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settled resident cultivators. It was only when, some twenty-five years ago, .the 
oppressions of the landlords threatened an agrarian revolution that the Clovem- 
ment stepped in by a legislative enaetment to arrest the natural increase of rent 
in Bengal, and the result was the land law of 1859. 

“ It is the fashion now-a-days to disparage the value of Act X of 1869 ; 
though, when it was passed, it was recognized as the Magna Cliarta of the 
raiyats. It is talked of now as a very inadequate instalment of what was due 
to the peasantry ; and its imperfections and defects are imputed to its limitation 
of the benefits of the right of occupancy to a particular class of tenants, while 
the zaminddrs have always condemned and opposed it as an infringement of the 
Permanent Settlement. Here again, it s«ems to me, we ignore the position and 
circumstances with which the Government and the legislature had to deal when 
it undertook the rent legislation of that year. The fact is that, whereas nineiy 
years ago the State divested itself of most of its rights as landlords, and created a 
proprietary body, and although it very carefully reserved to itself the power 
to take such measures as might seem expedient for the protection of the 
raiyats, no kind of attempt was made to act upon that reservation hy a 
positive definition or declaration of the right till 1859. In that inteiwal 
of sixty-six years, that is, between 1793 and 1859, while the proprietary body 
grew in strength and prospered in wealth, village cominuuitujs perished, the 
* pargana rates ’ (by which the assessment of the resident cultivator’s rent 
was limited) disappeared, and almost every vestige of the (jonstitutional "claims 
of the peasantry ^if over such existed beyond a small privileged class) was lost 
in the usurpations and encroachments of the landlords. In that interval, all 
that Govemnient had ever done was to confirm and consolidate the position of 
the zamindtirs as absolute owners of the land. They had done so by their legis- 
lation and hy their executive orders and arrangements. The zaminddrs were 
made every year more and more responsible for the p(*ace and order of the dis- 
tricts in which their estates were situated.' They had to supply provisions for 
the military expeditions and marches of troops passing through their pro- 
perties ; they had to maintain at their own cost the rural constabulary required 
for the public tranquillity; they weio chargeable at their own expense for the 
performance of many duties which, if they relieved the Government, enhanced 
the zamindar’s influence and independence; and, while the zamindar’s power 
grew and strengthened, the rights of the cultivators of the soil gradually dimi- 
nished, and almost disappeared. This is no exaggeration of the state of things 
upon which the rejit law of 1859 supervened. Feudalism on the one side, 
serfdom on the other, was the problem Governmcjit bad to deal with, and that 
in a case in which its most solemn pledges had been given for securing to the 
cultivators their rights and the enjoyment of the fruits of their industry. I 
cannot desci’ibe the position more efl'ectively than in the words which Sir 
William Muir used, when considering the amendment of the law some six years 
later. 

‘There is’, he wrote, ‘a very general consent th.at in the Native state of things, the 
resident raiynt, simply as such, is throughout the Continent of India p<).s.ses.sed, as a rule, of a 
right of hereditary occupancy at the customary rates of the vicinity. This may easily ho con- 
ceived as the normal condition <'f the cultivator, where there is no proprietary right, properly 
socalle<l; or where the zuraiiidar and village communities possess (as under Native rule) the 
proprietary right only in their own fields, and the reinaiiidcr have merely the right of manage, 
ment. But the question arises whether such a condition is cornpatihlo witli the system under 
which wo have recognized a pniprictary right in the zamiudars over the entire area of their 
estates, or have conferred it upon strangers. It is true that the proprietary riglit has nowhere 
Ijecn created without the stipulation that all other rights existing by the custom of the country 
shall bo maintained. Everywhere the suhordinate rights in tlie soil have been strictly 
guaranteed. But it is conceivable that a right iminediutoly uceruiiig from the simple occupa- 
tion of land, — when that land is claimed by no proprict, or, —should nor accrue, at least so 
simply and easily, where a proprietary title in the laud already vests in nuother. The change 
of circumstances would naturally require, at any rate, a lougur i^d stronger prescription. 
PVom the proprietor’s point of view, it has been urged that no hereditary title can accrue at all 
by prescription subsequent to the creation of his property. From the niij'iit’s point of view, 
it is urged that the title of the resident cultivator is one of the subordinate rights which the 
Government has bound itself to maintaiu, us before, inviolate. Every shade of opinion exists 
between these extreme views. The doubt and difReulty surrounding the question has arisen 
from the natural endeavour of the British Government to combine the benefits of a full pro- 
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prietary title with the maintenance of the rights of cultivators as customary throughovit the 
country. 

' In the course of time this question was answered, hut very indefinitely, by enactments 
recognizing the privilege of hereditary occupancy, as created, no longer by simple residence, 
but by residence of long duration. Long residence was held to confer the old hereditary right 
of the country. Hut no attempt was made till the passing of Act X of 1859 to define by law 
what precise length of residence was requisite for the purpose. 

^ The first draft of that Act contained a provision which constituted three years as the 

term of prescription for a resident raiyat.* The section was 
criticised on the one hand as loo narrow, because confining the 
privilege to ^ resident^ raiyals ; on the otlier as too wide, because 
not requiring a longer period to establish the prescriptive right. 
A general consciit of opinion was found to prevail, both in the 
North-Western Provinces and Bengal, that twelve years would be 
a more ap[»ropriale term j and that was, accordingly, adopted in 
section 6 al^olutcly and without reference to residence.'

“ Now this twelve yciars’ prescription was no arbitrarily selected period. It 
was originally proposed that a -three years’ rule should be made as the term of 
prescription for a resident raiyat. It is observable that the search was always 
for that which would most fairly and accurately describe the resident raiyat, be- 
cause it was to the resident raiyat, and to him alono, that any ancient privi- 
leges and rights appertained. But the enquiries of the time most clearly 
established that a twelve years’ prescription would more appropriately define the 
class to whom the benefits should bo declared by the law. I think, therefore, 
myself we should liave committed .a great error if wc had given up this rule of 
twelve years. It has now been in force for nearly a quarter of a century, and is 
generally understood and acco 2 )ted, and we cannot lightly ignore what I believe 
to bo the long recognised custom of the country, sanctioned by the iiolicy and 
laws of the (Joveniment. 


“frequently we have heard in the course of this discussion that the zamindSr 
considers it a great grievance that facilities should he afforded for the accrual 
of the right. N ow, I have luivcr been able to understand on what motivti, except 
that of an immediate temporary gain, the znmindars have insisted on any right 
of unlimited enlumcemeiit, or of the prevention of the growth of the right of 
occupancy. Certainly, it is a very short-sighted policy, and whenever it has been 
practised by the high-Jiaudediiess of the zaminddr, it has found its retribution 
in a hostile tenantry, in combinations and leagues to repudiate rents altogether, 
and, when times of scarcity or famine come, in the utter ruin and desolation of 
the peasantry, on whose exertions dojHJud the effective cultivation of the soil and 
the payment of tho'rent to which the zanunddr looks for his income. Let me 
read to you the description of a peasantry whose rights in these directions have 
been rcsi)ceted. We had to mako enquiries the other day into the question of 
the prpi)aration of the table of rates, and through the courtesy of the Mahdrdja 
of Lumraon, ono of the areas selected was a portion of his property in the 
Shahdhdd Di8tri<?t. llcgarding this, the Collector of the ’ District, Mr. Nolan, 
wrote as follows : — 


‘ The peculiftvity o£ the selected trnet is, that it is cultivated by raiyats of whom a con- 
siderahlc piojuM-tion have these ijuzaslha rights, while nearly all have occupancy rights, and 
that the same leniencj’ of the landlord which permitted such privileges to grow up and eoutinue 
has prevented him from generally enhancing rents on other lands. It is not, therefore, a good 
example of the general condition of the district, and I objcctiri to its selection for these 
enijnirics, on tlie ground that it was not typical, and that there was no prevailing rate. But, 
if in these resiwets it affords less information than could be wished, its condition is worthy of 
the attention of the framers of the Bill on other grounds. It is the object of some of the 
framers of the present Bill to secure fur the raiyats of Bengal, as a body, rights of occupancy at 
mwleralc rents, which, they contend, would insure superior cultivation'^hrough the improve- 
ments to be expected from those who enjoy security of title, a certain prosperity in ordinary 
times, with the credit necessary to enable eullivatora to tide over periods of famine, without 
1>ecotning a burden on the taxes, and which would also, it is urged, tend to give to the tenants 
the independeuee and munliuess of character geuernlly found among peasant proprietors. Or 
the other hand, there ai-c many who believe that low rents and security end in sloth, the sale 
of the land to speculators, and in the end to sub-lctting at a rack-rent. It would be most 
important to ascertitin whether, in the selected tract, the conditions which it is proposed to 
create elsewhere have led to the yesults anticipated by the one school or the other. 

' I think that there can be no doubt on such a (jncstion. Sub-letting is not unknown in 
Bhoj pur, and some of the cultivators ai-e in debt; but these are exceptional cases. The 
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general rule is that the raiyats cultivate their own lands with their own small capital, and, 
where they sell their holdings, it is to others of their own class. Their industry is marked 
and has resulted in the clearing of the jungle with which much of the land was covered fifty 
years ago, and the creation of a cultivated area as well planted with fruit trees, as well irrigated 
from wells, and as well fenced, as any 1 have seen in India. No one can encamp for a day in 
the tract without being struck with its exceptional prosperity, which contrasts strongly with 
the backward state of three parts of the district in which rents are high and occupancy rights 
unknown. The credit of the cultivators is so good that, as you informed me, they generally 
borrow at the rate of twelve per cent., that is, on as good terms as their landlord. There would, 
tlMsreforc, be no anxiety whatever as to their surviving without assistance a period of ordinary 
famine. As to their character, the objection I generally hear to it is that it is too manly and 
independent. The Bhojpiir wrestlers have a name throughout the country, and every man 
carries the large Bhojpur Idihi^ which he can use with great skill. They are equally ready to 
defend themselves in law Courts with which the complication of rights inseparable from any 
system where the majority possess interest in land has rendered them familiar. I have always 
found them oj>en, communicative, ready to deal or to serve, and their honesty is proved by tne 
low rate of interest demanded from them ; but they have another side of their character for 
any one who attempts to oppress them. 

' I think that these facts should be brought to the notice of Government as having a 
certain bearing on the general policy of the Bill. In the area to which your enquiries are 
eontined, it would, I submit, appear that rights of oceupaucy at easy rents have been followed 
by comparative industry and prosperity, and with their usual effects in the moral character of 
those who enjoy them. 

^ With regard to your remark that the low rents may be duo to mismanagement, I may 
say that it has been the misfortune of the Indian raiyats that so many have considered the 
raising of rents a proof of business ability. In this instaiuje, the raiyats have not, as in most 
estates, been transferred from one purchaser at an auction sale to another, until they fell into the 
hands of some speculator in land who could enhance the old rents to excess. They remain under 
the Dumraon family, who have owned the land for centuries. That such a family, wealthy 
even with existing rents, should have allowed them to remain at a rate consistent with the 
happiness and prosperity of the dcpcinleuts, 1 consider a proof ot excellent management, and 
])reKUtno it was under such an impression that Government conferred titles on the late Mabardj^ 
and the present manager. 1 think the Baja must be better off, surrounded by coniciitcd and 
loyal i)easantry, than be would bo if bis family increased their income at the expense of 
alienating the feelings of their tenantry, as others have done. I do not say this as imputing 
an opposite view to you, but because 1 think it of real importance that, in any public corrcspoii- 
dence, conduct which contributes to the haj)piness of the country should be recognized. The 
opinion of the older families, as to wbethiT they should respect their own good traditions in this 
respect, may be r<*presented as wavering under the influence of the example of the new auction 
purchasers, and an im]iression that (Joverument regarded their leniency as weakness and 
mismanagement would have a bad affect.^ 

“ I cannot help thinking that tlicre is a great deal in this rather long extract 
wliich I have read from a district report, w Inch is pregnant with facts wiiich the 
zaminddrs of the country Avould he wise to lay to heart. If they do so, wo may 
realize the hope of a successful adoption and practical application of a measure 
which, in its primary object of securing fixity of tenure on reasonable and 
equitable rents, will give to the country a contented, peaceable and thriving 
agricultural community. 

“Now, my Lord, to come to my second point. I am free to confess that, in 
my belief, the enactment of even such a liberal measure as that now before 
vour Lordsliip’s Council will not produce these desirable results, if unsupplc- 
mented by executive action of a kind to which I think hardly sufiicient atten- 
tion has been paid in the course of this debate. I am very glad to find from 
Mr. Evans’ remarks that he is quite in accord with me on tliis matter. If there 
be any who Ihink that the rights of the many millions of people who subsist on 
the soil of Bengal can be defined and secured by the enunciation of inflexible 
rules of law ; if there be any wdio, heedless of the lessons of the past, trust for 
the welfare of the community to the resolutions of this Council alone, I cer- 
tainly am not of them, llathcr, I am among those who believe that, in such a 
momentous undertaking as this Council is now concerned with, the battle is 
but half won wlicn the legislators’ work has been successfully accomplished 
He only reaps the full fruits of victory who pushes his advantage ; and, unhap- 
pily, the history of this Council is not free from cases, wherip legislative successes 
not follow’^ed up by executive action have resulted in administrative^ failure. 
By the Bill now before us, the declaration of liberal principles in dealing with 
rent, and the recognition of tenant-right, have been carried, if I do not say too 
far, certainly as far as the circumstances of the case demand ; but I have no 
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hesitation in asserting that, if the Government of Bengal were to rest satisfied 
with the sanction which the Bill, when passed into law, will confer on these 
principles, this controversy woufd in a very few years be re-opened afresh, with 
far slighter chances of a peaceable solution than now exist. We cannot alter 
^he state of the country, nor amend the abuses of generations, by a stroke of 
the pen. The utmost that tliis Council can do is, by wise legislation, to create 
a tendency towards improvement, which, if followed up by well directed and 
persistent executive action, may, in course of time, lead to better things. This 
Bill undoubtedly possesses potentialities for good. But so did Act X of 
1869 in the opinion of all the able men who assisted at its enactment. If this 
Bill, a quarter of a century hence, is not to be exposed to the animadversions 
levelled to-day at Act X, then the Government of Bengal must adopt active 
measures to enforce its provisions. It must, by a detailed record of rights and 
liabilities of all interested in the land, provide against the continuance and re- 
newal'of abuses which now weigh on the springs of industry and check the 
prosperity of this Province. Su'eb a record-of -rights is no new panacea for the 
agrarian difl&culties by which we arc now surrounded, neither is it an untried ex- 
periment. In his Minute of’ the 8th December, 1789, Sir John Shore recom- 
mended such a procedure to Lord Cornwallis, who, though acting, as all know, 
from the most benevolent motives, unfortunately rejected the counsels of his 
sagacious adviser. That Lord Cornwjillis’s rejection of Sir John Shore’s 
advice was unfortunate most men now admit ; for, wherever circumstances have 
sinbe permitted of the enforcement of the principles then advocated by Sir John 
Shore, whether in permanently or temporarily settled estates, such enforcement 
has been followed by complete success. Wherever it has been ignored, difilcul- 
tics and troubles have been the consequence. I find some apposite illustrations 
of these circumstances in the papers now before the Council. For instance, in a 
letter from the Collector of Gluizipur, dated 16th December, 1881 (written in 
answer to some enquiries originated by the llevenue and Agricultural Depart- 
ment of the Government of India), the following important passage occurs : — 

‘ We have had a rccord-oE-rights (in the Ghazipur district) for the last forty years, which, 
though prepared with extreme haste, has been throughout that period the touchstone of all 
rights. So far as tenant-right is concerned it is incontrovertible, for there is nothing to pro- 
duce to contradict it. Both zamind^rs and tenants ap|>eal to it on all occasions as to the ulti- 
mate criterion <»f the rights. With regard to village houndaries, the details of the plan then 
adopted left an opening for a good deal of vexations litigation, which is not quite yet extinct. 
As to proprietary right, the record is not very full, although it was in this direction that the 
greater nnmhcr of contests arose during its preparation. On the other hand, the said record, 
prepanal hy Messrs. C. Raikes atid W. Vynyard in 1810-41, has been the salvation of the 
tenants’ rights, especially of those who claim to hold at fixed rates.’ 

“ That, my Lord, is evidence of undoubted authenticity. Comparing the 
state of affairs in Ghdzipur, a permanently-settled district, as described by that 
evidence, with the state of affairs in the adjoining district of Sdran, as de- 
scribed in the rent papers, the difference at once challenges our attention, and pro- 
claims the efi&cacy of the procedure which can compass such admirable results. 

“ Nor is the testimony of facts wanting in Bengal itself to the same effect : 

‘ Had a woi*k of the sort’, says Sir Henry Ricketts, referring to tho settlement of Katak, 
‘ never been accomplished, there might l)c misgivings and hesitation before commencing such an 
undertaking. But such a work has been accomplished, and the success has been greater than was 
expecte<l, even by those who expended most. Freviously to the settlement of Katak, the 
Province deteriorated each year, the people were discontented and embarrassments and ditlicul- 
tics increased. Since the settlement, the Province has flourished, the inhabitants have been 
among tho most ])caceful and well disposed of our subjects ; there has been less agitation than 
in any other part of the Empire. Let Bengal be treated in precisely the same manner, and 
there is no reason why there should not be the same result.’ 

The passage I have now quoted was written tjvcnty years ago ; and it was 
written by a gentleman, one of the ablest rcvenue-oflBiccrs in the country, who 
was the author of the settlement and who had a parental fondness for his work. 
But there was the fatal fault in Katak, that no proper provision was made for 
the maintenance of the record, nnd the result was what we find described 
in the 9th paragraph of the Government of Indias’ despatch of the 21st March, 
1881, namely, the loss of all the advantages by the utter failure to keep up the 
records in order and accuracy. 
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** If it be, as it ought to be, an admitted principle of revenue admiuM- 
tration in India, that the rights of the seveial classes interested in the 9oU 
shall be expressly declared and recorded by some method or other, in docu> 
ments accessible to all, then it must be confessed that the revenue administra* 
tion of this Presidency is defective. Settlement proceedings, involving records- 
of-rights, secure in many portions of India that essential condition of agricul- 
tural prosperity, but there is no such assurance in Bengal. Having rejected 
the wise counsels of Sir John Shore, to which I have already alluded, the 
framers of the Permanent Settlement sought to secure the objects at which he 
aimed — objects recognized by them, as well as by him, to be of the utmost im- 
portance — by inculcating the necessity of an interchange of lease and counter- 
part between zamind^r and raiyat. How far they were successful, even when 
an interchange was ejBfectcd, the case ‘ from real life ’ cited by my hon’ble 
friend Mr, Ilbert, when introducing this Bill, will satisfy the Council ; and I 
am afraid what lie has brought forward is only illustrative of what takes place 
in many portions of this Province. This is how the case stands — 1 . quote from 
the report of a respectable pleader, himself a zamindar, which the Council will 
find among the Bihar papers : — 

* The law entitles the lUhdn ruiyal to a patta and receipts, yet he seldom, if ever, gets 
any. The law declares the exaction of abwaba as illegal, yet how numerous and heavy are the 
abwdhs that we xamfnddrs exact from him.’ 

“ My hon’blc friend Major Baring gives us a very instructive list of the 
irregular cesses levied in Bengal. The quotation proceeds — 

‘ His hereditary tenures are altogether exempted by law from liability to enhancement 
yet how, at csicli stage in the transfer of the zainfndarf, and how easily, when he sets np his 
head against ns, we, witliont regard to law and justice, add something to it every j'car. The 
law protects him against cjcctinent, yet how often without any (effective) opposition from him, 
or without resorting to law and procedure, we turn him out of his and his father’s land. It 
is illegal and a criminal offence to extort rent from him by duress, yet our gumdshlas (agents) 
and lierahUs (runners) sit at the door of his house preventing egress and ingress, and deprive 
him of the use of the village well (the writer might have added of every other convenience of 
life) until ho i)ays off our rent. Ilow frequently, for the same purpose, we bring him to our 
Kachahri and detain him there against his will till be satisfies our demands.’ 

" Such, from the lips of a Native zamlnddr, appears to be a faithful account 
of what happens in many portions of Bihar, where no written contracts arc 
exchanged; and, if Bengal claims exemption from such an indictment, I would 
point to a register of petitions from raiyats to Government (a copy of which 
I hold in my hand), showing that every form of complaint of oppression and 
illegalities has been represented to Government from every part of the country. 

“ I might, with tixtraets of a similar character, detain this Council for 
many houi’S longer, but each later fact would be in substance but a repeti- 
tion of e«ich earlier one, and all would point to the same conclusion, namely, 
that no matter how excellent and liboiuL the rights provided for by a law may 
be for such a population as we have to take count of, it cannot be doubted 
that, until a record-of-rights shall have been completed, the peasantry will, to 
use Sir John Strachey’s nmrds, ‘ remain the victim of chicanery and oppression, 
and that our Courts will be systematically made use of for the perpetration of 
injustice.’ ‘ We shall probably,’ says Sir George Campbell in 1873, ‘ have the 
whole of the real question in our hands, if we make an attempt to settle any 
considerable part of it ; and we shall scarcely bo able to stop till we have made a 
settlement of Bengal, adjusted and recorded all rights and all incidents of 
tenure, and created a machinery for perpetuating and continuing tlie record-of- 
rights and keeping accounts by public officers under a system such as the 
framers of the Permanent Settlement designed, but their successors wholly 
abandoned, — a very long, difficult and expensive, but a necessary, process it 
will be.’ Long it undoubtedly will, and expensive it may, be, though not so 
expensive as some may think. But the duration and the cost will be as 
nothing compared with the manifold blessings such a measure would confer on 
this Province. It will be a permanent possession-, restoring peace and preserving 
peace ; for, thenceforward, all will know that nothing can be gained by disagree- 
ment. Your Lordship will, therefore, understand what high value I place on 
those provisions of the Bill which provide for a field survey, a settlement of 
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rents and record«of-rights, and how anxious I am that those provisions should 
be hedged round with no needless limitations. 

“ So far, my Lord, I have dealt with the main points of principle to which 
in ^ my opinion especial attention is necessary. I have not attempted to enter 
upon any discussion of the details of the Bill. In my judgment, the Select 
Committee must do that after the full consideration the measure will receive 
during the next few months. But I cannot help saying that, as at present 
advised, I am unable to accept the i)rovisions of cliapter VIII of the Bill, 
which bears upon the question of compensation for improvements and for 
disturbance. I think, too, thougli I myself have suggested a twenty per cent, 
limitation, that it may be impossible to enforce a uniform limitation of that 
kind in all parts of the Province, and the proposal, I understand, is only 
suggested tentatively^ and will come up for the full deliberation of those 
who will have to consider the Bill in Select Committee. So also with the 
chapter dealing with the procedure for tlic realization of rents ; it requires in 
my opinion very mixch more examination than it has yet received. In 
India, it is said, as in Ireland, it lias been too much the custom to as- 
sume that the landholder is exclusively to blame for the existing state of 
things as regards the generally unsatisfactory condition of the agricultural 
districts ; but, whUe the wrongs of the raiyats are freely discussed, the case of the 
landlord is hardly ever thought of ; and yet there is a zaminddri side to the 
question, wdiicli it is impossible to ignore. I know that the landlords of these 
i*rovinccs have been very often to blame ; many of them deal harshly with their 
tenants, and but few have done much to imju’ove their estates. Prom all, 
however, that has come out in the published papers, it is certain that remedial 
measures in the interests of the tenants must be accomi)anied by some provi- 
sions to secure the interest of landlords as well. The existing system of coer- 
cive processes, Jind the agency through whom they are served, requires thorough 
reform. The execution of decrees for instance, w'hicth is a most important 
part of the process for realizing the demand, is inonioicntly directed. The 
whole of this branch of the subject is of extreme importance, both from the 
zaminddr*s and the Government point of view. The Government is the posses- 
sor of large estates of its own, which it manages through its own oflicers, and 
any means to Jacilitate the collodion of rent xvill l)e of great advantage. But 
the importance of the uiatler goes further, and it is otic which has an especial 
interest for the Piuancial Member, that tlie Government depends for its 
revenue upon the punctual payment of tlu? rout to the zamindar. If we 
cannot give facilities for the realization of one, we incur some risk of losing 
the other. 

“ It remains to me, my Lord, to refer to one other point, and that is the 
statements which my hon’ble friend Mr, Kristodas Pal made yesterday in 
reference to the kabuliyat to Avhieh the llon’ble Mr. llbert took excep- 
tion in his opening sixeech. I understood my hon’bje friend to say that 
the kabiiliyat xvhich fell under censure was simply a reproduction of the 
form of kabuliyat which the Government used on its own estates, and 
that, at any rate, any censure which might bn passed on the zamindar 
must fall in the same measure on the shoulders of the Government and its offi- 
cers. I am not hero to defend the Government, as an immaculate uody which 
is above susj)icion, much less to defend all tluj mistakes of my predecessors. 
But I nnilly do not think, when wo come to examine the matter, that my hon’- 
blc friend has in this instance made out any case for condemnation of Govern- 
ment. I may say that, before this subject w'as referred to in this Council, I had 
heard something about it from an anonymous petition which I received on the 
subject. As a rule I do not deal with anonymous petitions, except to throw them 
into the waste-jxaper basket ; but the statements made on this occasion were so 
very definite with reference to the alleged malpractices of an officer of Govern- 
ment in his dealings with his raiyats, that 1 thought it my duty to ask the Col- 
lector of the Twenty- four Pai^anas whether tliere was any truth in the charge 
which the anonymous writer had brought to notice, namely, that a criminal in- 
formation had been laid against the agent of the zaminddr on a charge of cheat- 
ing, and that several cases were pending in the Courts regarding these particular 
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kabtiliyats. The reply which I got from the Collector was that the statements 
were quite true, and that the raiyats had a strong case. It was alleged that the 
kabdliyat given to the raiyats was entirely different from the arrangement which 
had been made between the parties pending the exchange of agreements ; that 
this charge had been tried and had fallen through ; but, as the writer of the 
anonymous petition said, not from entire disproof of the correctness of the 
charge of cheating, but from want of sufficient proof for a conviction. 

“ Now, as regards the Hon’ ble Mr. Kristod^ PdUs statement in respect to 
the condemned kabtiliyats, that they differ in a small degree only from similar 
documents issued by the Government, I have taken some pains to ascertain what 
the facts were. The facts are these : Sir R. Temple having wished to encourage 
the exchange of patt4s and kabtiliyats, and to facilitate the general registration 
of such documents, caused a form of pattS to be prepared which would contain 
all the ordinary stipulations in such cases, togSther with those of an exceptional 
nature. A printed form, general in its application, it was thought, would save 
all parties a great deal of trouble, and would secure other advantages. The 
form was not put forward as a perfect form, which the Government, if it could 
have its way, would have always enforced. The object was chiefly to facilitate 
registration, and as such a form must provide for a diversity of customs in 
various districts, it consequently embraced some provisions which were contra- 
■ dictory ; and when his hon’ble friend quoted the eleventh provision in the form as 
being discreditable to the Government, he ought in fairness to have stated that 
an alternative provision was before his eyes. The Government was only anxi- 
ous that whatever provisions were adopted should be expressed in the document, 
so as to induce a freer recourse to registration. I have before mo a translation 
of the form of kabdliyat which the Government issued, and all I can say is that 
if anything can bo different from the form of kabdliyat which my hon’ble 
friend Mr. Ilbert read out, it is this document. To make this cmar to the 
Council I will read out this translation : — 

' KahuUyat, 

To the noble (landlord’s name). 

I (tenant’s name) son of inhabitant of village , execute 

the following kabuliyat : — 

In the district subdivision thdna 

within the oonlincs of your honour’s estate situated in the village I acknowledge 

to hold a plot of land measuring bighas in extenl as specified below, and to be respon- 
sible for the payment of an annual rent of , npecs in the instalments specified 

below. For the privilege of cultivating (this land) during the period specified below I, of 
my own free will, execute this kabuliyat and agree to perform the undermentioned stipulations 
except those that have been excepted. To this 1 shall not object. If I do, my objection shall 
not be admitted; 

Duration (or term) of kabdliyat. 

Conditions, 

(1) I will pay each month interest on arrears at the rate of per cent. 

(2) I will maintain the boundaries. 

(8) I shp.ll enjoy the produce of the trees. 

(4) I will not fell trees without permission. 

(5) I will not alter the (character of the) land by excavation or otherwise. 

(6) The landlord shall be at liberty to measure and charge rent at current rates for excess 

lands. 

(7) Should the measurement show that I hold lees land (than specified in this kabuliyat) 

I shall bo entitled to abatement of rent. 

(8) The landlord shall not be at liberty to measure during the currency of the lease. 

(9) I shall not dispose of or mortgage my jote. 

(10) The jote, on my decease, shall descend to my heirs. 

(11) On my death, the landlord shall dispose of the jote or make any other arrangement 

he pleases.’ 

“It will be observed tliat Nos. 6 and 8, and Nos. 10 an4 11» are mutually 
contradictory. 

“ It will be observed, further, that the rate of interest is left to be filled up 
as might be agreed in each case ; that all payments are to be annual ; and that it 
is only from month to month that interest on arrears is stipulated for. I under- 
stood from my hon’ble friend that in the Government form of pattd the 
Government declined to entertain applications for remission on the ground of 
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diluVion. The seventh clause of Ihe Government kabdliyat expressly contains a 
stipulation for abatement of rent whore measurement shows a diminution in the 
,area of the land held, and the tenth is in direct contradiction to the contents of 
my hon*ble friend’s kabdliyat. But I have to go further. This is the form 
of kabdliyat which Sir lUchard Temple introduced in 1876, with the view of 
securing wider registration ; but the success of the measure was not very great, 
and I understand that, in 1878, this form of kabdliyafc was entirely abandoned. 
The form of kabuliyat for rights in Government and wards’ estates which was 
adopted in 1876 remained in force for two years. It was superseded in 
1878 by two forms w^hich were then sanctioned by the Board of Revenue]; 
these forms arc quite unexceptionable and are in force now. They correspond in 
no sense with the document adduced in the case which has given rise to this 
disettssion, and if anyone wishes to study them, or better, if any zamindAr 
•wishes to see what a model form 6f kahdliyat should be, he will find it recorded 
under Nos. 23 and 21 at page 68 of the Board of Revenue’s manual. It is 
impossible for any tiling to dtlfer more widely from the indefensible document 
which was brought forward yesterday ; and I may add that within the last few 
weeks we have issued, through the Board of Revenue, strict orders showing that 
the right of occupancy is to be strongly protected, and, with the permission of 
the Council, I will road the circular. It runs thus : — 

* Lam to remind you that it is no longer ojjon to a manager or to' local oOlcers to discuss 
the policy of allowing ruiyats to acquire a right of occupancy in their holdings. The policy 
has been fully adopted by the legislature and the Government that it is good that raiyats should 
liave the right of occupancy. If the raiyats of the estate do not understand the right of 
occupancy used in its legal sense, the sooner they cause it to be explained to them the better. 
The Hoard expect that the olllccrs engaged in the present settlement j>roccedings will take the 
opportunity to dispel their ignorance of legal rights, and they desire that you will take care 
that no misunderstanding on this subject is allowed to exist among managers of estates in 
your division. It slumld be made a distinct instruction to them that there is to be no attempt 
to discourage the growth of legal occupancy rights j and that, when they have accrued, they 
must bo fully recognised in all zamiudari papers.' 

“ The only otiicr question I have to refer to is the question to which my 
lion’blc friend Mr. KristodAs Pdl lias referred as to the management of Govern- 
ment estates. Here I cannot appear as the defender of all that has been done 
in the past. I believe mystdf that there is a great deal in our khds mahdl admin- 
istration which is capable of improvement, and, therefore, I have interested 
myself in the subject and have called for a special report from the Board of 
Revenue on the subject. Indeed, in the case of one large Government estate, 
to the charge of which I have recently appointed a Covenanted Civilian, 
I am trying, by way of experiment, to learn whether w^e cannot inti’oduce 
a better system of management, by spending more money in. the opening 
out of more roads in the backward parts of the estate, and by inducing immi- 
gration to promote the extension of cultivation. The subject has received 
my personal and careful attention. But my friend’ went on to say that the 
khds management of Government mahdls in Tipporah and Chittagong and 
Mednipur vvas so bad as to create a scandal. I am not aware of the particular 
cases he referred to in Tipperah and Chittagong ; but if he will bring them to 
my notice afterw'ax’ds, I shall invest! gate the matter. lafh however acquainted 
with the circumstances of the cases which occurred in Mednipur. They refer to 
two temporarily settled estates in which the last settlement was made about forty 
years ago. After regular settlement proceedings, the rents were enhanced in 
these two estates to the extent of fifty per cent., and the raiyats objected. 
This happened three or four years ago. Some people have taken exception 
to the settlement as exorbitant and unjust to the tenants. But, having regard 
to the long interval since the last settlement, and to the enormous rise in 
the value of produce in that period, the revenue authorities maintain that 
the new demand is not unreasonable. The raiyats, however, would not 
pay at the enhanced rate and, thereupon, the Government proceeded in the 
matter constitutionally and according to law, and not as has been done by 
some zamindars without any reference to law. The Government sued the 
raiyats in the Munsif’s Court and obtained decrees : appeals w'cre made to the 
Subordinate Judge’s Court and were dismissed. The raiyats again went up 
from that decision on special appeal to the High Court, and the order of the 
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Lower Courts was again confirmed. So far it may be assumed that the action 
of the Government had justice and moderation on its side. I understand that 
the raiyats in these two Farganas spent a Idkh of rupees in contesting what 
seemed a moderate enhancement ; and it may be thought that, after the decision 
of the High Court was given against them, they would have submitted. But 
that was not the case. We have had to send a special officer to ascertain the 
circumstances under which the raiyats refuse to pay the rent which is now 
legally demandablo from them, and the matter is still under enquiry. In tlie 
meantime, to show the lenieney with which these raiyats have been treated by 
the Government, I may mention that one and a half year’s rent of the whole 
body of the raiyats has been remitted ; but not satisfied with this concession, 
they claimed the remission of three years* rent. So far from a case being made 
out, of oppression and hardship or abuse of the law, I most positively affirm 
that our revenue-officers have acted here, npt only in strict accordance with 
the law, but with moderation and indulgence. But the result remains that 
even after the enhancement, the rents of these estates were under the prevail- 
ing rates of rent paid by neighbouring raiyats. And as regards the recusancy 
of the raiyats, it is only another argument in favour of giving the Government, 
as well as the zamindir, some assistance in realizing the rates of rent which 
the Courts have finally decreed.” 

The Hon*ble Sir Steuart BAVLEYsaid: — “My Lord, in replying , to the 
objections wluch have been offered to this Bill in its present stage, I may as well 
begin by saying that it is my intention only to reply at present to objections offered 
on the ground of the principles of the Bill, not to points of detail. In the first 
place, time would not permit, on such a long and elaborate Bill, of my entering 
into criticism of its details ; but, more than that, I wish it to be distinctly under- 
stood that, on many points of detail, the x)rovisions of the Bill are only put 
forward tentatively, in order to elicit criticism, and that we are quite prepared 
to reconsider and amend them in Committee, on sufficient cause being shown. 
I may, moreover, say that I eame here unprepared to throw a doubt on the 
intelligence of my audience, by again examining the necessity of the introduc- 
tion of some such Bill as the present one, I fully endorse every word my 
hon’ble friend Mr. Ilbert said on this score in his opening spewh, and if there 
is anyone still unpersuaded of the necessity of legislation by the arguments he 
has used, neither would he be persuaded though one rose from the dead. 
Certainly nothing that I can say would convince him. Yet wo are told that in 
Bihdr neither landlords nor raiyats want legislation ; that in Bengal landlords do 
indeed want it, but not for these objects ; that landlords and raiyjits are on 
most friendly terms ; that there is no rack-renting, no eviction, no enhancement ; 
that the zamindars have peopled the jungles, dug tanks once upon a time and 
had made roads ; that they subscribe largely to education, to dispensaries and to 
other charitable objects ; that the Bihdr zaminddrs gave land free for road 
making, and behaved well to their riayats in the famine, for which they receiv- 
ed the eulogium of Sir B,. Temple. Well, though some of these facts require 
considerable modification, I am not going to traverse this description of the 
typical zamfnddr. I have to oppose their interests in the interests of a more 
helpless class ; but this line of policy can be justified without vilifying the zamin- 
ddrs. I have no doubt they merited Sir Richard Temple’s somewhat generous 
compliments as much as I did myself, or as a good many other officers of 
Government did. I have no doubt that as a class they arc just what their 
environments make them, and there are many good ones among them. I know 
that their liberality and usefulness are great, but while I am far from saying they 
make a bad use of the money they collect from the raiyats, I do wish that the 
sums thus extracted should be regulated by law and not left to the arbitrary 
discretion of the zaminddr. No, if the zaminddr is as considerate and merciful 
as he is said to bo bv my honourable friend, then this Bill can have no terrors 
for him. The law is a terror to evil-doers, not to them that do well. If they 
neither enhance the rents of their tenants exorbitantly, nor threaten them with 
eviction in case of their I’efusal, the prohibition against such practices cannot' 
affect them ; but, unfortunately, all landlords are not of this type, and, certainly, 
all landlords* agents are not so, and I shall, in the course of my speech, I fear, 
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bring am^le evidence that there are landloi^s who require to be restrained. As 
I have said,* 1 am not going over the ground which been already fully oc- 
cupied in Mr. Ilbert’s speech, as to the demand which the landlords themselves 
made for legislation. 1 need only refer on this point to the memorandum 
published as Appendix I to the Bengal Government Beport. But to show that 
the state of things is not quite as Arcadian as has been described, Mr. Thompson 
has told us that he has a hst of no less than 80 petitions addressed by raiyats 
to the Government of Bengal in the last three years, complaining of acts of 
oppression on the part of zaminddrs. Most of these petitions are complaints 
of. undue enhancement of rents; others of the exaction of illegal abwdbs; others 
of measurement by an illegal standard ; others of dispossession of occupancy- 
rights. We have been told that there are no evictions in Bengal. Though 
eviction through 'the Courts is not frequent and, consequently, statistics 
arc not forthcoming, our police .registers tell a very different tale. In one 
district, a Magistrate (Mr. Edgar) tells me he compiled from these regis- 
ters a list of no less than 500 sibch complaints in two years, and the complmnts 
to the Bengal Government of dispossession of occupancy-rights mean the same 
thing. Eviction in itself is of little Value. It is of value as a weapon for 
enforcing enliancemcnt. I also have a list of applications for the quartering 
of additional police during the same period, on account of disputes between 
landlord and tenant. They amount to 10. These applications were all made 
by the . Magistrates ; they came from Bdkirganj, J essore, Kalna, Farfdpur, 
Medm'pur, Maimansingh, Noakhdli, Nada, Pabnd, Bajshdhi, Tipperah, and 
Orissa ; they cover a force of 410 constables, besides officers, all applied for for 
the purpose of keeping the peace between zaminddrs — and in zaminddrs I must 
include the Government itself — and their raiyats. It will bo noticed that none of 
these come from Bilidr, not, I fear, because there is less oppression in Bihdr than 
in Eastern Bengal, — in fact wo know the case is the very reverse of this, — but 
because the oppression has been so effectual that the raiyats are incapa- 
ble of resisting, and there is no fear there of disturbance. In one part of the 
country, we have disputes requiring an armed force to prevent their culminating 
in disturbances ; in another, we have a peasantry too helpless to resist oppres- 
sion, and in both, I say, there is urgent demand for legislation which shall enable 
such a state of things to cease. 

“ The two main objects of the Bill are described to be, in the words of 
Mr. Ilbert, — 

‘(1) to give reasonnble secarity to the tenant in the occupation and enjoyment of his 
land; and 

(2) to give reasonable facilities to the landlord for the settlement and recovery of his 
vent. ' 

“ The objections taken in regard to the manner in which the first of these 
two objects is dealt with in the Bill group themselves naturally round — 

(1) the extension of the right of occupancy ; 

(2) the limitations to enhancement ; 

(3) the transferability of the raiyati tenures ; 

(4) the overriding of contract. 

** The objections taken to the extension of the right of occupancy are, 
mainly, that this extension goes beyond what was the customary right at the 

time of the Permanent Settlement ; that it certainly goes beyond what Act X 

of 1869 defined to be the right ; that it will, taken in connexion with the power 
to transfer, do no good to the cultivating classes, while it will do unwarrantable 
injury to the zamfnddr., I Am not going at any length into the question of the 
position of the resident raiyat at the time of the Permanent Settlement. After 
the admirable exposition of the question which we, or at least some of us, 
enjoyed yesterday from my hon*ble and learned friend Mr. Evans, this is not 
necessary. I was in hopes that this controversy was settled, but after what we 
have Heard from the hon’ble gentleman opposite, from Bdjd Siva Prasdd, as 
to the indefeasible rights of property conferred on zaminddre by the Permanent 
Settlement, I feel bound to touch on the argument. While it is admitted that 
• raiyats who received pattds at the Permanent Settlement (or who otherwise had 
their rents at the time fixed), and their representatives, had the right of occq,« 
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pancy, by which I meaa the right to hold on undisturbed so long as they paid 
established.rates (I am not here referring to the question of enhancement), it ip 
asserted that outside that class, the raiyats had no rights at all, except those 
which they derived from the zaminddr. It is singular that this controversy 
should still be deemed an open one. Only the other day, in studying the -litera- 
ture connected with this subject, I came across a paper published as an Appen- 
dix to the Select Committee’s Report of 1832, written by Mr. Campbell of the 
Madras Civil Service. He says, after noting that the partial extension of the 
permanent zamlndari system to Madras had not in that Presidency succeeded in 
materially impairing the prescriptive rights of the tenants, that ‘ in Bengal, on 
the contrary, though a mass of evidence exists in support of similar right on tlie 
part of the cultivators in 1793, and though some of the oldest servants of the 
Company, such as Mr. Ilarington, Mr. Colebrooke, with many of their most 
distinguished civil officers examined before the Committee, have most strenu- 
ously advocated them, there are others of gredt experience who declare that the 
raiyats in Bengal have no rights and never had any.’ This was published fifty 
years ago. The description of the controversy might equally be applied at the 
present day. 

“ But can anyone who has read the papers circulated with this Bill resist 
the light thrown upon the question in those papers, especially by the annexures 
to the Report of the Rent Commission, and by the researches of Messrs. 
Mackenzie and 0*Kinealy ? 

“ These gentlemen give in every instance their authorities, and there is an 
overwhelming balance of testimony in favour of their view, that all resident 
raiyats once admitted to the village, whether before or after the Permanent 
Settlement, had a right of occupancy in their lands so long as they continued to 
imy the established rent, and they had a right to have that rent fixed by tho 
ruling power. T'hc position of the raiyats and zamlnddrs after tho Permanent 
Settlement is elearly declared in Regulation VIII of 1793, sections 7 and 8, and 
Regulation VII of 1822, section 4. Their rights were tho old customary rights, 
except where changed by tho Regulation. That is, in addition to the old customs, 
they were bound to coniine their contracts to the terms of tho Regulations (sec- 
tion 65, Regulation VIII of 1793). They must frame their leases conformably to 
the circumstances of tho estate and submit them for tho Collector’s sanction ; none 
else were valid (section 68, Regulation VIII of 1793) ; they could make no lease 
for more than ten years, could not exact more than the customary rate of rent 
(section 7, Regulation IV of 1794), or for doing so were liable to a penalty of three 
times the amount (Regulation VIII of 1793, section 66) . The raiyats on the other 
hand had a right to perpetual renewal at the customary rate (Regulation XLI V of 
1793) wherever and whenever they were once let in as cultivators of tho village. 
The only power to eject was that afforded by tho sale law of 1822 to auction- 
purchasers in regard to unprotected tenancies, and this, though renewed in 
1845, was taken away by Act X of 1869. They quote, as their authorities. Sir 
John Shore, Lord Coimwallis, Mr. Colebrooke, the Government letter of 7th 
October, 1815, Mr. Sisson’s letter of 2nd April, 1815, Lord Moira, Mr. Holt 
Mackenzie’s Evidence of 1832, and Mr. Harington’s passim, and they show that, 
whatever the practical result of Regulation V of 1812, which was admittedly a 
new departure, the intention, as shown by the preamble and by tho Sadr Court’s 
circular oT 1816, was expresssly to maintain existing restrictions as to tho rights 
of raiyats to a renewal of their pattds at the established rates. Tlioy also show • 
that those views wore in the main held by the great majority of tlio Judges on 
the Bengal rent case, especially by Messrs. Trevor, Campbell, Norman, Kemp, 
Morgan and Seton-Karr. 

“ I feel confident that no one who has carefully studied their notes, and 
certainly no one who, as I have done, has gone back and studied the original 
references themselves, can doubt that they have made good their propositions. 

I will content myself with showing that this view has been also consistently 
maintained by the Court of Directors and by the Secretary of State. One 
hon’ble gentleman yesterday expressed a wish that ho had boon born in 
Lord Cornwallis’s time. I was almost tempted to re-echo the wish, for I am 
sure he would have had a much more correct appreciation of what tho Perma- 

tt — 1 
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neiit Settlement did and did not do for tlie zaminddrs than that 'which he 
put forward yesterday. The first* quotation I will read is from the Court’s 
letter of the 19th September, 1792, the early part of which has already been 
quoted by Major Baring. It runs thus : — 

* Oar interposition, where it is necessary, seems also to be clearly consistent with the 
practice of the Mogul Government, under which it appeared to be a general maxim that the 
immediate cultivator of the soil, duly paying his rent, should not be disjMssessed of the land 
he occupies. This necessarily supposes that there were some measures and limits by which 
the rent could be dcKued, and that it was not left to the arbitrary determination of the 
zamind&r,.fur otherwise such a rule would be nugatory ; and, in point of fact, the original 
amount seems to have been annually ascertained and fixed by the act of the Sovereign.' 

“ My next quotation is from the Government letter addressed to the Court 
of Directors on 7th October, 1816 — 

' We consider )t qs a principle equally applicable to all the Provinces immediately depend- 

' * (1815 f Presidency, and we believe we might safely add to the 

' whole of India, that the resident raiyats* 

(and recollect that Sir J. Shore defined a resident cultivator as anyone 
who cultivated the land in tlie village in which he lived) 

by the Government letter of 1815, an established permanent hereditary right in 
the soil which they cultivate so long us they continue to pay the rent justly demandable 
from them with punctuality. We consider it equally a principle interwoven with the consti* 
tution of the different Governments of India, that the quantum of rent is not to be determined 
by the arbitrary will of the zamindar, but that it is to be regulated by specilic engagements, or, 
in the absence of suuh engagements, by the established rates of the parganas or other local 
divisions. 

‘ With these impressions respecting the rights of the peasantry, such parts of the provi- 
sions contained in llogulation XLIV of 179:1 and XLVIlofl803 as declare that putt£s 
shall not bo granted to raiyats or other persons for a terra exceeding ten years, appear to be 
fundamentally erroneous. The natural and obvious tendency of that rule was to limit and 
restrict those rights which the peasant possessed in a much more extended sense by virtue of 
the constitution of the country itself.' 

“ In reply to that letter, the Court of Directors, writing on 16th January, 
1819, wont into the whole question. They began hy saying that, * though the 
use of the terms ‘ actual proprietors’, * landed estates ’ and ‘ under-tenants’, 
lias contributed to imjiair and, in many cases, to destroy the rights of individuals, 
yet it is clear that the rights which were actually conferred on the zamindars, 
or which were actually recognised to exist in that class by the enactments of 
the Permanent Settlement, were not intended to trench upon the rights which 
w'ore possessed hy the raiyats.’ They quote Lord Cornwallis’s Minute, their 
own order of 1792, the distinct provisions of Hegulations I of 1793 and VIII 
of 1793, and then ask, how it is * that our institutions are so imperfectly calcu- 
lated to afford the raiyats in practice that protection to which on every ground 
they are so fully entitled, so that it too often happens that the quantum of rent 
which they pay is regulated neither by specific engagements nor by the estab- 
lished rates of the parganas, but by the arbitrary will of the zamindars.’ They 
quote with approval the statement of Mr. Cornish, Judge of the Patna Court 
of Circuit, to the effect that — 

* the raiyats conceive they have a right to hold their lands so long as they pay the rent 
which they and their forefathers have always dune. The zamindars, although afraid to avow, 
as being contrary to immemorial custom, that they have a right to demand any rent they 
choose to exact, yet go on compelling them to give an increase, and the power of distraint 
vested in them by the Regulation soon causes the utter ruin of the resisting raiyat.' 

“ They then say — 

* We fully subscribe to the truth of Mr. Sisson's declaration that the faith of the 
State is to the full as solemnly pledged to uphold the cultivator of the soil in the unmolested 
enjoyment of bis long established rights as it is to fhaintain the zamfnddr in the possession of 
hie estate, or to abstain from increasing the public revenue permanently assessed upon him.' 

“lliey then condemn Kegulation V of 1812 as a very * imperfect 
corrective ’ of the evils which it was intended to remedy, and especially con- 
demn it in reference to the construction put upon it that it gave zamindars 
power to demand from the raiyats any rent they think proper, without regard 
to the customary rate of assessment in the pai^ana. 
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“ The discussion goes off into the measures requisite to avoid a repetition of- 
these evils in the temporarily settled Provinces, and finally led to the enact- 
ment of Regulation Yll of 1822 and to the draft Regulation drawn up by 
Mr. Harington in 1826. But I have quoted enough to show the opinion arrived 
at by the Court of Directors in the early part of the century, after a discus- 
sion scarcely less exhaustive than that recently accorded to the question of 
the raiyats’ rights in Bengal. Before leaving this part of the question, I will 
ask you to hear the conclusion come to by the Secretary of State after perusing 
the discussions of the Bengal Rent Commission. He says : — 

* Whatever may have been the exact position, actual or legal, of the bulk of the Bengal 
raiyats prior to the Permanent Settlement, there can be no doubt, after the exhaustive investi- 
gation which the question has now undergone, that their customary rights at least include the 
right of occupancy, conditional on the payment of the late current and established in the 
locality/ 

** To this extent His Lordship authorized us to endeavour to restore the 
raiyats to their original position, and it is to this aim that those portions of 
the Bill which deal with the growth and incidence of the occupancy-right is - 
devoted. / 1 have left untouched the argument deiaved from Regulation II 
of 1793 and the (juotation of the preamble * that no power will then exist’, 
&c. ; because this has already been disposed of by my hon’ble friend Major 
Baring, but I may point out that in quoting the preamble of Regulation II 
•of 1793 my hon’ble friend opposite, llai Kristod&s Pal, omitted to quote that 
part which would have upset his view of the comidete and absolute proprietary 
right of the zamindars before and after the Permanent Settlement. It said : — 

* The property in the soil was never before formally declared to he vcste«l in the land- 
holders, nor were they allowed to transfer such rights as they did possess, or raise money upon 
the credit of their tenures, without the previous sanction of Government. With respect to 
the public demand upon each estate, it was liable to annual or frequent variation at the dis- 
cretion of Government. The amount of it was fixed upon an estimate formed by the public 
ortieers (»f the aggregate of the rents payable by the raiyats or tenants for each Ingbd of land 
in cultivation, of which, after deducting the expenses of collection, ten-elevenths were usually 
considered as the right of the public, and the remainder the share of the landliolder. Kefusal 
to pay the sum required of him was followed by his removal from the management of his 
lands, and the public dues were either let in farm or collected by an officer of Government, 
and the above-mentioned share of the landholder, or such sum as special custom, or the 
orders of Government might have fixed, was paid to him by the farmer or from the public 
treasury.’ 

“ So much for the Permanent Settlement. The question remains — Are we, 
as a high authority tells us, unwarrantably extending the right of occupancy as 
settled and defined by Act X of 1859 ? In the first place, I may observe that, 
if the present discussion has brought out nothing else, it has very prominently 
made manifest the fact that Act X neither did nor was intended to settle and 
define the right of occupancy. It is admitted by the same high authority that 
the Act of 1859 did not affect the right of raiyats to establish, by custom or 
otherwise, a permanent title. It only fixed a period of prescription. In other 
words, it was an additional and not an exclusive enactment. The history ' of 
Act X of 1859 is very clearly summarised in the Minute of Mr. Justice 
Cunningham. He says — 

‘No one can understand the true position of the several parties to the controversy, who 
has not studied the original frame and language of that Bill. Its object was, not to cotlify 
the law, but to amend one particular branch of it, — that relating to the recovery of rent. 

u loe-. At the same time it was thought exiiedicnt, as its mover* 
•Mr. Currie, lotli October, 1867. explained, ‘ to re-enact in a clear and distinct form the pi-ovisions 

of the existing law connected with rent suits, and sections 8, 4 and 5 accoi-dingly set forth 
what had been the law since the time of the Permanent Settlement’, 

* Section 3 provided that ‘ hereditary raiyats* at fixed rates were entitled to pattds at 
those rates ; * all other raiyats and cultivators’ were entitled to pattts at the rates eetahlisked 
tf» the pargana for similar lands, or, if no suih rales could be discovered, at the customary rates 

for similar lands, *« the vicinity- , , . • i - e > 

‘ Section 4 provided <that ‘ every resident raiyat and cultivator ha^’a right of occupancy , 
except in the eases (1) of stV-lauds leased for a term, or year by year, and (2) lands sub-let by 
an occupancy-tenant to a resident cultivator. ... 

‘Section 8 reserved express agreements as to rent, clearing leases and right of re-entry 
and provided that resident raiyats cultivating lands not previously iu their possession, without 
■ a patt&, should not acquire a right of occupancy till they had paid rent for three years. 
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. ^ ' The Select Committee reported JLhat no alteration in the principles of the Bill was neces- 
sary ; but they recommended, in the case of raiyata at fixed rents, that twenty yeaiV holding at 
fixed rates should raise a presumption of having held from the time of the Permanent. Settle- 
yient ; in the case of other raiyats the Committee reported that they were entitled to hold at 
pargaua rates that this had been admitted to mean * customary and fair rents that * khud- 
K&sht raiyats were spoken of as possessing rights of occupancy^, and that ' khudkasht' was held 
synonymous with ' resident^; but that it had been pointed out that ^ residence' is not always a 
condition of occupancy, and it appears that after much inquiry, it was prescribed by an order 
of the Government of the North-Western Provinces in 1856, as most consistent with general 
practice and recognized rights, that a holding of the same land for twelve years should be held to 
give a right of occupancy. We have followed this precedent. 

'This was the origin of the rule that twelve years' continuous holding creates a right of 
cccupancy. 

' Jt was, Iiowcver, from the twelve years' rule that the most serious consequences to the 
raiyat'jSr position resufted. This appears to have been adopted, not only without due considera- 
tion of its necessary results, but under actual misapprehension of the real purport of the 
rule which the Select Committee considered themselves to be adopting. The admitted law 
was that all resident raiyats had rights of occupancy ; but then it was found that some non- 
resident raiyats had such rights, and^ it was proposed to meet these cases by adopting a rule 
in force in the North-Western Provinces, that an ousted tenant could, by a summary process, 
recover possession by showing twelve years' occupation. The effect of converting this rule into a 
general definition of occupancy-rights was that on the one hand many undoubted occupancy- 
tenants found their title endangered by not being able to prove twelve years' continuous occu- 
pancy, and, on the other, that tenants not otherwise entitled to occupanpy-rights were able to 
claim tliem whenever they could show residence for the required period. The results were, in the 
langua'^e of the Lieutenant-Governor of the North-Western Provinces, ' wholesale enhance- 
ment of rents and ejectment of raiyats who had a customary claim to occupancy.' ' 

‘‘ My answer then to the question must be that we have undoubtedly gone 
behind the letter of Act X; nay, more, we have endeavoured to undo some of 
the injury wliich that Act unwittingly brought about, but we have on this 
point of occupancy-rights carried out, as nearly as circumstances permitted, the 
intentions which the framers of Act X deliberately and expressly sot before 
tlK'.mselvos. We have not got rid of the twelve years* prescription, though in 
the opinion of some of us the maintenance of a fixed period of prescription is 
neither historically correct, nor practically convenient ; in fact, as Mr. Cun- 
ningham has said, "you can never have peace between two parties, one of whom 
will, at a certain period, become entitled to a privilege at the expense of the 
otlicr*; but we have got rid of the anomaly by which a resident cultivator 
vAvould be ousted from his prescriptive rights by the mere device of his landlord 
shifting him from one patch of cultivation to another. We are told that the 
I)ractice of shifting cultivators is not common in Bengal, but so convenient a 
device is not likely to he long loft a monopoly in the hands of the zaminddrs 
of Bihar, where it is common, and wo are legislating for Bihdr as well as for 
Bengal. Allow me to quote to you the resolution arrived at on this point by a 
meeting of landholders in the Shalidbdd district on the 30th October, 1880. 
TIu'y resolved, with reference to the original proposal to confer modified rights 
of occupancy on three years* raiyats, that — 

' Tins concession is strongly deprecated. At present land-owners prevent the growth of 
occu|)ancy-rights by granting 'leases for five years only, or by changing lands, or by managing 
BO that a raiyat shall never hold at the same rent for twelve years.' 

“ Now what Mr. Cornish said in 1815, that the raiyats conceive they have a 
right to hold their land so long as they pay the rent, is equally true of the 
present day. Mr. MacDohell, writing of iWbhanghd^ says — 

' Illiterate, and in the hands of the zamindar as far as accounts go, the raiyats cannot 
prove the status required of them, though the universal sense of the Province believes this 
status to exist. Our registration offices show that these occupancy or kashtkari rights 
are now mortgaged; our Civil Court records and our registration offices show that they 
are sold.' 

“ Mr. Edgar, writing of Bihdr generally, says — 

' I hold that the vast majority of raiyats in Bihar have, at the present moment, strong 
occupaUcy-rights in the land which they cultivate; that these rights are based, in the first 
instance, on the living custom of the country, a custom which no Court of law could ignore, 
if it was properly pleaded before it * * Ifreely acknowledge that this right has, in 

many, eases, been destroyed by the illegal action of the zamiud&r, most of them acting through 
tbikadars, whether European or Native; that great sweeps of land, once held by raiyats with 
nghts of occupancy, have been turned into indigo zarats; that lands have been arbitraiily 
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taken from one raiyat and given to another ; that holdings have been changed at the pleasure 
of the zainiuddrs.' 

** But over three-fourths of the land of the Province, he says unhesitatingly, 
occupancy-rights are the rule. Are we to allow such rights to be broken by 
the simple device above alluded to, or by what Mr. McDonell declares to be 
equally frequent, ‘ the manipulation by patwaris of the village janiabandis 
to prevent the identification of the plot hedd this year with the plot held five 
years ago,* or by the custom confessed to, with cynical naivete, by the Shah- 
ab4d landholders, in the paper from which I have already quoted, namely, that 
* all lands becomes zarat (or private land), when taken into the landlord*s hand ’ ? 
No. The evidence throughout these papers is overwhelming that there is 
a strong and increasing tendency among landlords to break down occupancy- 
rights by every possible device, and we are bound to do our best to protect 
these rights ; and the provision formulated by the Secretary of State for giving 
these rights to every cultivator who has held land for twelve years within the 
same village or eslatc, is quite the minimum jirotectiou that can either be 
accepted for the rights that have been acquired in the past, or to enable the 
raiyat to have some fixity of tenure in the future. 

“ On the economical side of the question I n(?od not detain you long. The 
argument of the opposition on that point is mox*c directed against the transfer- 
ability, than against the accrual, of these rights, though I have seen references 
to Mr. Ross’s Minute of 6th March, 1827, arguing tliat by protecting raiyats 
you do not naake the ground more productive, but only increase the number of 
mouths deriving subsistence from it. ‘Well, I think Major Baring has suffi- 
ciently answered the point, and you have hoard also what the Liimteuant- 
Govornor has said about the condition of the ynzashtaddrs of Bhojpur ; but I 
may also add the following testimony from the Famine Commission to the same 
effect. They say — 

*Iu the case of these large cultiviiting chisses, security of tenure must have its usual bene- 
ficial effect, and, as a rule, the cultivators with occupancy-rights are hettcr off than the tenants- 
at-will. Whenever enquiry has been made, it has been fouutl that iu all malUM-s relating to 
material prosjterity— •such as the possession of more cattle, better houses and better clothes— 
the superiority lies on the side of the occupancy-tenants, and the tigures in the precetling para- 
graphs also show that as a rule they hold larger aro.ns of laud. Where the sul)-divisiou of land 
among tciiants-ut-will is extreme, any security of tenure which defend.s .a part of the j>opulation 
from that competition must necessarily be hi them a source of matcri<al comfort and of jicacc of 
mind such as can hardly be conceived by a community where a diversity of occupation exists, 
and where those who cannot liud a living on the land are able to betake themselves to other 
employments. It is only under such tenures as convey permanency of lioldiug, protection 
from arbitrary eiilianccmcnt of rent and security for improvements, (hat we ciin expect to see 
property accumulated, credit grow up, and improvements effected in the system of cultivation. 
There could ho no greater, misfortune to the country than that the members of the occupancy 
class should decrease, and that such tenants should he merged iu the crowd of rack-rented 
tenants-at-will who, owuiug uo |iermaueut connection with the land, have no incentive to 
thrift or improvement.’ 

** This, I think, is the view that all sensible men must take of the benefits 
given by fixity of tenure, and all the best zaminddrs to whom I have spoken 
teke the same view. I quite believe what the Malidrdja of Darbliangd told us 
yesterday, that good landlords do not, as a rule, object to a raiyat being secure 
in his tenure, and it may safely be said tliat the pow«r of ejectment is valued, 
mainly, if not entirely, as a means of extorting enhanced rent, and to this desire, 
having otherwise provided a reasonable means and measure of legitimate 
enhancement, the Government should, I think, make no concession. 

“ And this brings me to the question of limitation of enhanuements. To 
those who wish that enhancements should he left to the discretion of the 
parties, in other'words that there should be neither restriction of ground, nor 
limitation in amount of enhancement, the Bill will certainly not he satisfactory. 

“^We are told that enhancement.s do not take place in Bengal. I can only 
say that the experience gained by Government officers in .managing Wards’ 
estates is the reverse of this. I could easily show from a recent resolution of the 
Board of Revenue that the great difficulty the Government officers have in these 
estates is to collect rents, because these rents all include illegal abwdbs and undue 
enhancement. Witness Salkhira, with an arrear of 6^ lakhs against a rental of 

s — 1 
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Rs.. 8,60,000, and in KassimMzdr and in ChAndal in Mdldah. But without going 
further into this question as it exists in Bengal, I do not think anyone can 
doubt the frequency of excessive enhancement in Bihar ; and in the face of these 
facts, if we accept the view of the authors of the Permanent Settlement, that 
the resident raiyat had a right to hold his land at rates not higher than the par- 
gana rates, the necessity of some limitation is apparent. Whether, before 
Act X of 1859, the landholders had any legal right to enhance on the ground of 
increase in the value of produce, has l>een shown to he exceedingly doubtful ; 
but any way the right to enhance on certain grounds was allowed by that Act, 
and the present Bill, so far as the grounds on which enhancement can he de- 
manded, makes no material alteration in them ; we have, it is true, not confined 
ourselves to the rule of proportion which the majority of the Judges of the 
High Court accepted as the best means of giving effect to the intention of 
Act X, hut we have maintained tfiat rule as a maximum. The real innovation 
which we have introduced is the limitation we have applied to the enhance- 
ment of money rents. These are, in regard to occupancy- raiyats, tliat 
the enhancement shall not Uo more than double the old rent (this does 
not refer to area, hut to rates) ; that the enhanced mte shall not exceed 
twenty per cent, of the gross produce; that the rent shall not he enhant^ed a second 
time within ton years. To all those provisions objections have been taken. It 
is urged that, if a raiyat’s land can hear a rent enhanced more than on(i 
hundnvd per cent., there can he no reason why the landlord should not 
get it. There is a very good reason — a reason which is constantly preached 
and very generally (I wish I could say universally) practised in framing 
revenue rates in temporarily settled provinces, — and that is, that a great and 
sudden increase to this extent means such a great and sudden diminution in 
the cultivator’s income, as must, in most cases, destroy his means of proper cul- 
tivation, in other words, must injure the agricultural prosperity of the country. 

“ Then, in regard to the other, and probably the very much more important, 
limitation of the enhanced rent to a fixed proportion of the gross produce of the 
soil, there are very numerous objections taken. Some of these, I c<jnfess, are not 
quite easy to answer. Mr. Ilhert explained last week that the limit of twenty 
per cent, had been substituted at the last moment for twenty-five per cent, at the 
requ(^st of the Government of Bengal. This exac.t percentageis for the moment 
tentative. I can only say that twenty-five per cent., besides being the reba of the 
Muhammadan administration, was the percenlage suggested by the British Indian 
Association in 1876, and that tw'cnty per cent, was the limit suggested by the 
landholders of Esistern Bengal, and in that part of the country the landholders 
at present, as a rule, get nothing like that proportion. But the objection to the 
special fraction taken as the percenhige, is of less importance than the objection, 
on principle, to hiking a percentage of the gross produce at all, as a test of the 
rent rate. It is obvious that, in fixing a rent mte for special fields, not the 
gross produce, but the nett produce should be the test. Expenses of production 
vary enormously, and, whereas on some soils twenty per cent, ol the gross produce 
may be the true economic rent, in others it may bo really a beneficial rent, and in 
others again it may be a rack-rent or more, trcnciiing on the actual labour-wage 
of tbe cultivator. This objection, which would be fatal to a scheme for actually 
deciding the rent of each holding by this standard, and which is f 4 tal in my 
opinion to the proposal made yesterday, that a fixed proportion of the gross 
revenue should bo substituted for the table of rates, is not of the same force 
when the percentage is taken, not as a standard, but as the maximum. Our 
scheme starts from existing rents, which shall, in the absence of evidence to the 
contrary, be taken as fair and equitable, and the twenty per cent, maximum is 
itself balanced by other limitations, sucli as doubling the present rent, and hy the 
proportion-rule in those cases where increase of prices is the ground of enhance- 
ment. There is yet another ground of objection, namely, that the use of this 
test will work very unequally in different parts of the country : whereas, in some 
parts of the 001111117 , money rents expressed in staple produce do not at present 
• exceed ten to fifteen per eent. of the gross firoduce, we know that in other parts 
of the country they rise as high p,s thirty per cent. In fact, we were told yester- 
day, what I hope is only true of produce and not of money rents, that in 
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Bihdr they range from forty to sixty per cent, of the gross produce. Well 
we do not propose to bring down existing rents anywhere by the application 
of this standard, a decision quite in accordance with the existing law on the 
subject, and with the distincitly declared intention of Sir A. Eden, but we do 
definitely say that there shall be some security that the rents of occupancy 
raiyats shall not be enhanced beyond a point which shall leave them no margin 
whatever, and the percentage test is the proposal which has found most 
favour as the racjinsfor giving etl'cct to this decision. 

“ If I am told that no such minimum at all is required, the description of 
the Bihar peasantry as given in the llon’blc Major Baring’s speech is surely a 
sufficient answer. There we have the fact stated that over a great part of the 
country rents have been doubhid in sixteen years. But, as Mr. Ilbert said, an 
ounce of fact is w'orth a ton of theory. The hon’hle gentleman yesterday quoted 
from a paper by Mr. Einucane, who has been deputed to prci)aro experimental 
tables of rates on the N urban 1‘ropcrty in South Tirhiit. Allow mo to refer 
also to the same paper, lie says : — 

‘Take the instance of village Jaezootee. The present proprietor of this village, llabu 
Nundun Lai, has inhcrit<-d it from his adoptive father, liabu Bri Behari Lai, who was in pos- 
session when the Permanent Settlement of tlic mahal was made in 1247 P. S. (IBtOA. 1).). 
'ttie area then under cultivation was ItO biglias, the liien gross rental, which was taken 
us the basis of settlement, being Us. 151, and the average all round rate being Ue. 1-7 per 
bfgha. The (iovernmont revenue was fixed on the basis of half assets : and, as the settle- 
ment records, which 1 have examined, show, the very moderate ainuunt thus fixed was pbjected 
to by the present proprietor's father, on the ground that the rental of Us. J51 taken os the 
amount of sisset-, wiis more than the laiyats really paid. The objection was, however, over- 
ruled, aud the settlement was accepted in 1217 F. S. ,1''4() A. D.). 

‘ (rt.) After the lapse of forty-three years, what do wc find in this village ? We find that

that the state of tilings exi.sting in Biiliu Naudan 1j6,Vh property is not very materially differ- 
ent from what exists in other pro])erties in the Darblianga, Muzaffarpur and other North 
Gangetic districts of Bihar. ^ 

‘‘ And how is this brought about ? lie gives the. history of recent enhance-

^ *2. Past history nf the riUaye . — The jeth raiyats say that Mali lab Singb was thikaddr ia 
the time of Ram Naraiii Singh, who was the juc.scnt minor’s grandfather. He took half an 
anna karcha {ohwdh) on the old -rates. He was sucei*eded by Bechnkhil Misser, thikadai*, who in- 
corporated with the rent tlie hulf anna taken as karcha by his Tired eee.'^sor, and then realized an 
anna in the rupee as karcha on his own ac<»ount. Becliuklars leas»* having been renewed, he 
similarly again incorporated previous karcha with the rent and levied an anna per rupee as 
karcha in addition. On llic expiration of Bechuklal Misser^s lease, the village was leased to the 
Dalsing Semi L’aotory in 1270 F. S. (18613 A. D.). Tlie first lease to the factory was for 
seven years. This lease was renewed for a further period of seven years, and was again re- 
newed for a term of nine years, which term will not expire before 1292 F. S. (IS85 A.D.). 

'The factory enhanced the rates by one and a half-annas in the nijiee during the currency 
of its first lease in I 275 V S. (1868 A.D.), and again enhanced the rents by half an anna in the 
rupee last year. This so-called enhancement consisted in simply ordering the patwdri to enter 
the amount us a demand in tlie village papers against each raiyat. 

'Tubka Maghribi. 

'3. Pasthutory , — The mauza was leased to Bckram Lai from 1250 to 1256 PS. (1843 
to 1849 A.D.). The rates prevailing in this perio<l are not known. From 1257 to 1274 P.S. 
(1850 to 1867 A.D.) it was leased to Mdhtab Singh, lie raised the rates by four annas per 
bigha ill 1257 F.S. (1850 A.U.). ;> 

‘ From 1276 to 1283 F.S. (1868 to 1876), the village was leased ''to Dalsing Serai Factory. 
Tliis lease was renewed for a further period of nine years, which will expire in 1292 F.S. (1886 
A.D.). 

'The factory raised the rates by one and a quarter annas in the rupee in 1275 P.S. (1868 
A.D.). In 1284 F.S. (1877 A.D.) part of the village was again given in lease to the Dalsing 
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Serai Factory and the rest was leased to TirgumaQ Misser and Mediui Thakur, who are them- 
selves raiyats. • 

^ The factory has, during the currency of its last lease, demanded an enhancement of a half 
anna in the rupee, and entered this demand in the jamabaudi.' 

’ * Mauomedpoiie Sunuaba. 

'5. Pasl -This village was leased to Dalsiiig Serai Factory for three years, 1267 

to 1269 F.S. (I860 to 1862 A.D.), at Rs. 850. The jctli raiyats say that the rates then were 
from Rs. 2>8 to 8 annas. 

' From 1270 F.S. to 1276 F.S. (1863 to 1869 A.D.) it was leased to Behari Raout at a 
jama of Rs. 1,151. During tins ]wriod the tinkadar raised the je^h raiyats^ rates by eight 
annas per highd in 1275 F.S. (1S6*S A.D ), and the raiyats' rates by four ainuis. 

* Prom 127'' to 12^5 F.S. (1870 to IS78 A.D.), the lease to Beliari Raout was tenewed for 
nine years, at a jarna of Ils. 1,600. During the currency of this lease, the thikadar again raised 
the jeth raiyats' ra e eight annas and the rayiats' rates twelve annas per lugha. In 1285 F.S. 
(1878 A. D.), finding he could not realize rent at the above rates, Behari Ra«)ut reduced tlicm by 
two annas and three pies j)er higlia. b'roen 1286 to 1292 F.S. (1879 to 1885 A.D.), the village 
was again leased to Behari Raout at Rs. 1,900. He has this year relinquished the lease, being 
apparently unable to realize his enhaijjL*ed rents. His relinquishment has been accepted. The 
present jama, inclusive of Tola Jaga math pore, is Rs. 2,880, It thus apj)ears that the reserv- 
ed rental payable by the thiUadar to the proprietor has been more than douhletl in the course of 
twenty years. Further, excluding Tola Jagarnuth pore, for wliicli the materials for comparison are 
not available, it appeai*s. as already noted, that the mufassal jama of the remaining portion of 
this manza was Rs. 1,648 in 1275 F.S. (IS68 A.D.), while in 1279 F S. (1872 A.D.) it was 
raised to Rs. 2,600, and was reduced in 128.5 F.S. (1878 A D.) to Rs. 2,4^1.5; in otlier words, 
an increase of fifty per cent, was made in the gross rental in tlie course of ilie past fifteen years, 
the cultivated area remaining the same, or rather having decreased by two biglias.' 

** And this is the conclusion he conies to as to the average enhancements in 
this part of the country : — 

^ Tiiat, while the average rise in prices of staple crops for the past forty-five years have been 
only seventy-three per cent., the increase in rent rates in these villages has been respectively 
one hundred and eighty-eight and one hundred and sixty-four per cent. 

*That, as regards all the villages in this tract appertaining to the Narhan Estate, there 
has been an average increase on rates of one hundred and thirty-six per cent, during the past 
forty-five years, the rise in prices or staple products during the same period being only seventy- 
three per cent.' 

** Ilt^collect those arc iii(;rcascs on rent rates. The actual increase in the 
rental, allowing for increased cultivation, is much greater. In the two villages 
for which data of comparison are available, lui shows that in one, while cultiva- 
tion has cxttmdcd hy forty-seven per cent, in the last half centurj^ the rental 
has increased hy tlireo-hundred and twenty -one per cent. In the other, where 
cultivation has increased hy thirty-nine per cent., the rental has increased by 
two hundred and sixty-nine per cent. 

‘"I will give one more instance from another part of the country. Two 
years ago, Mr. Edgar had occasion to make an inquiry of a similar nature, hut 
for a diflercnt object, in the Avest of the Charnparau District. This is what 
he says in his report : — 

‘ Tuppeh Dohosohii was .setthd in perpetuity in 1850. The area of the five mnhals at the 
time of Bettlemciil was ascertained to he 15,888 bighas, of which 9,690 biglias were cultivated 
or tempomrily fallow. The reiikil was Hen calcMilated to be Rs. 17,342, of which one half, or 
8,671, Avas fixed as the (government demand. After tlie conclusion of the settlement, the liabii 
seems to have begun cnhaneiiig the rents, and the process was carried on so effectuallv through 
thfkadars, that in the road-cess returns of 1873-74, the rental of the five mahals was shown 
as Rs. 86,175, that is, five times the settlement rental and ten times the Government demand. 
The cultivated area at that time liad risen to 10,827 higlius.' 

** In other words, in less than a quarter of a century the rental liad been 
increased to five-hundred per cent. ; the cultivated area had increased by about 
eleven per cent. The same report says that there was no r(uil change in the con- 
dition of the land between those years, and the same means of irrigation as existed 
in 1872 had been in existence at the time of settlement. Wo have been told that 
similar enhancements have been made in Government estates in Chittagong, 
Ghutia Nagpur, &c. I am informed that in regard to Chittagong this is a mis- 
take. 'I he rent rates of the raiyats have been actually reduced, though owing to 
increase of area the reveimc assessed upon the taluqddrs or contractors has been 
increased. The Chutia Nagpur increased rates, I am informed, have not as yet 
been sanctioned, but I am not here to defend the system of management in 
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Government estates. It has, doubtless, been bad in the past, though since Sir 
George Campbell’s time not nearly so bad as has been stated. Anyway, in 
regard to enhancements, the raiyats of Government estates will have the same 
protection as other raiyats, and \yhat I hope 1 have succeeded in showing is that, 
if the occupancy-right is to be of any value at all, it must be protected by some 
limitation of the maximum amount of enhancement. With the method of en- 
hancement and the table of rates I shall deal at a later period of my reply. 

“ Turning now to the question of the transferability of occupancy-rights, we 
are told that this is an innovation which will ruin the landlord while it will do 
no good at all to the cultivator. In the first place, as the Commission have 
shown, the transferability of occupancy-rights is in most parts of the country 
ian absolute fact. It is stated then that the registers of the Courts show it to 
be so in every district, save Sdran and Champaran. Mr. MacDonnell, in a para- 
graph which I have already quoted, says the same. Ilis testimony, it is true, 
refers to Bihdr. Let me quote then from Babfl Parbati llai, on special duty 
in Murshidabdd. He says : —

the custom in other places is, I beg to state that the custom of hnyiiig and selling jotea is here 


very general, and that the zamindars themselves also ]Uit up such jotea for sale at execution of 
rent decree. Bahu Bepiu Bchad Mookerjea, Miinsif of Kandi, to whoso kind assistance I am 


greatly indebted for several things iu connection with the present enquiry, tells me that it is 
seldom that the zamindars object in Court to the transfer of jotes by raiyats. 1 have, in para- 
graph 6 of tins report, spoken of raiyats having more tlian one jote in their possession. The 
jamawasil papers of Gopinathj)ur show that this cnsioin of buying and selling has been 

very general in the pargana. But though custom is thus in favour of the raiyat, a legal enact- 
ment declaring its validity will, no doubt, be. productive of very great advantage, as it will 


prevent the litigation that occasionally crops up at present. The fear that is generally enter- 
tained that the elTcct of making the right of occupancy transferable will he that all such jotea 


wonld gradually pass into the hands of the money-lenders is, so far at least as this part of the 
country is concerned, quite unfounded. On the other hand, I find as a fact that all old jotea 
which have changed hands are still in the possession of cultivating raiyats.' 


“ I have a good deal of evidence to show that so strong is the belief in the 
inherent right of the actual cultivator to a i)ossessory status in the soil, that 
even korfa or sub-tenants* holdings are frequently brought to stile in execution 
of a decree. I have by me a statement from a single Munsifi in Central 
Bengal, showing that in the last six years no less than 40 of these holdings 
have been sold in execution, with a rental value varying from 11 s. 38 to a few 
annas, and bought in for substantial sums, in many c tsos equal to ten, twelve, 
and even fifteen times the rental. Moreover, there is ample testimony to the 
effect that the tendency to recognise occupancy- tenures as tninsferable is in- 
creasing, and the real question was whether the facts, as they stand, wore to be 
ignored or recognised. Mr. Field points out that : — 

* Alienability is in every country, sooner or later, annexed to everything that is made the 
subject of property, and that here, in Bengal, this tendency has spontaneously shown itself in a 
very marked manner in respect of these very holdings.' 


“ It is also clear that transferability is the only alternative to unlimited 
sub-letting, a practice which we cannot, in face, of universal custom, 
forbid, but which we should be very glad to discourage. Nor can it be really 
doubted, except by those who look upon human nature in Bengal as guided by 

2 uite other motives than those which infiuence human nature elsewhere, that the 
esire to acquire land can only have free play when there is a power to transfer, 
and that in the end the capacity for saving must thus be stimulated. But if, 
as I have shown, occupancy -rights are every day, and all over the country, put 
up for sale, surely the legal recognition of this fact gives the landlord the best 
security for, and the best means of recovering, his rent. The jiowcr to transfer 
gives a value to the right of occupancy which is always available as a means of 
enforcing payment to the landlord ; and though it opens up undoubtedly some 
room for letting in hostile or objectionable tenants, wo have done our best to 
guard against this by giving the landloi’d the right of pre-emption at a fair rate, 
to be fixed, if necessary, by tbo Court. And let me here point out that the 
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right of pre-emption is not th^ dead loss to the landlord that has been repre- 
sented. If the right of ocoupancy is of any value, it will not he of less value to 
the incomer tlian to the outgoor. In other words, the practical operation will 
’be, that the landlord will recover the price he has paid in the shape of a bonus or 
premium from the incoming tenant whom he prefers to the private purchaser. 
Mr. Eield, in discussing the argument in favour of transferability from facility 
of execution of deeme, says : — 

* The strong(.!>>t point of the oonipluinta urged against the proposed rent-law proecdure is 
eoiieerued, not with tlic dclaj’ in obtaining a decree, but with the delay and difficulty in getting 
the decree executed once it has been obtained. The experience of the Courts entirely corrobo- 
rates this. The average raiyat is too [)oor for process against his moveables to be productive 
of much result. Ills i;uttle are easily got out of the way, or, if attached, are made the subject 
of false claims by ihird parlies, lie seldom or never possesses immoveable property. To take 
him on body warrant is merely lo add to costs, the chance of realizing wliich is thereby dimi- 
nislied. If the raiyat’s bolding were saleable in execn Lien, and would fetch at least sufficient to 
satisfy the decree and costs, tlie landlord’s txeention difficulties would at once disappear.’ 

“ We have, accordingly, made the occupancy-right saleable in execution of a 
decree, as well as transferable and heritable, hut we have not made it saleable by 
the landlord summarily and without decree. This was proposed tentiitively as 
a ])rivilegc which might he grauied to those exceptional landlords who keep 
their hooks aud accounts in sutdi a way as to satisfy the Board of Revenue, hut 
it became obvious on con sid« ‘ration that such a privilege must cither he accord- 
ed to a*ll landlords or to none ; and it must be admitted that, in the present state 
of affairs, neither an? the landlord’s accounts so accurate and trustworthy, as a 
rule, as to make it safe to bring the o<x!upan(?y-rigUt to sale on their ea: parle 
evidence without lieai'ing the raiyat, nor is he in such a position (as the patni 
holder generally is) as to he able to save himself from injustice, or to obtain 
redress for it afterwards, under the patni procedure. Whether the right of 
ocoupancy thus made transferable will remain for many generations in the 
hands of the same class as now possess it, is a subject on which many persons 
are disposed to px’ophcsy. I don’t know, aud, therefore, I won’t prophesy ; hut 
certainly no arguments which have hitherto been brought forward have con- 
■ vinecd me that this cause alone will bring about any great revolution in the posi- 
tion of the occupiers of the soil. In the meantime W'O shall, I think, with 
lixity of tenure, fair rents, and the power to transfer, have given to the present 
generation some sccux’ity for enabling them to maintain their position as culti- 
vators, to do justice to the soil and to he able to resist the pressure of one or 
two had seasons ; aud, in doing this, I verily believe, we are really doing the 
zamlndur more good than if, he were left the absolute master of an impoverished, 
hopeless and therefore thriftless, tenantry. 

“ 1 come now to another point to which very great objection is taken, namely, 
the overriding of contracts, or rather the provisions jireventing a raiyat from 
contracting himself out of his status. Wc cannot of course prevent a raiyat 
making what contract he likes, nor can we prevent liis adhering to it, only we 
say that in certain cases the Court will not give effect to such contracts. 

“ Mr. Ilbcrt dealt with the matter in his ojiening speech, and explained the 
general considerations which led the Commission, the Government of Bengal 
and the Goveimment of India to decide that this provision was absolutely ne- 
cessary. We do provide for moderate enhancements being arranged by private 
contract, because we do not wish to force all such cases into Courts ; but we do 
not allow any force to contracts which would deprive the raiyat of his occu- 
pancy status and make him liable to aidutrary ejectment or arbitrary enhance- 
ment. Mr. Ilhert read out a specimen of the kind of document by which, he 
said, we could not allow the provisions of our legislation to be overridden. I 
may mention that this was not a single or a solitary document. In the case in 
which this document was put in, I am informed that the zamindar’s agent urged 
in its hi'half that 1,000 or 1,200 raiyats had given similar kdbuUyats, and I wish 
to draw attention to the fact that these details overriding the law are only entered 
in the h'ohnUyat which remains with the zamindar. They are not entered in the 
counter- ])urt patta whieh remains with the raiyats. Allow me to offer a few 
more r(‘asous to tho same effect as Mr. Ilhert’s patta. One of the causQS of 
the Pabnd riots was the endeavour on the part of the landlords to force from 
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the raiyats kabMiyata which, besides incorporating illegal ahwdba in the rents, 
provided for the landlord changing arbitrarily the legal standard of measurement, 
and for his ejecting the raiyat in case of the latter having the misfortune to 
quarrel with him. Is it possible for us, where the pressure of population on the 
land is so close, where no other oceuption is available, where a raiyat must 
cultivate or starve, where there is no sort of equality in wealth, or intelligence, 
or. position, — is it possible, I say, for us to allow our Courts to treat such docu- 
ments, made in direct contravention of the law, as contracts made on equal 
terms between the parties ? Then look at the quotation I have read already from 
the proceedings of the landholders’ meeting held at Arrah. At present, they say, 
land-owners prevent the growth of occupancy-rights by granting leases for five 
years, or by changing lands, or by changing the assessment. And how is the 
assessment changed ? Mr. Finucanc’s report has shown us. One year one anna 
is added to the rupee of rent as ‘ kharcha ’, an illegal abtodb. The next year 
that is incorporated in the rent: after a few years’ rest another kharcha of 
two anims is added, and that is similarly incorporated, or in some cases even this 
process is not gone through. ‘ This so-called enhancement consisted simply in 
ordering the patwari to cuter the amount as a demand in the village papers 
against each raiyat.’ 

“ The hon’ble gentleman opposite endeavoured to show that the Govern- 
ment had adopted or permitted equally oj)pres8ive contnicts. We have heard 
the Lieutenant-Governor’s reply to this, and it is clear that the bon’ hie gentleman 
mistook altogether the nature of some of these forms, and that the pat<d which 
Government allowed to ho sold for convenience sak(j at registration offices, was 
by no means so o])pressive as he would have us believe. A gentleman once 
undertook to eompil(5 a dictionary, and he had in the course of it to explain the 
word ‘crab’. He described it as a red fish that walks backward. Fortunately, 
he showed his dciseription to a scientific friend before publishing it. His friend 
said it was excellent, admirable, perfect; only, unfortunately, the crab was not 
a fish, it was not red, and it did not walk backwards. Similarly, the Govern- 
ment patta did not, as the hon’blo gentleman opposite seemed to sui)posc, provide 
either for preventing the accrual of occupancy-rights, or for ejectment, or for 
oppressive interest. Hut, <‘v<in if he had jnado out his case, I should still hold 
that it would bo an argument rather for than against overriding of contract. 
As Mr. Evans pointed out ycsterd.ay, if those things are done in opposition to 
the well-known ])rinciplos and wishes of the Government by their own officers, 
what will not bo done by the unsupervised amid of zamindars ? If these things 
are done in the green tree, what will be done in the dry ? 

“ I will show you what will be done by reference to another kabiiliyaty 
appertaining to the estate of one of the most enlightened landholders in the 
country, but Avhich positively bristles with piuvisions for evading or nullifying 
the law, and this is the point I wish to enforce — not that such contracts arc 
oppressive, but that they are a deliberate attemj)t to override the law. 

“ It is to this effect : —

“ Can anyone say that, in the face of such endeavours as these to override 
the law by moans of contract, tho legislature has any choice but to maintain 
the law in spite of the so-called contracts. 

“ Tho objections with which I have been dealing hitherto apply mainly to 
the provisions of the Bill concerning the occupancy- tenant ; hut wo liave heard 
some very strong objections to the protection given to tho non-occupancy, or, as 
tlio Bill calls thorn, ordinary, raiyats Under existing law, raiyats not having a 
right of occupancy are entitled to pattds at such rates as may be agreed upon 
between them and tho persons to whom tho rent is payable. The term of such 
pattds is exclusively at the discretion of the landlord, and such a raiyat cannot 
against the will of his landlord, retain possession of land in which ho has not 
a right of occupancy ; but, if ho has entered into possession otherwise than for 
a specific term, or, having entered for a term, has held over with the consent of 
his landlord, express or implied, he cannot be ejected without service upon him 
of a reasonable notice to quit. His rent can only be enhanced after service 
upon him of a notice of enhancement, served by order of the Collector. If, after 
such a notice has been served upon him, such raiyat elect to remain in possession 
of tho land, ho cannot be compelled to pay more than a reasonable rent therefor. 
(I am talcing this statement of the Law from Mr. Field's Digest). The altera- 
tions which tho Bill proposes to make in the law are these. Subject to the 
general maximum, wo leave the rate of rent to ho fixed by contract ; we leave 
the raiyat subject to enhancement without a suit, but we provide tliat, if in con- 
sequence of his refusal to accept the enhancement the landlord wishes to eject 
him, he shall pay him compensation for disturbance. Tho compensation to be 
made will be in proportion to the enhancement demanded, so that, if the 
enhancement is moderate, the raiyat will probably prefer to pay it ; if it is ex- 
cessive, the landlord will have to pay for ejecting him. The object is two-fold — 
to keep the landlord to reasonable enhancement, and to prevent bis making use 
of his power to enhance as a means for .ousting tho raiyat so as to prevent his 
acquiring a right of occupancy. I was quite prepared for strong opposition on 
this point. It is in principle a return to the modified rights of occuiiancy which 
the Commission proposed to give .to the three years’ tenants ; in other words, 
it aims at giving some security of tenure under which occupancy-rights can 
grow up to all cultivators. It is admittedly an innovation or experiment which 
has never been tried in India, and at first sight is open to the charge brought 
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against it of being an invasion of the landlord’s rights. Now it is pointed . out 
in Mr. llbert’s speech that a high authority has computed that 90 per cent, of 
the raiyats of Bengal have occupancy rights. The Bihdr Commission computed 
that between sixty and seventy per cent, were in a condition which would enable 
them to claim occupancy-rights under the present Bill. Still there is an im- 
portant residuum, and the question at issue is — does public policy require us to 
protect the position of this residuum at the expense of ttte powers now held by 
landlords ? The reasons which led the Government to answer this question in 
the a€S.rmative may be gathered from the following extracts from their despatch 
No. 16 of last October to the Secretary of State. They said, with reference to 
the very subject — ‘ We have first to consider the proportion of cultivators whom 
the scheme leaves unprotected’, and, after referring to the figures quoted above, 
the despatch goes on — 

* The proportion is at best conjectural, and we ai» not concerned to insist on its accuracy ; 
but the important point to be remembered is that the number of unprotected raiyats, what- 
ever it may be at the moment when legislation is completed, will, under your Lordship^s 
scheme, be thereafter a constantly increasing number. Every acre of land which becomes 
vacant, whether by purchase or pre-emption on the part of the landlord, by death without 
heirs, or by abandonment of the occupant, falls out of the protected class, and instantly be- 
comes a subject for a renewal of the evil contest. The landloi'd's interest is immediately 
concerned in preventing the settlement on such land of any existing cultivator of the estate 
or village, and in defeating, as regards tenants from outside, the accrual of occnpancy-rights 
by twelve years’ prescription on such land ; the old series of litigation, enhancement and eject- 
ment will recommence, and in the course of another generation the pcrecutagc of land thus 
acquired will be sutheient to render necessary a re-opening of the whole question, and will 
inevitably involve fresh interference on the part of Government. 

' In the meantime, it is ahuudaiitly manifest that the position of this unprotected residuum 
will be infinitely worse than that of unprotected raiyats under the existing law. At present, 
the landlord can effectually prevent the accrual of occuirancy-rights by merely shifting bis 
tenant from one patch pf cultivation to another j under the proposed rule it will bo incumbent 
on him to turn the tenant out of the village altogether, out of his house and homestead as 
well as out of his land, and we have every reason to believe that this power, which, even as a 
threat in terrorern, would be productive of the worst consequences, would in many cases be 
actually put in force.’ 

“ And they added— 

‘fence round the twelve years’ rule as we may, any rule which makes it to the interest of 
the landlord to prevent the growth of prescriptive rights leaves of necessity to him both the 
power and the inducement to put such pressure on his raiyats as cannot fail to become in- 
tolerable.’ 

“ They explained, therefore, to the Secretary of State that it would be in 
their opinion necessary, in introducing a modified twelve years’ rule, to combine 
it with a system of comijcnsation for disturbance to unprotected raiyats. 

There is another point to be considered. It is admitted that the defini- 
tion in Act X does not override occupancy-rights which may have accrued by 
custom outside that Act. I have quoted from Messrs. McDonnell and Edgar, 
and might adduce much similar testimony as to the general existence in some 
parts of the country of a customary right of occupancy quite independent ? 
of any fixed limit of time. I have given the evidence supplied from one 
Munsifi in Central Bengal of the transferability of the rights of korfa raiyats, — 
evidence consisting of the fact that no less than 40 such holdings have, in the 
course of the last few years, been brought to sale in execution of decree, and 
fetched very substantial prices, as much as ten and fifteen yeara purchase of 
the rental. I have here a table supplied from another Munsif in Jessore, 
showing that in his Court, in the course of two months, some 35 under-tenures, 
many of them technically korfa tenures, and all coming under the ordinary 
head of non-transfcrable rights, had been sold. 

“ Now, if such under- tenures can be sold for substantial sums in execution 
of decree, does it not follow that the holder has in them a property worth pro- 
tecting ? And, if we are to carry out the accepted policy jlf establishing ‘ the 
occupancy- tenure on a broad and permanent basis,* of securing ‘ a substantial 
tenantry free from debt and in a position to save and bear the pressure of 
occasional bad'seasons, * are we not 3 ustificd in taking steps to protect within' 
reasonable limits the non-occupancy-tcnant from arbitrary evictions, and so to 
render possible the accrual of full occupancy-rights which the law aims at P As 
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fn'tTio snecifll method by which J;his should be done, there may well be difiPer- 
ences o/ opinion. Whether you can, by fixing a nominal maximum of yent, 
nSSll^diminish the yaluo"^ of the power of sub-letting is, I confess, qu^on- 
Jwt . and whether in the case of non -occupanoy-raiyats, competition will not 
over^me legislative restrictions on rents is no less doubtful. I admit also that 
tor rtisturtanco is unWrf aad may bo open to objection, but 
XlTwe must affirm tlio principle of giving this ctos a reasonable m^iwe of 
pmtZthn, the particular method of arriving at this result is a subject for 
discussion in Select Committee, and it is one on which we shall be particularly 

elad to receive suggestions. « ^ -i. u u .l 

“ WhiJo dealing with this question of ordinary raiyats, it nehovea me to say 
something on the subject of sub-letting. We have been asked to prohibit sub- 
letting, and have been., told that in the extension of sub-letting lies a danger 
which may involve a new d(jpartvre in another generation or two, as a new 
class of rack-rented raiyats grows up on the soil ; but it is impossible, as has 
been pointed out, to ignore the universal custom of sub-letting, or to change 
the status of all existing occupancy-raiyats and their sub-tenants. We have 
done what wo can to discourage this liabit. In the first place, by making occu- 
pancy-rights transferable, wo" take away one of the great inducements to sub- 
letting. In the second place wo imt a limit on the rent* wluch can lie legally 
demanded from a suh-raiyat, and so leave but a margin of about ten per cent- 
between what the raiyat lias to pay bis landlord and what lie can receive from 
his sub-raiyat. Ordinarily, therefore, it would be better worth his while to culti- 
vate himself, or to sell, t han to sub-let. In the tliird place, we make it part of the 
law that the tenant sliould obtain his landlord’s permission before sub-letting ; 
otherwise the sub-tenant’s crop is liable to the landlord’s distraint, and this right 
the landlord is not likely to abandon. Whether these provisions will really check 
the habit of sub-lotting, I cannot say. I am quite sure direct prohibition would 
be incifectual, and I am also quite sure that the question is one which depends 
on economic causes, and which legal checks can only very partially regulate ; 
but it seems to me that, until the difference between Avbat lie receives from his 
under-tenant and wliat he pays to his superior landlord becomes so large as to 
enable the occupancy-raiyat altogether to divorce himself from the soil, the 
custom of sub-letting Avill not he encouraged, for tlie occupancy-raiyat can, in 
the present state of affairs, find no other moans of occupation ; in the meantime, 
therefore, the tendency of our legislation will be to keep the great bulk of the 
occupancy -raiyats on the soil, but more able to subsist comfortably and to 
resist adverse circumstances than at jircsent : pnyway, I don’t think legislation 
can wisely go further iu this direction than we arc doing, and, as Mr. Ilbert said 
in his oiiening speech, 

‘ sufficient for the Statesman if he can grapple with the problem of the day j for the 
distant future he must leave [Kistcrity to provide,’ 


“ And now I come to ilio point against which the main attack of the opposi- 
tion is addressed, namely, that while Ave have done everything to increase the 
security of the raiyat, avc have done nothing to carry out the two objects for 
Avliicli legislation Avas originally demanded, namely, to facilitate the recovery of his 
rents by the zamindar, and to give him a sure and satisfactory method of cn- 
lianccmimt. Many of the objections Averc answered in advance by Mr. Ilbert. 
He has shown Avliat we have done and Avliy Ave have been unable to do more. 
In the matter of procedure for recovery, he showed that there was no royal road 
to the discovery of facts ; and by shortening the code of procedure you do not 
shorten procedure itself ; that you cannot, without danger of gross injustice, 
shift in these cases the burthen of proof, and that the real reason why rent suits 
take time is that thei*o arc generally substantial issues to be tried, and substan- 
tial injustice, especially in executing ex parte decrees, to be guarded against. 
What we have done is to give a modified power of distraint, AAdiich is really a 
form of attachment before judgment, and should in very many cases take' the 
place of a suit altogether. Doubtless, as has been urged upon us, many zamin- 
ddi-s would Avish to be able to exercise this power of distraint directly and of their 
own authority, instead of through the intervention of tlie Court. This is what 
is now very generally practised in Bihdr, and it has been defended by certain 
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zaminddrs in the papers before us, as well as in this Council, as being less tedious 
and less expensive to the raiyat than the regular process. Doubtless a creditor 
might say, it would be much shorter, and perhaps less expensive to his debtor, to 
take the purse out of his pocket than to sue him for the debt, but neither the 
law nor the debtor look at the matter from this point of view. The law calls 
it robbery, and the debtor is likely, either to resent it by violence, or by getting 
the law to enforce the penalty for robbery. In other words, we cannot allow 
one of two disputants to he the judge in his own cause, — no, not even judge in a 
Court of first instance, and though his decision he open to appeal, for this is the 
plain meaning of giving him summary powers of distraint and leaving the raiyat 
to contest it by suit. In ordinary suits, where distraint through the Courts is 
not had reeourse to, Mr. Ilbert has described the procedure, based very much on 
that of the Small Cause Courts, and abolishing all unnecessary delays, and dis- 
allowing appeals in petty oases, and has explained our readiness to consider in 
Select Committee any fui’ther simphfication, should such simplification appear 
consistent with justice to both jjartics. 

But it is not merely a shortened procedure ; it is a summary procedure, 
which is wanted, — a procedure, in fact, Avhich will give the landlord the ben<?fit 
of the presumption in his favour, and place on the raiyat the onus of proving 
that the pr(‘Sum]ition is erroneous. 

“Now, there are only two forms of summary procedure — one through the 
intervention of our Courts, the other through executive authority, like the certi- 
ficate or patni procedure. 

“Summary proccdui-e through the executive authorities has long been tried 
in India. There are numerous examples of failure. Up to 185i), a zamindai* 
could enforce paynumt of rent either by distraint or summary suit before tlie 
Collector. This was discontinued by the framers of Act X. The raiyat had 
no remedy but by a regular suit, and this, tlu^ framers of the Act declared, was 
‘almost tantamout to refusing him any renuxly at all’. The abolition of those 
suminary powers was objected to then by the liritish Indian Association, much 
on the same grounds as those now j)ut forward (as indeed were all the restric- 
tions on the zamindar’s power, including that of aiTcsting their raiyat) ; 
but these objections wore deliberately overruled. The quevstion of a sum- 
maiy procedure thi’ough the executive autimritics was then definitely set- 
tled in the negative, aft(!r an experience dating back to 1799. Nor has 
summary proccdiu’c through the Court been found more satisfactory. I 
believe the experience of the proceedings under section .580 of the old Ti*oce- 
dui’c Code fully justiflt^s this assertion. The hon*ble gentlcnxan o])posite now 
asks that we should give to the zaminddrs the saims summary proctMlure (that 
of the Certificate Act) which the Government use in recovering public demands. 
In the first place, let mo point out that under this. Act, in Govcniment estates, 
the Collector is himself tlie Court, and may be trusted to decide with reasonable 
fairness between the manager of the estate and the raiyat, and only with his 
sanction, after hearing objections, can a <*ertilicate be executed. What similar 
security can zamindars oifor ? But I w'ill, in answer to the hon’ble g(intle- 
man’s demand for this procedure, quote no less ati authority than that of liai 
Ki’istodas Pal, Bahadui*, himself. When it was proposed to apply this proce- 
dure to the recovery of arrears of rent due on estates under the Court of Wards, 
speaking in the Bengal Council, he said — 

‘ That would be opjwsed to rigfht principle. RtMit-suits Pomotimes involved qiiestioiifl <»£ 
rip^hi and other complicated matters wliieli were bc.'<t left to the (h'vil Courts. It was oh.scrv- 
able that the certificate of the Collector under this Bill, in respect of this cla.s.s of cases, would 
not be absolute but conditional, and that liberty was <riven to the aji^grieved party to aji^ily to 
the Civil Courts^ for rodre^^s within a year of the making of the cevtilicate. If, then, it was 
considered necessary tliat the ultimate remedy should be sought for in the Civil Court, he did 
not see the necessity of pnividinj^ for that class of cases the summary procedure of a certi- 
ficate; it would only lead to additional ex^iense, trouble and harassment, and he consiilered it 
much better that the procedure should be simplified, and suits for recovery of rent dealt wit h 
by the Civil Court at once, than that the certificate procedure should be first i^-one thrfiiigh as 
provided in this Bill, and the same things should be ^ouo over again in a reg-iilar way before 
the Civil Court.^ 

I think the objection is sufficient, and I wisli no better justification for 
our refusal, either to imperil justice by the adoption of a summary procedure 
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without redress, or, by giving the redress of a regular suit, to open the way to 
additional expense, trouble and harassment’. I am grateful to my friend 
for the plume which wings my shaft. At the same time I must admit that we 
are bound to provide the speediest and easiest method of recovery that can be 
devised, provided it is quite consistent with the security and protection of the 
miyats ; and, if anyone can devise a more expeditious method, which shall not 
jeopardize greater and more important objects, I shall be very glad indeed to 
receive the suggestion. And now, is it the case that wo liave done nothing to 
enable zamindars to obtain readily a reasonable enhancement of their rents ? 

“In 18G7, again in 1876, and still at the present day, the landlords have 
complained that, though Acjt X of 1859 gives them the power to enhance, yet, 
owing to defects in procedure, they cannot put that power into effective action. 
So far as enhancement through the Courts on the ground of increased value of 
produce goes, they say the law is a dead letter. Wo have to admit that to a 
great extent this is true. • The' apidication of the law requires the Courts to 
ascertain a series of economic facts, concerning which it is impossible for the 
landlord to put before thdm in most cases the requisite evidence. Well, we 
liavo made a real endeavour to grapple ■with this problem. We have provided a 
scheme by which tables of rates corresponding to the old pargana rates should 
bo fixed by the Revenue authorities, and we have provided for the Civil Courts 
applying these tables to the individual suits brought before them. In other 
words, the economic questions which have paralysed their action hitherto will 
now be solved for them by the Revenue authorities, and all they will have to 
do will be to apply them, or to decide upon special pleas put forward to show 
why they should not bo applied. But we are told that these tables of rates will 
bo unworkable. I think in some parts of the country it Avill be found that 
the existing rates are so multifarious, and depend so little on the quality of the 
soil or value of nett produce, and so much on other considerations, that the 
preparation of those tables will bo difficult, if not impossible. In other parts 
of the country, there will bo much loss difficulty in their proj)aration. But the 
scheme is admittedly experimental. I hear that Mr. Rinucane finds pargana 
rates, never changed since the Permanent Settlement, still existing in parts of 
Jessorc, as Mi*. Westmacott found- th(?ra still existing in Dinajpur. Prelimi- 
nary enquiries are now being conducted by experienced officers under the 
instruction of His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor, and, when the Select Com- 
mittee meet in Novomlicr, we shall bo in a better jiosition than we are now to 
judge of the chances of success. If it succeeds, there cannot be a doubt that 
the solution of the vexed problem will afford the zarainddrs a far more satis- 
factory method than they have ever had before, of legally obtaining a fair share 
of the increased produce, or increased value of the produce, of the soil, and they 
at least will have little cause to complain. If it fails, wo provide another 
method on which they can fall back, and that is the regular settlement of rents 
by a revenue-officer, the procedure for which will •bo found in Chapter XI. 
This procedure is not applicable, it is true, to single suits ; it only provides for 
those cases where large numbers of tenants have to be dealt with ; but it is 
these cases that most require to be provided for, and which most lead to disturb- 
ance. Here again I may say that we are most anxious to receive criticism 
and suggestions. 

“ I feel that, both in this matter and in that of a speedy recovery of arrears 
really due, the zamindilrs are entitled to ask of us whatever assistance consistent 
with the interests of justice it is in our power to give them, and it is a matter 
of regret to me that the inherent difficulties of the problem are so great as to 
render a thoroughly satisfactory solution of them impossible. I have alluded 
to various abuses to which the raiyat is liable, but I am not at all insensible to 
the other side of the question, and I hope that further discussion may enable 
us to hit on some method of improving on the proposals of the Bill in this 
respect. I have now said all I have to say in reply to the objections taken to 
the leading principles of the Bill. I liave purposely passed over many objec- 
tions taken to minor points, and I feel that an apology is due for having, as 
it is, trespassed so long on the time and attention of the Council. But there 
is one subject in connexion with the history of the Bill on which, though it 
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has not been mentioned either in Mr. Ilbcrt's opening speech, nor ii 
course of the debate, except cursorily by His Honour the Lieutenant-Govei 
I have still a few words to say. It refers to Bihdr. -Jfow, though the oria 
of the Bill, as regards Bengal, was the demand of the zamindars for great 
facility to collect rents and to enhance ; — a demand which, as soon as % 
looked into, showed also the necessity of simultaneously securing greater ftxh 
of tenure and limitations to enhancement ; in regard to Bihdr the genesis 
the Bill was different. There the primary object was to secure the tenant in 
the rights which were fast* slipping from jiis grasp, and the facilities required b^ 
the landlords were a secondary object. If wo look to the draft Bills forwarded* 
by the Bihar Committee at Bankipore, this difference is very apparent, and I 
may be asked, what has become of the suggestions of the Bihdr Committee ? 
Well, their work was referred to the Bent Commission, which remoi’sclessly 
eliminated many of their suggestions. They j|cfuscd to deal with the filing of 
zaminddri accounts, to exclude from evidence the loose sheets that now take the 
place of village-records ; they refused to make the interchange of pattds and 
kabuliyats compulsory, though they partly provided for this by making a decree 
take the place of a pattd ; they refused to insist on counterfoil receipt-books ; 
in other respects, they conceived that the measures proposed for Bengal would 
suffice for Bihdr, excxjpt in regard to bhaoli rents, for which they made specific 
provision. The Government of Bengal, acting on Mr. Beynolds’ suggestions 
made specific provision for measuring and recording zardt, and preventipg the 
growth of occupancy-rights therein, and also for preventing raiyati land being 
further absorbed into zardt. It followed the North-Western Provinces rules 
as regards appraisement and division of the crop, and allowed commutation of 
grain into cash rents at the request of the raiyat. It also provided a rule, 
which the Government of India have tentatively eliminated, for restricting 
thikdddrs from enhancing, a restriction w’hich can easily be evaded, and finally 
it vested possession of the crop in the raiyat, so as to make the common restraint 
and interference with it on the part of the landlord (sriminal trcsfiass. They 
also proposed to have a cadastral survey and record-of-rights undertaken experi- 
mentally in the Patna Division, and this subject, as we have heard, is now under 
the Lieutenant-Governor’s consideration. 

“ It will be seen, therefore, that ivliile some of the special sections intended 
for Bihar have been made general, some of the general sections have been sp* 
altered as to be made applicable to Bihar. Thus the provision for measuring 
recording the zaminddrs' private lands has been made pennissive for the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor to introduce into those districts whore it appears needful ; the 
maximum limit of produce rents in staple crops has equally been made of general 
application. On the other hand, the general provisions about making receipts 
full and complete in themselves has been accepted as sufficient to meet the re- 
quirements of Bihdr. So also has the principle of allowing distraint only through 
the Court. This, and the provision for vesting the possession of the crop in 
bhaoli land in the tenant (Avhich is merely a distinct statement of the existing 
law, I believe), will do much to remove the special evils of the illegal distraint 
on ci'ops, which, I am afraid, in spite of what was said yesterday, is still very 
common in Bihar. I must not detain you longer on this subject. 

“ What has now to be done is this, -'rhe Bill is to be referred to a Select 
Committee at once, but wc do not pi’oposo that the Committee should meet till 
the Council re-assemblas in November. In the mean time, there will be ample 
time for discussion, and we hope, before that time comes, to receive the matured 
opinion of the Government of Bengal, and its most experienced olflccra, and 
of the various .associations and individuals interested in the subject. We 
cannot have too much light. You may have heard of a comparison in which, 
in the present state of medicine, nature and the disease are likened to 'two men 
fighting, and the doctor to a blind man who strikes in with aitick, but whether 
he helps nature or helps the disease is a matter of accident. Of coui'se such a 
comparison is most unjust, but I have often thought that, if not applicable to 
medicine, it was not wholly inapplicable to such legislation as introduced the ‘ 
twelve years’ rule of Act X. At least, we must endeavour to avoid that error; 
we must get as much light and as much criticism on the Bill as we can. I hope 
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tWt during the Simla sessions much of this criticism will he digested and cou' 
sidered by the Government, and that, when the Select Committee meet in 
November, much of the ground will have been cleared, and we shall he able to 
» throw overboard at once any provisions which may be decisively and on good 
grounds condemned as useless and unworkable. 


His Excellency the Peesident said “ The full discussion which this 
question has received, and the able speeches which have been made by those 
hon’ble members who have addressed the Council, leave me hut little to say. 
mfll yet I should not like to allow this debate to close without making some 
observations on the subject, which has engaged the attention of the Council for 
the last two days. I need say nothing in regard to the history of this question 
down to the present time. That history has been very fully laid before the 
Council by my hon'blo and learned friend Mr. Ilbcrt, by Major Baring and 
other hon’blc members. And they have shown that the direct intervention of 
the Government of India, has only been called forth at the last stage of these 
proceedings, after every point connected with the matter has been examined, 
considered and threshed out by one of the most complete enquiries that any 
question, I believe, has ever undergone in this or in any other country. As far 
as the present Government is concerned, they took no official steps in the matter 
until they received the letter of Sir Ashley Eden in June, 1881. And, indeed, 
for myself, all I had done in regard to it up to that time was to commence a 
study of the voluminous literature already accumulated on tlie subject. When 
that letter of J une, 1881, was received, containing the clearly expressed and 
matured views of the Government of Bengal, it then became our duty to take 
up the question, carefully to consider all the information which was supplied to us 
and to determine the course which we should take. Now it seems to me that it 


cannot by any possibility bo denied that, after the long discussions which have 
taken* place on this subject, extending over many years, over the tenures of 
office of successive Viceroys and Lieutenant-Gtevemors of Bengal, the time has 
fully come when it is absolutely necessary in the interest of all parties that 
settlement should be arrived at. That some legislation on this subject is 
quired has long boon admitted by the zamindars, and it was not denied 
isterda^ by my hon’blo friend Mr. Kristodas Pdl, in his able speech, 
jgislation on this subject is necessary. But I strongly hold that you 
lot legislate on one part of a question of this kind alone. Various 
ppts to do so have been made, but I am of opinion that the Select 
[mif.fftn! on Sir Ashley Ed^- '”'11 of 1878 w-ere perfectly right when they 
came to the conclusion that they were unable to deal with one part of the ques- 
tion, and that no satisfactory solution could be found unless it was taken up 
as a whole. That decision was ajiproved by the Government of Lord Lytton, 
and the Rent Commission was issued, and I can only add my testimony to the 
ability, the zeal, the industry and the intelligence with which the members of 
that Commission discharged their duty. As has been truly said, we have iu this 
case to deal with very dilferent states of things in different parts of Bengal. 
In some parts of the Province the raiyats are strong and the landlords are 
weak ; in other parts of the Province there is an opposite state of things, inas- 
much as the raiyats are weak and the zaminddrs are strong. And that very 
diversity of circumstance of itself seems to show that if you are to treat on this 
subject, you must deal with it for Bengal as a whole. You must look to the 
interests of both zaminddrs and raiyats ; ^ou must consider what is the position 
of the landholders, and what is the position of the tenantry. You are bound to 


consider broadly and generally the interests of both parties to this great contro- 
versy. But then the preliminaiy objection ia often' taken that, on a wide view 
fii tUiS question* the GovemnSefif and the legislature have no right to interfere 
TOtween tfie zaihfnddrs and the raiyats in Bengal. Now, I was much struck 
bytKC' Hue' which was adopted by' my hon'ble friend Mr. Eristodds Pdl in 
regard to this branch of the question. He did not urge directly that the Gov- 
ernment (and by the Government I mean both the Executive Government and 
the legislature — the Government in its largest sense) is not entitled, in conse- 
quence of the Permanent Settlement, to deal with the question at all. He ap- 
proached very nearly at times, in his speech, to that assertion, but 1 observed 
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that he never actually made it, and I was not surprised that one so skilful ai 
he is, and so practise a debater, should have steered clear of that asse^ 
tion. He knows the question well, and he must feel the force of the 
arguments which can be, and which have, in the course of this discussion, been 
ably urged to show that the claim which has been set up by and on behalf of 
the zaminddrs, to the effect that the legislature and the Government are debarred 
by the agreement of 1793 from interfering on behalf of the cultivators of the 
soil, is not tenable. The clause of the Permanent Settlement which bears 
on this subject has been read to this Council more than once in the course 
of this discussion, but, nevertheless, I must read it again, because it is of the 
greatest importance that in a matter in which there is even an insinuation that 
a question of good faith is involved, there should be no mistake whatever. 
These are the words which have already beep quoted in this Council, and which 
it is essential that this Council, in dealing with this question, should bear in 
mind — 

* It l>eing the duty of the ruling power to protect all classes of people, and more parti- 
cularly those who, from their situation, are most helpless, the Governor General in Council will, 
whenever he may deem it proper, enact such Regulations as he may thiuk necessary for the 
protection and welfare of the dependent taluqd4rs, raiyats and other cultivators of the soil, 
and no zamind&r, independent talnqdar or other actual i>roprietor of land shall be entitled on 
this account to make any objection to the discharge of the fixed assessment which they have 
respectively agreed to pay.^ 

“ Now, as it seems to me, nothing can be clearer or more precise than that 
language. In those days, in many public documents, clearness and precision of 
language was frequently wanting ; but I do not tliink that the most able drafts- 
man in the world could easily have devised language which is more perfect and 
more absolutely clear than that wliich is contained in this passage. And it 
appears to mo that that passage dispels at once all idea that the Permanent Set- 
tlement prevents the Government from coming to the assistance of the t9nants. 
I hold, on the contrary, that it shows that the Government, in 1793, gave to the 
raiyats and all. the cultivators of Bengal a distinct and binding assurance that 
they should look to them for protection and for the promotion of their welfare. 
It appears to me that under these words the Government gave a distinct pledge 
that they would protect the raiyats and promote their welfare. My hon’ ble friend 
Mr. Kristodds Pal said, in the course of his speech yesterday, that ho regarded 
the Permanent Settlement as the charter of the landlords and tenants in Bengal. 
I am willing to accept that statement ; but if it is so, it is a charter given by 
the Government to the landholders on the one hand, and to the tenants on the 
other. Now let us for a moment look at the mode in which the engagements 
of that so-called charter have been fulfilled.'; From the moment when it was 
promulgated, the zamfuddrs and other landholders of Bengal, as a class, 
obtained substantial benefits, which have subsequently been growing in value 
and importance from year to year ; while, on the other hand, the cultivator of 
the soil received nothing but an assurance which, for long years of gradual 
depression, through what His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal 
called to-day the culpable negligence of the Government, has boon permitted 
to be whoUy barren. Act X of l ARR wn,«iji tn nflbnf. to that 

assurance. It was an a lUsmTlIi'wlIony unjustifiable, if the contention tlfat the 
Government is precluded from interfering between landlord and tenant is a sound 
contention. But it is obviously clear that the Government and the legislature 
who passed Act X of 1859 did not for one moment admit any contention of the 
kind. T^at Act has undoubtedly done good, and I am not in the least inclined 
to decry it ; still less am I inclined to think lightly of the purpose and inten- 
tion of those, who framed and passed it. But that Act has failed to fulfil 
all the objects for which it was introduced, because its authors did not foresee 
the iiiode in which their intentions might be set aside and rendered nugatory. 
I have heard it stated that the late Mr. O’Connell is repor^d to have said that 
he could drive a eoach-and-six through any Act of Parliament. Whether ho 
could perform that feat or not I cannot say ; but I will say this, that a coaoh- 
and-six has been driven, at all events, through the iutentions of the Act of 
1859, and that measures have been devised for evading wbat I cannot doubt to 
have been the object with which that Act was passed. 
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“ But it has been suggested that we have no right to touch this question ; 
because the zaminddrs have been called proprietors and owners of the soil, it 
has been contended that it follows necessarily that they have a full and absolute 

• right in the property, and that no one else has any interest in the soil at all. 

* On the meaning of the words ‘ proprietors and owners ’, this question very 
largely depends. My hon’ble friend Mr. Krigtodds Pal, and still more Edjd Siva 
Parsdd, if 1 followed him, appeared to contend that no man could be called 
a proprietor who had not the most absolute and complete right to do in every 
respect whatever he pleased with the land. That certainly is not the notion 
which wo entertain of an owner or proprietor of land in England. A great deal 
has been said about the zarafndars having been made proprietors after the English 
fashion. If that is so then' 1 must point out that the vast majority of land in 
England is held, by people who arc owners in only a limited sense, who cannot 
sell or mortgage the land without the sanction of somebody else, and who very 
often cannot sell or mortgage at ail. And it is quite a mistake to suppose that, 
because a man who has a limited interest in land is called a proprietor and owner, 
therefore he becomes an absolute propraetor and owner, and is given an absolute 
fee-simple right to the land to do what he likes with it. So far as I am able to 
judge by all the evidence rvhich I have seen on this complicated and much con- 
tested question of land-tenures in Indui, I am led irresistably to the conclusion 
that there never has been in India an absolute owner of the soil in wliom every 
possible kind of right of property is vested. It appears to me indisputable that tho 
raiyats and cultivators of tlie soil have always had, or at least a gi’eat proportion of 
them have always had, rights in tho soil more or less perfectly secured to them ac- 
cording to tho circumsUinces of the time and the jrosition of the parties, that riglits 
of this description have been at all times recognised, and tluit they liave never 
been abandoned by tliosc who believed that they possessed them. And it must be 
remembered that,. if it be true that ninety percent, of the tenants in Bengal arc 
occupancy-tenants now, or, to take the lower estimate which I have seen put 
forward upon good authority, that seventy per cent, only of them are now occu- 
pancy tenants, it is perfectly clear, at least as regards nine-tenths or seven- 
tenths of th(5 landlords of Bengal, that they am not absolute owners in the sense 
in which the Avords havcj been used by the opponents of the Bill in the course 
of this discussion. And', as I have spoken of the position of the zamindars, I 
should like, in passing, to say that no man can recognise more fully than I do 
the truth of what w'as stated by the Mahardja of -JDarbhaiigd yesterday, whoso 
presence in Council, I am sure, we all welcome, Avhen ho said, in modest 
terms, that the landholders of Bengal were not all bad landlords ; I have 
not the slightest intention of asserting that they arc, and if you want any 
proof to tile contrary, you Avill find it in the facts brought forward by the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal in regard to tho estates of tho Maharaja of 
Dumraon. 

“ It is not a question of the personal character of individual zamindars, 
but it is a question of what arc the rights’ of two parties — both having some 
rights in the land — tlie stronger of these two parties,' the zaminddrs, in many 
instances, resisting tho rights of the other, who, on account of their weakness, 
am entitled to receive protection from the Government. Now the Ilon’ble 
Kristodds i*dl, in speaking on the Bill, described it as a measui-e which in- 
volved the redistribution of property. I confess it seems to me that, looking at 
the past history of this matter, looking at the gradual le.ssening of the rights 
of the raiyats since the Permanent Settlement, looking at the extent to which 
their position has, from a great variety of circumstances, been weakened since 
that date, and at the manner in which they have lost rights, which, to my 
mind, it is clear that they originally possessed, it would be much Tuose true to 
say that this Bill is a Bill for the restoration, rather than fortherodistributi''n, of 
property. But it does not go so far ; we do not propose to restore to any portion . 
of tho cultivators of the soil the position in which they would now stand, if the 
system Avhich was in force at the time of the Permanent Settlement had been 
unaltered down to the present time. What this Bill does is to leave the land- 
‘ lord, broadly speaking, all the advantages which he has acquired during these 
ninety years. It leaves him the rent which he now receives. All it says to bim 
is * Your power of enhancement and eviction shall be, to a limited degree, brought 
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back ia the future to the positiou in which it stood ninety years ai 
my mind, then, so far as regards any question of right, we haV(^ 
a most plain right — a right which was asserted and exercised in 1859 t— 
with this question, if wo consider it necessary, for the purpose of pro 
the interests and promoting the welfare of the cultivators of the soil, 
we propose to take steps for that purpose which wdll fall very far short 
storing the cultivators of the soil to the j)osition in which they originallj 
To attain this end, so far as can noAV he done, is the principle and th< 
object of the Bill which we are now considering. I will now pass, 
fore, from the point which is really the only point under discussion at 
stage, namely the printjiple of the Bill, and I will consider, as briefly 
can, some of its leading provisions more in detail. 

“And, first, with regard to the question of occupancy raiyats. Al 
that this Bill will really (lo, will be to rend(‘r more effectual what’ wus tl^ 
true object and intention of Act X of 1859. As I have said, I do not belJevl 
that the framers of that Bill anticipated the mode in ■whicli the- proposal wliicu 
they then made would bo evaded, and I feel no doubt whatever that, if they^ 
were luire to-day to speak, they wo\ild accept, upon this point at all events, th® 
legislation which wo are now proposing as the most elTectual means of carrying 
out their original intention. I was very much struck yesterday by a reference 
which ivas made by my hon’ble friend Mr. Evans to a letter, Avhich I think 
he said ho had seen in a newspaper, from a Boiigal zaminddr, ,in which 
the writer said that he recognised that the gnjat body of the raiyats had a 
moral right of occupancy in their holdings. The law cannot deal wdtha purely 
moral right ; but the moment you get so far as to say that a man has a moral 
right to an occupancy tenure, you are veiy near the day when the legislature 
will say ‘We will convert that moral right into a legal one’; and that is all we 
propose to do here now. It is admitted, upon all hands, that Act X of 1859 was 
intended to pi’eserve all customary rights, and the twelve years* rule was 
introduced for the purpose of giving rights over and above those which existed 
under the customary rules. In fact, the twelve years* rule was not intended, 
whatever may have been its practical effect, to exclude from the right of 
occupancy oxiy khudkdsht raiyats, or, as they wore called ‘resident* raiyats, 
but, on the contrary, to bring within the benefits of that right certain 
other tenants, not resident raiyats, who, under the original definition of the Bill, 
would have- to bo excluded. IJnfortunately, as I have said before, this Act has 
been so worked, that what was meant to give additional security has had the con- 
trary effect, and has deprived many resident raiyats of what Avould have other- 
wise been their clear rights. Now, for my own part I confess that, in consi- 
dering this question, I cannot altogether divest myself of the fear that, so 
long as you have a fixed limit of time at the expiration of which the raiyat will 
obtain a right of occupancy, there will be moi’o or less danger of a continu- 
ance of the proceedings which have been resorted to under Act X of 1859. 
My own view on this subject has been very ably stated by Mr. Justice 
Cunningham in his Minute on the Rent Bill. Mr. Cunningham says : — 


' But this happy state of things heconios impossible when the legislature enacts that, at 
the end of a stated period, the tenant shall cha nge his s intns, .aniLtlin himllo nl lose n ooiisMlnr- 
ablc portion of his rights. ’I'lie two parties arc thnnighout necessarily at arms length, and, ns 
soon af tliiTperiod approaches, the landloi-d naturally does something to prevent the accrnnl of 
the prescriptive right, and is always on the look-out to prevent the growth of occupancy- 
rights, and to destroy them where they now accrued.' 

“ That was the reason, the desire to avoid that source of differences and 
possibilities of contention, which led me, in common with my colleagues, to sub- 
mit to the Secretary of State the proposal which is contained in our despatch 
of March last. Lord Hartington did not approve of our proposal on that point, 
and preferred that the Bill should he framed in the manner in which it lias 
been drawn up and is now before the Council. I certwnly do not doubt that 
the Bill in this shape will have a very beneficial effect. I am not at all 
sure that it may not, in the first instance, go nearly as far as the proposal which 
we made ; and all I have to say on the subject is, that it Avill be the duty of 
the Government very carefully to watch the proceedings taken under this Bill, 
if it becomes law, in order to see that the process of shifting raiyats from village 
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from field to field, does not spring up under this measure ; and to stop 
.rill be any clear and distinct evasion of the intention of this law. 

, Now, passing from the subject of occupancy-rights, I have a few words 
on those provisions of the Bill which render void any contracts incon- 
nt with the general scheme of the measure. When you have to deal 
|u a matter in which the practice of contracting out of the law (legally con- 
iHing, £ admit) has been very largely resorted to, so as to show that those 
IP have the power liavo not the inclination to conform to the obvious 
lentions of the legislature, it becomes a very serious question, at all 
pes and in all countries-, to wliat extent the legislature should allow 
feir intentions, to he overridden hy an ai'rangcmcnt between two parties who 
and towards each other in such very dilferent relations in point of strength 
pmd position as the raiyat and the zamind&r. I will give you an instance 
firawn from my own experience. Some years ago, an Act of Parliament was 
pas8(‘d in England, on the Subject of giving compensation for improvements to 
English tenants. It was wholly a pcimiissivc Act ; it showed clearly the mind 
of the legislature, but it was left to the parties, or really to one of the parties 
concerned, — the landlord, — to decide whether he would he hound hy the Bill or 
not. The majority of English landlords, the majority even of those who sup- 
ported the Bill, proceeded at once to render it inoperative, and it had very little 
practical effect ; so little that I was one of the very few 2 >eoi)le who did act 
under it.* ■ And what was very much like some of the proceedings complained 
of in some Government departments here, the Government themselves, under 
their own Bill, gave notice to all their tenants that they would have nothing 
whatever to say to the Bill. What has been the consequence? why, at the present 
moment Parliament is about to take up this question again, and to pass a Bill 
which will make it compulsory upon both parties to enter upon these arrange- 
ments, and will j)rovent tiusm from contracting themselves out of them. The 
general principle of making the Bill compulsory on both parties is jiretty well 
agreed upon on both sides of the House of Commons. The case here is very 
similar. Wo have })artie8 contracting out of the provisions of the law, and if 
that law is to have any effect at all the only process by which it can ho made 
effectual is to say to these j)arties, ‘ You shall not bo permitted to contract 
yourselves nut of the law *. Surely it is high time to do so when we find men 
contracting themselves out of this and many other laws whieh impose cesses 
upon landlords, and which forbid the imposition of illegal cesses upon 
tenants, such as ahiodhs and other forms of illegal taxation. Upon this point 
I can only say that wo arc acting upon jirinciples generally recognized in cases 
where the legislature finds itself in ihc position of having no alternative except 
to make the iirovisious of the law imperative upon the two contracting parties ; 
for it is useless to pass this or any other moasui’e unless it is determined that 
its provisions shall be enforced, and that the partied; shall not have the power 
of escaping from them. 

" Something has been said about the conduct of Government ofllcials in 
Court of Wards*’ estates and in other estates. 11 is Honour the lieutenant* 
Governor has told you to-day of the orders which have been recently issued on 
that subject, and I can only say that these orders are entirely approved of hy 
the Government of India, and that wo have taken steps of a similar kind in 
regard to the other parts of India. 

“Now, with respect to the question of transferability. The evidence ap- 
pears to me, I confess, to bo overwhelming, that in the greater part of Bengal 
the practice of transfer exists under a custom which the Courts have recognised. 
The Gh)vernment of Bengal in one of the i)apcr8 — I think it is the letter of Sir 
Ashley Eden — says * that the weight of opinion received is in favour of recog- 
nising in the law what is an almost universal custom of the province,’ that is 
the custom of transfer. If it is an almost universal custom in the Province it is 
only right that it should bo recognised, and it appears to me that it is in the 
interests of the zamindars that it should be recognised in the mode in which we 
propose to recognise it ; because where this custom exists now the landlord 
can put in no claim for pre-emption. If we are going to reduce the right of 
anybody in regard to transfers, we are going, practically, to limit the right of

the tenant, and not of the landlord, by giving the latter a power to come in and- 
say : ‘ I claim to buy what you want to transfer,* and at a price to be settled 
by a Court instead of at the highest price which the tenant would otherwise 
obtain. There is a great deal to be said against giving the landlord thi% 
power, on the ground that the Court might adjudicate a price very much below 
the price which the tenant could get under the existing custom. 

“ The Hon’ble Kristodds Pdl seems to think that the result of these pro- 
visions will be to force both parties into Court ; but they may agree out of Court 
if they like. Would my hon’ble friend prefer that the landlord should be 
oblig^ to give whatever any other person offered the tenant for the holding ? 
That is an amendment which may be considered in Committee, but it would 
not, in my judgment, be in favour of the landlord. It appears to me, I must 
say, that it would not be fair to the landlord to proceed in that way, 
because it would be very easy for the tenant to have a collusive sale and to get 
some friend to come forward and pretend that ho was willing to buy at a very 
high price his occupancy-tenure, and thus to make it almost impossible for the 
landlord to exercise his right of pre-emption ; and besides this, I am told that 
it hapi)ens in many parts of the country, that neighbours who are not on good 
terms with a zamindar are often ready to pay a fancy price in order to annoy 
the landlord. This, I think, ought to be prevented, even at some risk of dimi- 
nishing the rights which exist in many pai’ts of the country under the custom 
of the present day, and we ought, therefore, to give the landlord the rigiit of 
pre-emption at a rate to be fixed by the Court. If it is true that the system 
of transfer, as the Bengal Govemment lias stated, is an almost universal custom 
of the Province, this provision is rather in favour of the zaminddr than other- 
wise, and I observe tliat the Maharaja of Bai'bhangd was mulined to take 
that view. 

“ Passing from that point, I come to the question of enhancement. Now, 
the position of the law with regard to enhancements is this. The Hon’ble 
Kristodds Pdl has told us that enhancements are now practically at an 
end, and it is, I believe, generally admitted that, under the law as it stands 
at present, it is extremely difficult for a landlord to get even a just and 
reasonable enhancement. Notwithstanding that absolute right of property 
which we hear so much about, the landlord cannot now enhance, except 
under certain conditions laid down in the Courts. The practical effect of 
our proposal would be, I believe, to make just and reasonable enhance- 
ments more easy and not more difficult to obtain than at present ; and 1 
know very well that many persons who feel very strongly on the subject take 
objection to the Bill as now framed, because they think that it will have the 
effect of repdering it practically easier to enhance than at present. At the same 
time we do take, and deliberately intend to take, ample provision against unfair 
and unjust enhancement, against rack-renting and against depriving the tenant 
of his fair share of the produce. That we deliberately intend to do ; but we are 
ready to render it easier than at present for the landlord to secure such enhance- 
ment as the law declares to he right. I won’t detain the Council now with any 
remarks upon the subject of the tables of rates. The llon’blc Kristodds Pdl 
seemed to deprecate that pai’t of the Bill. It will, no doubt, receive the careful 
attention of the Select Committee, and by the time the Select Committee meets 
we shall have a great deal of practical evidence upon it, and it will then be 
for the Select Committee to consider how far the princif)le can bo applied. I 
think the principle would be useful, but it is not essential to tlie system of the 
Bill. It may be applied to one part of the country and not to another. I said 
just now that we did not intend to permit the rents of these occupancy tenants 
to he unduly enhanced, and that is why we have fixed a maximum. The ques- 
tion of the amount of that maximum is undoubtedly an impor^ut one, requiring 
the consideration of the Select Committee. The difference^ between twenty 
and twenty-five per cent, is not very great; and the Lieutenant-Governor 
has before him evidence which shows that twenty per cent, is as far as 
we ought to go. 

I come now to what the Bill calls the ordinary raiyat. We have 
bought it right to give a mnn in. that position a certain amount of 
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ssecurity, a very much less aipount of security than is given to the occupancy 
tenant, but stm some degree of security, and we pi'oposo to give it in two 
ways : first, by fixing a maximum similar to, but higher than, that fixed 
.for occupancy tenants ; and, secondly, by providing compensation for him in 
certain ways. I must say that I have found it by no means easy to get a clear 
idea of what is the position of these tenants at present. Mr. Field, in his 
Digest, that very able work for which we owe him so many thanks, and 
of the accuracy of which wo have so many proofs, — lays it down, in the 
61 st article 

‘ The rent of a miyat not having a right of oecupanoy can be enhanced only after service 
upon him of a notice of enhancement in the manner provided by article 45. If after such a 
notice has liecn served upon him, such raiyat elect to remain in possession of the land he 
cannot be compelled to pay more than a reasonable rent therefor.' 

“’Well, reading that, you would suppose that the intention was that this 
tenant should have thp right to sit on the land at a reasonable rent ; but on the 
otlicr hand the landlord has power to give him notice to quit, and if he does the 
tenant has to go ; so, while it wo\ild appear that the law recognises, to a certain 
extent, the right of the tenaiit-at-will to sit on the land at a reasonable rent, it 
gives him no practical means of securing that right. I am not inclined to put 
this man in a worse position tluin he is in noAv, or than the law intends him to be 
in, and it appears to me, tluiroforc, that it is quite impossible for us to over- 
look, his position and leave him altogether under tlie operation of a law which, 
as far as I can understand, is very vague and uncertain. The tenant in this 
position is regarded and spoken of as a haiant-at-will, and I believe the Courts 
regard him in that light ; but at tlie same time I am, I think, right in saying that 
the idea of a tenant-at-will is a purely lilnglish idea, and that, according to indigo- 
nous Indian ideas, no person can striidly be described as a tenant-at-will . Now, 
"witli rcgartl to compensation^ wo proj)ose to give him compensation of two kinds — 
compensation for improvements and compensation for disturbance. As to com- 
pensation for improvements I have little to say ; bccauscsif a tenant makes 
fide improvements which add to the letting value of the land, and, therefore, 
enables the landlord to obtain more money for that land, then I say here, as I 
have always held at home in regard to my oAvn tenants, that it is only common 
honesty that that man should be compensated for those improvements. It is, of 
t!Ourse, necessary that the improvement should be a bond fide substantial 
improvement, and not anything of a purely temporary character, or 
which forms part of the oi*diuary processes of good husbandry. I am told 
that there are banks made betwetm one field and anothci’, and kucha wells 
which are made one year and renoAved the next ; but these arc not perma- 
nent improv'cments, and it Avill be for the Select Committee to decide 
for what improvcmciAts compensation should be paid. All that I sfiy i.s, 
that Avhen a man loaves my land ho is entitled to be paid for anything ho 
has done from which, when he leaves, 1 shall reap benefit. As regards com- 
pensation for disturbance the main objection urged against it is that it is un- 
knoAvn in India. I do not deny that that is a primd facie objection to the 
system, and if those who do not like it Avill produce bciforo the Select Com- 
mittee any better proposal that gives fair and reasonable protection against 
arbitrary evictions, all that I can say is that wo shall be perfectly willing to 
consider it, and that if it is belter than our plan, and more in accordance with 
Indian customs, Ave shall accept it. But I must say that the argument that 
it is a system unknoAvn in India does not lie altogether iu the mouth of those 
who have been arguing in the course of this discussion in favour of the theory 
that the land-OAvnei’s of Bengal are land-owners after the English fashion, and 
that the tenants in Bengal are tenants-at-Avill according to the' English meaning 
of 4he term. You cannot introduce English arguments into one part of this 
controA'crsy, and then object to their importation into another part ; if any other 
plan can be suggested more in accordance AA'ith the habits of the people than that 
proposed it Avill be fully considered. But I am most desirous that something 
should be done for this class of men which will render real the security Avhich the 
law appears at present to contemplate. Tho Hon’ble Kristodds Pdl appeared to 
think, if I did not misunderstand him, that tho class of persons to whom I am 
now alluding were in the same position as the paikdeht raiyats. It seems 
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to me that the position of the two is very different. What 1 understand by a 
paikdaht raiyat is a raiyat who had less security and, therefore, paid less rent. 
Now, the position of these tenants is that they have less security and pay more 
rent. That has come about through the operation of those economic laws 
to which the Hon’ble Mr. Hunter alluded yesterday. When the paikdaht 
raiyat paid less rent the land was looking for tenants', now the tenants 
are looking for land, and that is why, instead of paying less rent, they 
have to pay more. But that only brings them more and more into the 
category of cottier tenants, and any one who has studied the land question 
in any part of the world knows tliat a system of cottier tenants holding 
at competition rents is the worst land system that can be conceived. The 
Select Committee SHidftuld bear in mind how desirable it is that we should 
not permit, under this Bill, a future up-growth of tenants of this descrip- 
tion ; that^is one of the points which the Select Committee should keep 
carefully b^rc them. These men may be few in number now, but, as Sir 
Steuai-t Bayley said, there are reasons why under this Bill they may increase, 
and, if they increase largely, the result will be that this Bill will not prove a 
settlement, but that thirty or forty years hence we shall have to go further still. 
I do not think I need trouble the Council with any further remarks on the 
details of this Bill. All the matters which are really matters of detail are 
matters for the Select Committee. The Government invites the assistance 
of the Council, of the Select Committee, of the parties interested, of their 
representative associations, and of the public, in regard to this measure. They 
will on their part give their fullest and best consideration to any suggestions 
which may be made. We are about to give eight months for the consideration 
of this important subject, whicli is ample time, considering how long the matter 
has been under consideration. I have no doubt at all that the Bill is capable 
of improvement in many I'cspects, and our only wish is that it should be made, 
during its passage through this Council, as good as possible for the purpose 
for wiuoh it is intended. I hope that all those who are interested in the matter, 
and who have studied it, will aid the Government and this Council by giving 
them their opinions during the time which will elapse before we resume the 
consideration of the BiU. I have only further to say that the desire of the 
Government in introducing this measure is to bring to a close a long conlinuetl 
controversy, to carry on and to complete the Avork of 1859, and to redeem, as 
far as it is still open to them, the assurance given to the cultivators of the soil in 
1793. All the changes which have taken place in the agricultural condition of 
Bengal — the great increase in the area of cultivation, the growth of the popu- 
' lation, the substitution of English for Native ideas on the subject of landed 
property, the advancing prosperity of the country — have tended to raise the 
rents of the landlord, and many of them to wejiken the security and reduce 
the status of the raiyat. All these advantages gained during the last ninety 
years will remain to the zaminddrs ; broadly speaking we do not touch them, 
but, starting from what Ave now find, we have endeavoured to make a settlement 
which, while it will not deprive the landloi'ds of any of these accumulated 
advantages, will restore to the raiyats something of the position Avhich they 
occupied at the time of the Permanent Settlement, and w'hich we believe to be 
urgently needed, in the words of that settlement, for the protection and welfare 
of the taluqdars, raiyats and other cultivators of the soil, aa'Iiosc interests we 
then undertook to guard, and have, to our shame, too long neglected.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Council adjourned aine die.

SUCCESSION CERTIFICATE BILL. 

Major the Hon’lile E. Baking moved for leave to introduce a Bill to amend 
the law relating to ccrtilieate-s gnintcd under Act XXVII of 1800 {an Act 
for facilitaUng the collection of debts on successions, and for the security of 
parlies paying debts to the representatiocs of deceased persons). He said : — 

“ Article 12, Schedule I, of tho Court-fees Act, VII of 1870, provides, 
among other matters, for the levy of a fee of two per cent, on the amount or 
value of the property in respect of which a cerlilicate is granted imdcr Act 
XXVII of IbGO. The following note is ap^icnded to the article : — 

'The person to whom any sneli certificate is {^^rantml, or In's rcpre.scntative, shall, after 
the expiration of twolv'c months from tlic date of such ccrtilicate, an<l then'after whenever the 
Court granting sueli certilical.e rtHjuircs him so to do, file a statement on oath of all monies 
recovered or realized by him under such cei’tificatc. 

‘ If the monies so recovered or realized exceed the amount of debts or other property 
as sworn to hy the ]>erson to whom the cerlilicate is granted, the (lourl may eaiieel tlie same 
and onler siidi j>erson to take out a fresh eerlifieale and pay the foe prescribed by this schedule 
for such ox(.-oss. In <lefault of tiling such statement within the time ullow'ed, the Court may 
cancel tho certificate.’ ’ 

** In the course of tho discussions in the Legislative Council which preced- 
ed the passing of the Probate and Administration Act, V of 1881, a proposal 
was made hy Mr. Pitt-Kcnnedy that Act XXVII of 18G0 and tho Court-fees 
Act should be amended so as to require, from any one obtaining a certificate 
under the former Act for tho recovery of any portion of tho estate of a deceased 
person, jiayment of a couvt-fco at tho I’ato of two i>cr cent, on the entire value 
of tho estate. A circular was thereupon addressed to Local Governments call- 
ing for opinions on this proposal. The replies sIioav that the weight of author- 
ity is altogether against its adoption ; but many of them call attention to the 
fact, already move than once brought to the notice of the Government of 
India, that the roquircjnonts of the note in tho Court-fees Act, to which I 
have rcforrell, are, as a rule, neglected or evaded ; that persons taking out 
certificates do not file tho statements required by it ; that the Courts have no 
proper moans of compelling them to do so ; and that largo amounts of debts are 
thus collected under certificates obtained for trilling sums, .yarious suggestions 
have boon made for enforcing compliance with tho '■’provisions of the 
note, hut there are objections to any device for securing tho fee which 
involves tlie imposition on the person obtaining the certificate of a duly 
to bo performed after he has obtained tho certificate. The great mass of the 
people who take out certificates are so indolent or careless or unintcUigent, 
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tliat there is little hope of getting them to comply with the provisions of 
such a law ; and the conseciutmcd is that, if it is not allowed to remain a dead- 
letter, as the present law lias been, public oflUoere will be constantly compelled to 
indict penalties on large numbcjrs of persons, many of whom have been guilty of no 
dcliberato wrong. Tlie simple plan is that already adopted without any warrant 
of law by some of the oflicers consulted, namely, to I’equire each applicant for 
a certificate to file with his application a schedule of the debts in respect of which 
the certificate is rcciuircd, and to amend Act XXVII of 186.) so as to make the 
certificate good only for the debts entered in the schedule, at the same time al- 
lowing the certificate-holder, if ho afterwards finds that ho needs a certificate for 
other debts, to obtain an extension of the certificate on paying the additional duty 
and (if the Court roqiiirosjiini to do so) giving additional security. The only 
objection that has bcmi tak<;n to this arrangement is that taken by the Calcutta 
High Court in*thoir Registrar’s letter No. 51, dated 10th January, 1880. They 
fear that ‘ improper use’ might be made of the schcdnlo ‘ by fraudulent debtors 
whose debts were not in the knowledge of tho applicant at the time (he filed tho 
schedule), or in some way.prejudice might arise.* Now, there is little doubt that 
a fraudulent debtor would take the point referred to, and that bo would thereby 
put the certificate-holder to the trouble of explaining his omission to enter the 
debt in bis original s(;hedule ; but there would be no great hardship in tliis, and 
there would, on the other hand, boa certain compensating advantage, inasmuch 
as (as observ<'d in one of the ro[)lics to the cii’cular) the fear of this would 
stimulhtc ajiplicanls for cortifiealos to bo careful in compiling their schedules. 
Assuming that the law is to be amended in the manner proposed, a further ques- 
tion arises as to what debts the applicant for a (jcrtilieate should be bound to 
include in his application. Should, he bo bound to include — 

(«) all d<‘bts known to him to be outstanding, including those which 
could bo rcjilized equally well without a certificate; or 

(&) only those dc'bis which ho chooses to include, because ho believes he 
caunut realize them without a certificate ? 

*‘Tho former, it is believed, would bo moi’c in accordance with the views 
of those Avho fraunnl llie existing law; but it apj)ears to tbe tlovernment that 
it would bo sufiici(*nt to adopt the second mocle of valuation, and allow the 
applicant to lake out a certificate in respect of such debts only as ho thinks 
fit. No doubt, a largca* reviuiuo might be obtained by insisting on tho other 
mode of valuation ; but it is apprelumded, having regard to tho class of people 
who take out these certificates, that any system rc(iuiring the a])plicant to give 
a complete list of debts would, if it was to bo tboi'oughly enforced, necessitate 
proceedings of an inquisitorial nature for whicb no sulfieient machinery exists, 
and which it wmuld not lx? worth while to undertake for tbe sake of the additional 
revenue to be obtained. The rule which it is now proposed to lay down, udiile it 
dispenses witliallprocccdingsof an inquisitorial or penal nature, may reasonably 
bo expected to lea<l to some slight increase of the revenue under this hcad« 
inasmuch as tho certificate being expressly limited in its operation to the debts 
specified in it, the necessity of including in it all debts except those due from 
persons standing in some pctmliarly friendly or confidential relation will be 
brought home to tho applicants, and debtors w'ill probably become alive to 
the risk they run in paying a debt which is omitted from it. Tho additional 
revenue realised w ill not, as I have already observed, bo as largo as if the 
alternative mode of valuation were adopted, but this is a result which, for tho 
reason I luivo already stated, *thc Government is prepared to accept. The 
present Bill has been prepai*cd for the purpose of carrying out these views. 
The effect of it, if it bec'omes law, will be that every applicant for a certificate 
under Act XXVII of 18G0 will be required to state in his ajjplication tho debts 
in respect of wdiich he desires the certificate. It wdll bo in his option to include 
what debts he pleases. lie will pay duty only in respect of the debts w'hich he 
elects to include, and the operation of the certificate 'will be limited to 
those debts. If he subsequently desires to include other debts, he can have tho 
certificate extended to them on paying tho additional duty. Tho note appended 
to article 12 of tho schedule to tho Court-fees Act wdll not apply to him. For tho 
rest, the amendments made by the Bill in Act XXVII of 18G0 and in the 
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Probate and Administration Act, 1881, are of an unimportant nature, and 
merely such as are necessitated by tbe above alterations in the substance of 
the law.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

Major the Hon’ble E. Eabing also introduced the Bill. 

CIVIL PEOOEDURE CODE, 1882, AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Hon'blo Mr. Ilbebt asked for leave to postpone the motions relative 
to the BiU to amend the Code of Civil Procedure, 1882. 

Leave was granted. 

BURMA LABOUR LAW, 187C, REPEAL BILL. 

The Hon’ble Sir Steuart Bavlet moVed that the Bill to repeal the 
British Burma Labour La^v, 1870, be iaketi into consideration. Ho said that, 
when he had the honour to introduce this Bill, he explained that the law 
was practically a dead-lcttcr, and no operations had ever been effected under it, 
but that it was found to interfere with the free flow of labour from Madras to 
British Burma. The Ohitsf Commissioner of British Burma liad asked the 
Madras Government that the law should be repealed, and the latter had readily 
acceded to the pitjposal. The Bill was one of the shortest, consisting of but one 
section, and it was not thought necessary to refer it for the consideration of a 
Select Committee. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Sib Steuart Batley also moved that the BUI bo passed. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

LITTLE COCOS AND PREPARTS ISLANDS LAWS BILL. 

The Hon’blo Mr. IiiUERT moved that the Bill to amend the laAv in force 
in the Little 0 )eos Island and Prc'paris Island be taken into consideration. 
He said that the Bill had been published and circulated. All the replies to 
it had been rt'ceived, and they contained nothing to show that any amendment 
was re(iuinid in the Bill as it had been introduced. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ilbkrt also moved that the Bill be x>asscd. 

The Motion w^as put and agreed to. 

The Council adjourned to Thursday, the 3rd May, 1883.

ADMINISTRATION REPORT, 1881-82. 

I beg to forwiird for the information of the Government of India my annual report of 

the working of the Indo-European Telegraph Department during the year ending the 31st 
March 1882. x r b j t. 


2. The total Capital outlay incun-ed up to the .‘list March 1881 was shown in my last 

Capital Account, Appendix A. year's report at £1,15 l.,4a9-4-9. This sum was subsequently 

slightly altered and was shown in the accounts presented 
to Parliament as £1,154, 413-4-10. 

3. By the operations of the year 188 1-82 this figure was reduced by £7,597-10-3, nearly 

Reduction of £7,697-10-3 in Capital whole of ^«eh is made up of the balances of suspense 

during 1881-82. heads written oft. Full particulars are given in Appendix A 

attached to this report, and it now appears that the Capital 
(subject possibly to some slight modification) stood on the 31st March 1882 at £1,146,845-14-7. 


Revenue. 


4. The traffic receipts for last year were entered in Appendix B as £88,078-17-7. Those 

Revenuo Account, Appendix B. amount to £82,431, showing a falling off of 

£5,647-17-7. Part of this decrease is to be ascribed to an 
apparent diminution of the traffic, the entire eaminp^s of the common purse Laving been 
Diminution of traffic receipt*. £8,512 less tl^n in the previous year. The cause of this 

diminution will be examined a little further on under the 
head Traffic. It suffices to observe here that our share of this decrease amounted to about 
£1,600. 


6. The remainder of the falling off, about £4,000, was mainly due to the conditions of 

Los* by exchange transaction*. the Department realized 1,116,879 

Irancs or its trailic balances in India at 8 annas to the franc, 
and we took credit for the realization at 10 rupees to the pound sterling. In the year now on 
record, although the distribution of traffic was such that we carried a greater share, the pay- 
ment therefor had to be obtained principally in Europe and the amount realized in India was 
only 741,431 francs or about 374*, 448 less than in 1880-81. Had this difference of 874,448 
been credited to us in India, we should have received 1,87,224 rupees or £18,722, while in 
England at the exchange of 23 francs to the sovereign we took credit for only £14,970, 
incurring in tliis way a comparative loss of £3,744. 

6. The total receipts would be increased by the sum of £898 were we allowed to take 

Karningfl of cable ship. cr^it for extra departmental work performed by the cable 

ship Patrick Steivart. 

7. The expenditure brought to account in 1881-82 against this branch of the service 

Expenditure during 1881-82. amounted to £84,606 which includes a sum of Rs. 48,045 

chargeable to last ye&r, and which according to telegraphic 
advice from the Examiner, it was thought at the time of compiling the administration accounts 
had been passed for' that yeair. It tlurefore formed part of the debit against the Department 
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in my last administration report ; but as it was not included in the finance charges it could 
not be inserted in the Parliamentary paper; and this and one or two unimportant corrections 
caused the departmental expenditure for 1880-81 to appear in the administration accounts as 
£78,113-2-10, while in the Parliamentary accounts it is given as £68,128-9-eS.

9. If out of the entry cable steamer the sum of £4,804 (being the item mentioned 
just above as 48,045 rupees) had been charged to 18S0-81 as was done in my annual report, 
this increase of £10,920 would show as £1,228^^ only, an increase which is not, I think, very 
remarkable when the gi'cat amount of repairs to the cables describcnl further on is considered. 

10. The next entry stores (susj)ense head) £4,882 is thus explained. Last year these 
store transactions were shown under the revenue account, and it so happened that our revenue 
in 1880-81 was credited with this amount. This year, in accordance with the resolution of 
the Government of India, dated Simla, the 5th May 1882, all suspense accounts have been 
<lealt with under Capital only, and the expenditure in this case shows an apparent though not 
a real increase.

11. On the whole the expenditure for 1881-82 has been heavier than usual both in the 

„ ... , . Gulf and, to a less degree, in Persia. During the season 

xpeii 1 lire unng yiar. under review the breaks on the old Gutta Pcrcha cable were 

unprecedentedly numerous, while in Persia the amount of rain and snow which fell in the 
winter was extraordinary. Little by little and at^the smallest possible cost we are gradually 

replacing the weak sections of the cable by fresh material, 
and as the greater part of the line seems sound we have 
reason to hope that the interruptions may diminish in fre- 
quency and the heavy charges for repairing operations may be reduced. 

12. In a letter which I had occasion to submit not many weeks ago to the Government 
of India in reply to some remarks on my last yearns report, I explained by reference to the 
conditions under whiiih the Department was first organized and under whicli its operations 
have been maintained and extended, the improbability of our ever realizing substantial profits 

^ , .... on the capital invested. The Indo-European system was 

of the Department. established at a time when communication with Europe was 

demanded at any cost, and anticipating no competition by 
the Red Sea, engagements were entered into which under present circumstances severely 
weight us from a financial point of view. During the year under review owing to political 
complications and breaks on the Eastern cables the utility or rather the absolute necessity of 
the Teheran route has been most clearly demonstrated ; and if the actual money receipts have 
been less than could be wished, the services rendered to the State have, it will be admitted, 
been exceptionally valuable.

35. The tariffs and regulations of the London International Convention remained in 

force during the year. One slight modilication was, by 
general consent, introduced in connection with rectifying 
messages Article XIX, but it did not come into operation till the Ist April 1882.

The aggregate traflic carried on the cis-Tndian lines by the parties to the Common 
Purse was slightly less in bulk and value than during 
18H0-81. Usually one might look for an annual increase 
due to the natural development and growth of te1cgra])hic business, but it must be remembered 
that in 1880-81 telegrams to India — ofRcial, Press and commercial — were exceptionally heavy 
in consequence of the Afghan War. If due allowance be made for this, it will be found that 
the traffic of 1881-82 was satisfactory, and showed a fair advance on that of the years prior 
to 1880-81 (see Table A.) 


37. The standard division of the Common Purse receipts during normal working

The causes which enable the Eastern Company to obtain so large a share of the work 
were amply stated in my last yearns Rej)ort. l^iis year (1881-8*2) one might have anticipated 
that owing to the disaster to the Post Office cable which, as before stated, was broken down 
for six weeks, the Eastern Company's proportion would be larger than ever : but the double 
break between Bombay and Aden during which about 15,600 messages were transferred to 
* i- w A our lines, and other difficulties partly due to pressure of 

to Indo-European. business and which necessitated additional transfers to our 

hands of some 10,000 messages, more than counterbalanced 
losses arising from the casualty on the Indo-Enropcan Company's Section. 


38. These transfers moreover led to an increase in our traffic from as Vi:e]L as to India, 
for it is noticeable that whenever there is a rise in the number of messages sent out by 
Teheran, there is a corresponding rise in the homeward business. 

39. During 1881-82 efforts were made by the Indo-European route to attract custom

42. The average length of each mess^e was much less than in 1880-81 being 12f 

Ayerage length of words against 16*. The decrease is to be ascribed to the 

Ciovernment messages having been shorter, to the transferred 
traffic haying been largely composed of trans-Indian telegrams which are usually more closely 
compressed than those for India, and lastly to the continued efforts of Merchants to reduce 
the number of words they send. Press messages at reduced rates are not included in the 
above calculation. 


48. Besides the paid traffic we transmitted 563 free news messages containing 36,823

44. The tables annually sent in to this Office by the Traffic Manager at Karachi are 
usually correct and easy to comprehend. Prom them I am enabled to give in my Administra- 
tion Report the average speed of transmission over our lines and indeed from the United 
Kingdom to India. This year, on verifying the Traffic Manager’s figures, errors have been 
discovered (arising apparently from the use of a wrong divisor) which render the returns 
untrustworthy, and 1 have therefore sent them back to Karachi, and requested the Traffic 
Manager to send on to you, direct, the tables after revision, so that they may be attached as 
usual to this Report. 

45. It seems however that the mean rate of transmission between the United Kingdom 
and Calcutta during 1881-82 was 2 hours 31 minutes, and from the United Kingdom to 
Karachi 1 hour 9 minutes. This is not quite so fast as last year, but if allowance be made 
for the unfavourable conditions which prevailed during so many weeks, the rate will not be 
thought discreditable. The mean speed of the Eastern Company from London to Calcutta 
was 4 hours 11 minutes.

48. At the beginning of the official year 1881-82 I had but just returned from a pro- 
longed ins^ction of the whole line from Teheran to Bushire and thence to Fao and Karachi.

62. No changes were made in the* establishment of the Persian Division ezoepting the 
usual transfers and acting appointments rendered necessary by the granting of one or two 
furloughs. In May 1881 Sergeant Hockey died at Ab^eh. This Non-Commissioned 
Officer was one of the original detachment which proceeded to Persia from Chatham in 1863.

I am now able to state that this ex- 
cellent officer is convalescent, and after three months’ leave to Europe has recently returned to 
duty. During his absence, which was not however till the beginning of 1882-83, his place 
was occupied by Captain Wells, 11.

53. In the Persian Gulf the* abolition of Hen jam station has enabled us to pension off 
Mr. Scroggie, and to reduce the number of Assistant Superintendents from 4 to 3. The 
number of clerks Has been kept at 6 below its sanctioned strength, and there have also been 
minor reductions which have been reported as they occurred.

54. I attach as usual a tabular statement of the work done during the year by the 

Patrick Stewart. At the commencement of the official 
Improvement of the Pa^rte;feN<«4Par<. year tlie ship was lying off Bombay^ ready to be docked 

and to have bilge keels fitted. This measure having been 
decided on to diminish the excessive rolling of the vessel in a heavy cross sea. The altera- 
tion was entirely successful, and Commander Bishop, Captain Gabler and Mr. Mance have 
all expressed to me their gratification at the change effected.

Cap- 
tain Wells expresses his thanks more particularly to Mr. Daniell whose long experience of 
Persia was of great service to the Assistant Director when he was suddenly called on to 
assume charge, and he also draws my attention to the zealous aid he received from Messrs.

68. Messrs. Mance and Herbage have, as always, performed their arduous duties in 
the most satisfactory way and have largely contributed to the efficiency of the Department. 
I have again to mention the uniform courtesy and kindness shown to our Officers and mop 
in Persia by His Excellency the Mukhbar-ed-Dowleh. 

59. Colonel Smith, Captain Giablcr, Captain Wells, and Mr. Brasher at the Head 
Quarters Office, have each done their utmost to maintain and raise the credit of the service, 
and to them, as well as to the rest of the staff, I am very grateful. As I writ^h'fe Indo-Euro- 
/M i-x. a n ^ 4. 1 1 - “ carrying the entire traffic between Europe and 

“ ^dia, China, Australia and Africa. The war in Egypt has 
for many weeks past prevented all telegraphic communication 
between Alexandria and Suez, and it is a great satisfaction for me to be able to conclude this 
Report by stating that all our lines and cables are now in excellent order and the Department 
will, I confidently hope, continue able to fulfil its duties until the Eastern Company is once 
more in a position to co-operate.

Administration Report, 1881-82. 

Karachi^ 19th May 1882. 

The last year has been one of nnpreeedcnted activity in the Engineering Branch. The 
repairs effected have been double those of any previous year, while, in addition to the 
ordinary engineering work carrieil out on board the Patrick Stewart, over forty miles of new 
cable have been manufactured in tlie new fiu*tory at Manora, thereby dispensing with the 
necessity for obtaining it from England, and at the same time, effecting a large saving to 
Government. 


Electrical Condition of the Cables. 

2, As will be seen from Appendix A, the insulation of the main caldes, notwith- 
standing their iiKjreasing age and the large number of joints inserted in some of the sections, 
remains very satisfactory, the average insulation being, if anything, higher than that shown 
at the end of the jnevious year. 


Fact.ts. 

3. The large number of faults which occurred during 1S81-82 may be partly acjcounted 
for bv the unusually heavy weath(?r which prevailed on one or two occasions during tlip year. 
The break on the Pao cable was preceded by a gale at the northern end of thci Gulf, and the 
cables between Karatdii and the entrance to the Gulf wore broken in as many as ten places 
within a period oF two or three da3's towards the end of May, in (fonse(|nenc(i of the excep- 
tionally heavy swell (iaiise<l by a cyclone 500 miles to the southward. On this occasion, the 
tides in the Karachi harbour, intliicnced by the enormous body of water driven to the north- 
ward, rose 20 inch(\s beyond the normal height. Thes(j ten faults were all total breaks, one 
being in tht‘ Busliire-Jask se<?tion, six in the Jask-Gwadar, and three in ihe Gwadar-Karachi 
cable. Most o£ these h.ad to stand over for repairs until the termination of the monsoon 
which set in shortly afterwards. In Apinnulix E, a comparatives statement is given of the 
number of faults wdiieh have occurred in the various sections during the last twelve years. 
The 22 faults which occurred during 1881-82 were distributed in the following manner : —

4. In nineteen cases out of the 22, the break was evidently caused by the decay of the 
iron-guards at points where the cable was resting in short suspensions, in consequence of 
irregularities in the bottom. In four instances the copper conductor i)arted without rupturing 
the percha ; but, in the majority of cases, the breaks were complete. On one occasion the 
broken tooth of a saw fish was recovered, firmly fixed in the percha of the core, the iiisulalioii 
of which, however, still remained perfect at that point.

6. The lengthy interruptions on the Bushire-Jask section may be explained by the 
absence of the repairing steamer in Bombay, the numerous faults, and tin* occasiomd postpone- 
ment of rejjairs until a more convenient i>eriod, if, at the time of the intcrriii)tion, the 
alternate circuits happened to be Avorking well. ^ 

7. The lengthy interruptions on Iho cables between Jask and Karachi were principally 
due to the impossibility of working during the worst of the monsoon, without a very con- 
siderable sacrifice of cable and partly, to the fact that, in repairing the last fault near Karachi, 
the stock of cable ran sht)rt, and the steamer had to return to lu*ad-quarters in order to 
allow of the Engineering staff manufacturing a few miles to complete the rci>airs. 

8. Notwithstanding the numerous interruptions, the possession of a duplicate line has 

A- /•--A • - 
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Karachi. On each of the three occasions when the Mekran Coast land lines have been 
totally int(?rruptcd for short periods, the panillel cable circuit has been in ^ood order, and 
thus 2 >reveiited a total interruption. On the other hand, the land lines have worked in the 
most satisfactory maimer when comiminication between Jask and Karachi by cable has been 
interrupted. 

9. There was a total interruption on the cables for 9 days 10 horn’s, in consequence 
of both sections b<?lween Jbisliirc and Jask breaking dt)wn at the same time. This is the first 
time, for nearly tliirt(‘en years there has been a total interruption on the Gulf lines, the last 
having been in April 1869. 

10. Communi<’ation vid Turkey was suspended for 37 days in consequence of the 
interruptions on the Fao cable. 

Hep Allis TO Cables. 

11. The unavoidable absence of the repairing steamer in Bombay, for alterations and 
doijking, until the nliddle of June, was the cause of considt'rablc delay in the repairs of the 
cabU s on the Alekran Coast, as the monsoon had set in before it was possible to commence 
work, and some of the repairs liad eventually to bo postponed until October, by whi<di time 
the heavy st^a had, to a gr(‘at extent, subsided. Attempts, however, were made to proceed 
with the w(»rk, and two 1‘aults were cut out towanis Jask where the inllueiujo of the monsoon 
is not so strongly felt, but on arriving at the locality of thi? n(‘xt fault, olT Cliarbar, the swell 
was so heavy that it was deemed advisable to return to Karachi and await finer weather. 

12. J^ighteen dislincit n^pairs were carried out during the year. To effect this work, 
the Patrick Stewart made five voyages from Karachi, and the Engineering staff were 
absent' from lieaiUquarters for 100 da\"s. In cutting out the' 22 faults, 47 ‘41 knots 
of cable were expended. The average per fault being 2*15 knots. 

13. Notwithstanding the increasing age of the <?ablc, this compares favourably with the 
average of the prece<ling twelve months, es|x?cially when it is considered that during the 
past y(?ar, whenever it has been possible to connect two }>revious repairs by a moderate 
expenditure, it has bc»en the pmetiee to })iek up the intervening cable and rcqdaee it with new, 
the extent of these renewals being usually regulated by the quantity of good cable remaining 
on board or in stock. 

It. As a set-off against the cost of repairs, upwards of 39 miles of gutta ])ercha 
core, fit for manufacture into new cable, have been overhauled aiul repaired during the year, 
and brought on charge at a value of lis. 15,601) ; and Its. 2,89S have been realized by the 
sale of i)ld iron wire stripped from the useless cable recovered during sea work. 

Mechanical (ondition oe the Cables. 

15. The present length of tluM;able sections is 1,699*96 knots, and of this, 1,434*35 knots 
are original cable, in wliiidi no repairs have been effected. Wherever the line appears to be 
resting f>u an even bottom of sand or mud, the iron is in excellent condition and apparently 
good for another 50 years, but unfortunately, weak points occur wherever the cable is 
unprotected by mud, the sheathing being then, as a rule, badly corroded. I'he lieini) serving 
(originally saturated in brine) between the cure and iron wire in the old stock cable beai*s the 
test of time in a most satisfactory manner, and the mechanical condition of the core of the 
main eabh*, both gutta ])er<jha and India bubber, ap|M;:irs unaltered. The outer tape serving, 
willi which the cable has been recovered during the last few years before being rc-suhmerged, 
appears to answer its purpose i)crfectly. The cable in stock, being mostly new, is in jx^rfect 
condition. 

16. Two miles of old gutta perelri disused double shore end cable were recovered during 
the year from the shallow water off Bushire. The core of this piece app(»ared to have 
deteriorateil in several places from the growth of fuugi, or the attacks of some marine 
animalcule. Speeinieiis of the faulty core have been sent to England for examination. No 
suc*h deterii)iaiioii has been ol)served in core recovered from de<*per water, the only difference 
noticeable being the inferiority f)Z old gutta j)ereha to new, for jointing imrpo.ses. That 
some chang<‘ takes place in gutta ]K‘ivha, even when carefully submerged, is more than 
j»robable, but the alteration in tlie core of a earid’ully laid telegraph cable is so slow, so 
dillieult to d(4ect (unl<*ss under very exceptional circumstances) that, for all practical 
purposes, we may assume it to be imperishable. 

17. The old cable recovered at sea and brought ba(ik to Manora was useless except for 
the sake of the old iron and the core. *^1110 weak 2 )lac;es in the sheathing will not stand turn- 
ing over, and no amount of rejiairs would make it reliable for bad weather. With our present 
machinery available, it is found mueli easier, and in the end cheaper, to strip and remake all 
the long pieces into new cable, and this plan will be adopted for the future. 

HISTORY OF THE CABLES DURING 1881-82. 

Fao-Bushire, 152*41 knots. 

18. Three faults have been removed from this section, which has been interrupted for 87 
days 11 hours. All the defects occurred within a few miles of each other, at the northern end 
of the Gulf where the bottom is extremely irregular, being deeply scored by the powerful cur- 
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19. The course of tlic cable has been inspected from the Fao Office, through the date 
gardens, across t\io maidau and extensive mud flat, down to the sea in the Khor Abdulla, a 
distance of nearly five miles. Althougli the cable was put down more than IS years ago, and 
the mud is covered for miles by the sea at every high tide, the cable trench can be distinctly 
traced across tlic plain, down to low water mark. The fisliermcn report that beyond this point 
they soinefimes feel it with their fe«»t while fishing, but it appears to have settled down in the 
mud, sufficiently far to bo protected from injury. 

BlISnillE-JASK OLD CABLE, 504-91 KXOTS. 

20. The diversion of the <;ahlc from the Island of Ilenjain (a work carried out just 
before the comnienceirient of 188l-?S2) has so far been productive of good, no interruptions 
having occurred in that locality during the year. Nine faults have been removed from this 
section since the 1st April 188 1, making 31 during the last thi-ce years. It is a somewhat 
hopeful feature that there is now apparently a slight tendiUKjy in the number of faults to 
decrease. Notwithstanding the several repairs, the scctioji was available for traffic for nearly 
five months. Tlio insulation is somewhat lower than ^hat of the other sections, but practically 
the electrical condition of the cable may be considered perfect. 

Busiiiue-Jask India rubber cable, 498*5 knots. 

21. One fault only has oceurnMl in this section. At the time of the break the Pat rich 
Steioarl had left K.arachi on inspecdioii duty, with only gutfca pei-cha cable on board. The 
Engineering stall left by tlie next mail steamer, joined the cable ship in the Gulf on the 2nd 
of Decemher, ])roeceded at once to the spot, and effected the repairs two days .afterwards by 
the insertion of a short piece of gutla porcha cable. The insulation of this section is ^higher 
than last y(*ar, an improvement 2 )rol)al)ly duo to the ends having* been renewed in the cable 
houses. The India rubber (;able is at 2 >rescnt our most reliable section. 

Jask-Gwadar cabli:, 273 knot.s. 

22. Six faults have been r(‘movod from this cable. They occurred almost simultaneously, 
at various j)oints, at the time of the cyclone, and the seetir)n has g*iv(m no trouble since the 
restoration of couiiiuuru*aiion. Fortunately, the land line roniaincMl in perfect working order 
during the whole of Iho interriqjtions which, in consequeiiee of the monsoon, lasted 127 day* 

Gwadar-Manoba cable, 271-14 knots. 

23. Although equally exposed to llio force of the cyclone, this se(»tion was only broken 
at throe [loints. In restoring er)minunieati<)n, the faults nearest Karachi were repaired last, 
and on arriving at the final break it was found that insullicicuit cahh? remained to properly 
eom])h?te the n‘puir. The work was, therefore, postponed until additional cable coiihl be 
manufactunHl, b\it being clos<* to Karairhi, had anything occnirred to interfere with the working 
on the second circuit, (jommmiieation on the cable could have been at any time restored within 
24 hours, by the insertion of a 2 )ie(!e of shore end or India rubber cable. 

Harbor cables, 1, 2, and 3. 

24. These have been reported faulty on eight occasions, and repaired without difficulty. 
Two faults were caused by Buglas dragging their anchors diu*ing a gale ; two by the teredo ; 
two by wbite ants ; and the rouuiiuder through the jxu-ishing of the gutta i^ereha in dry soil 
near the cable boxes. 

25. Sixty yards of culvert have been constructed in camp to eonneet box one with the 
pipe under the Sind Rail w.iy ; the cables can now he drawn through jnpes or culverts the 
whole dislaiU'C from the Karachi Oliice to the maidan on tlie far .side «>f tlie Sind Railway; 
any disturhaive or the gr<'Uiid at this ]iortioii f>f the route will thus he avoided, and future 
repairs will be effe< ed with nnu h less dillieulty than has hitherto been the ease. 

20. Tlie section in the Harbor tjables at Alaiiora, wliicli Ikis been so reiieatedly damaged 
by white anfs, lias been bridged 4>ver by a short land line. 

Cable Land Liner and Cable Houses. 

27. The land lines between the oflices ami cable houses with Jolmsou and Phillips 
fluid insulators, continue to give satisfacti«)n, and are decidedly pn^fcM-ahle to ordinary cables 
laid in dry . ground, where their decay is merely a question of two or three years. Some 
ozokerit core, recommended specially for this work, is under ex])erimcni at Manora, and up to 
the present has given ^iitisfactory results. Should it really i)osscss the superiority claimed 
for it, it might be desirsd.le to revert t<) underground cables made from this core/ in substitu- 
tion of the present land lioes. 

28. A new passage is being cut in the face the cliff at lliishire, in order that the 
cables may pa^s direct at the water level to a subterranean cluimber, immediately under the 
cable house, with which it communicates by means of a well. The cable ends will be mucli 
less liable to perish under those conditions, and their renewal can be effected in any weather, 

29. The cable houses in the East Bay at Gwadar has also been greatly improved ; the 
sea cable is brought in at the bottom of a deep well, immediately underneath the cable house, 
and, as the slack is always covered with water, there is no chance of its perishing. It is 
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ExPENDlTUltE OF CABl^. 

30. The usual statement of ca])le in stock is given in Appendix D. 

31. We commenced the year with 30*8 miles of spare main cable at Manora ; but as 
► this had -either been subint»rged, or in the tanks for more than 17 years, it had so far 

deter orated that it could only be handled with the greatest care, and laid during the finest 
weatlier. In subnu»rging this old stock, every precaulion was taken to give plenty of slack, 
and subject it to as slight a strain as possi})le. Once safely down in the mud it may last as 
long as the best, but had it been kept inucdi longer in stock, it would have been impossible to 
lay it at all. In addition to this old stock, about miles of old shore end cable has been 
exj>ende<l, and also about 1 1 knots of the new main cable manufactured at Alanora during the 
latter jiart of the year. The total expenditure has been 47 ’44 knots, more than double 
tliat of any jjrcvious year, although the average amount ex 2 )eiided i)er fault is rather 
under tlie average for tlie j)revious twelve montlis. 

32. No India rubber cable has been expended. Four miles have been manufacturede 
during the year ; our stock of this cable has, therefore, been increased to that extent. 

Maxiifacti he of cable. 

33. The <*al)le staff have T)cen actively cMuployed in the manufacture of new cable 
during the latter portion of the year, upwards of 42-2 miles having been turned out of the 
factory at Manora since October last. The cost of this 42-2 knots, after irnduding the extra 
labour cin 2 >loyed, the value of the <*ore and other materials expended, was lis. 58,000. To 
have obtained an e<|nal (piantity from England would, in all j)robability, have cost 7 iot loss 
than Rs. 1,20,000. Had we not been in a position to niannfaetnro for ourselves, it would 
have been absolutely ne(»essarv to have obtained and kept in stock a still larger quantity, 
so that the saving t«) Government, by the introduction of the cable machiiuuy, during the 
])ast year alone, may be taken a-t Rs. 08,000, enough to more than twice defray the yearly 
<*ost of the whole cable Kiigiiieering Establishment. 

34. As futnie repairs will, in consequence of tlie increasing age of the cable, partake 
more and more of the nature of renewals, we must anticipate that the expenditure of cable 
will be o([ually ht^avy for several ytjars, and that the cable factory will continiK* to he in 
frequent request, 'fhe rapid succession of breaks and tlui eonsetpient ex]ienditiirc of <*al)le, 
rendered it at one time extremely doubtrul as to whether it would be iiossible to keeji jiacc- 
with the requirements. To meet the emergeney, an additional number of las(*ars wen- 
entertained as a temporary measure, aiul by dividing the (-able staff, the manufacture of 
cable was continued without iiilerrujition during my absenc(» with tlie remainder of the staff* 
repairing the cables at sea. The machinery and nt*w factory are all that can be desirotl, 
and have been found to answer our requirements julmirably ; and the native men and l»oys 
liave, with but little trouble, been taught to attend to the different macfliines in a v(‘ry 
etlicient manner. The rate of manufacture is from f to one knot i)or diem, in addition to 
other current work in the tank sheds ; but a larger amount could be turned out on an 
emergency. Atlemjits are being made to utilise jute and cc»uii try-made taping, for serving 
tlie outsiile of the (nihh*, but the quantity of taping obtainable is not equal to our require- 
ments, and cannot therefore be relied on at present.

3fi. The following improvements hav^e been cfFectcd. The ari’angcmcmts for distributing' 
fresh water direct from the water boat at the Telegrai?h Bunder to the reservoir near the tank 
shed, and thence to the different bungalows, have been rendered more effective, and labour 
saved thereby. 

37. A new well lias been sunk in the centre of tlio works for the purpose of supplying 
the core tanks and factory engine with water, and as the water is i-aised by a small 
centrifugal jiunip, driven from the cable machine shafting, a great amount of hand pumping 
is disjienscd with. 

3S. The tajnng machinery was transferred to the factory end of the tank shed as soon 
as. the manufaeture of ciihk? was commenced and connected by shafting with tlie cable 
machine, in order that the taping and sheathing might proceed simultaneously. 

39. A now kitchen has been Greeted to replace the old lascars^ cook-house, which was 
removed to make room for the cable factory. 

40. The storage accommodation for cable core has been increased and improved. 
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42. The large quantity of cable material, which is now occasionally on hand, renders 
it imperatively necessary to provide more store accommodation in the vicinity of 
the factory. Our old boat-house is conveniently situated in this respect, and with very 
little alteration will make an excellent godown. A new boat-house is in course of erection 
on a more convenient site nearer the water, and as the greater portion will be constructed 
from the old wooden bungalow brought from llenjam when that station was abandoned, the 
exi)ensc will bo inconsiderable. 

43. The roof of the tank-shed has been thoroughly repaired, and the whole of the 
European quarters maintained in perfect condition by the Public Works Department. 

Patrick Stewart.” 

44. The addition of bilge pieces to this vessel has entirely preventcHl -the excessive 
rolling, of which we had formerly to complain. 

Electrical — ^working — ^testing. 

45. No change has been made in the system of testing, but evciy effort has been made 
to improve the carrying capacity of the line. The diversion on the land line, the extensive 
introduction of fluid insulators, th(i substitution of i*clays of low resistam.'t?, and the use of 
Leelanchc batteries at the land line stations have all contributed to the excellent working 
obtained during the time both the Eastern cables and one of our own circuits W(;re inter- 
ruiitcd. The introduction of additional Brown Allan relays with translation at Jask has 
nearly doubled our speed of working on the circuit which consists entirely of cables, so that 
with both linens in working ordi‘r, upwards of 1,500 messages of the average length can be 
transmitted daily. 

40. As the peculiar sensibility of the Brown Allan relay rendered it unsuitable for 
the ordinary translation arrangements hitherto in use in connection with submarine cables, 
new systt'ins had to b«^ d(‘signed to overcome the diffi<ailty ; this has been successfully aceom- 
])lished by slightly modifying the existing apparatus and changing the connections. 

47. A Brown Allan relay, with the new translation between a cable and land line, 
was fortunately introduced at .Task a fortnight before the occurrence of the break on the 
h^astern cables, and to this (diange in the system of working must be attributed the success- 
ful manner in which the whole of the India and Far East traffic was transmitted by a single 
wire. 

General Remarks. 

48. The maiiiifactnre of c*able was still in pn)gress at the close of the offiirial year, and 
although in conse<picuce of the oxccptionally large expenditure, the stock of cable shewn as 
ill hand is a few miles less than at the commencement of 1 SSl-82, there was sufficient core 
and wire remaining at AFanoi-a to more than make up the difference, so that at the present 
moment, so far as the stock of cable is concerned, wo are in a much stronger position than 
we were at this period host year. Twenty-two weak places have been removed, and the cable 
ill stock is nearly all new. There is no doubt that a considerable number of tlie breaks were 
preci])iiated by the unusually heavy swell experienced on one or two occasions, and this being 
the case, we may reasonably hope for a smaller number of interruptions during the current 
year. 

49. It will be obvious that if the Government possessed but one cable in the Persian 
Gulf, the transmission of traffic at this stage in the life of the cables could not always be 
relied on, and it would be imperatively iieeessary to lay another; but being in jx)ss(^ssion of a 
iluplicate line, with a re])airiiig steamer always on the sjiot, it beeomes possible, as the records 
riF the last few years will show, to maintain constant cominuni(*ation cither by one circuit 
or the other. As time passes, the Eletitrieal and Fngiiieeriiig recoixls of the Persian Gulf cables 
will form a most instructive cliapter in the FTisUiry of Submarine Tolegniphy. Our cables 
have already outlived younger lines and attained their 18Lh y(»ar of existence. No tt!st could 
be more severe than that afforded liy the experience of tlui last twelve months. The breaks 
occurred at a most unfavourable time, and yet, with the exijejition of a short period of nine 
days, perfect communication has been maintained. Wo have (*oiisi(lcral)ly strength- 
ened the line by the numerous repairs effe(d,ed ; we have established a factory and 
proved the possibility of manufacturing cable for ourselves as fast as we require it, 
thus enabling Government to effect costly i*enewals at one-half the expense they might 
reasonably have expected to incur. We have improved our system of sigiialltag, thereby 
tloubling the carrying capacity of the line, and while the generally aec(*pted idea that the 
life of a cable cannot be exi)ected to last beyond^ 5 or 20 years, may still liold good with 
many existing lines, we arc entering on our 19th year with the encouraging hoi)e that the 
Persian Gulf cables have still a long career of usefulness before tluim.

STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

AiiTiCLE 12, Schedule 1, of the Court-fees Act, VII of 1870, provides, among other 
matters, for tlu? levy of a fee of two per cent, on the amount or value of the property in 
rcsi)ect of which a ccHificate is granted under Act XXVll of 1860. The following note is 
appended to the article : — 

*'The person to whom any sudi ceriificate is granted, or his representative, shall, after the 
expiration of tw(‘lvc months from the date of such certificate, and therf*after whenever the Court 
granting such certificate requires him so to do, file a statement ou oath of all monies recovered 
or realized hy him under such c(*rtificatc. 

the monies so recovered or realized exceed the amount of debts or other property as 
sworn to hy the person to whom the certificate is granted, the Court may cancel the same, and 
order such person to take out a fresh certificate, and pay the fee prescribed by this schedule for 
8uch excess. 

“In default of filing such statement within the 'time allowed, the Court may cancel the 
certificate.^^ 

2. In the course of flic discus«i(nis in the Legislative Council wliich preceded the passing 
of the Probate and Administration Act, V of 1881, a jn'oposal was made by Mr. Pitt Kennedy 
that Act XXVll of lS(iO and the Court-fees Act sliould be amended so as to retiuire, from any 
one obtaining a certificate und(*r tho former A<*t i‘«ir the recovery of any portion of the estate of 
a deceased |K;rson, payment of a court-fee at the rate of two ])er e(‘iit. on the entire value of the 
estate. 

3. A circular was thereupon addressinl to Local Governments calling for opinions on this 
proposal. 

The re]>llcs received show that, tiie weight of authority is altogetlicr against its adoption; 
but many of them call attention totlie fact, :iln*ady more than once brought to the notice of tho 
Government of India, that the requirements of the mde in the Court-fees Act above referred 
to are as a rule n(‘gle(;tod or evaded ; that persons taking out cerliii(*ates do not tile the state- 
ments re<|uire(l hy it, that the C(»urts have no ]»roper means of et)mpelling; them to do so, and 
that large amounts of debts are tlius collected under eertilieates obtained for trilling sums. 

4.. Various suggestions have been made for enforcing compliance with llie provisions of 
the note; but it ap|H'ars to the (joveniinent of India that there are objections to any device for 
securing the fee which involv(?s the imposition on the person obtaining the certificate of a 
duty to be performed after he has obtained ilie certificate. 

The groat mass of the ]K'oj)h* who take out certificates are so indolent or careless or un- 
intelligent, that there is little hope of getting them to com]»ly with tho provisions of such a law; 
and the consecpience is tli*it, if it is not allowed to remain a dead-letter, as the present law 
has bren, public olliccrs will be constantly compelled to iiiilict penalties ou large numbers of 
]X}rsons, many of whom have br'en guilty of no deliberate wrung. 

5. The simple plan, as it seems to the Government of India, is that already adopted with- 

out any warrant of law by some of tlie ofiieers consulted, namely, to recpiire each applicant for 
a e(‘vtificate, to file with his a[>plication a schedule of the debts in respect of which the certifi- 
cate is required, and to amend Act XX\’ll of It'GO, so as to make the eertificjate good only for 
the debts entered in the schedule, at tlie same time allowing tlie certificate-holder, if he after- 
wards finds that he needs a certificate for other debts, to obtain an extension of the certificate 
on paying the ailditional duly, and (if tho Court requires him to do so) giving additional 
securify. ^ 

6. The only ohjection that has been taken to this arrangement is that taken by the Calcutta 
High Court in their Registrar's letter No. ol, dated 10th January, 18^0, printed in papr 
No. 20 to the Court-fees Bill. They fear that ^ improper use 'might be made of the 
schedule “ by fraudulent debtors whose debts were not in the knowledge of the applicant at 
the time [he filed the schedule], or in some way prejudice might arise.^^ 

Now, there is little doubt that a fraudulent debtor would take the point referred to, and 
that he would tluM’chy ])ut the certificate-holder to the trouble of explaining his omission to 
enter the debt in his original .schedule; but there would be no great hardship in this, and there 
would, on the other hand, l>e a certain compensating advantage, inasmuch as (as observed in one 
of the replies to the circular) the fear of this would stimulate applicants for certificates to be 
careful in compiling their schedules. 

7. Assuming that the law is to he amended in the manner proposed, a further question 
arises as to what debts the applicant for a certificate should be bound to include in his applica- 
tion. Should he be bound to include — 

(a) all debts known to him to he outstanding, including those which could be realised 
^ equally well without a certificate;; or 
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(<5) only those debts whitih he chooses to include^ because he believes he cannot realise 
them without a certificate ? 

The former, it is believed, would be more in accordance with the views of those who framed 
the oxistin«^ law; but it appears to the trovemor General in Council that it would be sufficient 
to adopt the second mode of valuation and allow the ai>j)li(*ant to take out a certificate in resp(*ct 
of such debts only as he thinks fit. No doubt a larfifer revenue miy;lit be obtained by insistinj^ 
on the oUhu* mode of valuation ; but it is apjuebeuded, having regard to the class of people 
who take out these certificates, that any system mpiiring the applicant to givt^ a comph‘te list 
of debts would, if it was to be thoroughly enfoixed, ne(*essitate proceedings of an inquisitorial 
nature, for which no sufii(jient machinery exists, and which it would not be worth while to 
undertake for the sake of the additional revenue to be obtaincHb 

8. The rule which it is now proposc<l to lay down, while it dispenses with all proceedings 
of an inquisitorial or penal nature, may reasonably be expected to lead to some increase of the 
revenue under this head, inasmuch as, the certificate being expressly limited in its ojX5ratiou to 
the debts specified in it, the necessity of including in if all dfd.)ts except those due from persons 
standing in some peculiarly friendly or confidential relation will be brought home to the appli- 
cants, and debtors '.vill probably become alive to the risk they run in paying a debt which is 
omitted from it. 

The additional revenue realized will not, as just observed, be as large as if the alternativo 
mode of valuation were adopted, but this is a result which, for the reason already stated, the 
Government is pre 2 )ared to accept. 

9. The ])resent Bill has been prepared for the purpose of carrying out the above views. 
The effect of it, if it becomes law, will be that every applicant for a certificate under Act XXVII 
of 18fi0 will be required to state in his application the debts in respect of which he desires the 
certificate. It will be in his option to include what debts he pleases, lie will pay duty only 
in respect of the debts whudi he elects to include, and the operation of the certificate will be 
limited to those d(»bts. If he subsc(|uently desires to include other debts, he cau have the cer- 
tificate extended to them oii paying the acMitional duty. The note appended to article lit of 
the schedule to tlui Court-fees \(*t will not apply to Iiim. For tlio rest, the amendments made 
by the Bill in Act XXVII of i860 and in the Probate and Administmtion Act, 1881, are of an 
unimportant nature, and merely such as are necessitated by the above alterations in the 
substance of the law.

AfiPOBTS ON THE STATE OF THE SEASON AND FBOSFEOtS OF THE CHOPS FOB 

THE WEEK ENDING THE Ist MAY 1883. ^ 

GKKERiiT. Rrmarks. — Rain lias falW more or less throughout the Madras Presidency ; standing 
crops are reported in good condition and the harvest outturn is generally fair. 

In the B imbay Presidency heavy rain is again rejKirted from the Southern Mahratta Country ; 
preparations for kharif has begun in some districts; scarcity of drinking-water still continues in parts 
of Dharwar. In the Bengal Presidency the rainfall has been general throughout the Province ; it has 
been very beneficial for standing crops and has greatly facilitated the cultivation of autumn crops. 
Considerable damage is reported to have been caused to the mango crop by the hail and high wind of 
the past week. In the North- Western Provinces and Oudh there has been slight rain in two districts; 
the outturn of the rahi harvest is reported to have been good. Slight rain is also reported from four 
districts of the Punjab ; the harvest is well in hand and a good outturn is expected. 

• There lias been no rain in the Central Provinces, but prospects are good; winnowing is in pro- 
gress in several districts, and preparations for sowings have begun in places. In Assam there has 

been good rain in all districts ; jxiddy is being cut in one district and ploughing and sowings are in 
progress. In Mysore and Coorg there has been rain in all districts and standing crops are in good condi- 
tion. In the Nizamis territories preparations for kharif still continue. In the Central India States 
and Rajputana prospects continue generally good.

No. 901 A’.— The fellowin," Rules for the guidanec of travellers visiting the domi- 
nions of Ill's Iligliness the Mah<‘u*;ija of Junimoo and Kashmir, having received the 
sanctum of llis Excellency the Governor General in Council, arc published for general 
infomation : — 

1. The Punjab Government no longer issues passes for visitors to Kashmir. 

The number of Military Ollicers in Kashmir at one time is restricted to 200. 
The disposal of pass(!s for this numlxir, less a cCVtain number r(!S<;rvcd for the Punjab' 
Frontier Forc(‘, is Avith His Excelhmcy the Commandcr-in-Chicf. Frontier Force 
Officers desiring to visit Kashmir must apply to the Brigadier-Gcnci’al Commanding. 

Civilians and Military Officers in civil employ, hut a small proportion of Avhom 
under tlu; Li'ave Rules can visit Kashmir the same sc'asoii, do not recpiiro any passes ; 
but they should n'port llu'ir int('ntion to travel in Kashmir to the Officer on Special 
Duty in Kashmir, from whom they can obtain a copy of the Rules to which they must 
conform. 


2. There arc four authorised routes for European visitors to Kashmir — 

1st, — Th(^ principal road from the ])lains by Rhimbar and Eajaori over the 
Pir Pan jal Range. This route may be varied by leaving the main road 
atTharia Mandi and proceeding via Punch and over the Uaji Pir Pass 
to L'ri. 

Sn<L — Th(! road from the plains by Kotli, Punch, Uri and Baramula. 

iJril . — The road from iMnrrce by Kohala and Baramula. 

4lh . — The road from Abbottabad by Mnzall'arabad and Baramula. 

Information regarding the above routes Avill bo found in Appendix A. 

The special jicrmissionof the Officer on Special Duty in Kashmir must ho obtained 
by travellers proposing to Imvel from Kashmir to Simla (or vice versa) across the 
hills, or to the plains (or dec versa) by Kishtwar, Bhadinwar and Chamba. British 
Ollicoi’s arc prohibiteil from making application on behalf of themselves or their 
friends direct to His Highness the INfaltarji ja, or his officers, for permission to proceed 
to or from Kashmir by any but the authoriswl routes. 

All ot her routes are positively forbidden.

A ])airof scales will bo kept at each stiige, and Avhen 
objection is taken to the Avenghtof a load, ti’avellers are bound to comply with a request 
that siu’b load should be Aveighed. * 

Coolies must be paid daily, and travellers should see payment made in their own 
presence. 


•1. In returning from Kashmir coolies or carriages are not to be taken beyond the.. 
Maharaja’s frontid*, or the tirst stage beyond the frontier. 

5. Unless travellers cneamj) at the fixed stages and encamping grounds, tlierc is 
no certainty that supplies Avillhe available. They should not encamp Avithin villages.

7. Wbeii going on shooting excursions, visitors must take carriage and supplies 
with them, and are not to demand them in i)laccs where no provision is made for 
supplying (bom. They are not to press into their service the pcoi)lc of the country as 
heaters for game. 

8. Travellers must not interfere with any Kashmir oiruaals, and no calls are to 
be made on them cxcc])t in real emcj’gencies. All paymcjits are to h<? juarle at the 
rates deinandcd, which, if exorbitant, can be rC 2 )ortcd to the OlTiccr on Duty at Sri- 
nagar. 

1). Should travellei’s have reason to consid(‘r lhat tlu'y or their senvants have 
been ill-tr(!at(‘d or all'ronb'il, tlu^y are strictly forbiddi'n to adopt any oth(‘r imsins of 
obtaining redress than by making complaint to the olVurials of the Afaharaja on the 
spot, and iiuniediately reporting the circumstances to the British Ofticer on Duty at 
Srinagar. 

At Srinagar complaints are to h(' preferred direct to the Officer on Special Duty, 
and are not to hi' pirferred in any Kashmir Court. 

10. Visitors are forbidden to take away with them fi'om ICashmir, on any pretext 
whatever, any subjects of the Maharaja without obtaining permission and a passpoi't 
from the Kashmir authorities. 

11. Travidlcrs arc strictly required to settle all accounts before they leave 
Kashmir, and are responsible that the didits of tlnar servants are similarly discharged. 
Should any officer of Goviamment h^ave Kashmir without discharging his debts, he 
will not b(^ permitted cvm* to re-visit it. 

12. Visitors are jirohibitc'd from receiving any presents whateior during their 
stay from the Kashmir Darbar or officials. 

13. Visitors are required to take care that the customs and regulations of llis 
Highness the JMaharaja are in no wny violated by themselves or their servants. 

14. Military Officers invited by llis Highness the Maharaja to evening entertain- 
ments at the palace are required to appear in uniform. Civil Ollicers and other 
visitoi’s in ordinary evening dress.

STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Artuile 12, Sch(*dule I, of llin Court-fees Act, VII of 1870, provides, among other 
matters, for I lie levy of a fee of two i»er cent, on the amount or value of the property in 
respect of whicli a certificate is granted under Act XXVll of I860, The following note is 
ap])endiMl to the article : — 

“Tli(i person to whom any sneli cortifi(‘atc is granted, or his representative, sliall, after the 
expiration of twelve nw.)!ithi^ from the daUnf siieh certificate, and thereafter whenever the Court 
grantini* such certificate ivcpiires him so to do, file a statement on oath of all monies recovered 
or nali/ed ly him under sueh eertilirate. 

“If tlu* monies so re<*overed or realized exceed the amount of debts or oilier property as 
sworn to by the person to whom the <*ertificato is granted, the Court may cancel the same, and 
order siieli ])erson to take out a fresh certificate, and pay the lee prescribed by this schedule for 
Buch excess.

A circular was tIuTCupon addressed to Local (jovenimeiits calling for opinions on this 

projxisal. 

The replies received slmw that tlic weight of authority is altogether against its adoption; 
but many of them call attention to tlu* Faet, already more than once brouglit to the notice oftho 
(iovermmmt of India, that the re<pnrcim‘nts of the note in the Court-fees A{;1 above referred 
to are as a rule negle<jled or evadcxl ; that persons taking out certilieates do not tile the state- 
ments reipiiied by it, that the Courls have no proper means of compelling tln*m to do so, and 
that large amounts of doUs are thus collected under certilieates ohtiiiued for trilling sums. 

4*. Various suggest ions have Ikmmi made for enforcing com])liancc with the ])rovisioiis of 
the note ; hut it appears to tlie (iovernineiit of India that there are ohjeijtions to any device for 
securing 1 hi* fee whieh involves the imposition on the jxjrsou o])tuining the certificate of a 
duty to l)e perfoimed after he has obtained the (jertifieate. 

The g!-e;it mass of the ])e()p]e who take out certilieates are so indolent or careless or un- 
intelligent, that there is little h<*])e of getting them to comply with the provisions of sueh a law ; 
ami the eonse(|iienee is that, if it is not allowed to remain a dead-letter, as the })r(‘sent law 
has been, ])uhlie ollieers will he Constantly eompelled to inliiet penalties on largo uumbers of 
jHirsoiis, many «»f whom liave been guilty of no deliberate wrong. 

5. The simple ]>lan,as it seems to the (roveniment of India, is that already adopted with- 
out any warr:uit of law by some of the ollieers consulted, namely, toTocpiiro f-ach apj)Iicant for 
a eertilii'ate to tile with his application a schedule of the debts in respect of which the certifi- 
cate is ivnuinnl, ami to amend Act XXVll of i860, so as to make the certifieato good only for 
the debts entered in the schedule, at the same time allowing the certificate-holder, if lie after- 
wanls limls that he needs a eertilieale for other debts, to obtain an extension of the certifieato 
on paying tin* ailditional duty, and (if the Court reipiires him to do so) giving additional 
Boeiirity. 

(1. The only objection that has been taken to this arrangement is that taken by the Calcutta 
High Court in their Registrar's letter No. 54, dated lOth January, 18S0, printed in paper 
No. 20 to tlie Court-l'ef's Bill. They fear that “ impro|)er use" might be made of the 
Bcliedule “ by fr.audulent dehitirs whose debts were not in the knowledge of the applicant at 
the time [he lihxl the schedule], or in some way prejudice might arise." 

Now, there is little doubt that a fraudulent debtor would take the point referred to, and 
that he would thereby put the certilieatc-holdor to the trouble of explaining his omission to 
enter the dt'ht in his original seliedule; hut there would be no great hardship in this, and there 
would, on the other baud, he a certain eompensating advantage, inasmuch as (as observed in one 
of the replies to the I'ireiilar) the fear of this would stimulate applicants for certificates to be 
Ciireful ill com])iling their schedules. 

7. Assuming that the law is to he amended in the manner proposed, a further question 
arises as to what debts the applicant for a certificate should bo bound to include iu his applica- 
tion. Should he be bound to include — 

(d) all debts known to him to lie outstanding, including those which could be realised 
equally well without a certificate; or 
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(i) only those debts which he chooses to include, because he believes ho cannot realise 
them without a certificate ? 

The former, it is believed, would be more in accordance with the views of those who framed 
the existing law ; but it ai)pearH to the (Jovernor (Icneral in Council that it would be sufficient 
to adopt the second mode of valuation and allow the applicant to take out a certificate in respect 
of such debts only as he thinks fit. No doubt, a larger revenue might be obtained by insisting 
on the other nior j of valuation ; but it is apprehended, having regard to the class of ixjople 
who take out these certificate's, that any system rcrpiiring the ajjplicant to give a completcf list 
of debts would, if it was to be thoroughly enforced, necessitate procec<lings of an incpiisitorial 
nature for which no suificient machinery exists and which it would not be worth while to 
undertake for the sake of the additional revenue to b(j obtained. 

8. The rule wliicli it is now proposed to lay down, while it dispenses with all proceedings 
of an inquisitorial or penal nature, may reasonably be expected to lead to some increase of the 
revenue under this head, inasniuch as, the certificate being expressly limited in its operation to 
the debts specified in it, the necessity of including in it all debts except thoR^ due from ^xirsons 
standing in some peculiarly friendly or confidential relation will be brought home to the apjili- 
cants, and debtors will probably become alive to the risk they run in paying a debt which is 
omitted from it. 

Th(^ addilional rcvcniie realized will not, as just observed, be as large as if the alternative 
mode of valuation were adopted, but this is a result which, for the reason already stated, the 
(iovcrnmeiit is prf*pared to accept. 

0. The ])rcsf*nt Bill has been prepared for tlni purpose of carrying out the above views. 
The cire(?t of it, if it bectomes law, will be that every apj^lieant for a certificate under Act XXVII 
of 18<)() will be rotjuired to stale in bis application Ihe debts in respect of which he desires the 
certificate. It will be in his n])tiou to include what debts he pleases. He W'ill pay duty only 
in respect of the debts whi<?h be elcnds to include, and the operation of the certificate will be 
limited to those d<*bts. If lui suhse(]uently desires to include other debts, he can have the cer- 
tificate (‘xtended to them on paying the additional duty. The note appended to article 12 of 
the schedule to the (4)urt-fees Act will not a]>ply to him. For the rest, the amoudments made 
bv the Bill in Act XX\'Il of IhfiO and in tlie IVobatc and Administration Act, 18S1, are of an 
unimportant nature, and merely such as are necessitated by the above alterations in ihu 
substance of the law.

STATKAIENT OF OBJhXTS AND REASONS. 

Tiir, existing law respecting the constitmion and functions of district committees in the 
Norlh-Wostern Provinces and Ondh is contained in Acts HI and lY of 1^7^. Tl.ose Acts, 
while directing the Local (jovermnont to make allot immts for local ]Mirj)os«‘s to each district 
from the ratios levied niid(*rthem, yet enalilc the (lovernment to aj)pr<»])riat»' for the henelit 
generally of the North-Western Frovinees or Ondh, a.s the ease may he, the lialanecs of such 
allotment.*? remaining unexpended in each district at the close of the year, and thus prevent all 
continuity in local tinancial administration. 

2. They also, while establisliing committees for the propose of di'icrminlnghow allotments 
shall he applied, and of supervising and controlling such allotments, leavi? the ^^nointrnent of 
these eommittees and the definition (»C their functions and authority altogether in the liaiids 
of the Lieutenant-Governor or Chief Commissioner. 

3. In aecAirdaiice with the ])n)posals for the cxtcn.sion of local self-govcrnnieut enunciated 
by the Government of the North- Westoru Provinces and Ondh in its resolulion of 51 h Decem- 
ber, 1SS2, fresh legislation is now necessary in order to consliinte local bodies for smaller areas, 
and to impose upon district hoards more extensive dutie.s and confer upon them greater linaiieial 
and administrative independence. 

4. With this object the Bill 1ms been drawn up. Tt has been drafted on lines laid down by 
the Local Government after consultation with its most ex])erieneed ollier rs and wilh iion-rtJirial 
gentlemen throughout tlic jiroviiices most com^ieteiil to give advice on tin* suhjeet. Its jniiieipal 
provisions are as follows. 

5. Sections 3 to 12 provide for the constitution of local bodies in each district, 

6. The Local Government is empowered by section 3 to divide every district into sub- 
districts, excluding military eantonments and municipalities. 

7. For each sub-district there will be established a local Board, and for each district a 
district Board. 

8. The district board will ordinarily consist of the aggregate members of the local hoards, 
lint power is reserved tu GovernmenVt^ direct that it shall consist only of (h'lrgatesehoscn fr»in 
the local hoards to meet eases where the total number of members of local boards would 
const itnt(? too large a body for the efficient transaction of business, 

9. The qnalilications for members of the local l)oards are containeil in section 5 and sneli 
members must he elected, except in case of one-fourth of the board, who may be nominated by 
the Government. This principle of nomination has been already aecejited by the Council in 
tlie Central Provinces Local Self-government Act. The electoral boily may be const it uled 
either by nomination of the el(?ctors by the Local Government or according to rules which

man, and flistriet boards must, within a certain time aftiu* coming into existence*, dt'cide at a 
s])ecial meeting whetlu'r they will elect their chairman or leave tlic appointment to ho made 
by the Jjocal (jovernment,

mnna^^'emeut of fcnic's luiulo over to IIkmii hy (lovermneut. The Northern India Perries Act 
vests the iminc(liale superinteudeiiec' of every piihlic ferry in the ]Macistrate or someotluM* (»liicor 
duly a]»]»ointiMl, except wlu*re the Local (joverumeiit makes ov'er tlu» superinlendcu(*e of a ferry 
situated within municipal limits to a municipality. Section I'O of tin* llill adds a section to tho 
Northern liulia Ferries Act, j^ivin*^ <:vrrosp<indin^ powers to make over the maiiay;cinent of 
ferries ami thi‘ir proceeds to district hoards. 

1 A Sc(!tions 2^1 a.nd 21 * define the relations hetween district and lo(?nl hoards, and the con- 
trol to ho cx(*rt‘ised hy the ft»rmer. I'lie smaller is to he the ai^-ent of the lar^'er hody, which 
may n^versc or vary any orders of a local hoard within the district under ceitaiu conditions 
laid d<»wn. 

15. Section :2 5 ^iv’cs power to (list, riijt hoards to appoint joint committees for any pur- 
pose, such as a loiii^' line of comiiiunittat ion, in whieli tliey may he jointly interested. 

Id. Sections 2‘» to d() lay down o*eu(‘ral rules for the (*onduet of business, and provide 
fnr tlu^ views of departmental otiicers on subjects couiu*(;ted witli ilua'r <lepaitmeuts being 
hroiiglit heforr* the tlistrii‘1 hoard hy those otiicers in person, as well as fi)r the record of the 
resolutions of the board and the communication of them to the Magistrate of the district 
within 10 days, 

17. Sections »‘32 and 3-1 enable the district hoard, subject to general or s|K>eial orders of the 
Local ( JOV(M*timent, to appoint such odu-ers and servants, as nro necessary for the proper dis- 
charge of its duties, and to appoint as secretary one of its iiKunhcrs, or, with the sanction of the 
Commissioner, an outsi<ler. 

The limitat ions on till? j^ower of appointment are made, as it is necf’ssary that certain 
officers of tho jirovincial (‘stahlisliments (Jinployed in the departments made over to the 
lioiinl shonhl he taken over ; and as muili of the routine work will he in the iiands of the 
sni'retiiry, it. is desirahh? that , when a salary is attaeh(?d to that olliee, there should be some 
guarantee that an incapable man is not a])]»ointed. 

18. Section 35 establislies a district fund, whieli shall be at the disposal of the district 
hoard for tin? diseliarge of its duties under the Bill. 

The principal items will consist of the alhdments from local rates pre.serihed hv Acts 
ITT and IV of 1878, and of assignments from provineia.! revenues; hut various petty sourei^s of 
income are also made over, and it is expeclod that the closer .'?ii2icr vision to be hoped for from 
the kical hoards will doveh)[) them to a considerable cximit. 

19. The snhji ef of control hy the hlxeeutive is dt^alt with in sections 38-12. The powers 
conferred are almost, identical with those in the (,Vntral Provinces LoiiaF Self-gov'crnment Act, 
with tho addition that authority has been given to the Commissioner to suspend and to tho 
Ijoeal (lovcrnment to rescind any single act, order or resolution of tlie board that is in excess 
of its powers. 

It is considered advi.sahle that frovcrnm uit should have tliis power, to lie exercised in 
cases wlu*rf‘ it might think it uuJesirahle to resort to the heroic remedy of supersession. 

20. Section 15 gives power to tho IiO<*al Government to make forms :iiul rules consistent 
with tlio Act*. Tliesc* are much the same as the corrcsj^ionding powers in the Central Provinces 

Act. 

21. Sections TiO, 51 and 52 deal with those exceptional localilh^s to which the whole or 
Fomn of the provisions of this Act may he deemed unsuitable. In t(*rritories so vast, and among 
a iiopulalion eharaeterized hy such dilTcreuces in knowledge, habits and modes of tlionght, as 
those of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, such tra<;ts must he met with; and it is not 
desirable to insist on the rosidfuits of them being forced to accept an Act which would prove 
inoperative if not misehievoiis. 

22. When the provisions as to election only are deemed unsnitahlc, the Local Government 
•will a([)point the members of the local boards; hut when the whole Act is iinsiiited to the dis- 
trict, a district committee shall he appointed in such manner, shall perform such duties, and 
.shall 1)0 .placed in possession of such funds fr.im the local rates allotments as the Local Govern- 
/neiit shall pj’escribo.

STATEMENT OF OlbTECTS AND REASONS. 

Mr N in? AL Committees in the Noith-Westcrn Provinces andjOndli are at present ,con- 
etituted and p^nided in the execution of their functions by Act XV, the North-Western 

Provinces and Oudh Municipalities Act (jf that year. 

That Act p^ives yAenary poWf*rs to tin* Local Goyernment to appoint ordinary and ex officio 
members of munici])al committees. It leaves to tb - Local Governinent to dfdermino absolutely 
whether in any municipality of the united provinces inemhors shall he elected or not, and 
if confers upon it tlie powder of appointinp^ ex officio memhers to the extent of une-tliird of the 
total number of the eommittee, a power ve ry f^enerally acted on. 

Ji, The manner of election, where elections are allowed, is undiTthn Act rcp^ulated solely 
by the Local Government without refereiiee to the partbis most concerned, and casual vacancies 
are filled up by direct appointment by the same authority, or arc not filled up at all. 

3. The Local Government may also ajipoint the president and vice-presidents of all com- 
mittees, and may uiiconditionjilly cancel, suspend or limit any of the proceedings, bye-laws or 
rules of the committees and abolish any tax imposed by tlioin. 

4. Section 3 1 of the Act further imposes on a municipality without any restriction the 
obligation of providing fur the maintenance of a police-establishment, the effect of whieh has 
frequently been to throw on niunicipaliti(*s a large portion of the charge for police kept up for 
the prevention and detection of crime and tlic ap[)rehensiou of offenders against the general 
law of the land. 

5. These provisions are inconsistent with the proposals for the extension of local self- 
government eiiimeiated hy the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh in its 
resolution dated 5th Doeember, 1 882. 

6. The present Bill has been draftfxl to enable the Local Government to carry these pro- 
posals into effect put forward after consultation with the most experienced officers of the provin-

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8. Chapter I contains the usual j»reliminary matter, and prescribes the course to be fol- 
lowecl when it is intended to iutrodu(!e the Act into any local area, for the first time, or into 
existing- municipalities. 

9. Chapter II deals with the organisation of municipal boards. 

These are to consist of members clccti^il in the manner la-f'scribctl by the Local Govern- 
ment, and of a cert. in projiortioii of nominated members not to cxcct-d one-fourth of the whole. 

The principle of nomination has bc*eu already accepted in the ("entral lh-ovin<;es, and is 
meant to provide against the danger of classes of the coiiiinunity being overridden by hostile 
majorities, 

10. lleforc making rules for determining the system of representation and election the 
Local (Tovernineiit is required by sections 8 and 0 to inform itself of the sense of the community 
on these subjects. 

11. Section 18 leaves the election of tlicir own chairmen to mnnicijial boards, with the 
exception of such municipalities as the Local Government may, from time to time, by 
notilication, exempt from the operation of tbissretion. In these latter the chainnau will be 
appointed by tin* Local Government. 

This exce])tion is m(*ant to TTie(*i cases where an oHiccr of Government must remain 
cliairmaii, at least for a peri(xl, f-ithfu* in order that he may have time to transfer functions and 
accounts often onerous and complicated to a iioii-otruial successor, or for lack of a (jiialitied r.oii- 
otlieial to (h al with special circumstances, or by reason of the expressed wish of the municipal 
Bo ard itself. 

12. Section 21 contains a provision, not. in the existing Act, enabling municipal boards 
to appoint joint (ioinmittccs for any [lur^iosc in whi<*h they may be jointly interested, 

13. Power to appoint o(fi(n‘rs and servants necessary for the performance of its duties 
is given to tlu? board by sections 33 and 31, and lln^ apfMnntnunit (»f an ollicer of Govc*rnment 
or of an outsider as sci^ndary is ma(h‘ sulqect to the sanction of the Commissioner. It. is ob- 
viously im])ossible to allow boards to appoint to such olii<*c* Government servants against the 
wish of Govorniucnt, and il is necessary to take some guarantee against the a])]>oint inent of an 
incapable man as ]»aitl seeretarv; especially with a iioii-oihcial chairman the otlico of secretary 
to the muuieij>al board will be one of great imiitadanee. 

11, Chapter 1 1 1, on taxation, varies but little from the existing Act. 

15. (Miapter IV, on the])owei s and dutie s of the boanls, groups togt-Uier all the* duties of 
the boards in what is thought to be th(i order of their obligation, and siiiiplilies the rules of 
the existing Act as regards nuisances. 

10. Cluiptor V deals with the suhjeed of control. The provisions are similar to those of 
the Central Proviiict's Local Self-government Act, witJitlie exception that flui Commissioner 
may at once suspinid, and tin? ijocal ( fovernmeiit rchciud, any aid, order or resolution of the 
board which is manifestly in excess of its powers. 

This authority is givmi to j>rovide for cases which may not bo of a natun? grave enough to 
call for the penalty of supersession. 

17. Section 00 empowers the Local Government to frame forms and make rules on cer- 
tain mattf'i-s therein specilied. 

18. C3ha|)ter VI (ionlains miscellanecus provisions as regards the conduct of litigation, 

penalties on, and liabilities of, iiicinbcrs, ac<piisition of land, and tlu* like. ^ 

19. Chapter VII enables tlie Ijoeal Government to cx(*mpt from tlu* pnivisions of the Act 
regarding clectimi niunicipaliti4‘s to wdiicli it ci)n.Niders sueli ju’ovisions to be uiisuitetl, and, with 
the previous sanction of the Governor Gimcral in Couiu*il, to witlulraw iroin the operation of 
this xVet, or of the North-Western Provinces and Oudli NlunicipaliLies Act of 1873, any local 
area to which either of those Acts may have been applied. 

This latter power is <lcpnu*d ii(*cossary as cases sometimes occur where a miinieijiality l as 
been cstablishcxl in a place which experience proves to be unJil for muniei])a), institutions, or 
where change of circumstances may liave rf*ndered such institutions unsuital)le and it woiiid 
be improper in such cases to insist on the Aod remaining in fonre for ever. At the same 
time, the power is oiu* which should be exercisf*d wilii great caution, as it is a more scriouji 
matter to withdraw a privilege oiu^c conftuTcd than to withh<dd it in the hist in.^tance; 
an<l the Local Government has therefore been debarred from acting oi' the section uiilcs.s with 
the previous sanction of the Governor General in Couiieil.

STATKMKNT OF OB.JECTS AND REASONS, 

Article 12, Schedule 1, of the (\)urt“fet‘s Act, VII of 1S70, provides, amon^ other 
matters, for llu* levy of a fee of two per cent, mi tlie aiiumnl or value of the pro]»erty in 
respect of wliicli a certifa^ate is granted under Act XX VI 1 of IbOll. The following note is 
appended to flie article : — 

^^'I'lie jiersou to whoni any such certificate is granted, or bis rcjiresentative, shall, after the 
expiratiiiii of twelve moullis from tlie date of eertilleaie, anil tliereafter whenever the Court 
granting sueh eertilicaie requires bini .so to do, tile a statement on oath of all inouios recovered 
or realized by him under such certificate. 

“ If tlie monies so recovered or realized exceed the amount, of debts or other property as 
sworn to liy the person to whom the certificate is granted, the (.^airt may cancel the same, and 
order such {lersoii to take out a fresh certificate, and pay the fee prescribed by tliis schedule for 
such excess. 

In default of filing such statement wilhiii the timi' allowed, the Court m.ay cancel the 
certificate.'^ 

2. In the course of the discns‘<ions in ihi* Tjegislative ("mincll which preceded the passing 
of the Probate and Administration Act, V of a jirnposul was made by ]\Ir. Pitt Kennedy 

tliat Act XXVI I of ISIJO and the (knirt-fees Act should bo amended so as to rp([uire, from any 
Olio obtaining a certificate under the former Act for the recovery of any porlitin of the estate (»f 
a deceased person, payment of a court- rc(‘ at the rate of two jier emit, on the entire value of the 
estate. , 

A circular was thereupon addressed to li' c.il Governments calling for opinions on this 

proposal. 

The replies received show that the weight of authority is altogether against its adoption ; 
but many of them (^all attention totbo fact,, already more than oneo brought to the notice of the 
(jovernineut of India, that the renuircments of tlie note in llie (anirt-l’ces Act above referred 
to arc as a rule nogleidcd or evaded ; that jiersons taking out eertilieates do not file tlie stale- 
incnts required by it, that the Courts have no ]>ro])er imvins of compelling tlunn to do so, and 
that large amounts of debts are thus (!.)lleeted innba’ eerl ideates obtained for t rilling 'sums. 

4. Various suggestions have been made for eiiforeiiig C'omplianee wltli llio ]n*()Yisions of 
the note; but it appears to the (loveriimeiit of India tliat tlna’c are obje(*ti oiis ti) any device for 
securing the fee whicli involves the im|Kisitioii mi the iiersoii obtaining the certificate of a 
duty to be iHjrforinod after he has obtained the (’crtilicate. 

Tlio great ma.s.s of the jioople who take out eertilieates are so indolent or carchss or un- 
intelligent, that there is little hope of getting lliem to comj)ly with tin' provisions of sueh a law; 
and the conseijueiiee is that, if it i n •!. allowed to remain a dead-li'tter, as the jiresent law 
has been, pulilie oilie.ers will be constantly eninpellod to inlliet ju'iialties on large numbers of 
])ersoiis, many ‘»f wlmm have lioen guilty^ of no deliberate wrong. 

5. Till' simple plan, as it seems to the Government of India, is tliat already adopted with- 
out any \n arrant of law by some of the ollieers eonsulti'd, namely, to retpiirc each applicant for 
a eertilicat** to file with liis appiieation a schedule of the debts in ri'speet of which the certifi- 
cate is required, and to amend Aet \\\ ll of Lsfii), so as to make the eerlilieatc good only for 
(he debts entered in the selndule, at tin* same liiiii' albiwing the cerlilie.ite-holder, if lie after- 
wards finds that he iii'i'ds a eertilicaie for otht'r debts, to olitaiu an extension of the certificate 
on paying the additional duly, and (if the Court require.s him to do so) giving additional 
security. 

(1. The only object ion (hat has been taken to this arrangement istlial t ikeii liy the ralcutta 
High (kuirt in tiu'ir ibglslrar’s letter No. .54, dated lOlh January, 1880, printed in paper 
No. 20 to the (\)url-lees Bill. They fi'ar that “improper use" might be made of the 
scliodule “ l»y fraudulent di'btors whose debts were not in (he knowli'dgo of the applicant at 
the time [he filed the schedule], or in some way ])reju(liee might arise." 

Now, there is little doubt that a fraudulent debt n* would lake the point referred to, and 
that ho woubl Iberrby pnt till* cert ifieale-hoUb r to the tniuble of explaining his omission to/ 
cnh'i* the del)! in his original seliediile; but there wmibl be no great li.inlsliip in llii.s, and there 
would, on the other hand, be a certain coinpensaling advantage, Inasmuch as (as observed in one 
of the re])lies to tlie circular) the fear of ihisw'ould stimulate a[q»licaiits for certilieatfs to be 
careful in eoiniiiling their schedules. 

7. Assuming that the law is to he amended in the manner jirojiosed, a further question 
arises as to what debts (lie applicant for a certificate should be bound to iiiudude in his applica- 
tion. Should h(i be bound to include — 

[a) all debts known to liiin to be outstandiiig, including those which could be realised 
equally well with jut a certificate ; or . 


where they first occur, the words “ certificate under 
Bombay Regulation Vlll of 1 827 " shall be 
substituted. 
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(5) only those debts whiidi ho chooses to include, because ho believes he cannot realise 
them without a certificate ? • 

The former, it is believed, would be more in aceordanccwith the views of those who framed 
the existing law; but it appears to the Governor General in Council that it would he sufficient 
to adopt the scc« id mode of valuation and allow the applicant to take out a (‘ertilicate in respect 
of such debts only as he thinks fit. No doubt, a larger revenue might be ohtuiniid by insisting 
on the other mode of vahiatitm ; but it is ap[)rehendt‘d, liaving regard to the class of people 
who take out these ccrtifieates, that any system requiring the ajiplit'ant to give a coin])lete list 
of debts would, if it was to be thoroughly enforced, lu^cessitato proc(*cdings of an iiupiisitorlal 
nature for which no suflieient machinery exists and which it would not be worth while to 
undertake for tlic sake of the additional revenue to bo obtained. 

8. The rule which it is now proposed to lay down, while it dispenses with all proceedings 
of an iiifpiisitorial or penal nature, may reasonably be exj)ected to lead to some incr(?ase of the 
revenue under this head, inasmuch as, the coriilicate )>eirig i‘\])ressly limited in its operation to 
the debts spcicified in it, the necessity of ineliiding in it all debts exeept those due from persons 
standing in some peculiarly friendly or oonlidential relation will ho brought homti to tlie appli- 
cants, and debtors will probably become alive to the risk they run in ])aying a debt which is 
omitted from it. 

The additional revenue realized will not, as just observed, bo as largo as if the alternative 
mode of valuation were adoptccl, but this is a result wliieli, for the reason already stated, the 
Governrm^nt is prepared to accept. 

9. I'lie j)rcsent Bill has ])eon prepared for the purpose of earr} ing out the a})ovc vi(?wR, 
The effect of it, if it lieeonies la.w, will be that evc‘ry a]>pli(*ant for a corl illeate under Act XXVIl 
of 18(;0 will 1)0 r<M|uir(Hl 1o state* in bis a])])lication flu* dc^bts in respect of which lie desires the 
certificate. It will ho in his (»ption to include what debts ho ])l(>as(*s. Ifo will pay duty only 
in respect of the debts wliicIi he elects to irieludi*, niul tlie o))eration of the eertilicate will be 
limited to those debts. If lie subse(|uenl ly d(‘sir(*s to iuelude other d(*bts, lie can liavi* the cer- 
tificate extended to tlumi on ])ayiiig tho additional duty. The note appimdetl to article 12 of 
the scheduli^ to the (kinrt-fees A(*t will riot a]>ply to him. For the r(*sl, the amendments made 
by the Rill in A<*t XX\T1 of IhSO and in the Frobaic and Administration Act, iSSl, are of an 
unimportant nature, aud niorely such as are necfessitated by the above alterations in the 
substance of the law.

STATEMENT OF OHJECTS AND REASONS. 

Tiir existing law resjiccting the consditulion and functions of di'-trict eotnmitt^es iu the 
North-Western Ihovincf S and Oudh is contained in Acts III and lY of 187*8. ^I’liosc Acts, 
while directing the Local (jrovernnuait to make allotments for local purposesfo eaeli district 
from the rales levied under them, yet enable the (iovernmeiit to af)pro]niate for tlie heneilt 
generally of the North-Western Provinces or Oudh, as the case may h", the balances of such 
allotments remaining unexpciuled iu eaeli district at the close of the year, and lliii.s prevent all 
continuity in local liuaneial administration. 

2. They also, wliilc establisliing committees fur the propose of determining how allotments 
sliall be applied, and of supervising and controlling such allotments, lca,ve the appoinIHnent of 
these committees and the definition <»f their functions and authority altogether in the iiands 
of the Liftuteuaiit-Govcrnor or Chief Commissioner. 

3. In accordance with the proposals for the extension cf local self-government enunciated 
by the (jovernmeiit of the North-Western Provimres and Oudh iu its resolution of 5th Decem- 
ber, 1882, fresh legislation is now necessary in order to constitute local bodies for smaller areas, 
and to imjiosc upon district boards more extensive duties and cuiii’er upon them greater linaie !al 
and administrative iiidepeiideiice. 

4. With tliis object the Hill has been drawn up. It lias b(‘en drafted on lines laid (hnvn by 
the Local Government after consultation with its most expcricncctl oflicers and with non-( tlieial 
gentlemen throughout the provinces most competent to give advice on llu' subject. Its |)riueipal 
provisions are as follows. 

5. Sections 3 to 12 provide for the constitution of local bodies in each (list rid. 

f). The Local Government is empowered by scelioii 3 to divide every disliii*t into sub- 
districts, exeliuliug military eantoiiments and mmiieipalitics. 

7. For each subMistrict there will be established a local board, and for each district a 
district board. 

8. The district board 'will ordinarily consist of llienggregato members of the local boards, 

but power is reserved to (Joveriimcnt to llial it .shall consist only of deh gates chusen from 

the local hoards to meet eases where the total niimhcr of memlxas of local boards would 
constitute too large a body for the etiicieut transaction of business. 

9. The qualifications for members of the local boards aro contained in section 5, and siieli 
members must be eh’cted, excejit in ease of onc-foiirtb of the bo;ird, who may Ixj nominated liy 
the Government. This pniici|)le of nomination has been already accepted by the Go iirieiJ in 
the Central Provinces Local Self-govcrnnieut Act. The electorai body may bo constituted 
either by nomination of the electors' by the Local Government or aecordimr to rules which 
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10. Provisions arc next made for the term of office of members of the board, for their 
rcsi^nal urn, removal, for lining lip caftiial vacancies amon^ them, for the incorporation of tlio 
district boards, and for fixing a lime for their coming into existc‘iice. 

11. Sections 13 to deal with the appointment of cliairmcn and vice-chairmen of dis- 
trict and l(u*al boards. Doth may elect vicc-cliairinen. Loc*al boards may (‘lect tlieir ownebair- 
man, and district boards must, witliin a certain time after comim*' into existence, decide at a 
sjHicial meeting whether they will elect tluir chairman or leave the appointment to be made 
by the Local (lovcrnmejit . 

1*2. 4'b(^sc provlsiiins are mainly in aecordance with the views eli<*itcd at public moetino ‘3 
held t broil lout ibi* Noi’tli-AV(‘stcrii Provinces and Oiidb, with the reeomnuMulations of the 
])ruvincial committee, and tin* ()]>iniou of His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor that for 
a time at bast, unless tln*re be a strong expression of po])ular feeling to llic contrary, it is 
cxpe<linnt that thc^ district otliecr should bo chairman of the district board. 

13. The diitit's of district boards arc enumerated in section Amon^' tbf*sc is the 

mana^fuivnit of ferries made over to them by (joverniiHjnt. The Northern India Perries Act 
vests the immediate superinteiidenec of every ])nblie ferry in tlu' ^la^istratc or some other (iflicer 
duly appoiiit(‘(l, exe(‘pt wIiitc the Fioeal Government makes over the siijierinteiulence of a ferry 
6ituat(‘d within municipal limits to a muiii<‘i])alit y. Sc‘ction ( 0 of the Jbll adds a section to the 
Northern India Perri(*s Act, o-ivino- (‘orrosponding powers to make over the management of 
ferries and their proceeds to district boards. 

14. Sections :i3 and 2 t didino tin* ndat ions, bet ween district- and local boards, and the con- 
tnd to be oxereised by the former, 'riie smaller is to bt^ the agent of the larger body, which 
mav reverse or vary any orders td a local board within the district under certain conditions 
laid down. 

Sett ion :25 gives p iwer to dist.rict boards to appoint joint committees ft)r any pur- 
pose, siicli as a long line of communication, in which they may be jointly interested. 

K). Sett ions ii'i to 30 lay down gtmcral rules for the eondnet of business, and provide 
for the views of dt^partnient-al ollitiors on subjects ctninected wdtli ilitar de])artmenis being 
brought before the (iistrit'i board by t hose officers ill person, as well as ftir the record of the 
resolutions of the board mul the eommuiiication of them to the Magistnito of the district 
within 10 days. 

17, Sections 351 and 33 enabh; the district board, subject to general or special orders of the 
Local Govornment, to ajuioint such oirK‘ers and servants ns are in*ccssary for the ])rf»per dis- 
charge of its duties, and to appoint as secretary one of its members, or, witlithe sanetion of the 
Commissioner, an outsider. 

The limitations on tlic jiowcr of appointment are made, as it is nt'ces^cary that cintain 
oflieci-s of the ]>rovineial csf ablislinu'iits employed in the deparfimnits madf* over to the 
board should hf‘ taken ov(*r ; and as much of the rout ine work w ill be in thf‘ hands of the 
pceretarv, it is desirable that, when a salary is attached to that ulllec, there sliould bo some 
guarantei; that an incapable man is not apptdnted. 

IS. Sc<'llon 3o c'stablislios a district fund, wliieli shall be at the disposal of the district 
board for the discharge of its duties under the Hill. 

The lu-iniapal items will consist of the allotments from local rates preserihod by Ads 
III and I V of 1378, and of assignments from provincial revenues; but vai-ions petty soun*es of 
income are also made over, and it is ex[>eeted that the closer Mipervisiun to be hoped for from 
the local boards w ill dcveloi> them io a eorisiaerabh* extent. 

19. Tile siil>jeet. of control by the P^xecutivc is dealt with in sections 3S-t2. The powers 
oonferretl aio almost- idt*ulic:i.l with those in the Central Provinces lioeal 8eJf-gov<n’nmoiit Act, 
wdlh the addition tliat authority has b(*en given to the Conimis'^ionr-r to suspend, and to the 
Local Government to rescind, any single act, order or n\soliition of the board that is in excess 
of its powers. 

Tti is een-iidered advisable that CrovernuKMit should have this powxr, to bo f^xercised in 
cases where it might t liink it undesirable to resort to the heroic nuuody of supersession. 

20. Section In giv<‘s ])o\ver to lln3 Local Government to make forms and rules consistent 
with the Act. These arc much the same as the corresponding poivers in the Central Provinces 
Act. 

21. Sc^etions r>0, 51 and 52 deal with those exceptional loealit-ios to wbudi the whole or 
some of Hie provisions oj* this Act m.ay be deemed unsuitable. In ierrit.ories so vast, and among 
a population t.*baraett‘ri/ed by sti<*h differcuees in knowledge, habits an<l modes of thought, as 
ihose of the Norlh-Weslern Provinces and Oudh, such trae.ts must he mot with ; and it is not 
<lesirable io iii'^ist on the iv-jideuls of them being forced to accept an Act which would prove 
inoperative if imt- misehi(*v<>us. 

22. When the ]>rovisions as to election only are deemed unsuitable, the Local Government 
will appoint the members of the local bi»ards; but wdien the whole Act is unsuited to the dis- 
trict, a district committee shall be appointed in such manner, shall ])erform such duties, and 
shall be placed in possession of such funds from the local rates allotments as the Local Govern- 
ment shall pre.icribe.

STATE^IENT OF OlkTECTS AND REASONS. 

Mi'Ninr.M, Committees in the Noil li-AVcstern Provinces and Oudb are at present con- 
stituted and <»;uided in the execution of their functions by Act XV, 187.3, the North-Western 
Provinces and Oudh ^lunicipalities Act of that year. 

That Act ^ives ])leuary powers to the Local Govern men t to appoint ordinary and ex officio 
members of municipal committees. It leaves to the Local (lovcnimcnt to determine absolutely 
wlietTicr ill any municipality of the united provinces members shill be elected or not, and 
if confers upon it the power of a])p()intiii" ex officio members to the extent of oiie-tliird of the 
total number of the eoiumittec, a ]) 0 wer very generally aided on. 

ii. The manner of election, wliere elections arc allowed, is under the Act rcf^ulatod solely 
by the Local Government without reference to the parties most concerned, and casual vacancies 
ai*e filled up by direct appoiiitincni by the same authority, or are not tilled up at all. 

3. The Local (rovcrnmciit may also appoint the jircsideni and vice-presidents of all com- 
mittees, and may uncoiiditioiially cancel, suspend or limit any of the proccediii|js, bye-laws or 
rules of the committees and abolisli any tax im]>osed by them. 

4. Section 31. of the Act further imposes on a municipality without any restriction the 
ohlio^ation of juvA'idiiv^ for the maintenance of a police-establishment, the effect of whicli has 
frecpieiitly been to throw on municipalities a lar^e portion of the charj^e for police kept up for 
tlio prevention and delcetion of crime and the apprehensiou of offenders aj^ainst the ^ov.'eral 
law of the land. 

These provisions are iueonsistent with the proposals for the extension of local self- 
g^ovcrnme!it enunciated by the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh in its 
resolution dated 5th December, 1 882. 

6 . Tlie present Rill has been drafted to enable the Local Government to carry these pro- 
posals into elTect, put forward after consultation with the most experienced oflicers of the provin- 
ces, with the members of existing municipal committees and numerous non-oflicial gentlemen. 

7. Except in tlie provisions necessary to caia’y out the object above specified and in the 

arrangement of chapters and sections, ihn Rdl MUTna ^ ^ a . 
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8* Chapter I oontains the usual preliminary matter^ and prescribes the course to be fol- 
lowed when it is intended to introduce the Act into any lo<^ area for the first time^ or into 
existing municipalities. 

9. Chapter II deals with the organisation of municipal boards. 

These are to consist of members elected in the manner prescribed by the Local Govern- 
mentj and of a certain proportion of nominated members, not to exceed one-fourth of the whole. 

The principle of nomination has been already accepted in the Central Provinces, and is 
meant to provide against the danger of classes of the community being overridden by hostile 
majorities. 

10. Before making rules for determining the system of representation and election, the 
Local Government is reciuirf*d by sections 8 and 9 to inform itself of the sense of the community 
on these subjects. 

11. Section 18 leaves the election of their own chairmen to municipal boanls, with the 
exception of such municipalities as the Local Government may, from time to time, by 
notification, exempt from the operation of this section. In these latter the chairman will be 
appointed by the Local Government. 

This exception is meant to meet cases where an officer of Government must remain 
chairman, at least for a pi'riod, oitlicr in order that lie may have time to Iransfcr functions and 
accounts often onerous and complicated to a non-oflicial successor, or for lack of a qualified non- 
official to d(^al with special circumstances, or by reason of the expressed wish of the municipal 
board itself. 

12. Section 24 contains a provision, not in the existing Act, enabling municipal boards 
to appoint joint couimitt('cs for any purpose in wlii(*h they may be jointly interested, 

1 3. Power to appoint officers and servants necessary for the pcuforniance of its duties 
is given to the board by sceiions 33 and 31, and the a|)]>oiiitnient of an oliieer of Government 
or of an outsider as seerelary is made subject to tlic sa net ion of the Ccanniissioner. It is ob- 
viously impossible to allow boards to appoint to sueh ofileo (lovcrnmcni servants against the 
wish of Governnieiit, and it is iieocssiry to take some guarantiee against the aj)pointment of an 
incapable man as paid secretary; C'-jx-cially with a non-ofiicial chairman the oflico of secretary 
to the iiiunici[>nl board will be one of great importance. 

1 1. (luiptiT III, on taxatiiui, varies but little from the existing Act. 

15, Chapter IV, on the powers andduti(*s of the hoards, groups together all the duties of 
the boards in what is thought to ho thf3 I’dcr of iheir obligation, and simplifies the rules of 
the existing Act as regards nuisances. 

10. Chapter V deals with the sulqect of control. The pro\isions are similar to those of 
the Central Ih’ovinces Local Self- government Aid, with the exception tliat llie Commissioner 
may at once suspend, and the Tjocal (lovernment rescind, any act, order or resolution of the 
board which is manifestly in excess of its powers. 

This authority is giv(*n to pnnidc for eases which may not be of a nature grave enough to 
call for the penalty of supersession. 

17. Section tlO empownirs the Local Government to frame forms and make rules on cer- 
tain matb^rs therein specified. 

IS. Chapter VT contains miscellaneous provisions as regards the conduct of litigation, 
penalties on, and liabilities of, members, acquisition of land, and the like. 

19. Chapter VII enables the Local (bwernment to exempt from the provisions of thcT^tt 
regarding election municipalities to which it considers sueh provisions to l)e unsuited, and, with 
the previous sanction of the (lovernor General in Council, to wilhdiaw from the operation of 
this Act, or of the North-Western Provinci’S and Oudli Municipalities Act of In 73, any local 
area to which either of those Acts may have bc(m applied. 

This latter power is deemed necessary, as (»ases sometimes o(*eur where a municipality has 
been estiiblished in a place w'hich experience proves to be unfit for muui(*ipal institutions, or 
where change of eircumstanecs may have rendered such instiUilionL' unsuilable, and it would 
be improper in such cases to insist on the Act remaining in force for ever. At the same 
time, the power is one which should he exercised with gn^at caution, as it is a more serious 
matter to withdraw a pri\il(‘ge once conferred tluiu to wilhliold it in the first instance; 
and the Local Governimmt lias therefore been dcharre*! from acting on the section unless with 
the previous sanction of the Governor General in Council.

NOllTH-AVESTERN PROVINCES vVND OUDH LOCAL BOARDS 

BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mri. Quinton moved for leave to introduce a Rill to provide 
for the constitution of Local Boards in the North-Western Provinces and 
Oudh. He said : — . 

“ My Lord, — I htivo the honour to move for leave to introduce a Bill to 
provide for the constituliou of locjil bodies in each district of tho North- 
Western Provim^es and Oudh, to admiui.ster the (jxpeudilure of that portion 
of the rates h'vied on laud Avhieh is applieahio to local purpo.scs in that 
district, and of tlio income accruing from (!ertain oIIhu’ sources of I'eveuue 
which may from timci to time be made applicable to like purposes. 

“ The object of the Bill is to give effect to the vicivs of tho Government of 
the North- AVestern Proviuc;es and Oudh on the suhj(H!t of local self-govern- 
ment as enunciated in the Resolution of that Government, dated Lucknow, 
5th December, 1882, and published, together with tho letter of the Home De- 
partment conveying the general approval of the Government of India of Sir 
Alfred Lyall’s proposals, in tht5 Local and Imperial Gazettes during the same 
month. 

“ Tho law at present in force in the North- AVestern Provinces and Oudh 
does not admit of these proposals being fully earned out. The levy of r-ites 
in the united Provinces is authorised by Acts III and IV of 1878. Those Acts 
prescribe rigidly the pi’oportions in whicli the rates levied under them arc to be 
allotted by tho Local Government to each districk and direct tho appointment 
of district committees for the purpose of assisting m determining how tho allot- 
ments shall ho applied, and in the supervision and control of the expenditure of 
such allotments ; but they leave the appointment of the distinct committees and 
the definition of th('ir functions and authority altogether in tho hands of the 
Local Government ; they allow of the number of membors of each committee 
being so small as six, and of half evin of this small number being Government 
oflicers ; and they enable the JjQcal Government to divert to general provincial 
objects all balances of the annual aUotmeuts remaining unexpended at the 
close of ea<*h year. 
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** The duty, therefore, devolvps on me of asking from the Council leave to 
introduce Bills which will remove these obstacles to giving effect to the Bcsolu- 
tion interposed by the existing law, and substitute for it enactments under 
which the proposals of the Local Government can be brought into operation. 

“ With a few exceptions, on which I need not dwell, as there will be ample 
opportunity for discussing them in Committee, the Bill embodies and throws into 
legislative form the recommendations of the licsolution. 

“ Those proposals have been the subject of long and careful deliberation 
with the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh. During the 
rainy season of last year, under instructions from His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor and Cluef Commissioner, District and Divisional Officers put them- 
selves in communication with the leading non-official gentlemen of their re- 
spective charges, ineludingtho members of municipal and district committees. 
Meetings wore Iield at tahsils by Collectors or tlnnr Assistants, and at head- 
quarter stations by Commissioners. The points on w'hich the Government 
wished for information were fully discussed at these meetings and elsewhere, 
and the outcome of ..the meetings and discussions was a mass of reports 
filling more than 300 closely printed pages. In August, the Lieutenant- 
Governor convened a large committee at Naini Tal, presided over by the 
Senior Member of the Board of llevenue, and having on it as members three 
Commissioners of Divisions, four District Officers, the heads of the Police 
and Educational Departments, two olliccrs of the Secretariat, one of whom — 
Mr. Woodhui’n — had been a Deputy Commissioner of long cx[)ericn(e and 
great efficiency iji Oudh, and foiir distinguished Native gentlemen, one of them 
— the Hon’ble Baja Siva Prasad, a Member of this Council. 

“To this Committee wt!ro referred for consideration and report the Ilcso- 
lutions of the Government of India on the subject of local self-government 
and the orders of the Loc^al Government on the subject of those llesolutions, 
the reports of Divisional and District Officers to whicli I have above alluded, 
and a draft Bill embodying such provisions of Acts III and IV of 1878, and 
Act XV of 1873, as seemed primd facie applicable to the new arrangements. 

“ The r(‘port of this Committee is dated the 30th September, and its labours 
are thus characdcriscd by the Lo(;al Government : — 

‘ To this Committee Sir Alfred Lyall is imich indebted for clear and well-reasoned 
conclusions upon all the principal matters referred for delilxiration, espocially upon the methods 
adopted in the present cireninstanees of the country for currying out the [wliey of local self- 
government as detailed by Ilis Kxcellency the Governor General in Council.’ 

“ Then followed tlu^ Resolution of the 5tli Docember recorded by the Local 
Governmemt, aecepling, with certain modifications, most of the recommenda- 
tions of the Committee. Bills were drafted to effect the necessary legislative 
changes, which, when finally ai)])rovcd of, Avere forAA^arded to the Government 
of India; but the Council towards the close of the Calcutta session was so 
much oucjipied Avith more pressing husinc.ss, that there was no time available- 
for the consid(!ration of those moasui'os ; and I am only noAV in a position to 
introduce the Bills as revised by the Legislative Department. 

“ The NfU’th- Western Provinces and Oudh Local Boards Bill, as its preamble 
already quot('d sets forth, proA-ides for the constitution of local bodies, in 
supersession of the existing district committees, to administer the expenditure 
of that })()rtioJA of llie rates levied on land Avhich is applicable to local pur- 
poses in that district, and of the income accruing from certain other sources 
of revenue Avhich may, from time to time, be made applicable to the piu*poses. 

“ The first, and perhaps most important, point dealt with is the constitution 
of these boai-ds. 

“ Power is given by section 3 to the Local Government to divide, for the 
purposes of tlie Act, cacli district into sub-districts, which Avill generally corre-/ 
spond Avitli tahsils; and soetion Ii e.stablishes for oacli sub-disti'iet a local board 
having authority OA'er that sub-distri<*t, and for each district a district board 
having authority oA'cr the entire district (cantonments and municipalities 
excepted) ; Avhile sect ions 23 and 21 define tlio relations of local boards to 
district boards, and the mode in whiuh control by the former is to be exercised 
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by the latter. The arguments in favour of this arc stated by the Local Govern- 
ment in the following passage which I extract from the Resolution of Decem- 
ber, 1882 

^ButfortlieProvincesgcnerally, the Lieutenant-Governor quite aj^^rces with the argu- 
ments in favour of m'^kin^ the area of each subordinate board's jurisdiction conterminous with 
s tahsil ; and this plan has accord in jjfly been adopted. On the one hand, the formation of 
representative boards for the chief subordinate divisions of each district will ensure better 
knowledge of, and attention to, local wants, more regular attendance at board meetings, closer 
gupervision over the departments under local management, and prompter and more effective 
execution of local works, than is possible with a single distri(?t board meeting only at head- 
quarters. On the other hand, to make separate and inde]x;ndent units of local administration 
within each district would tend to break up piecemeal the organisation of the district ; and while 
increasing the necessity for, would throw serious didicuUy in the way of, the constant 
exercise of central direction and control. For it must he julmitted that there is little or no 
prosjKJct of obtaining for suh-divisional boards IhrougliDut tlie Provinces, or even in diflerent 
parts of many districts, an equal standard, or anything like a level, of general intelligence and 
working capacity. To set up all these boards as separate administrative bodies would be to ac- 
cept the risk of great and confusing variety in tlie results of their administration — a risk that 
W'ould be greatest in the remote and Ijackward tracts, where intelligence and cnta'gy are of- 
ten most required, and whore these qualities are of course' likely to be available on the spot. 
The business of settling mattcis of hnanee and adjusting p\d>lic interests between the several 
sub-divisiona! boards eonceriied in them would caU'ie much corrcs]>ondence, and would lead 
to the multiplication of petty offices, with the probable eonse(|uence of wasting much money 
and time on establishments, and in the preparation, submission and scrutiny of returns and 
reports. The plan of making a central district heard an aggregato of the snb-divisional 
boards is, on the contrary, in many ways favourable to tlie atljuslment of the mutual r(‘bitioiis 
between the various subordinate boards and I ctwc**n them and the central hoard; while it 
appears to be the best arrangement for maintaining a consistent and systematic adminisl ration 
of local affairs tlirouglioiit the district. Moreover, upon no otlna* system (‘onld the minor bodies 
generally rely upon securing the momhership of the leading men within their jurisdiction ; 
while lastly, the plan has the great advantage of reducing to a minimum the ne(‘essity 
for official superintendence and interference. If the sub-divisional boards were indepemdent, 
tlie ex|)cdi(mt of plaedng them in different classes for the ]mrjK)sc of graduating their powers 
according to the (fircurnstances and conditions of different parts of the Provinces and of 
districts would in the beginning piobably be unavoidable. But all su(jK intermediate classifica- 
tions are apt to affect tlie simplicity of the bread gmindwork and fundamental principle of 
self-government; and rlie Lieutenant-Governor irifin'^ly prefers that the district board, which 
will be by far the best judge of the claims and cajuibilities of each S(;cf ion of its own body, should 
delegate the projx'r degree of power and allot the requisite amount of funds to cacli interior 
circle. It will be for tlie district hoard, as composed of memliers representing all parts of the 
district, to act, after full consultation, upon the system thus skcL hetl out, and to draw up a 
flclicme explaining the arrangements made for distributing the work of local administvatiou 
to its various subordinate boards, and adjusting their mutual relations. ' 

“ I may add that tho tahsd is in the North-Westorn Provinces the smallest 
unit of revenue-administration; that its area is rarely altered; tliat it is well 
known to all residents within it ; and that it corresponds generally ^vith {no 
boundaries of the topographical division of the country known as parganas. 

“ Tho constitution of local bodies being thus provided for, the next step 
was to determine the method of appoiiiting the momhers of tlu'so hoards. Sections 
6 and G lay down tlie following broad rules : — At least throiNfourlhs of tlie 
members of each local board must bo pe,rsons residing or owning landed 
property, or carrying on trade or business, in tho sub-distriet, and must he chosen 
by election. Tho remaining fourth may he appointed directly by the Local 
Government. 

“ As to the mode of clectiou. Sir Alfred Lyall writes in paragraphs 7 and 8 
of the Resolution : — 

‘ Whether, and to what extent or proportion, tho momhership of tltc honi-ds shotild bo 
determined by election was specially rcfeiTcd for inquiry and opinion to all tho districts of 
the Provinces; the point was discussed in every district with tho result described in the district 
and divisional reports; and, as is shown in the Committee’s n'port, it was closely debated by 
the Provincial Committee. Tho large towns are much alike cvor3'’where ; they are always 
centresof comparative wealth and intelligence ; they form eonstitueucies easily represc'ntcd, .and 
their administration is always oi)eii to public *I,&rvation and oritioisrn. But the ordinary 
Indian districts possess none of these cliaraeteristics, and, as far as can be judged from these 
papers, the balance of Native opinion prepon<lci-atcs Jecid«>dly against tho nurestrict(;d introduc- 
tion into them of the elective system. Such a step certainly .apix'ars inadvisable at the present 
time, when the state of society varies so widely in different parts of the country, when tho 
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whole principle of self-government is « novel and imperfectly understood, and when the practice 
of general election is not only unknown outside the towns, but is apparently not in accord 
with the feelings and ideas of those classes of the community that have the largest interest in 
local self-government, and to whom we must look for its success. It is manifest that local 
self-government — meaning a system of administration by the gratuitous exertions of persons 
best acquainted witli the characteristics of the neighbourhoods in which they are interested, and 
possessed of means, leisure and public spirit enabling and impelling them to devote themselves 
to that administration — cannot Ixi initiated and developed into real independence except by 
the co-operation of these classes, represented by men who can lead and will be trusted by the 
community at large. This is how all systems of local representation have begun in all times 
and countries ; so that it would be remarkable if in such a country as India the best way of 
beginning were found to be by |X)])ular suffrage}. That the services of such men could be 
secured by open election, that iJiey themselves would sock election or would generally allow 
their names to be submitted for the purpose, seems from all the information hitherto collect- 
ed to 1x5 questionable. If, therefore, u;e find tliat the views and prepossessions, as far as they 
have Ik5cii elicited, of persons qualified to form a judgment on the best mode of initiating 
local self-government in the extensive districts of these Provinces are largely in favour of 
leaving at the. outset the constitution of the local boards more or less in the hands of the 
Government, there seems to be no sutlieicnt reason for endeavouring, almost on the spur of the 
moment, to invent aity such elective inaehin(5ry as would necessarily raise numerous and various 
questions of franebise and voting rights, and all the practical ditficulties inseparable from 
the attempt to ad just an arbitrary system to the diverse circumstances of the country. In 
short, the solid and universal!}' recngnis(5(l fact that local self-government depends absolutely 
for its success upon the cbaraf5ter and ability of those to whom it is entrusted has led the 
Lioutonant-Governor and (Jliief Commissioner to the conviction that, in inaugurating the 
policy in the districts, a syslom of oareful and consultative nomination by Government ol the 
electoral body is preferable to election by untried and unfamiliar methods. Sir Alfred Lyall 
believes that this conclusion is supported by the judgment, and conforms to the present wishes 
of a large majority of the people. 

^Having reganl, then, to the extreme importance of placing in competent hands the duties 
and responsibilities of di.drict administration in llic beginning of what is avowedly an experi- 
ment, and to maintain the continuity of existing arrangomtmts which imply (in such matters 
as, for exam]ilo, odu(5atiou and sanitation) a standard of (dvilisation in advance of the average 
intelligence and culture of Native society, the Lieutenant-Governor and Chief Commissioner 
has dooidfMl to adopt in principle the rocominondatioii foruuilatcMl in the 9th paragraph of the 
Provincial Committee's re[K)rt. The Committee pro])osed tluit the Government should nominate 
for each tahsil an eh5ctoral body wliicli shuuKl elect a cerluin number of its members to form 
the tahsil or sub-divisional hoard. They advised also that a minimum (pialifi(?atioii (on the 
basis of land-revenue or license-tax ass(‘ssment) shoultl he fixed, and that details might be left 
to be settled by local oHiccrs. Hut the differences iu the distribution of the population, of 
wealth and of property in land between and within different districts are so large and 
manifold, that, after mm*li examination of the question, it has been found impracticable 
to fix any eompi'clionsive (pi.ililicatioii for election jiurposes, much less to devise 
methods of canvassing and election that would he everywhere applicable or universally 
acceptable. The only eompreliensivc plan that can ho laid down at the first introduction 
of the system is to determine, with reference to tho^ area, revenue and tenures, population, 
wealth, and to other conditions and special features of each suh-divlsioii, how many 
persons, not being salaried ofti(?ers of the Government, would fairly represent its inhabitants 
and interests. The District Ollicer must then he empowered to prepare in each district the 
measures th:it may he most convenient and a]>propriatc to its circumstances and peculiarities 
for ascertaining how many suitable persons are available in its sub-divisions and how they can 
best be chosen. Tlie proceedings taken will be reported to the Government, and the lists of 
electors that an' drawn up will he duly jdaced on record. As soon as the lists are complete, 
the electors will he askeil to return fnm among their own body, by sueli method as may seem 
appropriate or necessary, the members of the sub-divisional board, who will hold office for a 
term of threes ycars.^ 

‘‘ A so(;tion will 1x3 found in tlio Bill enabling the Local Government to 
introduce this system ; and auy abuse of the power conferred in the direction 
of limiting the number of electors is guarded against by the proviso that the 
persons entitled to vote at the oloction of a member of a local board shall not be 
less than twenty-five. In addition to the elected members, at least one-fourth 
may ho directly appointed by Government. This principle, my Lord, has been 
already accojiti^d by the Council in the case of the Central Provinces, anyl the 
reasons for it were put forth with great eloquence and force in the debate bn the 
Local Self-Gov(Tnment Bill for those Provinces on the 12th of January last, 
by the lIonTjle Sayyad Ahmad Khan, a Native gentleman whose ripe experience, 
broad views, syini)atliy with his countrymen and disinterested rind successful 
eJToits for their enligbtoninent must always qttnc'h the highest weight to his 
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opinions. I shall read to the Council merely the concluding words of the 
hon’ble member’s speech on the subject : — 

‘ In a countiy like Imlia, wlicre caste-diistinctions s(ill flourl h, whoro Ibero is no fusion 
of the various raeos, where religions distin<;tions arc still violent, where ediieatinn in its inoilern 
sense has not made an e({ual or proportional pr(io;ress unions' all scelions of the ixijndation, I 
am convinced that tiie introdiietion of the prinidplc of election, pure and siinjile, for re))resent- 
ation of various interests on the local hi>ards and the district councils, w>)ulil he attended with 
evils of fyreater sif'nitieanee than (mrely economic considerations. >So loiio^ as diilerenecs 
of race and creed and the distinctions of caste form an important clement in the socio-politi- 
cal life of India, ami intlnence her inhahitants in matters connected with the administration and 
welfare of the country at lurov, the system of elect ion, pure and simple, cannot he adopted. 
The lar^-er community would totally override the interests of the smaller community, and 
the io-norant puhlic v/ould hold (fovr'rnnu'ut ri>s])onsil»le for intnaluciny measures which might 
make the differences of race and creed more violent than ever.’ 

“ Section G of th(^ Hill provides tliat ordinarily the district hoard shall 
consist of all persons Avho for the time heino* arc mcmlx'rs of the local boards 
of the suh-distriets coiupris(‘d in that districrl. This })rovisiou is in accordance 
with the views of the Local Government and of the Provincial Committee, tvho 
consUhn* that under any other system leadino; Native gentlemen would not 
consent to take otlice, and that any distinetiou drawn, or supposed to he drawn, 
in point of position and dignity hedweem membersliip of the local board, on the 
’ one hand, and the district hoard on the other, would certainly occasion much 
unpleasantness, besides iudiieing an elcimait of friction which is manifestly 
undesirable in the public interests. Lower has, however, hecu reserved to 
the Loe;il Gov<‘rnineut to dinjct that local hoards shall elect delegates to represent 
them on the district ho ird — a power to be cvercisod in eases when the district 
board constituted in the ordinary way would b(5 too numerous a body for 
the cflicient transaction of husiiK'.ss. 

“ I need not detain tin; Couneil wit h the di'tails of the arrangement made 
in sections 7 to 12 rospeeting the term of onico, the resignation and removal, 
of members of th(‘, boards, the tilling of casual vacancies and such matters, 
which will doubt l(‘ss bo fully disciiss<>d in Comnriltc(‘, hut pass on at oueo to, 
the provisions for the appoiutmeiit of ehairimm of th<i local and district boards. 

“ It is quite clear that, in aboard composed mainly of non-oflicrial merahers 
noAvto the Avork, much of its eflicieiiey will (loi)end on the ehoieo of a chairman, 
\vlios(3 functions will he to hold tlie balance among parli(!s and to guide dis- 
cussions, jind Avith Avhom A\ill practically rest llm initiation and control of ordi- 
nary business. As regards local hoards, the Hill is in accordan<‘o Avirh the viuAVS 
of the Local (loA'crmiK'nt, Avhich alloAvs tlunn to elect oin* of their memluM’s to ho 
chairman for one yc'ar. A majority of th(‘ l’roviiu‘ial Gommittee considered 
that it Avould he suflieicnt for hoards to elect a ehairmau at (‘ach meciting. hut 
Ilis Honour the Lieutcniant-Govevnor Avas of o])inion that some element olsper- 
maneney ill the o/lieo of pn'sident of the loc.il hoards would he necessary at 
first for the ])roper transaction of business, and in order to ])re.serA"C continuity 
of administration and uniformity of proei'diire. Presh elections of chairmen at 
each mooting of the boar<l AV'oiild o|ie.n a door to imu*h elmnge and contention, 
since any do ddinl difference of opinion on matters hefon; the hoard might leail 
to a contest at each meeting oA'^or the eloelion of a chairman. 

“ The .appointment of a chairman to a districl board is, hoAA^evi'r, a matter 
of much greater importanc(!, and has everyAA'hero been AA'arnily dcdiatcd. The 
vicAVS of Sir xVlfri'd lyall have bcim exjiressed on it at some length, and 1 give 
them in his oavu Avords. Tliey have h»3Cii suhstautially llironoi into legal form 
in the Ittli section of the Hill : — 

'Upon the third jioitilnf iiaportaiice in theeoiislitution of the dislrict and siih-divisional 
boards, namely, the app oiiiimont, of their ehairmau, tho Ijieutenunt-tSovernor and Clur-l! Com- 
mi.ssioner ohservp.s that the ipu'stion of the chairmanship of the district hoard was the subject 
of pr<dongcd diseussion hy tlu! Provincial Committee. Their linding coiuei(h*s in principle Avith 
the opinions and prepossessions generally elhtited hy the district inquiries, and recorded in the 
district and divisional reports. Of the foiq^ Native members of the Provincial Committee, 
three strenuously insisted upon the ncce.ssity for maintaining hy law the chief District Officer 
as ehairmau of the district hoai’d. The fourth- — a gentleman of large proj)erLy and inllnonco in 
his own district — held a diJferent opinion; though it may be added that, while he is said to be 
exceedingly well fitted for the chairmanship, lie had nevertheless declined the ollice in his 
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own district on the grounds oE indiffprent health, want of leisure and residence at a distance 
from head-ciuariers ; and tlio district and <livisional reports, which, in the Lioutenant- 
Governor^s opinion, evince on the part of the writ(»rs a most satisfactory disposition to 
interpret the genuine feeling nd wishes of the petjph*, indicate clearly that the main current of 
Native opinion runs decidoclly toward maintaining the position of the chief District Officer at the 
head of local affairs, until some cx])ericnce in the transaction of public business and the manage- 
ment of cominittc*es has been gained ]>y heading mcmbi*rs i)f the Native community. It is, 
beyond doubt, expedient that the district board should bo exempt from official pressure and 
unnecessary interference; but the Lie\il(*nant-(lovcrnor is confident that in these Provinces all 
District Oiliccrs arc thoroughly prcjKirt d to give every faeility and aid to the policy of the 
Suprmne Government, and to ])roinotc whatever measures may be adopted for its introduction. 
There is ac(*ordingly, in Sir Alfred I iv alTs opinion, no reastui why due weight should not atta(?h 
to the able and ini[>arlial reports of tin) ollh-ors best (jualilied to inform and advise tlioir Govern- 
ment when they declare that the Native <*onimiini(y, so far as it has been consulted, has ex- 
pressed itself very wid<*lv in favour of retaining for the present the District Olficer as cliair- 
man of t he distriet board. It setuns tlifit the District Oflieer is jnvferred and trusted in 
the existing complexion of local affairs and fillings for sound and practical r(*asons. There 
caji be no (|nestioii that the exjKiicnco and bu-^incss habits of an ollieial cbairniaii will at 
first bo of great assistan(*e to tin* <lisf rict boards ; and there must also be borne in mind 
the strong probability that the boards will for a time need much direction and advice, possibly 
even admonition and c^Mitrol ; (‘spivaally where distinctions of creed or caste, or other differences, 
still keep alive thf? germs of antagonism among sections of the Native community.

nbit * * the middle course recommended by the Comrnitleo in the 1 :Uh 

paragraph of their report, which course the Lieulenant-f iovenior ami GJiief (\)minissioner 
has decided, with a sliglit aruendmeut, to adopt, will further test the wishes of the 
country, and will allow time} for opinion to form and show itself among tlie district 
boards tliemscivcs. The Comuiittee vccoiiimend lliat the District Olficer shall be c.r- 
ojjicio chairman of the district board, except wlieii the board, on application 
made to the Government by a majority of tlic members, rectnves permission to elect a non-offi- 
cial chairman from their own body. 4dic Jiieutcnant-Qovernor and Chief (Commissioner 
agrees to the })rinci])lo, with this modification, that, as soon as all the members of the distriet 
Boards shall luiv(! been chosen, or at some time before the end of the present official year, 
they shall he invited to asscunble for the purpose of deciding whether they wish to proceed to 
the election of a u<)u-otfi<*ial <'hairmaii, or whether ilwy will leave their cliairmau^s appoint- 
ment in the hands of the Local (jlt)vornmcul.

**This concludes all the remarks which it seems to mo necessary at present 
to ollor on the constitution of the district aitd local boards. Sc^ction 25 of 
the Bill provides for the appointment of joint committc'cs of two or more 
district boards for tiny purposes in which they may bo jointly int(‘rostf*d — 
a provision necessary to secure the due consideration of projects w hich affect 
large tracts of country. 

*‘Tho duties to bo performed by district boards will be found oinimerated 
in section 22 of the Bill. T'licse principally consist of the management, 
construction, repair and mainlcnaneo of public roads, wells, tanks, ferj ies, cattle- 
pounds, scliools, liospitals, dispensarii's and oilier public institutions of a like 
nature. The district boards will delegate to the local hoards authority to 
deal Avith all or any of tlu'st; matUn-s within their resjioclive jurisdictions, and 
thcrehy, it js hoped, seeun; tlu^ ap|)licatiou to such duties of that local knowledge 
and local int('r('st which should prove the host guaraut('o L)r their ciricicnt 
fullilment, controlled hy the wider experieiiee of the? larger body. I may men- 
tion hero that section 00 of the Bill amends tlie Northern India Berries Act 
of 1878 hy inserting a new section enahling the LicutcMiaiit CJovernor and 
Chief Commissioner to direct that any ferry shall he managcal hy tlie district 
board, and that its proceeds, in avIioIo or in part, shall he paid into the district 
fund. 

"‘Por the pcrformanei' of these duties, hoards are authorised to appoint 
their own servants, under ccriaiu restrictions deemed necessary to guar 
extravagance and iiieduaency ; and hy section oo of the Act tluw are 
possession of funds to meet the charges w hich such duties inv()lv(\ 

Immediately on their eousi itutiou they Avill reciuAn the halancos of all 
allotments made to the distriet Avhieh remain unexpended on that date; and 
in future such allotments, the amounts of wliich I w ould remind the Council 
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are prescribed by law, will be made over to them, and with the proceeds of the 
other soiirces of revenue enumerated in section 35 Avill constitute a district fiind 
at the disposal of the district committee. Under the prc'scoit system, lliero is 
practically no district fund, for all balances uuexpoiuled at the close of the 
year are swept into the general J’rovineial Ex(fhe(]uer, and the dishac'.s arc left 
W'ith empty trcosixries until tlu'y receive fresh allotments. This will ho no longer 
possible, and the district committees will he able to carry on their admiuistra- 
tiun from year to year with an accurate knowledge of tlndr linancial condition. 
Their revenues will not at llrst he large, and an important part of them will 
consist of assignments made from the geJieral pi’ovimdal funds ; hut it W'ill 
doubtless ho in the power of the hoards to augment them to some extent by 
closer supervision of the nianag(Mncnt of the other sources of income {‘numer- 
ated ; and, as tlmy prove; Ibcir fitness to adiuMiister tin; funds at th(;ir disposal, 
the Lo(;al Government will not he backward in incmasing its assignments. 

“ The next point of importance in the Bill is that of control, and on this, 
I am haj)py to say, there is no ncc(;ssily lor mo to dwc'll. 'I'ln; principle has 
been ado[)ted by tin; Council in the Central rvoviniM;s liOcal !Sclf-gov(‘rnmcnt 
Bill, and the reasons for insisting on it were urg(;d by my hon’hle friends 
Messrs, llbcrt and Grosthwaite witli {inanswcrahh' force in the debate on that 
measure. Their spceelms are fresh in the cax's of the Council. 

“ In this Bill the priors of conli’ol rcs(‘rv(‘(l to the Local GoA'cmment ai*c 
almost identical with tl^e conferred upon the Chief Commissioner by the 
Central Provinces Act, with the (;xception that, in case; of any sixigh; reso- 
lution, order or act of the committee being in excess of the powers (;onf('rrcd 
upon it by law, wc (‘liable the Commissioner of the Division and the Lot;al 
Government to deal with such in the same manner as with proc<;cdings likely 
to lead to a serious breach of the p(‘ac.c, or to cause serious injury or aiinoyanco 
to the public or to any irlass or body of persons ; i.c., the Commissioner may 
in su(;h a case suspend action, and, if ho does so, must forward the order, w'ith 
a statement of his reasons for niuking it, to the Local Government, which may 
thereupon rescind the order, or din'ct that it continue in force with or with- 
out modideatioii, pernianenlly or for such period, as it thinks fit. I am 
aware that, under the gcn<;ral law of the land, an in junction might bn obtained 
by any person interested to restrain such au excess of pow(‘rs ; and it is no 
doubt, true thats(;etion of the Bill enables the Local Government, with the 
previous a|)proval of tin; Governor General in Council, to ,supcrs<‘d<‘ a liaardif it 
exceed its powci's; but recourse to a Court of law is not a r<‘m('.(ly likely to command 
itself to an ignorant and apath(‘tic population, and supcrss(‘sion is a ])cnalty 
to which tin; Local Government would naturally wish to ix’sort only as an cx- 
trciiio nieasur(‘, and one the frccp.ient application of which it would lx; reluctant 
to put in force. 

“'riu; last point Avith which I need tronhlo the Council refers to the provi- 
sions of sccition 50, which (*nal)h; the Local Govcrnm(‘nt to '‘xcept a district or 
any part thereof from all or any of tin; provisions of this Bill to whi(‘h it consid- 
ers that they arc unsuited. The North-Western Provinces and Oudli cxt(*nd or(‘r 
an area of 100,111 scpiarc miles, nearly (;<iual to, and contain a population of 
4,100,000, far in excess of, that of the United Kingdom. Th(;y com[iris(; It) dis- 
tricts, with a nu;an density of jKipulation jicr scpiare mile, varying from SOI in 
Banaras to Oi! in Garliwal, inhaliitcd by li(‘torogen(‘ous races (.•haractcris(;d liy 
dilfcroiiccs of enstoms and religions and habits of tiiou'dit, aiul stages of 
civilization ranging from the Kariied and aecomplish(‘d Pandits of Banaras and 
Maulvis of Limkiiow to the boors of Bundelklmnd, tlie wild tribes of the 
Kliadir and the barbarous T'liarus of the Tarai. 

“ It is impossible to assume that for such various races any one form of 
self-government Avillbc(‘qually snit<;d orihat int<‘lligcnt non-ollici;'.! agency (;an 
he found in every distriel of these broad Provinces; and for (‘xc{;ptional eas(‘s of 
this nature sections 50, 51 and 52 are ufeaiit to provide;. Tl'hey do not even in 
such <‘ases deprive the residents of all voice in the management of their local 
affairs, and they require that ovc‘n here district committees must ho ajipointed ; 
hut, following the iirescnt laAV, they Icua'c the nomination of inemhers of such 
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cjommitlcos altogether in the hands of Goyernment, subject to the restriction 
that one-half shall be owners or occupiers of laud or residents in the district ; and 
they do not rofjuire, as (dsewhei'e, the establishment of local boards. A similar 
power unac'eoinpani('d by llie rest ihdioii I have pointed out is given to the 
Chief Commissioner by the Central Provinces Act.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The lIon’bl(! ]Mh. Quinton introduced the Bill. 

The Ilon’ble Mu. Quinton also moved that the Bill and Statement of 
Objetds and lli'asons be. jniblished in the (Jazrllc of India, and in the North- 
Wostern l*roi'iiicatf and Oadh Goornimont in English and in such other 

language's as the l,oeal Gov<!rnmont might think lit. 

The ]\rotion ivas put and agreed to. 

NOPi-TU-WESThllN PllOVlxNCES AND OUDU MUNICIPALITIES 

BILL. 

The lion’ bio Mu. Quinton also moved for leave to introduce a Bill to 
make bedter provision for the Organization and Administration of Municipali- 
ties in the North-Western Proviuei's and Ondh, lie said : — 

“ My Lord, I hav<! the honour to move for leave to introduce a Bill to make 
better provision for the Organisation and A<lminisl'ration of Municipalities in 
North- Western Provinces and Ondh. 

“ IMiinicIpalith's in these Provinces are atpresfmt constituted, and guided 
in the jierformam'^hf their duties, by the provisions of Acd, XV of 1S7.‘J. That 
enactment confers upon tho Local Government very full powers .as to the 
appointnumt of ordinary and ex oflicio members. It leaves to the Govei’ii- 
mimt to determine ahsoluLdy in the ease of mory municipality in the united 
Provinces whether tho memhers shall be chosen by election or nomimited by 
Government ; Sind it further enables the Government to .appoint as ex ojficio 
members one-third of tho whole eommitlee. 'Phe manner of election, where 
elections are .allowed, is under the Act regulated solely by the Local GoA'crnment, 
without any obligation of consulting t lie persons most concerned, and casual 
v.acancies among the members are tilled nj) by the same authority, or are not 
filled u]) at all, at its jileasure. 

“ Pnrther, the Jjocal (joviaaimcnt m.ay appoint the president or vice-presi- 
dent of every eommitti'e (se<‘liou 10), and may unconditionally cancel, suspend 
or limit any of the proei'cdings, bye-laws or rules of the committ(?es, .and 
abolish (si'clion 20) any tax imptised by tluan. S(*ctiou lit of Act XV of 
1873 imposes on the municipality the duty of providing for the maintenance 
of a ]>olu*e-(‘stablishm(Mit wiihoal anij li nutation, the elVect of which has 
been to throw on municipalitii'S a larger portion of tho cost of ]>olice maintained 
within municipal boundaries for the preservation of the peace and the jm> 
ventiou and deh'ction of crime. 

“ The llesolution of the Government of tho North-Western Provinces and 
Oudb, to which I have ri'ferred in my remarks on the Local Boards Bill, pro- 
poses an extension of local self-government in municipalities incompatible 
with these provisions of the ])resent law, and this Bill has been drawn up to 
give elVect to those pro])osals by sidistituting for Act XV of 1873 an cnact- 
niont which will bestow upon the residents of areas in which it is in force 
a much larger measui’o of control over municipal administration than they 
now possess. 

“ The provisions of tho Bill are tho I'csult of the same consultative and 
delibcrat iv<' measures on the i»art of the Local Government as those wliieh I 
have already described in my remarks on tho Local Boards Bill. They ;ire 
based on tin; impiiries of District and Divisional Ofiicers, considered and weighed 
by the Provincial Committei*, whose conclusions have been accepted with 
certain modifications by the Local Government. 

" I proceed to notice some of tho more important points of the Bill, 
premising that the substantive provisions of Act XV of 1873 have been rarely

departed from unless when it was necessary for the purpose of Riving 
elTeet to the projmsals of the Resolution of the 5t.h December, 18S2, though 
opportunity lias been taken to make tlie anangomeut of the sections clearer, 
and to remedy m liat appeuro.l to bo deb'cts in t lnur wording. 

“Tlie (irst ehajiter, whieh is of a preliminary character and deals with the 
application of the Act to fresh places ainl to those in whieh Aid XV of 1873 is 
already in force, need not detain ns ; but Cliapb r JI, on the organisation of 
municipal boards, is of moi’e iinporlancc. IMiinicipal and local hoards are to 
consist of miMiibers partly elected and partly noiniiialed; and 1 n<‘ed not repeat 
M-^hat I li ive already vsaid Avhen asking leave lo introduce the Local Hoards 
Bill as to the reasons for pr<.‘ferring tliis system to the more logi(!ally symme- 
trical one of clcelion, pure and simple. • 

“ The princi])al residimts of the areas into whieh the Act is to he introduced 
are to he convened in public nn'cling hy the M igistivite or Iho Deputy Com- 
missioner, for llm purpose of pn'paring and snb. nil I ing within a didinite time 
proposals for determining the system of representation and election to be 
established in the municipality. The points for their consideration are 
enumc'rati'd in seidion t) ; and it is only afti'r it has weighed the jiroposals of the 
residents on those jioints t hat the Local (jovernnumt (;an exerei.se the power 
coufeiTcd upon it of making rules to regulate (‘h;elious. 

“ The ])rovisions for the term of oflicc of members of the board, for 
their resignation and removal, for tilling easu il vacancies among them, for 
the ineorp n-af ion of the boards and such matters are analogous to those of 
the Locwil IJ ianls Bill, and call for no nmiarks fr.im me on this occasion. 

“The a.[)poiuhn(‘nt of chairman is a subject which here also has given rise 
to cons'd«'ra!)le discussion. T.t must bo borne in mind that, under the system 
of ayipointment of imnuhers introduced hy tliis Act, the hoards will no longer 
contain the strong e.ir oj/ioio elcmci.t whitdi Ins hitherto formed part of 
municiyial <‘o;nmiitees, and that in t he ahsenee u" this thi' app;>intmeat of an 
cllieient (diairnian hccoines a matter of ilic lirst imyiortance. The Provincial 
Committee considered that it would 1)0 » ini'.!. ike to insist on the uuiversal 
ehairnnnisliip of t lie (list riid, otlicer, who has, tlicy stari', hltlierio been ahvays 
eliaii’inan of t he board ; but t liey waml, on to say “ tiu're is a strong feeling 
amOiig those interi'sted that in muniedp ilil ics of the rnon* important kind, where 
large funds are raised and spimr, w Iiere the ri'sjiousilnlities arc therefore 
ouerous, and where ihoro are eonsidcrahle (•antoiiincnt set I le ncnis, sueli 
as is the case in most of the larger mnni'dpalitics in tlu'se J’rovinecs, 
it is very ni'cessary to liave a thoroughly reliaiile presid.'sit, vigilant, <• ipahle 
and uuw'oai’ied in watching the great iiiierests at slake, and that, so far jk, pre- 
sent cxperietiee goes, such a ynesident <-aii only he. found in the ]H'rson of the 
district ollicer. it was in this view that tlie N.dive nu'inhers prop) 0 >('d that 
the district ollieer slionld be e.r tnjjicto cdiairm iii of all lu inicipal boards at 
the bead-ijuarters of districts, h'aving it to outlying miiniclj) ilitic-i to idcet 
their own odicial or non-oilieial chairnnm as they pli'astd.” dlu' in ijurilv of 
the Committee, which iiudxuled all the Native mcinl)<«rs, llnaily r. 'commend d 
that, except in certain cases to lie sjii'cilicd hy ( Jovi-rnmont, in w liieh the distiiet 
otlieer should h(W/.r o///c/u ehairnnn, every municipality should he perniilled 
to elect its own <;hainu;i,n, Avho might be oHieial or noii-otli.ial, ns the eieelors 
choose. 'I'his recommendation was accepted hy the Lii'uti'nant-tjovenior, ninl 
has been emhodied in si'ct ion 18 of the Bill, avliicli al low's of the ('lection of any 
person as eh lirnian, suhjeet to the approval of the Local (Jovernment, except 
in municipalities exempted from the operation of this section by notilication 
in the ollieial Gazel tc. 

“Idle rules for the appointment of vice-chairmen and for (illing up casual 
vacianeies in the offiijos of chairman lynd vieo-chairinan, for the appointment 
of joint committees, for the (•onduct^lf husinoss, for the ri'cord of the hoard’s 
proceedings, and the e unmunicat ion of those jiroeeedhigs to the IMagisirate of 
the district, arc similar to those of the Local Boards' Bill or to the present 
Municipal Act. 

“ Sections 33 and 31< gi ve to municipal hoards full powers as to the appoint- 
ment of officers and servants, except the seci'etary, wlioso aiipointmeul, if an 
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outsider, is subject to the sanction of the Commissioner, and, if a Government ser- 
vant, to that of GovcninuMit. With boards consistinf^ mainly of non-official 
members and |)resi(l(Ml over by a non-official cliairinan, the efficiency of tlieir 
administration will dopciid v('ry mmdi ou their possessing; a capable secretary, 
and it is to provide an additional guarantee for lliis that the sanction of tlie 
Commissioner is rccpiired to the appointment. IF the l)oard wisli for the 
Borv’ces of a Government officer, they must, of course, obtain the sanction of 
Government to his beinj; so (miploycd. 

‘‘Chapter HI — Taxation and mnnieipal fund- is substantially the same as 
the correspond! in? seel ions of A(;t XV oF ls73 'I'he only additi<m made to the 
taxes leviable with tlie.samdioii of the local boai'ds is a tax on boats moored 
within miini(dpal limits, which s<anus to have beam omitted by an oversight. 
Tlie siictibn^ pri'seribini'* the pro(a‘diire to be adopted in imposing taxes have 
been re-draFted and m:id<?, it is hoped, cleaner. 

“Chapter IV enumerates the powers and duties of mnnieipal boards, and the 
opportunity has been C:\keuoF n'-easting the provisions oF Act XV on the subject, 
so as to exliil)it tlu^ dutit's oF tlie boards in tlunr order of obligation. 

“ The primary charge? on the municipal fundisa poUce-establisbmont. The 
law ou this sul)j(i(;t is very vagii(3. Section 31 of Act XV of 1873 runs as 
follows : — 

^ Every eomniiU<v» sliiill |)r()vi<l(‘ in the first jilaijc from its Funds, for the maintenanec of 
the police-eslal)lislirniMit in the inuniid oality. 

^ Th(i miiniLMpal poliee shall he af>pi>infed under sneh Aet of the Governor General in Council 
as may bo appli.'*al)le to tlit' town, and their nnmher shall hr^ iixe^d hy tlie committee, in consult- 
ation with the Inspector-General of Police, subject to the iinal decision of the Local Ciov- 
ernraent.^ 

“ The effect of this section has been to throw upon raunicip ditics the charges 
for poUc<? use I not only for municipal purposes, but for the prevention and 
detection of crime. Tin? couelusious of the Local GovernimMit on the subject 
are given in lh(? I7th paragraph of the llcsolution of the 5th of December, 
which runs as follows : — 

^ 17. The first of the que^fions h) be considered is the extent to which municipal funds 
m iy fairly he rrli‘*v< d of j) >11 < •<*-<*} i a rges, and the m(*tlv»d of jidjusliiig the charges ft»r which 
they are fairly I ill d.o- 'Tin* qnt'^tion was diseusscnl by the Provincial (/onimiltrc, and ihe 
unanim )usc )n'*lusioji of the CJomniitfe* is stated in the 51? th paragraph of their report: — 

^ The ])re‘'orv.it ion of peace and the ])rosfcnt ion and detection of crime are 

duties for whidi mniiicipil roveiin 's can hardly he said to he fairly liable, as these 
duties si'cin t) «lov )!vc inoiM' (Mjuilahly »>n llie central Government oF the country 
than on the scatlorc,! niiinicipal towns.

‘The e onehi i ui i- sujmorlel hy the analogy of small towns under Aet XX 

of l^uO auil of rural where the watchmen are paid, not from the gen- 

eral rcvcniK's of i'lo enntry, l)ut from funds raised locally, — in the former hy a 
hons<*-fax levied for tin? ]»urpo^’e un<l 'r thr? Aet, in tho latter ]>y the local cess 

levied from hi idli »l hu’s along with the land-revcmio under Aet HI of 187H. The 
])rineiplc stated hy tie' (Vuiimittee a])pears incontrovcrl ihlo. 1^ or since the inhabitants of 
small towns and landhold ts in villagf*s, in accordance with tnc long-cstahlishcd custom and 
law of tile (Muintry, are required to ]):iy for the services of t!io watchmen who remain on 
watch at night, wlio report erinn^, and who are empowt'red to challenge and arrest thieves and 
]>(*rsi»!is carrying snspi« i.»iis ])roporly within their beats, tlicui is no reason why the inliahitauts 
of the larger towns (in many of which Act XX of 1S5(> was Fonuerly in force) sliould, merely 
through the transformation of the town into a mnnieijialily, lie alt«)getlier exempted from the ^ 
ehiu’gi*. It is true that, many niuniei j»alities have, in aihlition to tlie legitimate cost for watcli^ 
an<l ward, hi'en reipiired to share the cost of the Provincial police cmploytHl within their 
limits; hut this arrangement, which is manifestly unfair, will he cancelled; and it now 
remains only to df'liMiuine how the legitimate charge for watch .and ward is to ho Ci)mj)Uled 
and adjusted. In fi'w munieipalil ies, the town watchmen as a distinct body have been 
abolished, their ]>laees being taken hy regular police, who form one force, and are paid on 
the same scale, wllli tin* district police stationed within the municipality; while in the m.'ijority 
of the municipalities the town watchmen forma separate hotly, wear a distinctive uniform, 
and, not being liable for. service outside their own town, arc paid, like the watchmen, iu small 
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towns and villages, at l.)wcr rates than the regular p >Hce. Tlie Licutenant-Oovornor and 
Chief Commissioiier prefers the lathu' syslein, heoau^e it marks oft’ a separale body of num for 
municipal service; hut ho <lirects that the qufsti >11 he considered by municipal boards in con. 
saltation with tlte Magistrate of the district and tin* Inspector Cluneral of Police, and that 

board be left to decide which system it will adof)!.’ 

“These conclusions have been enibotlicd in sections 4 1-48 of the Bill. 

“The sections of A:jt XV of 1873 on nuisances have boon re-east so as to 
throw together all the provisions rt*s]>ef.tiug the jiirisdietion ol the botird, and 
to bring thorn into harmony with the Penal Code and the new Code of Crimi- 
nal Procedure. 

“ The control sections in Chapter V art? similar to those in the Ixreal 
Boards Bill, and I need n d, weary tin* Council by ri'pc'ating the reasons lor 
their adoption. They fall sliort in soiru? resperds of the power's given by Act XV 
of 1873 to the Local Government to e iricel, sus^xuid or limit any of the acts, 
proceeditrgs, hye-la.ws or rules of ;;ny I'oinmiltce, hut provide otherwise, for the 
oeeurrenee of default, ox(*<‘,ss or ahu.se of jrowc.s, as, f’.ff., by the supersession of 
the hoard in certain (?x.tr<;uie cases — a penally to Avhieh existing municipalities 
are not h'.gally liable. 

“ Ample powers arc given to the Local Govei'ninont under section 60 to 
frame forms and to make rtil(?s on inatt<?rs eonueeted A\itli their'^husiness, to 
which the boards will h.; hound to adhem. 

“ Chapter VI contains provisions on misc(dlaneoits matters taken generally 
from the existing Act. 

“Chapter VII empowers the Local Government to exempt munieijralities 
from tin? operation of t!ie j)rovisious of tim Atd respecting elcctioji. The rea- 
sons for this lalhu’ provision will h(? found in those diversities of race, habits, 
modes of tlioiiglit ami ei\ iliz ition whieli .an' to lu? found in the wide territories 
and Vt'ist populal ions tinder ihciswayof 11 is Honour the Lieutenant-Governor 
and Oliit'f Coininis.sion.'r on wliieli I Jiuvi? toue,hed in my observations on the 
Local Hoards Bill. 


“ St?e(ion (58 (inally t'lTihles the Local Government to uillidmAV any local 
area, with tht; prt?vi(tut sanction of tin? Governor Gemn’al in Conneil, from the 
o])c,ration of this Act or of Act XV of 18/3. Exjterieneo has shown that the 
present Municipal .-Vet li.as sometimes been put in force in small towns whore 
there AA'cre no ma.t(‘rials for local self-government, no intelligent nttn-onicial 
agency, and where mnnici|>al .ndminist ration, with the taxation that necessarily 
follows ill it! train, was unpopular and uncalled for. It is not to ho expected 
that such casi?s Avill not occasion illy oircnr again, and clianges of ciren instances 
in the progress of years may. in respect of certain tow us, bring about the same 
result. It is exjiedient <o provide .at once a remedy which may h(? legally 
ajiplied when such coinlilions manifest themselves. The section has been 
fr.imed wdth this ohjeet ; hut, ;is tin? withdr.‘iwal of a ]u'ivilege onet; eoiiferrcd is 
open to a move invidious cons1.ru ‘tiou than the wit hholding of that privilege, 
in the first in.rt:ince, tlu; exercise of the power by the Local Government is 
made subject to tin? previous sanction of the Governoi Gc'ik'imI in C onne il. By 
this limitation it is inbrnded to s(?cure lor the proposal lull eouMderatioii from 
more than one point of \iew.” 

The Motion w.as juit and agreed to. 

The llon’hle iMu. (^Iiiinton also introdiieed the Bill. 

The Hon ’hie a. Q.i;inton also moved that the Bill and Statement of 
Objects and licasons Ijc jHiinislied in 5 hi* (iuzclii; of Lmlia, and in the ^orth- 
Wfislern Pfuciiices awl Owlh (Jonmnaral liazkle in liuglisli uiid in such 
other lang’,iag.?s as tlie L oc.il Governmoiit might think tit.

From the 23rd to the 30th mihs the country i.s rough and uncultivated, 
and a good mtiuy nullahs have to he crossed. 


From the .31st to Ihc! 101 U milt; the line again runs tlivougli Hat rice land, 
and the work will he light. 

On the list mile tlu' Saugor nullah will have to ho crossed hy a bridge 
of three ( (0-1 eet spans. The approximate height of the lino on this mile is about 
1,200 loot above .s(*a level, and the country tlienec rises abruptly to an elevation 
of about 2,000 feet at mile o.*). The Mykal rnngi; Avhieh hordei's the Rewah 
plateau must he eros.se(l at Jvusumkhci’a, whi(*li is 300 feet lower than tho 
adjacent hills. Kusumkhera is, however, but 7-g miles distant in a straight line 
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from the foot of the ascent on the 41st mile, thus necessitating a rise of 6G feet 
per mile. 


If tlio contour of the hills be followed, the grade might be kept down to 
1 in 100 or lighter, but this of course could bo done only at the expense of 
extra mileage. 

On this ghat ascent the work will bo heavy. Some 6 spans of CO feet are 
required to cross the numerous nullahs, besides smaller bridges. I’rom the 
63rd mile the work will be much lighter, rise avcjraging 1 in 132 for the next 
8 miles till the lino reaches the watershed ridge at the Gist mile. 

The country now falls steadily towards Sohagpore, the descent being 426 
feet in about 30 miles ; the grade in the first 4.j miles is 1 in 150, and of 
the remaining portions the grades are 1 in 400 and 1 in 650. 

From the 63rd to the 76th mile the line will run along the watershed 
between the Tipan and Alan rivers, and the work will be very light. 

In the 77th mile the lino crosses the Tipan just above its junction with the 
Alan. It continues on the north-east bank of the Tipan to the 92nd mile, 
where it re-crosses tliat river by a bridge of C spans of 60 feet on good rock 
foundation. This line involves loss bridging than one keeping on the south- 
west bank of the Tipan crossing the Alan on the 7Cth mile, as there ai*e 
many nullahs running dow'n from the hills on tho w'est. From the 93rd mile 
on to near Sohagpore (120 miles) the country is slightly undulating and 
rather loss cultivated. On the 110th mile the Sci'pa river requires a bridge of 
four GO feet spans on excellent foundations.

The minor bridging has not been estimated in detail, but it will itrobably 
be heavy compared with other items of construction. 

Almost directly after leaving Sohagpore the lino will cross the IMoorna 
Soft ion II. nullah hy 4 spans of 40 feet, and three 

soimgporo to Katui. i.etiBtii, 7(ii miles. milos further ou the liasar nullah wdl h 4 
spans of 20 feet. At 12.] miles from Sohagpore the crest of the Moondia Pass 
is reached. Tho descent for 3^ miles will exceed 1 in 123, and in no part 
does it appear probable that it need be greater than 1 in 100. Fairly easy 
curves are obtainable, and tho average bank and cutting through the Pass 
may he taken at 6 feet. 


* These stations would not at first be used, but would bo opened by degrees as the trailio incroasoti. 
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From the 16th to the 20th mile at Pali there is swampy ground. The 
average height of bank over this may be taken at 4 feet. And the major 
bridging will include 2 spans of 40 and 3 of 20 feet. 

From the 20th to tlio 32nd mile (Karheli) not more than 1| feet of bank 
is needed, except at the approaches to culverts. For the next 6 miles the 
line passes over pmctically level plain to Kalesar (38^), the first half being 
covered with jungle, and the second being rich black cotton soil. The bank 
will average some 2 foot only. 'Jlie first stream met with is the Johilla river, 
requiring at least 6 spans of 60 feet each ; its bed is stony and firm. 

A coal-field prospected by Mr. Hughes, of the Geological Survey Depart- 
ment in 1882, lies near tliis river, and to work it, it would seem desirable to 
construct a^bsanch line 3 miles long leaving the main lino on the west bank 
of the Johilla. A short distaneo beyond the Johilla the line has also to cross 
the Goorchatt nullah (three 60-fect spans) and further on the Dongahar nullah 
by one 40 feet span. 

Around the villages Umaria and Kalesar lies another valuable coal- 
field, which might readily be opened out as soon as this Railway is con- 
structed. 

From the 40th to the 43rd mile the country is very rough, and an average 
of 8 feet of bank or cutting is provided for, and two nullahs have to be crossed 
probably by bridges of 3 spans 40 and 1 sj)an GO feet. 

From 43rd to 63rd mile there is a tolerably even plain, with a falling 
grade of 1 in 211, requiring no major bridges and but two feet of bank on 
the average. 

At the 63rd mile the Mahanuddi is reached, and a very good crossing for 
this large river has been found. 

'' Heyond the IMahanuddi the lino passes out of the Rewah State, .and 
continues descending with a low bank and only three or four small bridg(is 
(40 foot span) to llupondh, whei’c there is good ground for a crossing station 
on the Citli mile. 


Another 13 miles and Katni on the East Indian Railway is reached, the 
last length entailing only light bank, from 1 to 3 foot high, and 5 bridges vary- 
ing from 30 to 120 feet of waterway apiece in small spans. 

The junction with the East Indian Railway is at the south-east end of 
the present station, and will be by a cm*vc of 1,850 feet radius.

HEPORTS ON THE RECONNAISSANCE FOR A RAILWAY BETWEEN BILA SPORE

The whole length of 352^ miles is for convenieuco diviilcd into four 
sections : — 

1. Rolaspore to Sohagpore, 1:10 miles. 

2. Soluigpore to Katni, 76i miles, 

y, Katni to Sangor, 1 1 :» miles. 

4. Sangor to jimetion with Bhopal-.fhansi line, 43 miles. 

Starling from BcUvsporo the line, ;is at ])r<'S(Mit sidectod, runs norlh-norlh- 
ScHiuiii. we.st ii|) the west l)fink of the Arpa river. 

Bi'lnsporo to Si.biii'iM'ir. I.t!!-;!!! 120 (irst 17 Ullles tl\0 COUHtry 

is well enllivatc'd, Ihe ground rises slightly, ;ind the work of const ruetion Avill 
ho very light. On the LAthniih* ;i .stream called the Samheris crossed, involving 
a bridge of one 0()-f(*ct .s])an. .Prom ilie iTtli to tint 22nd mile the line runs 
through Hat rice land, the work being still very light. 

Prom the 23rd lo the 30lh mile the country is rougli and uncultivated, 
and a good many nullahs have to he crossed. 

Prom the 31sl. to the! 40th mile the line again runs through tlat ricc^nd, 
and the woi’k will be light. ™ 

On the tlst mile the Saugor nullah will have to ho crossed hy a bridge 
of throe (50- feet sjians. Tlie approximate height of the line on this mile is about 
1,200 feet ahoA’es('a level, and the eouutry thence rises abruptly to an elevation 
of about 2,000 feet at. mile 55. I’lic Alyknl range which borders the Bewail 
plateau mu^t ho crossed at .Ivusumkhcra, which is 300 feet lower than the 
adjacent hills. Kusumkhera is, however, but 7 a miles distant in a straight line 
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from the foot of the ascent on the 41st mile, thus necessitating a rise of 60 feet 
per mile. 

If the contour of the hills ho followed, the grade might he kept down to 
1 in 100 or lighter, hut this of course could ho done only at the expense of 
extra mileage. 

On this ghA,t ascent the work will ho heavy. Some 6 spans of GO feet are 
required to cross the numerous nullahs, hcsid(;s smaller bridges. Prom the 
53rd mile the work will he much lighter, rise averaging 1 in 132 for the next 
8 miles till the line reaches the watershed ridge at the Gist mile. 

The country now falls steadily towards Sohagporo, th<j descent being 425 
feet in about 30 miles ; the grade in the first 4>l miles is 1 in 150, and of 
the remaining portions the grades arc 1 in 400 and 1 in 550. 

Prom the 63rd to the 76th mile the lino will run along the watershed 
between the Tipan and Alan rivers, and the work will bo very light. 

In the 77th mile the lino crosses the Tipan just above its junction with the 
Alan. It continues on the north-east hank of the Tipan to the 92nd mile, 
where it rc-crosscs tliat river by a bridge of G spans of 60 feet on good rock 
foundation. This lino involves loss bridging than one keeping on the south- 
west hajik of the Tipan crossing the Alan on the 7Gth mile, as there arc 
many nullahs running down from the hills on the west. Prom tlio OGi’d mile 
on to near Sohagporo (120 miles) the country is slightly undulating and 
rather loss cultivated. On the 110th mile the Serpa river requires a bridge of 
four GO feet spans on excellent foundations.

The major bridging for this 120 miles of line is expected to consist of —

The minor bridging has not been estimated in detail, but it will j)robably 
be heavy compared with other items of construction. 

Almost directly after leaving Sohagporo the line will cross the IMoorna 
Srctioii II. nullah by 1 spans of 40 feet, and three 

SoiiagiMwo to Kiitui. liOiiRth, Ml iniica. milos further ou tlic Basar uuHali with 4 

spans of 20 feet. At 12^ miles from Sohagporo the crest of thft Moorcha Pass 
is reached. The descent for 3^ miles will irot'oxcced 1 in 123, and in no part 
does it appear probable that it need be greater than 1 in 100. Pairly easy 
curves are obtainable, and the average bank and cutting through the Pass 
may be taken at G feet. 


* These stations would not at first be used, but would be opened by degrees as the tniflic incroasod. 
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From the 16th to the 20th mile at Fali there is swampy ground. The 
av'erage height of bank over this may he taken at 4 feet. And the major 
bridging will include 2 spans of 40 and 3 of 20 feet. 

From the 20th to the 32nd mile (Karheli) not more than feet of hank 
is needed, except at the approaches to culverts. For the next 6 miles the 
line passes over practically level plain to Kalcsar (38^), the first half being 
covered with jungle, and the second being rich black cotton soil. The hank 
will average some 2 feet only. The first stream met with is the Johilla river, 
requiring at least 6 spans of 60 feet each ; its bed is stony and firm. 

A coal-field prospected by Mr. Huglics, of the Geological Smrvey Depart- 
ment in 1882, lies near this river, and to work it, it would seem desirable to 
construct q branch line 3 miles long leaving the main lino on the west bank 
of the Johilla. A short distance beyond the Johilla the lino has also to cross 
the Goorcjhatt nullah (three GO-fect spans) and further on the Dongahar nullah 
by one 40 feet span. 

Around the villages Umaria and Kalesar lies another vahiablo coal- 
field, which might readily bo opened out as soon as this Railway is con- 
structed. 


From the 40th to 1-ho 43rd mile the country is very rough, and an average 
of 8 feet of bank or cuitting is provided for, and two nullahs have to be crossed 
probably by bridges of 3 spans 40 and 1 sjian GO feet. 

From 43rd to 63rd mile there is a tolerably even plain, with a falling 
grade of 1 in 211, inquiring no major bridges and but two feet of bank on 
the average. 

At the 63rd mile the Mahanuddi is reached, and a very good crossing for 
this lai’gc river has been found. 

^ lieyond the Mahanuddi the lino passes out of the B-ewah State, and 
continues descending with a low bank and only three or four small bridges 
(40 foot si>an) to Itupondh, where there is good ground for a crossing station 
on the Glth mile. 


Another 13 miles and Katni on the East Indian Railway is reached, the 
last length entailing only light bank, from 1 to 3 feet high, and 5 bridges vary- 
ing from 30 to 120 feet of waterway apiece in small spans. 

The junction with the East Indian Railway is at tlic south-east end of 
the present station, and will be by a curve of 1,850 feet radius.

5th mile. The line then descends past Ohoonohta throu'^h a gap in the 

Amcerpat ridge, and turns due west to the 
' ■ crossing of the Aloonce river, north of 

Koondoo at miles. This bridge will he 4 spans of 40 feet. At miles 
the lino passes closely to the north of the village of Hardua. 

From 9|- to 12 1 miles spurs of the Bharair range arc crossed, involving 
light rock cuttings, the material of which will serve admirably for bridging. 

At the 19th mile the summit level between the Aloonee and Patna rivers 

is i-eacdied. The line then pjisses on be- 
tween Umeria and Mohas south of Bhar- 
tolla. At 27^ miles -the Bliooraina nul- 
lah requires 1 span of GO feet. At 28 miles 
the line reaches the Patna river, which will be crossed by three sj)ans of 60 
feet.

The line now enters the Native State of Pannah at 29} miles, and rises easily 

at 31 miles to the summit level between 
’ the Patna and Padri rivers, d(;scending 

to cross the Basata branch of the former at 32} miles (1 span GO feet). At 
miles the crest of the Bharair range is roacJicd, 1,410 feet above mean sea 
level. Changing its direction from almost due ivost to almost due south, the 
y line must lierc ghaut shai'ply down the west slope of the range into tlui valley 
of tlio Pjulri. A drop of 3(50 feet in 7a miles (average 1 in 110). The Pannah 
State is left and the Damoh district of the Central Provinces is entered at 
Jamoou Chowk at 38 miles. 

The 7a miles from 31-} to 41 are the critical parts of the whole section, and 

i1 is possible that an alternative align- 
’ “ ‘ ment may be hereafter adopted. The 

work on the line as now proposed will bo very heavy, involving 10 feet average 
cutting, mostly in sandstoiio bouldei’s and ro(!k, crossing six ravines, of which 
two have beds 70 and 140 feet respectively below formation level. 


From Jamoon Chowk the line will continue falling with a gradient of 1 in 
100, but with easy curves along the spur, to a low gap or saddle tlicrcin near 39} 
miles, wdiere a short embankment of 57 feet maximum at 30 feet average depth 
will be required. 


The ghaut incline ceases north of Mopans at 41 miles. At 41} miles the 

line arrives at tlie Padri river (3 spans 
40 feet). The line passes on iJhrtli of 
Patna, Koomharcc and Padri to an obvious 
tie point at 45 miles, at a saddle in ridge 
between the Padri river and Chapoor Branch.

At 40} miles the head of a short ghaut is turned, the line continuing at the 
ruling gradient and curve down a ravine to Deorce Choti at 48 miles, in order 
to overcome an abrupt and unavoidable drop of 120 feet in the country in im- 
mediate descent to the oast bank of the Bearmi river. This ghaut will involve 
about } a mile of rock cutting and ravine Avoi*k, about 10 feet on an averjige. 
P’rom Deoree Choti the lino runs south-westerly, and arrives at 49} at the Sej 
nullah, requiring Wo spans of 40 feet. It then jiasscjs south of Guriya and 
along a narrow gorge of the Bearmi river, crossing the ILaxa nullah at 61} miles 
(north of Ghutcra), whence it curves westerly and crosses, at 52} miles, the 
, , . Bearmi river, the lowest point in the whole 

line (1,040) at a capital bridge site requir- 
ing 15 spans of 60 feet. 

It now runs up easily through a low saddle at 56} miles near Bandee, then 
on south of Bilthura to north of Bamhor-Goonjee at 68th mile, where the Saugor 
black soil plains commence. At 66 miles Damoh is rcatjhcd, and the line runs 
on over easy but monotonously undulating fertile black soil plains north of 
Hirdapur and Khoorassa, and south of Puduria, and at 72f miles a bridge of 
1 span 40 feet is needed. 
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At 74 miles the lino crosses the Dansob-Giirhahatta-Saugor Provincial road, 
laso feet north of Bansa Tarkhera, and mile 

‘ farther on it crosses tho Koopra river by 0 

spans of CO feet on hard shale and sand-

At 88^ and 80;^ nullahs are crossed, 50 feet of waterway each. 

Prom the latter there is a long steady rise in tho country, the line working 
1 200 foiit north of Chunnowa, and south of Bur- 

pani, with easy curves and by no moans 
heavy worlr, along a long spur north of tho Gudhari to 95 miles, where there is 

1 420 feot **■ the range running from tho 

south-east of Abehand to Shahpur. 

Tho line continues On to another saddle at 100 1 miles in the ridge between 
1 CIO feet Sunar and its tributary the Boas. 

The latter riv^er is crossed at 102 1 miles 

by 6 spans of CO feet. 

Another saddle is run through at 108 miles north of Gumbheeria in a trap 
1,760 feet. ridge, the watershed between the Beas 

and Dussan river. Tho line Jirrives at 
the Saugor Cantonment “ Mall ” ridge at mile 111^, tho height of which is 
1,780 foot. The Mall ridge must be cut through to facilitate grade and obtain 
headway for Wo cantonment roads over bi'idges. Tho line will pass south of 
the Saugor Church and llact? Course, the Jhansi road being crossed at mile 1124 ; 
tho lino terminating at mile 113. 

The total major bridging on this Section will probably be —

It would then take a more northOily direction to reach a good crossing at the 
22nd and 23rd mile in the ridge of hills forming the watershed hetween the 
Dussan and the Narain river, a trihutary of the Ih'twa. 

About the 30th mile the Narain has to ho crossed, and continuing on over 
a fairly easy country, a jmurtion would ho made with the proj(*cted Railway 
from Bhopal to dhansi at or near Etawah on tlu; 1.3rd mile. As yet no Icv'cls 
have heen taken along this Iasi Section of tin', proposed line. 


TRAEFJC. 

One of the several important ohjecls altained hy constructing the proposed 
„ , , , llailwav will lx; the oi)ening up of the 

Jlewali coal-liolds. 


The most important of these, as far as is at present known, li(^ around 
ITmaria-lvahisar, some 10 miles distant from Katni, at Johilla about 15 miles 
beyond, and in the Sohagpore hasin.

At ,Iuhhu1])ore its cost will he ahont lls. S-7-0 per ton, and at the junction 
with the Bhopal-dhau.si Railway it can he dedivored at Rs. 12 per ton. 

The sinking of a shaft at IJmaria, and borings in other places, are in pro- 
gress. 

The line may in fact he regarded as essentially a “ mineral” one, in addition 
to any other advantages It may p.)ssess. Jt will supply coal to the vholc of any 
system of railways in Central India and Bun.hdkhund, to a portion of the 
future Nagpur-Bcngal line, and of the East Indian and (Ireat Indian Peninsula 
Railways, and prohahly to the greater* jiortion of the Rajpulana State Rail- 
way, and other lines to the nortli-west of vVgra. In fact, if judiciously worked, 
these eollieri<^s will ensure a very heavy irallie over this Railway. 

The pro-peels of general traffic on this line an; still, aindcr careful invosti- 
,, ,, gat ion, hut the following informal ion may 

1)0 accepted provisionally. lu ad»htK>ii 
to coal for the north and north-west, this Railway will carry in ordinary times 
much grain from the Central Proviiiees to Upper India, and its value in 4ime 
of scarcity in any portion of the Nortli-AVest Pi*ovinces, west of the Piiujah, 
will be vci’y great. 


On the Bilaspore- Sohagpore Sect ion the total amount of goods .carried 
along the route at present in both directions is said to he 30 tons daily for six 
months in the year only, hut the pilgrims passing tlirough towards Pooree 
are ahout 200,000 per annum. 

On the second Section, it is slated, that the total traffic from the Sohagpore- 
Umaria district to Katni does not at present average more than 300 tons per 
month. 


Rice is the bulkiest of the exports from Sohagpore and South Rewah gen- 
erally; then oil-seeds, millets, ghee and forest jiroduee. 

The local traffic prospects on the Section from Katni to Saugor are much 
more cheering, a large quantity of produce that now comes to Katni direct from 
Pannah will doubtless take rail at Damoh, or near that place. The actual 
weight of goods, liowi vor, has not heeft estimated. 

From Damoh to Saugor the country is particulai'ly open and fertile, grain 
cultivation being unbroken from Damoh to the Suuar river, and from the Bara- 
pani hills to Saugor. 
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From the attached abstracts of estimates it will be seen that the cost of 
^ ^ . . construction of the proposed broad guage 

! lino IS moderate tlirougliout the whole 
length, averaging Its, 69,588 per mile, exclusive of rolling stock, for which 
item it is usual to add Rs. 10,000 per mile. The total estimate is 246J lakhs. 

The heaviest works are in crossing tlio several ranges of bills, notably the 
Mykal range from Bclaspore into the llowah plateau ; the Moorcha Pass in the 
ridge between the distruds of Soliagporoand Singwara; and the Bharair range 
on the boundary of the Paniiah State. 

The large rivers that have to bo crossed are but few in number, viz., the 
Tipan (6 of 00 feet), the Johilla (5 of 00), the Mahanuddi (3 of 95), the Patna 
(5 of 40 feet), the Besirrai (15 spans of 60 feet), the Koopra (0 of 60 feet), the 
Sunar (9 of (^), and the Dussan (3 of lOO), at all of which first class foundations 
are met wltH. 

Good building stone can bo found within easy distance along the whole 
line. Kimker nodules, of a variety Avhic.h gives a moderately hydraulic lime 
arc found in abundance near most of tlui largo rivers. 

The stone lime of Katni is i-cnowncd and is largely exported for use even 
as far oft' as Calcutta, and it is also piO(!nrablo in so\ (*ral other localiti(?s, but 
kunker lime will be mainly used for the construction of tho line. 

Fuel is plontful, but it is not expected that much timber fit for conversion 
into sleepers w'ill be procured locally, except in tin; jungles of the Bhairar range, 
where saj and teak is plentiful. 

Ballast materials of first class quality can be found near tho line from one 
end to the other. 

Brick earth for tiles or soorkoe is also abundant. 

Excellent iron ore find stone lime arc to be found in the neighbourhood 
of Katni, and in the Jubbulporo District generally. 

Mr. Molesworth, tin; Consulting Engineer to the Government of India, 
thus writes on the subject : — 

“ The Jubbnlpore Distriet yicMs an inexhaustible snjiply of very rich hematite, containing 
about CS per cent, of iron suitable fur the niaiiufucliii'e of ehareoal iron. The ore is on the 
surface, and may be obtained (?heu])ly without tin* c.<st of expensive mining. It seems 
probable that tho Itowah coal-iields, which have lately been discovered, may have an important 
inlluenee on the developmi-nt of an iron iinlustry in this district. There is, moreover, in the 
neighbourhood, to the north-west of Jubbul])ore, manganese oro containing 51> per cent, of 
manganese ; and this would bo mo.st valuable in the event of manufactures of steel being 
ujulertaken.''

sangor to Etowah. 43 miles. hills. It then dcscouds iiito the Dussau 

valley, and has to cross the Dussan river at 12 miles by 3 spans of 100 feet each. 
It would then take a more northerly direction to reach a good crossing at the 
22nd and 23rd mile in the ridge of hills forming the watershed between the 
Dussan and the Karain river, a tributary of the Betwa. 

About the 30th milo the Narain has to be crossed, and continuing on over 
a fairly easy country, a junction would be made >vitli the projected Railway 
from Bhopal to Jhausi at or near Etawah on the 43rd mile. As yet no levels 
have been taken along this last Section of the proposed line. 


TRAFFIC. 


One of the several important objects attained by constructing the proposed 

Railway will be the opening up of the 
Rewah coal-fields. 


Coal and Iron. 


The most important of these, as far as is at present known, lie around 
Umaria-Kalesar, some 40 miles distant from Katni, at Johilla about 15 miles 
beyond, and in the Sohagpore basin. 

When this line has been constmeted, Umavia co.al will probably be deli-

At Jublmlporc its cost will be about Es. 8-7-0 per ton, and at the junction 
with the Bhopal- Jhausi Railway it can be delivered at Rs. 12 per ton. 

Thc sinking of a shaft at Umaria, and borings in other places, are in pro- 
gress. 

The line may in fact be regarded as essentially a “ mineral” one, in addition 
to any other advantages it may possess. It will supply coal to the whole of any 
system of railways in Central India and Bunclolkhund, to a portion of tho 
future Nagpur-Bengal lino, and of the E.ast Indian and (rreat Indian Peninsula 
Railways, and probably to the gre.iter portion of tho llajputana State Rail- 
way, and other lines to the north-west of Agra. In fact, if judiciously worked, 
these collieries ivill ensure a very heavy trallic over tliis Railway. 

Evccllent iron ore and stone lime are to be found in the neighbourhood 
of Katni, and in the Juhbulpore District generally. 

Mr. Molesworth, the Consulting Engineer to thc Government of India, 
thus writes on the subject : — 


“ The Juhbulpore District yields an inexhaustible supply of very rich hematite, containing 
about Os per cent, of iron suitable for the manufacture of charcoal iron. The ore is on the 
surface, and may ho obtained cheaply without the cost of expensive mining. It seems 
probable that the Ilcwah coal-lields, w'hich have lately been discoverr*!, may have an important 
iuHuence ou the devclopinent of aii iron industry in this district. There is, moreover, in tho 
neighbourhood, to the uorlli- west of Jubhulpore, in.angancse ore conUiining 5t per cc.it. of 
manganese ; aud this would be most valuable iu the event of manufactures of steel being 
undertaken.”

Ovncrai Uaffiv.^ 1^° follow ing information may 

be accepted iwovisionally. In adduion 
to coal for the north and north-west, this Railway Avill carry in ordinai y times 
much grain from the Central Provinces to Upper India, and its value in time 
of scarcity in any portion of the North-West Provinces, or of the Punjab, 
will be very great. 

On the Bilasporc-SohagpdS’e Section the total amount of goods carried 
along the route at present in berth directions is said to he 30 tons daily for six 
months in the year only, but the pilgrims passing through towards Pooree 
are about 200,000 per annum. 
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On the second Section, it is stated, that the total traffic from the Sohagporc- 
Umaria district to Katni does not at present average more tlian 3U0 tons per 
month. 

Rice is the bulkiest of the exports from Sohagpore and South Rewah gen- 
erally ; then oil-seeds, millets, ghee and forest produce. 

The local traffic prospects on the Section from Katni to Saugor are much 
more cheering, a l.'irgo quantity of produce that now comes to Katni direct from 
Pannah will doubtless take rail at Damoh, or near that place. The actual 
weight of goods, however, has not been estimated. 

Prom D.imoh to Saugor the country is particularly open and fertile, grain 
cultivation being unbroken from Damoh to the Sunar river, and from the Bara- 
pani hills ’to Saugor. 

Prom the attached abstracts of estimates it will be seen that the cost of 
f, . .. construction of the proposed broad guage 

line IS moderate tiiroiigliout the whole 
length, averaging Rs. 59,588 per mile, exclusiive of rolling stock, for which 
item it is usual to add Rs. 10,000 per mile. The total estimate is 215^ lakhs, 

Tlie heaviest works arc in crossing the several ranges of hills, notably tho 
Mykal range from Belasporc into the Rewah plateau ; the Moorclia Pass in tho 
ridge between tho districts of Sohagpore and Singwara ; and the Bharair range 
on the boundary of the Pannab State. 

The large rivers that have to be crossed arc biit few in number, viz., tho 
Tipan (8 of 60 feet), the Johilla (5 of 00), the Mahauuddi (3 of 95), the Patna 
(5 of 4<0 feet), the Bearmi (15 spans of 80 feet), tho Koopra (G of 60 feet), tho 
Sunar (9 of 60), and thcDussan (3 of 100), at all of which first class foundations 
are met with. 

Good building stone can be found within easy distance along the whole 
line. Kunkcr noiiulcs of a variety which gives a moderately liydraulic lime 
arc found in abundance near most of the large rivers. 

The stone lime of Katni is renowned and is largely exported for uso even 
as far olf as Calcutta, and it is also procurable in several other localities, but 
kunkcr lime will be mainly used for the construction of the line. 

Pucl is pleat fill, but it is not e.xpcctcd tint much timber fit for conversion 
into sleepers will b.ipro.’urod locally, except in the jungles of the Bhairar range, 
where saj and teak is plentiful. 

Ballast materials of first class quality can be found near the line from one 
end to the other. 

Brick earth for tiles or soorkee is also abundant.

RESOLUTION— By the Government of India, Public Works Department. 


Read — 

Letter from the Government of the Punjab, No. 14131, dated 20th March 1883, fornrard* 
ing copy of the Revenue Report of Irrigation Works in the Punjab for 18S1>82, and 
of the Resolution by that Government reviewing tlic Report. 

Observations. — The total capital outlay incurred up to the end of the year 
under review amounted to R5, 47,67, 363; the gross revenue assessed to R39,31,666! 
the maintenance charges, direct and indirect, to R 17,47,246, and the net re- 
venue to R21,84,321, or 4 per cent, on the total capital expenditure to the end 
of the year, excluding the capital cost of the Muzaffargarh Canals, wliich is not 
known. Deducting from the total capital outlay R2,89,56,192, expended upon 
the Sirhind and Swat River Canals which had not come into operation during 
1881-82, the net assessed revenue yields a return of very nearly 8^ per cent, on 
the balance, which represents the total capital cost of the canals which actually 
irrigated during the yea#.' The surplus of accumulated net revenue over accu- 
mulated interest charges payable up to the end of the year amounted to R 
1,82,27,076.

The decrease on the Bdri Dodb Canal was duo to the season being unfavor- 
able for irrigation. ' The hope expressed by the Jjocal Government that the 
revenue of the Western Jumna Canal had rcaehod its lowest figure in 1880-81 
and would thereafter improve, seems likely to be verified. The large increase 
under the head of Inundation Canals was mainly caused by an indirect credit of 
112,38,483 on account of enhancement of land revenue due to the Muzalfargarli 
Canals, for which nothing was allowed in the I'ctui^ns of the previous year, but 
there was also an increase of ft76,000 in the canal revenue assessed on the 
Upper Sutlej Canals, due to the excellent administration of the officer in charge 
of them.

The increasi! of expenditure on the Bari Doab Canal occurs under all heads 
except “ llefunds” and “ Indirect charges,” and that on the Western Jumna 
Canal mainly under “ Extensions and Imxn’ovcments” and " Establishment.” 
The decrease of expenditure on Inundation Canals is entirely due to a large 
decivasc of 111,35,453 on the Lower Sutlej and Chenab Canals, the expenditure 
on all others having increased.

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The net assessed revenue of the Bdri DoAb Canal yielded 5’42 per cent. ; 
that of the Western Jumna Canal 8‘6 percent.; and that of the Inundation 
Canals, for which Capital and Revenue Accounts arc kept, 31*25 per cent, on 
the total capital outlay (direct and indirect) to the end of the year under 
review. ' 


6. The statement of areas irrigated, which is given in paragrapli 5 of the 
Resolution of the Punjab Government, shows a large and satisfactory increase 
iu the area watered by the Inundation Canals. 

On the Western Jumna Canal the ai’ea under sugarcane was 60 per cent,, 
and that under cotton nearly 40 per cent, greater than that watered during the 
previous year. 

Of the total area irrigated by the canals of the Punjab during 1881-82, 
602,860 acres, or 36 per cent., were under wheat. 

6. The statement given below shows a slight improvement in the duty 
done by the water entering the heads of the Bari Bodb and Western Jumna 
Canals —

8. The cost of measuring irrigated areas and of preparing demand state- 
ments is given in paragraph 17 of the Resolution by the Local GoA’^ernment, 
and enquiry is being made into the possibility of reducing charges under 
this head. 

9. Prom paragraph 18 of the Resolution by the Local Government it 
appears that the charges for collection of canal revenue include cost of 
measuring and assessing the irrigated areas. This Avas not understood when 
the liocal Government Avas asked to redut;c the charges to 6 per (Hint, on the 
revenue collected. Prom the figures given by the Government of the Punjab 
it Avould, I’OAVcver, appear that it may be found possible to reduce the charges 
on this account on the Weatcim Jumna Canal from 8*17 to 6*60, or TO 
per cent. 

10. The balancqp nf canal revenue remaining uncollected on the Ist of 
April 1882 amounted to H 63,044-8-6 out of a total demand of R 19,84,313-7-2.

Revenue Report of the Chief Engineer, Irrigation WorliB, Punjab, for tbojear 1881-82. 

Resolution. — ^Tho result of the working of tho canals in the year under 
review again shows an improvemennt on that of the previous year. The net 
i-evenuo of the works in operation in excess of all charges, including interest, 
by assessments, is 3'99, against 3-62 in tlie previous year, and by collections 
4i‘61, against 8'78, but the last figure was tho result of abnormal credits. 

2. The area irrigated has increased from 1,565,877 acres in the last year 
to 1,687,725, notwithstanding that there was a falling-off in the Bari Dodb 
Canal of 65,078 acres. There was an increase of 31,994 acres in the Western 
Jumna Canal, and this shows that the cultivators on that canal are resuming 
much of tho irrigation that had been temporarily abandoned. 

3. The Capital invested by Government in* the Punjab Canals amounted 
to B‘1,49,78,190, in addition to which S97, 79,178 has been contributed by 
Native States for the Sirhind Canal, so that the total cost of the Punjab Canals 
has been R6,47,57,368. 

4. Tho above includes R18,26,106 spent on tho Swdt River Canal classed 
as a Famine Relief Protective Work, and excludes H8,66,648 which had been 
expended on surveys made some years ago for new canal projects, and which 
Government of India have ruled in para. 2 of their Resolution No. 65-66 A-I, 
dated 5th April 1882, should bo classed as works for which neither Capital nor 
Revenue Accounts are kept. 

5. The returns from tho canals in operation by collections amounted to 
R5,06,981 in excess of all charges for working expenses and interest, so that 
there was a profit of S1’13 per cent, on the Capital invested hy Government, 
including that locked up in the Sirhind and Swdt River Canals, which are not 
yet in operation. 

Up to date the receipts have exceeded tho whole of the charges by 
81,82,27,075. 
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6. Of the permanent canals in operation, the Capital amounted at the 
end of the year to R2, 38,46,04(41, of which 114,43,224 had been spent during 
the year. 

7. The gross revenue collected during the year was R26,63,261; the 
working expenses R9, 41,728 ; the interest charges 149,03,267; and the profits 
1^8,18,256, or 3*43 per cent, on th Capital invested, against 7'66 per cent, in 
the previous year. 

8. But the latter included adjustments on account of previous years ; 
deducting these the percentage was only 2*29 or 1*14 less than the year under 
review. 


9. The realizations on account of the lease of water-power continue to

* The rccoipts iu ilicso years on Western Jumna Canal were abnormally low, for reasons explained jn pre- 
vious reports. 

This revenue is almost entirely due to the rentals paid for the native flour 
mills, the single exception being the sugar works near the head of the Bari 
Bodh Canal. During the year, however, the Egerton Woollen Mills were 
established on the same canal, and enquiries have been since made by the 
Manager of a Company composed entirely of native capitalists who propose to 
utilize for ice-making and general purposes the water-power that is still avail- 
able at the tail of the Delhi Branch of the Western Jumna Canal. 

10. The Capital invested in the Inundation Canals in operation, with 
which is included the Madhopur Workshops,* at the end of tlic year, was 
1119,21,037, being B33,446 less than at the commencement of the year ; this* 
was due to a decrease in the suspense balances and principally to the sale of 
stores collected in the Madliopur Workshops. This docs not include the 
Muzaffargarh Canals, for which no Capital Account is kept. 

11. The gross revenue amounted to R10,82,287, the working expenses to 
B6,37,753, and the interest to R74,299, so that the profit was R370,236, or 
19*27 per cent, after paying all charges. 

12. By assessments the gross revenue would amount to 3110,86,804, and 
the profit to S3,74,752, or 19*61 per cent. 

13. Although not pertaining to the year under review, it may here he 
remarked that the extension of tlic system of Inundation Canals from the 
great rivers of the Punjab, rcferrtxl to in para. 14 of the observations of the 
Government of India in the Revenue Rcpoi’t for 1880-81, has received atten- 
tion, and that three Divisions have been constituted for the purpose of pre- 
paring projects in detail for the construction of Inundation Canals from the 
Sutlej, Chenab and Ravi Rivers, of which the two former arc far advanced, 
and will shortly be submitted for the sanction of the Supreme Government. 

14. Surveys of the Ravi in connection with the project for a eanfl.] in 
the Montgomery District arc also in progress.

On the permanent canals there has been a satisfactory increase; of 34,994 acres 
on the Western Jumna Canal, wliich is, hoAVCver, more than balanced by a de- 
crease of 05,078 acres on the Bari l)oab Canal, the cause of which is explained 
in detail in the Chief Engineer’s report. The increase on the Inundation 
Canals is due to the favorable conditions of the rivers. 

16. As directed in’ para. 8 of Government of India’s Review of the Revenue 
Report of 1880-81, classified statements of crops irrigated in each Canal Division 
have been appended to Chief Engineer’s 1 ^ 1 ) 01 - 1 .

There appears to be no possibility of reducing the cost of collection, which 
includes that of mcasuronient to the limit of 5 per cent, projiosed by the Gov- 
ernment of India in ])ara. 12 of its review of last year’s report. The low per- 
centage shown in 1880-81 was abnormal, in consequence of the inclusion in the 
accounts of considerable arrears of revenue on idgir lands. The figures for 
present year do not dilfer much in the aggregate from those of the years 1879-80 
and 1878-79. The foes paid to Lambardfvrs and Patwdris amount to 5 per cent, 
on tho direct water-rate, which in a normal year may betaken at 70 per cent, of 
the gi'oss revenue, so that these fees would of themselves amount to 3'5 per 
cent. It has been shown in tho preceding para, that the cost of measurements 
vary from 2‘5 to 3 percent., and the salaries of the superior and inferior Reve- 
nue establishment form the balance of the charges under this head. 
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WESTERN JUMNA CANAL. 

19. The area irrigated by this canal has increased by 31<,991 acres, which 
justifies the hope expressed in last year’s report that the depression under which 
this canal has suffered for the last few years from causes that have been ex- 
plained in previous reports was only temporary, and that there would be a steady 
expansion of the area under cultivation. 

20. The collections of the year give a profit of 6'06 per cent, and the assess- 
ments 4*92. The profit by assessments is less than that by collections owing to 
large arre<ars of water-rent having been collected during the present year. These 
jKjrcentages are net results after paying interest. 

• 

The percentage on collection last year, excluding that due to adjustments 
on account of arrears of revenue on jagir lands, was 3 59, and on the assessments 
3-81. 


21. The working expenses were Rl‘43 per acre irrigated against l‘54in the 
previous year, and the establishment charges 0'80, against 0'86. 

22. After deducting all charges, the balance at credit of this canal at the 
end of the year was R2,ti0, 63,432. 

BARI UOAB CANAL. 

23. The area irrigated by this canal was 368,002 acres, being a decrease of 
65,078 acres ; this is mainly duo to an unfavorable season. It is hoped. that 
the construction of kharlf rajbahds, two of which have recently been sanctioned, 
will lead to greater stability in th (5 revenue of this canal in future years. 

24. The collections of the year show a net profit of R2’03, against Rl*64 
per cent., which was tlie normal profit in the previous year. 

26. The assessments give a net profit of Rl’68, against 2'72 in the previous 
year. The charges and interest unpaid at the end of tlic year were reduced to 
«60,79,691. 

26. The charge for establishment is 0"623, against O’ 526 per acre irrigated 
in the previous year ; and the working expenses 1’39, against I’Ol. Both these ■ 
rates ai’e necessarily higher than tliose of the previous year, owing to the decrease 
in the area of irrigation. 

27. Tlic balance uncollected at the end of the year hasJicen reduced from 
R43,204 to 36,387, but there is still rootn for reduction in the amount of out- 
standings. 

UPPER SUTLEJ INUNDATION CANALS. 

28. The net profit on these canals was 6*46 on the Capital, against 0’53 in 
the previous year. The accumulated interest unpaid at the end of the year was 
R6,20,114. 

29. The area iiTigated was 221,982 acres; but deducting from this the area 
on wliich remissions have bc(;u granted on account of flooding and river spill 
irrigation, the ar(‘a finally assessed was 170,678 acres ; this is largely in (jxccss 
of the greatest gross area ever before irrigated. The steady increase in the area 
irrigated from these canals is very satisfactory, and can only bo attributed to the 
improvements in administration that have been effected by the Executive Phi- 
gineer in charge. 

LOWEJjL- SUTLEJ AND CHENAB CANALS. 

30. The profit on these canals was tt205 93 per cent., against 179'97 in tlic 
previous year. 
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31. The amount of land revenue was B3,07,837, against H3,09,687 in the 
previous year. The balance at credit of these canals, after paying interest and 
all other charges, was B42,83,575. 

32. The area irrigated was 346,278, which is 14,639 acres in excess of the 
largest previously recorded (1878-79). 

33. The cost of cultivation to the irrigators was Bl*61 per acre, against 
1*76 in the lirevious year, the decrease deing due to the irrigation of a larger 
area. 

INDUS INUNDATION CANALS. 

34.. The profit on these canals was 16'86, or excluding an adjustment of 
fi98,525 on account of arrears of land assigned to J4gird4rs, 1*94 on the Capital, 
against 3*44 per cent, in the previous year. 

36. From the above causes the balance of interest unpaid was reduced from 
B4,21,694 to B3,09,329. 

86. There was a profit to Government on the half share of the clearance 
rates of B7,698, wln'cli reduces the loss on this account up to date to B30,194 ; 
the balance uncollected under this head was B51,652. 

37. There was an increase of B4,691 in Maintenance charges, which is due 
to on abnonnal expenditure on silt-clearances and in watching embankments ; 
and in Establishment of B 17,416, owing to adjustment of Direction charges in 
the previous year. 

88. The area irrigated was 190,802 acres, being 26,417 acres in excess of 
that in the previous year ; 22,338 acres more than the average of the previous 
nine years, and only 18,000 acres less than that for 1878-79, which is the 
greatest on record. 

MUZAFFARQARH CANALS. 

39. The amount credited to these canals during the year on account of land 
revenue for previous year w^as 112,29,046. 

40. The accounts for the year show a profit of B4,08,013 ; but omitting the 
above credit, the profit is Rl, 78,967. 

41. The area irrigated was 248,693 acres, being 8,687 acres more than the 
previous year, and 67,770 acres than the year 1879-80. The cost of the irriga- 
tion to the cultivators was 1*37, against 1*80 in the previous year. 

42. These favomblc results are attributable to improvements in manage- 
ment since the transfer of these canals to the Irrigation Department. 

SHAHPUR CANALS. 

43. The profit on these canals was 33*86 on the Capital invested, against a 
. loss of 2*46 per cent, in the previous year. 

44. At the end of the year the balance of profit in excess of all charges 
including intei*cst u’as B34,010. 

45. The area in'igated was 11,623 acres, being 2,388 acres in excess of the 
previous year. The great increase in the profits of these canals during the year 
under review is largely due to the thorough clearances effected under the direc- 
tions of an officer who was spex^ially deputed for the purpose.

2. Of the expenditure on works, R17,617 was spent on the Main Line ; 
fil9,908 on the New Main Line ; and 112,30,634 on the New Delhi Branch 
including the Ildusi and Biitdna Branch; HI, 017 on the Okla Navigation 
Channel ; BG1,641 on Distributaries and K173 on Drainages. The establish- 
ment charge was 30*7 on the gross expcnditiure on works. 

3. The heavy percentage of establishment on works is due to the lapse of 
more than a lakh of rupees from the grant for the year. The causes whieh led 
to this short expenditure were to a great extent unavoidable. Obiections. raised 
by the Municipal Committee of Delhi to the proposed alignment of and dis- 
position of spoils from the Okla Navigation Channel were only overcome late 
in the year, and work was consequently for some time in abeyance. There was 
also short expenditure on distributaries owing to delay in the submission of 
detailed estimates.

The balance of receipts is thus H8, 08,175, or 9'74 per cent, on the Capital 
invested. 
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6. The intcre^ charge for the year amounts to H3,06,377. Deducting this 
the net profit of the year is B5,02,798, or 6‘06 per cent, on the Capital. The 
accumulated profits at credit of the Canal is B2, 60, 53, 432. 

6. The improvement is due in a great measure to the realization of arrears 
as noted in a subsequent para., but the increase in area irrigated during the 
year under review affords good grounds for expectation that the improved rates 
of interest will be maintained. 

7. Of the expenditure under maintenance B24,465 was on account of ex- 
tensions and improvements ; B8,006 of this was on account of the Canal office 
at Delhi; B8,334 on the Juah jhil drain ; and the remainder in petty items. 

8. Tlic cost of repairs calls for no special remarks, as it is rather less thfiu 
in the preceding year.

13. The increase of nearly a lakh of rupees in water-rate from irrigation 
and more than half a lakh from owner’s rates show that the anticipations of 
last year’s report (para. 13j have been realized. 

14. Nearly all the items of miscellaneous revenue show a satisfaetory in- 
crease. The principal items arc— receipts for rafting of timber, on which there 
is an increase of H 11,440; sales of water, K2,660; and of other canal produce, 
Bl,102. There is a satisfactory decrease of K 1,441 under the head of Fines. 
The Superintending Engineer explains that the falling-off in receipts from 
‘ water-power’ are due to the water being required for irrigation, and from 
* miscellaneous ’ to the small tenders for saltpetre earth on the Uausi Canal.

16. There was a falling-off in rabbi area in the Hdnsi Branch, due to the 
unusually large area under kharif crops in the previous year, hut the decrease 
in this division was more than compensated for by an increase of nearly 90 per 
cent, in the areas of the two other divisions. 

The decrease of irrigated area is attributed to the introduction of owner’s 
rates in the Umballa district. 

There was very little rain in Karndl, Delhi and Rohtak Districts during 
the mont^ of September and October, and the increase of rabbi irrigation in 
the Karudl and Delhi Divisions is due to this cause.

There is an increase in all tlie more valuable crops except rice; the area 
under sugar-cane is 60 per cent., and that under cotton nesirly 40 per cent, 
greater than in the previous year. There is no doubt that tlio people have 
become better acquainted with the new system of assessment and are resuming 
their usual cultivation.

The percentage of cost of measurements and preparation of demand state- 
ments on the .acreage irrigated is for the whole canal 2'63. The circumstances 
of the three Divisions are not alike, the high charges are in the Delhi Division, 
and the necessity for them is under investigation. 

19. The value of crops irrigated during the year amounted to R95,68,979, 
against B90,46,039, in the previous year. 

20. The table of rain-fall shows that the rain-fall during the earlier 
months of the kliarif did not differ perceptibly either in amount or distribution 
from the corresponding period of the previous year, so that as before mentioned 
the improvement in area must have l^n due to other causes. The marked 
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deficiency of rain during September, October, November and December caused 
increased demand for water for the rabbi crops.

24. This shows a halance profit of R0,13,348, or R5'87 on the Capital 
invested, against R8*71 in the previous year; hut the latter profit included 
R2,24,138 water-advantage rate for 1879-80, and 112,03,745 on account of ar- 
rears for jagir lands. 

26. The interest charge for the year is 116,97,890, so that tlie net revenue, 
after paying all charges, is 112 03 per cent., against 4-39 in the previous year 
according to the year’s account, hut deducting the arrears 1*64 per cent. The 
halance of unpaid charges and interest at the end of the year was 1160,79,691. 

26. The sum of R37,108 speut on extensions and iinpi’ovements includes 
tt7,807 for improving inspecting hungaloAvs ; R14,236 for construction and 
Improvement of mills ; R6,81)3 on an inlet and outlet for Egerton Woollen 
Mill channel ; 113,869 on drainage syphons; 111,344 on water-course heads;

Tlu^ j)rofit on asscssmcnfs of ibo year nndor review are less than those 
calculated o/i either collections or* assessments of tlie previous year. The col- 
lections of 1880-81 were swollen by anvars of land revenue, and the assess- 
ments Avere for a year very favorable for iiTigation operations. The Superin- 
tending Engineer reports that dui’ing the current year tlio seasons Avero most 
unfavorable to the spiviad of canal in'igation. The total rain-fall of the year 
Avas about (50 per cent, in excess of the average, and morcoA'^er the distribution 
of the rain was such as to exactly suit the AA'ants of the cultivators. There 
Averc good sx>ring rains; and the monsoons s(‘t in early in June and continued 
Avithout long breaks till the middle of Se])tember ; aiid tluwe Avas also a copious 
and Avell distributed rain-fall in January and EcbrAiary at the only time of the 
Avholc year Avhen there ax)j)eared any good hoiAe of increasing the irrigated 
area, viz.^ towards the close of the kharif, Avhen there was a partial cessation of 
the rains, a failure of supj)ly occurred and ^mt all extensions out of the 
question, and cA'cn endangered the crops already irrigated. The failure of the 
supx)ly Avas due to the ri\'er at Ahidhopur iiaving set OA^er to the Kashmir side. 
This necessitated the construction of a bund, Avhich involved a heavy cxi)enditure 
both of money and of time. It is to be hoped that the system of sunken bars 
(Avhich Avas commenced last cold weather, and will uoav be vigorously luished 
on) Avill, Avhen comi)letcd, obviate any repetition of the failure above 
adverted to.

32. There is a decease in the Avater-rate assessed of El,48,792, and in 
the land revenue of Iill,035, diio to a less area having been imgated, as 
oxi)lained in i)ara. 30. Under Miscellaneous revenue the decrease has been 
115,651, due maiiAly to less receipts from IMantations, Fines and Miscellaneous. 
The decrease in Plantations to a smalhrr demand for fuel during the year; that 
Ainder Fines to a change of nomenclature, as much of Avhat used to be credited 
under this head is noAV classed as Avatcr-rates. Tlic decrease under Sundry 
collections is due to the abnormal inflalion of that item in the previous year 
by the sale of land and material to the Egerton Woollen Mills Company. 
There is a satisfactoiy increase in tho reccijjts from Avater-power ; the receipts 
during the j)resent exceed those of the jArevious year by S 7,640.

36. The causes of the falling-oil' in area irrigated, as compared with 
1880-81 have already been explained in para, 30. The decrease is most 
noticeable in the kharif, and is due to the unfortunate change in the course of 
the river at a critical time. The works now in hand will, it is believed, he 
sufficient to prevent a recurrence of a failure of supply. Notwithstanding 
seasonable winter rains, the rabbi area compares not unfavorably with the 
average of pre>'ious yedfs. It is believed that when the river is brought under 
control, the irrigation of this canal will become more uniform, and that even 
in bad seasons it may be expected to reach 350,000 acres. Considerable

The Superintending Engineer justly remarks that in classes III., IV. and 
V. the proportion has remained nearly the same, that thei’e has been a consi- 
derable increase in class I., and a corresponding decrease in class II. This 
is only what might have been expected, as the cultivation of class I. (sugar- 
cane) extends over so long a period that it is almost certain to require canal 
irrigation at some period or otter of its growth, whereas in the ease of class II. 
(rice) there will necessarily bo much less need for canal- water in a year of such 
heavy monsoon rains as that under review.

The cost of measurements and of the subsequent prcj)arat.ion of demand 
statements for the year under reriew was nearly 113 per cent, on the acreage. 
This small increase on the figures for the previous year is due to the irrigation 
of an unfavorable year being always more difficult to bring to book; the 
l)ercentago is higher owing to the ai*ea measured being smaller. The subject 
of the cost of measurements is receiving attention, and it may be expected that 
some economy will be effected.

47. The interest charge amounts to R 20,892, so that the profit of the 
year is G'4fi in excess of all charges, including interest. The balance of interest 
unpaid is R 6,20,114. 

48. The working expenses amounted to R 83,114 exclusive of the book 
charges. This is R 2,614 less than the charges for the previous year, and is due 
to tlio scarcity of labor for the clearances at the head of the Klidnwah Canal ; 
the work was consequently unfinished at the close of the official year. 

49. Including the book charges the working expenses amounted to 
R 90,803, against R 90,426 in the previous year. 

60. The above statements are based on the collections of the year. If 
the assessments be taken as the basis of calculation, there is a great improve- 
ment, as they amount to R 2,53,731, an increase of R 1,06,647. The profit 
would then be R28’61 per cent, excluding and R24'90 per cent, including 
interest.

The area irrigated in 1880-81 was described in the report for that year as 
the largest then on record ; it is again exceeded by that of the year under re- 
view. Remissions from various causes have reduced the area finally assessed 
to 179,678 acres, which is still largely in excess of the gross measurements of 
any previous year. The large increase during this year is mainly due to the 
water from the canals at times of high fiood in the river reaching many villages 
which do not ordinarily obtain water.

61. The Superintending Engineer reports that the causes of delay in 
completing the irrigation assessments of this year were as follows - 

Tlie very large area to bo measured and assessed ; the enormous number 
of tandzahs or objections to assessment put in by the irrigators, and which 
needed to be enquired into in detail ; a more careful mode of measuring tlian 
heretofore used was insisted upon this year; additional irrigation occurring 
after the kharif measurements had been commenced ; the temporary Amins 
employed in the Lahore District were with one exception new men without 
experience of the work ; and lastly, a prominent cause of delay in completing 
the assessments was the very inadequate strength of the llevenuo staff con- 
sisting of one Ddrogha and two Ndib-Zilahdars. The Dbeal Government has 
now (September 1882) sanctioned a very considerable increase to the temporary 
establishment, and although the value of this increase will very probably not 
become apparent during the year 1682-83, which, so far as imgation is concerned, 
is practically closed, it is hoped that the benefit will be apparent in 1883-84, 
and the strain on the establishment will, at any rate, be sensibly lightened.

71. In the Establishment charges there Is a decrease of 1121,996 on the 
previous year, due principally to an adjustment of the Direction charges in the 
accounts of last year. 

72. In the Miscellaneous revenue there is an increase of 119,100, which is 
dun to largo sales of wood, a large number of trees having been cut down in 
Avidening tlic Pakhtmvah Canal 

73. There is a decrease of H2, 56,870 on the land revenue credited ; this is 
du(^ to arrears of revenue on account of land assigned to Jagii’dars having been 
included in the accounts of the previous year ; omitting this sum the amount 
for the y<\ar is T{3,07,837, as against 113,09,687 in the j)rcvious year, the decrease 
of 111,850 being due to the collection of arrears during the previous year. 
113,353 Avere remitte.d during the year. Tlio Superintending Engineer 
explains that the remissions Avere only due in part to the failure of a 
proper sup])ly in the canals, and that many of them wore made on accoiint of 
“ poverty of the owner, ” or because he had elected to cultivate some other part 
of his estate.

The sum levied on absentees is high, but tlic increase iu cash realizations 
over that of the previous year is mainly due to the working of Rule 21 under 
Avhich R23,096 wore received in commutation of labor at the rate of six annas 
per man. If this sum is deducted from the total, the sum rce(*ived from tines, 
proper at 8 annas per head amounts to only R 16,652, which is Rl,822 less than 
the con’esjionding amount of the previous year. As this was the first year 
of the Avorking of the neAV rule, no fair conclusion can be druAvn of its ('licet ; 
but in the opinion of the local oflicers the loss of labor wliich it involves in a 
country where few men work willingly is likely to delay the work of clearing 
the canals.

79. The areas of the principal crops irrigated are given bcloAV for the 
last five years. Rice is the only crop in which there is a decrease compared 
with the last year. There is an cxtraoi’dinary increase in millet and indigo, 
and a steady one in wheat. The area fit for the growth of sugar-cane is limited 
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to the vicinity of Shujahad, and varies but little from year to year. Turnips 
are chiefly grown for feeding cattle during the winter when forage, is scarce 
and difficult to obtain.

In addition to the area shown above as irrigated, an area of 10,811 acres 
was flooded with waste water during the kharif, and this brings the total up to 
201,613 acres. This is the best on record, with the exception of the year of 
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great floods, 1878-79, but a larger area came to maturity during 1881-82, as 
no damage was done by the floods and inundlition which in 1878-79 destroyed 
a large proportion of the crops. The area flooded by Avasto water for the 
growth of grass is very nearly the same as in the previous year, being only 
20 acres les8._ It will be seen from the table that the incjrease in area was 
chiefly in the rabbi, when the river was far more favorable than in the begin- 
ning of the season. On the whole, this was a most favorable year for these 
canals. There were f<!W such changes in the river as necessitate the construc- 
tion of new heads. The floods w'^erc high but not dangerous, and there was no 
damage to crops by inundUtion either from the river or from the hill torrents.

There is a falling-oif in the area under the Kot Haiid, Shoria and Dhingdna 
Canals, which was due to the unsatisfactory state of the river at their heads. 
The Mdnka and Ndr ran for nearly the whole year to the great benefit of the 
cultivators, as no charge is made for the additional waterings w'hich they thus

106. In the balance profit is included R2, 29,046 on account of Land Reve- 
nue for previous year ; deducting this sum the net profit for the year is 
Rl,78,967, and the total profit to date E3,61<,9C8. Of the expenditure on 
Maintenance and Repairs, R6,7S3 is from Imperial Funds, and is principally on 
account of the establishment for sujicrvising statute-labor ;tbc balance R15-,902 
is from the Zar-i-nfigha Fund, of which R4,735 is on account of expenditure 
during last year, which was adjusted in the accounts of this year. 

There is an increase of R6,098 in the Establishment charges as compared 
with the previous year. Of this sum R857 is on account of Direction, due to an 
increased expenditure on Maintenance and Repairs ; Rl,,558 to variations in the 
Executive Establishment ; and R2,683 under Revenue is due to the employment 
of 12 additional Mirabs, and to an increase of travelling allowances.

Observations. — Owing to the rapid expansion of railways, a redis£ribu« 
tion of the charges of the several Consulting Engineers as regards inspection of 
new lines previous to their being opened for trafl&c, the half-yearly inspection of 
open lines, and the investigation into accidents, has been rendered desirable. 


Resolution. — The Governor General in Council is accordingly pleased to 
rule, in supersession of all previous orders, that from the 1st J uly 1 883, the 
circles of inspection shall be formed as follows, the Consulting Engineers 
performing the abovementioned duti^ on all those railways stated against 


their names : —

NOETH-WESTEEN PROVINCES AND OUDH LOCAL BOARDS 

BILL. 

The Hon’hle Mr. Quinton moved for leave to introduce a Bill to provide 
for the constitution of Local Boards Jn the North-Western Provinces and 
Oudh. He said : — 

“ My Lord — I have the honour to move for leave to introduce a Bill to 
provide for the constitution of local bodies in each district of the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh, to administer the expenditure of that portion 
of the rates levied on land which is applicable to local purposes in that* 
district, and of the income accruing from certain other sources of revenue 
Itvhich may from time to time be made applicable to like purposes. 

“ Tlie object of the Bill is to give effect to the views of the Government of 
the North-Western Provinces and Oudh on the subject^f local self-govern- 
ment as enunciated in the Resolution of that Government, dated Lucknow, 
6th December 1882, and published, together with the letter of the Home De- 
partment conveying the general approval of the Government of India of Sir 
Alfred Lyalins proposals, in the Local and Imperial Gazettes during the same 
month. 

“ The law at present in force in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh 
does not admit of these proposals being fully carried out. The levy of rates 
in the united Provinces is authorised by Acts III and IV of 1878. Those Acts 
prescribe rigidly the proportions in which the rates levied under them are to be 
allotted by the Local Government to each district, and direct the appointment 
of district committees for the purpose of assisting in determining how the allot- 
ments shall bo ai)plied, and in the supervision and control of the expenditure of 
Buch allotments ; but they leave the appointment of the district committees and 
the definition of theij? functions and authority altogether in the hands of the 
'Local Government ; they allow of the number of members of each committee 
being so small as six,«nd of half even of this small number being Government 
officers ; and they enable the Local Government to divert to general provincial 
objects all balances of the annual allotments remaining unexpended at the 
close of each year. 
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“ The duty, therefore, devolves on me of ashing from the Council leave to 
introduce Bills which will remove these obstacles to giving effect to the Resolu- 
tion interposed by the existing law, and substitute for it enactments under 
which tlie proposals of the Local Government can be brought into operation. 

“ With a few exceptions, on which I need not dwell, as there will be ample 
opportunity for discussing them in Committee, the Bill embodies and throws into 
legislative form the recommendations of the Resolution. 

“ Those proposals have bopn the subject of long and careful deliberatfon 
with the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh. During the 
rainy season of last year, under instructions from His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor and Chief Commissioner, District and Divisional Officers put them- 
selves in communication with the leading non-official gentlemen of their re- 
spective charges, including the members of municipal and district committees. 
Meetings were held at tahsfls by Collectors or their Assistants, and at head- 
quarter stations by Commissioners. The points on which the Government 
wished for informatiqji were fully discussed at these meetings and elsewhere, 
and the outcome of the meetings and discussions was a mass of reports 
filling more than 300 closely printed pages. In August, the Lieutenant- 
Governor convened a large committee at Naini Tal, presided over by the 
Senior Member of the Board of Revenue, and having on it as members three 
Commissioners of Divisions, four District Officers, the heads of the Police 
and Educational Dt^partments, two officers of Ihc Secretariat, one of whom — 
Mr. Woodburn — had been a Deputy Commissioner of long experienc.c and 
great efficiency in Oudh, and four distinguished Native gentlemen, one of them 
—the Hon’ble Raja Siva Prasad — a, Member of tliis Cotincil. 

“ To this Committee were referred for consideration and report the Reso- 
lutions of the Government of India on the subject of lo(;al self-government 
and the orders of the Local Government on the subject of those Resolutions, 
the reports of Divisional and District Officers to Avhich I have above alluded, 
and a draft Bill embodying such provisions of Acts III and IV of 1878, and 
Act XV of 1873, as seamed primd facie applicable to the new arrangements. 

The report of this Committee is dated the 30th September, and its labours 
are thus charixeterised by the Local Government : — 

'To this Committee Sir Alfred Lyall is much indebted for clear and well-reasoned 
conelusions upon all the principal mutters rvfcrrcd for deliberation, psp<jeially upon the met.ho«ls 
best adapted in the present circumstances of the country for carrying out the poli<ry of local 
self-goVeriiment as declared by llis Excellency tl>e Governor General in Council.' 

“ Then followed the Resolution of the 5th December recorded by the Local 
G-ovemm<?nt, accepting, with certain modifications, most of the recommenda- 
tions of th(5 Committee. Bills were drafted to elfe(;t the necessary legislative 
changes, wliich w'hen finally approved of were forwarded to the Government 
of India ; but the Council towards the close of the Cahmtta session was so 
much occupied with more pressing business, th’at there was no time available 
for the consideration of thos<5 measures ; and I am only now in a position to 
introduce the Bills as revised by the Legislative Departmemt. 

“ The North-Western Provinces and Oudh Local Boards Bill, as its preamble 
already quoted sots forth, provides for the constitution of local bodies, in 
svipersession of the existing district committees, to administer the expenditure 
of that portion of the rates levied on land which is applicable to local pur- 
poses in that distiict, and of the income accruing from certain other sources 
of revenue which may, from time to time, be made applicable to the purposes. 

The first, and perhaps most important, point dealt with is the constitution 
of these boards. 

** Power is given by section 3 to the Local Government to divide, for the 
pmrposes of the Act, each district into sub-districts, which will generally corre- 
spond with tahsfls ; and section 4 establishes for each sub-district a local board 
having authority over that sub-district, and for each district a district board 
having authority over the entire district (cantonments and municipalities 
excepted) ; while sections 23 and 24 define the relations of local boards to 
district boards, and the mode in which control by the former is to be exercised

by the latter. The arguments in favour of this are stated by the Local Govern- 
ment in the following passage which I extract from the Kcsolutiou of Decem- 
ber, 1882 : — 

* But for the Provinces generally, the Lieutenant-Governor quite agrees with the argu- 
ments in favour of making the area of eacih subordinate board^s jurisdiction conterminous with 
a tahsil ; and this plan has accordingly been adopted. On the one hand, the formation of 
representative boards for the chief subordinate divisions of each district will ensure better 
knowledge of, and attention to, local wants, more regular attendance at board meetings, closer 
supervision o^r the departments under local management, and prompter and more effective 
execution of local works, than is possible with a single district board meeting only at head- 
quart<‘rs. On the other hand, to make separate and independent units of local administration 
within each district would tend to break up piewmeal the organisation of the district; and while 
increasing the necessity for, would throw serious difficulty in the way of, the constant 
exercise of central direction and control. For it must*be admitted that there is little or no 
prospect of obtaining for sub-divisional boards throughout the Provinces, or even in different 
parts of many districts, an equal standard, or anything like a hivel, of general intelligence and 
working capacity. To set up all these boards as separate administrative bodies would be to ac- 
cjcpt the risk of great and confusing variety in the results of their administration — a risk that 
would be greatest in the remote and backward tracts where intelligence and energy are often 
most required, and where these qualities arc of course least likely to be available on the spit. 
The business of settling matters of tinance and adjusting public interests between the several 
sub-divisional boards concerned in them would cause much correspondence, and would lead 
to the multiplication of petty offices, with the probable conscipieiice of wasting much money 
and time on establishments, and in the premia ration, submission and scrutiny of returns and 
reports. The plan of making the central distri<*t board an aggregate of the sub-divisional 
l>oards is, on the contrary, in many ways favourable to the adjustment of the mutual relation 
between the various subordinate boards and between them and the? centnil hoard ; while it 
appears to be tlie best arrangement for maintaining a consistent and systematic administration 
of local affairs ihrougliitut the district. Moreover, upon no other sysftun could the minor bodies 
generally rely upon securing the membership of the leading men within their jurisdielion ; 
while bistly, the plan has the great advantage of rcdiunng to a minimum the necessity 
for official superintendence and interference. If the sub-divisional boards were independent, 
the expedient of pla(?ing them in different classes for the ])iiri)Ose of graduating their powers 
ac<Jord! ng to the circumstances and conditions of dilTerent parts of the Provinces and of 
districts would in the beginning probably be unavoidable. But all such intermediate classifica- 
tions are apt to affect the simplicity of the broad groundwork and fundaunmtal principle of 
self-government; and the Lieutenant-Governor infinibdy prefers that the district board, whicdi 
will be by far the best judge of the claims aud cajiahilities of each section of its own body, shf.ukl 
delegate the proper degrf*e of jiower and .allot the requisite amount of fumJs to each interior 
circle. It will bn for the district board, as composed of rneml^rs representing all jiarts of the 
district, to act, after full consultation, upon the sysbmi thus sketclie^l out, and to draw up a 
scheme explaining the arrangements nnide for distributing the work of local adrii in ist ration 
to its various subordinate boards, and adjusting their mutual iclations.^ 

I may add that the tahsil is in the North-Western Provinces the smallest 
unit of rovenue-jidrainistnition ; that its area is rarely altered ; that it is well 
known to all residents within it; and tliat it corresponds generally with the 
boundaries of the topographical division of the country known as parganas. 

‘‘The constitution of local bodies l>eing thus provided for, the next stop w- as 
to determine the method of appointing the members of those boards. Sections 
6 and 6 lay down the following broad rules : — At least three-fourths of the 
members of each local hoard must be persons residing or owning landed 
property, or carrying on trade or business, in the sub-district, and must be chosen 
by election. The remaining fourth may he appointed directly by the Local 
Government. 

‘‘ As to the mode of election. Sir Alfred Lyall writes in i)aragraj)hs 7 and 8 
of the Kesolution : — ^ 

^Whether, and to what extent or proportion, the membership of the hoaids should be 
determined by election was spetjially referred for inquiry and opinion t<» all the districts of 
the Provinces; the point was discussed in every district with the result dcscrib(*d in the district 
and divisional reports ; and, as is shown in the Committce^s re])ort, it was closely debatKl by 
the Provincial Committee. The large towns are much alike everywhere ; they are always* 
centres of comparative wealth and intelligence ; they form can.stituenci(‘s easil y represented, and 
their administration is always open to public observation and criticism. But the ordinary 
Indian districts possess noqp i^f these characteristics, and, as far as (?:iu bf* judged from these 
papers, the balance of Native opinion preponderates decidedly against the m nest ricted introduc- 
tion into them of the elective system. Such a step certainly appears in id\ liable at the present 
time, when the state of society varies so widely in different parts of (be » «juulry, when the 
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whole principle of self-government is ilovel and imperfectly understood, and when the practice 
of general election is not only unknown outside the toV^ns, but is apparently not in accord 
with the feelings and ideas of those classes of the community that have the largest interest in 
local self-government, and to whom we mnst look for its success. It is manifest that local 
self-government — meaning a system of administration by the gratuitous exertions of persons 
best acquainted with the charact(Tistics of the neighboiirhocxls in which they are interested, and 
possessed of means, leisure and public spirit enabling and impelling them to devote themselves 
to that administration — c*annot be initiated and <ievelo]>ed into real independence except by 
the co-operation of these classes, represented by men who can lead and will be trusted by the 
community at large. This is how all systems of local representation have begflh in all times 
and countries ; so that it would be remarkable if in such a country as India the best way of 
beginning were found to be by popular suffrage. That the services of such men could be 
secured by open election, that they themselves would seek election or would generally allow 
their names to be submitted for the purpose, seems from all the information hitherto collcct-i 
ed to be^ questionable. If, therefore, we find that the views and prepossessions, as far as they 
have been elicited, of persons qualified to form a judgment on the best mode of initiating 
local self-government in the extensive districts of these Provinces are largely in favour of 
leaving at th(‘ outset the constitution of the locfiil boards more or less in the hands of fjie 
Government, there seems to be no sufficient reason for endeavouring, almost on the spur of the 
moment, to invent any such elective machinery as would necessarily raise numerous and various 
questions of franchise and voting rights, and all the practical difficulties inseparab'e from 
tne attempt to adjust an arbitrary system to the diverse circumstances of the country. In 
short, the solid and universally recognized fatjt that local self-government depends absolutely 
for its success upon the character and ability of those to whom it is entrusted has led the 
Lieutenant-Governor and Chief Commissioner to the conviction that, in inaugurating the 
policy in the districts, a system (if careful and consultative n(»mination by Government of the 
electoml body is preferable to election by untried and unfamiliar methods. Sir Alfred Lyall 
believes that this conclusion is supported by the judgment, and conforms to the present wishes 
of a large majority of the j^eople. 

^ Having regard, then, to the extreme importance of placing in competent hands the duties 
and responsibilities of district administration in the beginning of what is avowcxlly an experu 
ment, and to maintain the continuity of existing arrangements which imply (in such matters 
as, for example, education and sanitation) a standard of (dvilisaliou in advance of the average 
intelligence and culture of Native soedely, the Ideutenant-Governor and Chief Commissioner 
has decided to adopt in principle the recjornmeiidation formulated in the 9th paragraph of the 
Provincial Committee's report. The CominitU^e proposed tliat the Govern ment should nominate 
for each tahsil an electoral body which should eh^ct a certain number of its members to form 
tlio tahsil of snb-di visional board. They advised also that a minimum qualification (on the 
basis of land-revenue or license-tax assessment) should be fixed, and that details might be left 
to be settled by local offi(?ers. But the differences in the distribution of the population, of 
wealth and of property in land between and within different districts are so large and 
manifold, that, after much examination of the question, it has bgen found impracticable 
to fix any comprehensive qualification for election purposes, much loss to devise 
methods of (jauvassing and eleetiou tliat would be cverywliere applicable or universally 
acceptable. Tlie only comprehensive plan that can be laid down at the first introdu,ctioq 
of the system is to (lelcnnine, with reference to the area, revenue and tenures, population, 
wealth, and to other conditions and special features of each siih-di vision, how many 
persons, not being salaried olHoers of the Government, would fairly rejirasent its inhabi^nts. 
and interests. The district officer must then be empower’d to prepare in each distrigt. the 
measures that may be most <;onvenient and appropriate to its ciren instances and peculiarities 
for ascertaining how many suitable persons are availabh^ in its sub-divisions and how they can 
best be chosen. The proceedings taken will be reported to the Government, find the lists of 
electors that are drawn up will be duly placed on record. As soon as tlie lists are complete,^ 
the electors will bo asked to return from among tlndr own body, by such method as may seeni 
appropriate or noc(»ssaiy, the members of the sub-divisional board, who will hold oiHcg for fv 
term of three years/ 

A section w ill be found in the Bill enabling the liocal Government to 
introduce this system ; and any abuse of the power conferred in the direction 
of limiting the number of electors is guarded against by the proviso that the 
persons entitled to vote at the election of a member of a local board shall not be 
less than twonty-fivc. In addition to the elected members, at least onc-fourth 
may be directly appointed by Government. This principle, my Lord, has been 
already accepted by the Council in the case of the Central Provinces, and the 
reasons for it were put forth with great eloquence and force in the debate on the 
Local Self-Government Bill for those Provinces on the 12th of January last, 
by the Hon’ble Sayyad Ahmad Khdn, a Native gentlenian whose ripe experience, 
broad views, sympathy with his countrymen and disinterested and successful 
efforts for their enlightenment must always attach the highest weight to his 
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Bill, 1883.

Opening of the Attock Bridge over the Biver Indus. 

The Governor General in Council having formally authorized the opening 
for public traffic on the 24th May 1B83 of the railway bridge across tlie river 
Indus near Attock, desires to record bis great satisfaction at the masterly 
and expeditious manner in which tliis important engineering work has been 
brought to completion. 

2. The following is a brief description of tlio bridge which has been con- 
structed on a design pr^iared by Mr. G. L. Molesworth, Consulting Engineer 
to tho Government of India for State Railways : the total length over all is 1,651 
feet, comprising two spans of 314 feet and three of. 264 feet each, with 
two short abutment spans ; and the height of rail level above the low water 
level of the river is 142 feet. The girdeijs are of steel with open bracing. 
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and are carried on strongly braced steel piers, founded in rock. The rail- 
way track is on the top of the girder, and a roadway for ordinary , traffic is 
provided on the bottom boom. 

3. Work was commenced on the abutment and pier foundations towards 
the end of 1881, the piers were completed and erection of girders com- 
menced by July 1882, and the firat engine passed over the completed struc- 
ture on the 5th May 1883. 

4. The rapid construction of a work of such magnitude reflects the greatest 
credit on the officers concerned, to whose unremitting exertions and fore- 
thought it is due that the work has been carried through from beginning to 
end without any check ; and llis Excellenoy the Governor General in Council 
has much pleasure in according Iho thanks of the Government of India to 
Mr. F. li. O’Callaghan, Avho has 'throughout been in charge of the work as 
Ifingineer-in-Chief, as well as to the whole of his stall, amongst whom 
Mr. H. Johnson, the Exooutive Engineer in immediate charge of the work, 
and Mr. S. M. Hccquct, Honorary Assistant Engineer, the senior member 
of the Upper Subordinate Establishment, deserve spetdal mention. 

5. The opening of this fine bridge completes the Punjab Northern State 
Railway, and supplies the last link in a continuous chain of railway com- 
munication from Calcutta to Peshawar, a distance of 1,.560 miles. Tlie con- 
stmctioji of a railway from Lahore to Peshawar presented many physical diffi- 
culties ; it had to cross the great rivei'S Ravee, Chenah and Jhcluin, and from 
Jhclum to Peshawar it had to pass through an exceedingly Avild and difficult 
country, intersected by numerous streams and rsingcs of hills, besides the 
river Indus, the opening of the bridge over Avhich has now brought the 
whole to completion. 

6. The l>ridge over the Chenah river is the longest in the Avorld, being 9,300 
feet or over 1^ miles in length; this bridge was opened on the 22nd January 
1876, and named the Alexandra Bridge, by llis Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wales. 

7. Tins railway has passed through several changes since its construction 
was first determined on. It was originally intended to bo carried along the 
Grand Trunk Hoad in itself a magnificent Avork constructed shortly after the 
annexation of the Punjab under Lord Napier of Magdala, and General Sir 
Alexander Taylor), and Avas commenced as a broad gauge, railway in November 
1869. 

8. In April 1870, hoAveA’'er, it Avas decided as a measure of economy te 
change the gauge, and the railway on the metre gauge Avas oi)cned to Wazirabad, 
62 nulcs, in April 1875, and to Jhnl'im C.antonm(!nt, 103 miles, in September 
1876. MeanAvhilc, daring Lonl Northbrook^s viccroyalty, on more mature con- 
sideration of the evils attendant on a break of gauge, on an essentially military 
line of communication, it Avas again decided in August 1874 that the raihvay 
from Lahore to PeshaAvar, in continuation of tliQ line from Calcutta to Lahore, 
should be a broad gauge lino ; and, looking to the importance of maintaining 
the Grand Trunk Road iulaet as a road, it Avas deemed best that the broad 
gauge line should be constructed on an entirely ucav alignment. 

9. The (construction of the new broad gauge lino was commenced early in 
1875, and it was opened to Jhelum in October 1878, when the metre gauge 
line A\'as removed from tin? Grand Trunk Road, and the lattt;r work restored 
to its full us(?f Illness. The wisdom of the final decision to make this railway 
on the broad gauge was abundantly verified during the recent Afghan war, 
for — 

1,£3,000 men, 

1S),500 horses, ponies and mules, 

2,500 c.'irts, 

21,500 tons of militiiry material, 

were transported hy it, although open only as far as Jhelum until 1st January 
1880, Avhoii the short oxtensiou to Rnhtial was opened. As soon as it was seen 
that war with Afghanistan AA\as imminent; orders were issued to press on the 
work through the very -difficult country between Jhelum and RaAval Pindi and 
on to the Indus at Attoek, and by very great exertions (Avork being carricid 
on bv night as Avell as hy day at several of the bridges by mcxins of the 
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electric light) the railway was opened to Rawal ^ Pindi in October 1880, and 
to Attock in January 1881.

STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Titt? existing law resfteclirig the consfitulinn and functions of district committees in the 
North- Wf>st(‘ru PiOviners and Oudh is contained in Acts III and IV of 1S78. Those Acts, 
while diree.i g iho lineal (Tovernim nt to make allotimmls for local purposes to each district 
from the rates h vicl und'^T them, yet enable the (lovernment to a])pro])riate for the benefit 
generally of the N »rth- Western Proviu(‘es or Oudh, as the ease may he, the balances of su«'h 
allotments remaining unexpeudetl in each district at the close of the year, and thus prevent all 
continuity in bH*4il financial administration. 

2. T’ley also, while e.stablishi ng committees for the propose of determining how allotmenta 
shall be ap])lied, and of supervising ami controlling such allotments, leave the ap])()intmcnt of 
the.<e committees and the definition of their functions and authority altogether in the hands 
of the Lieutenant-Governor or Chief Commissioner. 

3. In acc >rdancc with the pro])osals for the extension of local self-government enunciated 
by the Govern miMit of the North-Western PDvimres and Oudh in its resolution of 5th Decem- 
ber, l8S2, fresh legislation is now necessary in ord<T to constitute local bodies for smaller areas, 
and to imp se u])()n district hoards more extensive duties and confer upon them greater financial 
and administrative iiide[)e:ulence. 

4. With th’s object the Bill has been drawn np. It has been drafted on lines laid down by 
the Local Government after consultation with its most experienced officers and with non-offieial 
gentlemen ihrougliont the provinces most competent to give advice on the subject. Its principal 
provisions are as follows. 

6. Sections 3 to 12 provide for the constitution of local bodies in each district. 

6. The Local Government is empowered by to lion 3 to divide every district into sub- 
districts, exchiding military cantonments and munici])alitie8. 

7. For each sub. district there will be established a local board, and for each district a 
district board. 

8. Tlie district hea-d will ordinarily consist of the members of the local boards, 

but power is reserved to Government to direct that it shall consist only of delegates chosen from 
the local b< ards to m|efr cases where the total nnmiier of members of local boards would 
constitute too huge a bo<ly for the efficient transaction of business. 

9. The quid ficat ions for members of the local boards are contained in section 5, and such 
members must be elected, except in case of one-fourth ()f the bomd, who may be nominated by 
the Government. This principle of nomination has been already accepted by the Council in 
the Central Provinc.'s Ijocal Self-government Act. The electoral body may he constituted

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10. Provisipns are next made for the terra of office of members of the board, for their 
resignation, removal, for filling* up casual vacancies among them, for the incorporation of 
district boards, and for fixing a time for their coming into existence. 

11. Sections 13 to 20 deal with the appointment of chairmen and vice-chairmen of dis- 
trict and local boards. Both may elect vice-chairmen. Local boards may elect their own chair- 
man, and district boards most, within a certain time after coming into existence, decide at a 
special meeting whether they will elect their chairman or leave the appointment to be made 
bjr the Local Government. 

12. These provisions are mainly in aecordanix? with the views elicited at public meetings 
held throughout the North-Western Provinces and Oiulh, with the recommendations of the 
provincial committee, and the opinion of II is Honour the Lirutcnant-Goveriior that fi)r 
a time at least, unless there he a strong expression of ])opiiIar feeling to the contrary, it is 
expedient that the district officer should be chairman of the district board. 

13. The duties of district boards arft enumerated in section 22. Among these is the 
managements of ferries made over to them by (jovernment. The Northern India Ferries Act 
vests the immediate superintcmience of every public ferry in the Magistrate or some other officer 
duly appointed, except where the Local (lovernment makes over the superintendence of a ferry 
situated within municipal limits to a inunicij);ility. Si'ction t 0 of the Jiill adds a section to the 
Northern India Ferries ^ct, giving eorresjx>iidiiig powers to make over the management of 
ferries and their proceeds to district boards. 

14. Sections 23 and 24 define the r(‘lations between district and local boards, and the con- 
trol to be exercised by the former. The smaller is to be the agent of the larger bo<^ly, which 
may revei*se or vary any ordei's of a local board within the district under certain conditions 
laid down. 

15. Section 25 gives power to <listricfc boards to appoint joint committees for any pur- 
pose, such as a long line of coinmuaication, in which they may l)e jointly interested. 

16. Sections 2t? tf) 30 lay d>>wn general rules for the conduct of business, and provide 
for the views of departmental officers on subjects connected with tlieir departmeuts being 
brought before the district bvjard by those oilicers in person, as well as for the record of the 
resolutions of the board and the communication of them to the Magistrate of the disirict 
within 10 days. 

17. Sections 32 and 33 enable the district hoard, sub j(‘ct to gcmeral or syiecial orders of the 
Local Government, to appoint such oflicjers and servants as are necessary for the proper dis- 
charge of its duties, and to ajjpoint as secretary one of its members, or, with the sanction of the 
Commissioner, an outsider. 

The limitations on the power of appointment are made, as it is necessary that certain 
officers of the provincial establishments employed in the departments made over to the 
board should be taken over ; and as mu‘*h of the routine work will be in the hands of the 
secretary, it is desirable that, wdieu a salary is attached to that ollice, there should be some 
guarantee that an incapable man is not a}/pointed. 

18. Section 3o establishes a district fund, which shall be at the disposal of the district 
board for the disrbarge of its duties under the Bill. 

The principal items will consist of the alK>tment8 from local rates prescribed by Acta 
III and IV of 1378, and of assigntnents from proviuc-ial revLMiucs ; but various petty sources of 
income are also made over, and it is cxfiectiMl that the closer irupervision to be hoped for from 
the local boards will develop them to a considerable extent. 

19. The subject of control by the Executive is dealt with in sections 38-42. The powers 
conferred are almost identical with those in tlie Central. Provinces Local Self-government Act, 
with the addition tlLut authority has been given to tho Cominissimif^r to suspend, and to the 
Local Government to rescind, any single act, order or resolution of the board that is in excess 
of its powers. 

It is considered advis:ible that Governm mt should liave this power, to be exercised in 
oases where it might think it undesirable to report to the heroic remedy of supersession. 

20. Section 45 gives power to the Local Givernment to make forms and rules consistent 
with the Act. These are much the same as the corresponding powers in the Central Provinces 
Act. 

21. Sections 50, 51 and 52 deal with those exceptional localities to which the whole or 
some of the provisions of this Act may be deemed unsuitable. In territories so vast, and among 
E population characterized by such differences in knowledge, habits and modes of thought, as 
those of the North-Western Provinces and Oadh, such tracts must bo met with; and it is not 
desirable to insist on the residents of them being forced to accept an Act which would prove 
inoperative if not mischievous. 

22. When the provisions as to eleotion only are deemed unsuitable, the Local Government 
will appoint the members of the local boards; but when the whole Act is unsuited to tho dis- 
trict, a district committee shall be appointed in such manner, shall perform such duties, and 
shall be placeil in possession of such funds from the Ivx^al rates allotments as the Local Govern- 
ment shall prescribe.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Mun I nr Ai. Committees in the North-AVcsterri Provinces and Oudh are at present con- 
8titub*d and ^^Miided in t be e\ooution of their functions by Act XV, 1873, the North-Western 
Provinces ami Oiulh ]\lunicipalities Act of that year. 

That Act ^ives ])lenarv ])owers to the Local Government to .appoint ordinary and rjn oflirio 
memhers of inunicii>al eoinmittces. It loaves to the LocaK rovernment to determine absolutely 
whelher in any munieip:iliiy of the united provinces momlxu's sliall be elected or not, and 
if confers ujinn it the power of appoint in<if rx offirio members to the extent of one-third of the 
total number of tlui eoinmittce, a ])owcr very <;enerally acted on. 

2. ih(' manner (»f election, where elections allowed, is under the Act regulated solely 
bytlio Local fjovernnicnt wilboiit ivleriMicc to the parties most eoncermxl, and (Visual vacancies 
are filled up by direet appoiiiiinent by the same authority, or are not filled up at, all. 

3. The Local (loveriinient may also appoint the yiresident and vice-presidents of all eom- 
mlltces, ami may uncomlititmally cancel, suspend or limit any of the proeeedinjjs, byc-laws or 
rules of (be eommittces and abolish any tax imposed by them. 

•1*. Section .‘U of the Act further im]»oses on a municipality without any restriet-ion the 
oblii»'.‘itii)U of ]*rovidinjL^ f<n* the maintenance of a police-establishment, the effect of whi(;h lias 
frequently been to throw on mimioipalities a laro-e ])ortion of the charge for ])olice kept up for 
the prevent h»u and delcetion of crime and the apprehension of offenders a^'uinst the general 
law of the land. 

5. 1 hp-«e provisions are Inf'xmsistent with the propos.als for the extension of local self- 
jjovornment enunciated by the (lovernmont of the North- Wostoru Provinces and Oudli in its 
resolution dated nth Deceniher, 1882. 

6. The ])resent Bill has Iw'en drafted to enable the Local Government to carry these pro- 
posals into etlect, ])ut forward after consultation with the most experienced ollicers of the provin- 
ces, with the members of exist inj^ municipal committees and numerous non-official gentlemen. 

7. itiXeept in the provisions necessary to carry out the object above s]XHiified and in tUo 
arrangement of chapters and sections, the Bill follows closely the present Municipal Act, 
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8. Chapter I contains the usual preliminary nfatter, and prescribes the course to be fol- 
lowed when it is intended to introduce the Act into any local urea for the iirst timej or into 
existing municipalities. 

9. Chapter II deals with the organisation of municipal boards. 

These are to consist of members elected in the manner prrscribed by the Local Govern- 
ment^ and of a certain proportion of uominalcd members, m.t to exceed onc-fourth of the whole. 

The principle of nomination has been alrrjuly a<*ceptcd in the C’eniral Provinces, and is 
meant to provide aj^ainst the danger of classes of the cvjmm unity bein^ overridden by hostile 
majorities. 

10. Before making rules for determininir the system of representation and election, the 
Local Government is re*quired by sections Sand 9 to inform itself of the sense of the community 
on these subjects. 

11. Section 18 leaves tbc election of tbc*ir otvn cli‘urmr*n to munieipal boards, with the 
exception of such miinieipalities as the Local (b>vei nun rit may, from time to time, by 
notification, exempt from tlie optUMtion of thi.s section. In these latter the chairman will be 
appointed by the Local Government. 

This exception is meant to meet cases where an ofiioer of Govi'rumont must remain 
chairman, at least for a period, either in mdvu- that ho may have time to transfer functions and 
accounts often onerous and coTnplicate<l to a in*n-otlIcial snece.ssor, or for lack of a qualified non- 
otlicial to deal with special c ire um .stances, or by reason of the expressed wish of the municipal 
board itself. 

12. Section 21 contains a provision, not in tbc existing Act, enabling munieipal boards 
to appoint joint committees for any purpose itt which they may be jointly interested. 

13. Power to appoint I'tiicor.s and servanls neeo.s ary for the pmformance of ils duties 
is given to the board by seetii ns 33 and 3 1, and tlu* n))pointin(ait of an ollict'r of Government 
or of an outsider as secret.iry is made snbj< ct tn tl e sanction of tin* Coiniiiissioner. It is ob- 
viously impossible to allow boards to a])p >int to such <if]ice Gov«M‘nmenl servanis against the 
wish of Government, and it is iieccssarv to take s.nne onarantee again.st llie ap]H)intiriont of an 
incapable man as paid seendary; es|u‘cially wilb a non-oliicial chairman the ollice of secretary 
to the municipal Ijoard will be one <»f great imj» >rtancc. 

It. Chapter 111, on taxation, varies but Hlth? from the existing Act. 

1.5, Chapter IV, on tlu* powers andduti- s of tin* boards, groups togedber all the duties of 
the boards in what is thought to bo the order of theic obligation, and simplifies the rules of 
tho existing Act as roganls nuisances. 

13, Cluipti'r V deals vvitii tho .snbjc 't of control. Tin* provisions are similar to those of 
the Central Provinces 1j( cal JScir-governnicnt Act, uiththc cxft‘])tiori tliat the Commissioner 
may at once suspend, and the Local (loverninent nseind, any act, order or resolution of the 
board which is manifestly in exci'ss of its powers. 

This authoriiy is given to provide fur cases which may not be of a nature grave enough to 
call for the penalty of supersession. 

17. Section 00 empowers tho Local GoveriinKiiit to frame forms and make rules on cer- 
tain matters therein specified. 

IS. Cha])ler VI contains miscellaneous provisions as regards the conduct of litigationj 
penalties on, and liabilities of, members, acqiiij^it ion of land, and the like. 

19. Chapter VII enables the Local Government to t*xeinpt fnmi the provisions of the Act 
regarding election munici])alitics to wbi(*li it eon-aiders such provisions to he iinsiiitc*d, and, with 
the previous sanction of the Governor General in Chaineil, to wilhdiaw from the operation of 
this^ct, or of the North-Westt*rn Provinces and (liulli Alunicipalitics Act of p573, any local 
area to which either of those Acts may have* been applifnl. 

This latter power is d('emed neeessarv, as cases .sometimes occur where a mnniei^iality has 
been cstablishefl in a place which experience proves to be unfit for municipal institutions, or 
where change of circumstances may have reiKh»ivd such iiistitiitimis iinsnitablc, and it would 
be improper in such cases to insist on tho Act nuiiaining in foiee for ever. At tliC same 
tunc, the power is one wliicdi should be excn i.M'd with great caution, as it is a more s(*rioiis 
matter to withdraw a ]irivileg’e once eonforred than to williliold it in the first instance; 
and the Ijocal Government has thereCore beim dobarre<l from acting on the section unless with 
the previous sanction of the Governor General in Council.

(iKNEiiAL RB^^AHKa. — Slip'll! rain lias fallon in varyini^ qiiantil ins lliTon|>liout the Mailrns Presid- 
ency, and in snveral districts ol the Denial Prcsidciny it has iiccai very heavy. In British Burma and 
Mysore and Coor*^ the rainfall has heem general, ami in the Sylhet and Caehar districts of Assam has 
been disastrously and iinprcc(‘dent(*dly heavy. Sli^^ht rain has also fallen in buir districts of the Nortli- 
Western Provinces and Oudli and in two districts of the Bfmihay Presidency. .I‘]lsc\vhere tliure has 
been little or none to report.

I, — An address, the s<de or ])rineip:vl obj(^*t of which is to promote or op] )Ose a measure 
of Imperial h*^islation, or one whi(*h bears immediately upon general questions of 
Imperial policy, may be sidimitted direct to the Governor General in Council. 


R i: S O E U T I O N . 

The foregoing Rule must bo read with, and be licld to be subject to, Rule 
11 of the Rules for the Oonduc.t of the Ijcgislative Business of the Council, 
which relates to Bills acrtually pending hedbre the Coaiicil of the Governor General 
for making Laws and Regulations, and is as follows : — ■ 

Commiinieations on niidiers coiiuectcd with any Bill hefore the Council may be 
addressed either in tlie form of a ])etitif)n to the Governor General in Council, or in a letter 
to the Secretary, and must in either case be sent to the Sccredary. Ordinarily such com- 
municaiiouB will not be answered. 

Except in the case of the High Court at Fort William, sucdi communications from courts, 
officials, or public bodies shall onlinarilp be sent throng k the Jjocal Government,

No. 6'>W.T. — 145, dab'il 20th oVTarch 188!i 
submitting Itevonne RejKirt of Itio Irrigation Di-partmciit iu Sind for 18S1-S2, and 
Resolution of the Govcrniueiit of Bombay tiioreon. „ 

Obsbrvattons. — The capital cxpcnditui’e during the year under review 
amounted ta H3,95,0(56, and the total outlay incurred under this head up 
to the end^of the year to R{)0,93,03 1, including direct and indirtict charges. 
Of this amount, R23,(59,777 had hceii expetultul on Productive Euhlic Woi'lcs, 
and R07,.23,257 on other Irrigation AVorks for which Cajiital and Revenue 
Accounts are kept. 

2. The gross receipts from all sources amounted to R30,ll<,828, being 
nearly lf> per cent, iu excess o£ those for the ])revious year ; the mainten- 
ance charges, direct and indirect, to Rl3,l(»,203; and the net revenue to 
R17,28,G26. The net revenue from Productive Puhlic AVorks retui’ncd G per 
cent., and that from other Irrigal ion AA%)rks for which Capital and Revenue 
Accounts arc kept 9‘15 per cent., on tlic total capital outlay to the end of the 
year. 


3. The total area cultivated under the canals during the year amounted to 
1,601,981 acres, being 7 '3 per cent, iu excess of that of the previous year, but 
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tlio assessed revenue (fl34,74,351) was 18 per cent, in excess of that of 
1880-81. The disjn'opoi'tiou between the increase in the area under cultivation 
and the assessed revenue is partly due to an increase of revenue on “kharif” 
lands, hut mainly to the revision of settlements which is now going on as the 
old settlements fall in, and a steady increase in revenue is anticipated from this 
cause for many years to come. 

4. The irrigating duty obtained from the water varied from about 36 to 65 
acres per cubic foot per s(‘Cond, and was on the whole rather above the average 
of the previous ytiar. On the Eastern Nai’a, on which the average duty was 
64'75 acres per cubic foot per second, the duty obtained in irrigation of rice was 
about 60 acres, and in irrigation of “ dry crops ” about 120 acres per cubic foot 
.per second.' • 

6. The maintenance charges were considerably above the average of the 
previous five years owing to the necessity for special clenrances of the canals, 
which h'tid been somewhat ncgletitcd in jirovious years from the greater necessity 
for comph'tion of flood einbankiuents. The SniicrintendingEngincerstatesthat 
lt7'28 lakhs may be c.onsidered as the nominal allowance for the proper mainten- 
ance of canals and embankments, and R2'35 lakhs for establishments, making a 
total of about 9 5 lakhs of rupees as tin? ordinary annual allotment I’cquircd ; but 
this appears to be rather a narrow estimate of ri^qu'i remen ts, as the average 
outlay of the 5 years ending on March 31st, 1881, amounts to 11' KJ lakhs of 
rupees. The Commi.ssioncr in Sind states that much yet remains to be done, 
and is confidimt that, if liberal grants arc maintained fora few years longer, the 
results will be even more satisfactory than those given in the report under 
review. 

6. The revenue charges arc given in paragraph 6 of the Superintending 
Engineer’s report as R2,7 1,070, and amount to 8'82 per cent, on the actual 
realisations of canal revenue, whiidi arc shown in paragraph 10 as amounting to 
1131,01,939. The charge seems high, unless detailed measurements and assess- 
ments arc annually made of the irrigated areas. 

7. The Government of India agrees fully with the Government of Bombay 
in considering that no necessity exists for making any alteration in the present 
method of accounting for the canal revenue, as the share of the land revenue 
duo to the canals is flxed and duly credited to these works in the Administra- 
tive Accounts.

1883 — Submitting, with his remarks, the Annual Revenue Report of the Irrigation 
Department in Sind for 1881-82. 

Endorsement hy the Commissioner in Sind, No. 413, dated 27th January 1883 — Sub- 
mitting the abov^ report with his observations thereon. 


Resolution. — The inundation of 1881 was on the whole a favorable one, 
and in its results above the average. 

2. The steady increase in the area of cultivation, omitling years of 

Hood, is extremely salisCaijtory, indicating, as it does, that the protective 
ehibanknients of i-eceiii constriudion are being elTiciently maintaiued, and that 
ruined lands are again being gradually brought under cultivation. 

3. No increase in rahl cultivation can be looked for until the existing 
conditions arc somewhat modified by the introduction of a certain quantity of 
perennial water into some of the canals which will admit of such a system 
being economically carried into elVoet. 

4. The increase in the Irrigation revenue of over G;]; lakhs of rupees on the 
average of the five preccaling ycaars is satisfactory proof that the revised system 
of assessment is already bojiring fruit, and further that the additional sum 
expended since 187‘J-8() on the maintenance and repairs of canals and embank- 
ments has yielded a substantial return. 

6. Both the Commissioner and Superintending Engineer for Irrigation in 
Sind agree that, as the revised system of assessment is extendeil throughout the 
province, combined with a liberal grant for canal clearances, the revenue may 
bo exiiocted to inci’caso annually for some years to come. 

0. The decrease of nwenuo on the Eastern Nara for the year under review 
is fully explained. The protective emhankments are now making good pro- 
gri'ss, and the lands that have been injured hy Hoods will soon ho recovered. 
When com]dete immunity from floods can hi? guaranteed, the vetui-ns from all 
the canals under this system will I'apidly increase : and the sujiply channel at 
Rohri can then hi; deepened sufiiciently to ensure a proper rubi supply for tlie 
Mithrao and Thar canals. 


7. The expenditure on maintenance and repairs for the Avhole province 
during 1881-82 was 1110,98,941, or 111,58,233 more than in 1880-81. The 
result of this large additional outlay will be seen in the report for the next 
year 1882-83. 

8. The normal amount required annually for the proper mainteuance of 
the canals and emhankments is said to be about R7y lakhs, or, including 
establishment charges, about 9;} lakhs. 

9. The percentage of cost of establishment in 1881-82 works out to about 
24 ; that of expenditure on revenue to about 40 ; and the cost of maintenance 
per acre of cultivation to 13| annas. 

10. The Snpci’intending Engineer for Irrigation has correctly interpreted 
the intention of Government in tlio 9th paragraph of liis report. Credit should 
be given in the accounts of all the canals for the difference of assessment on 
jaghir lands. The Examiner of Public Works Accounts should he requested 
to revise the General Abstract of Financial Results of Irrigation Works iu 
Siud for, and up to the close of, 1881-82 accordii gly. 


11. Tho Commissioner concurs with the Superintending EnginoiT that the 
present arrangement oE^srliowing tlu? Irrigation share of tho consolidated rate 
under the head Indirect in the General Abstract of Financial Results of Irriga- 
tion Works is apt to mislead. Government, however, consider that there is no

necessity for any change in the form of keeping the accounts of Irrigation 
works in Sind whi<;h has been ordered by tlui Government of India. 

Tlie value of tlui canals as Irrigation works cannot be ov('rlooked so long 
as the share of the land revenue, under the consolidated rate system, due to or 
dependent on tlm Avorks, is properly credited in the accounts ; and this share 
has bt?eu tix<!d at 90 per cent. 

12. The Commissioner brings prominently to notice the importance of the 
Kashmor lluml, and the highly satisfactory way m which, under severe pres- 
sure, it stood and answered the purposes for whi<5h it Avas constructed. He 
also re(!ords his t)pinion that the rtisults of all the dilTerent canals, as detailed by 
the Supcirintending Engineer, are .satisfactory. Eor .all these good results, great 
credit is due'tcf Colonel LeMesurier and the Executi\'e Engineers under his 
control. 

1.3. Noav that the embankments in Upper Sind have been completed and 
only require to he carefttlly maintained and Avatched during the inundation 
season, those in LoAver Sind are being taken in hand. As regards the provision 
of special funds for lln; purpose. Government .aAvait the receipt of some definite 
proposals, Avith detailed plans and cstimati?s, for the ncecssai’y Avorks. 

14<. Copii's of the report .and of the Commissioner’s endorsement, together 
with the observations of this Govemnnuit thereon, siiould, as usual, be for- 
Avarded to the Govasrnment of India and the Secretary of State. 


Kxtract from the rroceotlings of the CommisHionor iu Sind, -No. 413, dated 27th January 1883. 

Read — 

Letter No. 16‘5, rhitod ISfli .Taunary 1883, from Hie SiiperintoTiding Kof'inoer for Irriga- 
tion iu Siud, subuiiltiiig Irrigation llcveuuc Report for tlie year 18') 1-82. 


Submitted to Government. 

2, This report (sxplains fully tlie revenue rc.sults of the year. The inun- 
dation of 1881 A\'as a favorable one, though at one time OAving to tins lowness 
of the river in July and August, apprehensions Avere entertained that the crops 
wore likely to sulVer serious loss. The tim3ly rise of the river iu September 
removed these? fears, aud as it continued higli, and the canals contained water 
till a late date, the crops AVere above the avemge*, and the Irrig.ation revenue 
was unusually huge, being no lc.ss than K6,29,8l!i in excess of the average of 
the previous five y(?ars. These figures, it must he remarked, refer to assess- 
ments, not actual colh^ctioiis. 


3. This large inei'case is attributed by the Superintending Engineer to the 
introduction of the revist'd system of assessment, and this, tlusre eau bo no ques- 
tion, has had a gr(!at dc.al to do Avith it : Imt a gr»'at deal is also due to the reeul-’ 
tiv.ation of lands, which had been left uncultivated, OAving to the successive 
floods noAV forluiiat»‘ly kept out by the Kashmor .and otlua* proteeliv(? erah.ank- 
ments; and also to general causes, for, as the tabh; in the following paragraph 
of the report shows, tho increase has been A'ory general all over Sind, and not 
confined to the parts Avhere revised nates have laieii introduced. Another reason 
th.at has largely eoiilrihuted to tin? increase has been the state of the Western 
Nara, one of the largest canals in the Shik.arpur and Karachi districts, which 
in the previous ye.ar failed very seriously, owing to tho set of the river against 
its mouth, hut Avhich worked satisfactorily during the yeur. The increase in 
kharif cultivation has really been considerably larger than tho table given in 
para. 3 shows, for, as Colonel LeMesurier has pointi?d out, kharif lauds flooded, 
but culti\^ated with rahi crops in seasons of flood, have been entered under the 
head of kharif, hee.ause so classed at the time of settlement. Tho present 
method of reeorditig cultivation is undoubtedly defective, hut this is not the 
place to discuss how it can best bo improved. 

4. The inipi'OA’^cd results described by the Superintending Engineer arc also 
due in no small degree to tho endeavours recently made to imjji’ove the canals. 
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and clear them more thoroughly than had been done for long, for, as the Super- 
intending Engineer remarks, ho had been compelled in sonnj previous years to 
neglect clearance's in order to obtain funds for protective emibankments. The 
increased expenditure on canals may be said to have commenced in 1879-80, 
when, as shown in para. C, 116,87,102 wore expcndeMl on works. In 1880-81 the 
expenditure rose to K7,32,956, and in 1881-82 to R8,80,0M. The results are 
now beginning to bo apparent, and a return being reef‘iv<jd which shows the 
wisdom of placing the canals in thorough order, and koe])ing them in it. Much 
yet remains to be done, but the Commissiomir is conlident that if liberal grants 
arc continued for a few y(?ars longer, the results will bo even more gratifying 
than those described in the present report. 

5. The Commissioner observes that the Superintending Engineer has 
throughout used the figures supplied by the lilxaminer, I’uhlic IV\)rks Aw^ounts, 
and as this is what Government has din^cted, tlie only ligur<!s it is mvessary 
for the Commissioner to draw attention to are those; whicli show consolidated 
land revenue, as giv«m in Table VII. In this lahle the consolidated revenue 
is entered as being 1137,0.5,171. This, unforltinately owing to a mistake, 
for which the Collectors of Hyderabad and Karachi — not the Examiner — are 
responsible, is not correct, the correct figure being R37,‘10 220. The dilference 
represents the village cess lovi(;don land revenue under Bom hay Act IV of 1881 
in the talukas into w'hich revised settlements have recently been introduced. 
Instructions have been given to prevent a similar error in ful ure. 


6. The Superintending l^ngineer has, in paras. 1 1 to 16, raised the question 
whether the present mctlnxl of classing recci2)ts under the head of “direct” and 
“indii’ect” is suited to Sind. In other Brovinc(?s he ])oinls out “ owmn’s’ rate*’ 
and “ water advantage rate” ai*e entered as indin'ct I’cceijits, while w’alcr rates 
appear us “ direct ” revenue ; but in Sind 90 2 >gi’ cent, of the consolidated 
revenue, which includes water rate, is entered as “ indinict.” Tlu^ Commissioner 
agrees wdlh Coloncd LcsMesiuaer that the prcjscnt arrangement is misleading ; 
but, on the other hand, the whole 90 per cent, w'ould not, according to the 
system in force elsewhere, apjiear under the h(?ad “ direct ” revenue ; so that,' if 
what is desired is to have one system in all I’rovinccjs, some further change than 
that suggested by Colomd LeMesuricr w*ould have; to he madti. AYliethcr such 
a change is really ncicessary or desirable, the Annual Ueport is not the place to 
discuss, and therefore the Commissioner will not further i)ursue the subject. 


7. The Kashmor embankment, in sjute of the severe test to which it w'as 
exposed, stood well, and it is highly satisfactory to find this very important 
work answering so admirably. 

8. The Superintending Engineer gives, as usual, details for all thedilTerent 
canals : it is not neciissary for the Commissioner to review' the.se details ; it may 
suffice to say that the results are satisfactory. 

9. Th(! Commissioner is glad to notice that the junbankmeuts in Lower 
Sind are now “ being taken up as a whole.'* Tlie emhankmenls in Ui)per Sind 
may now' be said to he in good order, but those in liower Sind stil! leave much 
to be desired; and until this has been seen to, and cult iva lion made less risky, 
no large increase in rtwenue can be looked for. Now, too, that rcv(‘mie survey 
oj)er{ttions are being rajiidly pushed on in Jjow'er Sind, every hel}) should be 
alforded to cultivators : the old and very faulty lease sysfinn w ill ct.-aso, as the 
settlement is extended, and a veiy large increase of revenue n\ay confidently 
be lookcal for, if only agricultural oi)eralions can be carried on in safety. In 
his 70th paragraph, the Superintending Engineer observes that special funds 
will be requiivd for the work to be done in Lower Sind, and the Commissioner 
trusts that Colonel LcMcsnrier will bring to notice Avhat sums are r('.[iiired, as 
he fully concurs with that officer in the opinion that tlu're ought to he no 
cause of complaint of insufficient return for the outlay “as far as the whole 
district on both banks (of the Indus) south of Jerruek is concerned. ”

— Such Commander shall not, except as hereinafter provided, allow any eom- 
munication, either with the pilot boat, except orally, or with the shore, 
or with any other vessel or boat in the liarbour. 

Ill,— Iinmcdmtely on anjf such arrival being signalled, tlio Ileal th Ofllcci of the 
port shall go along'^ide the Yes.sol, and, if communication n ilh tlic slioio is 
desired, shall direct the Commander to take the vcssid to the quarantine 
anchorage, duly appointed and notified in that Ixdialf hy the Kesiden , 
there to remain for a period of seven days from the date oi arrival m 
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the harbour, and undergo disinfection, which should apply as well to 
crew, passengers, effects and susceptible goods. The Health Officer 
8h^l also direct the Commander to prohibit, during thejieriod for which 
the vessel remains at the qitarantinc anchorage as aforesaid, all com- 
munication, oxc(jpt such as is hereinafter provided for, between such 
vess(d and tlie shoiv, or otlu'r vessels and boats in the harbour. If com- 
munication with the shore is not required, the vessel shall not enter the 
inner harbour, and no communication in any way shall bo allowed with 
the julot boat, except orally, or with the shore, or with any vessel or 
boat in the harbour. 

IV.— If during tlio period a vessel is at the quarantine anchorage .aforesaid, any 
case or cases of cholera should occur on board, the said vessel shall 
remain in (juarantine for a period of seven days from the date of the 
• last case occurring, and be subject to all the prohibitions provided for in 
Rule III. 

V.— When any vessel has hcen placed in quarantine as aforesaid, the Health 
Officer may, direct th<; removal of so many of the passengers and crew 
as may not bo suiforing fi’om illness, and whoso services m<ay not bo 
required on board the vessel, to such particular spots as may from time 
to time be selected by the llesideut as places of quarantine, there 
to remain for a period of seven days. If a case of cholera occurs among 
such passengers and crow during any such period, they shall remain 
in a place of quarantine for a period of fifteen days from the date of the 
occurrence of the last case of such illness. 


VI.— Any mails or cargo which may be brought by any vessel so arriving shall 
bo landed un(l<!r such precautions as the Health Officer may deem 
necessary to prevent the spi*ead of the disease. 

VII.— It will be the duty of the Port Officer to facilitate the conveyance to all 
vesse ls in quarantine of such supplies of provisions, stores and other 
articles as may be required by those on board. Such supplies will be 
placed on the boats of the vessels in quarantine to be subsequently 
removed by members of their crew’s. 

VIII.— All vessels arriving at Aden which may liave communicated wdth vessels 
coming from the port of Bombay shall be subjected to the same quaran- 
tine as vessels aiTiving at Aden from the port of Bombay.

Sjirits of all kinds m»t ex(^eedinj^ in alcoholic 
strenjj^th those permitted to be manufactured l>v 
the Siamese Government in Siam may be import- 
ed and sold by Bril ish sulqects on paynumt of the 
same duty as tliat levied by the Siamese excise

Bangkok^ and no change in tho excise duties sh.all 
affijct British subjects until after tho expiration 
of six months from the date at which such notice 
shall liave been eommuiiicated by the Siamese 
(roverninent to Her Majesty's Representative at 
Bangkok. 

Article II. 

The testing of spirits imported into the king- 
dom of Siam by British subjects shall be carried 
out by Euroi>ean officials nominated by the Siam- 
ese autlioriiie.s, aiul by an etpial number of 
experts nt)minated by Her Majesty's Consul. 
In case of dilTtu-enee the parties shall nominate a 
third person, who shall act us umpire. 

Article III. 

The Siamese Government may stop the import- 
ation by British sub jfHjts into Siam of any s’pirits 
which, on examination, shall be proved to be 
deleterious t«> the public; health ; and they may 
give notice to the importers, consignees, or holders 
thereof to export the same within tliroe months 
from the dale of such notice, and if thi.s is not 
done the Siamese Government may seize the said 
spirits and in.ay dostiT)y them, provided always 
that in all such eases the Sianu'se Government 
shall he bound to refund any duty wliich may have 
been already })aid tluu-con.

It is therefore clearly understood that British 
Rub jc<.*ls are not bound to conform to the provi- 
sions of the present Agreement to any greater 
extent than the subjects of other nations are so 
bound.

STATEMENT OE OBJECTS AND IlEASOXS. 

The present law regulating the con4itution and functions of district committees and ])ro- 
viding for local (other than inuni(;ipal) tiixation in the Panjab is contained in Act V of 
1878. In iwldition, however, to the local rale levied on land under that Act, whicli falls 
at 8 pies on the rupee of the annual value, which, for the puri>oses of the Act, is assumed to be 
double the land- revenue, other cesses are levied under tlie name of road, school and distric't- 
post cesses, calculated at a iK*rcentnge upon the land-rcveiiue, which usually amounts to 2i per 
cent. more. The levy of these cesses was provided for at tin? time of the settlement of the 
land-revenue of each district as a part of the settlement-arrangements, and in a few 
districts they arc levied at a rate somewhat different from that prevailing in other parts of the 
province. The general result, however, is that the rates and e(?sses fall at 10^ pics on the 
rupee of assumed annual value, or at 10| per cent, on the land-revenue. 

2. The main object of the present Bill is to give effect to the proposals for the extension 
of local self-government explained by the Panjab Government in its Resolution No. 1777, 
dated 7tfi Soptcinlxjr, 1SS:2, by confefring upon district eommittees greater fiuancial and 
administrative independence, constituting local bodies for smaller areas than districts, providing 
for the mode of appointing members of district committees and local boards, and increasing 
the number and extent of the services transferred to local management and control. 

3. At the same time, it has been thought advisable to consolidate the road, school and 
district-post cesses with the l(»cal rate hitherto assessed under Act V of 1878, and, as that Act 
has been found defective in other respects, to rc)H‘al it and re-enact its provisions with such 
alterations as ex})crience liJis shown to be necessary. Those matters have already formed the 
subject of correspondence between the Panjab Government and the Government of India. 
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4. In many of its provisions tlio Bill is un enabling ratlicr than .an rnaofinpf 
measure. While preseribinjr certain f^-encral principles in ree^anl to the conslitiition- of 
district committees and local boards^ it leaves inindi 1o be ])rovid(.Hl for by rules to be 
framed from time to lime by tin* Jjocal (jovernmeiit. Dift'erciit parts of the ])r(»viiiee vary so 
much in their stag*es of <lc‘velopmi‘iit as to remler uniformity of system impcissibh*. To pro- 
vide for the varying re(iuirements of (lilTerent localities, it is necessary to confer upon the 
Local Government lar^t‘ powers of re^ulatinic details by rules. 

5. The principal provisions of the Hill arc as follows. 

6. Sections 3 to 8 |)rovide for tlie constitution of committees and boards. 

7- Section 3 empowers the Local Govt'rn meat to const it ute a cfnnrnittee for r^acb dis- 
trict, excluding; the area of military cantonments ami municipalities, and to constitute boards 
for sub-divisions of districts. 

8. Section 4 provides for tlie n^pcal of Aet Y of 1878 tbroughoiit tlic areas placr^l under 
the jurisdiction of committees or boards np]>oint<‘d under si'otion 3. 

9. Section 5 ju-ovides for the classification of committees and boards by the Local 
« Government, and for tho ])ow(*rs to be exercised by Iluan. 

10. Section 0 prt)vi<lcs for the apj)ointincnt of the members of committees and boards. 
They may bo appointed e.v officio^ or by nomination, or by chvtion, or soim* by one and some* by 
another of such inetliods, tlic Ijocal Cjoverninent being* empowenv d to rcgnlat-e details. Provision 
is made that not less than one-balF of tlie numbers shall be landliohlers in the district, while two- 
thinls shall ordinarily be non-oflicials. If is antici])atcd that in most parts of tlie jirovince 
the majority of the nu^mbers will be appointed by election, but it is imjXKsible to prescribe 
this by l.aw, owing to the variety of the circu instances ofdifl’erent localities. lunv apji<»iiitment 
by election lias once been introduced, the cir(*umsiances under which this modf* of ap]>ointment 
m.ay afterwards be dispart c<l fnnn are delincd so far as possilile. Siniilarl\, in section 7, which 
provides for the removal of members by tlu‘ Local (fovernment and ft>r tilling ii]) casual vacan- 
cies, special provision is made for tlie case of members appointed l>y elect itui. 

11. Se<*tion 8 enables the Local Government to provide for the appointment of the 
chairman of ea<‘h <*oinmittee or board. The appoint nient may be eitbm* c.r fj/icio, or liy 
nominatit)!!, or by I'h'ction, as, with reference to existing circumstances, (Jovcrninent may, from 
time to time, detenniiio. 

12. Sections t) and 10 provide for the incorporal ion of committees and boards when the 
Local Government may think tit, for the vesting of pr<>jn*rty in lliem, ami for the e(mtrolling 
of transfers by them of iiiimoveablc pr<»pcrty or money invested in the puldic funds. 

13. Sections II and 1:2 ^[lecify the pow<*rs and duties wlii<*li may bo confinavd upon or 

cntrust(‘d to committees and boaids, and j»rovide that tli<‘y must be supplied witli ad(*(piato 
funds to maintain the services tiny are eallod ii])on to undi*rtake in th«*ir e\i-ling sta^e of 
eifieiency. The list of matters which maybe made over to them contained in ^u•^*lion II is long, 
but it must not be sujipostMl that all siieh matters will necessarily be made over t(» the eom- 
mittec and luKirds ap])ointed in i-aeh district. The varii-ty of local circumstances and the 
capacity of tlu* committee and boards to perform the duty will liavf* to be taken into considera- 
tion ; and it will, iberefore, lu* necessary for (lovernnuail to dci idc in each case wliat services 
shall he made over citlicr to tlie committee or to the sf‘Vi*ral bt>ards in each didriol. Sections 
75 and 76 amend the Northern India Fei*rie,s Act in order to enable tin* Local Government 
to make over tlu* m luagenumt of lei ries and their procei'Js to eomiiiillces and boards, whtm 
it may seem desirable to do so under section 11. ^ 

14. Sections 13 to 25 deal with the subject of local taxation. In pari lliev replace tbs 
corresjionding provisions of Act V of 1878, but sci*tion 13 departs from that Act in iixing 
the maximum local rate at one aiina instf‘ad of eight pies jior rujiee of the annual value, in order 
to consolidate the road, S(?liool and distriet-post cesses with tho local rate. One anna per 
rupee of the assumed annual value corresp(uids with I2i ])er cent, on tlie annual revenue, which 
is 13 per cent, in excess of the prostmt rale of taxation ; but it is not intended th..t tin re should 
be any general increase in the huial taxation now leviinl. ^J'be maximum rate Ins been tixed 
at one anna instead of J(.)^ pk^s, partly for tin* sake of simplicity, and partly because in some 
tracts, where the land-revenue is small and lightly assessed, it may be found advantageous to have 
the power, without resort to further legislation, to increase the rate in order to provide for 
purposes clearly for the benelit of the neighbourhood. 

15. Section It enables tlic Locail Govc»rnmeni to empower cominittees to fix tbo propor- 
tion to be boriieby the rate to the aiiiiiial v.ilue, or itself to determine such proportion. 

16. Section 18 is the chief new proposal in lliis part of the Bill. Tt enabh*s district com- 
mittees, if empowered under section 1 I* ti> determine the ineideiu*c of the rate, to im]>«»sc other 
til xes approved by the Loeal Government, suliject to tbo ])roviso that no sneh tax sluill 
imposed on property wbicli in^’ablo to the loeal rate. This may be done either in order 
to lower the local rate, or to provide for the improvement of the services placed under tlie con- 
trol of the district committee, lliis pi»wer is subjected to the same checks as (he jiower of 

5 d 
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municipal cominiitoes fco impose new taxes, aiid must also be exercised subject to any general 
rul/-s or spoeial onbas which the (iovernor (uMicral in Council may make on this behalf. It 
will 1)0 ol)servcd tliat here again no general iinnvase in local taxation is aimed at. As already 
explained, the proviso to section LI rccpiires tlu^ Local Government, when the control of new 
sendees is made over to committees or ]> »ards, to supply them with such Funds or sources of 
income as are sutlkdent to maintain such service in its existing state of efficiency. This sec- 
tion may bo used to tax classes wliieh at present bear no share in the local burdens, while 
tliey benefit largely from the expenditure from district funds. But it can only bo used to 
enable the committee either to reduce tln^ taxation on land subject to local rates, or to make 
better provision tlian before for objects of a local character the administration of which has 
alroiidy been entrusted to them. 

17. Section makes provision for eTn[)<>wcring com mittef^s or Inwards to fix school-fees 
and other fees charged for the use of, or ad v:intag-<'s <l(*rivcd from, institutions and works-under 
thf? c^ontrol of the commiilef» or hoard. These fees are not of the nature of taxes, but are psiy- 
ments by persons availing themselves of services rendered. 

18. Section provides for fixing the time at which rates or taxes assessed under the 

Act filuill be payable. , 

19. Sections 20 to V2 regulate the finance of district and board funds. 

20. The deduction of onc-fifth made from the net procce<ls of rates and taxes and to 1)0 
credited to the Lo<*al Goverumont, whicdi is provided for by serdiou 2(), practically corresponds 
with the df*duction of one-fourth from the local rate of eight, pies |xu‘ rupee of annual value 
now made under Act V of 1S7(S for the purpose of in<Teasing the funds availabh? to meet 
famine charges. It so far differs that, under the section now proposcil, tlie contribution to tlm 
provincial firiances will increase or diminish in any <listrici as loc»al taxation is increased or 
reduced in amount. Under ])resent financial arrangements, the annual jirovision for famine 
expf*nditure is tivated as .un JrajKU’ial charge, and it is therefore no huigor necessary expressly to 
reserve the a<lditi<»nal local rale iin|>osod under Act V of lb7H for the purpose of meeting such 
expendit ure ; and uinhu* (he new finan<*ial contraet with the Ijocal (jovernment, the additional local 
rate lias becui treated as one of the branches of revenue placed at the disposal of the Ijocal Govern- 
ment for provimaal pur])oses. Though no longer s})ecifically appro[>rialed to famine expenditure, 
it thus sets free an (vpiivalent sum in the Imperial Budget, which would otherwise have hjid to 
bo allolUid for provituual expenditure, and which is now iiududcd in t he amount set apart for 
famine charges. It is now provided that it shall l>e ai>pli»Hl by the Local Government, either 
in aid of district and lioard funds or oth(*rwiso, to purposes similar to those for which commit- 
tees or boards may expend their own share of the ratc?s and taxe.s. 

21. Section 27 provides for the distrihutiou of tlu^ pro<‘eed.s of rates and taxes in any 
district between the committee and the several boards of the district; while section 2S places 
fees at the disjiosal of the committee or hoard by whose authority they are levietl, 

22. Sections 29 and 30 establish district and board funds, and stale the sources of income 
to beirnduded in each; and section 33 regulates the u])]>lication of such funds. Section 31 gives 
the committee the power to plaeo limits on the expenditure of boards within the district, but 
leaves unspent balances of board funds at the dispo.-al of the board. 

23. Sections 3 I to 3(3 provide for cases in whicli co-oj)cration between different commit- 
tees or boards is necessary. 

2t. Sections 37 to 42 provide for the system of account, and the last clause of section 37 
empowers (jovernment to raise a first-class hoard to tho status of a oommittce, in which case 
the fumls at the disposal of the board will be treated as a se])arate district fund (sectioir 40), 
and certain of the provisions of the Act regulating tli(j relations between committees and 
boards in matters of account will cease to apply. 

25. Sections 43 to 45 regulate the relations between committees and boards not raisetl 
to tho status of a conimittcf‘, enable ct>nimi(tees to make use of boards as their agents in 
regard to matters uudiT the direct control of the corn raittoe, and j)ro vide for tho decision 
of disj)utcs between committees, boards and municipal committees. 

26. Section 40 provides for the employment of officers and servants by committoca 
and boards, subject to such rules as may be made for the purpose by the Local Government, 
and gives certain powers to tho Deputy Commissioner to control improper appointments by 
second class committees or boards, subject to an appeal to the Commissioner of the division. 

27. Section 47 providf’s for contributions by committees or boards for tho pensions, 
gratuities and leave-allow^anees of Government ollieials whoso s(^rvices are W'holly or partially 
placed at their disposal, and section 48 for pensions, gi*atuities or leave-allowances to other 
servants. Si)ecial j>rovision is made for gratuities on retirement in the case of sorvanks appointed 
before tho passing of tlie Act, as it was not clearly understood in 1871 that oHhnals retaining 
service under the commitk'cs ceased to be servants of Government and lost their claims to 
pension ; and when this w^as discovered, it was found that existing financial rules did not admit 
gf their subscribing under the Pension Code to retain their claims to pension from Government, 
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Such servants, therefore, st-and on a (lifterent footing from servants herejiftor aj)|)ointe(l, “whose 
pay will necessarily bo calculated with reference to the absence of any right to pension, 
unless they are permitted to subscribe for pension on first appoint incut, and the Committee or 
board employing them uiulertakcs to pay the necessary subscriptions. 

28. Sections 57 provide for the control to bo ox(‘reised over committees and 

boards by Government or its officers. The powers conferred are in most cases similar to those 
given by the Central ProviiKJOs Local Self-government Act; but section ‘19 enables Govern- 
ment to annul or motlify any proceeding of a committee or board not warranted by the xVet, or 
by the rules framed under it. 

20. Sections 5S to 03 enable committees and boards to make rules for the condnet of 
business, and give first-class committees and boards iiowers, similar to those possessed by 
municipal cfunmittees tinder iVet I V of 1873, to make regiilat ions for carrying out any of the 
purposes of the Act, subject to the confirmalioii of the Local Government. Similar powers 
may be eonferr<.Hl by the Local Government upon committees or bo.ards of the second class. 

30. Sections Ot to 66 make similar provisions as to suits hy and against committees 
and boards to those eonlained in the Panjab Municipal Act, IV of 1873; but sccth)n (16 has 
been so framed as to make it clear that the suits for which a special limitation is provided are 
only suits for damages or eomjieiisation for wrongful acts done, or purporting to bo done, under 
the Act. 

31. Section 67 en.ables the Governor General in Council to make rules or spcei.al orders 
for tile regulation of the new taxes wbieh may be imposed under section IS, and gives large 
powers to the Tjocal Government to make rules for the various purposes which the Act leaves 
t.() bo regulated by such rules. 

32. Section 1 enables the Ijoo.al Government to apply the Act gradually in different 
parts of the province, as suitable aiTaiigements can be made; ami fhc largo powers given to the 
Local G<fvernment of regulating various matters by rules will facilitate the adaptation of the 
provisions of the Act to tlie circumstances of the din'erent parts of tluj ju-oviiiee where some 
progress in the direction of li)ea I self-government is praelieable. Section 7 I has boon added, 
but for the jiresent tentatively, and with a view to further eonsideiMt ion, to enable the Local 
Government to <‘xem]>t, by notification, any district or part of a di^trict, or any committee or 
board, from th(i operation of the less essential provisions of the Act, should tlu^se bo found 
unsuiteil to local reipiirements, and to substitute such rules as may lie found suitable. 

33. In the interpret ation-elaiise (section 2), the definition of land-revenue has been added, 
and that of animal value amended, to jiroviile for some of the ])oinfs in regard to which Act Y 
of 1878 has been found dtdVctive. The local rate has, in practice, been chargc»I upon the 
grazing dues levied in the SoutluTii Panjab, upon the owner’s rate jissessed on lands irrigated 
from permanent canals, and upon the similar rates levied on lands irrigated fnun inundation 
canals ; but it is desirable that this praeli<*e should be cxi>ressly authorized by law.

STATEMENT OE OB.TECTS ANT) REASONS. 

Port-dues are at present levied at Bombay at two annas per ton, which is tin* lowest rate 
permittc'd by the Indian Ports Act, 1875. The Tnisl ees of the port have proposed that the rate 
be reduced to 1 \ annas, and their leasons for the jiroposed reduction are given in (he following 
extract of a memorandnm by the Chairman of the Trust, attaelied to the budget estimate of 
the Port Trust for 1883-81. 

For the ensuing year, the recidpts from port -dues and harbour-revenue at existing rates 
are put down at Rs. 2,(11), 100 and the expenditure on port account at Rs, 1, 31, 000, to 
which must be added the exjienditure on new heaeons,. clearing rocks and the like, Rs. 11,2‘)(), 
or Rs. 1,78,250, in all. The accounts of past years also show th.it the recidpts from 
this branch of the Tru.4^s revenue have uniformly bcmi in excess of t he ex[)endilure. Port-du(‘s 
arc at present cliavgeil at the minimum rate allowed hy law, namely, two annas ])er ton. The 
receipts from this source alone are estimated at Rs. 2,05,000 for the year, and it is na'ommend- 
cd that the rate he reduced hy 25 percent., or to 1^ annas per ton. This will honolit the ship- 
ping to the extent of Rs. 51,250 per annum. In order to enable this nuliietion to he made, 
the Indian Ports Act will have to be amended, but to this it is not expected that (lovernment 
will raise any objeetion.^^ 

2, The Government of Bombay ajtprove of\he proposi^d reduction, and desire that the 
necessary amendment of the Indian l\»rts Act., Is75, may he made by striking out the words 
‘^aud not less tlian two annas jier ton^^ in the lliinl eoluinn of Scli(‘diile F of the Act. If this 
be done, they ohsf'rve B()inl)ay will be in the same position as Calcutta, in not being tied down 
to a minimum rate of port-dues. 

3. There seems to ))(• no doubt as to the expediency of the course proposed, and the present 
Bill has been jircpar^d with a view to its being adopted.

BEPOBTS ON THE STATE OP THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS FOR 

THE WEEK ENDING THE 29th MAY 1883. 


GenbraTj Remarks. — Rain has fallen more or less ihrmi^liout the country durinj^ the pjist week. 
In the Ma,(lras Prcddciicy, in the Piinjali, in Assam, in Alysoiv and Coor^, and in tlie llajpntana Statxjs 
it has been general, while in Rental, the North-Western Provinces and Oiidh, the (^*ntral India States 
and British Burma there has been rain in many districts. In the Bombay Presideiuy it has beem 
extremely slijrht. • 

In the Madras Presidency the second paddy crop in some districts is beinf^ harvested, and in the 
Punjab the rn/jl harvest still continues in a tow districts. Standing crops arc reported lobe "ood or 
fair in the Madras Presidency, <rood in Bciii^al and in the Mysore State*. Sui^arcane is doinj^ well 
generally in the Bombay Presidency, in the North-Western Provinces and Oudli, and in Bengal, but 
is said to be suffering from lH*at in Sambalpur in the Central Provinces, l^arly ri(.*e and jnte are 
thriving in Bengal, and indigo prospects are good. Tin* mango and melon crops have liccii somewhat 
damaged at Allahal)ad by the violent storms of the past vvet*k, and (irops on the thresliing floor in 
Sitapur in Oudh and in one or two places in the Punjab liavc also been injured by the recent rain. 

Ploughing and sowing continm* in parts of the Bombay Presidency, in the Punjab, and in Bengal, 
and have been rosnm»Hl also in Sylln‘t and Caebur as fast as the llviods abate. In the Bombay 
Presidency, in the North-Western ih\>vinees and Oudli, in' the Ihin jab, in the Central Provinces, and 
in the Nizamis territories preparations for the /t7/ay«y* sowings are in gt‘neral progress.

EESOLUTION. 

Mtstorandim on the chief weather charnel eridice of India during the six snonlhs, November 

1S82 io April 1883. 

The early days of November were marked hy tho prosonce of a large shal- 
low area of deficient j)ressuro over the Bay of Bengal (a feature usually char- 
acteristic of the month of October), and tho north-oastorly and easterly winds 
which prevailed at this time on tlu! Arakan const and over the Invul of the 
Bay were a portion of tho cyclonic circulation around this system. By tho 
10th, however, the normal distribution of pi-ossuro, &c., had sot in ; tho baro- 
meter had risen both over the? land and over the Bay; and the barometric read- 
ings became highest in the Punjab, while the area of deficient pressure slowly 
receded southward, and was followwl by a gradual extension of the north- 
easterly current. On tho nth, inches of rain fell at Madras, and from that 
date onward, the north-east monsoon, now nearly a month late, blew on the Car- 
natic coast with average strength ; within the week following over (5 inehes of rain 
fell at Madras. Trom the I oth to tho 2()thj there was a large excess of j)rpsi 
sure over the whole of I^dia. This had the effect of pushing so far to the 
southward the baric minimum on which tho Carnatic rainfall depends, as to ])laee 
all parts of the country except the extreme south oulside the an'a of precipita- 
tion, On the 23jid a M cll-marked cyclonic depression was forrped near Ceylon, 
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and, gradually intensifying, passed over tlio land on the evening of the 2d!tli, 
striking th<? <*oast Ix'tween Aladras and N<*gapatani. This centre advanced on a 
north-westerly course, across the |)oninsula, occasioning rain as far north as 
Bengal; and between November 21st and 27th the following amounts were 
registered; —

After thi' disappi'aranee of this depre.ssion, tin? barometer rose ; but suhse- 
ijuontly a n(‘W (li.»lurbanc(‘ appeared near Ceylon, and the distrilmtion, at tbe 
<dose of tb(‘ niontb, shewed a large area of high jires.suro in tbe north-west, with 
an area of delieient pressure over jNIadra.s, where heavy rain was falling. 

'J’bo ^ivernires of the whole month slu'W that, notwithstanding the general 
excess of jiressun^ w bich existed about the middle of the month, the avemge 
])re.ssnre was hidow tlu' mean, <>xeept in 8iiid, Gujarat, the Punjab, and the 
North-We.stern Pro.yinee.s, A\bil<‘ th<‘ lainfall was above the average (*xeept in 
the same jirovinees. At Madras it.sidf, the minfall Avas remarkably heavy on 
the ITith and Kith. 

On December 1st, the dejiression noticed at tbe close of the previous month 
lay near .Masulipatain. During tin* next two or three days, it gradually spread 
out and hrok<> up; and, as it disappi'ared, tbe rainfall ceased along the Carnatic 
<*oast, and tin; monsoon heeame unsteady. Durijig the remainder of the mouth, 
theclianges Aver<‘ g(>n(*rally unimportant, and little oeemm'd worthy of note. 

T'he returns of th(‘ w liole month shew that pressure was below the mean 
in nearly all places, <‘xee])t (Jujc.rat. Khardish, and Burma; hu! that the detiei- 
eney'’ was vi’ry uniform. J'-xc ept in Mr.dras, lemjH'raturc Avas ahoA'i' th<‘ mean, 
Avhile the total amount of rain Avas below the small average of the month 
(ivcu i)i the J’unjah and North- \\ est«‘rn Province's. 

In January, th<* prc'ssure is usually' highest in th<‘ Punjab and along tbe 
ILimalayan range ; almost ('(|ually high o\er tbe Central Provinces, slightly 
lowc'f along t lu' (Jangc'tie \alley, aiul loA^e^t in the in ighhourhood of 
CcA'lon. In tin* month undc'r n'vii'w, the high ])res.sure over the Punjab was 
less nnirked tluin usual, ai I dle, along the foot of the mountains, it Avas more 
pronounced, ami exteiuh'd so far eastward and south-eastward as to oei'asiou a 
considerable excess of piessurc^ ov(*r Bengal and Arakan. On the 10th the 
ordinary cold AVi'ather showers occurred in the I’unjah and North-Western Pro- 
vinces; and, on the loth, a fall of suoav comnn'iici'd at jM unv'e, Avhich subse- 
quently sprenl to other hill .stations. Prom t his dah.' till the clo.se of the month, 
snoAV -storms occurred at intervals all along the hill ranges, and the amount of 
snow at some hill stations was ('stimateil at from 5 to 10 feet. During the 
greater ])artor this period, tlu' pr<*ssure along tlu' foot of the mountains Avas Idgh ; 
but, on the 25tb, it fell over tlie Punjab, and the fall of rain and snoAV OA'er 
Northern India Avas intensilied. 'J'he mean temperature of the month vi'as 
generally Ix'Ioav the averagi', hut the variation Avas not large, since the exces- 
sive tem])erature.s which jiri'vailcd at the beginning of the month in u measure 
counterbalanced tbe delu'iency ;it its close. The day of gix'atest cold below 
tbe average-, over Northern India, Avas the 20th, when, at sonus stations in the 
Punjab and Nortb-M'estern Piovinees, a dt Ihnency of from 15° to 21° on 
the normal average of the month Avas registered. Tin; folloAving figures 
giA'(? tlu' nw*an deficioiuw for the comdudic.g day's of tlio month in Northern 
India : —

T'he rainfall Avas in excess over the greater part of the country, particularly 
iu the north. 

In Jhuvgal, the rainfall of tbe three months, November, December and 
January , amounted to from 2 to 4 inches. 

The Pc'bruavy distribution of pressure Avasnot, on the Avholo, very different 
from the normal average. During nearly tlic Avhole month, the highest pres- 
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sures lay over tlio Punjab ; and*ovor Orissa on tlie one hand, and the Western 
GliA,ts on the other, the barometer \v.*is relatively low ; but on the IGth, 17th 
and 18th the pressure ^ve way over the Punjalj, and a minimum Avas formed 
there. The weather then became generally uns<‘ltled, and at Darjeeling early 
in the month, and in the Punjab more or less throughout, snow falls occurred. 
The ethset of this mass of snow on the slopes of the hills was to inensiso the 
dilfci’cnce of temperature, and eonsecjuently of pressure, between the hills and 
the plains, and to r<“nd(U‘ the winds more northerly than usual over m^arly the 
Avholc of Northern India. 

As another eonsoquemoe, there was a greater depression of temperature 
over the whole of Northern India, than even during the l;ist fortnight 
of .Tannary, as the foll(»wing ligures, gi\ing the ‘average temperature anomalies 
of the stations noith of the parallel of 21° N. lat., will shew' : —

In Bengal, the w'eatlu'r, whi(!h was fine during the first part of the month, 
beoanui unsettled at its elosi*, and .sharp thmuhnstorms occurred. 

In ISfareh, as a general rule, an area, of high pressure lies over Sind, the 
Indus Valley and Ba jputana ; and an area of hnv pressure e.vtends from Mysore 
north-eastward to Nagpori*, Orissa and Jhmgal. With some exci'ptions, these 
conditions were fulfilled iluring th(i presimt month. During the tirst si.x days, 
however, the distrihutiou was anomalous, readings 1^(^ing highest in Arakaii and 
low'cst in the North-West ; hut from the 7th to the IGth there was very little 
departure from the average ; and though hetwi'cn the Kith and I'.Mli a low pres- 
sure area again api»eared over tlui Punjab, Ac., after the latter date the normal ' 
conditions hei*ame ro-estahlishcd, and lasted more or less deiddedly till the 
clo.se of the month. On<' principal feature, of the month was the slight baric 
depression, which lay to the northward of Himgal, and apparmitly occasioned 
the f<»rmati<m of small thnmh'rstorms, which jias.sed across tlio jiroviuce, and 
jirodueed t!i<‘ sonunvlial e.vees.sive rainfall there c.vperimieed. I’alehes of exccs.sire ' 
precipitation were also rtqiortod from the south-i'ast of the Punjab ami tho north- 
we.st districts of the Non h- Western Provinces, as well as in Bengal and Assam, 
and clsewiiere the departures were very irregular. Home snow fell at the hill 
stations aiid at Quetta. T»'mp«*rat nre was ludow the avi'rage, every wlu're, tho 
dolim'euey Ixdng betwi'cn 2° and i>° in t he J’unjah, Sind and Bajputana, be- 
tw'eim 2° and :J° over the North-Western Provinces and Bengal, and about 0'5° 
in the south of Madras. 

In April also, the average distribution of pressure was fairly Avell main- 
tained ; relatively high pressure's having existed on tho w<‘st coast, and in 
Arakan, with low' pressures over the Gang»*tie valley and the Cental Provinces, 
Oscillations and slight changes from day to day have occurred, and the centre 
of the low' pressure ania lias been sometimes in the Punjab, at otlun* times in 
Bchar or the Central Provinces ; Imt tlu^ main features noticed above have held 
throughout. In the south of Madras, how't'ver, tluu’e existed a slight anomaly 
in tho shf\pe of a peraisteiit hnv pressure area, which was formed aliont the 7th, 
and lasted till close upon tho end of the month. 

This complication occasioned somewhat irregular w ituls in the .south of tho 
peninsula. In tlie west and north-wi'st thc gcmaMl wind dircetion Avas betw’een 
Avest and north-west, oA'cr the Bay h(?t weem south and soutli-w'cst, and in Assam 
east ; but at times, notably from the 22u(l to 21th and on the 28th and 2t)th, 
when the low pressure area w as most pronounced over th(‘ Ci'utral Provinces, tho 
east current extended right up the Gangetie. valley. Turning to the aA'i'rages of 
tho mouth, Avo find that, except at a few hill stations in the Punjab, and at a few 
isolated places olscw heri’, the ))res.sure has been helow’ tlio av(*rag(* of the month, 
the deticieney being apparently mo.st dei'idedoA'or Western Bengal and the adja- 
cent parts of the North-Western Provinces. At the same time, ti'inperature 
has shewn a considi'rablo rise, and though the general di'Heicney existing during 
the previous month did not disappear from Arakan and parts of the pcminsula 
and Bengal, the means generally were above the average. The greatest excess 
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was at Neemuch (6® 1), but Sirsa, Jhausi, J^obabad and Rajkot showed an 
almost equally high departure. Rainfall showed a deficiency, except in Arakan 
•and Eastern and Rower Bengal, where there was a slight excess ; while the defi- 
ciency was as much as G or 7 inches in Assam, and between and 2 inches 
in the Punjab and Madras. 

Considering the results of the whole six months, the returns shew a slight 
excess of rainfall in Bengal and the North-Western Provinces (due principally to 
heavy falls in J anuary) sind a heavy excess (due to the November rains) in 
the north of Madras ; but elsewhere, ])articuilarly in Assam, there was a defteien(5y. 
The past cold season will, however, he, principally remarkable for the heavy fall 
of snow, which occurred along tju? Himalayan range, and the exceptional cold 
prevailing during January, Eehruary, and March over neai’ly the Avholo of 
India. What influence this mass of snow may exert on subsequent weather 
is at present problematical,

Adilitional Note. 

That the unusually dry weather now prevailing over the North- Weslcru 
Himalaya, and that which, though less abnormal, chameterises the whole of 
North-Western India at the present time, is .an (ifi’oet of the unusual accumulatioti 
of snow, is a conclusion justified by (he experience of the last few year-s; and 
were it not that the snow is ra[)id]y decreasing under the unobstructed radiation 
of the sun, there might he sonus reason, judging from the present limited experi- 
ence, to anthjipate some retardation of the rains in the Upper Provinces, and ])Os- 
sibly even in Western India gener/illy. But, on the other hand, the fact that 
during the months of April and IVI ay the atmospheric pressure over the greater 
part of the country has been below the normal average of the season, is one 
which, arguing from the same exp<wience, portends favourably for the timely 
influx of the monsoon. In Bengal it may bo said that the pn^sent prospects arc 
wholly favourable.

Since the above note was written, there has been heavy rain for many 
days on the outer hills, and more or less on tin? plains of the Punjab, and 
apparently a very heavy fall of snow on tho higher ranges. At the prosemt 
time, as seen from Simla, tho latter are white with snow down to a level of about 
11,000 or 12,000 feet. And some 500 feet of tho toj) of the Chor (11,082; feet) 
is also covered with a snow (;ap. If, theiHifon'., the mountains of Lahoul, Spiti 
and other more distant rang(is have shared this fall, if it is as extensive as it is 
apparently heavy on tho visible ranges, and if the views which tho experience 
of recent years seems to justify, viz., that .an unusual extent and thickness 
of snow on the IlimaLaya is productive of dry north-west and west winds in 
North-Western India, are valid, we must be prepan?d for a long spell of dry 
weather and a retarded rainfall in the Upper Provinces. The present season 
will serve as a test of tho validity of tho above view.

ABSTRACT OF THE PBOCEEDINOS OP THE COUNCIL OP THE GOVERNOR 
GENERAL OP INDIA, ASSEMBLED FOB THE PURPOSE OP MAKING 
LAWS AND REGULATIONS UNDER THE PROVISIONS OP THE 
ACT OP PARLIAMENT 24 &: 25 VIC., CAP. 67. 


The Council met at Government Ilouse, Simla, on AVednesday, the 30th 

May, 1883. .

PANJAB local SELP-GOVERNMENT BILL. 

The llon’ble Mr. Barklky moved for leavr? to introduce a Bill to make 
better i)rovi.sion for IjOchI Self-gov(u’nmen<, in the Panjab. He said : — 

** My LpRD, this Bill is one, of a seiaes of measures for the development of 
local self-govcriiinent, the first sxiggestion of which is to be found in the Reso- 
lution of the Pinancial Depart ment, No. 3353, dated 30th Sci)tcmber, 1881, 
on the subject of the further decentralization of finance. 

“ One of these, I’clating to the Central Province.s, has already become law, 
and others, relating to the North- AV'estern Provinces, are now under the con- 
sideration of this Council. The present Bill is intended to provide for the better 
constitution of district committees and for the establishment of local boards 
in the Panjab. The subject of municipalities and municipal taxation is reserv- 
ed for separate treatment. 

“ It may be w ell to premise that this Bill is not the first attempt to associate 
the people of the Panjfib, outside of municipal towns, in the management of their 
own affairs. Before 1871 each district had its n)ad and ferry fund committee, but 
these committeas consisted entirely of officials, European and Native, and had in 
most eases very limited funds at their disposal. In 1S71, liiianeial reasons made 
it necessary for the Supremo Oovernimmt, wJiilo partially deceriti*aliziug finance, 
to make assignments to Tiocal Governments, lal ling short of the estimated ex- 
penditui'e of the departments, the charges of which wau-e l-ransfcTred to them ; and 
one of the eonsecpiences of this was the withdrawal of the ferry fund ineouve 
from local committees, while certain charges previously borm* provintrially Avere 
transferrcid to them. Purthor taxation for local purj)oses thus became neces- 
sary, and this was provided for by the lA-uijab Local Hates Act, No. XX of 
1871, Avhieh authorized the imposition of a local rate? not exeC(Hling six pics 
in the rupee of the annual value of h«rid in tin; Panjah, the annual A alue being, 
for the purposes of the A^t,' assumed to he doAihlo the land-revenue. The tax 
thus authorized, therefore, fi’ll at the rate of one anna in the rupee, or C} p(u* 
cent, on the land-revenue ; aud this Avas in addition to cesses already im{)osed 
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in connection with the sottlomont of the land-revenue to provide for roads, 
schools and district-posl, which usually amounted to 2^ per cent. more. To 
control the funds so raised, the Act enabled the Lieutenant-Governor to ap- 
point committees in eatrh district, and this power Avas exercised by appoint- 
ing committees, consisting both of official and non-official membi^i’s, the former 
being gcmerally appointed ex qlficlo, by the name of their office, and 
the latter by nomination, for a term of two yi'ars at a time. In this 
way a considei’able number of the more intelligent and influential 
inhabitants of districts have, for the last twelve years, been associated with the 
leading officials in the «^x])cnditure of the district funds, and have learnt to 
take some jmrt in devising and carrying out measures for the general Avelfarc. 
In some districts more ])rogress lips bt'en made in this dii’cction than in others, 
and indeed in some distriehs the pov(‘rty^ of the district funds or other local 

circumstances did not admit of much being done. 

• • 

" This Bill must, therefore, be regarded, not as the first slop towai’ds the intro- 
duction of local self-government in the Panjsib, but as intendccl to facilitate 
further progre^ss in a direction in which we, have for some time been moving. It 
has been framed to give etfect to the proposals for the extension of lo(?al s(*lf- 
governnient explaiu(?d in the llesolution of the Panjab Gov«*rnniont, No. 1777, 
dated 7th September, 1882, by conferring upon district committees greater 
administrative and financial independence, by constituting local boards for areas 
smaller than districts, by imimn ing the methods of appointing members of hxral 
bodices, and by jiroviding for the transfer of additional services to local manage- 
ment and control. 

“The Pan jab Local Rales Act, No. V of 1878, by Avhich the corresponding 
Act of 1871 Avas repealed, increased the amount of tlnGoeal rate from six [lies to 
eight pies ]»'r rupees of annual A'alue, the additional two pies, being one-fourth of 
the rates b(‘ing <'rcdited tu the Local (loA'^crnment for the purposes of providing 
additional funds to be expended for the prevention or ridii'f of famine, Avhile 
the I’cmaining three-fourths Avere left to be expended by district committees 
for the benefit of the districts in AA'hich the rate Avas levied. In addition to 
the funds thus supplii.'d, other c<*sses, knoAvn as road, school and district-post 
cesses, are hwied by a percentage on tho land-revenue, under authority of 
arrangemiMAts made at tho time of the setllomiuxt of the land-re vcaiue in each 
district. 'I'ho road and school cesses are xisually levied at the rale of one per 
cent, each upon the land-revenue, and the district-post ce.ss at the rate of J per 
cent. ; but in siwe.ral districts, and in jiarts of some other districts, the last of 
these cesses is not levied at all. The proceeds of the road and school cesses, in 
addition to tluxic-fourths of the local rate, have hitherto been at the disixosal of 
district committees. 

“It has been considered advisable to amalgamate these cesses Avith the 
local rate, and to substitute tho authority of tlu' li'gislature for tin* settlement - 
aiTangemenls under Avhich they have hitherto been colleeti'd. It is, therehire, 
})roposed to repeal Act V of 1878 so far as it affects all districts or iiorlions of 
districts for Avhich committees or boards may bo constituted undt'r the pro- 
pos<*d Act; and the opportunity has also boi*n takiuA to proviih^ h'gal authority 
for the local j*al<? non' levied on tho ratos imposed und<‘r various names in 
resp<?ct of tin? improvement of land duo to canal irrigation, Avhen such improve- 
ment has lu'cn excluded from account in assessing the land-reA'onuo. Amongst 
these rates nrr the owmir’s rate under the Northern India Canals Act, the AA'ater- 
ndA’antage x’ati* on the Bari Boah canal, and the proportion of the lluctuating 
reA'^enuo on lands irrigated from canals in the Montgomory district Avhich is 
credited to eanal-reveiuies. This has been done by amending tho delinition of 
annual A'alue in section 2, and a di'finition of land-revenue has also be(m added 
to that section to authoiaze the levy of the local ratoon the duos paid for grazing 
on GoA'ormncMit lands Avhieh yield no land-i'('venuo in any other form. Tluwo 
dues form alargi* it(*m in the rcAmnue realized from some of the districts of the 
Southern Pan jab, and the amount of the local rate and cesses has hitherto been 
deducted bcfori' the ine.onu; AA'as cnnlited to GoAcrnment. The proA'isions of tho 
Bill noAV submitted are explained in some detail in the accompanying Statement 
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of Objects and 11. ?asons, and it will, thc'.reforc, probably be most convenient tJmt I 
slioiild not travel over the same.i'rmiml, but should coniine my v<nnarks to some 
of tins more prominent features of the Bill. 


“ One of its most marked features is theexlenf to which, while layim; down’ 
the general princi])les whiesh should regulate the constitution and functions of 
district committees and loe^al boards, it, leives details to be ]>rovided for by 
rules to be from time to time framed by the Local (iovernment. This is rendered 
necessary by the varying cir(uimstane«‘s and veejuirements of dilbwcmt ])arts of 
the province. The constitution of society ftuulamentally dilb'rs in ditferent 
localiti(!S. In some, as amongst the Biluelies of the Derajat fvontic'r, tribal 
chiefs possess great authority. I n others, as amongst the Patluiiis, while a tribal 
organization prevails, the tribes are greatly divrth'd into fatdioiisat feud amongst 
themselves, hut for certain purposes recognize the authority of tribal conneils. 
In the great( 5 r part of tlie province, ti«c agri<*ultnral classes are asso(natcd into 
villagrt-comniuniti(‘s which have l)e(‘n <‘ompared to small ropuhlics ; hut in tlie 


Southern Pan jab and the Hill Districts, the 


villag(^ is often an 


artifiidal aggre 


gflte of small hamlets or scattered wells, with nt) nitnral bond of union. Again, 
no uniform system which could l)e devised would he suited at the same time to 


l)eacefiil and ))opnloiis districts, in all parts of whieli some men arc likel_v to 
h(‘ found sutliedently e<Iacat(;d and iivtellig<Mil, to take an aeti\c int<u’est in j)ro- 


moting puldic improvements, and to h'ss favourably situated districts, where tlie 


]M)pulati(ni is scattered and somedimes tmdmh'ut, and wh(‘ro few such iinm are 
likely to ho found away from the, hirgi; towns. 'I'o give districts of the latter 
class such measure of scl f-government as they an' cajiahle of, witliont unduly' fet- 


tering tlie commit tees and local hoards of more advanced districts, eonsiderahlo 
latitude nmst he left to the Local (iovernment to frame such rules as may ap- 


pear most suitable, hav'ing regard to local eoitditions and re(|nir<'ments. Afost 
jivogress is likely to he achieved under a systtun snlliciently ilexihlo to admit* 
of being thus adapted to varying eirciimstaiices. 


“'While Ave have long had district eommilli'cs, the local hoards proposed to 
he constituted by the Bill an' new bodies, and the Bill ])rovidcs that those hoards 
should be ord inarily subordinate to the (list ri«*t commit tee in matters of finamre and 
taxation, matti'rs of common interest, and inatters all'ecting t In'.joint or contlieling 
interests of two or more hoards in the district. In other respects, not ill cations, to 
he issiK'd by the Local Government under section 11, will regulate the duties to 
he entrusted to the committee; and the several hoards, and tlu; hoards will 
not he under the control of tin; committee in respect of tlu; nnittors tluis 
specially made over to them. They may, however, b«' cinploy'ed hy the com- 
mittee as its agents in tlu; management of matters placed hy such notiliea- 
tion under tlu; conti’ol of the committee (sc'ction •14'). AVhen, again, a first 
class hoard is considcia'd littod for greater linancial independence', this may' 
be conferred on it by a notilication hy the Local GovernnK'nt nndi'r clause (7) 
of section 37 ; and, Avhile such a notification remains in force, funds nt the 
disposal of the board to which it relates will lx; tri'ated as a separate distri(;t 
fund, to he accounted for, not to the district committee, hut to Government 
(section 'l-O). 

“ To admit of the road, school and district-post cesses being amalgamated 
with the local rate, it has Ix'en found lU'cessaiy to incrc'aso the maximum limit 
of the local rah; from eight jiios to one anna ]x‘r I'upi'e (sc'ction 13). Tlu; local 
I’ate and cesses jiow amount inmost districts to 10':’ annas per rupee on the 
assum(;d annual value, Avhi(;h is equivalent to 10,'; jicr ci'iit. on the laiul- 
revenuo. The pi'oposod maximum rate equals 12 ^ ])cr cent . on the laud-revi'uuc, 
which is 1 5 per (;('ut. in excess of the total of the present loeal rate and cesses, but 
no general increase of local taxation is contcmplati'd. One anna has hcim adopted 
as the maximum, partly for the sake of simpli(;ity, and partly hecausc, in some 
districts, where tlie land-revenue is small and lightly assessed, it may he found 
advantageous to have the poAver soraoAvhat to increase the rate in order to 
provide funds for pAirposos clearly for the henetit of the neighhoiirhood. In 
other places some reductiQjO.'of the rate may he desirable, and s<'ctiou 1-1 <Miahlcs 
committees specially empowered for the purpose, and, in tlu; ahsonce of such 
committees, the Local Government, cither to increase or to reduce the rate, so 
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lonjf as it neither excmls one anna per rupeo^of the annual value, nor falls 
below so many pics per rupee as the Local Government may from time to time 
direct. 

“ The result may be explained by the following example. A village 
assessed at Us. 0i)0 laud- revenue at present pays its. 05 on account of local rate 
and cesses. If th(3 lo(;al rate wt;re incrcaseil to one anna per rupee of annual 
value, it would pay lls. 75, while if it were reduccA to ten pies per rupee, it would 
pay lls. 02-8, or if it were reduced to eight j>ies per rupee, it would pay Rs. 60. 
Under section 20, ag.ain, four-lifths of the rfito would be creditjxl to the district 
committee, and tlie remaining one-fifth, for reasons explained in the Statement of 
Objects and lb*asoiis, to the Local Government. J jcaving out of account chaises 
for collection, the district comjnitteci would, in the ease su])pos(3d, receive 
Rs, 52 at th(i presemt rate, lls. 00 if the rabi n ere increased to one anna 
p(3r rup(;(‘, lls. 50 if it were r<;duced to ten pies per rupee, and lls. 40 if 
it werb Induced to eight j)i(‘s per rupee. The amount to be cre^dited to the 
liocal Government would similarly fluctuato as the rate was increased or dimin- 
ished ; and to this extimt it Avould a])pai*ently l)e for the interest of the Local 
Government to keep the mtes high. Rut that Government must ap])ly the funds 
thus raised to similar purposes, though not necessarily in tlw; same; district, to 
those to whieli the district committee or local l)oards w'ould be at liberty to apply 
them ; and tlici’e would b(5 no obstacle to its allotting the increased imrome due to 
the increase of the rate to the distri(jt which had found it necessary to increase its 
taxation. If th(5 rate wciti decreased, the Local Government would 8imj)ly have 
smaller funds available for expenditure in the province generally, or in particu- 
lar districts, for the purposes contemplated by the Act, and it would be obliged 
to regulate its expenditure accordingly. 

“ The only other point avIucU neejd bo noted in connection ■with the subject of 
taxation is the new power, pro]>os(‘d to bo given hy section 18 to committees which 
have been empo'wered to determine the iucidemee of the local rate to impose 
other taxes, either for the purpose of supplementing the income fnmi the local 
rate, or to enable the committee to reduce the local rate. It is thought that it 
may h(3 d(isirahlo to have th(5 |)ower of taxing classes which at present hear no share 
of the lo(?al hurdtms, while tliey are largely benefited hy iiupi*ovcd communica- 
tions and hy expcndilurc from district funds for the support of edueafional and 
other institutions. But care has been taken to prev(3nt taxation of an arbitrary, 
oppressive or injurious chanictcr, hy providing that this j)()wcr shall he exercised, 
suljjcct to any g<3ueral rules or special orders ■ndiich the Governor Gen- 
eral in Council may make on this behalf, and only hy committees which 
have been entrusted with the power of determining ilie incidence of the local 
rate, for tlie proposals jilnjady specified, that the taxes imposed must he ap- 
proved hy the Local Govonuuent ; and that the s-'inie pi’oceduro as to notice 
of the proposed tax, and disposal of any objections which may he preferred 
against it, shall he followed as is prescribed in the case of taxes imposed by 
municipalities. 

“ It is necessary to state that none of these powers to impose increased 
taxation are intended to enable Government to devolve new charges 
upon local bodies. It is not desirable that the extension of local self-gov- 
ernment should he assoedated a second time with increivsc'd taxation > and 
the danger of the fixed charges of committec^s and hoards being from time 
to time increased without any corre.sponding increase of their resources, by their 
being called upon to undertake new servhses, has been guarded against hy the 
proviso to section 11, wdiich I’equires the Local Government, when the control 
of any now service is transferred to committees or boards, to provide them 
with such funds or sources of income as both the Local Government and the 
eommittoc or Iward may consider sufficient to maintain such service in its 
existing stat<3 of efficiency. If increased taxation should be resorted to in any 
district, it will therefore ho cither for tho purpose of reducing tlu? burdens on 
land, or of enabling committees and boards to make bettor provision than 
before for objects of a local character already under their maiiiageiucnt. 

“ Passing on to the subject of finance, it may bo wx'll to explain that tho 
one-fifth of the rates and taxes to be credited to tho Local Government under 
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section 26 is intended to correspond as nearly as may he with the onc-fourtli 
of the local rate at present sot apart for famine expenditure under A(!t V of 
1878. As the local rate now falls at 8^- per cent, on the laud-revenue, the sujn 
now set apart for this purpose is 2j’2- per cent. If the ikuv local rale should be 
assessed so as exactly to correspond with the present local rale and cesses, it 
would fall at per cent, on the land-revenue, and the ornslifth dedueted for 
Government would he 2^ j)or cent. Taking the (“xainple already given, a village 
paying Its. 000 as land-rcv<‘nu(!, and Rs. (j.j for lo(!al rate and cesses, pays 
ils. 50 as local rate, of whi(rh its. 12-8 is set apart for famiue-exjw'iiditure. 
The deduction of one- fifth of the new loeiilratis would amount to Its. 13. But 
if the new local rale were reduced to 10 percent., tlie (jovernment share would 
he two per cent., and in that casi; such a villaj^e would pay Its. Go, of which the 
Government share would he Rs. 12. If it were still further rtalucecl, oning to 
the suhstitutiou of other taxes under section 18, the Government share would 
diminish in the same proporti<»n, hut, under section 20, the J./ocal Gova'rnment 
would get a similar share in the new tax<.‘s, the proceeds of which had enabled 
the reduction to ho made. It should he borne in mind that the proportion thus to 
ho credited to the Jjocal Government Avi 11 corrc'spond very closely Avith a tax at 
present rais<‘d, not for local purposes, hut for the relief and prevention of famine 
throughout the country at large. 

“ Section 33, clause* (d), has been inserted to give power to charge the district 
funds AA'ith their proportion of the cost of .service rendert'd to local bodies by 
ju’OAuncial establishments. A eontriimtion of 20 per cimt. from district funds 
is at present credited to jircvincial funds in jiaynu'iit for such services. But 
this arrangement has its disadv.antagi's, and the Local Government has ex- 
pressed a hop(! that, Avhon tins duties to he made over to committees and hoards 
are detcrmin(?d, it Avill be found jiossihh; to .surrender this contribution, as one 
of the steps Avhich will have to h(^ taken under .strelion 11 to furnish commiltt/es 
and boards AAith the nect.‘ssavy funds. In the nu'autimc, it is necessary to 
take poAver to charge these services to the local bodies. 

“ financial control has been given to committees OA’cr boards in the 
same district, both b«‘cau.so the committee is the mf).st suitable body to con- 
sider the Avants of all paids of the district, and to distribute* the funds aivordiug- 
ly, and because to keep prop(*r accounts in English in one eeniral otRccin each 
district will be (*asicr and less cxpcnsiAC, than it would be if <*ach local board 
had to mainlain a distinct establishment for the jiurpose. vV janlion Of the 
establishment of the committee* for other purpos(*s, such as educational inspec- 
tion and jmblic AAorks, must also be aA*allabIo for tin* .s(*rvie(! of the boards. 
The members of the committeis will probably either be tin*, same as the members 
of the boards in the district, or representatives chosen by them. 

“It is, hoAA'eA’cr, proposed th;it tlu* boards shall Ima'c tluir oavu funds, con- 
sisting mainly of allotments made to them either by Governnu*nt or by the 
district committia*, and that balances of such funds unspent af“th(* dost* of tlu* 
financial year shall ri*main at their dispos.al (sections 30 and 31). 'L'ln-y will 
thus be able to complete Avorks for AA'liieh funds have b«*en allotted when it has 
been found impossible to Avork up to the allotment during the yi*ar. 

“ The only other subject Avhich appears to require notici* is the ])oavcv of 
control OA’cr the proceedings of committees and boards Avhich has I .'cu rc.scrvcd 
to the Local Govornmeut and its otricei*s. Sections It) .'uid 50 give the necessary 
powers of int<*rfcrence when the jJroceedings of committees or, boards are not in 
conformity AA’ith the Act or Avith the rules made under it; .and the folloAving 
sections provide for the prcA’cntion of acts likely to cause inconvenience to the 
public, and the excmition of works, .and the performance of acts necessary for the 
public safety or Avelfare, and for cases in Avhieh committees or boards haA^e 
failed in their duty. Sc<*tions 55 to 67 pi*ovide for (*ascs in AA'hieh committees 
or boards have persistently failed to discharge their dutie.s, or liaA’c exceeded 
or abused their poAA’crs, or in which other re.asons alfceting the public inti*rests 
exist for superseding them. When a committee is sup(M’s<*dcd, it is pi*ovidcd 
that a new committee* 'shall bo provided by the Local GoA(*rnuu*nl. as 
soon as conA'cniently may bo, and, when a board is superseded, poAver is 
given to the Local GoAmimment, either to transfer its functions to the committee 
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oi* other hoards in the district, or to constitute a new hoard in its place. As. 
local hoards arc now about to h(; constituted for the first tinu;, it is desirable' 
to* have the poAver of rc-adjustinj' the limits of th(.*ir jurisdiction, should 
it not he found adA-isahle to reconstitute a hoai-d for the same local area as 
that Avhieh Avas adniinistered hy a hoJird AAdiich had nefrlccted its duties or 
abused its authority. It is certain that committees and hoards will require a 
pood d<'al of guidance from district and diA'isional otiicers, especially until 
they become accustome.d to the discharge of their neAV duties and thoroughly 
acquainted Avith the extent and limits of their poAVors. The sections relating 
to the subject of control haA'o been framcil Avitli a view to the necessary 
guidance being supjilh'd, as far as jiossihle, from without ; but should any 
commith'o at the outset rivjuiro a degree of help from the district oflicer, 
Avhich (!Ould not he given, Avitliout risk of undiu; friction and delay of business,, 
in the forin of external control arid advice, th(*re Avill be nothing to prevent the 
Local Gov<‘rnmont from appointing the Deputy Commissioner ex qjjicio chair- 
man, under sr'ctiou 8, on the understanding that he should aim at prepar- 
ing the committee -by d(*grecs to work Avithout him. 

“ In conclusion, it should not lie sujiposcd that tlu^ organization of the ncAV 
local bodies provided for by this Dill Avill give any immediate relief to district 
oflicers or th<'ir cstal)lishm<>uts. The working of tiu'sc bodies Avill, for years 
to come, demand constant Aigilancc and attinition from the district olli- 
c(‘r, Avhose duty it Avill be to assist them by ‘his counsel and advice, to 
encourage them to an intelligent discharge of tlu'ir duti(?s, and to give such 
ex])lana1 ions as may bo n<‘C(>ssary to enable them to understand the extent and 
limits of tlu'ir ])owors ; and at the same time to guard against abuses or neglect 
of duty on their part, and, in any case in Avhich the intervention of superior 
authority may a pp(‘ar necessary, to report the circumstances Avith a view to ob- 
tain th<; necessary orders. He Avill also ha\'c to approAcs the annxial (‘stimates 
of expenditure, and, Avhen he disajiprov'es, to (explain tlu^ nature of his objection ; 
he may liaA'c to decide di.spu(es betwc'en the ditfm*cnt local bodies in his district; 
and he will bo the oj’dinai'y chaiincl of communication betAveen them and the 
Commissioner or other superior authorities.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Ilon’ble Mu. llAiiKnEvalso introduced th<‘ Dill. 

The l[on’hl(A Mu. Dakkuky also moA'^ed that the Dill and StatemciAt of 
Objects and llcast)ns be publislu'd in the GazeUc of India, and in the Panjdb 
Government Gazette in English and in sucb other languages as the Local 
GoA'cnnuent might think lit. 

The Motion Avas put and agreed to.. 


DOMB.VY rOUT-DUES REDUCTION DILL. 

Major the Don’blc E. Dakino moved for leave to introduce a Dill to give 
poAV(!r to reduce port-dues in the port of .Bombay. H(5 said that tluj Bill Avas. 
of the simplest description, and he Avould only detain the Council a very short 
time in explaining its provisions. At present, port-dues AA^cre levied at the port of 
Bombay at the rate of tAvo annas a tmi, but thcj Chairman of the Bombay Port 
Trust had represented that the tinaneial situation of the Trust Avas such as to 
allow of a reduction. Such a measure Avas exceedingly desirable and fully in 
harmony Avith the general policy of the Government, which Avas to remove all 
obstacles to trade Avherever it Avas possible to do so. There Avould be found in the 
Statement of Objects and Reasons a memorandum by the Chairman s<5tting forth 
the actual financial position of the T’rust, but it Avould not be necessary for him 
to I’cfer to it in detail. The present proposal Avas to reduce the rate levied from 
two annas to 1^- annas per ton, and the general result of this measure would he to 
relievo the shipping of Bombay to the extent of about half a lakh a year. The 
BoTubay Government desired the reduction, but the law as it at present stood 
alloAAXxl of no loAvcr rate than two annas a ton ; hence the object of the proposal 
was to carry the wishes of the Port Trust and of the Bombay Government into 
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effect, which could he done hjP removing the words “ not less than two annas 
a ton ” from Schedule I of the Indian Ports Act as it now stood. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

Major the lion 'hie E. Baring also moved that the Bill and Staieraent of 
Objects and Seasons be published in the Gazette of India, and in tlu'. liomhay 
Government Gazette in English and in such other languages as the Local 
Government might think fit. 

Tlie Motion was put and agreed to. 

CENTRAL PROVINCES TENANCY BILL. 

The Ilon’ble. Mr. Ilrert moved that the Bill to consolidate and amend 
the law relatiijg to Agricultural Tenancies in the Central Provinces be refciTed 
back to the Select Comniittcje. He said that his object in making this Motion 
was to give the Committee the opportunity of considering one or two sug- 
gestions which liad been received since the presentation of the last Report, 
lie did not anticipate, how'cvei', that the amendments which they would make 
would in any way alter the main provisions of the Bill or delay its iwssing into 
law. 

The Motion w^as put and agreed^ to. 

The Council adjourned to Wednesday, the flth June, 188J.

panjAb local selp-government bill. 

The Hon’ble IVIn. Barkley movcul for leave to introduce a Bill to make 
better provision for Local Self-government in the Panjab. He said : — 

“ My Lord, this Bill is one of a stnies of measures for tlie develojmient of 
local self-government, the first suggestion of which is to be found in the Reso- 
lution of the Financial Department, No. 3353, dated 30th September, 1881, 
on the subject of the further decentralization of finance. 

“ One- of these, relating to the Central Provinces, has already become law, 
and others, relating to the North-Western Provimtes, are now under the con- 
sideration of tliis Councih The present BUI is intended to provide for the better 
constitution of district committees and for the establishment •wf local boards 
in the Panjdb. The subject of miuiicipalities aud luunicipal taxation is reserv- 
ed for separate treatment.. 

“ It may be well to premise that this Bill is not the first attempt to associate 
the people of the Panjab, outside of municipal towns, in the management of their 
own affairs. Before 1871 each district had its road and ferry fund (•oiumitteo, hut 
these committees consisted entirely of officials, Europojin and Native, and ha<liu 
most cases very limited funds at their disposal. In 1871, financial reasons made 
it necessary for the Supremo Govcrunwmt, while partially decentralizing finance, 
to make assignments to Local Governments, falling short of the estimated ex- 
penditure of the departments, the charges of whi(jli were transferred to them ; and 
one of the conseqnenccs of this was the withdrawal of the ferry fund income 
from local committees, wliilc certain charges previously borne provincially were 
transferred to them. Further taxation for local pur])oscs thus became neces- 
sary, and this was provided for by the Panjab Local Rates Act, No. XX of 
1871, which authorized the imposition of a local rate not exceeding six pics 
in the rupee of the annual«value of land in the Panjah, the annual value being, 
for the purposes of the Act, assumed to be double the land-revenue. The tax 
thus authorized, therefore, fell at the rate of one anna in the rupee, or per 
cent, on the land-revenue ; and this was in addition to cesses already imposed 
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in connection with the settlement of the laitd-revonuo to i)rovi(le 
schools aiid (listvict-post, ^vhich usually amounted to 2 1 per cent. moreJ;^i|ptv.,^? 
control the funds so rai.swl, the A<!t enabled the Lieutenant-Gov<!rnor to 
]>oint committees in each district, and this power was exercised by ap])oint- 
in<r committees, consisting both of official and non-official memlM'rs, the former 
being generally appointed ex officio, by the name of their office, and 
the latter by nomination, for a term of two years at a time. In this 
way a considerable nurabiir of the more intelligent and inllucntial 
inhabitants of districts hav(‘, for the last tAvelvc years, been associated with the 
leading officials in the expenditure of the distriid funds, and have learnt to 
take some part in devising and carrying out measures for the general welfare. 

In some districts more ])rogr(‘s.s has been made in this diw'ction tluin in others, 
jind indeed in some districts the poverty of the district funds or other local 
eircwmslanccs did not admit of much being done. 


“ This Bill must, therefore, he regarded, not as the first step towards the intro- 
duction of local self-government in the Panjab, but as intended to facilitate 
further progrciss ‘In a direction in which we have for some t inn; been moving. J t 
has been framed to give (dfeet to the proposals for the ('xtension of local self- 
government explained in the Besolution of the Panjdb Goveniment, No. 1777, 
(lat('d 71h September, lbS2, by conferring upon distiict committe<!s greater 
administr!itiv<‘ and tinancial independence, by constituting local boards for areas 
smallcT than districts, by improving the methods- of a]>poiuting members of local 
bodies, and by provitliiig for the transfer of additioiuil services to local manage- 
ment and control. 


“ The Panjab Local Rates Act, No. V of 187R, by which the corresponding 
Act of 1871 was rcjK'aled, increascHl the amount of the local rate fi’om six ])ics to 
eight pics ))er rupee of annual value, the additional two pies, bdug one-fourth of 
the rate, Ix'ing credited to the Local Government for the purpo.so of ])roviding 
additional funds to bo expended for the prevention or relief of famine, Avliile 
the remaining three-fourths were left to be ex 2 )endcd by district (!ommittee.s 
for the benefit of the districts in which the rate Avas levied. In addition to 
the funds thus sup])lied, other cessc.s, known as road, school and district-post 
cesses, are levied by a i)ercentage on the land-revenue, under authority of 
aiTangements made at the time of the settlcimmt of the land-revenue in each 
district. The road and school ce.s.s<!s are usually levied at tlu^ rate of om; per 
cent, each upon the land-reAenue, and the district-post ce.'^s at tin; rate of ^ per 
cent. ; but in several districts, and in ])arts of some other districts, the last of 
the.se cesses is not levied at all. The proceeds of the road and school (h'.sscs, in 
addition to three-fourths of the local rate, have hitherto been at the disposal of 
district committees. 


“It has been considered adAi.sable to amalgamate these c(i,sses Avith tin; 
hxral rate, and to 8ul)s1itute the anthorityof the legislature for the settlement- 
airangements under which they have hitherto been collected. It is, therefore, 
]>roposed to repeal Act V of 1878 so far as it alTc(;ts all districts or portions of 
districts for Avhich committees or boards may be (ionstituted undc'v the pro- 
posed Act; and the opportunity has also heem tak(Mi to provide h'gal authority 
for the local rate now levied on the rates imposed under Aarious names in 
respect of tin; improvement of land due to (•.anal irrigation, Avhen such improve- 
ment lias lu'cn excluded from ac.count in a.ssivssiug the land-revenue. Amongst 
t hesc rates are the owner’s rate under the Norl hern India Ca nals Act, the AA'ater- 
advantage rate on the llari Doab canal, and the proportion of the fluctuating 
ri'veuiu', on lands irrigated from canals in the Montgomery, district Avhich is 
credited to caiial-rinTmuis. This has Ix'cn done by amending the definition of 
annual A'^alue in section 2, and a definition of land-revenue has also Ixxm added 
to that section to authori/e the loA'y of tin; local rate on the dues paid for grazing 
on Government lands Avhich yield no land-revimue in any other form. The.se 
dues form a large item in theriw'enue realized from some of the districts of the 
Southern Panjiih, and the amount of tln^ local rate and (ressi*s has hitherto been 
deducted before the iiwome aa’us credited to Government. The provisions of the 
Bill now submitted are exjilained in some detail in the accompanying Statement 
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,of Objects and Tlcasons, and it will, tbei’cforc, j)rol»ably be most convenient that I 
should not ti’avcl ovnr the same ground, but should coniine my remarks to some 
of the more pi'oraincnt fc-atures of the Bill. 

“ One of its most marked features is the extent to Avhieh, whih; laying down 
the general j)rin(5iplcs which should regulate the constitution and functions of 
district committees and local boards, it leaves details to be j)r(ivi(led for by 
ruhis to be from time to time fuimcd by the Local Covcrjiment. This is rendered 
necessary by tlu? varjdng circumstances and requirements of dilTerent parts of 
the proviiurc. The constitiition of society fundamentally dilb'rs in dilVei'ent 
localities. In some, as amongst the Biluehes of the Dcrajat frontier, tribal 
chiefs possess gr»‘at authority. In others, as amongst the Pathaiis, Avhile a tribal 
organization prevails, the tribes are greatly dividi'd into fact ions at feud amongst 
thems(‘lvcs, but for certain purpose's rc'cognize the authority of tribal councils. 
In the greater part of tlu' province, the agricultural clas.s(>s arc associated into 
villagc-commuuitic's which have bec'n (rompared to sniiill i*e])\jblics ; but in the 
Southern I’anjab and the Hill Districts, tins village is oft('n an artificial aggre- 
gate of small hamlets or scattered wells, with no natural bond of union. Again, 
no uniform system which could be d('vi.s(>(l Avould b(? .suited at the same time to 
peaceful and poi)ulous disti'icts, in all parts of which some men arc? likely to 
b(' found sudi(?i<'ntly educated and intelligent to take an active interest in jn’o- 
moting ptiblie improvements, and to h'ss favoumbly situated districts, Avherethe 
population is scattered and somc'times turbuh'iit, and Avhere few such men arc 
likc'lv to be found awav from the large towns. To give distri«*ts of the latter 
class such mcasui-e of self-governm<?nt as they are cai)ableof, witiiout unduly fet- 
tering the (rommittees and local boards of more advanc-ed districts, considerable 
latitude must be left to the Local Governnient to frame' such rules as may a])- 
poar most suitable, having regard to local conditions and reqciircmc'uts. Mo.st 
jn'ogrc'ss is likely to be achicv(?d undc'r a system sullicic'utly ilexiblc to admit 
of being thus adapted to varying circumstan(?es. 

“ WUihi we have long had district committc'c's, th<' local boards proposed to 
be constituted by the bill are ncAv bodies, and the Bill pi’ovides that these boards 
should be oi'dinarily subordinate to the district commil tc'c in malters of finance* and 
taxation, nvitters of common Intercast, and matters aJlVcl ing the joint or conflictijig 
int(?)'ests of two or more boards in the? district. In other respects, not ilications, to 
be issiu'd bv the L)cal Government uiuh'r section 11, Avill regulate the duties to 
l)c entrusted to the conimitti'o and the s<*ver;d boards, and the boards will 
not be under the control of the committee in respect of the matters thus 
specially made over to them. T'hey may, howcAC'r, be employed by the com- 
mittc»' as its ag(?nts in the management of nuitters placed by such notilic.a- 
tion under the control of the committee (section 1 !■). "When, again, a first 
class board is considered fitted for greater financial ind<*pendenee, this may 
b(' conferred on it by a notification by the Local Government i^ndi'r clause (7) 
of section 87 ; and, while such a notification remains in force, the funds at the 
disposal of the board to which it relates Avill be treated as a separate district 
fund, to b<' account(?d foi', not to the district committee, but to Go\ernmeiit 
(section to). 

“ To admit of the road, school and district-post cesses being amalgamated 
with the local rate, it has been found necessary to increase the maximum limit 
of th(' loi-al rate from ('ight pies to oin? anirn per rupee (section 18). The local 
rate and cesses now amount in most districts to 10? pies pc'r rupee on the 
assuiiK'd annual value, which is equivalent to l6;| per <'cnt. on the land- 
revenue. 'file proposed maximum rate equals 12.j p(?r eent. on the land-revenue, 
which is If, per <?(?nt. in excess of the total of the presmit local rate and cesses, but 
no general increase of local taxation is <?ontemplated. One anna has been adopted 
as the maximum, partly for the sake Aif siiujilicity, and partly hceausc, in some, 
distriets, where the land-rcA'enuo is small and lightly ,assess('d, it may be found 
advantageous to have the poucr somewhat to inerease the rate in order to 
provide funds for purposes eh'arly for the benefit of the ncighboiirliood. In 
other plaeos some reduetifinof the rate may bo d(?sirablc, and section ll enables 
committees spe(;ially empowered for the purpose, and, in the ahsenee of such 
committees, the Local Government, cither to increase? or to reduce the rate, so 
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loni? as it-. neitlior exceeds one anna pei* rupee ^of the annual value, nor falls 
below so many pies per rupee as the Local Govei’nm<*nt may from time to- time' 
direct. 

“ The result may be explaimjd by the following example. A village* 
assessed at B-s. 600 laud-rev(;nue at present j)ay8 Rs. 65 on account of local rate- 
and cesses. If the local rate were increased to one anna per rupee of annual 
value, it would pay Rs. 75, while if it w*orc reduced to ten pics per rupee, it would 
pay Rs. 62-8, or if it u ere reduced to eight pies per rui)ce, it would pay Rs. 50. 
Under s(;ct ion 26, again, four-fill bs of tlie rate would be credited to the district 
committee, and the remaining one- fifth, for reasons explained in the Statement of 
Objects and Ri'asons, to the Local Government. Leaving out of account charges 
for collection, the district conimittc'c would, in the case supposed, receive 
Rs. 52 at the present ivite, Rs. 60 if the rah; were incre;ised to one anna 
per fupc<‘, Rs. 50 if it were reduced to ten pics pm* rupee, and Rs. 40 if 
it were roducc<l to eight pies per rupc^e. The amount to be crediled to the 
Local Govi'rninent would similarly fluctuate as the rate was increascslor dimin- 
ished ; and to thij^ extent it would apparently be for the interest of the Local 
Government to keep the rates high. Rut that Government must apply the funds 
thus raisiid to similar puriKJses, though not ncircssarily in the saiiu' district, to 
those to which the district <?oniinitt(‘c or local Iwards would ho at liberty to apply 
them ; and Ihore would be no^ obstacle to its allotting the incrt\‘ised imronie due to 
the incr<5as(i of the rate to tl^e district vvhich had found it necessary to increase its 
taxation. If the nati; were decre.ased, the LocarGovernment would simply have 
smaller funds available for expenditim^ in the ])rovinee giMicrally, or in particu- 
lar districts, for the purposes (jontemjilated by the Act, and it would be obliged 
to regulate its expenditure accordingly. 

“ The only other point which nc<.‘d be noted in connection with the subject of 
taxation is the new power, proposed to Imj given by section 18 to committees which 
have been empowered to determine the incidence of the local rate to impose 
other taxes, either for the purpose of supplementing the income from the local 
rate, or to enable the (jommittoo to reduce the lot^al rate. It is tlmught that it 
may be desiRiblo to have t he jjower of taxing classes which at present bear no share 
of the local burdens, while they arc largtdy benefited by impnivcd comiminica- 
tions and by expenditure from district funds for the suj)port of educational and 
other institutioTis. But care has been taken to priwent taxation of an arbituiry, 
oppressive or injurious ehaKUiter, by prt>viding that this power shall be exorcised, 
subject to any general rules or special orders which the Govei*nor Gen- 
eral in Council may make on this behalf, and only by committee's which 
have been entrusted with the power of determining the incidence of the local 
rate, for ibo projKJsals .already specified, that the f axes imposed must be ap- 
proved by the J.,oeal Govenuuent ; and that the same procedure as to notice 
of the proposixl tax, and disposal of any objections wliich may be preferred 
against if, shall be followed as is prescribed in the case of taxes imposed by 
municipalities. 

“It is necessary to state that none of those powers to impose increased 
taxation ari^ intended to enable Government to devolve new charges 
upon local liodiijs. It is not desii-able that the extension of local self-gov- 
ernment should bo associated a second time with increased taxation; and 
the danger of tho fixed charges of committees and Iwards being from time 
to time increased without any con-osponding in(;roase of their I’osources, by their 
being called upon to undertake new services, lias been guarded against by the 
proviso to section 11, which requir<‘s the Loc-al Government, when the control 
of any new service is transferred to cornmittees or Iwards, to provide tiuun 
with .such funds or sources of income as both the Local Government and the 
committee or board may consider sufiicient to maintain such .stawico in its 
existing state of efficiency. If incrc.ased taxation should bo resorted to in any 
district, it Avill fherefovo bo either for the purpose of reducing tho burdens on 
land, or of enabling commitfecs and boards to make better provision than 
before for objects of a loeixl character already under their mauagement. 

“ Passing on to the subject of finance, it may be well to explain that tho 
one-fifth of the rates and taxes to he creilited to the Local Government under 
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effect, which could be done* by removing the words “not less than two annas 
a ton ” from Scdiedulo I of the Indian Ports Act as it now stood. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

Major the Ilon’ble E. Baring also introduced the Bill. 

Major the Hf>n’ble E. Baring also moved that the Bill and Statement of 
Objects and B(;asons b(^ puhlisluid in the Gazelle of Indio, and in the Bombay 
Government Gazelle in English and in such other languages as the Local 
Government might think fit. 

The Motion was i)ut and agreed to. 

CENTRAL PROVINCES TENANCY BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ilbeut moved that the Bill to consolidate and amend 
the law relating to Agricultural Tenancies in the Cmitral Provinces Irj referred 
back to the Select Committee. lie said that his ohjeert in making this Motion 
was to give the Committee the opiiortnnity of considering one or two sug- 
gestions which had bcicn received siiu^e tirr; prrisentation of the last Report. 
He did not anticipate, however, that the amendmenis which they would make 
would in any way alter the main provisions of the Bill or delay its jiassing into 
law. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Council adjourned to Wednesday, the Gth June, 1883.

Resolution. — ^The year under rovioiv has been marked by several import- 
ant changes, more especially in the inland telegraph tariff. 

2. In July 1881, a tariff of two annas a word for each word in excess of the 
Tninimnin group of six words for tlio rupee was introduced. 

3. This was followed in January 1882, by the raising of the minimum 
group to eight words for tho rupee ; and at tlie same time, in order to admit of 
messages being dealt with as far as possible in order of urgency instead of 
entirely in order of receipt, an “ urgent ” tarill'at double rates and a “ deferred ” 
tariff at half rates were introduced. 

4. It was further ruled that in order to clear the lines during tho busy hours 
of tho day and to utilise the lines by night, all “ State ” messages should he 
classed as “ deferred ” unless specially marked “ urgent ” by the sender. 

6. These latter changes have only taken effect during tlio last throe months 
of the year under review, but it is already evident that the result has been

beneficial. Of the private traffic, 22*03 per eenL was tendered at the cheaper 
deferred ” rate, hut the increase in number of messages which resulted nearly 
counterbalanced the reduction in tariff ; in fact, the net revenue from this source 
is slightly in excess of that for the previous year, owing to an increase in foreign 
message revenue. 

6. The total net revenue is, however, considerably less than that for the 
previous year : there was a reduction in number of State messages to the extent 
of 67,853, chiefly accounted for by the cessation of military operations in Afghan- 
istan ; and owing to the order above referred to, under which the State traffic 
is classed as deferred, the falling off in revenue is considerably greater propor- 
tionately than the reduction in numbers. But the loss is nominal not real, and, 
on the other hand, 'the gain by freeing the wires for remunerative traffic during 
the day time is real and substantial. 

7. The Government of India has declared the policy that the Telegraph 
Department must be self-supporting, and the effeets of these changes will be 
carefully noted during the present year. So far as information has reached the 
Government, there is a fair probability that the growth of traffic under the new 
conditions will bo sufficient before long to warrant a further reduction in tariff, 
without risking a burden on the general revenues of the country. 

8. The operations of the Department have increased considerably during 
the year ; the length of lines was increased by 923 miles, and the length of wires 
by 3,903 miles ; the number of departmental offices was increased by 38 ; and 
the number of Bailway offices under the supervision of the Department was 
increased by 114. 


9. The importance of increasing the number of offices was dwelt upon

^ sation of postal or otlicr agency for work- 

ing branch offices in places where the traffic would not warrant the employment 
of highly paid signallers was indicated as the best method of economically secur- 
ing tiie extension of operations. The report under review does not show cltsarly 
to what extent it has been found practicable to employ such agency, and the 
Government of India desires that this point may be attended to in future reports. 


10. During the year under review it was decided that private companies 
should be allowed to undertake telephone operations in cities and towns, and 
licences for the establishment of telephone exchanges were granted to the Orient- 
al Telephone Company for Calcutta, Bombay, Madras, and Rangoon. 


11. The present report shows that the maintenance of the lines and the 
working of the Department have been continued in a high state of efficiency ; 
the speed of transmission on the trunk lines has in almost every case been 
increased ; comidaints against the Department have decreased, and interruptions 
have been fewer both in number and duration. 

12. Before the report for the current year is submitted, the present Director- 
General, Colonel B. Murry, will have relinquished the cliarge of the Depart- 
ment wdiich he has so ably administered, and in acknowledging the testimony 
borne by him to the officers of all gi*ades and subordinates of the Department, 
the Government of India desires to place specially on record once more its 
appreciation of the value of the services rendered by Colonel Murray throughout 
his service, and more especially as Uead of the Department during the Afghan 
war and the recent years of rapid progress and development.

ADMINISTRATION REPORT

THE INDIAN TELEGRAPH DEPARTMENT 


FOR 

1881 - 82 . 


During the year 1881-82 the Department has continued to work at 
a satisfactory profit, and has yielded to the Government the net revenue 
of R6,18,668; this being the difference between the total eamings and working 
expenses during the year, the former amounting to R38,d4!,212, and the latter 
to R32,36,G14. The above result, satisfactory as it is, shows a less profit than’ 
that of the last two years ; this being accounted for by the fall of message 
revenue on the cessation of war in Afghanistan. Notwithstanding this, 
however, the net profit of 1881-82 is in excess of that of 1878-70, excluding 
from the latter 1157,151, the value of free copies of Government and Press 
messages, which was credited to Revenue up to and including that year, but 
omitted from the accounts since 1880-81. 

2. The number of paid messages was 1,013,375, against 1,642,777* for the 
previous year; but this slight decrease is more than accounted fer by a faUing- 
off in State messages to the extent of 67,853. Private messages show an 
increase of 38,451. 

3. The length of lines was increased from 19,679 to 20,602 miles, and of 
wire from 54,433 to 58,336 miles. In addition to this, 1,233 miles of wire, not 
the property of Government, were maintained, as against 1,655 during the 
previous year ; this decrease in the mileage of non -departmental wire being 
due to the transfer from the Railway to the Departmental posts of the Sind, 
Punjab and Delhi Railway wires between Mooltan and Lahore, subsequent to 
the dismantlement of that section of the Company’s lines. 

4. The number of Departmental Offices increased from 254 to 292, and at 
the close of the year 794 Railway Telegraph Offices wei’C technically supervised 
by the Department, as compared with 680 during the previous year. 

6. The speed of transmission on the trunk lines has been in almost every 
case enhanced, as will bp^ seen from the details given in paragraph 27.

It will ho observed that the net falling-oif is almost entirely due to a 
decrease of State telegrams, and that the Private nu'ssage traflic shows a 
numerical increase. On awilysing the slight falling-off in the value of Private 
messa«»cs it is found that Foreign Traffic exhibits a satisfactory increase, while 
the diminished value of Inland private telegrams, amounting to It75,131-2-0, 
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is fully accounted for by a decrease in Sind, the Punjab and Belucliistan, these 
being the Divisions most affected by the cessation of militarjr operations in 
•Afghanistan, and in the Indore Division where the opium trade is stated to have 
been imusually dull. 

Inland Tariff. 

13. Dui’ing the year under review, important changes were sanctioned in 
the rules and rates for inland messages. 

Local Tariff . — Prom the 9th April 1881, a tariff of 4 annas for every 
six words, with free delivery within a radius of one mile, was cxp<irimentsdly 
introduced in Calcutta, Jind this .syshnn was on the 41h July oxtendcKl to th(5 other 
Presidency towjis and to all jdaces having a (jontral and branch telegraph offices. 

, .Charge hg the word in cxce.'ta of the initial group . — Prom the 1st July 1881, 
the system of charging by groups of six words was alL'ved in favour of a rate of 
2 annas p('r Avord for .any cxe.ess over the minimum charge of one rupee for 
the tirst group of six Avords, but Press and Indo-Ccylon tnessages continued to be 
charged l)y tlu? group. 

Introduction of the Urgent, Ordinnnj, and Deferred classification of State, 
Private, and Press Inland messages . — AVith eff(!ct from the 1st January 
1882, the Government of India sanctioned my ])roj)osal to enhance the carry- 
ing ])OAA'(‘r of the wires by accepting, at half the ordinary rate, messages to lx*, 
transmitted Avhen the lines arc uno(.‘cnpied, siich ‘deferred’ messages to be deli- 
ve)*ed on the morning folloAving tlu'ir d(*spat(di ; also to give priority of trans- 
mission to telegrams paid for at a higher r.ato than ‘ ordinary ’ traffic. Under

Foreign Tariff. 


15. There was no change in the international rules and rates during 
the year, so far as the con’ospondencc'. betwe(;n India and Kuropo is con- 
cerned ; but the laying of an additional cable across tlic Atlantic»^in September 
1881, by the new ‘ American Telegi-aph and Cable Company ’ at a reduced tariff 
of Pres. I'fiO pm- word, induced the other Companies to lower their rates te 
Pres. 1-25 per Avord. 

As already mentioned, Indo-Ceylon ti-affic was brought under the Foreign 
Mcs.sagc Rules from the 1st Januai-y 1882, and from the 25th of the same month 
a revised tariff for Press messages between India and Ceylon was introduced. 

16. The following is a calendar of the principal extensions of foreign lines 
and alterations in tariff: —

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Complaints. 

23. In Appendix F is given a synopsis of all the cQmplaints received from 
the public during the year regarding telegrams, showing separately those 
ufTccting this Department only, and those in which Kailway or Foreign 
Telegraph lines were alone concerned. To facilitate comparison with the results 
of the previous year, the figures for 1880-81 are also given in Antique type. 

24. Of complaints affecting this Department only, 44G were received, 294 
being admitted, and 152 rciceted as groundless. The bulk of the rejected 
complaints were in respect of alleged non-delivery of messages, the senders 
erroneously supposing, in default of receiving replies, that their messages had 
miscaiTied. The number of admitted complaints during 1880-81 was 314. 
Thti year under review, therefore, shows a decrease in the cases of non-delivery, 
delay, errors, &c., so far as these formed the subject of complaint from the 
public. 

25. The number of complaints received, in which Kailway and Foreign 
Telegraph a<lministrations were concerned, was 352 against 328 in the previous 
year; of the former number, 206 were admitted, 63 rejected, and 24 were still 
under investigation at the close of the year. 

26. In Departmental corai)laints admitted, there is a net decrease for the 
year under review of 6’37 per cent.; in those chargeable to Kailways and Foreign 
Telegraphs, there is an increase of 33*77 per cent.

Press Messages. 

30. Appendix H is the statement of the number and value of paid News 
messages sent at the reduced Press rates, month by month, during the year. 
As comjmred with the previous year, there is a falling-off in numlxjr of 257, 
and in value of B 5,797-11-0. This decrease must bo ascribed to the tsessa- 
tion of the military operations in Afghanistan, which, during their continuance, 
gave an abnormal impetus to lengthy News messages.

Several trees fallen on line during heavy gales, and wire broken in 
many places. Impossible to get down the river by boat owing to 
heavy sea ; a steam launch had eventually to bo hired. 

Jufy 1881 . — Between Sibi and Gundikundufi, lasting 96 hours, lane 
washed away by heavy floods, and river for some days was impass- 
able. Two men of working party died of sunstroke. 

August 1881 . — Between Gundikunduff and Ilurnai, lasting 184 hours. 
Two interruptions: many miles of line washed away. Weather 
during August was unprecedented.

Line broken at large span owing to heavy fall of snow.

Signalling Establishment. 

34. There were 970 Departmental and 167 Military Telegraph Masters and 
Signallers on the strength of the establishment on the 31st March 1882, as 
compared w ith 942 and 181, respectively, on the 31st March 1881. Of the Mil- 
itary Telegraph Masters and Signallers, 114 were employed in Departmental and 
53 in purely Military Ofiices. In addition, 109 soldiers were trained in tele- 
graphy during the year, and 62 were under instruction at the close of the year. 

35. The casualties among Depart- 
mental Telegraph Masters and Signallers 
have been 39, as per margin, against 25 
during the previous year, a percentage 
^ of 4*02 against 2'65. 

36. It having been found that the use of the sounder instrument in train, 
ing classes and signal offices had gradually resulted in a considerable dete- 
rioration in the style of signalling, and that the absence of periodical compulsorj 
examinations in this essential qualification of a telegraph operator had led to s 
falling off in the rate at which a large number of the sigmdl^g staff coul( 
send and receive messages, recording instruments have been supplied to al 
training classes, and every Telegraph Master and Signaller is further require(

reading Morse symbols ; failing which, stoppage of promotion or reduction in 
grades, according to circumstances, is ordered. Detailed instructions have also 
been drawn up for the guidance of instnictors in telegraphy, and the steps thus 
taken to improve the stylo and 8j)ecd of signalling show a very favourable 
rtjsult. 

Electrical. 

37. Mr. C. L, Scdiwendler was compelled by severe illness to leave India 
on the 2nd July 1881; from this illness — an affection of the hrain — he never 
recovered, and he <lied in Germany on the Cth January 1882. Mr. Schwendler’s 
scientific acquirements, and tlie valuable services he rendered to this Depart- 
ment for a period of nt'arly fourteen years, are well known to the Government. 
In his death the Indian Telegraph Department has sustained the lo.ss of an officer 
whose abilities in his profession were perhaps second to those of no Electrician 
in the world. 

• Mr. W. P. Johnston who had previously, on several occasions, ably officiat- 
ed as Eh'ctricaan, ami who was again aiding in that post at the time of 
Mr. Schwendler’s death, has held the appoiutment to the end of the year. 

EXTENSIONS OF LINES AND WIRES, AND LINE 

MAINTENANCE. 

38. Appendix I is a classified list of all Tclegi*aph lines in India and 
Hurmah on the 31st March 1882. The follotving are the total mileages of line, 
wire and cable, contrasted with those existing on the same date in 1881 : —

39. In addition to the above, the Department maintained 448 miles of 
line aiul 1,233 miles of wire, the properly of llailway Companies, particulars of 
which are given in A])pendix J. 

40. The follow ing are the principal works which were carried out in each 
Division during the year 1881-82 ; — 

Arakan Division. 

41. The only new construction work done in this Division was the erection 
of new telephone lines for Me.ssrs. IVIohr Jlrothers and Bulloch Brothers at 
Akyab ; the former in lieu of the wire previously rented to them, which was 
suspended on the same posts as the Rangoon main line Morse wires. The 
length of new line erected is 3’29 miles, and of wire 4’99 miles. The substi- 
tution of old i)attern Prussian porcelain for iron-hooded insulatora was effected 
from Rue to Tounghoop. The usual annual repairs were carried out, including 
th(! clearing of heavy tr<;e jungle ; 9 masts and 292 posts (of iron wood), were 
erected in jilace of a corresponding number which had become decayed and un- 
serviceable. 

Assam Division. 

42. The line has been extended from DibrugArh to Doom Dooma, 41‘5 miles, 
and thence to Sudya, 20*5 miles. 

A branch telephone line from Samaguting to Nichuguard and Dimapur, 
length 13 miles, has been constructed. Extensive repairs and additions were 
effected to the cable across the Brahmapootra, oi)positc Dhubri, having been 
necessitated by thft serious erosion of the banks of the river during the monsoon. 
The erection of a wire for the Assam .Railway and Trading Company on the 
posts of the existing departmental line from Dibrugarh to Doom Dooma, with a 
branch thence to Makum eoal-field, was commenced, .and completed along the site 
of the Railway to the point uj) to which the <?artlivrork8 had progressed, viz., 14 
miles. -i'

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Beliary Division. 

. 43. The lines from Axkonam to Mysore and from Auspree to Hyderabad, 

were transferred during the year from the Hellary to the Madras Division. The 
former section inedudes the line from Bangalore to Mysore, the reconstruction 
of which along tli(! Mysore State Railway has boon finished. The construction 
of the lino from Kolhapur to Ratnagiri, with branches to Chiplun and Raja- 
pur, has been completed; as also that of a third wire in the section Satara to 
Kolhapur. The annual repairs included, besides jungle cutting and clearing, 
&c., rcinsulation and the removal of ingot joints; the last-mentional work 
1 ms yet to bo completed by thq removal of the remaining ingot joints in the 
Bangalore-Bcllary Section of No. 7 line. 

Bengal Division. 

44. The chief Avorks undertaken and completed were the construction of a 
line from Mozulferporc to Hutwah, 124 miles in length ; the addition of tAVO 
Raihvay AvircS to, and the strengthening of, the departmental lines, Khana to 
Sahebgunge, 143-75 miles; doubling the carrying capacity of the line, by 
replaciing single by double coupled jwsts, betAveen Sealdah and Rancegun^;, 
119-863 miles ; (50 miles of this were completed at the close of the official 
year); laying two cables across the River llooghly ; and erecting two wires from 
Calcutta to Baidy/ibati, 20*75 miles. A span, 1,890 f(!et in length, Avas erected 
across the River Gunduck, betAvecn Hajoepore and Sonepore, the iron masts for 
Avhich Avere manufacitured at tlte 'Pelegraph workshojis at Alipore (Calcutta). 
Tlic East Indian Railway lines, besitles undergoing the usual maintenance 
repairs, were strengthened by the addition, in eacih mile, of six (iron-rail) posts, 
from nenr Dinnraon to Luekeeserai, 133-5 miles.* Ingot joints were cut out of 
all the lines between Dinaporc and Allahabad, with the exception of the branch 
from MoghalSarai toBenan^s ; alsobctAvecn Cawn))oro and Agra. An additional 
wire from Moghal Sarai to Allahabad, 90-6 mih-s, Avas erected ; and the lin« from 
Khana to Sahebgunge, 144 nnles, was dismantled. On the Calcutta and South 
Eastern State Railway Extension, the line from Sonarpur to jMugnxh station, 
15 inibis, was constructed ; as .-ilso a line from Durbhunga to Pocpv!i GbSt, 24-3G6 
miles, on the Tirlioot State Railway Eastern extension. The line from Mozuffer- 
pore to Bcttiah was (mtindy reconstruct(-d, being brought from tlie road to the 
Railway route, and an additional wii-e, 77 miles in length, Avas erected. The sus- 
pension of an extra Aviw! from Calcutta to Barrackpore, 17-25 miles, in connection 
with that under (jrcction in the Dacca Division (paragraph 47), was commenced, 
but not (iompleted before the end of the year. Bcisides petty constructions of 
lines Avithin towns and their suburbs, ten telephone lines Avere erecUid dui-itig 
the year, comprising IG-G miles of Avirc. 

Bombay. Division. 

45. The section of line from Bombay to Dadar, 7-376 miles, was completely 
reconstructed, double-coujded posts (Hamilton standards), to carry all the 
wires connecting Bombay Avith the rest of India, having been erected along the 
route of the Bombay, Bai-oda and Central India Railway. Between Dadar and 
Kalyan, along the Great Indi.au Peninsula llaiUvay, that part of the lino Avliich 
traverses salt-Avater swamps, was reconstructed with doxiblo rail-posts. A new 
line was constructed from Pali to Godhra, lG -971 miles of lino and 18-621 of 
wire. The existing line AA-as transferred from the old to the new Nerbudda 
bridge. All iron-hooded insulatoi-s were replaced by porcelain ones, old pat- 
tern Prussian, on the section of No. 9 line betAveen Kalyan and Satara; and the 
reinsulation of Nos. 11 and 12 lines from Surat to Baroda was nearly completed. 
The toAAm of Barsi Avas conneetc-d Avith SUolapur by a line of telegraph, 
branching ott* from the main route at Barsi road, 20-61 miles distant from 
Barsi. A ncAv line was coustruetei from Uotgi to Beejapur, 69-06 miles, and 


* lu tills and other Divisions, old mils, wherever ])roeiiral)le, from the Railway adniimiiiistrations.-havc been 
largely used as Teb'graiih posts, with success both as regards efficiency and economy. 
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an extra wire, 9 miles, was erected to place Beejapur in commiinication with 
Sholapur. Besides petty constructions in towns and their suburbs, additional 
telephone lines, amounting to 21*755 miles of line and 57*793 miles o£#wire, 
were erected. 

British Burma Division. 

46. The construction of the line connecting Moulmcin with Tavoy, 109*75 
miles, of which 69 miles of line and 109 of wire were put up in 1880-81, was 
completed. The construction of the B,angoon-Tonghoo line along the Sittang 
Valley Railway was comnicncod at Rangoon and completed up to P(‘gu, 45 miles. 
Amongst town line constructions and reconstructions may be mentioned the 
alterations of the lines in Rangoon, wliere tclo[)hone lines have been erected, 
comprising 13*294 miles of line and 6.3*717 of wire ; the departmental main lines 
having bc<m transferred to a now and direct route, and the ABC and tclcj»hone 
wires separated from one another. New cables were laid across the rivers Kcm- 
naendine and Irrawaddi at Rangoon and Promo respectively, and an old cable across 
the latter river was lengthened, and the cable house moved back in consequence 
of the erosion of the bank. The following lines have been insiilated : — Prome 
to Thyctmyoo ; Poungdeh to Myanoung ; and Aloulmein to Thytithamine. Tin; 
No. 8 wire Rangoon to Prome, was reinsulated on the result of tests made by 
the insulator detector. 

Dacca Division. 

47. A single wire lino from Kaunia to Ktirigmm, 17 miles, was construct- 
ed for the use of the Kaunia-Bhurla State Railway. A temporary line 
was erected between Sultanpur on the Nortlicrn Bengal State Railway and 
Serajgunge, 03 mihjs ; and a similar line from Nattore on the same railway 
to Rampore Bauleah, 25*25 miles. A private telephone line, 1*75 miles in 
length, Avas put up on the Li/.ziepur Tea Estate at Kurscong. The erection of 
an additional Avir(5 from Barracskporo was in progress ; in connection with Avhich 
cables were laid across the Pinlda, Dhullcssary and Booragunga rivers. In 
addition to ordinary niaintenauco repairs, the alignment was altered for 8' 
miles of the section, Goalundo to Pangsa; 12 miles remain to be liuislied; and 
all insulators other than porcelain (ohl or ncAV Prussian pattern) were }*(‘move(l 
from the two Government wires, Poradaha to Jalpuiguri, and replaced by those 
of the .above patterns. 

Ganjam Division. 

48. The first local wire from Midnapore to Cuttack has been rcinsulatcd ; 
as also that from Madras to Bezvada. A second local wire has been ei*e(5ted 
from Rtinecgunge to Cuttack, 280*6 miles ; .and a similar wire from JMadras to 
Bezvada, 261*604 miles. The construction of the line from J uniboo to Huki- 
tollah, which was in progress at the end of 1880-81, was corapletfcd. 

indore Division. 

49. The erection of a second wire from Morar to Indore, 300'677 miles, was 
commenced, and completed with the exception of 10*25 miles betwetai Shaja- 
pur and Bewas, which section was in progress at the close of the year. An 
additional wire, for departmental use in connection Avith the above, Avas erected 
from Indore to KhandAva, 86*5 miles. A singh; wire lino was constructed from 
Mhow to Bhar, 32*7 miles. The erection of a third Avirc from Khandwa to 
Nussecrabad, 381*14 miles, for the railAA'ay, Avas commenced, a portion of 
Avhich between Rutlara and Nussecrabad remained at the end of the year to 
be completed. An alteration of the alignment of the railway for thnui miles 
from Khandwa necessitated the reconstruction of the telegraph lines for that dis- 
tance. 

Madras Division. 

60. A line of two wijfos was constructed from Negapatam to Tanjore, 
48*26 miles, and a single wire thence to Trichinopoly, 31 miles ; total length, 
including town lines at Tanjore and Trichinojioly, 82*45 miles of line and 
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132‘d< of wire. Tlie old line from Shiyali to Karikal, 29 miles, was dismantled. 
An extra wire was erected from Shiyali to Tuticorin, 256*65 miles, necessitating 
an addition of 1*7 miles of line. Erom Ootacamnnd to Devalla a line of 19*32 
miles and 38*8 miles of wire w*as constructed. The Madras Town liOcal Office linos, 
comprising 14*.55 miles of line and 33*81i of wire, were constructed. The recon- 
struction of the line along the Mysore State liailw'ay from Bangalore to Mysore, 
including the suspension of two extra wires betw'cen those places, which was 
in progress at the close of 1880-81, was completed. The maintenance repairs 
of the line from Bangalore to Vellore included the cutting-out of all ingot 
joints from that section. 

Malabar Coast Division. 

51. The ’reconstruction of the lino from Tellichcrry to Mercara, which was 
in progress at t he close of last official year, w’as completed. The other works 
executed in this Division have been confined to maintenance repairs. The cut- 
ting-out of ingot joints j)ctween I'cllicherry and Balamcotta, and the testing 
of the line from Cochin to Tellicheri*y with the insulator detector, with a view 
to reinsulating the line, were commenced. 

Nagpur Division. 

52. The extension of the lino along the Nagpur and Chhattisgarh State 
Kailway was comi»letcd up to Musra, 135*2 miles from ‘Nagpur. Public linos 
(work(!(l by tele])hon(^) were constructed at Warora and Nagpur; the former 
1*26 miles of single-wire line for the AVardha Coal State Kailway ; the latter 
1*26 miles of lines and 2*5 of ■wire for the Nagpur and Chhattisgarh State Rail- 
way. The insulation of the main line between Bhusaval and Sconi ( vid 
Nagpur) has bticn improved by the replacement of all half or whole-hooded 
insulators by old pjittern Prussian porcelain, or pcrfoi’atcd hood insulators ; 
and on the local lino No. 5 between Bhusaval and Nagpur, 25 per cent, of 
the whole-hood insulators have been replaced by porcelain ones, old pattern, 
Prussian. 

Oudh and Rohilkhand Division. 

53. Lines were constructed from Gf)i)alpore to Nanu, 32 miles, and 
from (Jopalporo to .Teyra, 0*3 mih^s, for the Ji’rigatiou Department, the lat- 
ter work(‘d by telephone. A lino of 1*7 miles was constructed connecting 
Naini Tal with the Naini Tal Cantonment Office. At Cawnporc a telephone 
lino was constructed for the Pi’ovincial State Railway, 2*86 miles of line 
and Sit miles of w’ire, and another wire was erected for the Cawnporc and 
Farukhabad State Railway for l*4i miles from the Bilhnur Station to the Esun 
Nudd<*e Bridge. Tin? maintenance repairs included the rc-ercction of the Kosi 
river span insist and the substitution of steel strand for iron wire. 

Punjab Division 

5-1.. The line from Tamaul to Peshawar was under reconstruction along 
the Railway and was near completion at the close of the official year under 
r<?port. A temporary line from Tarnaul to Attock, 50*61 miles, was constructed, 
by which Haw al Uindi, Ilasau Abdal, Uaji Shah, and Attock, were connected. 
6*6 miles of wire Avas erected on the line from Rawal Pindi to Tarnaul. 
The line, Peshawar to Jamrud (10 miles of line and wire), was constructed, 
and the temporary line dismantled. Telephone lines connecting the several 
offices of the Punjab Northern State Railway staff at Raw^al Pindi wore 
constructi'd, comprising 2*71 miles of line anil 7*22 of W’ii’c; and the RaAval 
Pindi Railway Statioif and workshops Averc connected by a lino one mile in 
length. The Avlioh; of the lines in the Jjahorc Station were reconstructed AAdtli 
Aviix’S of uniform gauge (160 lbs. jicr mile). The line from Miani to Bhcra, 8 
miles, was reconstructed, and from Bheia to Lala Musa, 62*7 miles, w'as 
doubled. The line betw’con Lahore and Mooltan, 207*11 miles, was recon- 
structed, and th(‘ Avires of the Sind, Punjab and Delhi Railw'ay telegraph 
transferred to the posts of the new line: ncAv .suiiports Avere erected, including 
63*12 miles of rail posts; and the old wooden lino was dismantled. Tlio 
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railway line, Amritsar to Lahore, 83 28 miles, was also reconstructed (with f 
standanls), and the old wooden posts dismantled. Tlie old Imlly-line from 
Lahore to Ferozepore, 52 miles, and the section of Sind, Punjab and Delhi- 
Railway lino from Muzaffarahad to Slier Shah, 3 miles, avci’c dismantled. The 
Guggur I’iver was crossed by seven strand steel wire in three spans of 1,200 
feet each, w’ith supports specially secured to withstand the hill torrents. A 
system of Government telephone lines was esiahlishcd at Lahore, by which 
tim public olhccs intercommunicate through the Government Tclegrajih Ofliec 
as an exchange ; in addition to which, four Police Olliees are similarly con- 
nected "with the Distrust Sujierintcndont of Police and Avilh one another. A 
sepamte private systcim includes nine Sind, Punjab and Dcllii R:»ilway Offices 
connected for exchange and four other private telephone offices, TIu; various 
telojihone ciianiits comprise 10'102 miles of posts and miles of Avire. 

In Simla, llis Excidleiicy the Commander-in-Cliief Avas jilaced in telephonii; 
communication with the Quartermastei’-Generars Office and the Tnlelligenco 
Branch by a flying line composed of 1*0 miles of vvin; supported on trees. 

Rajputana Division. 

55. A temporary single.-Avire line Avas constructed from R<!wari to Dadri, 
3 1"5 mih's : a third milway wire Avas erected on the line from Bandikui to 
D<dhi, 134i*.5 miles. On the Ajmere-Nusseerabad line, 13* 1 miles, a s(‘(!ond Aviro 
Avas erected ; and the suspension of a third wire on the sanu! .section of line 
was commonc(!d, and Avas about to be completed at the close of the year. 
At Ajmerc, t<‘lephone liiuiS Avere constructed, one for the railway nnd om; for 
the Commis-sioncr, comprising 3*3-1 miles of line and 5*13 of Avire. In addition 
to th(! ordinary maintenance repairs, the Iktorav No. 3 Aviri; was rcinsulated 
Avith porcelain insulatoi*s, old ])attern, Prussian, Irrim SyecJin to Dholpur.- 
Alterations Avcrc etfected to the Alorar RailAvay Station lines ; and the Sojat 
Quarry line Avas dismantled. 

Sind Division. 


56. A line Avas constructed from Koombri to Badani, 4*1 miles of posta 
and 8*8 of Avirc. A single- Avirb field telegraph line (10 miles) Avas consirncted 
during the AVuziri expedition, which AA'as dismantled on the rdirement of the 
troops, its object having been fulfilled. Improvcimmts were made in the 
insulation of the Jung-slifilii-llydertihad departmental lines; the rail WJiy train- 
Avire, link to Sibi ; ami tin; Sind, Punjab and Delhi llaihv ly lines, Iviamari to 
Kotri. The last-named .section of line AA-as also strengthened. 'I'he liim oA*er 
the Bagatora Hill on the Indus Valley State RaihA'ay was I’cconstructed : 
51) miles of the section, Jacobabad to Sibi, was cross-stayed. TAA'cnty-tive miles 
of the old road line, Sukkur to Hyderabad, Ava.s dismantUid. 


Beluchistan Sub-Division, 

57. The semi-pcrnianent line AA'hich Avas last year constructed up the 
Hurnai route Avas extended from Kochali to Sharigh, a distance of 15*5 
miles. A semi- permanent line Avas also constructed from Killa Abdulla to 
Kushdil Khan, 28 mih;s, through the hcjirt of the Pisheim Yalh'y, Subse- 
quently, on onr troo])s I<'aving Killa Abdulla, Kushdil Khan Ava.w coniiecteil 
Avith Gulistan by a slight alteration of the line. 'J'hc semi-perinancnt. Pir 
Ghowkey loop AAas made permanent Avith iron standards. On the e\\‘icu;ition of 
Kandahar on the 22ml April 1881, the wire Avas disiiuinth'd as far as Chaman, 
as the troops marc.hcd stage by stage. In the following October, on the Avith- 
draAval of onr troops fj*om Chaman and Killa Abdulla, the line betAveeu those 
places, 15 miles, Avas dismantled.

STATEMEN^P OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Tiik pvf'sent law regulating the constitution and functions of district committees and pro- 
viding for loi'al (other than muiii< ipal) taxation in the Punjab is contained in Act V of 
1S7S. In addition, however, to the lo(;al rate levied on laud under that Act, which falls 
at 8 pies on the rupee of (he annual value, which, for the purposes of tlio Act, is assunu'd to bo 
double the land-revenue, other cessi-s are levied under tluj name of road, school and district- 
po.<t eess(‘s, calculated at a percentage upon the land-revenue, whieli usually amounts to per 
cent. more. The levy of those chesses was ]>rovided for at the time of llio sidtlcmont of the 
laud-reviMiue of each district as a part of tin* setthunont-arrangeinmits, and in a few 
districts th(‘V are IcvilmI at a rate somewhat dilTereut from (hat prevailing in other parts of tho 
province. The gmieral residt, however, is that the rates and (?esses full at 10| pies on the 
rupee of assumed annual value, or at 10;} jier cent, on the land-revenue. 

2. The main object of Ibo present Bill is to give effect to the proposals for the extension 
of local seir-gnvernment explained by the I’an jab Government in its Resolution No. 1777, 
dated 7lh September, ISS;!, by conferring upon district committees greater finamdal and 
administrative iudep(>ndciu*c, eonslituting local bodies for smaller areas than districts, providing 
for tho mmle of ajipointing member.s of distrief eominitb'os and loc-il hoards, and increasing 
the number and extent of the services transferred to local iiianagcinciit and control. 

3. At the s.anH' lime, it has been thought advisable to consolidate the road, school and 
distrii't-post cesses with the local ralc3 hitherto asse.'^scd under. Act V of 1878, and, as that Act 
has lieon f(»und defect ive in other respeet.s, to re|>eal it and re-enact its provisions with such 
alterations as cxpeiienei^ has shown to bo necessary. These matters have already formed the 
subject of correspondence bel.ween the Pan jab Government and the Government of India. 

4. In many of its provisions the Bill is an enabling rather than an enacting 
* measure. Wliiie prescribing certain general principhis in regard to tho constitution of 

district committees and local boards, it leaves much to be provided for by rules to be 
framed from time to time by the Local Government. Different parts of the province vary so 
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inuch in thoir stages of development as to render uniformity of system impossible. To pro* 
vide for the varying requirements of different loealities, it is necessary to Confer upon the 
Local Government large powers of regulating details by rules. 

6. The principal provisions of the Bill are as follows. 

6. Sections 3 to 8 provide for tho constitution of committees and boards. 

7. Section 3 empowers the Local Government to constitute a committee for eacli dis* 
trict, excluding the area of military cantonments and iimnicipalilies^ and to Constitute boards 
for sub-divisions of districts. 

8. Section 4 provides for the repeal of Act V of 187B throughout the areas placed under 

the jurisdiction of committees or boards appoint(‘d under section 3. 

• 

9 . Section provides for the classification of committees and boards by the Local 
Government, and for the powers to be exercised by them. 

10. Section 0 provides for the appoinfment of the members of committees and boards. 
They may be appointed e<r ojficio, or by nomination, or by eh^ction, or some by one and some by 
another of such methods, the Local Government being Miipowored to regulate* details. Provision 
is made that not less tluin one-half of the m(*ml)ers shall be landholders in the district, while two- 
thirds shall ordinarily be non-odicials. It is anticipated that in most parts of th.e ])ruvincc 
the majority of the members will be appointed by ele<^tion, but it is impossible to presciibo 
this by law, owing to the variety of the circiimsiances of different localities. Whore appointment 
by election has once been introduced, tlie circumstances under which this mode of appointment 
may afterwards be departed from are defined so far as j)Ossiblo. Similarly, in section 7, which 
provides for the removal of members by the Local Government and for filling up casual vacan- 
cies, special provision is made for the <?aseof members appointed by election. 

11. Section 8 enables the Local Government to provide for the appointment of the 
chairman of each committee or board. The appointment may be either c,r ojicio, or by 
nomination, or by election, as, with refereiKX) to existing circumstances, Government may, from 
time to time, determine. 

12. Sections 0 and 10 provide for the incorporation of committees and boards when the 
Local Government may think fit, for the vesling of property in them, and for (he (!i»ntrolling 
of transfers by them of immoveable properly or money invested in the public funds. 

13. Sections 11 and 12 speciify ihfi powers and duties which may he conferred upon or 
entrusted to committees and boards, and j)rovide that they must be supplied with adoquale 
funds to maintain the services tliey are calh'd upoii to undertake in their e\isfiiig >late of 
efficiency. The list of matters wliich may be made ov<;r to them contained in ijcctioii 11 is long, 
but it must not ho supposed that all such matters will necessarily bo made over to the com- 
mittee and boards appointed in each district. The variety of local <fircuni.stanees and (he 
capacity of the committee and boards to jierformthe duty will have to be taken into (jonsidera- 
tioii ; and it will, therefore, be necessary for Government to decide in each ease wliat services 
shall be made over either to the committee or to the several boards in each distritit. Sections 
75 ami 7(i amend the Northern India Ferries Act iii order to enable the Local (jovcn'iiment 
to make over the management of ferries and their proceeds to committees and boarils, when 
it may seem desirable to do so under section 11. 

14. Sections 13 to 25 dtial with the subject of local taxation. In part Hiey replace the 
corresponding provisions of Act V of 1878, but section 13 dq)arts from that Act in tixirig 
the inaxiinum local rate at one anna instead of eight pics jier rujHje of the annual value, in order 
to consolidate the road, school and district-post cesses with tho local rate. One anna per 
nipco of tho assumed annual value corresponds with 12 J per cent, on the annual revenue, which 
is per cent, in excess of the present rate of taxation; but it is not intended that there should 
be any general increase in the local taxation now levietl. The maxi mum rate has been iixed 
at one anna instciid of 10^ pies, partly for tho sake of simplicity, and partly bccfiu^o in .some 
tnwjts, where the land-revenue is small and lightly ass<*ssed, it may be fuind advantageous to liavc 
the power, without resort to further l(;gi.slation, to increase tho rate in order to provide for 
puri)Oses clearly for the beneiit of the ntughbourhoud. 

15. Section It enables the Lot'ul Government t(» empower committees to hx the propor- 
tion to be borne by tho rate to the annual value, or itself to d(‘termiue such j)ro|)orti«)n. 

13. Section 18 is the chief new j)rop()sal in this part of the Bill. It enables district (.*oni- 
mittees, if empowered under section 1 1 to determine the ineidi'iieo of the rate, to impose other 
taxes approved by the Local Government, subject to the proviso that no such tax shall be 
imposed on pro|)orty wliidh is liable to the local rate. This may be done either in order 
to lower the local rate, or to provide for tho improvement of the servic.es placed under tlie con- 
trol of the district comm itteo. ^ ^lis power is subjected to the same cheeks as the power of 
municipal committees to iinpose'^liew taxes, and must also be exta-cised subje(?t to any general 
rules or spo(ual orders which the Governor General in Council may make on this bf»half. It 
will be observed tluit here again no general increase in local taxation is aimtid at. As already 
explained, the proviso to section 11 re(|iiires the Local Government, when the control of new 
aervioes is made over to committees or boards, to supply them with such funds or sources o£ 
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income as arc (sufficient to maintain siKjh service in its cxistinp^ state of efficiency. This sec- 
tion may he used to tax elas:<e,s \Yhicli at present b''ar no share in the local burdens, while 
they benefit lar<L^ely from tlip exfinuditure from district funds. But it can only be us^d to 
enable the commitli e (Mt.lier to reduce the taxation on land subject to local rates, or to make 
better provision than ]»cfore for objects of a local character the administration of which haa 
already been entrusted to them. 

17. Section 20 makes provision for empowerin<p committees or boards to fix school -fees 
and other fees chaif^ed for the use of, or adv;inia<»-j‘s derived from, institutions and works under 
the control of the (H)mmltlee or lioiird. ^Ibi'se fees are not of the natuio of taxes, but are pay- 
ments by jKJrsons availing* tbcaiselvos oC servK*e.s reiidcri;d.

WiiEftBAS the rate of port-dues leviable under the 
XU of 1876. Indijtu Ports Act, 1875, on vessels entering the 


port of Bombay cannot, consistently with the en- 
try in tlie tliird eoliimii of the first schedule of that 
Act in respect. r)f the said port, be fixed at less 
than two annas per ton, and whereas, having Re- 
gard to the pi’esent recei])ts and charges on ac- 
count of that ])ort, the rah* of two annns per ton is 
unnecessarily high, and it is not <*xpcdi«‘nt that 
a limit should be placed to the reduction of port- 
1 dues in the said port; It is hercl>y enacted as 
follows : — 

In the Indian Ports Act, 1S75, first, schedule, in Xllii 
the entry in the third column in res[)ect of the 
])ort of Homhay, the words and not less than 
two annas j)cr ton shall be repealed. 


STATEilENT OE OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Pout-dues are at present lovic^l at Bom])ay at two annas per Ion, which is tin* b>west rate 
permitted l)y the Indian Ports Act, 1875. Th(3 Trustees of tin* port luive propoM*d tljat the rate 
be reduced to 1 \ annas, and their reasons for the proposed reduction are given in the following 
extract of a irn'iiioranduin by the Chairman of the Trust, athndied to the budget estimate of 
the Port Tmst for I SS.’bSl.. 

Pori, ho ensuing y(‘ar, ilio iwipts from poi’t-dnes and harhonr-roveniie at existing rates 
are put down at Rs. <1,09, 100 and the exi»euditure on port aecouul ai lls. Col, 000, to 
which must he added the <!xpcndilure on new l>eac(Uis, clearing nudes :ind the like, l»s. 11,250, 
or Rs. 1,7S,250, in all. The accounts of pasf, years also sli(»w Ihat the rcceijds from 
this branch of the Trust's revenue have uniforijdy \mm in excess of the expendiiun*. Port-dues 
are at ])resent charged at the minimum rate allowed l)y law, namely, two annas per ton. The 
receipts from this source alone are estimatc-d at Rs. 2, 0.5, ODD b)r tlu* year, and it is p'commend- 
ed that the rate he nduced by 25 poreent., or to annas per ton. This will benctit the ship- 
ping to the extent of Rs. 51,250 per annum. Ill order to enable this r 'diudioii to be made, 
the Indian Ports Act will have to he amended, but to this it is not expelled that Covernmeut 
will raise any objection.'' 

2. The (ioverninont of Bombay approve of Ibe proposed reduetiou, and desire tliat the 
necessaiy ainendinent of the Indian Ports Act, I.S75, may lie inaih* by striking out the words 
^^and not less than two aunas |)er ton" in the third column of Sidiedulc I of the Act. If this 
be done, they observe Bombay will be in the same position as Caleiitla, in not being tied down 
to a minimum rate of port-dues. 

3. There seems to be no doubt as to the exjiediency of the course proposed, and tlie present 
.Bill has been prepared with a view to its being adopted.

The most satisfactory method of reducing the mainteuance charge per 
acre irrignled is, of course, to increase the area of irrigation, and this wdll be 
hest attain(;d in some eases by completing storage reservoirs, and, in others, by 
reducing the loss from percolation in the eanals. This loss is in some instances 
so serious as to nmde^r it douhtCnl wlmlher the eoustruetion of a storage. 
res(;rvoir should ho nmh'rtaken until the losshy absorption can he reduecul. For 
iustan(;o, in the eases of the Ifathmati and Ojhar Canals, it seems hardly 
advisable to spend much on storage works so long as two-thirds of the hot 
weather supi)ly of the canal is lost in leakage.

I^KSOLimoN. — The total capital outlay for the year 1881-82 has been Ks. 3,24,123, bring- 
ing the total (;apital outlay of all kinds to the end of the year up to lls. 1, 14,li'),0l4. 

Tlii»*e new works Imve been added to the number reported on as in operation during 
the year. "J'he total is now 29. 

3. The area irrigated is 20,8B1 acres, of which only 38.5 acres arc due to the new 
works. 

This shows a falling off for tlic year of 1,1)99 acres, fdthough the annual averagQ increase 
hiis been maintained. 

1.' TJie assessed revonne has, howt'ver, continued to rise, being Rs. 2,12,313 for the year 
against Rs. 2, (17, 491. in JSsO-hl. Indirect receipts are excludt?d. 

This rosult is dn<? to the advance which has bc(»n maintained in the biglier classes of culti- 
vation — sugar-cane, ground-nut, and ric^e having increased, while wheat has remained steady, 
and only jowari and Iwjri have fallen oil*. 

5. The total working (expenses are lis. 1,65,1 G8 against Rs. 1,47,995 during ] 880-81, 
but the Chief Engineer for Irrigation points out that the increase has been brought about by 
au error in the adjustineiit of tlie establishment charge's on the Mutlia Canals, and by the 
charges on the now works addt'd to tlie list. There is thoreforci a satisfactory and ho])cful im- 
provement in respect (»f these cx})cnscs. 

6. ^riic ligures showi»ig the areas of land under command and irrigable are still Only 
approximate, although tliey have been corroct(‘d wlieri*ve*r possible, but some of the surveys 
are still incomplete. 

Th(j gross irrig'able area was 391,077 acres, and the not irrigable was 277,927 acresjj 
of which lat ter 29,881 acres, or 1(1*7 per cent., was actually irrigated. The new works brought 
into operation within the year liave added l(i9,95b acres to the total of tlio lujt irrigable laud, 
but they have not, of course, ye t cont rihub'd their fair percentage to the irrigation. 

7. Storage res<'rvoirs, to whieli Government look for the development of irrigation 
on existing wtaks, have been achanced a ste]). 

The \Vagb;ul T'ank will lx* eoinph'ted before next monsoon. The Maladevi project 
has received sanetion, and only awaits the j)rovision of funds. Sites fur reservoirs have 
Injeii diseovend or su'rveycd f(»r all the principal canals. 

Two works only remain nn])n)vide<l — tin* Chiekli and Kulhala Canals; but llieso are 
minor works, having under them t(»getherin all only 809 acres of irrigable land. 

Negotiations with (he Aluuiei]iality of Salara, by whieli, in connection \vith tlu'ir water- 
siipply reservoir at Kas, (he (3iief Engineer for Irrigation hoped to supplement the hot 
weather su])ply to the Krishna (’anal, have unfortnnatc'ly fallen through, so that the proposal 
for a reservoir on the T.irhi, a tributary of the Krishna, must he rf* verted to. 

It is ho])<;d tliat theC'hief Ihigineer may be able to bring forward a project, wlii< h will n(»t 
bo too far beyond the immediate rei^uiieinents of tlic canal, on at least some not very extensive 
enlargement of its ]»resent scope. 

S, The subj- et of the loss of water in the canals has received eonsiderahle attention from 
the Irrigation otlict*rs, and steps havi' been taken to o]>serve and reduce leakage wherever the 
prosjioets of favorable results sri'iiuMl to justify the necessary ex])r iuliture. The effects of the 
measures a<b»pled will Im* notie(Ml next season, but for the present it would be premature to 
frame any eonelusions on the suhjt et. Much of th^hJSs of wali-r oliservt'd is due, it is believed, 
to an excessive (M*onoiny in the original eonstruetion of the works, where singli^ banks were 
used instead of double, leading to the formation in many places of largii shallow jionds above 
the canal, from the surfaee of which excessive eva])oratioa lakes place in tlie hot season, and at 
ail times then* must he eon.>iihTahle subsoil ab.sorptioii. 

Thesf* ]iools also causi; waste of water and of valuable time in refdling them after every 
closure of the canal. 

9. The observations made on wells afford no ndiable data so far from which to deduce 
the proper amount of <!red it to be given to the canals. Careful iiieasiirements and records 
hav(»heen kept, liow*(?ver, in the (jase of lli«» Nira (.’anal, of w^ells in the neighbourhood of the 
line it takes, and after w^ater has been adniilti^d to llio c:iTial the results will he reported on. 

10. Oulstaiulings sliow' a very satisfactory diminution this year, being only Rs. 46>674 
against lls. 72,082 in iSsO-hl. 

Jl. Bart J I, which will bo voluminous this year, as it contains a description for the 
first time of the works, will follow' as .soon as it is rec'eivcd ffoni the press.

STATEMENT OE OBJECTS AND llEASONS. 

TiiK present law rcgiilallng Ibc constitution and functions of district committees and pro- 
viding for local (oilier than municipil) taxation in tlic J^anjiib is contained in Act V of 
1878^ In addition, howc\er, to the local mtc levied on land under that Act, which falls 
ot 8 pics on the rupee of the annual value, whicli, for the purjmses of tlie Act, is assumed to he 
double the land-revenue, other cesses are levied under the name of road, school and distj’ict- 
po.'^t cesses, cahadated at. a pen'entage upon the land-revenue, which usually amounts to 2i jier 
(;ent. more. The levy (>f these cesses wais provided for at the time of the settlement of the 
land-revenue of each district as a part (»f the settlcincnl-arrangcments, and in a few 
districts they are levied at a rate somewhat different from that prevailing in otlicr parts of the 
province. The general ri'sull, however, is that the rati ‘s and cesses fall at 10 J pies on the 
rujxc of assumed annual value, or at lO;} per cent, on the land-revenue. 

2. The main olijcct of the jiresent Bill is to give effeet to the proposals for the extension 
of l(H‘al sclf-govennnent explained hy the Fanjah Govornmont iii its Resolution No. 1777, 
dated 7th September, 1SS2, hy coiifciTiug upon district committees greatiT financial and 
administrative indepeiulenee, eonstituliug local bodies for smaller areius than districts, providing 
for the mode of appointing inemhers of district committees and local l)oards, and increasing 
the li umber and (‘xtent of the services transferred to local management and control. 

3j[. At the s.ime time, it has l>een thought advisable to consolidate the road, school and 
(listri(i-post cesses with tlic local rate hitherto assessed under Act V of 1878, and, as that Act 
has hden found defect! vi' in other resi)€cts, to repal it and rc-cnact its provisions with such 
alterations as exjiericnoe has shown to Ih) neiressary. These matters have already formed the 
subject of correspondence between the Punjab Government and the Government of India. 

4. In many of its provisions the Bill is an enabling rather than an enacting 
measure. While preseril»ing certain general principles in regaixl to the constitution of 
district committees ami local boards, it leaves much to be provided for by rules to be 
flamed from time to time hy the Local Government. Different parts of the province vary so 
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much in their stci^es of development as to render uniformity of system impossible. To pro- 
vide for the varying reciuirements of different localities, it is necessary to confer upon the 
Local (Tovernment large powers of regulating details by rules. 

6. The jirincipal provisions of the Hill are as follows. 

6. Sections 3 to 8 provide for the constitution of committees and boards. 

7. Section 3 empowers the Local Government to constitute a committee for each dis- 
trict, excluding the ami of military cantonments and municipalities, and to constitute boanls 
for sub-divisions of distnets. 

8. ^ Section 4 provides for the repeal of Act V of 1878 throughout the areas placed under 
the jurisdiction of committees or boards appointed under section 3. 

9. Section 5 provides for the classification o^ commitlees and boards by the Local 
Government, and for the piwers to be exercised by iliem. 

10. Section fi provides for the ap]>oin<meut of tlic members of committees and boards. 
They may be appointed ex officio, or by nomination, or by election, or some by one and some by 
another of such methods, the Local Government lieing empowered to regulate details. Provision 
is made that not loss than one-half of the members shall be landholders in the district, while two- 
iihiixls shall oixlinurily bn m»n-ofiieials. It is anlicipabxl that in most parts of the province 
the majority of the members will be appointed by election, but it is impnssil)lc to prescribe 
this by law, owing to tlic variety of the circumstances of different localities. Where a])point merit 
by election has once been introduced, the cinaimstanecs undm* which this mode of appointment 
may afterwards be departed from are defined so far as possible. Similarly, in section 7, which 
provides for the removal of members by the Local. Government and for filling up casual vaean- 
cies, special provision is made for the case of members appointed by election. 

11. Section 8 enables the Local Government to provide for the ap])ointment of the 

chairman of each committee or board. The ap])oiniment may be eilluu* or by 

nominatimi, or by election, as, with reference to existing circumstances. Government may, from 
time to time, determine. 

12-. Sections 9 and 10 provide for the incorporation of committees and hoards when the 
Local Governnuuil may think tit, for the vesting of property in them, and for the controlling 
of transfers by them of immoveable iirojicrty or money invested in the public funds. 

13. Sections 11 and specify the powers and duties which may be conferred upon or 
entrusted to com in it tees and boards, and provide that they must be supplied with adequate 
funds to maintain the services they are called U])on to undertake in their existing state of 
efficiency. Tlic list of matters \vliich may be made over to tliem contained in ceedion 1 1 is long, 
but it must not ]>e supposed that all such matters will iieces.sarily bt? made over to the com- 
mittee and boards appointed in each district. The variety of local circumstances and the 
capacity of the committee and boards to |wformthe duty will have to be taken into considera- 
tion ; and it will, therefore, be necessary for Government to decide in each ease what services 
shall be made over either to the committee or to the several lioards in each district, Sections 
75 and 76 amend tlie Northern India Ferries Act in order to enable tlio Local Government 
to make over the manugement of ferries and tlieir proceeds to committees and boards, when 
it may seem desirable to do so under section 11. 

11. Sections 13 to 25 deal with the subject of local taxation. In part they replace the ' 
corresponding provisions of Act V of 1878, but section 13 departs fr<»m that Act in fi.xing 
the maximum local rate at on(i anna instead of eight pies jier ru|M 5 c of ihc annual value, in onl(‘r 
to consolidate the road, school and di strict-] lost cesses with the local rate. One anna per 
rupee of the assumed annual value corresponds with 12.V per cent, on th^ annual revenue, which 
is jier cent, in excess of the present rate of taxation; but it is not iutemled that, there should 
be any general increase in the local taxation now levitKl. llic maximum rate has l>een <ixed 
at one anna instead of lO j? pies, partly for the sake of simplicity, and partly because in some 
tracts, where the land-revenue is small and lightly assessed, itmay be found advantagemis to have 
the power, without resort to further legislation, to increase the rate in order to provide for 
purposes elearly for the benefit of the neigbboiirliood. 

15. Section It enables the Local Government to empower eominittees to ti\ the jiropor- 
tion to be borne by the rate to the annual value, or itself to determine such jiroporticm. 

16. Seetioii 18 is the chief ncw'’proposal in this ])art of the Bill. It enables district com- 
mittees, if em])owered under section 11 to determine the incidence of the rate, to impose oilier 
taxes approved by the Local Govermneiit, subject to the proviso that no such tax shall be 
imposed on property wbieli is liable to the local rate. This may be dmie cither in order 
to lower the local rate, or to jirovidc for the iinprovomont of the services piaffed under the con- 
trol of the distri(’t committee. This ])ower is sulijectcd to the same chocks as tlie pow(ir of 
municipal committees to impose new taxes, and must also be exercised subject to tey general 
rules or special oixlers which the Governor Gcnenil in Council may make this1|'half. It 
will be observed that here ^gain no general increase in local taxation i.s aimed at. n.s alre.'uly 
explained, the proviso to Section 11 requires the Local Government, when the control of new 
services is made over to committees or boards, to supply them with such funds or sources of 
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income as are PulRcjicnt to maintain such service in its existing state of efficiency. This sec- 
tion may be used to tax classes whi«;h at present bear no share in the local burdens, while 
they benefit largely from the expeinliture from district funds. But it can only be used to 
enRl)le the committee cither to reduce the taxation on land sub ject to local rates, or to make 
better jirovision than before for objects of a local character the adinioisti'ation of which has 
alreiidy been onlrnsted to them. ^ 

17. Section 20 makes j)rovision for empowering committees or boards to fix school-fees 
and other foes charged for the use of, or advantages derived from, institutions and works under 
the control of the coinniiltcc or board. Hiesc fees are not of the nature of taxes, but are pay- 
ments by persons availing themselves of services rendered. 

18. Section 2:3 provides for fixing the time at which rates or taxes assessed under the 
Act shall bo payable, 

19. Sections 2(> to 12 regulate the finaiion of district and board funds. 

29. The deiluciit)!! of (m(?-fifth made from the net proceeds of rates and taxes and to be 
credited t«> tbo* Ij<>eal Governinent, \vlii<*li is yn*ovided for by Sf^etioii 2(5, practically corresponds 
with the deduction of on(*-fonrtli from the local rate of eight pies per rupee of annual value 
now made under Act V of for the ])urpose of increasing tlie funds available to meet 

famiiu! charge's. It so far diffrMS that, under the section now prop )sed, the contribution to the 
f»roviinMal tinanecs will im-Vt^ioc; or (llininisli in auy district as local taxation is increased or 
reduced in amount. IJielcr presei»t litiaiH ial arrangeriients, the annual provision for famine 
expenditure is tn^ated as an Imperial charge, and it is therefore no longer n(»cessaiy expressly to. 
reserve the additional loc.il rate imposed uiuler Act V of 1878 for the purpose of meeting such 
expenditure ; and uiuler ll\e iic»\v financial coiilra<*t with the Local Govm*umoiit, the additional local 
rat e has bi'cn t n-aled as one i»f lla? braneh(‘s of revenue ]>la»*(‘d at the disp osal of the Local Govern- 
ment for provincial purposes. Th vngh no longer s|H*cifically apjh'opriat tnl to faniino exfxnuliture,. 
it thus sets fr4*e an e<piivalont sum in the lnip**ria] Budget, which would otherwise have had to 
he allotteil for pnivincial expenditure, and wliieli is now incliidc»d in the amount set apart for 
famine <;harges. It is low pnivhled that it shall be applied by the Local Government, either 
in aid of district aiul board funds or ot!i<‘rwise, to piirpo.scs similar to those for which commit- 
t«.'cs or hoards may expend their own sluirc of the rates and taxes. 

21. Secti<m 27 provitleg for the distribution of the proceeds of rates and taxes in any 
district betwc‘en the committee aiwl the sev<*ral lioards of the district; while section 28 places 
fees at llic disposal of the coiiiiiiittce or board by whose authority they are levied. 

22. S(»etions 29 and :3(t <'stablisli <listri<?t and hoard funds, and state the souri^cs of income- 
to be included in ea<*h ; and section *‘5:5 regulates the application of sueJi funds. Sect ion :3 1 gives. 
the eoiniuittec the [lower to plaeo limits on the t‘xpenditiire of boards within the district, but 
lijuvcs unspent lialaiices of board funds at the disposivl of the board. 

2:3. Sections :3 I to 'M proviile for cases in which txi-o^xjration between different commit- 
kees or boards is necessary. 

2 t. Sections :37 to 12 provide for tlie system of aeconnt, and tbo last claitse fif so<?tion :37 
empowers Government to raise a first -class l>oard to the status of a coinniitt>oe, in wlvich caso 
the funds at tin* disposal of the- l>oard will be treated as a separate district fuml (section 40)> 
and certain of tin* provisions of tlie x\ct regulating the relations between committees and 
boards in matters of acc<.niiit will cease to a[)ply. 

25. Sections I«:3 to 15 regulate the relations between committees and boards not raised 
to the status of a committee, cnahlo ctonmittces to make use of boards as their agents in 
regard to matters under the direct control of th<i committee, and jR’ovide for the decision 
of disputes betwe«*ii commit tecs, boards and municipal c<»mmiU(‘cs. 

2t5. Section Mi provides for tin* employment of officers and servants by committees 
and boards, subject to su<*U rules as may bi* made for the puriiose by the Local Government, 
and gives certain powers to the Deputy Commissioner to control improp«»r appniitments by 
tfceonil class e<.»mimt lees ov boards, subject to an a])peal to the Commissioner of the division. 

27. Section 4*7 proviiles for coat ribiitions ]>y committees or boards for the pensions, 
gratuities and leavavallowanees of Governinent otlieials whose services are wdiolly or partially 
placed at their dis[>osaL and section 18 for |>ensions, gratuities or loavc-allowanees to other 
servants. Special provision Is made for gratuities on retirement in the ease of servants appointcxl 
b«*fore the [lassing of the Act, as it was not clearly understood in 1871 that officials retaining 
service under the <*onimit.tces c<*ascd tt> be servants of Gv>vernmcut and lost their ylaims to 
[lensiou ; au<l when this was discovered, it was found that existing fiiiarieial rules did not admit 
of their siibscrihiiig under the Bciision ('ode to retain their claims to pemsion from Governinent. 
Such servants, therefore, staiul on a diiferont footing from serv^iiuts hereafter appointeil, whose 
pay will ^eei»ssarily be ifaleiilatcd with reference to the absence of any right to pension, 
unless tliAy arc jH^rmitled to subscribe for [icnsiou on first appointment, and the committee or 
b(>ard einlfiloying them undertakes to pay the necessary subscriptions. 

28. Sections 49 to 57 provide for the control to be exorcised over committees and 
boards by Government or its officers. The powers conferred are in most cases similar to those 
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given by the Central Provinces Local Self-government Act ; but section 49 enables Govern- 
ment to annul or modify any proceeding of a committee or board not warranted by the Act, or 
by the rules framed under it. 

29. Sections 58 to 63 enable committees and boards to make rules for the conduct of* 
business, and give firstlfclass committees and boards powers, similar to those possessed by 
municipal committees under Act IV of 1873, to make regulations for carrying out any of the 
purposes of the Act, subject to the coniirmation of the Local Government. Similar powers 
may be conferred by the Local Government upon committees or boards of the second class, 

30. Sections 61 to 66 make similar provisions as to suits by and against committees 
and boards to those contained in the Pan jab Municipal Act, IV of 1873 ; but section 66 has 
been so framed as to make it clear tliat the suits for which a special limitation is provided are 
only suits for damages or compensation for wrongful acts* done, or purporting to be done, under 
the Act. 


31. Section 67 enables the Governor General in Council to make rules or special ortlcrs 
for the regulation of the new taxes which may be imposed under section 18, and gives largo 
powers to the Local Government to make rules for the various pur{x>ses which the Act leaves 
to be regulated by such rules. 

32. Section 1 enables the Local Government to apply the Act gradually in different 
parts of the pi'ovince, as suitiible arrangements can be made ; and the large powers given to the 
Local Government of regulating various matters by rules will facilitate the adaptation of the 
provisions of the Act to the circumstances of the difTerent parts of the province where some 
progress in the direction of local self-government is practicable. Section 71 has been addeeb 
but for the present tentatively, and with a view to further consideration, to enable the Local 
Government to exempt, by notification, any district or part of a district, or any committee or 
board, from the operation of the less essential provisions of the Act,, should Ihesc be found 
unsuited to local requirements, and to substitute such rules as xoay be found suitable. 

33. In the interpretation-clause (scotiou 2), the definition of land-revenue has been added, 
and that of animal value amended, to provide for some of the points in regard to which Act V 
of 1878 has been found defective. The local rate has, in practice, been charged upon the 
grazing dues levied in the Southern Panjab, upon the ownor^s rate assessed on lands irrigateil 
from permanent canals, and uix)n the similar rates levied on lands irrigated from inundation 
canals ; but it is desirable that this practice should be expressly authorizcil by law*

A Bill to give power to reduce porUlues in the 
port of Bomhoj/, 

WiiEiiBAS the rate of port-dues leviahlc under tlio 
XIIofl8?6. Indian Ports Act, 1875, on vessels entering the 


port of Bombay cannot, consistently with the en- 
try in the third column of the first schedule of that 
Act in respect of the said port, be fixed at less 
than two annas pcT ton, and whereas, having re- 
gal'd to the presiuit receijits and charges on ac- 
count of tliat port, the rate of two annas per ton is 
unneces.sarily high, and it is nut expedient that 
a limit should be placed to the reduction of port- 
dues in the said port; It is hereby enacted as 
follows 

In the Indian Ports Act, 1S75, first schedule, in XII of ] 
the entry in the third column in resixjct of the 
port of Bombay, the words ^^and not lesfi than 
two annas per ton^^ shall be repealed. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Pout-ddes arc at present levied at Bombay at two annas p(*r ton, whidi is the lowest rate 
permitted by the Indian Ports Act, Iblf). The Trustees of the port have proposed that the rate 
he reduced to 1^ annas, and their reasons for the proposed r(‘duetion iwv given in llie ft»Ilowing 
extract of a memorandum hy the Cliairman of the Trust, attached to the budget estimate of 
the Port Trust for 18(83-81. 

For the ensuing year, the recei])ts from port-dues and harbour-revenue at existing rates 
are put down at Rs. 2,09, lUO aiul the exixmditure on port account at Rs. I,31',li00, to 
which must he added the expenditure on new beacons, clearing roeks and the like, Rs. tl^ZSO, 
or Rs. 1,78,250, in all. The accounts of ])ast years also show th.it tlie receipts from 
this branch of the Trnst^s revenue have uniformly been in excess of the expendiiure. Poi’t-dues 
are at present charged at tlie minimum rate allowed hy law, namely, two annas per ton. The 
receipts from this source alone are esiiniated at Rs. 2,05,000 for the year, and it is ivconirriend- • 
cd that the rate be reduced by 25 per cent., or to l.J aniuis per ton. This will benefit the ship- 
ping to the extent of Rs. 51,250 per annum. In order to eiiuhle this n ductiou to l)e niaile, 
the Indian Ports Aet will have to lie amended, but to this it is not expected that Government 
will raise any obj( ction.^^ ^ 

2, The Government of Bombay approve of the proposed reduction, and desire that tho 
necessary amendment of the Indian INirts Aet, 1875, may he made by striking out the words 
‘^and not less than two annas per ton^^ in the third column of Schedule 1 of tho Aet. If this 
be done, they observe Bombay will bo in the samejjositioii as CaleutU, in not being tied down 
to a minimum rate of port-dues. 

3. 'JTierc seems to Ijo uo doubt as to the expediency of the coursi* pr(>po^^•d, and tlio present 
Bill has been prepared witli a view to its being adopted.

BEPOBTS ON THE STATE OP THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OP THE CROPS FOB 

THE WEEK ENDING THE 12th JUNE 1883. 

General Rema.rks. — Rain has fallnn in varyin*]^ quaTititics during the week ihroujrhont the 
Madras Presklenoy, in the Deccan and S<iutln*rn Muliratta Country, in Mysore, the Central Provinces, 
Bengal, Assam, and liritish Burma. In the North-Westcu-n Pn^siiuM s, Oudh, the Punjab, and the 
Central India States the rain has Si> far been very partial aijil lii*ht, and tlie weather intensely hot and 
siiltrj. Beyond a sli^’ht fall at Abu and Jey.pore, no rain DB in lla jputana. 

There is hardly any elian^e to record in the j)osition of .aj^riciill nral opi rations. I’he liarvestinj:;’ 
r>f the second paddy croj) has not y<‘t ])e.en eomplet(*d in Nladras; ])rej>;irat ion b»r the //}./?//’ continius 
in Bombay, the Borars an<l Ily<h‘rahad, the (\mlral Provi nors, and Ceiitral Jiidia, hut in the Nortli- 
Wesiern Provinces and Oudh more rain is wanted for the purp(»se. In the Punjab tlu* harvest inff <d! 
the rtf/;/ crop has been <5oinpleted except in one district, and M»win”s bii* tlie //h/'/Vare in proi»T(‘ss. 
Mor^ rain is wante<l in parts ol* Bengal for the autumn ero])s, hut the paddy and jute already sown 
are dointl^ well, as are also iiidiii^o and sui'areane. 4'he ]>rospeets ol* I lie ^landini^* patidy e-rop in Assam 
are also favourable, ami the cultivation of the autumn rice crops is in active progress. Plouj^hin^ 
Jeontiinu's in Burma, and paddy prices are fallinL»*.

Observations. — As compared with the corresponding quarter of the pre- 
vious year, with an increase of 299^ miles, or 3 08 per cent., in the open mile- 
age, and of 286,026 miles or 3 09 per cent., in the train mileage,* the number 
of accidents to trains, rolling-stock, permanent- way, &c., shows a decronso of 
11 or 1’72 i)cr cent. The following are the Railways on which tlm numbers 
chiefly vary : —

* The train mileage run on the East Indian Railway is 2,178,3I4 and not 2,142,893 ns sliown in Tables 3 
and 4. The correct figures were fuiniBhod by the Railway Oumpany after the returns bad been piinttd. The 
total train mileage should accordingly be 9,5U0,4b7 and not 9,171,030. 
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2. On the Sind, Punjab and Delhi Railvsray, the number of cases in which 
}»oods trains or parts of goods trains, engines, &o., left the rails decreased from 
18 ‘to 7, and cases of bursting of boilers, tubes, &c., of engines from 36 to 6. 

3. The increase on the Madras Railway occurred under “slips in cuttings 
or embankments,*’ and “ fire in trains.” The accidents under these heads num- 
bered 6 against and 7 against 2, respectively. 

4. On the Great Indian Peninsula, and Punjab Northern Railways, there 
is no noticeable variation in any j)articular class of accidents. 

5. On tlio Norlhcrn Bengal State Railway, the largest increase appears 
under “ goods trains, or parts of goods trains, engines, &e., leaving the rails,” 
the number of cases being 8 against 2. 

6. On the Ind]|s Valley and Kandahar State Railway, the “ cattle accid- 
ents” increased from 41 to 70, whereas the “ failures of machinery, springs, 
&e., of engines,” decreased from 28 to 16. 

7. The casualties resulting front accidents to trains, &c., show a very satis- 
factory docr<'as(5. Only 1 j)asscngor was injured, and 2 servants killed and 6 
injured, whor(5as, in tlie <?orrespon(ling period of 1881, 18 passcngci’s were in- 
junnl, and 5 soiwants killed and 16 injunsd in train accidents. The? decrease is 
mainly due to the fact that, in the corresponding quarter of 1881, 13 passengers 
and 3 servants wen? injured in a collision between a passenger and a goods train 
on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway.

9. The numhor of collisions between “ passcngoi* trains and goods or 
mineral trains, engines and vc^hichis standing foul of the li}u;” deeroased from 
18 to 9, owing to the number of accidents of tins class on the East Indian llail- 
way being 1 only against 9 in the 4th quarter of 1881. 

10. There were 235 cases of “ trains running over cattle ” against 191. 
Of the total number, 70 occurred on the Indus Valley and Kandahar State Kail- 
way, 42 on the ]lajj)utana-Malwa System, and 20 on tlie South Indian Kailway. 
The large number of accidents on the Indus Valley is apj)arcnt]y due to tho 
line not being feuced, and on the Kajimtana-Malwa and South Indian Kail- 
ways the majority of the accidents took place on the unfenced portions of tlic 
lines, or on ijortions Avhere tho live fence has not yet groAvn up. 

n. The number of cases of “ bursting of boilers or tubes, &c., of engines’* 
diminished from 52 to 18, There Avas a decrease of oO on tho Sind, Punjab and 
Delhi Railway alone. 

12. Tho “failures of machinery, springs, «&c., of engines*’ nuni bored 1.3, of 
which 10 occurred on the Indus Valhy and Kandahar Kailwii}', and 11 on the 
Sind, Punjab and Delhi Railway. It is observed, howev'or, that, on the former 
line, the number of accidents of this description decreased from 28 to IG. 

13. There were 27 cases of “failure of couplings,’* of which 8 occurred 
on tho Sind, Punjab and Delhi Railway, and 7 on the Rajputaua-Malwa 
Railway. 

14. Tho number of cases of “broken rails’* rose from 8 to 21, of wliicli 6 
were on the Oudli and Rohilkhand Railway, 9 on the Rajputana-Mtilwa, and 4 
on the M\ittra-l[athras Railway. 

16. Out of a total of 13 “ slips in cuttings or embankments,*’ 0 occuu’rcd 
on the Madras Rtiilway, 3 on the Great Indian Piminsula, and 3 on tho Soutli 
Indian. In the corresponding quarter of tlic previous yeai’, tliere was only 1 
accident under this class. ^

No. 901 A’.— The fellowin," Rules for the guidanec of travellers visiting the domi- 
nions of Ill's Iligliness the Mah<‘u*;ija of Junimoo and Kashmir, having received the 
sanctum of llis Excellency the Governor General in Council, arc published for general 
infomation : — 

1. The Punjab Government no longer issues passes for visitors to Kashmir. 

The number of Military Ollicers in Kashmir at one time is restricted to 200. 
The disposal of pass(!s for this numlxir, less a cCVtain number r(!S<;rvcd for the Punjab' 
Frontier Forc(‘, is Avith His Excelhmcy the Commandcr-in-Chicf. Frontier Force 
Officers desiring to visit Kashmir must apply to the Brigadier-Gcnci’al Commanding. 

Civilians and Military Officers in civil employ, hut a small proportion of Avhom 
under tlu; Li'ave Rules can visit Kashmir the same sc'asoii, do not recpiiro any passes ; 
but they should n'port llu'ir int('ntion to travel in Kashmir to the Officer on Special 
Duty in Kashmir, from whom they can obtain a copy of the Rules to which they must 
conform. 


2. There arc four authorised routes for European visitors to Kashmir — 

1st, — Th(^ principal road from the ])lains by Rhimbar and Eajaori over the 
Pir Pan jal Range. This route may be varied by leaving the main road 
atTharia Mandi and proceeding via Punch and over the Uaji Pir Pass 
to L'ri. 

Sn<L — Th(! road from the plains by Kotli, Punch, Uri and Baramula. 

iJril . — The road from iMnrrce by Kohala and Baramula. 

4lh . — The road from Abbottabad by Mnzall'arabad and Baramula. 

Information regarding the above routes Avill bo found in Appendix A. 

The special jicrmissionof the Officer on Special Duty in Kashmir must ho obtained 
by travellers proposing to Imvel from Kashmir to Simla (or vice versa) across the 
hills, or to the plains (or dec versa) by Kishtwar, Bhadinwar and Chamba. British 
Ollicoi’s arc prohibiteil from making application on behalf of themselves or their 
friends direct to His Highness the INfaltarji ja, or his officers, for permission to proceed 
to or from Kashmir by any but the authoriswl routes. 

All ot her routes are positively forbidden.

A cooly’s load shall not excec^d 25 sod’s, nor that of a pony or muhj exceed two 
mannds. Travellers are particularly ivquired to be careful tliat their servants do not 
OA'orload coolies or cattle. A ])airof scales will bo kept at each stiige, and Avhen 
objection is taken to the Avenghtof a load, ti’avellers are bound to comply with a request 
that siu’b load should be Aveighed. * 

Coolies must be paid daily, and travellers should see payment made in their own 
presence. 


•1. In returning from Kashmir coolies or carriages are not to be taken beyond the.. 
Maharaja’s frontid*, or the tirst stage beyond the frontier. 

5. Unless travellers cneamj) at the fixed stages and encamping grounds, tlierc is 
no certainty that supplies Avillhe available. They should not encamp Avithin villages. 


[Note. — T lirouj^liout Cliamba tenitory rest-houiiOi) and supplies for travellerg will be found.] 
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6. A Ijook, in the form annexed, will bo presented at each sta"o in which every 
traveller is required to write legibly liis name, rank and station, the date of his arrival

7. Wbeii going on shooting excursions, visitors must take carriage and supplies 
with them, and are not to demand them in i)laccs where no provision is made for 
supplying (bom. They are not to press into their service the pcoi)lc of the country as 
heaters for game. 

8. Travellers must not interfere with any Kashmir oiruaals, and no calls are to 
be made on them cxcc])t in real emcj’gencies. All paymcjits are to h<? juarle at the 
rates deinandcd, which, if exorbitant, can be rC 2 )ortcd to the OlTiccr on Duty at Sri- 
nagar. 

1). Should travellei’s have reason to consid(‘r lhat tlu'y or their senvants have 
been ill-tr(!at(‘d or all'ronb'il, tlu^y are strictly forbiddi'n to adopt any oth(‘r imsins of 
obtaining redress than by making complaint to the olVurials of the Afaharaja on the 
spot, and iiuniediately reporting the circumstances to the British Ofticer on Duty at 
Srinagar. 

At Srinagar complaints are to h(' preferred direct to the Officer on Special Duty, 
and are not to hi' pirferred in any Kashmir Court. 

10. Visitors are forbidden to take away with them fi'om ICashmir, on any pretext 
whatever, any subjects of the Maharaja without obtaining permission and a passpoi't 
from the Kashmir authorities. 

11. Travidlcrs arc strictly required to settle all accounts before they leave 
Kashmir, and are responsible that the didits of tlnar servants are similarly discharged. 
Should any officer of Goviamment h^ave Kashmir without discharging his debts, he 
will not b(^ permitted cvm* to re-visit it. 

12. Visitors are jirohibitc'd from receiving any presents whateior during their 
stay from the Kashmir Darbar or officials. 

13. Visitors are required to take care that the customs and regulations of llis 
Highness the JMaharaja are in no wny violated by themselves or their servants. 

14. Military Officers invited by llis Highness the Maharaja to evening entertain- 
ments at the palace are required to appear in uniform. Civil Ollicers and other 
visitoi’s in ordinary evening dress.

At the Jlhinihar dak bungalow a khanstima, with the usual staff of servants, is 
kept up for the couveniciuu! of travel lei*s. At all the stage's between Saidahad and 
Thana Maudi, both inclusive, ordinary Jiuropc liquors and stores are procurable, but 
travellers are recommended not to depend on this source of supply. 

Prom the 25111 of Alarcli a hill-cart service will he maintainiid during the season 
by the di\k bungalow kliansama at Gujvat between that station and Bbimbar. Faro 
Ba. 11 per seat. 

In ordinary seasons the Pir Panjal route is impracticable nnt‘1 May, and is closed 
by snow in November. The Ilaji Pir route is generally ojicn in April.

The contractor on this route is 
bound to keep up 30 nuiles or ponies and 20 coolies at each stage. The road generally 
is good, and is open throughout the year. The stages from Kliara to Thandiali, and 
from Hattian to Chakoti, are troublesome, and in coming from Ghari to Ilattian thero 
is a mountain stream to cross, which may (?ause considerjible delay when it is swollen 
by the rains. The last stage from Paramula to Srinagar is usually done by boat in 
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two days, the first night hoing spent at Sopar. Tlie old road from Kohala to Ilattian 
via Paua and Chikar is closed to travellers.

STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Artuile 12, Sch(*dule I, of llin Court-fees Act, VII of 1870, provides, among other 
matters, for I lie levy of a fee of two i»er cent, on the amount or value of the property in 
respect of whicli a certificate is granted under Act XXVll of I860, The following note is 
ap])endiMl to the article : — 

“Tli(i person to whom any sneli cortifi(‘atc is granted, or his representative, sliall, after the 
expiration of twelve nw.)!ithi^ from the daUnf siieh certificate, and thereafter whenever the Court 
grantini* such certificate ivcpiires him so to do, file a statement on oath of all monies recovered 
or nali/ed ly him under sueh eertilirate. 

“If tlu* monies so re<*overed or realized exceed the amount of debts or oilier property as 
sworn to by the person to whom the <*ertificato is granted, the Court may cancel the same, and 
order siieli ])erson to take out a fresh certificate, and pay the lee prescribed by this schedule for 
Buch excess. 

“In di'fault of filing such statement within the time allowed, the Court may cancel the 
certificate/^ 

2. In ilio course cJ the discussions in the Legislative Council wliicli preceded the passing 
of the l*rol>ate and Administration Act, V of ISSl, a jn’oposal was made by Mr. Ih’tt Kennedy 
that Act XX\ ll of l^tU) and ili(‘ (j»urt-fe(‘S Act should ho amended so as to re([uire, from any 
one obtaining a eertilieato under the former Act for the rc(;overy of any portion of the estate of 
a deroased person, payment of a court-fet? at the rate of two |)Oi* cent, on the entire value of the 
estate. 

A circular was tIuTCupon addressed to Local (jovenimeiits calling for opinions on this 

projxisal. 

The replies received slmw that tlic weight of authority is altogether against its adoption; 
but many of them call attention to tlu* Faet, already more than once brouglit to the notice oftho 
(iovermmmt of India, that the re<pnrcim‘nts of the note in the Court-fees A{;1 above referred 
to are as a rule negle<jled or evadcxl ; that persons taking out certilieates do not tile the state- 
ments reipiiied by it, that the Courls have no proper means of compelling tln*m to do so, and 
that large amounts of doUs are thus collected under certilieates ohtiiiued for trilling sums. 

4*. Various suggest ions have Ikmmi made for enforcing com])liancc with the ])rovisioiis of 
the note ; hut it appears to tlie (iovernineiit of India that there are ohjeijtions to any device for 
securing 1 hi* fee whieh involves the imposition on the jxjrsou o])tuining the certificate of a 
duty to l)e perfoimed after he has obtained the (jertifieate. 

The g!-e;it mass of the ])e()p]e who take out certilieates are so indolent or careless or un- 
intelligent, that there is little h<*])e of getting them to comply with the provisions of sueh a law ; 
ami the eonse(|iienee is that, if it is not allowed to remain a dead-letter, as the })r(‘sent law 
has been, ])uhlie ollieers will he Constantly eompelled to inliiet penalties on largo uumbers of 
jHirsoiis, many «»f whom liave been guilty of no deliberate wrong. 

5. The simple ]>lan,as it seems to the (roveniment of India, is that already adopted with- 
out any warr:uit of law by some of the ollieers consulted, namely, toTocpiiro f-ach apj)Iicant for 
a eertilii'ate to tile with his application a schedule of the debts in respect of which the certifi- 
cate is ivnuinnl, ami to amend Act XXVll of i860, so as to make the certifieato good only for 
the debts entered in the schedule, at the same time allowing the certificate-holder, if lie after- 
wanls limls that he needs a eertilieale for other debts, to obtain an extension of the certifieato 
on paying tin* ailditional duty, and (if the Court reipiires him to do so) giving additional 
Boeiirity. 

(1. The only objection that has been taken to this arrangement is that taken by the Calcutta 
High Court in their Registrar's letter No. 54, dated lOth January, 18S0, printed in paper 
No. 20 to tlie Court-l'ef's Bill. They fear that “ impro|)er use" might be made of the 
Bcliedule “ by fr.audulent dehitirs whose debts were not in the knowledge of the applicant at 
the time [he lihxl the schedule], or in some way prejudice might arise." 

Now, there is little doubt that a fraudulent debtor would take the point referred to, and 
that he would thereby put the certilieatc-holdor to the trouble of explaining his omission to 
enter the dt'ht in his original seliedule; hut there would be no great hardship in this, and there 
would, on the other baud, he a certain eompensating advantage, inasmuch as (as observed in one 
of the replies to the I'ireiilar) the fear of this would stimulate applicants for certificates to be 
Ciireful ill com])iling their schedules. 

7. Assuming that the law is to he amended in the manner proposed, a further question 
arises as to what debts the applicant for a certificate should bo bound to include iu his applica- 
tion. Should he be bound to include — 

(d) all debts known to him to lie outstanding, including those which could be realised 
equally well without a certificate; or 
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(i) only those debts which he chooses to include, because he believes ho cannot realise 
them without a certificate ? 

The former, it is believed, would be more in accordance with the views of those who framed 
the existing law ; but it ai)pearH to the (Jovernor (Icneral in Council that it would be sufficient 
to adopt the second mode of valuation and allow the applicant to take out a certificate in respect 
of such debts only as he thinks fit. No doubt, a larger revenue might be obtained by insisting 
on the other nior j of valuation ; but it is apprehended, having regard to the class of ixjople 
who take out these certificate's, that any system rcrpiiring the ajjplicant to give a completcf list 
of debts would, if it was to be thoroughly enforced, necessitate procec<lings of an incpiisitorial 
nature for which no suificient machinery exists and which it would not be worth while to 
undertake for the sake of the additional revenue to b(j obtained. 

8. The rule wliicli it is now proposed to lay down, while it dispenses with all proceedings 
of an inquisitorial or penal nature, may reasonably be expected to lead to some increase of the 
revenue under this head, inasniuch as, the certificate being expressly limited in its operation to 
the debts specified in it, the necessity of including in it all debts except thoR^ due from ^xirsons 
standing in some peculiarly friendly or confidential relation will be brought home to the apjili- 
cants, and debtors will probably become alive to the risk they run in paying a debt which is 
omitted from it. 

Th(^ addilional rcvcniie realized will not, as just observed, be as large as if the alternative 
mode of valuation were adopted, but this is a result which, for the reason already stated, the 
(iovcrnmeiit is prf*pared to accept. 

0. The ])rcsf*nt Bill has been prepared for tlni purpose of carrying out the above views. 
The cire(?t of it, if it bectomes law, will be that every apj^lieant for a certificate under Act XXVII 
of 18<)() will be rotjuired to stale in bis application Ihe debts in respect of which he desires the 
certificate. It will be in his n])tiou to include what debts he pleases. He W'ill pay duty only 
in respect of the debts whi<?h be elcnds to include, and the operation of the certificate will be 
limited to those d<*bts. If lui suhse(]uently desires to include other debts, he can have the cer- 
tificate (‘xtended to them on paying the additional duty. The note appended to article 12 of 
the schedule to the (4)urt-fees Act will not a]>ply to him. For the rest, the amoudments made 
bv the Bill in Act XX\'Il of IhfiO and in tlie IVobatc and Administration Act, 18S1, are of an 
unimportant nature, and merely such as are necessitated by the above alterations in ihu 
substance of the law.

STATKAIENT OF OBJhXTS AND REASONS. 

Tiir, existing law respecting the constitmion and functions of district committees in the 
Norlh-Wostern Provinces and Ondh is contained in Acts HI and lY of 1^7^. Tl.ose Acts, 
while directing the Local (jovermnont to make allot immts for local ]Mirj)os«‘s to each district 
from the ratios levied niid(*rthem, yet enalilc the (lovernment to aj)pr<»])riat»' for the henelit 
generally of the North-Western Frovinees or Ondh, a.s the ease may he, the lialanecs of such 
allotment.*? remaining unexpended in each district at the close of the year, and thus prevent all 
continuity in local tinancial administration. 

2. They also, while establisliing committees for the propose of di'icrminlnghow allotments 
shall he applied, and of supervising and controlling such allotments, leavi? the ^^nointrnent of 
these eommittees and the definition (»C their functions and authority altogether in the liaiids 
of the Lieutenant-Governor or Chief Commissioner.

The principal items will consist of the alhdments from local rates pre.serihed hv Acts 
ITT and IV of 1878, and of assignments from provineia.! revenues; hut various petty sourei^s of 
income are also made over, and it is expeclod that the closer .'?ii2icr vision to be hoped for from 
the kical hoards will doveh)[) them to a considerable cximit. 

19. The snhji ef of control hy the hlxeeutive is dt^alt with in sections 38-12. The powers 
conferred are almost, identical with those in the (,Vntral Provinces LoiiaF Self-gov'crnment Act, 
with tho addition that authority has been given to the Commissioner to suspend and to tho 
Ijoeal (lovcrnment to rescind any single act, order or resolution of tlie board that is in excess 
of its powers. 

It is considered advi.sahle that frovcrnm uit should have tliis power, to lie exercised in 
cases wlu*rf‘ it might think it uuJesirahle to resort to the heroic remedy of supersession. 

20. Section 15 gives power to tho IiO<*al Government to make forms :iiul rules consistent 
with tlio Act*. Tliesc* are much the same as the corrcsj^ionding powers in the Central Provinces 

Act. 

21. Sections TiO, 51 and 52 deal with those exceptional localilh^s to which the whole or 
Fomn of the provisions of this Act may he deemed unsuitable. In t(*rritories so vast, and among 
a iiopulalion eharaeterized hy such dilTcreuces in knowledge, habits and modes of tlionght, as 
those of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, such tra<;ts must he met with; and it is not 
desirable to insist on the rosidfuits of them being forced to accept an Act which would prove 
inoperative if not misehievoiis. 

22. When the provisions as to election only are deemed unsnitahlc, the Local Government 
•will a([)point the members of the local boards; hut when the whole Act is iinsiiited to the dis- 
trict, a district committee shall he appointed in such manner, shall perform such duties, and 
.shall 1)0 .placed in possession of such funds fr.im the local rates allotments as the Local Govern- 
/neiit shall pj’escribo.

STATEMENT OF OlbTECTS AND REASONS. 

Mr N in? AL Committees in the Noith-Westcrn Provinces andjOndli are at present ,con- 
etituted and p^nided in the execution of their functions by Act XV, the North-Western 

Provinces and Oudh Municipalities Act (jf that year. 

That Act p^ives yAenary poWf*rs to tin* Local Goyernment to appoint ordinary and ex officio 
members of munici])al committees. It leaves to tb - Local Governinent to dfdermino absolutely 
whether in any municipality of the united provinces inemhors shall he elected or not, and 
if confers upon it tlie powder of appointinp^ ex officio memhers to the extent of une-tliird of the 
total number of the eommittee, a power ve ry f^enerally acted on. 

Ji, The manner of election, where elections are allowed, is undiTthn Act rcp^ulated solely 
by the Local Government without refereiiee to the partbis most concerned, and casual vacancies 
are filled up by direct appointment by the same authority, or arc not filled up at all. 

3. The Local Government may also ajipoint the president and vice-presidents of all com- 
mittees, and may uiiconditionjilly cancel, suspend or limit any of the proceedings, bye-laws or 
rules of the committees and abolish any tax imposed by tlioin. 

4. Section 3 1 of the Act further imposes on a municipality without any restriction the 
obligation of providing fur the maintenance of a police-establishment, the effect of whieh has 
frequently been to throw on niunicipaliti(*s a large portion of the charge for police kept up for 
the prevention and detection of crime and tlic ap[)rehensiou of offenders against the general 
law of the land. 

5. These provisions are inconsistent with the proposals for the extension of local self- 
government eiiimeiated hy the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh in its 
resolution dated 5th Doeember, 1 882. 

6. The present Bill has been draftfxl to enable the Local Government to carry these pro- 
posals into effect put forward after consultation with the most experienced officers of the provin-

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8. Chapter I contains the usual j»reliminary matter, and prescribes the course to be fol- 
lowecl when it is intended to iutrodu(!e the Act into any local area, for the first time, or into 
existing- municipalities. 

9. Chapter II deals with the organisation of municipal boards. 

These are to consist of members clccti^il in the manner la-f'scribctl by the Local Govern- 
ment, and of a cert. in projiortioii of nominated members not to cxcct-d one-fourth of the whole. 

The principle of nomination has bc*eu already accepted in the ("entral lh-ovin<;es, and is 
meant to provide against the danger of classes of the coiiiinunity being overridden by hostile 
majorities, 

10. lleforc making rules for determining the system of representation and election the 
Local (Tovernineiit is required by sections 8 and 0 to inform itself of the sense of the community 
on these subjects. 

11. Section 18 leaves the election of tlicir own chairmen to mnnicijial boards, with the 
exception of such municipalities as the Local Government may, from time to time, by 
notilication, exempt from the operation of tbissretion. In these latter the chainnau will be 
appointed by tin* Local Government. 

This exce])tion is m(*ant to TTie(*i cases where an oHiccr of Government must remain 
cliairmaii, at least for a peri(xl, f-ithfu* in order that he may have time to transfer functions and 
accounts often onerous and complicated to a iioii-otruial successor, or for lack of a (jiialitied r.oii- 
otlieial to (h al with special circumstances, or by reason of the expressed wish of the municipal 
Bo ard itself. 

12. Section 21 contains a provision, not. in the existing Act, enabling municipal boards 
to appoint joint (ioinmittccs for any [lur^iosc in whi<*h they may be jointly interested, 

13. Power to appoint o(fi(n‘rs and servants necessary for the performance of its duties 
is given to tlu? board by sections 33 and 31, and lln^ apfMnntnunit (»f an ollicer of Govc*rnment 
or of an outsider as sci^ndary is ma(h‘ sulqect to the sanction of the Commissioner. It. is ob- 
viously im])ossible to allow boards to appoint to such olii<*c* Government servants against the 
wish of Govorniucnt, and il is necessary to take some guarantee against the a])]>oint inent of an 
incapable man as ]»aitl seeretarv; especially with a iioii-oihcial chairman the otlico of secretary 
to the muuieij>al board will be one of great imiitadanee. 

11, Chapter 1 1 1, on taxation, varies but little from the existing Act. 

15. (Miapter IV, on the])owei s and dutie s of the boanls, groups togt-Uier all the* duties of 
the boards in what is thought to be th(i order of their obligation, and siiiiplilies the rules of 
the existing Act as regards nuisances. 

10. Cluiptor V deals with the suhjeed of control. The provisions are similar to those of 
the Central Proviiict's Local Self-government Act, witJitlie exception that flui Commissioner 
may at once suspinid, and tin? ijocal ( fovernmeiit rchciud, any aid, order or resolution of the 
board which is manifestly in excess of its powers. 

This authority is givmi to j>rovide for cases which may not bo of a natun? grave enough to 
call for the penalty of supersession. 

17. Section 00 empowers the Local Government to frame forms and make rules on cer- 
tain mattf'i-s therein specilied. 

18. C3ha|)ter VI (ionlains miscellanecus provisions as regards the conduct of litigation, 

penalties on, and liabilities of, iiicinbcrs, ac<piisition of land, and tlu* like. ^ 

19. Chapter VII enables tlie Ijoeal Government to cx(*mpt from tlu* pnivisions of the Act 
regarding clectimi niunicipaliti4‘s to wdiicli it ci)n.Niders sueli ju’ovisions to be uiisuitetl, and, with 
the previous sanction of the Governor Gimcral in Couiu*il, to witlulraw iroin the operation of 
this xVet, or of the North-Western Provinces and Oudli NlunicipaliLies Act of 1873, any local 
area to which either of those Acts may have been applied. 

This latter power is <lcpnu*d ii(*cossary as cases sometimes occur where a miinieijiality l as 
been cstablishcxl in a place which experience proves to be unJil for muniei])a), institutions, or 
where change of circumstances may liave rf*ndered such institutions unsuital)le and it woiiid 
be improper in such cases to insist on the Aod remaining in fonre for ever. At the same 
time, the power is oiu* which should be exercisf*d wilii great caution, as it is a more scriouji 
matter to withdraw a privilege oiu^c conftuTcd than to withh<dd it in the hist in.^tance; 
an<l the Local Government has therefore been debarred from acting oi' the section uiilcs.s with 
the previous sanction of the Governor General in Couiieil.

THE WEEK ENDING THE 8th MAY 1883. 


General Rrmarks. — Iloavy sliowors liavo ajj^ain fallon hi Assam and "ood rain is also reported to 
have occurred tlirouf^liout Ren<]jal propiM\ In Madras rain has 1‘alloii more or less throughout the 
Presidency. In the Homhay Rresideiicy heavy rain is rci)orted from ])arts of Dharwar and slijrht 
showers from three other districts. In Mysore and Coor*^ rain has falltMi in all districts. KIscwhere 
there has been no rain to report for the week under notice. No report has been received from British 
Burma. 

The harvest of certain crops continues in the Madras Pn'sidoney, with an oiitiurn eltlier fair (*r 
below averao*e ; general prospects are gocKl. In ilie Boiiihiy Dredde.iey preparations for kharif are in 
progross in several distri(ds; cotton picking is nearly completed ; sugarcane is doing well. Plongliing 
and sowing are now in full progress in Bengal ; crops on the ground are doing well and tin* harvesting 
of boro paddy is in progress; prospe(*ts are goixl, hut rain is still much wanted in parts of lliiagalpiir 
division and in Cuttack. The rabl harvest inllic North-Western Provinc(*s and Ondh Ins yiel(l(*d a 
good outturn; sugarcane is being ])lanted aiul indigo sowings hav(‘ (^oninn*n(!cd in sonuMlistriets. In the 
Punjab, the rahi harvest still continues and is yielding a good outturn gi'inrally ; thri'shlng has eoin- 
menced in one district. Tlie outturn of the ralA harvest in the Central Provinces is re[)jr((‘d excellent; 
thresliing and winnowing are still in active progress. In Assam e<uisi(h‘iahle dainagf* lias occurred 
from lloods caused by the heavy rain of the ]>ast week. In Mysore and ('oorg standing crops are in 
good condition; land is being* plonglied for the rice er(»p in Mercara. In the Xi/anPs territories prejiar- 
ations are in ]a-ogress for khurlf sowings. In the Central Iiulia States and Bajj/iilaiia iiros])eels 
continue generally good.

STATKMKNT OF OB.JECTS AND REASONS, 

Article 12, Schedule 1, of the (\)urt“fet‘s Act, VII of 1S70, provides, amon^ other 
matters, for llu* levy of a fee of two per cent, mi tlie aiiumnl or value of the pro]»erty in 
respect of wliicli a certifa^ate is granted under Act XX VI 1 of IbOll. The following note is 
appended to flie article : — 

^^'I'lie jiersou to whoni any such certificate is granted, or bis rcjiresentative, shall, after the 
expiratiiiii of twelve moullis from tlie date of eertilleaie, anil tliereafter whenever the Court 
granting sueh eertilicaie requires bini .so to do, tile a statement on oath of all inouios recovered 
or realized by him under such certificate. 

“ If tlie monies so recovered or realized exceed the amount, of debts or other property as 
sworn to liy the person to whom the certificate is granted, the (.^airt may cancel the same, and 
order such {lersoii to take out a fresh certificate, and pay the fee prescribed by tliis schedule for 
such excess. 

In default of filing such statement wilhiii the timi' allowed, the Court m.ay cancel the 
certificate.'^ 

2. In the course of the discns‘<ions in ihi* Tjegislative ("mincll which preceded the passing 
of the Probate and Administration Act, V of a jirnposul was made by ]\Ir. Pitt Kennedy 

tliat Act XXVI I of ISIJO and the (knirt-fees Act should bo amended so as to rp([uire, from any 
Olio obtaining a certificate under the former Act for the recovery of any porlitin of the estate (»f 
a deceased person, payment of a court- rc(‘ at the rate of two jier emit, on the entire value of the 
estate. , 

A circular was thereupon addressed to li' c.il Governments calling for opinions on this 

proposal. 

The replies received show that the weight of authority is altogether against its adoption ; 
but many of them (^all attention totbo fact,, already more than oneo brought to the notice of the 
(jovernineut of India, that the renuircments of tlie note in llie (anirt-l’ces Act above referred 
to arc as a rule nogleidcd or evaded ; that jiersons taking out eertilieates do not file tlie stale- 
incnts required by it, that the Courts have no ]>ro])er imvins of compelling tlunn to do so, and 
that large amounts of debts are thus (!.)lleeted innba’ eerl ideates obtained for t rilling 'sums. 

4. Various suggestions have been made for eiiforeiiig C'omplianee wltli llio ]n*()Yisions of 
the note; but it appears to the (loveriimeiit of India tliat tlna’c are obje(*ti oiis ti) any device for 
securing the fee whicli involves the im|Kisitioii mi the iiersoii obtaining the certificate of a 
duty to be iHjrforinod after he has obtained the (’crtilicate. 

Tlio great ma.s.s of the jioople who take out eertilieates are so indolent or carchss or un- 
intelligent, that there is little hope of getting lliem to comj)ly with tin' provisions of sueh a law; 
and the conseijueiiee is that, if it i n •!. allowed to remain a dead-li'tter, as the jiresent law 
has been, pulilie oilie.ers will be constantly eninpellod to inlliet ju'iialties on large numbers of 
])ersoiis, many ‘»f wlmm have lioen guilty^ of no deliberate wrong. 

5. Till' simple plan, as it seems to the Government of India, is tliat already adopted with- 
out any \n arrant of law by some of the ollieers eonsulti'd, namely, to retpiirc each applicant for 
a eertilicat** to file with liis appiieation a schedule of the debts in ri'speet of which the certifi- 
cate is required, and to amend Aet \\\ ll of Lsfii), so as to make the eerlilieatc good only for 
(he debts entered in the selndule, at tin* same liiiii' albiwing the cerlilie.ite-holder, if lie after- 
wards finds that he iii'i'ds a eertilicaie for otht'r debts, to olitaiu an extension of the certificate 
on paying the additional duly, and (if the Court require.s him to do so) giving additional 
security. 

(1. The only object ion (hat has been taken to this arrangement istlial t ikeii liy the ralcutta 
High (kuirt in tiu'ir ibglslrar’s letter No. .54, dated lOlh January, 1880, printed in paper 
No. 20 to the (\)url-lees Bill. They fi'ar that “improper use" might be made of the 
scliodule “ l»y fraudulent di'btors whose debts were not in (he knowli'dgo of the applicant at 
the time [he filed the schedule], or in some way ])reju(liee might arise." 

Now, there is little doubt that a fraudulent debt n* would lake the point referred to, and 
that ho woubl Iberrby pnt till* cert ifieale-hoUb r to the tniuble of explaining his omission to/ 
cnh'i* the del)! in his original seliediile; but there wmibl be no great li.inlsliip in llii.s, and there 
would, on the other hand, be a certain coinpensaling advantage, Inasmuch as (as observed in one 
of the re])lies to tlie circular) the fear of ihisw'ould stimulate a[q»licaiits for certilieatfs to be 
careful in eoiniiiling their schedules. 

7. Assuming that the law is to he amended in the manner jirojiosed, a further question 
arises as to what debts (lie applicant for a certificate should be bound to iiiudude in his applica- 
tion. Should h(i be bound to include — 

[a) all debts known to liiin to be outstandiiig, including those which could be realised 
equally well with jut a certificate ; or . 


where they first occur, the words “ certificate under 
Bombay Regulation Vlll of 1 827 " shall be 
substituted. 
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(5) only those debts whiidi ho chooses to include, because ho believes he cannot realise 
them without a certificate ? • 

The former, it is believed, would be more in aceordanccwith the views of those who framed 
the existing law; but it appears to the Governor General in Council that it would he sufficient 
to adopt the scc« id mode of valuation and allow the applicant to take out a (‘ertilicate in respect 
of such debts only as he thinks fit. No doubt, a larger revenue might be ohtuiniid by insisting 
on the other mode of vahiatitm ; but it is ap[)rehendt‘d, liaving regard to the class of people 
who take out these ccrtifieates, that any system requiring the ajiplit'ant to give a coin])lete list 
of debts would, if it was to be thoroughly enforced, lu^cessitato proc(*cdings of an iiupiisitorlal 
nature for which no suflieient machinery exists and which it would not be worth while to 
undertake for tlic sake of the additional revenue to bo obtained. 

8. The rule which it is now proposed to lay down, while it dispenses with all proceedings 
of an iiifpiisitorial or penal nature, may reasonably be exj)ected to lead to some incr(?ase of the 
revenue under this head, inasmuch as, the coriilicate )>eirig i‘\])ressly limited in its operation to 
the debts spcicified in it, the necessity of ineliiding in it all debts exeept those due from persons 
standing in some peculiarly friendly or oonlidential relation will ho brought homti to tlie appli- 
cants, and debtors will probably become alive to the risk they run in ])aying a debt which is 
omitted from it. 

The additional revenue realized will not, as just observed, bo as largo as if the alternative 
mode of valuation were adoptccl, but this is a result wliieli, for the reason already stated, the 
Governrm^nt is prepared to accept. 

9. I'lie j)rcsent Bill has ])eon prepared for the purpose of earr} ing out the a})ovc vi(?wR, 
The effect of it, if it lieeonies la.w, will be that evc‘ry a]>pli(*ant for a corl illeate under Act XXVIl 
of 18(;0 will 1)0 r<M|uir(Hl 1o state* in bis a])])lication flu* dc^bts in respect of which lie desires the 
certificate. It will ho in his (»ption to include what debts ho ])l(>as(*s. Ifo will pay duty only 
in respect of the debts wliicIi he elects to irieludi*, niul tlie o))eration of the eertilicate will be 
limited to those debts. If lie subse(|uenl ly d(‘sir(*s to iuelude other d(*bts, lie can liavi* the cer- 
tificate extended to tlumi on ])ayiiig tho additional duty. The note appimdetl to article 12 of 
the scheduli^ to the (kinrt-fees A(*t will riot a]>ply to him. For the r(*sl, the amendments made 
by the Rill in A<*t XX\T1 of IhSO and in the Frobaic and Administration Act, iSSl, are of an 
unimportant nature, aud niorely such as are necfessitated by the above alterations in the 
substance of the law.

STATEMENT OF OHJECTS AND REASONS. 

Tiir existing law resjiccting the consditulion and functions of di'-trict eotnmitt^es iu the 
North-Western Ihovincf S and Oudh is contained in Acts III and lY of 187*8. ^I’liosc Acts, 
while directing the Local (jrovernnuait to make allotments for local purposesfo eaeli district 
from the rales levied under them, yet enable the (iovernmeiit to af)pro]niate for tlie heneilt 
generally of the North-Western Provinces or Oudh, as the case may h", the balances of such 
allotments remaining unexpciuled iu eaeli district at the close of the year, and lliii.s prevent all 
continuity in local liuaneial administration. 

2. They also, wliilc establisliing committees fur the propose of determining how allotments 
sliall be applied, and of supervising and controlling such allotments, lca,ve the appoinIHnent of 
these committees and the definition <»f their functions and authority altogether in the iiands 
of the Liftuteuaiit-Govcrnor or Chief Commissioner. 

3. In accordance with the proposals for the extension cf local self-government enunciated 
by the (jovernmeiit of the North-Western Provimres and Oudh iu its resolution of 5th Decem- 
ber, 1882, fresh legislation is now necessary in order to constitute local bodies for smaller areas, 
and to imjiosc upon district boards more extensive duties and cuiii’er upon them greater linaie !al 
and administrative iiidepeiideiice. 

4. With tliis object the Hill has been drawn up. It lias b(‘en drafted on lines laid (hnvn by 
the Local Government after consultation with its most expcricncctl oflicers and with non-( tlieial 
gentlemen throughout the provinces most competent to give advice on llu' subject. Its |)riueipal 
provisions are as follows. 

5. Sections 3 to 12 provide for the constitution of local bodies in each (list rid.

8. The district board 'will ordinarily consist of llienggregato members of the local boards,

constitute too large a body for the etiicieut transaction of business. 

9. The qualifications for members of the local boards aro contained in section 5, and siieli 
members must be eh’cted, excejit in ease of onc-foiirtb of the bo;ird, who may Ixj nominated liy 
the Government. This pniici|)le of nomination has been already accepted by the Go iirieiJ in 
the Central Provinces Local Self-govcrnnieut Act. The electorai body may bo constituted

a time at bast, unless tln*re be a strong expression of po])ular feeling to llic contrary, it is 
cxpe<linnt that thc^ district otliecr should bo chairman of the district board.

Sc‘ction ( 0 of the Jbll adds a section to the 
Northern India Perri(*s Act, o-ivino- (‘orrosponding powers to make over the management of 
ferries and their proceeds to district boards.

Sett ions ii'i to 30 lay down gtmcral rules for the eondnet of business, and provide 
for the views of dt^partnient-al ollitiors on subjects ctninected wdtli ilitar de])artmenis being 
brought before the (iistrit'i board by t hose officers ill person, as well as ftir the record of the 
resolutions of the board mul the eommuiiication of them to the Magistnito of the district 
within 10 days. 

17, Sections 351 and 33 enabh; the district board, subject to general or special orders of the 
Local Govornment, to ajuioint such oirK‘ers and servants ns are in*ccssary for the ])rf»per dis- 
charge of its duties, and to appoint as secretary one of its members, or, witlithe sanetion of the 
Commissioner, an outsider. 

The limitations on tlic jiowcr of appointment are made, as it is nt'ces^cary that cintain 
oflieci-s of the ]>rovineial csf ablislinu'iits employed in the deparfimnits madf* over to the 
board should hf‘ taken ov(*r ; and as much of the rout ine work w ill be in thf‘ hands of the 
pceretarv, it is desirable that, when a salary is attached to that ulllec, there sliould bo some 
guarantei; that an incapable man is not apptdnted. 

IS. Sc<'llon 3o c'stablislios a district fund, wliieli shall be at the disposal of the district 
board for the discharge of its duties under the Hill. 

The lu-iniapal items will consist of the allotments from local rates preserihod by Ads 
III and I V of 1378, and of assignments from provincial revenues; but vai-ions petty soun*es of 
income are also made over, and it is ex[>eeted that the closer Mipervisiun to be hoped for from 
the local boards w ill dcveloi> them io a eorisiaerabh* extent. 

19. Tile siil>jeet. of control by the P^xecutivc is dealt with in sections 3S-t2. The powers 
oonferretl aio almost- idt*ulic:i.l with those in the Central Provinces lioeal 8eJf-gov<n’nmoiit Act, 
wdlh the addition tliat authority has b(*en given to the Conimis'^ionr-r to suspend, and to the 
Local Government to rescind, any single act, order or n\soliition of the board that is in excess 
of its powers. 

Tti is een-iidered advisable that CrovernuKMit should have this powxr, to bo f^xercised in 
cases where it might t liink it undesirable to resort to the heroic nuuody of supersession. 

20. Section In giv<‘s ])o\ver to lln3 Local Government to make forms and rules consistent 
with the Act. These arc much the same as the corresponding poivers in the Central Provinces 
Act. 

21. Sc^etions r>0, 51 and 52 deal with those exceptional loealit-ios to wbudi the whole or 
some of Hie provisions oj* this Act m.ay be deemed unsuitable. In ierrit.ories so vast, and among 
a population t.*baraett‘ri/ed by sti<*h differcuees in knowledge, habits an<l modes of thought, as 
ihose of the Norlh-Weslern Provinces and Oudh, such trae.ts must he mot with ; and it is not 
<lesirable io iii'^ist on the iv-jideuls of them being forced to accept an Act which would prove 
inoperative if imt- misehi(*v<>us. 

22. When the ]>rovisions as to election only are deemed unsuitable, the Local Government 
will appoint the members of the local bi»ards; but wdien the whole Act is unsuited to the dis- 
trict, a district committee shall be appointed in such manner, shall ])erform such duties, and 
shall be placed in possession of such funds from the local rates allotments as the Local Govern- 
ment shall pre.icribe.

STATE^IENT OF OlkTECTS AND REASONS. 

Mi'Ninr.M, Committees in the Noil li-AVcstern Provinces and Oudb are at present con- 
stituted and <»;uided in the execution of their functions by Act XV, 187.3, the North-Western 
Provinces and Oudh ^lunicipalities Act of that year. 

That Act ^ives ])leuary powers to the Local Govern men t to appoint ordinary and ex officio 
members of municipal committees. It leaves to the Local (lovcnimcnt to determine absolutely 
wlietTicr ill any municipality of the united provinces members shill be elected or not, and 
if confers upon it the power of a])p()intiii" ex officio members to the extent of oiie-tliird of the 
total number of the eoiumittec, a ]) 0 wer very generally aided on. 

ii. The manner of election, wliere elections arc allowed, is under the Act rcf^ulatod solely 
by the Local Government without reference to the parties most concerned, and casual vacancies 
ai*e filled up by direct appoiiitincni by the same authority, or are not tilled up at all. 

3. The Local (rovcrnmciit may also appoint the jircsideni and vice-presidents of all com- 
mittees, and may uncoiiditioiially cancel, suspend or limit any of the proccediii|js, bye-laws or 
rules of the committees and abolisli any tax im]>osed by them. 

4. Section 31. of the Act further imposes on a municipality without any restriction the 
ohlio^ation of juvA'idiiv^ for the maintenance of a police-establishment, the effect of whicli has 
frecpieiitly been to throw on municipalities a lar^e portion of the charj^e for police kept up for 
tlio prevention and delcetion of crime and the apprehensiou of offenders aj^ainst the ^ov.'eral 
law of the land. 

These provisions are iueonsistent with the proposals for the extension of local self- 
g^ovcrnme!it enunciated by the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh in its 
resolution dated 5th December, 1 882. 

6 . Tlie present Rill has been drafted to enable the Local Government to carry these pro- 
posals into elTect, put forward after consultation with the most experienced oflicers of the provin- 
ces, with the members of existing municipal committees and numerous non-oflicial gentlemen. 

7. Except in tlie provisions necessary to caia’y out the object above specified and in the 

arrangement of chapters and sections, ihn Rdl MUTna ^ ^ a . 
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8* Chapter I oontains the usual preliminary matter^ and prescribes the course to be fol- 
lowed when it is intended to introduce the Act into any lo<^ area for the first time^ or into 
existing municipalities. 

9. Chapter II deals with the organisation of municipal boards. 

These are to consist of members elected in the manner prescribed by the Local Govern- 
mentj and of a certain proportion of nominated members, not to exceed one-fourth of the whole. 

The principle of nomination has been already accepted in the Central Provinces, and is 
meant to provide against the danger of classes of the community being overridden by hostile 
majorities. 

10. Before making rules for determining the system of representation and election, the 
Local Government is reciuirf*d by sections 8 and 9 to inform itself of the sense of the community 
on these subjects. 

11. Section 18 leaves the election of their own chairmen to municipal boanls, with the 
exception of such municipalities as the Local Government may, from time to time, by 
notification, exempt from the operation of this section. In these latter the chairman will be 
appointed by the Local Government. 

This exception is meant to meet cases where an officer of Government must remain 
chairman, at least for a pi'riod, oitlicr in order that lie may have time to Iransfcr functions and 
accounts often onerous and complicated to a non-oflicial successor, or for lack of a qualified non- 
official to d(^al with special circumstances, or by reason of the expressed wish of the municipal 
board itself. 

12. Section 24 contains a provision, not in the existing Act, enabling municipal boards 
to appoint joint couimitt('cs for any purpose in wlii(*h they may be jointly interested, 

1 3. Power to appoint officers and servants necessary for the pcuforniance of its duties 
is given to the board by sceiions 33 and 31, and the a|)]>oiiitnient of an oliieer of Government 
or of an outsider as seerelary is made subject to tlic sa net ion of the Ccanniissioner. It is ob- 
viously impossible to allow boards to appoint to sueh ofileo (lovcrnmcni servants against the 
wish of Governnieiit, and it is iieocssiry to take some guarantiee against the aj)pointment of an 
incapable man as paid secretary; C'-jx-cially with a non-ofiicial chairman the oflico of secretary 
to the iiiunici[>nl board will be one of great importance. 

1 1. (luiptiT III, on taxatiiui, varies but little from the existing Act. 

15, Chapter IV, on the powers andduti(*s of the hoards, groups together all the duties of 
the boards in what is thought to ho thf3 I’dcr of iheir obligation, and simplifies the rules of 
the existing Act as regards nuisances. 

10. Chapter V deals with the sulqect of control. The pro\isions are similar to those of 
the Central Ih’ovinces Local Self- government Aid, with the exception tliat llie Commissioner 
may at once suspend, and the Tjocal (lovernment rescind, any act, order or resolution of the 
board which is manifestly in excess of its powers. 

This authority is giv(*n to pnnidc for eases which may not be of a nature grave enough to 
call for the penalty of supersession. 

17. Section tlO empownirs the Local Government to frame forms and make rules on cer- 
tain matb^rs therein specified. 

IS. Chapter VT contains miscellaneous provisions as regards the conduct of litigation, 
penalties on, and liabilities of, members, acquisition of land, and the like. 

19. Chapter VII enables the Local (bwernment to exempt from the provisions of thcT^tt 
regarding election municipalities to which it considers sueh provisions to l)e unsuited, and, with 
the previous sanction of the (lovernor General in Council, to wilhdiaw from the operation of 
this Act, or of the North-Western Provinci’S and Oudli Municipalities Act of In 73, any local 
area to which either of those Acts may have bc(m applied. 

This latter power is deemed necessary, as (»ases sometimes o(*eur where a municipality has 
been estiiblished in a place w'hich experience proves to be unfit for muui(*ipal institutions, or 
where change of eircumstanecs may have rendered such instiUilionL' unsuilable, and it would 
be improper in such cases to insist on the Act remaining in force for ever. At the same 
time, the power is one which should he exercised with gn^at caution, as it is a more serious 
matter to withdraw a pri\il(‘ge once conferred tluiu to wilhliold it in the first instance; 
and the Local Governimmt lias therefore been dcharre*! from acting on the section unless with 
the previous sanction of the Governor General in Council.

NOllTH-AVESTERN PROVINCES vVND OUDH LOCAL BOARDS 

BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mri. Quinton moved for leave to introduce a Rill to provide 
for the constitution of Local Boards in the North-Western Provinces and 
Oudh. He said : — . 

“ My Lord, — I htivo the honour to move for leave to introduce a Bill to 
provide for the constituliou of locjil bodies in each district of tho North- 
Western Provim^es and Oudh, to admiui.ster the (jxpeudilure of that portion 
of the rates h'vied on laud Avhieh is applieahio to local purpo.scs in that 
district, and of tlio income accruing from (!ertain oIIhu’ sources of I'eveuue 
which may from timci to time be made applicable to like purposes. 

“ The object of the Bill is to give effect to the vicivs of tho Government of 
the North- AVestern Proviuc;es and Oudh on the suhj(H!t of local self-govern- 
ment as enunciated in the Resolution of that Government, dated Lucknow, 
5th December, 1882, and published, together with tho letter of the Home De- 
partment conveying the general approval of the Government of India of Sir 
Alfred Lyall’s proposals, in tht5 Local and Imperial Gazettes during the same 
month. 

“ Tho law at present in force in the North- AVestern Provinces and Oudh 
does not admit of these proposals being fully earned out. The levy of r-ites 
in the united Provinces is authorised by Acts III and IV of 1878. Those Acts 
prescribe rigidly the pi’oportions in whicli the rates levied under them arc to be 
allotted by tho Local Government to each districk and direct tho appointment 
of district committees for the purpose of assisting m determining how tho allot- 
ments shall ho applied, and in the supervision and control of the expenditure of 
such allotments ; but they leave the appointment of the distinct committees and 
the definition of th('ir functions and authority altogether in tho hands of the 
Local Government ; they allow of the number of membors of each committee 
being so small as six, and of half evin of this small number being Government 
oflicers ; and they enable the JjQcal Government to divert to general provincial 
objects all balances of the annual aUotmeuts remaining unexpended at the 
close of ea<*h year. 
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** The duty, therefore, devolvps on me of asking from the Council leave to 
introduce Bills which will remove these obstacles to giving effect to the Bcsolu- 
tion interposed by the existing law, and substitute for it enactments under 
which the proposals of the Local Government can be brought into operation. 

“ With a few exceptions, on which I need not dwell, as there will be ample 
opportunity for discussing them in Committee, the Bill embodies and throws into 
legislative form the recommendations of the licsolution. 

“ Those proposals have been the subject of long and careful deliberation 
with the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh. During the 
rainy season of last year, under instructions from His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor and Cluef Commissioner, District and Divisional Officers put them- 
selves in communication with the leading non-official gentlemen of their re- 
spective charges, ineludingtho members of municipal and district committees. 
Meetings wore Iield at tahsils by Collectors or tlnnr Assistants, and at head- 
quarter stations by Commissioners. The points on w'hich the Government 
wished for information were fully discussed at these meetings and elsewhere, 
and the outcome of ..the meetings and discussions was a mass of reports 
filling more than 300 closely printed pages. In August, the Lieutenant- 
Governor convened a large committee at Naini Tal, presided over by the 
Senior Member of the Board of llevenue, and having on it as members three 
Commissioners of Divisions, four District Officers, the heads of the Police 
and Educational Departments, two olliccrs of the Secretariat, one of whom — 
Mr. Woodhui’n — had been a Deputy Commissioner of long cx[)ericn(e and 
great efficiency iji Oudh, and foiir distinguished Native gentlemen, one of them 
— the Hon’ble Baja Siva Prasad, a Member of this Council. 

“To this Committee wt!ro referred for consideration and report the Ilcso- 
lutions of the Government of India on the subject of local self-government 
and the orders of the Loc^al Government on the subject of those llesolutions, 
the reports of Divisional and District Officers to whicli I have above alluded, 
and a draft Bill embodying such provisions of Acts III and IV of 1878, and 
Act XV of 1873, as seemed primd facie applicable to the new arrangements. 

“ The r(‘port of this Committee is dated the 30th September, and its labours 
are thus characdcriscd by the Lo(;al Government : — 

‘ To this Committee Sir Alfred Lyall is imich indebted for clear and well-reasoned 
conclusions upon all the principal matters referred for delilxiration, espocially upon the methods 
adopted in the present cireninstanees of the country for currying out the [wliey of local self- 
government as detailed by Ilis Kxcellency the Governor General in Council.’ 

“ Then followed tlu^ Resolution of the 5tli Docember recorded by the Local 
Governmemt, aecepling, with certain modifications, most of the recommenda- 
tions of the Committee. Bills were drafted to effect the necessary legislative 
changes, which, when finally ai)])rovcd of, Avere forAA^arded to the Government 
of India; but the Council towards the close of the Calcutta session was so 
much oucjipied Avith more pressing husinc.ss, that there was no time available- 
for the consid(!ration of those moasui'os ; and I am only noAV in a position to 
introduce the Bills as revised by the Legislative Department. 

“ The NfU’th- Western Provinces and Oudh Local Boards Bill, as its preamble 
already quot('d sets forth, proA-ides for the constitution of local bodies, in 
supersession of the existing district committees, to administer the expenditure 
of that })()rtioJA of llie rates levied on land Avhich is applicable to local pur- 
poses in that district, and of the income accruing from certain other sources 
of revenue Avhich may, from time to time, be made applicable to the piu*poses. 

“ The first, and perhaps most important, point dealt with is the constitution 
of these boai-ds. 

“ Power is given by section 3 to the Local Government to divide, for the 
purposes of tlie Act, cacli district into sub-districts, which Avill generally corre-/ 
spond Avitli tahsils; and soetion Ii e.stablishes for oacli sub-disti'iet a local board 
having authority OA'er that sub-distri<*t, and for each district a district board 
having authority oA'cr the entire district (cantonments and municipalities 
excepted) ; Avhile sect ions 23 and 21 define tlio relations of local boards to 
district boards, and the mode in whiuh control by the former is to be exercised 
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by the latter. The arguments in favour of this arc stated by the Local Govern- 
ment in the following passage which I extract from the Resolution of Decem- 
ber, 1882 

^ButfortlieProvincesgcnerally, the Lieutenant-Governor quite aj^^rces with the argu- 
ments in favour of m'^kin^ the area of each subordinate board's jurisdiction conterminous with 
s tahsil ; and this plan has accord in jjfly been adopted. On the one hand, the formation of 
representative boards for the chief subordinate divisions of each district will ensure better 
knowledge of, and attention to, local wants, more regular attendance at board meetings, closer 
gupervision over the departments under local management, and prompter and more effective 
execution of local works, than is possible with a single distri(?t board meeting only at head- 
quarters. On the other hand, to make separate and inde]x;ndent units of local administration 
within each district would tend to break up piecemeal the organisation of the district ; and while 
increasing the necessity for, would throw serious didicuUy in the way of, the constant 
exercise of central direction and control. For it must he julmitted that there is little or no 
prosjKJct of obtaining for suh-divisional boards IhrougliDut tlie Provinces, or even in diflerent 
parts of many districts, an equal standard, or anything like a level, of general intelligence and 
working capacity. To set up all these boards as separate administrative bodies would be to ac- 
cept the risk of great and confusing variety in tlie results of their administration — a risk that 
W'ould be greatest in the remote and Ijackward tracts, where intelligence and cnta'gy are of- 
ten most required, and whore these qualities are of course' likely to be available on the spot. 
The business of settling mattcis of hnanee and adjusting p\d>lic interests between the several 
sub-divisiona! boards eonceriied in them would caU'ie much corrcs]>ondence, and would lead 
to the multiplication of petty offices, with the probable eonse(|uence of wasting much money 
and time on establishments, and in the preparation, submission and scrutiny of returns and 
reports. The plan of making a central district heard an aggregato of the snb-divisional 
boards is, on the contrary, in many ways favourable to tlie atljuslment of the mutual r(‘bitioiis 
between the various subordinate boards and I ctwc**n them and the central hoard; while it 
appears to be the best arrangement for maintaining a consistent and systematic adminisl ration 
of local affairs tlirouglioiit the district. Moreover, upon no otlna* system (‘onld the minor bodies 
generally rely upon securing the momhership of the leading men within their jurisdiction ; 
while lastly, the plan has the great advantage of reducing to a minimum the ne(‘essity 
for official superintendence and interference. If the sub-divisional boards were indepemdent, 
tlie ex|)cdi(mt of plaedng them in different classes for the ]mrjK)sc of graduating their powers 
according to the (fircurnstances and conditions of different parts of the Provinces and of 
districts would in the beginning piobably be unavoidable. But all su(jK intermediate classifica- 
tions are apt to affect tlie simplicity of the bread gmindwork and fundamental principle of 
self-government; and rlie Lieutenant-Governor irifin'^ly prefers that the district board, which 
will be by far the best judge of the claims and cajuibilities of each S(;cf ion of its own body, should 
delegate the projx'r degree of power and allot the requisite amount of funds to cacli interior 
circle. It will be for tlie district hoard, as composed of memliers representing all parts of the 
district, to act, after full consultation, upon the system thus skcL hetl out, and to draw up a 
flclicme explaining the arrangements made for distributing the work of local administvatiou 
to its various subordinate boards, and adjusting their mutual relations. ' 

“ I may add that tho tahsd is in the North-Westorn Provinces the smallest 
unit of revenue-administration; that its area is rarely altered; tliat it is well 
known to all residents within it ; and that it corresponds generally ^vith {no 
boundaries of the topographical division of the country known as parganas. 

“ Tho constitution of local bodies being thus provided for, the next step 
was to determine the method of appoiiiting the momhers of tlu'so hoards. Sections 
6 and G lay down tlie following broad rules : — At least throiNfourlhs of tlie 
members of each local board must bo pe,rsons residing or owning landed 
property, or carrying on trade or business, in tho sub-distriet, and must he chosen 
by election. Tho remaining fourth may he appointed directly by the Local 
Government. 

“ As to the mode of clectiou. Sir Alfred Lyall writes in paragraphs 7 and 8 
of the Resolution : — 

‘ Whether, and to what extent or proportion, tho momhership of tltc honi-ds shotild bo 
determined by election was specially rcfeiTcd for inquiry and opinion to all tho districts of 
the Provinces; the point was discussed in every district with tho result described in the district 
and divisional reports; and, as is shown in the Committee’s n'port, it was closely debated by 
the Provincial Committee. Tho large towns are much alike cvor3'’where ; they are always 
centresof comparative wealth and intelligence ; they form eonstitueucies easily represc'ntcd, .and 
their administration is always oi)eii to public *I,&rvation and oritioisrn. But the ordinary 
Indian districts possess none of these cliaraeteristics, and, as far as can be judged from these 
papers, the balance of Native opinion prepon<lci-atcs Jecid«>dly against tho nurestrict(;d introduc- 
tion into them of the elective system. Such a step certainly .apix'ars inadvisable at the present 
time, when the state of society varies so widely in different parts of the country, when tho 
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whole principle of self-government is « novel and imperfectly understood, and when the practice 
of general election is not only unknown outside the towns, but is apparently not in accord 
with the feelings and ideas of those classes of the community that have the largest interest in 
local self-government, and to whom we must look for its success. It is manifest that local 
self-government — meaning a system of administration by the gratuitous exertions of persons 
best acquainted witli the characteristics of the neighbourhoods in which they are interested, and 
possessed of means, leisure and public spirit enabling and impelling them to devote themselves 
to that administration — cannot Ixi initiated and developed into real independence except by 
the co-operation of these classes, represented by men who can lead and will be trusted by the 
community at large. This is how all systems of local representation have begun in all times 
and countries ; so that it would be remarkable if in such a country as India the best way of 
beginning were found to be by |X)])ular suffrage}. That the services of such men could be 
secured by open election, that iJiey themselves would sock election or would generally allow 
their names to be submitted for the purpose, seems from all the information hitherto collect- 
ed to 1x5 questionable. If, therefore, u;e find tliat the views and prepossessions, as far as they 
have Ik5cii elicited, of persons qualified to form a judgment on the best mode of initiating 
local self-government in the extensive districts of these Provinces are largely in favour of 
leaving at the. outset the constitution of the local boards more or less in the hands of the 
Government, there seems to be no sutlieicnt reason for endeavouring, almost on the spur of the 
moment, to invent aity such elective inaehin(5ry as would necessarily raise numerous and various 
questions of franebise and voting rights, and all the practical ditficulties inseparable from 
the attempt to ad just an arbitrary system to the diverse circumstances of the country. In 
short, the solid and universal!}' recngnis(5(l fact that local self-government depends absolutely 
for its success upon the cbaraf5ter and ability of those to whom it is entrusted has led the 
Lioutonant-Governor and (Jliief Commissioner to the conviction that, in inaugurating the 
policy in the districts, a syslom of oareful and consultative nomination by Government ol the 
electoral body is preferable to election by untried and unfamiliar methods. Sir Alfred Lyall 
believes that this conclusion is supported by the judgment, and conforms to the present wishes 
of a large majority of the people. 

^Having reganl, then, to the extreme importance of placing in competent hands the duties 
and responsibilities of di.drict administration in llic beginning of what is avowedly an experi- 
ment, and to maintain the continuity of existing arrangomtmts which imply (in such matters 
as, for exam]ilo, odu(5atiou and sanitation) a standard of (dvilisation in advance of the average 
intelligence and culture of Native society, the Lieutenant-Governor and Chief Commissioner 
has dooidfMl to adopt in principle the rocominondatioii foruuilatcMl in the 9th paragraph of the 
Provincial Committee's re[K)rt. The Committee pro])osed tluit the Government should nominate 
for each tahsil an eh5ctoral body wliicli shuuKl elect a cerluin number of its members to form 
the tahsil or sub-divisional hoard. They advised also that a minimum (pialifi(?atioii (on the 
basis of land-revenue or license-tax ass(‘ssment) shoultl he fixed, and that details might be left 
to be settled by local oHiccrs. Hut the differences iu the distribution of the population, of 
wealth and of property in land between and within different districts are so large and 
manifold, that, after mm*li examination of the question, it has been found impracticable 
to fix any eompi'clionsive (pi.ililicatioii for election jiurposes, much less to devise 
methods of canvassing and election that would he everywhere applicable or universally 
acceptable. The only eompreliensivc plan that can ho laid down at the first introduction 
of the system is to determine, with reference to tho^ area, revenue and tenures, population, 
wealth, and to other conditions and special features of each suh-divlsioii, how many 
persons, not being salaried ofti(?ers of the Government, would fairly represent its inhabitants 
and interests. The District Ollicer must then he empowered to prepare in each district the 
measures th:it may he most convenient and a]>propriatc to its circumstances and peculiarities 
for ascertaining how many suitable persons are available in its sub-divisions and how they can 
best be chosen. Tlie proceedings taken will be reported to the Government, and the lists of 
electors that an' drawn up will he duly jdaced on record. As soon as the lists are complete, 
the electors will he askeil to return fnm among their own body, by sueli method as may seem 
appropriate or necessary, the members of the sub-divisional board, who will hold office for a 
term of threes ycars.^ 

‘‘ A so(;tion will 1x3 found in tlio Bill enabling the Local Government to 
introduce this system ; and auy abuse of the power conferred in the direction 
of limiting the number of electors is guarded against by the proviso that the 
persons entitled to vote at the oloction of a member of a local board shall not be 
less than twenty-five. In addition to the elected members, at least one-fourth 
may ho directly appointed by Government. This principle, my Lord, has been 
already accojiti^d by the Council in the case of the Central Provinces, anyl the 
reasons for it were put forth with great eloquence and force in the debate bn the 
Local Self-Gov(Tnment Bill for those Provinces on the 12th of January last, 
by the lIonTjle Sayyad Ahmad Khan, a Native gentleman whose ripe experience, 
broad views, syini)atliy with his countrymen and disinterested rind successful 
eJToits for their enligbtoninent must always qttnc'h the highest weight to his 
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opinions. I shall read to the Council merely the concluding words of the 
hon’ble member’s speech on the subject : — 

‘ In a countiy like Imlia, wlicre caste-diistinctions s(ill flourl h, whoro Ibero is no fusion 
of the various raeos, where religions distin<;tions arc still violent, where ediieatinn in its inoilern 
sense has not made an e({ual or proportional pr(io;ress unions' all scelions of the ixijndation, I 
am convinced that tiie introdiietion of the prinidplc of election, pure and siinjile, for re))resent- 
ation of various interests on the local hi>ards and the district councils, w>)ulil he attended with 
evils of fyreater sif'nitieanee than (mrely economic considerations. >So loiio^ as diilerenecs 
of race and creed and the distinctions of caste form an important clement in the socio-politi- 
cal life of India, ami intlnence her inhahitants in matters connected with the administration and 
welfare of the country at lurov, the system of elect ion, pure and simple, cannot he adopted. 
The lar^-er community would totally override the interests of the smaller community, and 
the io-norant puhlic v/ould hold (fovr'rnnu'ut ri>s])onsil»le for intnaluciny measures which might 
make the differences of race and creed more violent than ever.’ 

“ Section G of th(^ Hill provides tliat ordinarily the district hoard shall 
consist of all persons Avho for the time heino* arc mcmlx'rs of the local boards 
of the suh-distriets coiupris(‘d in that districrl. This })rovisiou is in accordance 
with the views of the Local Government and of the Provincial Committee, tvho 
consUhn* that under any other system leadino; Native gentlemen would not 
consent to take otlice, and that any distinetiou drawn, or supposed to he drawn, 
in point of position and dignity hedweem membersliip of the local board, on the 
’ one hand, and the district hoard on the other, would certainly occasion much 
unpleasantness, besides iudiieing an elcimait of friction which is manifestly 
undesirable in the public interests. Lower has, however, hecu reserved to 
the Loe;il Gov<‘rnineut to dinjct that local hoards shall elect delegates to represent 
them on the district ho ird — a power to be cvercisod in eases when the district 
board constituted in the ordinary way would b(5 too numerous a body for 
the cflicient transaction of husiiK'.ss. 

“ I need not detain tin; Couneil wit h the di'tails of the arrangement made 
in sections 7 to 12 rospeeting the term of onico, the resignation and removal, 
of members of th(‘, boards, the tilling of casual vacancies and such matters, 
which will doubt l(‘ss bo fully disciiss<>d in Comnriltc(‘, hut pass on at oueo to, 
the provisions for the appoiutmeiit of ehairimm of th<i local and district boards. 

“ It is quite clear that, in aboard composed mainly of non-oflicrial merahers 
noAvto the Avork, much of its eflicieiiey will (loi)end on the ehoieo of a chairman, 
\vlios(3 functions will he to hold tlie balance among parli(!s and to guide dis- 
cussions, jind Avith Avhom A\ill practically rest llm initiation and control of ordi- 
nary business. As regards local hoards, the Hill is in accordan<‘o Avirh the viuAVS 
of the Local (loA'crmiK'nt, Avhich alloAvs tlunn to elect oin* of their memluM’s to ho 
chairman for one yc'ar. A majority of th(‘ l’roviiu‘ial Gommittee considered 
that it Avould he suflieicnt for hoards to elect a ehairmau at (‘ach meciting. hut 
Ilis Honour the Lieutcniant-Govevnor Avas of o])inion that some element olsper- 
maneney ill the o/lieo of pn'sident of the loc.il hoards would he necessary at 
first for the ])roper transaction of business, and in order to ])re.serA"C continuity 
of administration and uniformity of proei'diire. Presh elections of chairmen at 
each mooting of the boar<l AV'oiild o|ie.n a door to imu*h elmnge and contention, 
since any do ddinl difference of opinion on matters hefon; the hoard might leail 
to a contest at each meeting oA'^or the eloelion of a chairman. 

“ The .appointment of a chairman to a districl board is, hoAA^evi'r, a matter 
of much greater importanc(!, and has everyAA'hero been AA'arnily dcdiatcd. The 
vicAVS of Sir xVlfri'd lyall have bcim exjiressed on it at some length, and 1 give 
them in his oavu Avords. Tliey have h»3Cii suhstautially llironoi into legal form 
in the Ittli section of the Hill : — 

'Upon the third jioitilnf iiaportaiice in theeoiislitution of the dislrict and siih-divisional 
boards, namely, the app oiiiimont, of their ehairmau, tho Ijieutenunt-tSovernor and Clur-l! Com- 
mi.ssioner ohservp.s that the ipu'stion of the chairmanship of the district hoard was the subject 
of pr<dongcd diseussion hy tlu! Provincial Committee. Their linding coiuei(h*s in principle Avith 
the opinions and prepossessions generally elhtited hy the district inquiries, and recorded in the 
district and divisional reports. Of the foiq^ Native members of the Provincial Committee, 
three strenuously insisted upon the ncce.ssity for maintaining hy law the chief District Officer 
as ehairmau of the district hoai’d. The fourth- — a gentleman of large proj)erLy and inllnonco in 
his own district — held a diJferent opinion; though it may be added that, while he is said to be 
exceedingly well fitted for the chairmanship, lie had nevertheless declined the ollice in his 
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own district on the grounds oE indiffprent health, want of leisure and residence at a distance 
from head-ciuariers ; and tlio district and <livisional reports, which, in the Lioutenant- 
Governor^s opinion, evince on the part of the writ(»rs a most satisfactory disposition to 
interpret the genuine feeling nd wishes of the petjph*, indicate clearly that the main current of 
Native opinion runs decidoclly toward maintaining the position of the chief District Officer at the 
head of local affairs, until some cx])ericnce in the transaction of public business and the manage- 
ment of cominittc*es has been gained ]>y heading mcmbi*rs i)f the Native community. It is, 
beyond doubt, expedient that the district board should bo exempt from official pressure and 
unnecessary interference; but the Lie\il(*nant-(lovcrnor is confident that in these Provinces all 
District Oiliccrs arc thoroughly prcjKirt d to give every faeility and aid to the policy of the 
Suprmne Government, and to ])roinotc whatever measures may be adopted for its introduction. 
There is ac(*ordingly, in Sir Alfred I iv alTs opinion, no reastui why due weight should not atta(?h 
to the able and ini[>arlial reports of tin) ollh-ors best (jualilied to inform and advise tlioir Govern- 
ment when they declare that the Native <*onimiini(y, so far as it has been consulted, has ex- 
pressed itself very wid<*lv in favour of retaining for the present the District Olficer as cliair- 
man of t he distriet board. It setuns tlifit the District Oflieer is jnvferred and trusted in 
the existing complexion of local affairs and fillings for sound and practical r(*asons. There 
caji be no (|nestioii that the exjKiicnco and bu-^incss habits of an ollieial cbairniaii will at 
first bo of great assistan(*e to tin* <lisf rict boards ; and there must also be borne in mind 
the strong probability that the boards will for a time need much direction and advice, possibly 
even admonition and c^Mitrol ; (‘spivaally where distinctions of creed or caste, or other differences, 
still keep alive thf? germs of antagonism among sections of the Native community.

nbit * * the middle course recommended by the Comrnitleo in the 1 :Uh 

paragraph of their report, which course the Lieulenant-f iovenior ami GJiief (\)minissioner 
has decided, with a sliglit aruendmeut, to adopt, will further test the wishes of the 
country, and will allow time} for opinion to form and show itself among tlie district 
boards tliemscivcs. The Comuiittee vccoiiimend lliat the District Olficer shall be c.r- 
ojjicio chairman of the district board, except wlieii the board, on application 
made to the Government by a majority of tlic members, rectnves permission to elect a non-offi- 
cial chairman from their own body. 4dic Jiieutcnant-Qovernor and Chief (Commissioner 
agrees to the })rinci])lo, with this modification, that, as soon as all the members of the distriet 
Boards shall luiv(! been chosen, or at some time before the end of the present official year, 
they shall he invited to asscunble for the purpose of deciding whether they wish to proceed to 
the election of a u<)u-otfi<*ial <'hairmaii, or whether ilwy will leave their cliairmau^s appoint- 
ment in the hands of the Local (jlt)vornmcul. 

***** 

**This concludes all the remarks which it seems to mo necessary at present 
to ollor on the constitution of the district aitd local boards. Sc^ction 25 of 
the Bill provides for the appointment of joint committc'cs of two or more 
district boards for tiny purposes in which they may bo jointly int(‘rostf*d — 
a provision necessary to secure the due consideration of projects w hich affect 
large tracts of country. 

*‘Tho duties to bo performed by district boards will be found oinimerated 
in section 22 of the Bill. T'licse principally consist of the management, 
construction, repair and mainlcnaneo of public roads, wells, tanks, ferj ies, cattle- 
pounds, scliools, liospitals, dispensarii's and oilier public institutions of a like 
nature. The district boards will delegate to the local hoards authority to 
deal Avith all or any of tlu'st; matUn-s within their resjioclive jurisdictions, and 
thcrehy, it js hoped, seeun; tlu^ ap|)licatiou to such duties of that local knowledge 
and local int('r('st which should prove the host guaraut('o L)r their ciricicnt 
fullilment, controlled hy the wider experieiiee of the? larger body. I may men- 
tion hero that section 00 of the Bill amends tlie Northern India Berries Act 
of 1878 hy inserting a new section enahling the LicutcMiaiit CJovernor and 
Chief Commissioner to direct that any ferry shall he managcal hy tlie district 
board, and that its proceeds, in avIioIo or in part, shall he paid into the district 
fund. 

"‘Por the pcrformanei' of these duties, hoards are authorised to appoint 
their own servants, under ccriaiu restrictions deemed necessary to guar 
extravagance and iiieduaency ; and hy section oo of the Act tluw are 
possession of funds to meet the charges w hich such duties inv()lv(\ 

Immediately on their eousi itutiou they Avill reciuAn the halancos of all 
allotments made to the distriet Avhieh remain unexpended on that date; and 
in future such allotments, the amounts of wliich I w ould remind the Council 
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are prescribed by law, will be made over to them, and with the proceeds of the 
other soiirces of revenue enumerated in section 35 Avill constitute a district fiind 
at the disposal of the district committee. Under the prc'scoit system, lliero is 
practically no district fund, for all balances uuexpoiuled at the close of the 
year are swept into the general J’rovineial Ex(fhe(]uer, and the dishac'.s arc left 
W'ith empty trcosixries until tlu'y receive fresh allotments. This will ho no longer 
possible, and the district committees will he able to carry on their admiuistra- 
tiun from year to year with an accurate knowledge of tlndr linancial condition. 
Their revenues will not at llrst he large, and an important part of them will 
consist of assignments made from the geJieral pi’ovimdal funds ; hut it W'ill 
doubtless ho in the power of the hoards to augment them to some extent by 
closer supervision of the nianag(Mncnt of the other sources of income {‘numer- 
ated ; and, as tlmy prove; Ibcir fitness to adiuMiister tin; funds at th(;ir disposal, 
the Lo(;al Government will not he backward in incmasing its assignments. 

“ The next point of importance in the Bill is that of control, and on this, 
I am haj)py to say, there is no ncc(;ssily lor mo to dwc'll. 'I'ln; principle has 
been ado[)ted by tin; Council in the Central rvoviniM;s liOcal !Sclf-gov(‘rnmcnt 
Bill, and the reasons for insisting on it were urg(;d by my hon’hle friends 
Messrs, llbcrt and Grosthwaite witli {inanswcrahh' force in the debate on that 
measure. Their spceelms are fresh in the cax's of the Council. 

“ In this Bill the priors of conli’ol rcs(‘rv(‘(l to the Local GoA'cmment ai*c 
almost identical with tl^e conferred upon the Chief Commissioner by the 
Central Provinces Act, with the (;xception that, in case; of any sixigh; reso- 
lution, order or act of the committee being in excess of the powers (;onf('rrcd 
upon it by law, wc (‘liable the Commissioner of the Division and the Lot;al 
Government to deal with such in the same manner as with proc<;cdings likely 
to lead to a serious breach of the p(‘ac.c, or to cause serious injury or aiinoyanco 
to the public or to any irlass or body of persons ; i.c., the Commissioner may 
in su(;h a case suspend action, and, if ho does so, must forward the order, w'ith 
a statement of his reasons for niuking it, to the Local Government, which may 
thereupon rescind the order, or din'ct that it continue in force with or with- 
out modideatioii, pernianenlly or for such period, as it thinks fit. I am 
aware that, under the gcn<;ral law of the land, an in junction might bn obtained 
by any person interested to restrain such au excess of pow(‘rs ; and it is no 
doubt, true thats(;etion of the Bill enables the Local Government, with the 
previous a|)proval of tin; Governor General in Council, to ,supcrs<‘d<‘ a liaardif it 
exceed its powci's; but recourse to a Court of law is not a r<‘m('.(ly likely to command 
itself to an ignorant and apath(‘tic population, and supcrss(‘sion is a ])cnalty 
to which tin; Local Government would naturally wish to ix’sort only as an cx- 
trciiio nieasur(‘, and one the frccp.ient application of which it would lx; reluctant 
to put in force. 

“'riu; last point Avith which I need tronhlo the Council refers to the provi- 
sions of sccition 50, which (*nal)h; the Local Govcrnm(‘nt to '‘xcept a district or 
any part thereof from all or any of tin; provisions of this Bill to whi(‘h it consid- 
ers that they arc unsuited. The North-Western Provinces and Oudli cxt(*nd or(‘r 
an area of 100,111 scpiarc miles, nearly (;<iual to, and contain a population of 
4,100,000, far in excess of, that of the United Kingdom. Th(;y com[iris(; It) dis- 
tricts, with a nu;an density of jKipulation jicr scpiare mile, varying from SOI in 
Banaras to Oi! in Garliwal, inhaliitcd by li(‘torogen(‘ous races (.•haractcris(;d liy 
dilfcroiiccs of enstoms and religions and habits of tiiou'dit, aiul stages of 
civilization ranging from the Kariied and aecomplish(‘d Pandits of Banaras and 
Maulvis of Limkiiow to the boors of Bundelklmnd, tlie wild tribes of the 
Kliadir and the barbarous T'liarus of the Tarai. 

“ It is impossible to assume that for such various races any one form of 
self-government Avillbc(‘qually snit<;d orihat int<‘lligcnt non-ollici;'.! agency (;an 
he found in every distriel of these broad Provinces; and for (‘xc{;ptional eas(‘s of 
this nature sections 50, 51 and 52 are ufeaiit to provide;. Tl'hey do not even in 
such <‘ases deprive the residents of all voice in the management of their local 
affairs, and they require that ovc‘n here district committees must ho ajipointed ; 
hut, following the iirescnt laAV, they Icua'c the nomination of inemhers of such 
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cjommitlcos altogether in the hands of Goyernment, subject to the restriction 
that one-half shall be owners or occupiers of laud or residents in the district ; and 
they do not rofjuire, as (dsewhei'e, the establishment of local boards. A similar 
power unac'eoinpani('d by llie rest ihdioii I have pointed out is given to the 
Chief Commissioner by the Central Provinces Act.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The lIon’bl(! ]Mh. Quinton introduced the Bill. 

The Ilon’ble Mu. Quinton also moved that the Bill and Statement of 
Objetds and lli'asons be. jniblished in the (Jazrllc of India, and in the North- 
Wostern l*roi'iiicatf and Oadh Goornimont in English and in such other 

language's as the l,oeal Gov<!rnmont might think lit. 

The ]\rotion ivas put and agreed to. 

NOPi-TU-WESThllN PllOVlxNCES AND OUDU MUNICIPALITIES 

BILL. 

The lion’ bio Mu. Quinton also moved for leave to introduce a Bill to 
make bedter provision for the Organization and Administration of Municipali- 
ties in the North-Western Proviuei's and Ondh, lie said : — 

“ My Lord, I hav<! the honour to move for leave to introduce a Bill to make 
better provision for the Organisation and A<lminisl'ration of Municipalities in 
North- Western Provinces and Ondh. 

“ IMiinicIpalith's in these Provinces are atpresfmt constituted, and guided 
in the jierformam'^hf their duties, by the provisions of Acd, XV of 1S7.‘J. That 
enactment confers upon tho Local Government very full powers .as to the 
appointnumt of ordinary and ex oflicio members. It leaves to the Govei’ii- 
mimt to determine ahsoluLdy in the ease of mory municipality in the united 
Provinces whether tho memhers shall be chosen by election or nomimited by 
Government ; Sind it further enables the Government to .appoint as ex ojficio 
members one-third of tho whole eommitlee. 'Phe manner of election, where 
elections are .allowed, is under the Act regulated solely by the Local GoA'crnment, 
without any obligation of consulting t lie persons most concerned, and casual 
v.acancies among the members are tilled nj) by the same authority, or are not 
filled u]) at all, at its jileasure. 

“ Pnrther, the Jjocal (joviaaimcnt m.ay appoint the president or vice-presi- 
dent of every eommitti'e (se<‘liou 10), and may unconditionally cancel, suspend 
or limit any of the proei'cdings, bye-laws or rules of the committ(?es, .and 
abolish (si'clion 20) any tax imptised by tluan. S(*ctiou lit of Act XV of 
1873 imposes on the municipality the duty of providing for the maintenance 
of a ]>olu*e-(‘stablishm(Mit wiihoal anij li nutation, the elVect of which has 
been to throw on municipalitii'S a larger portion of tho cost of ]>olice maintained 
within municipal boundaries for the preservation of the peace and the jm> 
ventiou and deh'ction of crime. 

“ The llesolution of the Government of tho North-Western Provinces and 
Oudb, to which I have ri'ferred in my remarks on the Local Boards Bill, pro- 
poses an extension of local self-government in municipalities incompatible 
with these provisions of the ])resent law, and this Bill has been drawn up to 
give elVect to those pro])osals by sidistituting for Act XV of 1873 an cnact- 
niont which will bestow upon the residents of areas in which it is in force 
a much larger measui’o of control over municipal administration than they 
now possess. 

“ The provisions of tho Bill are tho I'csult of the same consultative and 
delibcrat iv<' measures on the i»art of the Local Government as those wliieh I 
have already described in my remarks on tho Local Boards Bill. They ;ire 
based on tin; impiiries of District and Divisional Ofiicers, considered and weighed 
by the Provincial Committei*, whose conclusions have been accepted with 
certain modifications by the Local Government. 

" I proceed to notice some of tho more important points of the Bill, 
premising that the substantive provisions of Act XV of 1873 have been rarely 
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departed from unless when it was necessary for the purpose of Riving 
elTeet to the projmsals of the Resolution of the 5t.h December, 18S2, though 
opportunity lias been taken to make tlie anangomeut of the sections clearer, 
and to remedy m liat appeuro.l to bo deb'cts in t lnur wording. 

“Tlie (irst ehajiter, whieh is of a preliminary character and deals with the 
application of the Act to fresh places ainl to those in whieh Aid XV of 1873 is 
already in force, need not detain ns ; but Cliapb r JI, on the organisation of 
municipal boards, is of moi’e iinporlancc. IMiinicipal and local hoards are to 
consist of miMiibers partly elected and partly noiniiialed; and 1 n<‘ed not repeat 
M-^hat I li ive already vsaid Avhen asking leave lo introduce the Local Hoards 
Bill as to the reasons for pr<.‘ferring tliis system to the more logi(!ally symme- 
trical one of clcelion, pure and simple. • 

“ The princi])al residimts of the areas into whieh the Act is to he introduced 
are to he convened in public nn'cling hy the M igistivite or Iho Deputy Com- 
missioner, for llm purpose of pn'paring and snb. nil I ing within a didinite time 
proposals for determining the system of representation and election to be 
established in the municipality. The points for their consideration are 
enumc'rati'd in seidion t) ; and it is only afti'r it has weighed the jiroposals of the 
residents on those jioints t hat the Local (jovernnumt (;an exerei.se the power 
coufeiTcd upon it of making rules to regulate (‘h;elious. 

“ The ])rovisions for the term of oflicc of members of the board, for 
their resignation and removal, for tilling easu il vacancies among them, for 
the ineorp n-af ion of the boards and such matters are analogous to those of 
the Locwil IJ ianls Bill, and call for no nmiarks fr.im me on this occasion. 

“The a.[)poiuhn(‘nt of chairman is a subject which here also has given rise 
to cons'd«'ra!)le discussion. T.t must bo borne in mind that, under the system 
of ayipointment of imnuhers introduced hy tliis Act, the hoards will no longer 
contain the strong e.ir oj/ioio elcmci.t whitdi Ins hitherto formed part of 
municiyial <‘o;nmiitees, and that in t he ahsenee u" this thi' app;>intmeat of an 
cllieient (diairnian hccoines a matter of ilic lirst imyiortance. The Provincial 
Committee considered that it would 1)0 » ini'.!. ike to insist on the uuiversal 
ehairnnnisliip of t lie (list riid, otlicer, who has, tlicy stari', hltlierio been ahvays 
eliaii’inan of t he board ; but t liey waml, on to say “ tiu're is a strong feeling 
amOiig those interi'sted that in muniedp ilil ics of the rnon* important kind, where 
large funds are raised and spimr, w Iiere the ri'sjiousilnlities arc therefore 
ouerous, and where ihoro are eonsidcrahle (•antoiiincnt set I le ncnis, sueli 
as is the case in most of the larger mnni'dpalitics in tlu'se J’rovinecs, 
it is very ni'cessary to liave a thoroughly reliaiile presid.'sit, vigilant, <• ipahle 
and uuw'oai’ied in watching the great iiiierests at slake, and that, so far jk, pre- 
sent cxperietiee goes, such a ynesident <-aii only he. found in the ]H'rson of the 
district ollicer. it was in this view that tlie N.dive nu'inhers prop) 0 >('d that 
the district ollieer slionld be e.r tnjjicto cdiairm iii of all lu inicipal boards at 
the bead-ijuarters of districts, h'aving it to outlying miiniclj) ilitic-i to idcet 
their own odicial or non-oilieial chairnnm as they pli'astd.” dlu' in ijurilv of 
the Committee, which iiudxuled all the Native mcinl)<«rs, llnaily r. 'commend d 
that, except in certain cases to lie sjii'cilicd hy ( Jovi-rnmont, in w liieh the distiiet 
otlieer should h(W/.r o///c/u ehairnnn, every municipality should he perniilled 
to elect its own <;hainu;i,n, Avho might be oHieial or noii-otli.ial, ns the eieelors 
choose. 'I'his recommendation was accepted hy the Lii'uti'nant-tjovenior, ninl 
has been emhodied in si'ct ion 18 of the Bill, avliicli al low's of the ('lection of any 
person as eh lirnian, suhjeet to the approval of the Local (Jovernment, except 
in municipalities exempted from the operation of this section by notilication 
in the ollieial Gazel tc. 

“Idle rules for the appointment of vice-chairmen and for (illing up casual 
vacianeies in the offiijos of chairman lynd vieo-chairinan, for the appointment 
of joint committees, for the (•onduct^lf husinoss, for the ri'cord of the hoard’s 
proceedings, and the e unmunicat ion of those jiroeeedhigs to the IMagisirate of 
the district, arc similar to those of the Local Boards' Bill or to the present 
Municipal Act. 

“ Sections 33 and 31< gi ve to municipal hoards full powers as to the appoint- 
ment of officers and servants, except the seci'etary, wlioso aiipointmeul, if an 
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outsider, is subject to the sanction of the Commissioner, and, if a Government ser- 
vant, to that of GovcninuMit. With boards consistinf^ mainly of non-official 
members and |)resi(l(Ml over by a non-official cliairinan, the efficiency of tlieir 
administration will dopciid v('ry mmdi ou their possessing; a capable secretary, 
and it is to provide an additional guarantee for lliis that the sanction of tlie 
Commissioner is rccpiired to the appointment. IF the l)oard wisli for the 
Borv’ces of a Government officer, they must, of course, obtain the sanction of 
Government to his beinj; so (miploycd. 

‘‘Chapter HI — Taxation and mnnieipal fund- is substantially the same as 
the correspond! in? seel ions of A(;t XV oF ls73 'I'he only additi<m made to the 
taxes leviable with tlie.samdioii of the local boai'ds is a tax on boats moored 
within miini(dpal limits, which s<anus to have beam omitted by an oversight. 
Tlie siictibn^ pri'seribini'* the pro(a‘diire to be adopted in imposing taxes have 
been re-draFted and m:id<?, it is hoped, cleaner. 

“Chapter IV enumerates the powers and duties of mnnieipal boards, and the 
opportunity has been C:\keuoF n'-easting the provisions oF Act XV on the subject, 
so as to exliil)it tlu^ dutit's oF tlie boards in tlunr order of obligation. 

“ The primary charge? on the municipal fundisa poUce-establisbmont. The 
law ou this sul)j(i(;t is very vagii(3. Section 31 of Act XV of 1873 runs as 
follows : — 

^ Every eomniiU<v» sliiill |)r()vi<l(‘ in the first jilaijc from its Funds, for the maintenanec of 
the police-eslal)lislirniMit in the inuniid oality. 

^ Th(i miiniLMpal poliee shall he af>pi>infed under sneh Aet of the Governor General in Council 
as may bo appli.'*al)le to tlit' town, and their nnmher shall hr^ iixe^d hy tlie committee, in consult- 
ation with the Inspector-General of Police, subject to the iinal decision of the Local Ciov- 
ernraent.^ 

“ The effect of this section has been to throw upon raunicip ditics the charges 
for poUc<? use I not only for municipal purposes, but for the prevention and 
detection of crime. Tin? couelusious of the Local GovernimMit on the subject 
are given in lh(? I7th paragraph of the llcsolution of the 5th of December, 
which runs as follows : — 

^ 17. The first of the que^fions h) be considered is the extent to which municipal funds 
m iy fairly he rrli‘*v< d of j) >11 < •<*-<*} i a rges, and the m(*tlv»d of jidjusliiig the charges ft»r which 
they are fairly I ill d.o- 'Tin* qnt'^tion was diseusscnl by the Provincial (/onimiltrc, and ihe 
unanim )usc )n'*lusioji of the CJomniitfe* is stated in the 51? th paragraph of their report: — 

^ The ])re‘'orv.it ion of peace and the ])rosfcnt ion and detection of crime are

‘The e onehi i ui i- sujmorlel hy the analogy of small towns under Aet XX 

of l^uO auil of rural where the watchmen are paid, not from the gen- 

eral rcvcniK's of i'lo enntry, l)ut from funds raised locally, — in the former hy a 
hons<*-fax levied for tin? ]»urpo^’e un<l 'r thr? Aet, in tho latter ]>y the local cess 

levied from hi idli »l hu’s along with the land-revcmio under Aet HI of 187H. The 
])rineiplc stated hy tie' (Vuiimittee a])pears incontrovcrl ihlo. 1^ or since the inhabitants of 
small towns and landhold ts in villagf*s, in accordance with tnc long-cstahlishcd custom and 
law of tile (Muintry, are required to ]):iy for the services of t!io watchmen who remain on 
watch at night, wlio report erinn^, and who are empowt'red to challenge and arrest thieves and 
]>(*rsi»!is carrying snspi« i.»iis ])roporly within their beats, tlicui is no reason why the inliahitauts 
of the larger towns (in many of which Act XX of 1S5(> was Fonuerly in force) sliould, merely 
through the transformation of the town into a mnnieijialily, lie alt«)getlier exempted from the ^ 
ehiu’gi*. It is true that, many niuniei j»alities have, in aihlition to tlie legitimate cost for watcli^ 
an<l ward, hi'en reipiired to share the cost of the Provincial police cmploytHl within their 
limits; hut this arrangement, which is manifestly unfair, will he cancelled; and it now 
remains only to df'liMiuine how the legitimate charge for watch .and ward is to ho Ci)mj)Uled 
and adjusted. In fi'w munieipalil ies, the town watchmen as a distinct body have been 
abolished, their ]>laees being taken hy regular police, who form one force, and are paid on 
the same scale, wllli tin* district police stationed within the municipality; while in the m.'ijority 
of the municipalities the town watchmen forma separate hotly, wear a distinctive uniform, 
and, not being liable for. service outside their own town, arc paid, like the watchmen, iu small
